Aw Acr providing for the appointment of thirteen 
additional troopers to the Department of State 
Police, and making an appropriation therefor. 


Wuereas, The superintendent of State Police has 
been requested by the Commanding Officer of 
Fort Dix to establish a State Police substation 
in the vicinity of the fort to co-operate with the 
military police in the enforcement of civil laws 
in the vicinity of Fort Dix; and 


Wuenreas, It is deemed necessary for police protec- 
tion due to the concentration of such a large force 
of military and civil groups; therefore, 


Br tr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: . 

1. There shall be appointed to the Department 
of State Police thirteen additional troopers who 
shall have all the powers and perform the duties 
of other members of said department. 

2. There is hereby appropriated to the Depart- 
ment of State Police the sum of thirty-six thousand 
dollars ($36,000.00), or so much thereof as may 
be necessary, for the purpose of carrying into effect 
the provisions of this act. 

3. The appropriation hereby authorized shall be 
expended in the same manner and subject to the

CHAPTER 192 


Aw Act authorizing the compromise and settlement 
in full of certain taxes for State, State school 
and county purposes by counties due and in ar- 
rears from certain municipalities. 


Br rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Where any municipality in which the Munici- 
pal Finance Commission is functioning is in ar- 
rears in the payment to a county of the whole or 
any part of any taxes either for State, State school 
or county purposes for a period of ten years, then 
such county may accept from such municipality 
such sum of money as to it may seem fair and 
equitable under the circumstances in compromise 
and full settlement of all taxes due and in arrears 
to it from such municipality for State, State school 
and county purposes, together with interest there- 
on, whether all of such taxes for State, State school 
and county purposes have been so due and in ar- 
rears for ten years or not; provided, however, that 
such compromise and settlement shall include only 
such tax for State and State school purposes as 
shall have been paid by said county in full to the 
State Treasurer; provided, however, that this act 
shall become inoperative and of no legal effect six 
months after the effective date of this act. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 193 


An Acr concerning unemployment compensation, 
and supplementing chapter twenty-one of Title 
43 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. No benefit rights accruing to any individual 
prior to, or after, such individual’s induction into 
a branch of the military or naval service, or any 
organization affiliated therewith, of the United 
States or of this State, shall be prejudiced by rea- 
son of the induction into such service or the dura- 
tion of such service, 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 194 


Aw Acr to regulate elections, and supplementing 
Title 19 of the Revised Statutes, and making an 
appropriation therefor. 


Br it enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

Title 19 of the Revised Statutes is hereby sup- 
plemented by the addition of a subtitle to be known 
as subtitle sixteen. 

1. Whenever any national emergency exists 
whereby, in the judgment of the President of the 
United States and the Governor of this State, or 
pursuant to the terms of any statute of the United 
States or a statute of the State of New Jersey, it 
may become necessary to concentrate, either within 
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or without this State in active service in the mili- 
tary forces of this State or of the United States, 
citizens of this State who are legal voters herein, 
this act shall apply. 

2. When such national emergency exists the 
Governor shall file an order with the Secretary 
of State, which order shall set out the nature of 
such emergency and direct that the provisions of 
this act be enforced. Thereupon the Secretary of 
State shall transmit to each county clerk, to the 
superintendents of election in counties of the first 
class and to the respective county boards of elec- 
tion copies of this act and of the order filed with 
the Secretary of State as aforesaid. 

3. The purpose of this act is to afford every 
qualified elector of this State who is in active serv- 
ice in the military forces of this State or of the 
United States the right to vote in any primary, 
general or special election held in this State or in 
any subdivision thereof, notwithstanding the fact 
that such person may be absent on said election day 
from the election district in which he resides, 
whether such person is within or without this State, 
or within or without the United States. Any per- 
son shall be deemed to be in active service in the 
military forces of this State or of the United States 
if actually in active service as a member of the Na- 
tional Guard, or any branch or department of the 
Army or Navy or Marine Corps of the United 
States. ; 

4, Thirty days prior to any primary, general or 
special election in this State or any subdivision 
thereof, the Secretary of State shall ascertain 
either from the Adjutant-General of New Jersey, 
or from the Adjutant-General or proper authority 
of the United States, the names and post-office 
addresses of every qualified elector of this State in 
active service in the military forces of this State 
or of the United States as aforesaid. At least four- 
teen days prior to any primary, general or special 
election the Secretary of State shall forward by 
mail to each person in such active service as afore- 
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said, a ballot conveniently prepared, upon which 
ballot shall be printed the names of the candidates 
to be voted upon at said election and any State 
question to be submitted to the voters at said elec- 
tion. In the preparation of the ballot the Secretary 
of State shall likewise provide thereon sufficient 
space wherein the voter may vote for or write in his 
choice for any county, municipal or other office to 
be voted for at said election and to permit him 
to vote upon any county or municipal question 
‘submitted at such election. 

5. The Secretary of State shall send with each 
ballot either a printed copy of this act or printed 
directions for voting and transmitting the ballot as 
required by this act. The Secretary of State shall 
also send with each ballot, mailed as aforesaid to 
each qualified elector of this State in active service 
in the military forces of this State or of the United 
States, two envelopes, the outer one of which shall 
be addressed to the Secretary of State and shall 
contain a space upon the back thereof for the name 
of the military organization to which such person 
belongs and the home address in which such person 
is entitled to vote; the inner envelope shall be plain 
and contain no marks whatever. 

6. The Secretary of State shall certify to the 
superintendents of election in counties of the first 
class, and to the commissioners of registration in 
all other counties having permanent registration, 
the names and addresses of qualified electors to 
whom ballots are mailed as directed in sections 
four and five of this act. The superintendents of 
election in counties of the first class and the com- 
missioners of registration in all other counties, 
upon the receipt of such information from the Sec- 
retary of State, shall remove the names of such 
qualified electors from the permanent registration 
binders, if said names appear therein, and retain 
such names in a special file designated ‘‘ Military 
File.’’ 

7. Any qualified elector who is unable to vote at 
any primary, general or special election in the elec- 
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tion district in which he resides because of absence 
from such election district due to his being in the 
active service in the military forces of this State 
or of the United States, notwithstanding, shall be 
entitled to mark the printed ballot so forwarded to 
him by the Secretary of State in accordance with 
the provisions of Title 19 of the Revised Statutes, 
as amended and supplemented, except where in- 
consistent with the provisions of this act. Any 
qualified elector intending to vote as aforesaid shall 
mark said ballot and deliver the same as herein- 
after provided on the Tuesday preceding the hold- 
ing of any election contemplated by this act, it be- 
ing the intent and meaning of this act that all such 
ballots shall be so cast that they may be counted 
and canvassed by the respective county boards of 
election on the day of the holding of any general, 
primary or special election. Such ballot after hav- 
ing been prepared by the person intending to vote 
the same shall be placed in the inner envelope, 
which envelope shall then be sealed and placed in 
the outer envelope to which reference has above 
been made. Such qualified voter shall then write 
upon the back of the outer envelope, in the space 
left therefor, the name of the military organization 
to which such qualified voter belongs and the home 
address of such qualified voter at which he would 
be entitled to vote, and beneath which he shall sign 
his name. All ballots not cast at the time designated 
for the holding of any election hereunder shall be 
void and of no effect. 

8. For the purpose of expediting the collection 
and forwarding of ballots cast as aforesaid on the 
day designated for voting under this act agents 
shall be named by the Governor as hereinafter pro- 
vided. The State chairman of the respective politi- 
cal parties which, at the preceding general election 
cast the highest and next highest number of votes in 
this State for members of the General Assembly, 
shall designate to the Governor agents equal in 
number representing their said parties, which 
agents shall be authorized by the Governor to re- 
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ceive ballots voted under this act in the manner 
following: 

In all areas where one hundred or more persons 
eligible to vote hereunder are stationed such desig- 
nated agents shall receive all ballots, and having 
sealed the same in containers provided by the Sec- 
retary of State, shall forthwith deliver such ballots 
to the Secretary of State. 

In areas where less than one hundred eligible 
voters are stationed such ballots contained in the 
envelopes furnished as herein directed shall be de- 
posited with the officer designated to receive such 
ballots by the commanding officer of the force to 
which such person is attached, which said officer 
shall forthwith forward such ballots to the Secre- 
tary of State in containers provided by the Secre- 
tary of State for that purpose. 

All ballots authorized to be cast by virtue of the 
provisions hereof, upon receipt of the same by the 
Secretary of State shall be forthwith transmitted 
to the respective county boards of registry and 
election. The said county boards of election shall 
promptly thereafter make such investigation as 
may be necessary to ascertain whether or not the 
persons whose names appear on the outside of the 
outer envelopes are actually entitled to vote at such 
election. Should any dispute arise as to whether 
any such person is entitled to vote the county board 
shall refer the matter to the court of common pleas 
for determination. 

On the day of the general election and at the time 
designated for the opening of the polls, the said 
county boards of election shall distribute to the 
respective district boards of registry and election 
the ballots cast as in this act provided, except those 
ballots which such county boards of election or the 
court of common pleas has rejected, so that the 
valid ballots may be counted in the district in which 
such person resides and in which he would be other- 
wise eligible to vote except for his absence there- 
from as contemplated by this act. Said ballots shall 
be forthwith deposited in the ballot box and be 
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counted and canvassed in the same manner and at 
the same time as other ballots cast with the district 
boards of registry and election on the day of the 
holding of the general election. In municipalities 
where voting machines are used such ballots shall 
be kept separate and apart and deposited in ballot 
boxes provided for that purpose by the clerks of 
the respective municipalities, and at the conclusion 
of the canvass of the vote on such machines shall 
thereafter be counted and all ballots returned as 
the combined vote of such election district. Pro- 
cedure in this act contained relative to ballots cast 
at any general election shall be applicable to any 
primary or special election held hereunder. 

9, All the outer envelopes in which ballots of 
qualified electors in active service under this act 
are received shall be retained by the respective 
county boards of election. 

10. In the preparation of ballots under the pro- 
visions of this act, the Secretary of State shall be 
required to print only the names of candidates for 
President and Vice-President of the United States, 
presidential electors, candidates for the office of 
Governor, Senators and Representatives from this 
State in the Congress of the United States, Sena- 
tors and members of the General Assembly from 
the respective counties, county clerks, registers of 
deeds and mortgages, surrogates, sheriffs and cor- 
oners in counties where such officials are to be 
elected. 

11. The provisions of Title 19 of the Revised 
Statutes, as supplemented and amended, shall like- 
wise be applicable to this election if such be not in- 
consistent with the provisions of this act. 

12. The sum of twenty-five thousand dollars 
($25,000.00), or so much thereof as may be neces- 
sary, is hereby appropriated to the Secretary of 
State and to be expended by him in carrying into 
effect the provisions of this act. All printing re- 
quired to be done in carrying into effect the pro- 
visions of this act shall be performed by the legis- 
lative printer. 
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13. The commissioners of registration in coun- 
ties of the first class and the county boards of elec- 
tion in other counties shall certify to the Secretary 
of State the boundaries of the congressional dis- 
tricts in which such voters reside and the county 
clerk of each county shall likewise certify to the 
Secretary of State the names of persons who are 
candidates for the county offices named in section 
ten of this act. 

14. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 195 


Aw Acr making additional appropriations for the 
payment of rental for additional office space for 
the Department of Labor in the Industrial Build- 
ing in the city of Newark. 


Ber tr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There is hereby appropriated out of the gen- 
eral funds of this State the sum of one thousand 
one hundred and twenty-five dollars and sixty cents 
($1,125.60) or so much thereof as may be necessary 
to pay the rental of additional office space for the 
Department of Labor in the Industrial Office Build- 
ing in the city of Newark. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 196 


Aw Act to regulate elections, and amending section 
19:18-1 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 19:18-1 of the Revised Statutes is- 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

19:18-1. As soon as the election shall be finished 
and the votes canvassed and the statements made 
and certified by the district board as herein re- 
quired, all ballots which have been cast, whether 
the same have been canvassed and counted or re- 
jected for any cause, and one tally sheet, spoiled 
and unused ballots, shall be carefully collected and 
deposited in the ballot box. 

In municipalities not having permanent registra- 
tion the general election poll book shall not be 
placed in the ballot box but shall be delivered to the 
county clerk. 

In municipalities having permanent registration, 
the general election poll books shall not be placed 
in the ballot box but shall be delivered immediately 
by the district board to the commissioner of regis- 
tration. 

The commissioner shall return the general elec- 
tion poll books to the municipal clerks not later 
than one month preceding the next general election. 

In order to carry out his duties, any superinten- 
dent of elections in counties of the first class shall 
have access and be permitted to inspect and exam- 
ine any and all poll books for said county for any 
election which may have been or shall be held in 
said county and any official or person having pos- 
session or custody of same who shall refuse to 
deliver said poll books to the office of said superin- 
tendent of elections forthwith upon demand having 
been made upon him by said superintendent of 
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elections as aforesaid shall be adjudged a disor- 
derly person and unless the said official having cus- 
tody or possession of said poll books shall forth- 
with produce the same at the office of the superin- 
tendent of elections when demanded by him so to 
do, the said superintendent of elections may anniy 
to any justice of the Supreme Court or to any juige 
of the court of common pleas, and such jusiice or 
judge shall forthwith make an order dive:i:me the 
official having possession or custody of the sa:d pol 
books, to produce them at once in the conrt m 
which said justice of the Supreme Court or jucive 
of the court of common pleas may be sittine. and 
upon their being produced said justice or juige 
shall deliver the same to the superintendent of elec- 
tions. 

2. This act to take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 197 


Aw Act to regulate elections, and amending section 
19 :48-3 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr Enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 19:48-3 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

19 :48-3. In all counties other than counties of 
the first class the board of chosen freeholders or 
the governing body of any municipality by a major- 
ity vote of their respective bodies may adopt for 
use at all elections any kind of voting machine that 
meets the requirements of this subtitle, or any vot- 
ing machines which meet the requirements of this 
subtitle may also be adopted in any county or mu- 
nicipality at any general, local or special electinn, 
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by popular referendum, by a majority of the quali- 
fied votes cast. Such referendum shall be placed on 
the ballot on petition of ten per centum (10%) of 
the qualified voters of such county or municipality 
who cast their votes at the last preceding general 
election in such county or municipality and shall 
be adopted by a majority vote of the qualified elec- 
tors voting thereon. Such referendum shall read as 
follows: ‘‘Shall voting machines be adopted and 
used in all elections in the (county or municipality) 
OF swe tk eRe meats 2’? Upon the adoption thereof 
the local governing body of such political unit shall 
proceed to acquire within eighteen months, by ren- 
tal or purchase, a complete equipment of voting 
machines. The governing body of the county or 
municipality shall provide that all election districts 
of any one municipality shall be equipped with vot- 
ing machines on the same day. In all counties of the 
first class on and after September first, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and forty, voting machines of 
the type to meet the requirements of this subtitle 
shall be adopted and furnished by rental or pur- 
chase, by the board of chosen freeholders and used 
at all elections, in all election districts, in said 
counties; provided, however, that the purchase 
price of voting machines shall be paid at a rate not 
to exceed three hundred thousand dollars ($300,- 
000.00) in any one year. In the event the board of 
chosen freeholders of any county of the first class 
shall not have furnished and provided by rental or 
purchase at least forty (40) days before the elec- 
tion immediately following the enactment of this 
act, voting machines of the description and in the 
quantity required for use as aforesaid then the 
State House Commission shall forthwith furnish, 
by purchase or rental, a sufficient number of voting 
machines for use at all elections in all election dis- 
tricts in said county; in the event that the State 
House Commission finds it impracticable to obtain 
the number of machines necessary for use in all 
election districts in the said county at the next elec- 
tion, the State House Commission shall furnish as 
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many machines for use in the said county at the 
next election as it finds practicable, and in that 
event the superintendent of elections of such county 
shall direct the installation and use of voting ma- 
chines, so furnished, in such municipalities and in 
such wards thereof as the superintendent of elec- 
tions shall designate, giving preference to munici- 
palities in the descending order of population 
measured by the last published Federal or State 
census, and, in any municipality, giving preference 
to the several wards thereof according to the same 
standard. Any voting machines purchased by the 
State House Commission under the provisions of 
this section shall be purchased through competitive 
bidding upon such notice and according to such 
procedure as the State House Commission may pre- 
scribe. The cost of the rental or purchase of voting 
machines by the State House Commission under 
the provisions of this section shall be paid as fol- 
lows: The State Treasurer shall withhold ten per 
centum (10%) of all subventions, excepting school 
and relief funds, due said county in any fiscal year 
until sufficient funds, together with interest at the 
rate of three per centum (8%) per annum, on the 
unpaid balance has been withheld, to cover the cost 
of the purchase or rental of the voting machines. 
The State Treasurer shall disburse said funds so 
retained to such persons or corporations, public or 
private, as shall be entitled to the same. 

2. For the purpose of this act, a vote by the ma- 
jority of the members of the State House Commis- 
sion shall constitute valid action by said commis- 
sion, and the said State House Commission shall 
be convened by any member thereof. 

3. No ballots shall be prepared or used at any 
election in any election district designated by the 
superintendent of elections under the provisions of 
this act other than such ballots as are required for 
use in voting machines. 

4, This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 198 


An Acr concerning State Police, and amending 
section 53:2-1 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br rv enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 53:2-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


53:2-1. The members of the State Police shall 
be subject to the call of the Governor. They shall 
be peace officers of the State, shall primarily be 
emp.oved in furnishing adequate police protection 
{o the inhabitants of rural sections, shall give first 
ai iG tHe injured and succor the helpless, and shall 
lave in eeneral the same powers and authority as 
are con.erred by law upon police officers and con- 
stables. 

They shall have power to prevent crime, to pur- 
sue and apprehend offenders and to obtain legal 
evidence necessary to insure the conviction of such 
offenders in the courts. They shall have power to 
execuie any iawfu: warrant or order of arrest is- 
sued avast any person. and to make arrests with- 
ou. warrant for violations of the law committed in 
their presence, and for felonies committed the same 
as pre ov inay be authorized by law for other peace 
officers. 

They may co-operate with any other State de- 
parinent, or any State or local authority in detect- 
ine eriime, apprehending eriminals and preserving 
law and order; but the State Police shall not be 
used as a posse in any municipality except upon 
order of the Governor when requested by the gov- 
erning body of such municipalitv: provided, how- 
ever, that the Superintendent of State Police, or 
the nev. m charge thereof. shall, upon request 
mace is tem by the superintendent of elections of 
any county of this State, assign for use on any elec- 
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tion day officers and troopers, not to exceed fifteen 
in number in any one county, to aid such superin- 
tendents of elections in the enforcement of the elec- 
tion laws of this State. 

They may act as inspectors of motor vehicles and 
as wardens in the protection of the forests, and the 
fish and game of the State. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 199 


Aw Act concerning elections, and amending sec- 


tions 19:32-18, 19:32-19, 19:34-6, 19:34-7, 
19 :34-11, 19:34-12, 19:34-13, 19 :34-15, 19 :34-28 
and 19::34-88 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 19:32-18 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

19 :32-18. Any person affected by the action of 
the superintendent shall during the week immedi- 
ately preceding the election and on the election day 
have the right to make application to a judge of 
the criminal judicial district. court of the district 
in which such person resides or if there is no such 
criminal judicial district court then to a judge of 
the court of common pleas of the county for the 
purpose of obtaining an order entitling him to vote 
in the district in which he actually resides. The 
burden of proof shall be upon the applicant. 

The judge of the criminal judicial district court 
or if there is no such court then the judge of the 
court of common pleas, if satisfied that the appli- 
cant is entitled under the law to vote at such elec- 
tion and after determining the election district in 
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which the person actually resides may issue an 
order directing the district board of that district 
to permit such person to vote. If the order is di- 
rected to a district board in municipalities having 
permanent registration, the district board shall 
certify and return the order to the commissioner at 
the close of the election, who thereupon shall re- 
store the permanent registration forms of such 
person to the active file. Before the. issuance of 
such order, the superintendent shall be heard per- 
sonally, or by his chief deputy or assistants, as to 
the reasons why he has issued an order denying 
such person the right to vote. The superintendent 
or any one representing him shall have full power 
to cross-examine any witness. 

The judge of the criminal judicial district court 
or if there is no such court then the judge of the 
court of common pleas making such order shall 
eause a full record of the proceedings of the appli- 
eation to be taken stenographiecally, transcribed 
and filed in the office of the county clerk of the 
county, which record shall be an open and public 
record. All costs and expense of such proceedings 
shall be paid by the county. 

2. Section 19:32-19 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

19 :32-19. Any member of a district board who, 
after the receipt of an order from the superin- 
tendent denying any person the right to vote, unless 
the order of the superintendent has been revoked 
by a judge of the criminal judicial district court or 
if there is no such court then a judge of the court 
of common pleas of the county, as herein above 


provided, allows such person to vote, shall be guilty 


of a misdemeanor, shall forfeit his right to such 
office and be subject to imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding three years, or the payment of a fine of 
one thousand dollars ($1,000.00), or both. 

3. Section 19:34-6 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

19 :34-6. If a person shall on election day tam- 
per, deface or interfere with any polling booth or 
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obstruct the entrance to any polling place, or ob- 
struct or interfere with any voter, or loiter, or do 
any electioneering within any polling place or 
within one hundred feet thereof, he shall be deemed 
and adjudged to be a disorderly person and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding two hundred dollars ($200.00) or by im- 
prisonment not exceeding ninety days, or both. All 
proceedings under this section shall conform to the 
procedure and practice set forth in subtitle fifteen 
of the Title, Administration of Civil and Criminal 
Justice (§2:201-1 et seq.). 

4. Section 19:34-7 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

19 :34-7. No person shall within the polling room 
mark his ballot in a place other than in the polling 
booth or show his ballot, nor shall anyone request 
such person to show his ballot during the prepara- 
tion thereof, nor shall any other person inspect 
such ballot during the preparation thereof or after 
it is prepared for voting in such a way as to reveal 
the contents, nor shall any person within the poll- 
ing place or within a hundred feet thereof, loiter, 
electioneer, or solicit any voter.

e. In consideration of any person withdrawing 
as a candidate for public office or presidential

e. For any purpose in contravention of the pro- 
visions of this Title; or . 

h. Making any payment except in the manner

Hach judicial district shall contain a population of 
not less than fifty thousand inhabitants. 


CHAPTER 200, LAWS OF 1940 


2. Section 2:212-6 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

2:212-6. The judge of each criminal judicial dis- 
trict court shall be a member of the bar of New 
Jersey, and shall reside in the county in which the 
eourt or courts, to the judgeship of which he is to

for a term of five years. Vacancies, by reason of 
resignation, death, removal or otherwise, shall be 
filled in the same manner for the unexpired term 
only.

2. All that part of the county of Hudson, in the 
State of New Jersey, comprising the town of 
Kearny, the town of Harrison, and the borough of 
Kast Newark, as now constituted, be and the same 
is hereby established and incorporated to be the 
Second Criminal Judicial District of the county of 
Hudson. 

3. All that part of the county of Hudson, in the 
State of New Jersey, comprising the town of Gut- 
tenberg, the township of North Bergen, the town- 
ship of Weehawken, the town of Secaucus, the town 
of West New York and the city of Union City, as 
now constituted, be and the same is hereby estab- 
lished and incorporated to be the Third Criminal 

Judicial District of the county of Hudson. 

4, All that part of the county of Hudson, in the

persons affected with pneumonia and financially 
unable to purchase the serum and for determining 
the type of pneumococci from persons suspected or 
known to have said disease. 

2. The appropriation hereby authorized shall be 
paid by the State Treasurer on warrant of the 
Comptroller, and certification of the Director of 
Health of the State of New Jersey.

Aw Acr concerning conversion of stock life insur- 
ance corporations into mutual life insurance 
corporations, and supplementing article eight of 
Title 17, chapter thirty-four, of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Br rr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any stock life insurance corporation incor- 
porated under any general or special law of this 
State that has heretofore acquired, or shall here- 
after acquire, not less than ninety per centum 
(90%) of the shares of the capital stock of said 
corporation for the benefit of the policyholders 
thereof pursuant to the provisions of chapter 
ninety-nine of the laws of one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirteen, or of Title 17, chapter thirty- 
four, article eight, of the Revised Statutes shall, 
after a lapse of twenty years from the date of the 
Chancellor’s confirmation made pursuant to section 
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seven of chapter ninety-nine of the laws of one 
thousand nine hundred and thirteen, or section 
thirty-seven of Title 17, chapter thirty-four, article 
eight, of the Revised Statutes, have full power and 
authority to negotiate and enter into an agreement 
for the acquisition by such corporation of not less 
than the whole of its remaining capital stock then 
still outstanding in the name of any person or per- 
sons except stock held by the trustee or trustees 
for policyholders appointed pursuant to the pro- 
visions of chapter ninety-nine of the laws of one 
thousand nine hundred and thirteen, or of Title 17, 
chapter thirty-four, article eight, of the Revised 
Statutes, and except stock, if any, held by any 
director of said corporation, and to pay therefor 
out of the surplus of the corporation such price as 
shall be mutually agreed upon by said corporation 
and the holder or holders of the whole of said 
capital stock still outstanding except as aforesaid; 
provided, however, that each of such stockholders 
shall receive the same price per share for the stock 
held by him; and provided, further, that any agree- 
ment for the purchase of such stock made pursuant 
to this section shall be conditioned upon approval 
thereof by the Chancellor. Such agreement shall 
be presented to the Chancellor by petition of the 
corporation or of any of the stockholders who are 
parties thereto. The Chancellor shall determine, 
upon such notice as he shall direct to be given to 
the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance and 
to the parties in interest (including stockholders, 
and including notice by publication to the policy- 
holders as a class), whether the purchase at the 
price stated in such agreement can be made out of 
the surplus of the corporation and without impair- 
ing the rights of policyholders or of the other 
stockholders of the corporation or impairing the 
financial security of the corporation, and if he shall 
find that the purchase of the said stock at said 
price can be made out of the surplus of the corpora- 
tion and without such impairment, he shall enter 
an order approving said agreement and directing 
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the performance thereof, and in case he shall find 
that the purchase of such stock at such price cannot 
be so made, he shall enter an order dismissing the 
said petition. The aforesaid notice shall be given 
by and at the expense of the said corporation. 

2. In the event that said corporation and the 
holder or holders of the whole of said capital stock 
still outstanding, except stock held by such trustee 
or trustees for policyholders and except stock held 
by any director of said corporation, shall after the 
lapse of such period of twenty years mentioned 
in section one of this act have failed to agree upon 
a price for the acquisition by said corporation of 
said stock, the said holder or holders of the whole 
of such capital stock still outstanding except as 
aforesaid, may, at any time thereafter, present to, 
and file with, the Chancellor a petition duly verified, 
setting forth the fact that the said corporation and 
the said stockholder or stockholders have failed to 
agree upon a price for the acquisition by said cor- 
poration of said stock, and applying to the 
Chancellor to proceed to a reappraisal of the value 
of said stock still outstanding except as aforesaid, 
as of the date of the filing of said petition. At 
the time of the filing of said petition there shall 
be deposited with the Clerk in Chancery the cer- 
tificate or certificates representing the whole of 
such capital stock outstanding except as aforesaid, 
accompanied by all instruments of transfer, ex- 
ecuted in blank, necessary and appropriate to cause 
such stock to be transferred on the books of such 
corporation, to be held by the Clerk in Chancery 
pending the final determination of the proceedings. 


Upon the filing of said petition and the deposit of 


said certificates and instruments of transfer as 


_ hereinabove prescribed, the Chancellor shall have 
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jurisdiction to act thereon and shall fix a time and 
place for hearing and shall direct the notice thereof 
to be given to the Commissioner of Banking and 
Insurance, the corporation, the other stockholders 
of the corporation, and by publication to the policy- 
holders as a class. The notice to the corporation

shall be given by the petitioners and the notice to 
the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance, the 
other stockholders, and the policyholders shall be 
given by and at the expense of the corporation. 
Upon proof being made of the giving of the notice 
and upon hearing all parties in interest appearing 
in response thereto, the Chancellor may appoint 
two or more disinterested persons to appraise the 
value per share of the capital stock held by the 
petitioners, the certificates of which shall have been 
deposited with the Clerk in Chancery as aforesaid. 
Thereafter such appraisal proceedings shall be con- 
ducted in manner and form prescribed by article 
eight of chapter thirty-four of Title 17, sections 
thirty-five and thirty-six, of the Revised Statutes 
(1987). 

3. If and when the Chancellor shall have con- 
firmed the appraisers’ findings, he shall further 
determine, upon such notice to the aforesaid 
parties in interest as he shall direct, whether the 
purchase at the price found by the appraisers can 
be made out of the surplus of the corporation and 
without impairing the rights of policyholders or 
of the other stockholders of the corporation or im- 
pairing the financial security of the corporation, 
and if he shall find that the purchase of the said 
stock at said price can be made out of the surplus 
of the corporation and without any such impair- 
ment, he shall enter an order directing the corpora- 
tion to purchase the said shares out of its surplus, 
and thereupon, within ten days after the entry of 
said order, the corporation shall deposit with the 
Clerk in Chancery a sum of money sufficient to pay 
for all the certificates of stock so deposited at the 
value thereof fixed by said appraisal. The Clerk 
in Chancery shall retain the said sum so deposited 
until the period herein fixed for the review of such 
order shall have expired or, in case proceedings 
for such review shall have been commenced, until 
the termination thereof. Upon the expiration of 
the period herein fixed for the review of such order, 
or, In case any such proceedings for review shall 
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have been commenced, upon the termination 
thereof, the Clerk in Chancery shall deliver 
to the corporation the certificates for said shares 
and instruments of transfer theretofore deposited 
and shall thereupon pay over to each stockholder 
joining in said petition the amount to which 
he may be entitled according to the number 
of shares deposited by him without any de- 
duction therefrom on account of fees, costs or 
charges of any kind whatsoever. In case the Chan- 
eellor shall find that the purchase of said stock at 
said price cannot be made out of the surplus of said 
corporation or without impairing the rights of 
policyholders or of the other stockholders of the 
corporation or impairing the financial security of 
the corporation, he shall enter an order to that 
effect directing the Clerk in Chancery to return to 
the petitioners the certificates of stock with all in- 
struments of transfer deposited with the Clerk in 
Chancery pursuant to the provisions of this act. 
Such certificates and instruments of transfer, how- 
ever, shall not be returned by the Clerk in Chancery 
until the period herein fixed for the review of such 
order shall have expired or, in case such proceed- 
ines for review shall have been commenced, until 
the termination thereof. 

4. All stock acquired by the said corporation 
pursuant to anv of the provisions of this act shall 
be immediately transferred on the books of the 
corporation to the policyholders’ trustee or trustees 
who shall, until the entire stock of the corporation 
has been so transferred, hold the legal title thereto 
upon the trusts set forth in and subject to all of 
the provisions of sections forty, forty-one and 
forty-two of Title 17, chapter thirty-four, article 
eight, of the Revised Statutes. 

5. The Chancellor may in his discretion appoint 
counsel for. the trustees for policyholders and for 
the policyholders at any stage of the proceedings. 
The proper and necessary expenses of the proceed- 
ings in the Court of Chancery and of the appraisal 
of the stock, including a reasonable allowance to 
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the appraisers and the counsel for the policyholders 
and trustees for policyholders, if appointed by the 
court, and to counsel for the stockholders, shall 
be paid by the corporation upon the approval and 
order of the Chancellor. 

6. Any proceedings for the review of any order 
made by the Chancellor pursuant to the provisions 
of this act, whether by writ of certiorari, appeal, 
or otherwise, shall be commenced within thirty (30) 
ae after the date of such order and not there- 
after. 

7. The rights and remedies herein provided for 
shall be in addition to, and not in substitution for, 
or derogation of, any and all existing rights of 
stockholders or policyholders of such corporation. 

8. This act shall take effect immediately.

Br rr exacrep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The New Jersey World’s Fair Commission, 
acting for and on behalf of the State of New Jer. 
sey, is authorized and empowered to convey by ap- 
propriate deed to the City of New York, a munici- 
pal corporation of the State of New York, the 
building erected by the State of New Jersey at the 
New York World’s Fair as an exhibit on the part 
of said State. 
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2. Prior to the conveyance in this act authorized, 
the New Jersey World’s Fair Commission shall 
proceed to remove all exhibits and other personal 
property from such building, and to dispose of the 
same at either public or private sale, or to transfer 
the same to any department or agency of the State 
government for State use, or to transfer the same 
to any exhibitor or exhibitors, or contributor or 
contributors, toward the cost of the construction 
of the building or the installation of exhibits, as 
the commission shall determine. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 210 


Aw Act concerning minors and their adoption, and 
amending sections 9:3-6 and 9:3-8 of the Re- 
vised Statutes as amended by chapter three hun- 
dred fifty-five of the laws of one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-eight. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 9:3-6 of the Revised Statutes is here- 
by amended to read as follows: 

9:3-6. Upon presentation of the petition for 
adoption to the court the same shall be filed with 
the clerk thereof, and thereupon, or, if a next 
friend is appointed, as provided by section 9:34 
‘‘e’”’ of this chapter, upon such appointment, the 
court shall fix a day for hearing the petition and 
examining interested parties under oath; provided, 
however, that the court shall order an investigation 
of all petitions for adoption except when consent 
to the adoption is given by the Department of In- 
stitutions and Agencies or any agency thereof, or 
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an orphanage, children’s home or society incorpo- 
rated under the laws of this State for the care of 
children. 

Such investigation as required by this section 
shall be made by the Department of Institutions 
and Agencies or by an orphanage, children’s home 
or society incorporated under the laws of this State 
for the care of children and having the facilities 
for such investigation, as the court may direct, hav- 
ing due regard for the religious background of the 
child. The agency directed to make such investiga- 
tion shall receive the duplicate copy of the petition, 
as required to be filed by this chapter, and shall be 
represented at the hearing. The nature of the in- 
vestigation shall be such as to verify the allega- 
tions of the petition and reveal such facts as may 
be necessary to determine the condition and ante- 
cedents of the child and of the adopting parents, in 
order that it may be ascertained whether the said 
child is a proper subject for adoption, and whether 
the petitioner or petitioners and their home are 
suitable for the proper rearing of the child. 

The report of such investigation shall be made in 
writing and returned to the court on the day fixed 
by the court for the hearing, which shall be not less 
than thirty days nor more than sixty days after the 
filing of the petition, subject to adjournment as 
hereinafter provided. No decree of adoption shall 
be granted until such report be returned, but, if 
such report is not returned on the day ordered, 
without fault of the petitioner or petitioners, the 
court may grant a decree of adoption upon a later 
day to be fixed, with due notice thereof being given 
to the agency directed to make such report. 

When consent to the adoption is given by the 
Department of Institutions and Agencies or any 
agency thereof, or an orphanage, children’s home 
or society incorporated under the laws of this State 
for the care of children, the day fixed for the hear- 
ing shall be not less than ten nor more than thirty 
days from the time of filing the petition or appoint- 
ment of a next friend as the case may be, on which 
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day such agency shall file with the court a written 
summary of the case, and the court may adjourn 
the hearing and examination from time to time as 
the case may require. 

At the time of the hearing the court shall require 
at least one witness, other than the petitioner, to 
testify to the character of the petitioner, the resi- 
dence of the petitioner or the child, and any other 
facts which the court may require with respect to 
the welfare of the interested parties. 

Upon application of the adopting parents made 
either orally or in writing the court shall hold the 
hearing in camera. — . 

The entry of a decree of adoption shall be con- 
clusive evidence of the sufficiency of the consent or 
consents annexed to the petition for such adoption 
and of the rights, duties and obligations estab- 
lished by such decree, pursuant to the provisions of 
this chapter, in any suit, action or proceeding not 
commenced within five years from the date of entry 
of such decree. 

2. Section 9:3-8 of the Revised Statutes is here- 
by amended to read as follows: 

9:3-8. a. All proceedings relating to adoption 
and all documents filed in any such proceedings, all 
testimony taken and all orders and decrees made 
shall be filed under seal by the surrogate and shall 
not at any time be open to inspection unless the 
court, upon good cause shown, shall otherwise 
order. Nor shall the fact of such adoption or the 
names of the parties thereto or the index thereto 
be open to inspection or be given out for publica- 
tion except upon order of the court. 

b. All reports of the investigation submitted 
hereunder shall be filed separately and apart from 
all other papers in the case, and shall not at any 
time be opened to inspection, except by the parties 
to the adoption and their attorneys, unless the 
court, for good cause shown, shall otherwise order. 

ce. Upon application of the adopting parent or 
parents, the clerk of the court where the decree of 
adoption was entered shall certify to the Bureau 
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of Vital Statistics of this State the date of entry of 
the decree, the names of the natural parent or par- 
ents of the child, if the same appear in the decree 
of adoption, the names of the adopting parent or 
parents, the prior name of the child and the new 
name of the child as changed by the decree of adop- 
tion. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act concerning building and loan associations, 
amending section 17 :12-49 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Bert enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 17:12-49 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

17 :12-49. The shares of every building and loan 
association of this State, or doing business herein, 
may be withdrawn by the holder upon giving such 
written notice, not exceeding thirty days, as its 
constitution provides. Upon withdrawal of such 
shares a reasonable portion of the dividends or 
profits, if any, credited to such shares may be re- 
tained by such association and the remainder of 
the amounts credited on such shares, less fines and 
other obligations thereon, paid to the withdrawing 
member in the manner otherwise provided in this 
chapter, but no fines shall be deducted from the 
dues credited on shares which shall be withdrawn. 
This section shall not be construed to prevent a re- 
duction of the share liability of any such associa- 
tion to its members for the purpose of providing 
for losses or anticipated losses or of reserving 
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against them as otherwise provided in this chapter. 
The commissioner, if it appears to him that the 
association is in an unliquid condition, may author- 
ize the making of a written agreement, which shall 
be binding on assenting members of the associa- 
tion, whereby the assenting members shall agree 
not to file a notice of withdrawal before a date 
specified in the agreement. Notice of the agreement 
shall be printed or stamped upon the face of the 
certificate or pass book, or both, of each assenting 
member when the certificate or pass book comes 
into the possession of the association. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act respecting the enforcement and procedure 
for the enforcement of the provisions of subtitle 
one of Title 39 of the Revised Statutes, and 
amending section 39 :5-3 of the Revised Statutes. 


Bz rr eENacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 39:5-3 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

39 :5-3. A complaint, in writing and duly verified 
having been made to a magistrate, that a person 
has violated a provision of this subtitle, the magis- 
trate may, within thirty days after the commission 
of the offense, issue either a summons or warrant 
directed to a constable, police officer, an inspector 
of motor vehicles or the commissioner for the ap- 
pearance or arrest of the person so charged. The 
complaint and process shall state what section or 
provision of this subtitle has been violated by the 
defendant, and the time, place and nature of the 
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violation. Upon return of the summons or warrant 
or at the time to which the hearing has been ad- 
journed as hereinafter authorized, the magistrate, 
or the person who sits for him, shall proceed sum- 
marily to hear and determine the innocence or 
guilt of the defendant, and, upon conviction, may 
impose the penalty prescribed by this subtitle, to- 
gether with the costs of prosecution for the offense. 
A complaint may be made to a magistrate for a vio- 
lation of sections 39 :3-34, 39:3-387 or 39:4-129 of 
this Title at any time within one year after the 
commission of the offense. 

All complaints shall be made before a magistrate 
of the municipality in which it is alleged that the 
violation occurred but in the event there shall be 
no magistrate in said municipality, or the magis- 
trate in said municipality shall be disqualified be- 
cause of his interest in said proceedings, said com- 
plaint shall be made to a magistrate in the next 
nearest municipality to the one in which it is 
alleged such a violation occurred, except in those 
counties where a county traffic court has been ere- 
ated or may be created. In such case, complaints 
may be made before the magistrate of the munici- 
pality in which the violation occurred or in the 
county traffic court, which court shall have concur- 
rent jurisdiction. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 17:12-107 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

17 :12-107. Without limiting the generality of the 
methods by which an association may reorganize, 
any plan of reorganization may provide: : 

a. For reorganization under the existing name 
of the association or under a different name; 

b. For the date upon which the reorganization 
shall be effective. If the plan fails to fix an effec- 
tive date, the effective date shall be the date upon 
which the proposed plan is approved by the mem- 
bers of the association as set forth in section 
17 :12-106 of this Title. Where a petition of dissent 
has been filed pursuant to section 17 :12-106 of this 
Title, and the Court of Chancery has made an order 
approving the plan, the date of the order shall be 
the effective date of reorganization, unless the 
court has, in its order, fixed:a date upon which the 
plan shall be effective, in which event the date so 
fixed shall be the effective date of reorganization; 

ce. For the crediting of the book value of shares 
pledged to secure mortgage loans against the prin- 
cipal amount of such loans, in reduction thereof ; 

d. For the cancellation of or the postponement of 
notices of withdrawal on file with the association, 
for a period not to exceed two years from the effec- 
tive date of reorganization; 

e. For the transfer of such assets, including real 
estate and defaulted bonds and mortgages, as may 
be determined by the board of directors with the 
approval of the commissioner, to a corporation

organized pursuant to section 17:12-109 of this 
Title for the sole purpose of liquidating such assets 
in an orderly manner; 

f. For the transfer of such assets, including real 
estate and defaulted bonds and mortgages, as may 
be determined by the board of directors with the 
approval of the commissioner, to a ‘‘participating 
reserve’’ account to be set upon the books of the 
association for the purpose of liquidating such 
assets in an orderly manner; 

ge. If the association shall make a transfer ie 
assets as authorized by paragraphs ‘‘e,’’ ‘‘f,”’ 
‘*7? of this section, any part of the reserve ac- 
eae of the association as shall be set forth in 
the plan of reorganization may be either charged 
off against the value of the assets so transferred, 
or transferred together with such assets, to such 
corporation, participating reserve account, or as- 
sociation created to receive such assets, as the plan 
of reorganization shall provide; 

h. For the reduction of the share liability of the 
association to its members to the extent required 
to meet actual or anticipated losses and to create 
a reserve for such purposes; 

i. For the manner in which expenses of reorgan- 
ization shall be paid; 

j. For the transfer of such sound or liquid assets, 
including bonds and mortgages in good standing, 
as the board of directors shall determine with the 
approval of the commissioner, to a building and 
loan association to be organized pursuant to the 
provisions of section 17 :12-109.1 of this Title, or 
to an association already organized or to be organ- 
ized pursuant to said section 17:12-109.1 by 
another building and loan association in reorgan- 
ization pursuant to this article, or to another 
building and loan association organized under the 
laws of this State or to a Federal savings and loan 
association organized pursuant to an act of Con- 
gress approved June thirtieth, one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-three, entitled ‘‘Home Owners’ 
Loan Act of 1933,’’ and which has its principal 
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office in this State. Upon such transfer, the re- 
organizing association shall, without further act of 
its members, directors, or officers, other than the 
filing of the certificate hereinafter mentioned, con- 
tinue as an association for the sole purpose of 
effecting the plan of reorganization adopted. A 
certificate by the association certifying that it has 
made the transfer of assets authorized by this para- 
graph, and that thereafter the purposes of the 
association are limited to carrying out the plan of 
reorganization, shall be recorded in the office of the 
elerk of the county wherein the association has its 
cffice, and, after being so recorded, shall be filed 
in the office of the commissioner. Thereafter, the 
existing constitution of the association, as modified 
by the aforesaid certificate and the plan of reorgan- 
ization, shall determine and regulate the powers 
and conduct of the business of the reorganizing 
association. In addition to such powers as may 
be conferred upon the association by its constitu- 
tion, as modified by the aforesaid certificate and 
plan of reorganization, the association shall possess 
all the powers necessary or convenient to accom- 
plish an orderly liquidation of the assets retained 
by it pursuant to the plan of reorganization, includ- 
ing, by way of description and not by way of 
limitation, power (a) to borrow money, from any 
source whatsoever, whether within or without the 
State, without limitation as to amount, and upon 
such terms and upon such security as the board of 
directors shall determine; (b) to convey its prop- 
erty, real and personal, upon terms and for a 
consideration, cash or otherwise, as the board shall 
determine; and (c) to defer the payment of the 
purchase price upon such conveyance and to accept 
security thereof. The commissioner shall have the 
same powers of supervision and regulation of the 
reorganizing association after the transfer of as- 
sets pursuant to this paragraph as prior to 
adoption of the plan of reorganization. 

k. For the borrowing, from any source whatso- 
ever, whether within or without the State, of any 
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sums of money necessary or convenient to effect 
the reorganization, without limitation as to amount, 
and upon such terms and upon such security as the 
plan of reorganization shall provide. 

1, For the suspension, for the period beginning 
with the adoption by the board of directors of a 
resolution to reorganize the association and ending 
with the rejection or the going into effect of the 
plan pursuant to section 17:12-106 of this Title, 
of payments on account of shares withdrawn and 
shares matured, and for the segregation by the as- 
sociation, for the same period, of all share dues 
paid by members, except where such dues are 
applied in reduction of a debt to the association. 
If the plan of reorganization becomes effective, the 
dues so paid shall be credited to the accounts of 
those members who paid them, without decrease 
or impairment for any cause. If the plan of re- 
organization does not become effective for any 
reason whatsoever, the dues so paid shall, at the 
option of the members who have paid them, be 
returned to them in cash or credited to their share 
accounts without decrease or impairment, except 
that dues paid by members indebted to the associa- 
tion shall be credited, without impairment, against 
such indebtedness in reduction thereof. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act concerning banks and trust companies, and 
amending section 17:4-54 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, 


Bz rt enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 17:4-54 of the Revised Statutes be 
and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

17 :4-54. Every bank and every trust company 
shall make to the commissioner not less than two 
reports during each year, according to the form 
prescribed by the commissioner, attested by the 
signatures of at least three directors and verified 
by the oaths or affirmations of the president or a 
vice president and, in the ease of a bank, the 
cashier or assistant cashier, and in the case of a 
trust company, the treasurer or assistant treasurer 
or secretary or assistant secretary of the corpora- 
tion. Every report shall state in detail and under 
appropriate heads the resources and liabilities of 
the corporation at the close of business on any day 
past specified by the commissioner, and shall be 
transmitted to him within ten days in the case of 
a bank, or twenty days, in the case of a trust com- 
pany, after the receipt of a request or requisition 
therefor from him. An abstract or summary of 
every report, in the form preseribed by the com- 
missioner, shall be published by the corporation 
once in a newspaper published in the municipality 
where the bank or trust company is established, or, 
if there is no such newspaper, then in one published 
nearest such municipality in the same county. The 
publication shall be made within two weeks after 
the filing of the report and the expense thereof is 
to be borne by the bank or trust company. Proof 
of publication shall be furnished as the commis- 
sioner may require. The commissioner may call for 
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special reports from any bank or trust company 
when, in his judgment, they are necessary to a full 
and complete knowledge of its condition. A bank 
or trust company which fails to make and transmit 
a report required under this section shall be sub- 
ject to a penalty of one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
for each day after the period herein specified that 
it delays to make and transmit its report, to be 
sued for and collected by the commissioner in the 
name and for the benefit of the State. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 215 


Aw Acr relating to birth certificates of adopted 
children, and amending section 26 :8-40.1 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


BE rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 26:8-40.1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

26 :8-40.1. When a request is made for a birth 
certificate of any person born in New Jersey who 
has been adopted pursuant to provisions of the 
laws of any State of the United States, and which 
adoption has been certified to the State Bureau of 
Vital Statistics as required by section 9:3-8e of the 
Revised Statutes, as amended, or there is sub- 
mitted, with such request, a certification or a certi- 
fied copy of the decree of the court in such adop- 
tion proceedings, the State Registrar of vital sta- 
tistics shall issue, in lieu of a certified copy of the 
original birth record, a certificate of birth showing 
only (a) the name of the adopted person as 
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changed by the decree of adoption, if changed; (b) 
the date and place of birth; and (c) the names of 
the adopting parent or parents. 

Upon receipt of such a request, certification or 
certified copy of the decree of a court in an adop- 
tion proceeding, the State Registrar shall make a 
new certificate of birth containing (a) the name of 
the adopted person as changed by the decree of 
adoption, if changed; (b) the date and place of 
birth; and (ce) the names of the adopting parent 
or parents. 

The State Registrar may file such a new certifi- 
cate for any foundling, for any child born in any 
State or Country, and for any child for whom an 
original birth report cannot be located, who has 
been adopted in New Jersey; provided, that there 
is attached to the decree of the court in such adop- 
tion proceeding or is submitted to the State Regis- 
trar a certified copy of the original birth record or 
acceptable evidence of birth. In the case of a 
foundling, the date and place of birth may be de- 
cided by the adopting parent or parents if not de- 
cided by the court before which the adoption pro- 
ceedings were conducted. Such certificate for any 
child who is not a citizen of the United States shall 
bear the notation ‘‘by adoption’’ which shall also 
be shown upon any copy of the certificate issued. 

When a new certificate of birth is made the State 
Registrar shall cause to be substituted such new 
certificate for the certificate of birth then on file, 
if any, and shall notify the local registrar of vital 


_ statisties of the place in which the birth occurred 


who shall enter the new certificate in his local rec- 
ord and place his copy of the original record under 
seal. 

The State Registrar shall cause to be placed un- 
der seal the original certificate of birth and all 
papers pertaining to the new certificate of birth. 
Such seal shall not be broken except by order of a 
court of competent jurisdiction. Thereafter when- 
ever a certified copy of the certificate of birth of 
such person is issued, it shall be a copy of the new 
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certificate of birth except when an order of a court 
of competent jurisdiction shall require the issuance 
of a copy of the original certificate of birth. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Lillian Bytheway, also known as Lillie Bytheway, 
died seized, and which is alleged to have es-.

Bytheway, late of the township of Delaware, 
county of Camden and State of New Jersey, de- 
parted this life on the twenty-eighth day of 
Webruary, one thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
nine, seized of all that certain lot, tract or parcel 
of land and premises, situate in the township of 
Delaware, county of Camden and State of New 
Jersey, described as follows:

three times the maximum period for which he 
might have been sentenced for a first offense, and 
no commutation shall be allowed him on the third 
sentence.

Aw Act concerning municipalities governed by mu- 
nicipal council and municipal manager, and 
amending section 40:81-1 of the Revised Stat- 
utes.

1. Section 40:81-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


40 :81-1. The municipal council shall consist of 
three members in municipalities having less than 
twenty-five thousand inhabitants, save in those 
cases in which prior to the adoption of the munici- 
pal manager form of government the municipal 
council shall have consisted of five or more mem- 
bers, in which event the municipal council provided 
for herein shall consist of five members; of five 
members in municipalities having more than 
twenty-five thousand and less than forty thousand 
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inhabitants; of seven members in municipalities 
having more than forty thousand and less than one 
hundred thousand inhabitants; and of nine mem- 
bers in municipalities having one hundred thou- 
sand or more inhabitants. The number of counceil- 
men shall not be changed by reason of an increase 
or decrease of population until the regular election 
for councilmen next following the promulgation of 
the last legally ascertained enumeration of the 
people, whether by Federal or State authority. 

Each member shall have been a citizen and resi- 
dent of such municipality for at least two years 
immediately preceding his election. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 224 


An Act concerning municipalities governed by 
municipal council and municipal manager, and 
amending section 40:81-2 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:81-2 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :81-2. The members of the municipal council, 
except in cities of the fourth class, shall receive 
the following annual compensation, payable in 
equal monthly installments: In every such munici- 
pality having less than five thousand inhabitants, 
one hundred and fifty dollars ($150.00) ; five thou- 
sand or more and less than ten thousand inhabit- 
ants, three hundred dollars ($300.00); ten thou- 
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sand or more and less than forty thousand 
inhabitants, five hundred dollars ($500.00) ; forty 
thousand or more and less than fifty thousand 
inhabitants, seven hundred and fifty dollars 
($750.00) ; fifty thousand or more and less than one 
hundred thousand inhabitants, one thousand dol- 
lars ($1,000.00); one hundred thousand or more 
inhabitants, twelve hundred dollars ($1,200.00). 

In cities of the fourth class the members of the 
municipal council shall receive the following an- 
nual compensation, payable in equal monthly 
installments: In every such municipality having 
less than five thousand inhabitants, six hundred 
dollars ($600.00) ; five thousand or more and less 
than ten thousand inhabitants, nine hundred dol- 
lars ($900.00); ten thousand or more and less than 
twenty-five thousand inhabitants, twelve hundred 
dollars ($1,200.00) ; twenty-five thousand or more 
and less than fifty thousand inhabitants, fifteen 
hundred dollars ($1,500.00); fifty thousand or 
more and less than one hundred thousand inhabit- 
ants, two thousand dollars ($2,000.00); one hun- 
dred thousand or more inhabitants, two thousand 
five hundred dollars ($2,500.00).

State Treasurer under chapter eighty-six of the 
laws of one thousand nine hundred and forty.

1. As used in this act, 


(a) ‘‘Taxpayer’’ means any person, copartner- 
ship, association or corporation subject to taxa- 
tion, in the years one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-eight and one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-nine, under chapters seven or eight of the 
laws of one thousand nine hundred and _thirty- 
eight; 

(b) ‘‘Apportionment certificate’’ means the 
certificate of the State Tax Commissioner, dated 
‘January twenty-fourth, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and forty, apportioning the one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-eight and one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-nine excise taxes of each tax- 
payer pursuant to chapters two and three of the 
laws of one thousand nine hundred and forty. 

2. The State Treasurer is hereby authorized and 
directed to pay to the respective municipalities and 
to the State Tax Commissioner, ont of the tax 
moneys paid to him by any taxpayer and held by

(a) In those cases where the moneys paid to the 
State Treasurer by any taxpayer are all or part 
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of the taxes for a single year, either one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-eight or one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-nine, sixty per centum (60%) 
of the amount of such taxes shown to be due to any 
municipality and to the State Tax Commissioner 
from such taxpayer for the said year by the ap- 
plicable apportionment certificate of the State Tax 
Commissioner, deducting therefrom the amount of 
all payments, if any, heretofore made by such tax- 
payer to such municipality or commissioner on 
account of such taxes. 

(b) In those cases where the moneys paid to the 
State Treasurer by any taxpayer are all or part 
of the taxes for the two years one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-eight and one thousand nine 
liundred and thirty-nine, sixty per centum (60%) 
of the aggregate amount of the taxes shown to be 
due to any municipality and to the State Tax Com- 
missioner from such taxpayer for the said years 
by the applicable apportionment certificates of the 
State Tax Commissioner, deducting therefrom the 
ageregate amount of all payments, if any, hereto- 
fore made by such taxpayer to such municipality 
or commissioner on account of such taxes. 

3. Such payment shall be made within twenty 
days after the effective date of this act to the col- 
lector of taxes or other officer performing lke 
duties in the respective municipalities and to the 
State Tax Commissioner, who shall receive such 
payment and give a proper receipt therefor. 

4. If it shall be found upon the ultimate distribu- 
tion of all the excise taxes of any taxpayer held by 
the State Treasurer under chapter eighty-six of 
the laws of one thousand nine hundred and forty 
that any municipality has received more or less 
than its lawful share of the taxes payable by such 
taxpayer for the years one thousand nine hundred - 
and thirty-eight and one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-nine, the State Tax Commissioner, in 
apportioning the taxes payable by such taxpayer 
in the year or years next succeeding such ultimate 
distribution, shall deduct from or add to the taxes

the payment of any other expenses incurred in 
connection therewith. The Comptroller of the 
Treasury is empowered to allocate the aforemen-

may be requested by the clerk in Chancery.

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CHAPTER 228 


Aw Act concerning the State employees’ retire- 
ment system, and the participation therein of 
the employees of the South Jersey Port Commis- 
sion, and supplementing chapter fourteen of 
Title 43 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr exacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
oe of the State of New Jersey: 

. All employees of the South Jersey Port Con: 
mission, which organization employs persons en- 
caged in service {0 the public for which payment 
is not made from State funds, shall be eligible to 
participate in the retirement system created by 
the act of which this act is supplementary. Such 
organization shall be referred to in this act as the 
employer. Acceptance of the employees of such 
employer shall be optional with the board of trus- 
fees, and if the board of trustees shall approve 
participation of the employees, then the employer 
shall contribute to the contingent reserve fund on 
account of its members at the same rate per centum 
as would be paid by the State if the members were 
State employees. 

2. Such employees shall be credited with such 
periods of service for the employer as shall be cer- 
tified by such employer, with the provision that the 
emplovee shall pay or agree to pay to the retire- 
ment system the amount which he should have paid 
with interest added, covering the period of his serv- 
ice for the employer previous to the date of his en- 
rollment. The amount of such required payment 
shall be determined by the retirement board, and 
the employee shall pay the same either in a lump 
sum or im regular semimonthly installments by 
extra deductions from his salary, under the rules 
and regulations of the retirement board. 
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3. An employee of such employer who is also a 
member of the retirement system by reason of 
previous participation shall not have his previous 
credit reduced, and any reserve held on his account 
in the contingent reserve fund shall be used as an 
offset against the accrued liability contribution, if 
any, pavable by the employer on his account for 
any prior service credit, including such previous 
eredit which may be allowed by his employer. An 
employee of such employer, who by reason of his 
service is a member of any other governmental re- 
tirement system shall not participate in this retire- 
ment system on that part of his compensation so 
covered. Should such employer for any reason be- 
come financially unable to make the normal and 
accrued liability contributions payable on account 
of its employees, then such employer shall be 
deemed in default and a certificate to this effect 
shall be sent by the board of trustees to the em- 
ployer and to the State Commissioner of Banking 
and Insurance. All members of the retirement sys- 
tem, who were employees of such employer at the 
time of default, shall thereupon be entitled to dis- 
continue membership in the retirement svstem and 
to a refund of their previous contributions upon 
demand made within ninety days thereafter. As 
of a date ninety days following the date of such 
certificate of default, the actuary of the retire- 
ment system shall determine by actuarial valuation 
the amount of the reserve held on account of each 
active member and pensioner of such employer and 
shall eredit to each such member and pensioner the 
amount of reserve so held. The reserve so cred- 
ited, together with the amount of the accumulated 
contributions of each active member shall be used 
to provide a paid up deferred annuity beginning at 
age sixty for him, and the reserve of each pen. 
sioner shall be used in providing such part of his 
existing pension as the reserve so held will provide, 
which pension, together with his annuity, shall 
thereafter be payable to him. The rights and priv- 
ileges of both active members and pensioners of 
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such employer shall thereupon terminate except as: 
to the payment of the deferred annuities so pro- 
vided for the previous active members and the an- 
nuities and the pensions, or parts thereof, pro- 
vided for the pensioners. 

4, Notwithstanding anything to the contrary, 
the retirement system shall not be liable for the 
payment of any pensions or other benefits on ac- 
count of the employees or pensioners of any em- 
ployer under this article, for which reserves have 
not been previously created from funds contrib- 
uted by such employer or its employees for such 
benefits. 

5. The board of trustees shall determine the 
amount payable by the employer expressed as a 
per ecentum rate of the total salaries of member 
employees, toward the cost of administration of 
the retirement system. The said amount shall be 
paid to the retirement system by the employer in 
such installments as the board of trustees shall 
determine, and when received by the retirement 
svstem the money shall be remitted to the State 
Comptroller to be credited as an additional appro- 
priation for administration of the retirement sys- 
tem, and may be used for such purposes as the 
board of trustees shall determine. 

6. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 229 


Aw Act concerning taxes, and supplementing chap- 
ter four of Title 54 of the Revised Statutes.

1. If any taxpayer shall have paid the taxes 
upon any assessment of property under the provi- 
sions of chapter four of Title 54 of the Revised 
Statutes and shall, upon appeal, have obtained a 
judgment of the county board of taxation granting 
a reduction in the said assessment from which 
neither the taxpayer nor the municipality shall 
have duly appealed, or shall have obtained a judg- 
ment of the State Board of Tax Appeals granting 
a reduction in such assessment or confirming a re- 
duction granted by the county board or any part 
thereof, such taxpayer may claim and the collector 
of taxes of the municipality shall allow a credit, in 
an amount equal to the appropriate refund inci- 
dent to such reduction of said assessment, against 
any taxes then due or to become due on such prop- 
erty; provided, such property is at that time as- 
sessed against the same owner as it was at the time 
the appealed assessment was made. If said assess- 
ment shall be further litigated the taxes found to 
be due as a result of such litigation, either by way 
of increase or reduction, shall be adjusted in like 
manner.

‘‘Commodity’’ means any subject of commerce. 

“Tibrary’’ means the following nonprofit or- 
ganizations administering a collection of books for 
nonprofit purposes: the national, State, county, or 
municipal governments; universities, colleges, 
schools, archives offices, museums; and literary, 
edueational, professional, scientific, fine arts or 
religious societies. 

2. Section 56:44 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows:

‘Bureau’? means the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try. 

‘*‘Condemned’’ or ‘‘positive’’ applies to livestock 
giving a reaction sufficient to indicate the presence 
of Bang’s disease and to warrant condemnation. 

‘‘Department’’ means the Department of Agri- 
culture. 

‘‘Hivestock’’ includes 
raised on a farm. 

‘*Official test’’ ineludes all tests for Bang’s dis- 
ease made under the supervision of or authoriza- 
tion from the chief of the burean.

Whenever the owner of livestock shall 
request the board to make an inspection of his live- 
stock for Bang’s disease, the board may designate 
a veterinarian to make the inspection and may en- 
ter into an agreement with the owner and conduct 
official tests of his livestock under a plan and meth- 
ods adopted and approved by the board for the 
control and eradication of this disease. 

3. Section 4:5-78 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

4:5-78. If the owner complies with the provi- 
sions of the agreement and rules and regulations 
made by the board under section 4:5-79 of this 
Title, the expense of such inspection and test may 
be borne by the department, except that in certain 
instances the department may, with the owner’s 
approval, authorize test to be made without ex- 
pense to the State. 

4. Section 4:5-79 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

4:5-79. The board shall make rules and regula- 
tions respecting the testing of livestock, the dis- 
posal by segregation and quarantine or slaughter 
of condemned or suspicious livestock, the disinfec- 
tion of the premises, the introduction of livestock 
into the State of New Jersey and into supervised 
herds, the control and eradication of Bang’s dis- 
ease, the prevention of the spread thereof to the 
livestock of this State, the payment of indemnity 
and other regulations to aid in the proper enforce- 
ment of this article. 

5. Section 4:5-80 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

4:5-80. Whenever an official test of any herd of 
livestock is made and such livestock is found to be 
free from Bang’s disease, a certificate, setting 
forth this fact may be issued by the chief of the 
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bnreau when authorized by the board, providing 
all rules and regulations and provisions of the 
agreement under the plan adopted by the board 
for the control and eradication of Bane’s disease 
in the herd have been complied with. 

6. Section 4:5-81 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

4:5-81. Whenever the chief of the bureau is sat- 
isfied that any owner has failed to comply with any 
of the provisions of any agreement, rule or regula- 
tion made by the board under the provisions of this 
article, the owner shall be so notified in writing by

Such marking shall not be construed as cruelty 
to animals within the meaning of any law of this.

10. Section 4:5-87 of the Revised Statutes is.

No livestock shall be brought in contact 
with any animals that have been classed as positive: 
or suspicious or that have been quarantined under: 
the provisions of this article and the rules and reg- 
ulations issued by the board, except upon written 
order issued by the chief of the bureau. If any 
livestock is added to the quarantined lot, it shall 
hecome a part of the lot and held subject to the 
same rules and regulations. 

11. Section 4:5-88 of the Revised Statutes is. 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

4:5-88. No person shall slaughter, sell, offer for 
sale, give away or otherwise dispose of or pur- 
chase or change the location of any animals classed 
as positive or suspicious to an official or private 
test for Bang’s disease or which are quarantined, 
except on written order issued by the chief of the 
bureau. 

12. Section 4:5-90 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby repealed. 

13. Section 4:5-91 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

4:5-91. The board may issue any quarantine or- 
ders deemed necessary for the control and eradica- 
tion of Bang’s disease, the prevention of the 
spread of the disease to the livestock of the State 
and the proper enforcement of this article. 

14. No person shall treat any livestock with a 
material or substance for the purpose of interfer- 
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ing with a Bang’s test or causing or preventing a 
reaction toa Bang’ s test, or shall interfere in any 
way with a representative of the department who 
is making or assisting with a Bang’s test or shall 
alter or change an ear tag or other mark of identi- 
fication for the purpose of misrepresenting the 
true identity of any livestock or shall otherwise 
attempt to interfere with the identification of any 
livestock. 

15. For animals so killed to prevent the spread 
of Bang’s disease, the owner shall receive the net 
proceeds of the sale of the animal and, in addition 
thereto, may, subject to the provisions of para- 
eraph twenty of this act and the rules and regula- 
tions governing compensation for condemned ani- 
mals issued by the board, be paid indemnity equal 
to fifty per centum of the difference between the 
appraised value of the animal and the said net 
proceeds of the sale of the animal. The indemnity 
shall not, however, exceed the sum of one hundred 
and fifty dollars for a registered animal or sev- 
enty-five dollars for any nonregistered animal and 
no compensation shall be made for steers, non- 
registered bulls or fer animals considered by the 
department to have no value; nor shall indemnity 
be paid unless the entire herd is under supervision 
and all rules and regulations and provisions of the 
agreement compled with, nor unless all condemned 
animals have been slaughtered and the premises 
cleaned and disinfected in accordance with the ree- 
ommendations of the department. 

The total amount receivable by the owner from 
the net proceeds of the sale of the animal, plus in- 
demnity from the Federal Government, and in- 
demnity from the State shall not, however, exceed 
the appraised value of the animal, 

16. No indemnity shall be paid for condemned 
animals unless slaughtered within fifteen days of 
date of appraisal at “such time and place as the de- 
partment shall designate, which must be done un- 
der the supervision “of a Federal, State or munici- 
pal inspector, approved by the department, and 
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the carcass examined and judged as to fitness for 
food. 

17. The salvage is the net amount received from 

the sale of the animal or animals, and a report of 
such sale shall be made on blanks furnished for 
that purpose by the department, signed by the pur- 
chaser or his agent, and in no case shall the owner 
receive compensation from the State if the state- 
ment proves false. Delivery and slaughtering 
charges may be deducted, but any charges for hold- 
ing the animal pending slaughter shall not be de- 
ducted and any such charges will not be paid by 
the State. ; 
— 18. Immediately before commencing the test, if 
it is deemed advisable by the department, an ap- 
praisement may he made by the owner and an 
authorized agent or representative of the depart- 
ment, of the market value of the animals as of the 
day of appraisement, and in case the animals so 
appraised react to such official Bang’s test, the 
amount of the appraisement as agreed upon prior 
to Bang’s testing shall be official and shall be ac- 
cepted by the owner and the department. 

19. In all cases where no agreement can be 
reached, there shall be appointed three competent 
and disinterested freeholders, one by the depart- 
ment, one by the owner, and the third by the first 
two at the expense of the owner, who shall ascer- 
tain and decide upon the appraised value of each 
animal condemned, and shall sign a certificate of 
such value in the presence of a witness who shall 
attest the same, and such valuation shall in each 
case be made upon the market value of the animal 
for breeding, dairy or beef purposes as of the day 
of appraisement. 

20. No indemnity shall be paid unless the animal 
shall have been within the State and owned within 
the State, for at least sixty days prior to the time 
of being condemned, proof of ownership to be fur- 
nished by the owner to the department upon re- 
quest; nor unless the animal shall have passed one 
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authorized Bang’s test after entry into the State 
of New Jersey, nor unless the animal at the time of 
entry was accompanied by a test chart covering a 
negative Bang’s test conducted in accordance with 
the regulations of the board within thirty days of 
the date of shipment, in a laboratory operating un- 
der State, Federal or other governmental supervi- 
sion and approved by the livestock sanitary official 
of the State or province of origin. 

21. Upon presentation of the appraisement cer- 
tificate to the State Comptroller, with the approval 
of the department endorsed thereon, the owner 
shall be entitled to receive from the State treasury 
the sum fixed by this article. 

22. In compensating the owners of livestock con- 
demned and slaughtered under this article, the de- 
partment or such board, bureau or other agency as 
may be charged with such duty shall give priority 
to owners with whom agreements for compensation 
were made before the date on which an appropria- 
tion for such purposes became available. 

23. Section 4:5-92 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: . 

4:5-92. The department may co-operate with 
any township or county for the control and eradi- 
eation of Bang’s disease within the State or with 
the Bureau of Animal Industry of the United 
States Department of Agriculture in any system 
which may be adopted by such bureau for the pre- 
vention of the spread and the control of Bang’s 
disease and its eradication in the State of New Jer- 
sey, or any part thereof, or the United States and 
its territories. 

24. The department may obtain information re- 
garding the number of cattle owners and the num- 
ber of cattle in a county, township, municipality 
or other designated area in order to inaugurate a 
plan for the testing of cattle for the control and 
eradication of Bang’s disease in co-operation with 
the United States Department of Agriculture. A 
record of the information obtained shall be filed 
in the office of the Department of Agriculture. Ex-

penses incurred in procuring this information shall 
be paid for from funds appropriated to the depart- 
ment. 

25. The department may co-operate with an or- 
ganization or organizations or recommend the 
formation of a new organization in a county, town- 
ship, municipality or other designated area and 
delegate to such organization or organizations any 
duties it may deem advisable for the purpose of 
promoting and carrying out the work in connection 
with the testing of livestock for the control and 
eradication of Bang’s disease. 

26. The county boards of freeholders in their 
respective counties and the governing bodies of 
townships, municipalities or other designated 
areas may make such appropriations from the gen- 
eral funds of their county, township, municipality 
or other designated area as will enable them to co- 
operate effectively with the cattle owners, the State 
Department of Agriculture and the United States 
Department of Agriculture in the control and 
eradication of Bang’s disease under the area plan 
of* testing or any other plan. 

The money so appropriated shall be placed in a 
fund to be used in the county, township, munici- 
pality or other designated area in which it origi- 
nated subject to the approval of the State Depart- 
ment. 

27. When a majority of the resident cattle own- 
ers, representing seventy-five per centum of the 
cattle in a county, township, municipality or other 
designated area have either placed their cattle un- 
der supervision or petitioned upon forms issued 
and approved by the department for Bang’s test- 
ing of their cattle, the department shall notify the 
board of freeholders or other governing body of 
the county, township, municipality or other desig- 
nated area of such fact and may commence testing 
under the area or any other approved plan without 
expense to the owner to the extent of funds avail- 
able; provided, the owners agree to comply with 
all the provisions of this article and all orders, 
rules and regulations formulated thereon. 
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28. When seventy-five per centum of the cattle 
owners in a county, township, municipality or 
other designated area have filed petitions and 
agreements with the department for the Bang’s 
testing of their cattle under the area or any other 
plan of testing approved by the department, the 
department shall cause a notice of such fact to be 
published in two newspapers of general circulation 
in the county or counties where the cattle are main- 
tained and after a period of thirty days from the 
publication of the notice, the board shall order 
placed under quarantine all cattle that have not 
been officially Bang’s tested or whose owners have 
not petitioned for an official Bang’s test and under 
such quarantine no cattle shall be sold, given away 
or otherwise removed from the premises except 
on written order issued by the department. 

All owners of cattle quarantined under this sec- 
tion shall be allowed the same privilege of petition- 
ing the department for the application of an official 
Bang’s test and removal of the quarantine as pro- 
vided for in this article. 

29. When ninetv per centum of the cattle owners 
of a county, township, municipality or other desig- 
nated area have filed petitions and agreements 
with the department for the Bang’s testing of 
their cattle under the area or any other plan of 
testing approved by the department, the depart- 
ment through its authorized veterinarians may en- 
ter the premises of the remaining ten per centum 
and officially Bang’s test and retest all cattle at 
such times as they may deem advisable and order 
the quarantine and slaughter of all positive ani- 
mals found, without the consent of the owner, and 
compensation or indemnity for such positive ani- 
mals if eligible to appraisement may be paid as 
provided for when a petition and agreement signed 
by the owner has been filed with the department. 

30. The owners of cattle which are to be officially 
Bang’s tested or retested shall, when requested to 
do so by a representative of the department, stable 
the cattle and furnish all reasonable assistance to 
the representative of the department in restrain- 
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ing, handling and caring for them until the comple- 
tion of the test. 

31. Any veterinarian, agent or authorized repre- 
sentative of the department establishing a special 
quarantine shall transmit to the owner or repre- 
sentative a written notice advising of the establish- 
ment of the quarantine. Sueh quarantine shall 
continue for such time as may be deemed advisable 
to accomplish the purpose of the quarantine. 

32, The movement of cattle into, within or from 
{he area adopting the area plan shall be carried 
out in accordance with the rules and regulations 
prescribed by the board. 

33. When the percentage of cattle infected with 
Bang’s disease within a county, township, munici- 
pality or other designated area enrolled in the area 
or any other plan of Bang’s disease testing ap- 
proved by the department, as shown by the last 
preceding Bang’s test of all breeding and dairy 
eattle within the county, township, municipality or 
other designated area, is reduced to meet the re- 
quirements of a ‘‘modified accredited area’’ or 
Bang’s free area as officially defined by the United 
States Department of Agriculture, the department 
shall apply to the United States Department of 
Agriculture for the certification of such county, 
township, municipality or other designated area 
us a ‘*modified accredited area.’’ 

34. Any owner of cattle enrolled in the area or 
any other plan of testing approved by the depart- 
ment who fails or refuses to have his animals re- 
tested when notified by the department shall be 
considered as violating his agreement and shall be- 
come subject to the penalty provided in section 
4:5-93 of this article. 

30. There is hereby appropriated in order to 
carry out the provisions of article three of chapter 
five of Title 4 of the Revised Statutes the sum of 
fifty thousand dollars ($50,000.00) for the fiscal 
year commencing July first, one thousand nine 
hundred and forty.

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CHAPTER 232 


Aw Acr concerning banks and trust companies, and 
supplementing chapter four of Title 17 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Beir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In all cases where the corporate existence of 
any bank or trust company has expired by limita- 
tion of the period set forth in its charter or cer- 
tificate of incorporation, or any amendment there- 
of, and such corporate existence could have been 
extended under the provisions of any Jaw of this 
State before the expiration of the period of its cor- 
porate existence, such bank or trust company may, 
subject to the written approval of the Commis- 
sioner of Banking and Insurance, and in the man- 
ner and subject to the restrictions hereinafter pro- 
vided, revive, renew, restore and re-establish its 
corporate existence and extend and continue the 
same from the date of the expiration of the period 
provided for in the charter or certificate of incor- 
poration of such bank or trust company, or any 
amendment thereof, to the date of the commission- 
er’s written approval of the certificate hereinafter 
mentioned, and for such further and additional 
period as may be provided for in said certifi- 
cate, with the same force and effect as if such ex- 
tension of corporate existence had been effected 
under such law prior to the expiration of the pe- 
riod provided for in the charter or certificate of 
incorporation of such bank or trust company, or 
any amendment thereof. 

2. A meeting of the stockholders shall be ealled 
by a notice stating the object of the meeting signed 
by the holders of at least one-third in value of the 
outstanding capital stock of the bank or trust com- 
pany, as the case may be, which notice must be 
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given personally or by mail to each stockholder at 
least ten days before the day of such meeting; if 
two-thirds in interest of each class of stockholders 
having voting powers shall vote in favor of such 
revival, renewal, restoration and re-establishment 
of corporate existence and the extension and con- 
tinuance of the same, a certificate thereof setting 
forth (a) the name of the bank or trust company ; 
(b) the law under which such bank or trust com- 
pany was organized; (c) the date of the expiration 
of its corporate existence; (d) what amendments, 
if any, were made to the charter of such bank or 
trust company, the dates of such amendments, and 
the nature thereof; (e) whether or not, in the case 
of a bank, such bank was authorized to act in a 
fiduciary capacity; (f) the fact that it has, since 
the date of the expiration of its corporate exist- 
ence, actually and continuously been engaged in the 
eonduct of the business for which it was incor- 
porated and authorized to transact; (g¢) the place 
where such business has been earried on, which 
shall be specifically designated by street and num- 
ber in the municipality; (h) whether or not any 
change of location is contemplated; (i) the consent 
of such bank or trust company to operate under 
the provisions of chapter four of Title 17 of the 
Revised Statutes; (j) a statement of its purposes 
and objects; (k) the presently existing capital 
structure of such bank or trust company; (1) the 
names and residences of all stockholders of what- 
ever class, together with the number of shares 
owned by each and the par value thereof and 
whether or not the same have been fully paid; (m) 
the names and residences of the directors of such 
bank or trust company; (n) a copy of its latest 
financial statement; and (o) the period, if any, lim- 
ited for the duration of such bank or trust com- 
pany, which said certificate shall be signed by the 
presiding officer and secretary of such meeting, 
acknowledged or proved as in the case of deeds to 
real estate, and such certificate, together with the 
written assent in person or by proxy of two-thirds 
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in interest of each class of such stockholders, shall 
be filed with the Department of Banking and In- 
surance. 

3. Upon making and filing such certificate and 
assent, and upon procuring the commissioner’s 
written consent thereto certifying that in his opin- 
ion, after due consideration of such certificate, the 
continuation of the corporate existence of such 
bank or trust company would be in the public in- 
terest, and upon paying the fees imposed upon 
banks or trust companies for filing certificates of 
incorporation, the corporate existence of such bank 
or trust company, as the case may be, shall be 
deemed to have been revived, renewed, restored, 
re-established, extended and continued from the 
date of the expiration of the period provided for in 
the charter or certificate of incorporation of such 
bank or trust company, or any amendment thereof, 
to the date of the commissioner’s written approval 
of such certificate, with the same force and effect 
as if the corporate existence of such bank or trust 
eompany had been duly and lawfully extended 
prior to the expiration of its corporate existence 
under the provisions of any law of this State per- 
mitting such extension. 

4, From and after the date of the commission- 
er’s written approval of such certificate, and for 
such further and additional period as may be de- 
elared in such certificate, the bank or trust com- 
pany therein named shall be deemed to be, in ac- 
cordance with the purposes and objects expressed 
in such certificate, a bank or trust company duly 
organized under the provisions of chapter four of 
Title 17 of the Revised Statutes, with all the pow- 
ers therein granted and subject to all restrictions, 
limitations, duties and obligations imposed there- 
by, including the right, in the case of a bank, to 
act in a fiduciary capacity in accordance with, and 
subject to, the provisions of sections 17:4-35 and 
17:4-86 of the Revised Statutes; provided, such 
bank was previously authorized to act in that 
capacity and has continued so to act down to the 
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date of the approval of such certificate by the com-. 
missioner; and provided, further, that the com- 
missioner is satisfied that such bank can continue 
to exercise such powers with safety to the public 
and benefit to the community in which it transacts 
business. 

0. Any and all acts done or things performed by 
such bank or trust company, and any and all acts 
done or things performed by any person holding 
the office of Commissioner of Banking and Insur- : 
ance, or by any board, bureau, department or 
agency of this State with respect to such bank or 
trust company after the expiration of the corpo- 
rate existence of such bank or trust company and 
prior to the approval of such certificate by the 
commissioner are hereby validated; provided, 
however, that such acts done or things performed 
would have been lawful and proper had the cor- 
porate existence of such bank or trust company not 
expired; and any amendments, changes, alterations 
or additions made to the charter of such bank or 
trust company, and any and all acts done or things 
performed pursuant to and in accordance there- 
with after the expiration of the corporate existence 
of such bank or trust company and prior to the 
approval of such certificate by the commissioner 
are likewise hereby validated; provided, however, 
that such amendments, changes, alterations or 
additions to the charter of such bank or trust com- 
pany, and any and all acts done or things per- 
formed pursuant to and in accordance therewith 
would have been lawful and proper had the corpo- 
rate existence of such bank or trust company not 
expired; and, in the case of a bank, any authority 
granted to it to act in a fiduciary capacity, and any 
and all acts done or things performed pursuant to 
and in accordance with such authority after the 
expiration of the corporate existence of such bank 
and prior to the approval of such certificate by the 
commissioner are likewise hereby validated; pro- 
vided, however, that the granting of such authority 
to act in a fiduciary capacity and the acts done or 
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things performed by the bank pursuant to and in 
accordance with such authority would have been 
lawful and proper had the corporate existence of 
such bank not expired. 

6. The certification by the commissioner that 
such certificate and assent has been filed with the 
Department of Banking and Insurance and has 
been approved by him shall be taken and accepted, 
in all courts and places, as evidence of the revival, 
renewal, restoration, re-establishment, extension 
and continuation of the corporate existence of the 
bank or trust company therein named with the 
same force and effect as if such revival, renewal, 
restoration, re-establishment, extension and con- 
tinuation of corporate existence had been effected 
prior to the expiration of the period fixed in the 
charter or certificate of incorporation of such bank 
or trust company, or any amendment thereof. 

7. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 233 


Aw Acr concerning fish and game, wild birds and 
ammals, and amending section 23:3-32 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Br rr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 23:3-32 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

23 :3-32. No pheasants or quail propagated in a 
semiwild state shall be sold. No such pheasants or 
quail shall be possessed or transported outside of 
licensed areas unless each bird shall have been 
tagged with the special tag prescribed by sections 
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23 :3-28 to 23:3-39 of this Title. Except as to the 
additional tags hereinafter provided for, no licen- 
see raising pheasants or quail in a semiwild state 
shall procure from the board during any year of 
operation more tags to be affixed to the dead bodies 
of pheasants or quail propagated in a semiwild 
state than four times the number of female pheas- 
ants or quail released prior to May first in each 
year. Additional tags may be provided to any 
licensee in number equal to four-fifths of the num- 
ber of birds released after May first in each year. 
The tags shall be of a special kind provided for the 
purpose. The numbers of birds taken in any year, 
either alive or dead, on lands on which pheasants 
or quail are propagated in a semiwild state shall 
not exceed the number of tags obtained from the 
board. Pheasants propagated in a semiwild state 
may be taken by shooting only from November 
tenth to January twentieth, except where the 
licensee shall have produced evidence satisfactory 
to the board that he has liberated on the land dur- 
ing the year covered by his license, or that he has 
in his possession on the land or in some other des- 
ignated place or places and will liberate on the 
land prior to February twenty-eighth at least one 
hundred pheasants for any acreage up to one hun- 
dred acres and at least one pheasant for each addi- 
tional acre, in which case the licensee or any per- 
son or persons authorized by him so to do may take 
pheasants by shooting from November tenth to the 
next following February twenty-eighth, both days 
inclusive, on the land described in his license. The 
number of pheasants so taken by shooting shall not 
exceed four-fifths of the total number of pheasants 
liberated on said land during the year covered by 
such license. Section 23:4-17 and section 23 :4-24 
of this Title shall not apply to any person author- 
ized to shoot pheasants under sections 23:3-28 to 
93 :3-39 of this Title.

Aw Act concerning alcoholic beverages, and 
amending section 33:1-43 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 
1. Section 33:1-48 of the Revised Statutes is Section 
hereby amended to read as follows: ee 
33 1-43. It shall be unlawful for any owner, part. Retailing. 
owner, stockholder or officer or director of any cor- 
poration, or any other person whatsoever inter- 
ested in any way whatsoever in any brewery, 
winery, distillery or rectifying and blending plant, 
or any wholesaler of alcoholic beverages, to con- 
duet, own either in whole or in part, or be directly 
or indirectly interested in the retailing of any al- 
coholic beverages except as provided in this chap- 
ter, and such interest shall include any payments 
or delivery of money or property by way of loan or 
otherwise accompanied by an agreement to sell the 
product of said brewery, winery, distillery, recti- 
fying and blending plant or wholesaler. Prior to Mortgaged in- 
June sixth, one thousand nine hundred and forty- interested. 
one, the ownership of or mortgage upon or any 
other interest in heensed premises if such owner- 
ship, mortgage or interest existed on December 
sixth, one thousand nine hundred and thirty-three, 
shall not be deemed to be an interest in the retail- 
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ing of alcoholic beverages. On and after June 
sixth, one thousand nine hundred and forty-one, 
the ownership of or mortgage upon or any other 
interest in licensed premises if such ownership, 
mortgage or interest existed on December sixth, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-three, shall 
not be deemed to be an interest in the retailing of 
alcoholic beverages; provided, none of the prod- 
ucts of the brewery, winery, distillery, rectifying 
and blending plant, or wholesaler, is sold directly 
or indirectly at the licensed premises. 

It shall be unlawful for any owner, part owner, 
stockholder or officer or director of any corpora- 
tion, or any other person whatsoever, interested in 
any way whatsoever in the retailing of alcoholic 
beverages to conduct, own either in whole or in 
part, or to be a shareholder, officer or director of a 
corporation or association, directly or indirectly, 
interested in any brewery, winery, distillery, recti- 
fying and blending plant, or wholesaling or im- 
porting interests of any kind whatsoever outside 
of the State. 

No interest in the retailing of alcoholic bev- 
erages shall be deemed to exist by reason of the 
ownership, delivery or loan of interior signs de- 
signed for and exclusively used for advertising the 
product of or product offered for sale by such 
brewery, winery, distillery or rectifying and blend- 
ing plant or wholesaler. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 235 


Aw Act relating to the appointment, powers and 
duties of fire police, and amending section 15 :8—4 
of the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 15:8-4 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

15:8-4. Any duly organized volunteer fire com- 
pany may provide for the appointment of certain of 
itsmembers to perform certain police duties at fires 
and fire drills, for a term of office not exceeding five 
years from the date of the appointment. Such 
members shall, before entering upon their duties, 
qualify by taking and subscribing an oath that they 
will justly, impartially and faithfully discharge 
their duties according to the best of their ability 
and understanding. Said oath shall be adminis- 
tered by the municipal clerk and subscribed to in 
duplicate. The original copy of said oath shall be 
filed with the municipal clerk and the copy thereof 
filed with the secretary of the fire company making 
such appointment. . 

After appointment a member shall be eligible as 
a fire police and shall have full power and author- 
ity to act as such anywhere in the county in which 
he is appointed. 

It shall be the duty of a member of the fire police 
to perform his duties under the supervision of the 
fire officer in charge of the fire or fire drill. 

The duties of said fire police subject to the 
supervision aforesaid shall be to: 


(1) Protect property and contents. 

(2) Establish and maintain fire lines. 

(3) Perform such traffic duties as necessary 
until the arrival of a duly authorized police 
officer. 
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(4) In the absence of investigating authori- 
ties, fire police shall investigate all causes of 
fires and preserve all evidence pertaining to 
questionable fire and turn evidence over to 
proper investigating authorities. 

(5) Wear the authorized fire police badge 
on the left breast of the outermost garment 
while on duty. 


Provided, however, nothing herein contained 
shall give the fire police or any of them the right to 
supersede a duly authorized police officer. 

If any person shall unreasonably refuse to obey 
the orders of the fire police such fire police may 
arrest him and keep him under arrest until the fire 
is extinguished or the drill completed. If the of- 
fender is found guilty on complaint before a jus- 
tice of the peace, he shall be sentenced to pay a 
fine not exceeding ten dollars ($10.00) and costs. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act providing for the payment of interest to 
the Teachers’ Pension and Annuity Fund pur- 
suant to chapter eighty-eight of the laws of one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-eight, and 
chapter one hundred ninety-six of the laws of 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine.

ter eighty-eight of the laws of one thousand nine

ninety-six of the laws of one thousand nine hun- 
‘dred and thirty-nine, shall be paid in accordance 
with the provisions of said acts, notwithstanding 
the provisions of any later law inconsistent there- 
with.

CHAPTER 237 


Aw Act making an appropriation to the Board of 
Commerce and Navigation for certain purposes. 


Wuergas, The Raritan river in the borough of 
Manville, Somerset county, New Jersey, has 
been doing irreparable damage by erosion, and 
has been eroding the land in such quantities that 
it is now endangering the property of the bor- 
ough of Manville, to wit: the municipal water 
supply system, its pumping station and wells, 
and the street adjoining said river, known as 
River road, on which there are utilities of the 
borough of Manville such as water, sewer and 
gas mains; and 


Wuereas, Said River road, or Duke’s parkway, is 
a main thoroughfare connecting the borough of 
Manville with State Highway No. 31 and the 
borough of Somerville, its county seat; and 


Wuereas, Said encroachments can, in the judg- 
ment of the Legislature, be checked and pre- 
vented by the construction and maintenance of 
retaining walls and the like; therefore, 
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Br it ENACTED by the Senate and General Assem- 

bly of the State of New Jersey: 
1. There is hereby appropriated from the State 
Highway Fund and directed to be paid by the State 
Treasurer the sum of thirty-two thousand dollars 
($32,000.00), or so much thereof as may be neces- 
sary to be expended, under the supervision of the 
Board of Commerce and Navigation for the con- 
struction of retaining walls and other devices as 
will adequately protect the lands of the borough of 
Manville and other property situate in said bor- 
ough. 

The appropriation herein authorized shall not be 
available unless and until the county of Somerset 
or the borough of Manville shall have appropri- 
ated the sum of eight thousand dollars ($8,000.00) 
for the aforesaid purpose, and shall have paid the 
same into the treasury of this State, which said 
appropriation, together with the appropriation in 
this act authorized, shall be expended for the pur- 
poses of this act. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved December 21, 1940. 


CHAPTER 238 


Aw Act creating the New Jersey Defense Council 
and defining its powers and duties. 


Wuereas, In September of one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-nine, at the outbreak of the pres- 
ent European war, the Governor deemed it 
advisable to create an Emergency Committee to 
assist him in formulating plans for safeguarding 
the interest of the State of New Jersey; and 
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Wuereas, At that time the Governor created a 
body known as the Governor’s Emergency Com- 
mittee which was composed of the heads of vari- 
ous departments and agencies of the State gov- 
ernment; and 


Wuereas, A considerable amount of constructive 
work was done by the said Governor’s Bere: 
ency Committee; and 


Wuereas, The National Defense Council, which 
was formed subsequent to the Governor’s 
Emergency Committee of the State of New Jer- 
sey, has suggested that a permanent organiza- 
tion be formed in each State to act during the 
continuance of the national emergency. 
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Be rt eNactED by the Senate and General Assem- | 


bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. There is hereby created the New Jersey De- 
fense Council, which shall be composed of the fol- 
lowing State officers:

State Treasurer 

State Comptroller 

State Highway Commissioner 

Commissioner of Labor 

Superintendent of State Police 

Engineer State Water Policy Commission 
- Commissioner of Institutions and Agencies

Secretary to the Governor 

Commanding General, National Guard 

Adjutant General 

Quartermaster General 

Commissioner of Motor Vehicles 

Director of Aviation 

State Purchase Commissioner 
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Director, Department Commerce and Navi- 
gation 

Director, New Jersey Council 

Chief Examiner and Secretary, Civil Serv- 
ice Commission 

Commissioner of Local Government 

A member of the State Housing Authority 
designated by the Governor 

General Solicitor, State Highway Depart- 
ment 

Director, Department of Health 


The above mentioned officials shall be members 
of the New Jersey Defense Council by virtue of the 
above designated offices, and membership on the 
New Jersey Defense Council of such officers shall 
not extend beyond the term fixed for such office. 
In addition to the said officers, the Governor may 
appoint from among the citizens of the State of 
New Jersey additional members not exceeding ten 
in number who shall hold no other State office and 
who shall continue as members of the New Jersey 
Defense Council at the pleasure of the Governor. 

2. The State Budget Commissioner shall be the 
chairman of the New Jersey Defense Council. Ten 
members of the New Jersey Defense Council shall 
constitute a quorum and action may be taken by 
the concurring vote of a majority of those present. 

3. The New Jersey Defense Council may employ 
an executive secretary and such other clerical 
assistance as may be required, and fix their com- 
pensation as provided in existing law, and may 
incur any other necessary expenses within the 
hmitation of appropriations provided therefor. 
Any expenditures made pursuant to this section 
shall be subject to the approval of the Governor. 

4, The duties and functions of the New Jersey 
Defense Council shall be as follows: 


To study, through its various advisory com- 
mittees, the problems of national defense, par- 
ticularly with respect to the part to be played 
by the State and local municipalities. 
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To keep informed as to the objectives of the 
National Defense Council. 

To advise the Governor as to national de- 
fense problems, outlining methods and man- 
ners by which these problems may best be met. 

To keep the local and other councils cur- 
rently informed regarding the National De- 
fense program as it develops, particularly 
with respect to the specific activities in which 
the co-operation of local and other agencies is 
required from time to time. 

To follow up projects initiated for national 
defense and advise the Governor and the Na- 
tional Defense Council within this State. 

To co-ordinate the activities in the interest 
of national defense on the part of political sub- 
divisions of the State and all other organiza- 
tions. 

To serve as the channel of communication 
between the Council of National Defense and 
the Local Councils and such other defense 
units as may be organized. 

To receive from Local Defense Councils, 
and other defense organizations, reports upon 
problems of co-ordination requiring State and 
Federal attention, to make recommendations 
for necessary adjustments in their programs 
and new activities, and to provide for the 
proper routing and procedure necessary in 
order to insure appropriate disposition. 

To act as a clearing house for information 
between Local Defense Councils in the various 
municipalities regarding matters of council or- 
ganization, administration and activity. 

To guide and assist in the organization and 
operation of such Local Councils as may be 
established in the State. 

To receive, acknowledge and appraise offers 
of facilities, services and ideas originating 
within the State and make appropriate dispo- 
sition of same. 
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To undertake any other activity requested 
by the Governor that will in any manner assist 
the Governor or the Federal Government in 
the development of adequate national defense. 


5. The New Jersey Defense Council shall meet | 
regularly for the purpose of considering all prob- 
lems related to national defense. At each meet- 
ing it shall act upon recommendations submitted 
by the various advisory committees, provided for 
hereafter. The New Jersey Defense Council shall, 
immediately after each meeting, make a full re- 
port to the Governor of the details of all matters 
considered at such meetings and shall make recom- 
mendations to him on any suggestions submitted 
by the advisory committees which might require 
executive action. 

6. The Governor is authorized to create advisory 
committees to the New Jersey Defense Council. 
The Governor shall designate a chairman of each 
advisory committee who shall be a member of the 
New Jersey Defense Council, and shall appoint 
such other members to said advisory committees 
as in his judgment are necessary, which members 
shall hold office at the will of the Governor. 

7. The various advisory committees will meet at 
the call of the respective chairmen for the purpose 
of studying the problems of national defense and 
making recommendations to the New Jersey De- 
fense Council concerning such problems. The vari- 
ous advisory committees shall make their report 
to the New Jersey Defense Council and shall un- 
der no circumstance whatsoever take any action 
except with the approval of the New Jersey De- 
fense Council. . 

8. The Governor is authorized to create any ad- 
ministrative committees which from time to time 
in his opinion may be required. The chairmen of 
such administrative committees shall be designated 
by the Governor, and the Governor shall make such 
other appointments to said administrative com- 
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mittees as in his judgment are deemed advisable, 
which appointments shall be at the will of the Gov- 
ernor. 

9. It shall be the function of the various admin- 
istrative committees to assist the New Jersey 
Defense Council in performing its several duties. 

10. It shall be the duty of every State official and 
every State agency to keep the New Jersey De- 
fense Council fully informed of each and every 
activity undertaken or under consideration by such 
State official or State agency which may in any 
manner whatsoever affect or have any connection 
with the problems of national defense, and at all 
times fully to co-operate with said New Jersey 
Defense Council on matters affecting such national 
defense. Nothing contained herein shall be con- 
strued to apply to the military or naval forces of 
this State. 

11. This act shall take effect immediately and 
shall continue during the present emergency, but 
shall in no event be operative beyond June thirty, 
one thousand nine hundred and forty-two.

Aw Act providing that the sum of twenty-five 
thousand dollars ($25,000.00) appropriated by

1. The sum of twenty-five thousand dollars 
($25,000.00) appropriated by chapter one hundred 
eighty-nine of the laws of one thousand nine hun- 
dred and forty for the purpose of meeting the ex- 
penditures necessary to maintain the bridges on 
the Delaware and Raritan canal may be expended 
during the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, one 
thousand nine hundred and forty-one. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 240 


Aw Act relative to the purchase and retirement of 
bonds by counties and municipalities, and sup- 
plementing article one of chapter one of Title 40 
of the Revised Statutes. 


Brit enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Article one of chapter one of Title 40 of the 
Revised Statutes is hereby supplemented by add- 
ing thereto a new section to read as follows: 

1. Any county or any municipality, by resolution 
adopted by vote of at least two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of its governing body, may at any time appro- 
priate and apply any unappropriated funds to the 
purchase and retirement of any of its then out- 
standing bonds. The purchase price may be the 
face value, or may be below or above the face 
valne, of such bonds. Any such proposed purchase 
shall be subject to the following provisions: 


(a) Before adoption of the resolution, the 
governing body shall cause satisfactory proof 
to be filed with the State Commissioner of Lo- 
cal Government that such funds then are, or 
within a reasonable time will be, available. 

(b) Before contracting to purchase any 
bonds at a price above their face value, the 
governing body shall submit such resolution 
to the commissioner of local government for 
approval by the local government board cre- 
ated and established by chapter one hundred 
fifty-eight of the pamphlet laws of one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-eight. Before 
taking definitive action, the said local govern- 
ment board may require the submission of ad- 
ditional information and may require that the 
governing body of the county or municipality 
shall eall for public tenders of bonds on such 
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notice and subject to such rules as the board 
may prescribe. On receipt of such tenders, 
the governing body shall report them to the 
local government board together with a fur- 
ther proposed resolution for approval by that 
board. 


In approving or disapproving any proposed pur- 
chase of bonds, the said local government board 
shall find and determine that such appropriation of 
available funds is in the interest of the county or 
municipality, having regard for (1) the prospec- 
tive need of funds for other purposes, (2) reason- 
ableness of the price proposed to be paid, (38) any 
saving of interest to result from retirement of the 
bonds at the price proposed to be paid, (4) the 
equality and reasonableness of the debt service on 
obligations which will remain outstanding, and (5) 
fairness to the holders of other obligations. 

After purchase of any bonds, satisfactory proof 
of cancellation of the bonds and of any coupons 
thereto annexed shall forthwith be filed with the 
commissioner of local government by the chief 
financial officer of the county or municipality. 

2. This act shall take effect on the first day of 
January, one thousand nine hundred and forty- one,

1. Whenever heretofore a municipality has con- 
ducted a sale for unpaid taxes and assessments and 
has omitted from the sale of any property certain 
taxes, assessments or other municipal charges, or 
any or all of them, which, under the laws of this 
State, should have been included in said sale, and 
the municipality while holding the tax sale certifi- 
cate covering such property sold at said sale, has, 
by resolution heretofore adopted by its governing 
body, declared such sale of said property to be void 
and without effect, then and in that event the pro- 
visions of section 54 :5-45.1 of the Revised Statutes 
of New Jersey of the year one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-seven shall apply to every such 
ease, notwithstanding the fact that said sale was 
conducted after the twenty-ninth day of June, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-five, and the said 
sale of said property shall be void and without 


effect and the lien of all such taxes, assessments 


and other municipal charges omitted from such 
sale, together with the taxes, assessments and 
other municipal charges included in such sale, shall 
be and remain liens on said property as if no sale 
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had been made and shall continue as such lens 
until the amount thereof, with interest, shall have 
been paid, as provided by law, and any and all sales 
of said property for unpaid taxes, assessments or 
other municipal charges conducted in accordance 
with said section 54:5-45.1, after the adoption of 
said resolution by the governing body of the mu- 
nicipality, are hereby validated and confirmed.

4. Kach such note may be renewed from time to 
time, but all such notes and any renewals thereof 
shall mature and be paid not later than the last 
day of the fiscal year next succeeding the fiscal 
year in which such notes were issued. 

5. An amount sufficient to pay such notes as shall 
be outstanding. on the last day of the fiscal year in 
which the same were issued shall be appropriated 
in the budget of the fiscal year next succeeding. 

6. The borrowing power herein provided shall 
be in addition to all other borrowing power con- 
ferred by the provisions of Title 40 of the Revised 
Statutes of New Jersey. 

7. This act shall take effect jenmedigtcls:

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CHAPTER 246 


Aw Act concerning the registration and licensing 
of motor vehicles and drivers thereof, and 
amending sections 39:3-4 and 39:3-9 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 39:3-4 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39 :3-4. Except as hereinafter provided, every 
resident of this State and every nonresident whose 
automobile or motoreyele shall be driven in this 
State shall, before using such vehicle on the public 
highways, register the same, and no motor vehicle 
or motoreyele shall be driven unless so registered. 

Such registration shall be made in the following 
manner: A statement in writing shall be made to 
the commissioner or his lawful agent, containing 
the name and address of the owner, together with 
a description of the character of the automobile or 
motoreyele, including the name of the maker and 
the manufacturer’s number and the motor number. 
The statement shall be submitted on forms pre- 
pared by the commissioner and shall be sworn to 
by the applicant before anyone authorized to take 
acknowledgments. Thereupon the commissioner 
shall have power to grant a registration certificate 
to the owner of any motor vehicle, application for 
the registration having been properly made and 
the fee therefor paid, and the vehicle being of a 
type that complies with the requirements of this 
subtitle. The registration certificate to be issued 
by the commissioner shall be properly numbered 
and shall state that the motor vehicle or motorcycle 
is registered in accordance with the law. The com- 
missioner shall cause the name of the owner, with 
his address and the number of his certificate and 
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description of the motor vehicle or motorcycle, to 
be entered on the records of his department in al- 
phabetical and numerical order. 

HKivery registration shall expire and the certifi- 
cate thereof become void on March thirty-first of 
each year, terminating the period for which such 
certificate is issued. 

The commissioner shall issue registrations and 
licenses for the following yearly period, on and 
after March first of each year, such registrations 
and licenses to be effective immediately. 

Any person violating the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be subject to a fine not exceeding one 
hundred dollars ($100.00). 

2. Section 39:3-9 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39 :3-9. For registration purposes the horse- 
power of an automobile shall be computed by the 
formula adopted by the commissioner on March 
first of each year, which rating shall govern in de- 
termining the class to which the automobile be- 
longs. The commissioner, on March first of each 
year, may compel all dealers, manufacturers, or 
other persons holding automobiles to provide with 
each sale a certificate which will indicate the vari- 
ous elements which are comprised in the formula 
adopted by the commissioner under the provisions 
of this subtitle. The commissioner shall adopt no 
formula which is not in general use by the stand- 
ard trade associations of the United States as a 
basis of catalogue rating. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 247 


An Act concerning the establishment and admin- 
istration of unemployment compensation, pro- 
viding for the levy and collection of contribu- 
tions therefor, providing penalties and making 
appropriations, and amending sections 43 :21-3, 
43 :21-4 and 43:21-19 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 48:21-3 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43:21-8. (a) Payment of benefits. Twenty-five 
months after the date when contributions first ac- 
crue under this chapter, benefits shall become pay- 
able from the fund; provided, that remuneration 
for services excepted by subparagraph (J) of par- 
agraph (7) of subsection (1) of section 43 :21-19 of 
this chapter, irrespective of when performed shall 
not be included for purposes of determining eligi- 
bility under subsection (e) of section 43:21-4 of 
this chapter or the weekly benefit rate under sub- 
section (c) of this section for the purpose of any 
benefit year commencing on or after July first, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, nor shall 
any benefits with respect to unemployment occur- 
ring on and after July first, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-nine, be payable under subsection 
(d) of this section on the basis of such remunera- 
tion. All benefits shall be paid through employ- 
ment offices, or such other agencies as may be 
designated in accordance with such regulations as 
may be prescribed hereunder. 

(b) Weekly benefits for unemployment. Each 
eligible individual who is unemployed (as defined 
in subsection (m) of section 43:21-19 of this chap- 
ter) in any week shall be paid with respect to such 
week (except as to final payment) an amount equal 
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to his weekly benefit rate less any remuneration in 
excess of three dollars ($3.00) paid or payable to 
him for such week; provided, that such amount 
shall be computed to the next highest multiple of 
one dollar ($1.00), if not already a multiple 
thereof. 

(ec) Weekly benefit rate. An individual’s weekly 
benefit rate shall be one-twenty-second of his total 
wages in that calendar quarter in which said total 
wages were highest during his base year; pro- 
vided, that such rate shall be computed to the next 
highest multiple of one dollar ($1.00) if not al- 
ready a multiple thereof, and shall not be more 
than eighteen dollars ($18.00) nor less than seven 
dollars ($7.00). 

(d) Maximum total benefits. The maximum 
total amount of benefits payable to any eligible in- 
dividual during any benefit vear shall be either 
one-fifth of his total wages during his base year, 
computed to the next highest multiple of one dol- 
lar ($1.00), if not already a multiple thereof, or 
eighteen times his weekly benefit rate, whichever 
is the lesser; in no event, however, are such total 
benefits to be less than six times the weekly benefit 
rate. 

2. Section 43:21-4 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43:21-4, An individual, totally or partially un- 
employed, shall be eligible to receive benefits with 
respect to any week only if it appears that: 

(a) He has registered for work at and there- 
after has continued to report at an employment 
office in accordance with such regulations as the 
commission may prescribe. 

(b) He has made a claim for benefits in accord- 
ance with the provisions of subsection (a) of sec- 
tion 43:21-6 of this Title. 

(c) He is able to work, and is available for 
work. 

(d) Prior to the first week for which he claims 
benefits in any benefit year he has been totally or 
partially unemployed for a waiting period of one 
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week in that benefit year. No week shall be 
counted as a week of unemployment for the pur- 
poses of this subsection: 


(1) if benefits have been paid, or are pay- 
able, with respect thereto; 


(2) unless the individual fulfills the require- 8 


ments of subsections (a) and (ec) of this see- 
tion. 


(e) He has within his base year earned wages 
of not less than one hundred and fifty dollars 
($150.00). 

3. Section 43:21-19 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43 :21-19. As used in this chapter, unless the con- 
text clearly requires otherwise: 


(a) (1) ‘‘Annual payroll’? means the total 
amount of wages payable by an employer (re- 
gardless of the time of payment) for employ- 
ment during a calendar year. 

(2) ‘‘Average annual payroll’? means the 
average of the annual payrolls of any em- 
ployer for the last three or five preceding cal- 
endar years, whichever average is higher. 


(b) ‘‘Benefits’’ means the money payments pay- 
able to an individual, as provided in this chapter, 
with respect to his nnemployment. 

(c) The term ‘‘base year’’ means the first four 
of the last five completed calendar quarters im- 
mediately preceding the first day of an individual’s 
benefit year. 

(d) ‘‘Benefit year’’ with respect to any indi- 
vidual means the fifty-two consecutive week pe- 
riods beginning with the day on, or as of, which he 
first files a valid claim for benefits, and thereafter 
beginning with the day on, or as of, which the in- 
dividual next files a valid claim for benefits after 
the termination of his last preceding benefit year ; 
provided, that no succeeding benefit year shall 
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commence before the expiration of one full year 
from and after the first day of the preceding bene- 
fit year. Any claim for benefits made in accord- 
ance with section six (a) of this act shall be 
deemed to be a ‘‘valid claim’’ for the purpose of 
this subsection if the individual has fulfilled the 
condition imposed by section four (e). 

(e) ‘‘Commission’’ means the Unemployment 
Compensation Commission established by section 
43:21-10 of this Title, and for purposes of this 
chapter any transaction or exercise of authority by 
the executive director shall be deemed to be per- 
formed by the commission. 

(f) ‘‘Contributions’’ means the money pay- 
ments to the State unemployment compensation 
fund required by this chapter. 

(@) ‘‘Employing unit’’ means any individual or 
type of organization, including any partnership, 
association, trust, estate, joint-stock company, in- 
surance company or corporation, whether domes- 
tic or foreign, or the receiver, trustee in bank- 
ruptey, trustee or successor thereof, or the legal 
representative of a deceased person, which has or 
subsequent to January first, one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-six, had in its employ one or 
more individuals performing services for it within 
this State. All individuals performing services 
within this State for any employing unit which 
maintains two or more separate establishments 
within this State shall be deemed to be employed 
by a single employing unit for all the purposes of 
this chapter. Whenever any employing unit con- 
tracts with or has under it any contractor or sub- 
contractor for any employment which is part of its 
usual trade, occupation, profession, or business, 
unless the employing unit as well as each such con- 
tractor or subcontractor is an employer by reason 
of subsection (c) of section 438 :21-8 of this Title or 
subsection (h) of this section, the employing unit 
shall for all the purposes of this chapter be deemed 
to employ each individual in the employ of each 
such contractor or subcontractor for each day dur- 
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ing which such individual is engaged in performing 
such employment; except that each such contractor 
or subcontractor who is an employer by reason of 
subsection (¢c) of section 43:21-8 of this Title or 
subsection (h) of this section, shall alone be liable 
for the contributions measured by wages payable 
to individuals in his employ, and except that any 
employing unit who shall become lable for and 
pay contributions with respect to individuals in 
the employ of any such contractor or subcontractor 
who is not an employer by reason of subsection (c) 
of section 43:21-8 of this Title or subsection (h) 
of this section, may recover the same from such 
contractor or subcontractor. Each individual em- 
ploved to perform or to assist in performing the 
work of any agent or employee of an employing 
unit shall be deemed to be employed by such em- 
ploying unit for all the purposes of this chapter, 
whether such individual was hired or paid directly 
by such employing unit or by such agent or em- 
ployee; provided, the employing unit had actual 
or constructive knowledge of the work. 


(h) ‘‘Employer’’ means: 


(1) Any employing unit which for some 
portion of a day, but not necessarily simul- 
taneously in each of twenty different weeks, 
whether or not such weeks are or were con- 
secutive, within either the current or the pre- 
ceding calendar year, has or had in employ- 
ment, eight or more individuals (irrespective 
of whether the same individuals are or were 
employed in each such day); : 

(2) Any employing unit which acquired the 
organization, trade or business, or substan- 
tially all the assets thereof, of another which 
at the time of such acquisition was an em- 
ployer subject to this chapter; 

(3) Any employing unit which acquired the 
organization, trade or business, or substan- 
tially all the assets thereof, of another employ- 
ing unit and which, if treated as a single unit 
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with such other employing unit, would be an 
emplover under paragraph (1) of this sub- 
section ; 

(4) Any employing unit which together with 
one or more other employing units, is owned 
or controlled (by legally enforcible means or 
otherwise), directly or indirectly by the same 
interests, or which owns or controls one or 
more other employing units (by legallv en- 
forcible means or otherwise), and which, if 
treated as a single unit with such other em- 
ploving units or interests, would be an em- 
plover under paragraph (1) of this subsec- 
tion: 

(5) Any employing unit which, having: be- 
come an employer under paragraph (1), (2), 
(3) or (4), has not, under section 43:21-8 of 
this Title, ceased to be an employer subject to 
this chapter; or ; 

(6) For the effective period of its election 
pursuant to subsection (¢@) of section 43 :21-8 
of this Title any other employing unit which 
has elected to become fully subject to this 
chapter. 


(1) (1) ‘‘Employment’’? means service, inelud- 
ing service in interstate commerce performed for 
remuneration or under any contract of hire, writ- 
ten or oral, expressed or implied. 

(2) The term ‘‘emplovment”’ shall include an in- 
dividual’s entire service, performed within or both 
within and without this State if: 


(A) The service is localized in this State; 
or 

(B) The service is not localized in any State 
but some of the service is performed in this 
State, and (i) the base of operations, or, if 
there is no base of operations, then the place 
from which such service is directed or con- 
trolled, is in this State; or (11) the base of 
operations or place from which such service 
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is directed or controlled is not in any State in 
which some part of the service is performed, 
but the individual’s residence is in this State. 


(3) Services performed within this State but not 
covered under paragraph (2) of this subsection 
shall be deemed to be employment subject to this 
chapter if contributions are not required and paid 
with respect to such services under an unemploy- 
ment compensation law of any other State or of 
the Federal Government. 

(4) Services not covered under paragraph (2) 
of this subsection, and performed entirely without 
this State, with respect to no part of which contri- 
butions are required and paid under an unemploy- 
ment compensation law of any other State or of 
the Federal Government, shall be deemed to be 
employment subject to this chapter if the individ- 
ual performing such services is a resident of this 
State and the commission approves the election of 
the employing unit for whom such services are 
performed that the entire service of such indi- 
vidual shall be deemed to be employment subject 
to this chapter; provided, written objections on the 
part of a substantial proportion of sueh individ- 
uals affected are not presented to the commission 
within ten days following the filing of such election. 

(5) Service shall be deemed to be localized with- 
in a State if 


(A) the service is performed entirely with- 
in such State; or , 

(B) the service is performed both within 
and without such State, but the service per- 
formed without such State is incidental to the 
individual’s service within the State, for ex- 
ample, is temporary or transitory in nature or 
consists of isolated transactions.

(k) ‘‘Fund’’ means the unemployment compen- 
sation fund established by this chapter, to which 
all contributions required and from which all bene- 
fits provided under this chapter shall be paid. 
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(1) ‘‘State’’ includes, in addition to the States 
of the United States of America, Alaska, Hawaii, 
and the District of Columbia. 


(m) Unemployment. 

(1) An individual shall be deemed ‘‘unem- 
ploved’’ for any week during which he is not 
engaged in full-time work and with respect to 
which his remuneration is less than his weekly 
benefit rate. 

(2) The term remuneration, as used in this 
subsection, shall include only that part of the 
same which exceeds three dollars ($38.00) for 
any one (1) week. 

(3) An individual’s week of unemployment 
shall be deemed to commence only after his 
registration at an employment office, except as 
the commission may by regulation otherwise 
prescribe. 


(n) ‘‘Unemployment compensation administra- 
tion fund’’ means the unemployment compensation 
administration fund established by this chapter, 
from which administrative expenses under this 
chapter shall be paid. 

(0) ‘‘Wages’’ means remuneration payable by 
employers for employment. 

(p) ‘‘Remuneration’’?’ means all compensation 
pavable for personal services, including commis- 
sions and bonuses and the cash value of all com- 
pensation payable in any medium other than cash. 

(q) ‘‘Week’’ means such period or periods of 
seven consecutive calendar days ending at mid- 
night, as the commission may by regulation pre- 
seribe. 

(r) ‘*Calendar quarter’? means the period of 
three consecutive calendar months ending on 
March thirty-first, June thirtieth, September thir- 
tieth, or December thirty-first, excluding, however, 
any calendar quarter or portion thereof which oc- 
curs prior to January first, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-seven, or the equivalent thereof as 
the commission may by regulation prescribe. 
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4. This act shall take effect and become opera- 
tive April first, one thousand nine hundred and

1. The board of education of any school district 
which is governed by chapter seven of Title 18 of 
the Revised Statutes of New Jersey shall have 
power to issue its negotiable bonds (hereinafter 
described as ‘‘Refunding bonds’’) for the purpose 
of paying, funding or refunding either the prin- 
cipal of or interest on any bonds or notes hereto- 
fore or hereafter issued by such board of educa- 
tion and to pay the cost of issuing such refunding 
bonds including printing, advertising, accounting, 
financial and legal expenses. Such refunding bonds 
shall bear interest at a rate which shall not exceed 
six per centum (6%) per annum. The issuance of 
such bonds shall be authorized by resolution or reso- 
lutions adopted on or before December thirty-first, 
one thousand nine hundred and forty-two, by the 
vote of two-thirds of the members of such board of 
education. The power and obligation of the board 
of education of any school district to pay any re-

An Acr making an appropriation for the further 
construction and maintenance of High Point 
Park in the county of Sussex. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. For the purpose of constructing power and 
water lines, and for the further necessary develop- 
ment of the Steenykill lake area at High Point 
Park, there is hereby appropriated the sum of 
seven thousand five hundred dollars ($7,500.00).

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CHAPTER 252. 


Aw Act to provide for the establishment and ad- 
ministration of unemployment compensation, 
providing for the levy and collection of contribu- 
tions therefor, providing penalties and making 
appropriations, and amending sections 43 :21-10 
and 43 :21-11 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brit enacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 43:21-10 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

43:21-10 (a) Organization. There is hereby 
created a commission to be known as the Unem- 
ployment Compensation Commission of New Jer- 
sey. It shall consist of seven members who shall be 
appointed by the Governor, with confirmation by 
the Senate, not more than four of whom shall be of 
the same political affiliation. They shall serve with- 
out salary; provided, however, that their necessary 
expenses shall be paid. No person may be ap- 
pointed who is an officer or committee member of 
any political party organization. First appointees 
to the commission shall serve as designated by the 
Governor at the time of appointment, as follows: 
one for a term of one year, one for a term of two 
years, one for a term of three years, one for a 
term of four years, one for a term of five years, one 
for a term of six years, and one for a term of seven 
years. At the expiration of initial terms, appoint- 
ments shall be made for a term of seven years in 
each case. Any vacancies created by death, resigna- 
tion or removal shall be filled by appointment for 
the unexpired portion of the term so vacated. 

The Governor may, at any time after a fair pub- 
lic hearing, remove any member of the commission 
for gross inefficiency, neglect of duty, malfeasance, 
misfeasance or nonfeasance in office. 
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(b) Executive director. The commission shall ap- 
point an executive director who shall be the chief 
executive and approval officer of the commission 
and its official agent for all purposes, and who shall 
hold office at its pleasure. He shall give his full 
time to the duties of this office, shall be paid a suit- 
able salary to be fixed by the commission and shall 
have general charge and supervision of the work of 
all departments of the commission as well as any 
subdivisions thereof. 

It shall be the duty of the executive director to 
administer this chapter with the advice of the com- 
mission; and to that end, the executive director 
shall have the following duties and powers: 


(1) To formulate necessary rules and reg- 
ulations, subject to approval by the commis- 
sion. 

(2) To appoint and fix the compensation of 
members of the staff, subject to approval by 
the commission and subject to the provisions 
of subsection (d) of section 11 of this chapter. 

(3) To make such expenditures as are nec- 
essary in the discharge of his functions 
hereunder as provided for in the budget to be 
approved annually by the commission, to make 
requisitions for any funds provided by the 
Federal government for administration of this 
chapter, and he is hereby authorized to draw 
vouchers on the administration fund for the 
purpose of administering this chapter. 

(4) To draw vouchers upon the unemploy- 
ment compensation fund and the appropriate 
accounts therein for the payment of benefits. 

(5) To delegate to other persons any of the 
powers conferred upon him by this chapter, 
so far as is reasonably necessary. 


(c) Divisions. The executive directors shall es- 
tablish such administrative divisions as may be 
necessary to carry out the purposes of this chapter, 
subject to approval of the commission. Among 
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such divisions shall be New Jersey State Em- 
ployment Service Division, established pursuant 
to section 43 :21-12 of this Title. The New Jersey 
State Employment Service shall be a separate 
administrative unit with respect to personnel, bud- 
get, and duties, except insofar as the commission 
may find such separation to be impracticable. 

(d) Board of review. The executive directors 
shall appoint, subject to the provisions of Title 11, 
Civil Service, from civil service eligible lists, sub- 
ject to approval of the commission, a board of re- 
view, consisting of three members whose duties 
shall be to act as a final appeals board in cases of 
dispute and to whom shall be delegated the duty of 
supervising the work of local appeal tribunals to 
be organized as provided for elsewhere in this 
chapter. No member of the board of review shall 
participate in any case in which he is an interested 
party. 

(e) Powers and duties. The commission shall 
have the following specific powers and duties: 


(1) To designate its chairman. 

(2) To study the operation of this chapter 
and from time to time prepare recommenda- 
tions to the Governor and Legislature with re- 
spect to any improvements which might be de- 
sirable. 

(3) To make rules and regulations govern- 
ing its own procedure. 

(4) To advise the executive director and 
other members of the commission staff with 
particular respect to policies and procedures. 


(f) Quorum. Any four commissioners shall con- 
stitute a quorum. No vacancies shall impair the 
right of the remaining commissioners to exercise 
all of the powers of the commission. 

2. Section 43:21-11 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


43:21-11 (a) Duties and powers of the commis- 


sion. It shall be the duty of the commission to de- 
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termine all matters of policy; and it shall have 
power and authority to adopt, amend, or rescind 
such rules and regulations, require such reports, 
make such investigations, and take such other ac- 
tion as it deems necessary or suitable to that end or 
to administer this chapter; provided, that the com- 
mission may delegate such power and authority to 
the executive director subject to their ultimate 
supervision and control. Such rules and regula- 
tions shall be effective upon publication in the man- 
ner, not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
chapter, which the commission shall prescribe. The 
commission shall determine its own organization 
and methods of procedure in accordance with the 
provisions of this chapter, and shall have an official 
seal which shall be judicially noticed. Not later 
than the first day of February of each year, the 
commission shall submit to the Governor a report 
covering the administration and operation of this 
chapter during the preceding calendar year and 
shall make such recommendations for amendments 
to this chapter as the commission deems proper. 
Such report shall include a balance sheet of the 
moneys in the fund in which there shall be pro- 
vided, if possible, a reserve against the liability in 
future years to pay benefits in excess of the then 
current contributions, which reserve shall be set up 
by the commission in accordance with accepted 
actuarial principles on the basis of statistics of em- 
ployment, business activity, and other relevant fac- 
tors for the longest possible period. Whenever the 
commission believes that a change in contribution 
or benefit rates will become necessary to protect the 
solvency of the fund, it shall promptly so inform 
the Governor and the Legislature, and make recom- 
mendations with respect thereto. The commission 
shall make a study of the problem of paying partial 
benefits for partial unemployment. 

(b) Regulations and general and special rules. 
General and special rules may be adopted, 
amended, or rescinded by the commission. General 
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rules shall become effective ten days after filing 
with the Secretary of State and publication in one 
or more newspapers of general circulation in this 
State. Special rules shall become effective ten days 
after notification to or mailing to the last known 
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tive. 
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thereby. Regulations may be adopted, amended, or 
rescinded by the commission and shall become ef- 
fective in the manner and at the time prescribed 
by the commission. 

(c) Publication. The commission shall cause to 
be printed for distribution to the public the text of 
this chapter, the commission’s regulations and gen- 
eral rules, its annual reports to the Governor, and 
any other material the commission deems relevant 
and suitable and shall furnish the same to any per- 
son upon application therefor. 

(d) Personnel. Subject to other provisions of this 
chapter, the commission is authorized to appoint 
(subject to the provisions of Title 11, Civil Serv- 
ice), fix the compensation, and prescribe the duties 
and powers of such officers, accountants, attorneys, 
experts, and other persons as may be necessary in 
the performance of its duties. All positions shall 
be filled by persons selected and appointed on a 
nonpartisan merit basis from lists of eligible per- 
sons prepared by the Civil Service Commission, in 
accordance with the provisions of Title 11, Civil 
Service, except that any attorney, now or hereafter 
in office or position of legal assistant for the com- 
mission, shall be placed in the exempt class of the 
civil service and thereafter shall not be subject to 
removal except for cause and then only in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Title 11, Civil Service; 
provided, however, that nothing herein shall be con- 
strued to apply to any attorney designated as 
special counsel in accordance with the provisions of 
sections 43 :21-6, subsection (h), and 43:21-17. The 
commission shall not employ or pay any person 
who is an officer or committee member of any politi- 
cal party organization. The commission may 
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delegate to any such person so appointed such 
power and authority as it deems reasonable and 
proper for the effective administration of this chap- 
ter, and may in its discretion bond any person 
handling moneys or signing checks hereunder. 

(e) Advisory councils. The commission shall ap- 
point a State advisory council of six members and 
local advisory councils of four members each, com- 
posed in each case of an equal number of employer 
representatives and employee representatives who 
may fairly be regarded as representative because 
of their vocation, employment, or affiliations, and 
of such members representing the general public as 
the commission may designate. Such councils shall 
aid the commission in formulating policies and dis- 
cussing problems related to the administration of 
this chapter and in assuring impartiality and free- 
dom from political influence in the solution of such 
problems. Such advisory councils shall serve with- 
out compensation, but shall be reimbursed for any 
necessary expenses. 

(f) Employment stabilization. The commission, 
with the advice and aid of its advisory councils, and 
through its appropriate divisions, shall take all ap- 
propriate steps to reduce and prevent unemploy- 
ment; to encourage and assist in the adoption of 
practical methods of vocational training, retraining 
and vocational guidance; to investigate, recom- 
mend, advise, and assist in the establishment and 
operation, by municipalities, counties, school dis- 
tricts, and the State, of reserves for public works 
to be used in times of business depression and un- 
employment; to promote the re-employment of un- 
employed workers throughout the State in every 
other way that may be feasible; and to these ends 
to carry on and publish the results of investiga- 
tions and research studies. 

(¢) Records and reports. Each employing unit 
shall keep true and accurate employment records, 
containing such information as may be prescribed. 
Such records shall be open to inspection and be sub- 
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ject to being copied by the commission or its au- . 


thorized representatives at any reasonable time. 


The executive director may require from any em-. 


ploying unit any sworn or unsworn reports, with 
respect to persons employed by it, which is deemed 
necessary for the effective administration of this 
chapter. Information thus obtained shall not be 
published or be open to public inspection (other 
than to public employees in the performance of 
their public duties) in any manner revealing the 
employing unit’s identity, but any claimant at a 
hearing before an appeal tribunal, the commission 
or the board of review, shall be supplied with in- 
formation from such records to the extent neces- 
sary for the proper presentation of his claim. Any 
employee or member of the commission who vio- 
lates any provision of this section shall be liable to 
a fine of not less than twenty dollars ($20.00) nor 
more than two hundred dollars ($200.00), to be re- 
covered in an action of debt in the name of the 
commission, said fine when recovered to be paid to 
the unemployment compensation fund for the use 
of said fund. 


(h) Oaths and witnesses. In the discharge of the 
duties imposed by this chapter, the chairman of an 
appeal tribunal and any duly authorized represen- 
tative or member of the commission, the executive 
director or any deputy director thereof or member 
of the board of review shall have power to ad- 
minister oaths and affirmations, take depositions, 
certify to official acts, and issue subpenas to com- 
pel the attendance of witnesses and the production 
of books, papers, correspondence, memoranda, and 
other records deemed necessary as evidence in con- 
nection with a disputed claim or the administration 
of this chapter. Witnesses subpcenaed pursuant to 
this section shall in the discretion of the commis- 
sion be allowed fees at a rate to be fixed by it. Such 
fees shall be deemed a part of the expense of ad- 
ministering this chapter. 
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(1) Subpenas. In case of contumacy by, or re- 
fusal to obey a subpcena issued to any person, any 
court of this State within the jurisdiction of which 
the inquiry is carried on or within the jurisdiction 
of which said person guilty of contumacy or refusal 
to obey is found or resides or transacts business, 
upon application by the commission or its duly au- 
thorized representative, or the board of review, 
shall have jurisdiction to issue to such person an 
order requiring such person to appear before the 
board of review or a member thereof, a commis- 
sioner, the commission, the executive director, or 
his duly authorized representative, there to pro- 
duce evidence if so ordered or there to give testi- 
mony touching the matter under investigation or in 
question; and any failure to obey such order of the 
court may be punished by said court as a contempt 
thereof. Any person who shall without just cause 
fail or refuse to attend and testify or to answer 
any lawful inquiry or to produce books, papers, 
correspondence, memoranda, and other records, if 
it is In his power so to do, in obedience to a 
subpcena of the commission or of the board of re- 
view shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
two hundred dollars ($200.00) or by imprisonment 
for not longer than sixty days, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment, and each day such violation con- 
tinues shall be deemed to be a separate offense. 

(j) Protection against self-incrimination. No 
person shall be excused from attending and testify- 
ing or from producing books, papers, correspond- 
ence, memoranda, and other records before the 
commission or the board of review or in obedience 
to the subpeena of a member of the commission or 
the executive director thereof, the board of review 
or a member thereof, or any duly authorized rep- 
resentative of the commission in any cause or pro- 
ceeding before the commission, the board of re- 
view or a member thereof, on the ground that the 
testimony or evidence, documentary or otherwise, 
required of him may tend to incriminate him or 
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subject him to a penalty or forfeiture; but no in- 
dividual shall be prosecuted or subjected to any 
penalty or forfeiture for or on account of any 
transaction, matter, or thing concerning which he is 
compelled, after having claimed his privilege 
against self-incrimination, to testify or produce 
evidence, documentary or otherwise, except that 
such individual so testifying shall not be exempt 
from prosecution and punishment for perjury com- 
mitted in so testifying. 

(k) State-Federal co-operation. In the adminis- 
tration of this chapter the commission shall co- 
operate to the fullest extent consistent with the pro- 
visions of this chapter, with the Social Security 
Board, created by the social security act, approved 
August fourteenth, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-five, as amended; shall make such reports, in 
such form and containing such information as the 
Social Security Board may from time to time re- 
quire, and shall comply with such provisions as the 
Social Security Board may from time to time find 
necessary to assure the correctness and verification 
of such reports; and shall comply with the regula- 
tions prescribed by the Social Security Board gov- 
erning the expenditures of such sums as may be al- 
lotted and paid to this State under Title III of the 
social security act for the purpose of assisting in 
the administration of this chapter. 

Upon request therefor the executive director 
shall furnish to any agency of the United States 
charged with the administration of public works or 
assistance through public employment, the name, 
address, ordinary occupation, and employment 
status of each recipient of benefits and such recip- 
ient’s rights to further benefits under this chapter. 

The commission may make the State’s records 
relating to the administration of this chapter avail- 
able to the Railroad Retirement Board and may 
furnish the Railroad Retirement Board, at the ex- 
pense of such board, such copies thereof as the 
Railroad Retirement Board deems necessary for its 
purposes. 
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General co- The commission may afford reasonable co-opera- 
sa tion with every agency of the United States 
charged with the administration of any unemploy- 
ment insurance law. 
3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 255 


An Act to validate proceedings for the issuance of 
bonds or notes of municipalities. 


Br rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All proceedings heretofore had or taken by 
any municipality for or in connection with the au- 
thorization of bonds or notes or both pursuant to 
the Local Bond Law (section 40:1—1 to 40 :1-88, in- 
elusive, of the Revised Statutes) are hereby rati- 
fied, validated and confirmed, notwithstanding. that 
the municipal bond ordinance authorizing said 
bonds or notes or both was finally passed in con- 
travention of the provisions of section 40:1-15 of 
said law; provided, that prior to the issuance of 
any of said bonds or notes it shall have been found 
by order of the State Department of Health that 
the expenditure by said ordinance authorized and 
every part thereof is necessary to protect the pub- 
lic health and to prevent or suppress a present

Br ir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 4:9-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


4:9-1. As used in this article: 

*‘ Available phosphoric acid’’ means the sum of 
the soluble and reverted phosphoric acid. 

‘‘Brand’’ means any commercial fertilizer dis- 
tinctive by reason of name or guaranteed analysis. 

‘‘Commercial fertilizers’? include all materials 
containing nitrogen, phosphoric acid or potash that 
are sold for a price exceeding five dollars ($5.00) 
per ton, except lime, limestone, marl, plaster, peat 
and peat muck in their natural or cultivated state 
without the addition of chemical fertilizers, and 
the excrements and litter.from domestic animals 
when sold in their natural state. 

‘‘Hixperiment station’? means the New Jersey 
Agricultural Experiment Station. 

‘‘Fertilizer’’ means commercial fertilizer. 

‘‘Guaranteed analysis’? means the percentage 
composition as printed on or attached to the pack- 
age. 

‘‘Package’’ includes sacks, bags and all other 
receptacles. 

‘‘Phosphoric acid’’ means phosphoric anhydride 
(P.05). 

‘‘Potash’’ means potassium oxide (K,O,). 

‘‘State Chemist’’ means the chemist of the New 
Jersey Agricultural Experiment Station, such 
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chemist being under the general supervision of the 
director of the Experiment Station. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 257 


Aw Acr relating to the receipt and custody of mu- 
nicipal tax collections and other public moneys, 
supplementing chapter forty-six of Title 40 and 
article seven of chapter four of Title 54 of the 
Revised Statutes, and amending section 40 :46—20 
of the Revised Statutes. 


Br rt enactTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The purpose of this act is to further protect 
and safeguard the proceeds of municipal tax col- 
lections and other public moneys while in the cus- 
tody of the local officer who receives them and to 
make more certain the existing laws relating to 
such custody of municipal funds. 

2. For the purposes of this act, unless the con- 
text clearly requires a different meaning: 

‘*Collector’’ means the municipal officer charged 
with collection of taxes and his deputies and assist- 
ants, if any; 

‘‘State Board’’ means the State Local Govern- 
ment Board; 

‘*Clerk’’? means such person as the local govern- 
ing body may designate, pursuant to sections seven 
or eight, who may be the municipal clerk or some 
other suitable person other than the collector. 

3. Tax collections and other public moneys of 
municipalities shall continue to be deposited in 
banks or trust companies duly designated pursuant 
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to the provisions of sections 40 :5-3 and 40 :5-4, and 
fiscal officers shall continue to be relieved of any 
liability for loss thereof, caused by the insolvency 
or closing of such depositories, pursuant to the 
provisions of section 40:5-5 of the Revised 
Statutes. 

4. Before entering upon the duties of his office or 
position, but within ten days after the commence- 
ment of his term of office or employment, and there- 
after whenever required by the local governing 
body, the collector of each municipality shall give 
bond, in such form as shall be approved by the 
State Board and with a corporate surety au- 
thorized to do business in this State, conditioned 
for the faithful performance of his duties whether 
by himself or his subordinates. The condition shall 
include, but shall not be construed as limited to, the 
rendition at all times of a just and true account to 
the municipal governing body, when so required by 
it, of all municipal property which shall come into 
his hands or be committed to his charge, and the 
delivery of the same, together with all equipment, 
documents, papers and books belonging to or for 
the use of the municipality, to his successor in of- 
fice. 

5. The penalty of each collector’s surety bond 
shall be in such amount, not less than a minimum 
to be fixed by the State Board, as the local govern- 
ing body shall determine. In fixing minimum penal- 
ties the State Board may classify municipalities ac- 
cording to risk on the basis of the largest sum that 
might normally be in the custody of the collector at 
any one time. In addition, particular municipalities 
or groups thereof may be raised or lowered, as the 
case may be, in the scale of risks on the basis of any 
knowledge or information that may be in the pos- 
session of the State Board relating to: 


(a) The use of approved mechanical 
methods of accounting for cash receipts by the 
collector ; 
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(b) Recurring delays, if any, in the making 
of entries and postings required by law in the 
eollector’s books of account ; 

(c) Recurring delays, if any, in the making 
of bank deposits, in excess of forty-eight 
hours from the time money is received; 

(d) The collection and accounting for all in- 
terest and penalties provided by law on delin- 
quent taxes and assessments ; 

(e) The annual clearing of the collector’s 
tax duplicate not later than December thirty- 
first of each year succeeding the year of levy, 
by collection, proper remission or cancellation, 
or transfer to tax hen of all taxes other than 
such taxes as are in litigation or under a plan 
of installment payments ; 

(f) Any other condition or factors affecting 
the safe-keeping of public moneys for which 
the collector is responsible. 


6. Any municipality, in lieu of complying with 
the minimum penalties fixed by the State Board, 
pursuant to section five of this act, may maintain 
a system of internal checks upon the tax collection 
process in the manner prescribed by either section 
seven, section eight or section nine of this act, as 
the case may be, or in such other manner, adequate 
to insure verifiable accounting for cash receipts, 
as the State Board may authorize or approve. 

7. In a municipality having less than an average 
of three million dollars ($3,000,000.00) in assessed 
valuations, as set forth in the annual debt state- 
ment last filed pursuant to chapter one, Title 40, of 
the Revised Statutes, the local governing body may 
designate the clerk to prepare quarterly lists of 
those persons whose taxes are delinquent accord- 
ing to the records of the collector, and to post 
copies of such lists in at least ten conspicuous 
places within the municipality. At the time of the 
preparation of each quarterly list of delinquents, 
the clerk shall verify the collector’s cash accounts, 
count cash on hand, and determine whether the col- 
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lector’s Cuplicate is correctly posted and in bal- 
ance, and shall certify the results of such check to 
the local governing body and to the collector’s 
surety. In case any default, delinquency or official 
misconduct is discovered by the clerk as a result of 
the posting of quarterly lists pursuant to this sec- 
tion, he shall immediately report the same to the 
local governing body and to the collector’s surety. 

8. In any municipality, the governing body may 
require the collector to use a tax bill receipting ma- 
chine so constructed as to imprint duplicate figures 
on a continuous record locked within the machine, 
simultaneously as bills are receipted. Such machine 
shall be subject to approval as to design, type and 
function by the State Local Government Board. 
Access to the recording section of the machine shall 
be restricted to the clerk, who, not less than once 
each week, shall remove the recorded figures and 
compare them with the collector’s bank deposits 
during the same period. Whenever such compari- 
son reveals any default, delinquency or official mis- 
conduct, the clerk shall immediately report the re- 
sults thereof to the local governing body and to 
the collector’s surety. Not less than once each 
month, the clerk shall certify to the local governing 
body that he has complied with the requirements of 
this section during the next preceding thirty days. 

9. a. The local governing body of any municipal- 
ity may, by resolution, from time to time designate 
a bank or trust company as ‘‘ Official Tax Receiving 
INDONCY OL. sae Gs tate Gain oe ha They wa tet yf Meak ay 
(insert name of municipality),’’ to receive all tax 
payments and other public moneys instead of, but 
as agent for the collector; and the local governing 
body shall have power to contract for the payment 
of a reasonable fee for such service. The local gov- 
erning body shall designate a bank or trust com- 
pany commonly and generally used by residents of 
the municipality and shall give preference to any 
one of such institutions as offers to render the serv- 
ice for the lowest net cost to the municipality. In 
the event that two or more such offers are equal, 
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preference shall be given to the bank or trust com- 
pany that has been the holder of the larger aggre- 
gate amount of the municipality’s evidences of in- 
debtedness during the period of twelve months 
next preceding. 

b. Whenever a bank or trust company has been 
designated as the official tax receiving agency for a 
municipality, pursuant to subsection ‘‘a’’ of this 
section, it shall be unlawful for the collector to ac- 
cept or receive any payments of taxes or other pub- 
lic moneys otherwise than through such agency so 
long as such designation remains in force, and 
every tax bill shall be conspicuously stamped or im- 
printed with a notice as follows: 


‘*Your local governing body has designated 
eee ee er ee Peer wee (name of 
bank or trust company) situated at.......... 
ikea phn , as the official tax receiving agency 
OE Cre secs om er big Steed GV Rh eal ees (name 
of municipality), to which all tax payments 
must be made. The local tax collector is not 
permitted by law to accept or receive any tax 
payments so long as this designation remains 
in foree.’’ 


10. If any collector, including those appointed or 
elected to fill vacancies, shall fail to give bond as 
required by law, his office shall be deemed vacant, 
and the local governing body shall appoint some 
other suitable person to serve for the unexpired 
term and until the election or appointment and 
qualification of a successor. 

11. The surety on the official bond of a tax col- 
lector may apply at any time to the State Board, 
subject to the board’s rules of practice and pro- 
cedure, to be released from all future accruing 
liability on such bond, on the ground that the col- 
lector has refused or neglected to comply with pro- 
visions of law regulating the tax collection process 
or the administration of the tax collector’s office. 
The board shall conduct a hearing upon such ap-

plication, after notice to the collector and govern- 
ing body, and at the hearing the collector, the 
surety, any citizen or taxpayer, or any public 
agency having an interest in the municipal tax 
collections may appear and shall have an opportu- 
nity to be heard. 


12. After notice and hearing, as required by sec- 
tion eleven, the State Board shall make, and cause 
to be recorded in its minutes, appropriate findings 
of fact, upon the basis of which it shall order that: 


a. the surety shall be released from its bond 
because of any default occurring subsequent to 
a date fixed in the order and that the collector 
be required to furnish new surety within ten 
days from the date of the order, in default of 
which the office shall be deemed vacant and the 
local governing body shall appoint a suitable 
person to serve for the unexpired term and 
until the election or appointment and qualifica- 
tion of a successor; or 

b. the collector shall pay a fine of not less 
than twenty-five dollars ($25.00) nor more than 
one hundred dollars ($100.00) to the Commis- 
sioner of Local Government, for the use of the 
State Department of Local Government, within 
ten days from the date of the order, in default 
of which the office shall be deemed vacant and 
the local governing body shall appoint a suit- 
able person to serve for the unexpired term 
and until the election or appointment and qual- 
ification of a successor ; or 

c. that the application be dismissed. 


13. The State Board shall formulate and pre- 
scribe appropriate rules and regulations for the ad- 
ministration of the provisions of this act, subject to 
and in pursuance of its powers and duties under 
chapter twenty-four-A of Title 52 of the Revised 
Statutes. 
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14. Section 40:46-20 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :46-20. Hivery officer or employee, by virtue 
of his office or position, or of any law, intrusted or 
charged with the receipt, custody or expenditure of 
moneys or funds of the municipality, and any other 
officer or employee required so to do by the govern- 
ing body thereof, shall, before entering upon the 
duties of his office or position, execute and deliver 
his bond to the municipality in its corporate name, 
conditioned for the true and faithful performance 
of his duties. Except as otherwise provided by law 
in the case of the municipal tax collector, his depu- 
ties and assistants, the surety bond shall be in such 
form, for such sum and with such surety, as the 
governing body shall, by ordinance or resolution, 
require.

Except as otherwise provided by law in the case 
of the municipal tax collector, his deputies and as- 
sistants, upon the failure of any such officer to de- 
liver his bond as aforesaid, within thirty days after 
the commencement of his term of office, including 
those elected or appointed to fill vacancies, his office 
shall be deemed to be vacant. 

15. This act shall not affect any litigation now 
pending and shall not be applied in such manner as 
to impair the obligation of any private contracts 
heretofore executed. Nor shall the provisions of 
this act be construed as a limitation or restriction 
of the powers and duties of the State Department 
of Local Government otherwise provided by law, or 
so as to repeal, amend or affect the application of 
any existing provisions of law not inconsistent with 
the provisions hereof.

An Act relative to the uniform criminal extradi- 
tion law, and amending section 2:185-10 of the 
Revised Statutes.

1. Section 2:185-10 of the Revised Statutes rela- 
tive to the uniform criminal extradition law is here- 
by amended to read as follows: 


2:185-10. Subject to the provisions of this arti- 
cle, the provisions of the Constitution of the United 
States controlling, and any and all acts of Congress 
enacted in pursuance thereof, it is the duty of the 
Governor of this State to have arrested and deliv- 
ered up to the executive authority of any other 
State of the United States any person charged in 
that State with treason, felony, or other crime, who 
has fled from justice and is found in this State; 
provided, if the executive authority of any other 
State or district requests the extradition of any 
person charged in that State with murder, and that 
person is Imprisoned in a penal institution or jail 
of this State for a term less than imprisonment for 
life, the Governor of this State may deliver him or 
her up to the executive authority of the demanding 
State or district for the purpose of trial in said 
State or district; provided, however, that prior to 
the removal of the person from this State, the ex- 
ecutive authority of the demanding State or district 
shall have agreed that the person so delivered up 
is to be returned immediately to this State, at the 
cost of the demanding State or district, to serve 
the balance of his or her term of imprisonment in 
the event of his or her acquittal in the demanding 
State, or in the event of his or her conviction in 
such State of manslaughter or any degree of mur- 
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der the punishment for which is less than death or 
imprisonment for life. 

The warrant of the Governor of this State shall 
be sufficient authority to the keeper of the New Jer- 
sey State Prison or officer of any other institution 
to surrender the person named therein and for 
whom extradition is sought.

2. There is hereby appropriated the sum of 
seven hundred fifty dollars ($750.00) to the Adju- 
tant-General for said purpose, and the Treasurer 
of this State is hereby authorized to pay on the cer- 
tificate of the Adjutant-General out of any moneys 
in the Treasury of the State such sum of money 
not exceeding seven hundred fifty dollars ($750.00) 
as shall be necessary to defray the cost of such 
purchase and acquisition.

40:1-16. Notwithstanding the provisions of sec- 
tions 40:1-14 and 40:1-15 of this Title, a county 
bond resolution or a municipal bond ordinance may 
be finally passed if said resolution or ordinance 
authorizes only: 


a. Obligations for purposes permitted by 
this article when the expenditure is the result 
of fire, flood, or other disaster, or of recovery 
of judgment, unless such judgment is entered 
upon default or by consent, and the Commis- 
sioner of Local Government has, in his discre- 
tion, certified upon a certified copy of such 
resolution or ordinance as passed on first read- 
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ing, that, in his opinion, the expenditure is of 
such description; or 

b. Notes to renew, extend or retire notes is- 
sued or authorized pursuant to this article or 
notes or temporary bonds issued or authorized 
pursuant to the act of which this article is a 
revision; or 

ce. Bonds to fund notes issued pursuant to 
this article, or to fund notes or temporary 
bonds issued or authorized pursuant to the act

d. Obligations, for purposes permitted by 
this article, in an aggregate (including all un- 
rescinded authorizations made pursuant to 
this subsection after December thirty-first, one 
thousand nine hundred and forty), not exceed- 
ing the sum of the annual amounts computed 
pursuant to section 40 :1-16.1 of this Title. The 
borrowing power under this subsection ‘‘d’’ 
shall be available at any time subsequent to 
the making of the appropriations referred to 
in said section 40:1-16.1, whenever the per- 
centage of net debt in a supplemental debt

incurrence of debt in excess of statutory limi- 
tations, and that no less expensive method of 
preventing or suppressing such menace exists;

h. Obligations for purposes permitted by 
this article when the expenditure is to be made 
for the purpose of constructing or reconstruct- 
ing dikes, bulkheads, jetties or similar devices 
to prevent the encroachment of the sea when 
the Local Government Board when constituted 
as the Funding Commission established pur- 
suant to section 40 :1-67 of this Title shall have 
determined by order, after public hearing, that 
an emergency exists or is threatened which 
makes necessary the constructing, or recon- 
structing of such dikes, bulkheads, jetties or 
other devices for the preservation of life or 


property. 


For the purposes of subsection ‘‘d’’ (computed 
as provided in section 40:1-16.1) and ‘‘e’’ of this 
section, the Commissioner of Local Government 
shall prescribe in such detail as he may deem ad- 
visable a form of supplemental debt statement, in-

1. Whenever the time limited for the completion 
of any railroad authorized to be constructed within 
the State under any special or general act has ex- 
pired, or shall expire before the thirty-first day of 
December, one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
one, such time shall be and the same is hereby ex- 
tended for the further period of two years from 
the passage of this act; provided, however, that 
this act shall not apply unless money has actually 
been expended in surveys or location of route, or 
in acquisition of right-of-way or in construction 
since January first, one thousand eight hundred 
and eighty-six; provided, further, that this act shall 
not apply to any corporation unless such corpora- 
tion shall first, and as the condition precedent to 
the exercise of any power granted by this act, file 
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in the office of the Secretary of State an agreement, 
to be approved by the Governor and Attorney- 
General, waiving all right of exemption from taxa- 
tion and from privileges and advantages arising 
from any law or contract, if any there be, establish- 
ing any special mode of taxation of any such corpo- 
ration, and the further agreement to be bound by 
any general law of this State now in existence or 
that may be hereafter passed taxing such corpora- 
tions as are now authorized to be taxed by the 
Legislature of the State under any general law, and 
further agreeing that the exercise of any power 
granted by this act, shall not in any way affect 
the rights of this State, if any there exist, to take 


the property of such corporations under any exist- 


ing law of this State, and agreeing further that all 
laws affecting such corporations shall be subject to 
alteration or repeal by the Legislature; provided, 
however, that any railroad company that has here- 
tofore filed an agreement such as above described, 
under the provisions of any previous act of the 
Legislature for extending the time for completing 
eertain railroads, shall have the time for the com- 
pletion of its railroad extended as hereinabove 
provided, without filing another such agreement 
under this act; provided, further, that any agree- 
ment that has heretofore been filed by any corpora- 
tion under any previous act extending the time for 
completing certain railroads, shall be as binding as 
if filed under the provisions of this act.

58 :5-26. After such hearing, the commission, if 
the water supply under its control is adequate for 
the supply of the applying municipality, may con- 
tract with the municipality for the supply to it of 
water at such price as shall impose upon the mu- 
nicipality an equitable share of the cost of con- 
structing, acquiring and operating such supply; 
or the commission may allow the municipality to 
become part owner of the water supply plant con- 
trolled by the commission, or such part thereof as 
is necessary for the supply of the municipality by 
means of a contract whereby the municipality shall 
agree to pay to the commission. its proportionate 
share of the cost of acquisition, construction and 
operation of the plant. Any money so paid to the 
commission by the municipality shall be paid over 
to the municipalities which have theretofore con- 
tributed to the cost of the water supply plant, upon 
such terms and in such proportion as the contract- 
ing municipalities have heretofore mutually agreed 
or as they shall hereafter mutually agree, and as 
shall he approved by the commission. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 5 


Aw Act confirming, validating and legalizing deeds 
of conveyance of lands, tenements and heredita- 
ments heretofore made by corporations where 
said deeds shall not have been sealed with the 
corporate seal. 


Be rr ENactTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Every deed of lands, tenements and heredita- 
ments heretofore made by a corporation shall be 
held to have vested in the grantee or grantees 
thereof as full and ample an estate in said lands 
as was thereby intended to be conveyed, notwith- 
standing said deed shall not have been sealed with 
the corporate seal; provided, that the attestation 
clause or the proof or acknowledgment shall recite 
that the said deed was sealed by said grantor. 

2. The record of every such deed shall be admis- 
sible in evidence as fully and completely for all 
purposes as if such deed had been fully sealed. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 6 


An Act concerning the creation and regulation of 
a separate fund for the operation of radio sta- 
tions or municipal convention halls, or both, in 
municipalities bordering on the Atlantic ocean, 
and amending section 40:62-33 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Bert enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:62-83 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :62-33. The expenditures shall include the cost 
of maintenance, upkeep and operation of the station 
or hall, or both, salaries, heat, ight and power, 
advertising, cost of procuring conventions, employ- 
ment of performers, attractions, shows, entertain- 
ment of every nature and description, amusements, 
or any other kind of expenditure incident to the 
maintenance, upkeep and operation of such station 
or hall, or both. The authority is hereby granted 
to the municipality to enter into a contract with 
any person or corporation to whom a debt is owing 
for any such expenditure and to provide for the 
payment of such debt in equal installments for a 
period not to exceed ten (10) years. Any munici- 
pality which has already executed a contract for a 
period of five (5) years, pursuant to the law to 
which this statute is amendatory, may execute a 
new contract by extending the aforesaid contract 
for an additional period of five (5) years, which 
contract shall provide for equal installment pay- 
ments of the amount remaining due by the munici- 
pality for the remaining period, as extended. After. 
the execution of such contract, it shall be necessary 
for the municipality to appropriate for such debt 
in any year, only sufficient money for each install- 
ment. Said contract may provide that the amount 
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of such installment may, when due according to the 
terms of the contract, be applied by any such person 
or corporation to the payment of taxes due the 
municipality by or on the property of such person 
or corporation, in lieu of payment by the munici- 
pality of such installment. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 7 


Aw Act concerning municipal finances, and supple- 
menting chapter two of Title 40 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The governing body of a municipality which 
is required by section 40 :2—22 of the Revised Stat- 
utes to begin operations on a full cash basis with 
respect to the budget for the year one thousand 
nine hundred and forty-one may, by resolution, 
elect to postpone such cash basis operation until 
the budget for the fiscal year one thousand nine 
hundred and forty-two. 

In the event that, prior to the taking effect of this 
act, any municipality shall have adopted its budget 
for the fiscal vear one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-one or anv resolutions approving the same, it 
shall be lawful for such municipality to rescind 
such action and substitute therefor a new, amended 
or revised budget for said year, with appropriate 
resolutions, in conformity with the local budget 
law; provided, that such new, amended or revised 
budget and appropriate resolutions be finally ap- 
proved and adopted and the resolutions supporting 
the same be passed within ten days after the expira- 
tion of the time allowed therefor under the provi- 
sions of the local budget law. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 8 


Aw Act concerning the issuance of bonds and other 
obligations by municipalities, notwithstanding 
certain limitations, and supplementing article 
one of chapter one of Title 40 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Notwithstanding the provisions of section 
40 :1-15 of the Revised Statutes, a municipal bond 
ordinance may be finally passed if said ordinance 
authorizes only obligations of a municipality to 
finance the cost of the acquisition of land for an 
airport; provided, that prior to such final passage 
there shall have been filed in the office of the clerk 
of the municipality a petition requesting the 
authorization of such obligations and stating the 
purpose and amount thereof, signed and acknowl- 
edged by persons whose names appear on the latest 
completed assessment list (as revised, corrected 
and equalized by the county board of taxation) as 
the owners of at least ninety per centum (90%) of 
the total assessed value of the taxable real prop- 
erty (including improvements) within the munici- 
pality. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved February 24, 1941. 
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CHAPTER 9 


Aw Act relating to publie schools, and amending 
sections 18:7-105 and 18:7-106 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 18:7-105 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

18:7-105. Whenever a board of education of a 
school district has recetved moneys transferred to 
it by the governing body of the municipality from 
the unappropriated surplus revenue or unappro- 
priated anticipated receipts of the municipality, 
the board of education shall apply the moneys so 
received, as far as the same shall be sufficient, first, 
to the payment of the interest on the bonded indebt- 
edness of the district becoming due and payable 
during the next ensuing fiseal school vear; 
second, to the payment of the principal of the 
bonded indebtedness of the district maturing said 
fiseal year; and third, to the payment of current 
expenses of the district during said fiscal year. 


2. Section 18:7-106 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

18:7-106. Upon the transfer of funds from the 
surplus revenue or notice of the appropriation of 
the anticipated receipts of a municipality by the 
governing body to the board of education, the dis- 
trict clerk of the school district shall certify to the 
proper taxing officials the amount of the funds so 
transferred available for meeting the interest on 
and the principal of the bonds of the school district 
becoming due and payable during the next ensuing 
fiseal year of the district and the amount to be 
raised by local tax for such purposes shall be re- 
duced accordingly, notwithstanding that the local 
tax has been voted by said district. 
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Any balance remaining of such funds or antici- 
pated receipts when received shall be credited upon 
the amount recommended by the board of education 
to be voted, or if voted, upon the amount to be 
levied and collected, to meet the current expenses 
of the district during the next ensuing fiscal vear 
of the district. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved February 24, 1941. 


CHAPTER 10 


Aw Act concerning municipal finances, and amend- 
ing’ section 40:2-17 of the Revised Statutes. 


Berr enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:2-17 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :2-17. ‘*Miscellaneous revenues”’ shall include 
such amounts as may reasonably be expected to 
be realized in cash during the budget vear from 
known and regular sourees, or from sources reason- 
ably capable of anticipation, and lawfully appli- 
cable to the appropriations made in the budget, 
other than dedicated revenues, revenues from taxes 
to be levied to support the budget, receipts from 
delinquent taxes, and surplus revenue. Miscel- 
laneous revenues stated in the budget shall be 
classified according to their respective sources. A 
municipality may anticipate as a miscellaneous 
revenue the total amount of all payments due and 
payable to the municipality during the budget year 
directly or indirectly as a result of the sale of prop- 
erty by the municipality, when the obligation to 
make such payment is entered into before the for- 
tieth day of the budget year but no miscellaneous 
revenues from any other source shall be included as 
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an anticipated revenue in the budget in an amount in 
excess of the amount actually realized in cash from 
the same souree during the next preceding fiscal 
vear, unless the State Auditor shall determine upon 
application by the governing body that the facts 
clearly warrant the expectation that such excess 
amount will actually be realized in cash during the 
budget year and shall certify such determination 
in writing to the county or municipality, as the 
case may be. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 11 


Aw Act to enable municipalities to aequire by pur- 
chase or exchange lands additional to and adjoin- 
ing water lands held by said municipality, for the 
purpose of the construction of an airport, and 
to use said lands so held and so acquired for the 
construction and operation of an airport. 


Be rr exacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Where municipalities own water properties 
that are suitable in whole or in part for the con- 
struction and operation of an airport and on which 
the United States Government desires to establish 
an air base under the direction of the Civil Aero- 
nauties Authority or other department of the Fed- 
eral Government, it shall be lawful for any munici- 
pality to acquire additional lands adjoining its said 
properties, by purchase or by exchange of other 
water lands held by the municipality and not 
needed for public use; provided, that the govern- 
ing body of such municipality shall first determine. 
by resolution that the lands to be acquired are 
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needed for the construction of said airport and 
that the lands to be conveyed in exchange are not 
needed for public use, and that the lands conveyed 
to such municipality in the exchange equal in value 
the lands conveyed by such municipality in such 
exchange. Said municipality may use said lands so 
held and so acquired by it for the construction and 
operation of an airport. 

2. This act is deemed to be a national defense 
measure. It shall take effect immediately. It shall 
remain in effect for the aequisition of said addi- 
tional lands only until January first, one thousand 
nine hundred and forty-four.

CHAPTER 12 


Aw Act to amend an act entitled ‘‘An act concern- 
ing county and municipal finances,’’ approved 
January twenty-seventh, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and forty-one (P. L. 1941, ¢. 1). 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

1. In the budget of any municipality for the year 
one thousand nine hundred and forty-one, the 
Commissioner of Local Government shall be au- 
thorized and it shall be his duty to approve an item 
of anticipated miscellaneous revenue appearing in 
such budget where such anticipated revenue is set 
up under the caption of ‘‘Franchise and Gross Re- 
ceipts Taxes of the year one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-eight and of the year one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-nine’ In an amount not in 
excess of ninety per centum (90%) of the unpaid 
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balance of such taxes. The said commissioner is 
authorized and it shall be his duty to approve an 
item of anticipated miscellaneous revenue for the 
year one thousand nine hundred and forty-one 
under the caption of ‘‘F'ranchise and Gross Receipts 
Taxes of the year one thousand nine hundred and 
forty’’ in an amount not in excess of the amount 
shown by the certification of the State Tax Com- 
missioner made for such taxes for the year one 
thousand nine hundred and forty, less such amount 
as has been received by such municipality on 
account of such ‘‘Franchise and Gross Receipts 
Taxes for the year one thousand nine hundred and 
forty;’’ provided, that such item in a budget that 
is not adopted in accordance with the provisions of 
section 40 :2-25 to 40:2-28 of the Revised Statutes, 
inclusive, shall not be in excess of the amount of 
appropriation made in such budget for ‘‘ Deficit in 
Miscellaneous Revenues for the year one thousand 
nine hundred and forty.’’? The said commissioner 
shall also be authorized and it shall be his duty to 
approve items of anticipated miscellaneous reve- 
nues for the year one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-one under the captions of ‘‘Franchise Taxes 
of one thousand nine hundred and forty-one’’ and 
‘‘Gross Receipts Taxes of one thousand nine hun- 
dred and forty-one’’ in an amount not in excess of 
the amount set forth for each such item shown by 
the certification of the State Tax Commissioner 
made for such taxes of the year one thousand nine 
hundred and forty. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act concerning the State Highway Department 
and providing for an additional route in the 
State highway system.

Wuersas, Brigadier General I. J. Phillipson, Com- 
manding General of the 2nd Corps Area, has 
determined that the said route from Route No. 39 
to Fort Dix has been placed in the number one 
position on the priority list for the State of New

Br rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The State Highway Commissioner shall, as 
soon as practicable and in accordance with the pro- 
cedure set forth in article one of chapter seven of 
Title 27 of the Revised Statutes, add to the present 
State highway system the following described 
route: 

Route No. —. Beginning on Route No. 39 at 
Mansfield Square and from thence to Fort Dix. 

2. When this route is taken into the State high- 
way system as provided in section one of this act, 
the State Highway Commissioner shall proceed to 
give the said route an appropriate number as pro- 
vided by law. 

3. The State Highway Commissioner is hereby 
authorized to accept any funds made available by 
any Federal agency for the purpose of constructing 
this route, and the State Highway Commissioner is 
further authorized to use any funds heretofore or 
hereafter appropriated under the heading ‘‘Fed- 
eral Aid and State-Matched Moneys’”’ for the Epa 
pose of constructing such route. 
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4. The State Highway Commissioner is author- 
ized to expend any moneys heretofore or hereafter 
“epreeeat for right of way acquisition in order 
to acquire any right of way needed for the making 
of this improvement. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act to limit and regulate the issuance of re- 
straining orders and injunctions and regulating 
the punishment for violation thereof in disputes 
concerning terms or conditions of employment.

1. No court of the State of New Jersey, nor any C.2:29-77.1. 
. ‘ : id . Issuance of 
judge or judges thereof, shall issue any restrain- injunctions 
ing order or temporary or permanent injunction to "™"** 
prohibit any person or persons (as these terms are 
hereinafter defined) from doing, whether singly 
or in concert, any of the following acts: 


(a) Ceasing or refusing to perform any 
work or to remain in any relation of employ- 
ment; 

(b) Becoming or remaining a member of 
any labor organization or of any organization 
of employers, regardless of any undertaking 
or promise hereafter made; 

(c) Paying or giving to, or withholding 
from any person or persons any strike or un- 
employment benefits or insurance or other 
moneys or things of value; 

(d) By all lawful means aiding any person 
or persons in any labor dispute who is or are 
beimg proceeded against in, or is or are pros- 


ecuting, any action or suit in any court of this 
State ; 
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(e) Giving publicity to the existence of, or 
the facts involved in, any labor dispute, 
whether by advertising, speaking, patrolling, 
picketing, without. fraud or violence, or by 
any other method not involving fraud or vio- 
lence, and not in violation of any other law of 
the State of New Jersey; 

(f) Assembling peaceably to act or to or- 
ganize to act in promotion of their interests 
in a labor dispute; 

(g) Advising or notifying persons of an 
intention to do any of the acts heretofore 
specified ; 

(h) Agreeing with other persons to do or 
not to do any of the acts heretofore specified ; 

(i) Advising, urging, or otherwise causing 
or inducing without fraud or violence the acts 
heretofore specified regardless of any under- 
taking or promise hereafter made; 

(j) Requiring as a condition of employment 
that all employees of a particular employer 
or group of employers shall be members of a 
particular labor organization. 

(k) The aforesaid acts are hereby declared, 
as a matter of public policy of the State of 
New Jersey, to be lawful and in no wise to 
constitute a tort or a nuisance. 


C. 2:29-77.2. 2. In the interpretation and application of sec- 
defined” ~—« tions three to eight, inclusive, of this act, the public 


policy of the State of New Jersey is hereby de- 
fined and declared as follows: 

Procedure that permits a complaining party to 
obtain sweeping injunctive relief that is not pre- 
ceeded by or conditioned upon notice to and hearing 
of the responding party or parties, or that issues 
after hearing based upon written affidavits alone 
and not wholly or in part upon examination, con- 
frontation and cross-examination of witnesses in 
open court, is subject to abuse and contrary to the 
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public policy of the State of New Jersey for the 
reason that 


(a) The status quo cannot be maintained, 
but is necessarily altered by the injunction. 

(b) Determination of issues of veracity and 
of probability of fact from affidavits of the 
opposing parties that are contradictory and, 
under the circumstances, untrustworthy, 
rather than from oral examination in open 
court is subject to grave error. 

(c) Error in issuing the injunctive relief 
is usually irreparable to the opposing party, 
and 

(d) Delay incident to the normal course of 
appellate practice frequently makes ultimate 
correction of error in law or in fact unavailing 
in the particular case. 


3. No court of the State of New Jersey nor any 
judge or judges thereof shall issue a temporary or 
permanent injunction in any ease involving or 
growing out of a labor dispute, as herein defined, 
except after hearing the testimony of witnesses in 
open court (with opportunity for cross-examina- 
tion) in support of the allegations of a bill of 
complaint made under oath, and testimony in 
opposition thereto, if offered, and except after 
findings of all the following facts by the court 
or judge or judges thereof: 


(a) That unlawful acts have been committed 
and are likely to be continued unless re- 
strained ; 

(b) That substantial and irreparable in- 
jury to complainant’s property will follow 
unless the relief is granted; 

(c) That as to each item of relief granted 
greater injury will be inflicted upon complain- 
ant by the denial thereof than will be inflicted 
upon defendants by the granting thereof ; 

(d) That complainant has no adequate 
remedy at law. 
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Such hearing shall be held after due and per- 
sonal notice thereof has been given, in such manner 
as the court shall direct, to all known persons 
against whom relief is sought; provided, however, 
that if a complainant shall also allege that unless 
a temporary restraining order shall be issued with- 
out notice, a substantial and irreparable injury to 
complainant’s property will be unavoidable, then 
in that case a temporary restraining order may 
be issued; provided, the complainant presents oral 
testimony under oath sufficient to justify the court 
in issuing a temporary injunction upon a hearing 
after notice. 

Such temporary restraining order shall be effec- 
tive for no longer than five (5) days, and at the 
expiration of said five (5) days shall become void. 

No temporary restraining order or temporary, 
injunction or permanent injunction shall be al- 
lowed, except upon condition that complainant 
shall first file with the court a bond or undertaking, 
in favor of the person or persons enjoined or 
restrained, in an amount to be fixed by the court 
issuing the restraining order or injunction, suffi- 
cient to secure to the person or persons enjoined 
their court costs, attorney and counsel fees taxed 
against the complainant, in the event that the in- 
junctive relief sought is subsequently denied by 
the court or in the event that the order, judgment, 
or decree granting such injunctive relief is there- 
after reversed by an appellate court. 

4, No restraining order or injunctive relief shall 
be granted to any complainant who has failed to 
comply with any obligation imposed by law which 
is involved in the labor dispute in question, or who 
has failed to make every reasonable effort to settle 
such dispute either by negotiation or with the aid 
of any available governmental machinery of media- 
tion or voluntary arbitration. 

5. (a) No restraining order or temporary or 
permanent injunction shall be granted in a case 
involving or growing out of a labor dispute, except 
on the basis of findings of fact made and filed by 
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the court in the record of the case prior to the 
issuance of such restraining order or injunction; 
and every restraining order or injunction granted 
in a case involving or growing out of a labor dis- 
pute shall include only a prohibition of such 
specific act or acts as may be expressly complained 
of in the bill of complaint or petition filed in such 
case and as shall be expressly included in said 
findings of fact made and filed by the court as pro- 
vided herein. 

(b) No permanent injunction shall remain in 
full force more than six (6) months from the date 
on which the decree and order or either is filed; 
provided, however, that the duration of the injunc- 
tion might be extended for another six (6) months 
if after a further hearing initiated and conducted 
in the same manner as the original hearing, the 
court shall determine that the injunction shall be 
continued or modified in accordance with the find- 
ings of fact on the subsequent hearing. 

6. Whenever any person or persons shall be cited 
for disobeying, or shall be directed or ordered to 
show cause why they should not be adjudged in 
contempt of court for disobeying the restraining 
order, temporary injunction, or injunction above 
mentioned, then the person or persons so cited or 
directed or ordered to show cause shall, on appli- 
cation to the Chancellor, have the facts concerning 
such dispute determined by a jury presided over 
by a judicial officer other than the one who issued 
such temporary restraining order, temporary in- 
junction, or permanent injunction and shall order 
such jury trial. Such jury shall be summoned at the 
direction of the court from the panel of jurors sum- 
moned for duty in the court of common pleas from 
the term when the alleged violation of the order of 
temporary restraint or injunction, or the contempt, 
is to be tried; provided, however, that if the trial 
upon such violation or contempt is had at a time 
when there is no panel of jurors for the court of 
common pleas, the said jury shall be selected from 
the last preceding panel used in and for said court 
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of common pleas. In selecting the jurors, the per- 
son applying for the contempt order, decree or 
judgment and the person or persons to be tried for 
such violation or contempt shall each be entitled 
to challenge six (6) members of the panel peremp- 
torily and without assigning any cause or reason 
therefor. The procedure before the court presiding 
at the hearing on the citation in impaneling and 
selecting the jury and in admitting evidence shall 
be the same as that provided for civil cases tried 
in the circuit court. The jurymen so summoned 
shall be entitled to the same fees for services as 
are now allowed in other civil trials. In the event 
that the person cited or directed or ordered to show 
cause as aforesaid shall not demand a jury trial, 
then and in that case, such dispute shall be deter- 
mined and presided over by a judicial officer other 
than the one who issued such temporary restrain- 
ing order, temporary injunction or permanent 
injunction. 

7. Punishment for a contempt specified in sec- 
tion six hereof may be by fine, not exceeding one 
hundred dollars ($100.00), or by imprisonment not 
exceeding fifteen (15) days, in the jail of the county 
where the court is sitting, or both, in the discretion 
of the court; provided, however, that this limita- 
tion shall not apply to any contempt conviction 
based on violations committed by a defendant sub- 
sequent to his initial conviction for violating any 
provision of the same injunction. Where a person 
is committed to jail, for the nonpayment of such a 
fine, he must be discharged at the expiration of 
fifteen (15) days; but where he is also committed 
for a definite time, the fifteen (15) days must be 
computed from the expiration of the definite time. 

8. When used in this act, and for the purpose of 
this act: (a) A case shall be held to involve or to 
grow out of a labor dispute when the case involves 
persons who are engaged in industry, trade, craft, 
employment, or occupation; or who are members 
of an affiliated organization of employers or em-

(b) A person or association shall be held to be 
a person participating or interested in a labor dis- 
pute if relief is sought against him or it, and if 
he or it is engaged in the industry, trade, craft, or 
occupation in which such dispute oceurs, or has a 
direct or indirect interest therein, or is a member, 
officer, or agent of any association of employers or 
employees engaged in such industry, trade, craft, 
or occupation. 

(c) The term ‘‘labor dispute’’ includes any 
controversy concerning terms or conditions of em- 
ployment, or concerning the association or repre- 
sentation of persons in negotiating, fixing, main- 
taining, changing, or seeking to arrange terms or 
conditions of employment, or concerning employ- 
ment relations, or any other controversy arising 
out of the respective interests of employer and 
employee, regardless of whether or not the dis- 
putants standing in the proximate relation of 
employer and employee. 

(d) The word ‘‘person”’ as used in this act shall 
include the plural thereof and shall include and be 
taken to mean any organization of such persons. 
Wherever used in this act, the words ‘*complain- 
ant,’’ ‘‘employer,’’ ‘‘employee,’’ and ‘‘proximate 
relation of employer and employee”’ shall include 
the plural thereof. 

9. If any provision of this act or the application

1. The Governor is authorized at any time, either 
in person or by one or more persons appointed by 
him for the purpose, to examine and investigate 
the management by any State officer of the affairs 
of any department, board, bureau or commission of 
the State and to examine and investigate the man- 
agement and affairs of any department, board, 
bureau or commission of the State. The Governor 
and the persons so appointed by him are empow- 
ered to subpoena and enforce the attendance of wit- 
nesses, to administer oaths and examine witnesses 
under oath and to require the production of any 
books or papers deemed relevant or material. When- 
ever any person so appointed shall not be regularly 
in the service of the State his compensation for 
such services shall be fixed by the Governor, and 
said compensation and all necessary expenses of 
such examinations and investigations shall be paid 
from the treasury out of any appropriations made 
for the purpose upon the order of the Governor.

(a) A tax computed at the rate of five per 
eentum (5%) of such proportion of the gross 
receipts of such taxpayer for the preceding 
calendar year as the length of the lines or 
mains in this State, located along, in or over 
any public street, highway, road or other pub- 
lic place, exclusive of service connections, 
bears to the whole length of its lines or mains, 
exclusive of service connections. In ease the 
eross receipts of any such taxpayer for any 
calendar year shall not exceed fifty thousand 
dollars ($50,000.00) the tax on such taxpayer 
for such calendar year shall be computed at the 
rate of two per centum (2%) instead of at the 
rate of five per centum (5%). 
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(b) A tax computed at the same rate as the 
average rate of taxation in this State fixed for 
the current year by the State Tax Commis- 
sioner under the provisions of Title 54, chapter 
twenty-four, of the Revised Statutes (Revised 
Statutes, section 54:24-1 et seq.) upon the 
gross receipts of such taxpayer for the pre- 
ceding calendar year from its business over, 
on, in, through or from its lines or mains in 
the State of New Jersey.

7. (A) Every taxpayer shall on or before 
the first day of September, one thousand nine

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(C) The statements herein provided for shall be 
subscribed and sworn to by the president, a vice- 
president or chief officer of the corporation making 
such return; any taxpayer refusing or neglecting 
to make the statements herein provided for shall 
forfeit and pay to the State of New Jersey the 
sum of one hundred dollars ($100.00) per day for 
each day of such refusal or neglect, to be recovered 
in an action at law in the name of the State and 
which, when recovered, shall be paid into the State 
treasury.

Wuereas, This publicly-owned body of water is an 
important feature for public recreation use;

Be rr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There is hereby appropriated to the Board of 
Conservation and Development the sum of three 
thousand dollars ($3,000.00) to meet the expenses 
of eradicating objectionable aquatic vegetation in 
Cranberry lake, Sussex county.

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CHAPTER 23 


Aw Act for the punishment of crimes, and supple- 
menting subtitle 13 of Title 2 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. No overseer of the poor, welfare director or 
other employee of a welfare department shall use 
his or her position to influence the political action 
of any other person or in any way exploit recipi- 
ents of relief for political purposes. 

2. No overseer of the poor, welfare director or 
other employee of a welfare department shall, di- 
rectly or indirectly, demand, solicit, collect or 
receive, or be in any manner concerned in demand- 
ing, soliciting or receiving any assessment, sub- 
scription or contribution, whether voluntary or 
involuntary, intended for any political purpose 
whatsoever. 

3. Any person who shall violate any provision 
of this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction thereof forfeit his office, position 
or employment and be further punished by a fine 
not exceeding five hundred dollars ($500.00) or bv 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding one year.

Aw Act validating, in certain cases, sales and con- 
veyances made under decree of the Court of 
Chancery of lands in this State, situated in more 
than one county.

1. All sales and conveyances of land situated in 
more than one county of this State, heretofore 
made under a decree of the Court of Chancery, 
when the sale and conveyance of the whole of said 
land have been in one county only, and, in that 
particular, said sale and conveyance have not been 
made by such officers, advertisements or proceed- 
ings as required by law for the sale and convey- 
ance of the whole of said land, shall be valid sales 
and conveyances of the whole of said lands against 
all parties to the suit wherein said decree was 
made, whose interest in said lands has been thereby 
foreclosed and cut off, and their heirs, executors, 
administrators and assigns, notwithstanding such 
facts, or any or either of such facts, unless within 
six months after the passage of this act, any party 
to the suit, who has been thereby foreclosed, cut 
off or effected in interest, his heirs, executors, ad- 
ministrators or assigns, shall obtain from said 
court an order in said suit, upon such notice to the 
present owner, person in possession and other per- 
sons as the court may direct, decreeing a resale 
of the part of said land lying in the county other 
than that in which the sale was made, but only 
upon such terms as to redemption and otherwise 
as the court may direct. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 25 


An Act concerning the government of certain 
cities in this State and providing for an acting 
mayor therein in certain cases, and amending 
section 40:186-15 of the Revised Statutes.

1. Section 40:186-15 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :186-15. In case of a vacancy arising in the 
office of mayor by reason of death, resignation or 
otherwise or whenever the mayor shall in any way 
be prevented from attending to the duties of his 
office, in any city having a board of finance under 
the act to which this act is a supplement the presi- 
dent of said board of finance of said city shall be 
the acting mayor of such city and perform all the 
duties of such office during such vacancy or while 
said mayor is prevented from officiating as afore- 
said; but it shall not be lawful for the acting mayor 
to sign or approve any resolution or ordinance of 
any board of aldermen, board of finance, board of 
public works, board of fire and police commis- 
sioners or other board of commission of such city, 
or to appoint or suspend any city officer, unless 
such vacancy or disability shall have been con- 
tinued at least ten days. In case of a vacancy in 
the office of mayor, the acting mayor shall receive 
all the emoluments of the office of mayor of such 
city during the period of his incumbency. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

23:9-115. Upon application to the Board of Fish 
and Game Commissioners, and the payment of a 
fee of twenty-five dollars ($25.00) for each net, 
the board may issue, in its diseretion, a license 
permitting the licensee to fish for shad, in the Hud- 
son river, from March fifteenth to June fifteenth; 
provided, however, that the said licensed nets shall 
be lifted at noon on each and every Saturday, and 
shall not be reset or operated before midnight the 
following Sunday; provided further, however, that 
the aforementioned thirty-six hour lift period shall 
be the minimum period and the maximum lift 
period shall be at the discretion of the Board of 
Fish and Game Commissioners. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Acr relating to explosives, prescribing rules 
and regulations for their manufacture, having, 
keeping, storage, sale, transportation and use, 
providing penalties for all violations of this act 
aud empowering the Commissioner of Labor and 
the Bureau of Explosives of the Department of 
Labor to enforce the provisions of the act, and 
repealing chapter one of Title 21 of the Revised 
Statutes, excepting only sections 21:1-41, 
21:1-42, 21:1-48, 21:1-44, 21:1-50 and 21:1-51 
of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


ARTICLE 1 
DEFINITIONS 


C. 21:1A-1. 1. The term ‘‘explosive’’ whenever used in this

act, shall be held to mean and include any chemical 
compound or mechanical mixture that is commonly 
used or intended for the purpose of producing an 

Explosive: explosion, that contains any oxidizing and com- 
bustible units, or other ingredients, in such pro- 
portions, quantities or packing, that an ignition by 
fire, by friction, by concussion, by percussion, or by 
detonator, of any part of the compound or mix- 
ture may cause such a sudden generation of highly 
heated gases that the resultant gaseous pressures 
are capable of producing destructive effects on 
contiguous objects or of destroying life or limb. 

Blasting caps; The term ‘‘blasting caps,’’ as used in this act, shall 
mean and include blasting caps, electric blasting 
caps, detonating or fulminating caps and detona- 
tors; ‘‘blasting caps’’ are explosives. 

Certain Nothing in this act shall refer to small arms

excepted; ammunition. , 
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2. A permit is the written or printed authority 
of the commissioner issued pursuant to this act 
to have, keep, possess, manufacture, store, sell, 
transport or use an explosive. 

3. The term ‘‘magazine’’ as used herein shall 
mean any building or other structure used for the 
storage of explosives except a factory building. 

4. The term ‘‘building’’ as used herein shall be 
held to mean and include only a building occupied 
in whole or in part, as a habitation for human 
beings, or any church, schoolhouse, railroad sta- 
tion, bus station, store, factory, office or other 
building or structure where people are accustomed 
to assemble, except buildings or structures on ex- 
plosives plants. 

5. The term ‘‘explosives plant’’ as used herein 
means and includes all lands, with the buildings 
situated thereon, used in connection with the manu- 
facturing or processing of explosives or in which 
any process involving explosives is carried on, or 
the storage of explosives thereat, as well as any 
premises where explosives are used as a component 
part or ingredient in the manufacture of any article 
or device. 

6. The term ‘‘factory building’’ as used herein 
shall be held to mean any building or other struc- 
ture containmg explosives (excepting magazines 
and rest houses), in which the manufacture of ex- 
plosives or any processing involving explosives is 
earried on and any building where explosives are 
used as a component part or ingredient in the 
manufacture of any article or device. 

7. The term ‘‘highway’’ as used herein shall be 
held to mean and include any public street, public 
alley, public road or navigable stream. Navigable 
streams shall be considered as only those streams 
eapable of being used, in their ordinary condition 
or where improved by authorized agencies, as high- 
ways of commerce over which trade and travel are 
or may be conducted in the customary modes but 
shall not include streams that are not capable of 
navigation by barges, tugboats and other large 
vessels.

ARTICLE 2 
GENERAL REGULATIONS 


15. It is prohibited for any person to manufac- 
ture, process, possess, have, keep, store, sell, dis- 
charge, transport, use or dispose of in any manner 
any explosives in this State, except in compliance 
with this act. It is prohibited for any person who 
hag been convicted of a crime involving moral tur- 
pitude or is or has been disloval to the United 
States, to manufacture, process, possess, have, 
keep, store, sell, discharge, transport, use or dis- 
poze of in any manner any explosives in this State. 
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Permission may be obtained in writing from the 
commissioner for the manufacture or demonstra- 
tion of explosives in experimental or analytical 
laboratories for the purpose of instruction or in- 
vestigation. ‘The commissioner may refuse per- 
mission when, in his discretion, a dangerous condi- 
tion is found to exist. 

16. It is prohibited for any person to discharge 
any explosives within this State for purposes other 
than (1) permissible blasting or permissible de- 
molition operations, (2) testing or experimental 
investigations when such procedures are necessary 
in connection with the manufacture of explosives 
or for experimental purposes. 

17. It is prohibited for any person to sell, give 
away or otherwise dispose of or to deliver any ex- 
plosive to any person not in possession of a permit 
to have, keep, possess, manufacture, store, sell, 
transport or use explosives as required by this act. 

18. No locomotive or other engine burning wood, 
coal or other substance, the use of which is likely to 
produce sparks, shall be operated upon or within 
explosives plants, unless the smokestacks or ex- 
hausts of said locomotives or other engines likely to 
produce sparks are first properly screened in an 
approved manner. 

19. No person shall discharge any firearm at or 
against any magazine or factory building. 

20. No person, except an official as authorized 
herein or a person authorized to do so by the owner 
thereof, or his agent, shall enter any explosives 
plant, factory building, magazine or ear containing 
explosives in this State. 

21. If at any time any governing body or other 
authority of any locality may know of any reason 
why a magazine or building in which explosives are 
used or kept (or are to be used or kept) is not or 
cannot be conducted in accordance with the provi- 


sions of this act and should not be permitted to’ 


operate, upon notifying the commissioner in writ- 
ine, a hearing mav be conducted by said commis- 
sioner to show cause whv a license or permit should 
not be issued or revoked.

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22. No employee or other person shall attempt to 
enter any explosives plant with matches or other 
flame-producing devices, except electric inean- 
descent flash lights, or with liquor or narcotics in 
his or her possession or control, or while under 
the influence of liquor or narcotics, or to partake 
of intoxicants or narcotics while within the plant, 
under penalty of misdemeanor. 

The superintendent may authorize in writing 
any employee or other person to have approved 
safety matches in his possession, or to depart from 
the other provisions in section 22 of this act. 

It shall be the duty of the superintendent or 
other person in charge of each plant included 
within this act to provide safety containers for 
matches at all entrances of said plant. 

23. There shall be kept in the main office on the 
premises of each explosives plant a plan of said 
plant showing the location of all factory buildings 
and the distance they are located from other fac- 
tory buildings where persons are employed and 
from magazines, and these plans shall at all reason- 
able times be open to inspection by duly authorized 
inspectors of the Department of Labor. Duplicate 
copies of such plans shall be filed with the com- 
missioner. The superintendent of each plant shall 
upon demand of said inspector furnish the follow- 
ing information: 


(a) The maximum amount and kind of ex- 
plosive material which is or will be present in 
each building at one time. 

(b) The nature and kind of work carried on 
in each building and whether or not said build- 
ings are surrounded by natural or artificial 
barricades. 


24. The sale of explosives within this State shall 
require identification of the purchaser or recipient, 
or both, and the keeping and filing of records of 
said sale by the seller or vendor, all in a manner 
that is satisfactory ta the commissioner. The com- 
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missioner may require copies of records of said 
identification or sale, or both, to be forwarded to 
him, where, in his opinion, such action is necessary 
to effectuate the purposes of this act. 

25. Such smokeless powders as do not come 
within the definition of an explosive shall, owing 
to their inflammable nature, be kept in the manner 
and under the conditions as provided herein. 

26. The commissioner, guided by considerations 
of national defense and the defense of this State 
and by considerations of safety to life and limb of 
persons, and preservation of property shall make 
such rules and regulations, to have the force and 
effect of law, which may be required to facilitate 
the administration and enforcement of the pro- 
visions of this act. 


ARTICLE 3 
PERMITS 


27. Separate and distinct permits shall be re- 
quired concerning explosives as follows, subject 
to the conditions specified in this act: 


(1) To manufacture explosives, except that 
explosives plants that have been engaged in 
the manufacture of explosives prior to the 
passage of the act and have complied with the 
existing statutes of this State shall not require 
such a permit; provided, that there are neither 
changes in ownership or major physical char- 
acteristics. A notice of registration as re- 
quired by labor laws for manufacturing plants 
as provided in Title 34 of the Revised Statutes 
of the State of New Jersey must be posted in 
all explosives plants. 

(2) To have, possess, keep or store any ex- 
plosives. 

(3) To sell any explosives. 

(4) To transport explosives on highways, by 
motor truck or any other vehicle. 
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(5) To use explosives for blasting opera- 
tions. 

(6) To use explosives for other than blast- 
ing operations. 


28. Permits for the storage or sale of explosives 
shall not be issued for any building where the 
building or structure is lighted by any artificial 
means other than electricity; where any manufac- 
turing processes are conducted except those pro- 
vided for in this act or where the commissioner 
has expressly granted approval because of the in- 
stallation of safeguards approved by him; or where 
paints, oils or varnishes are manufactured or kept 
for use or sale, unless paints, oils and varnishes 
are in original unbroken containers; where matches 
(other than approved safety matches), gasoline or 
other highly inflammable vapors are used, stored 
or kept for sale; where stoves or exposed flame 
are used in the part of the building where explo- 
sives are stored or offered for sale. 

29. Permits and notices of registration shall not 
be transferable. 

30. Permits shall be at all times readily available 
to inspection by any duly authorized members of 
the Department of Labor, State police or local 
police and fire department and shall be posted as 
directed by the commissioner. 

31. Permits required by section 27 of this act 
shall not be issued for the possession of: 


(1) Liquid nitroglycerine. 

(2) Dynamite, except gelatine dynamite, 
containing over sixty per centum (60%) of 
liquid explosive ingredient. 

(3) Dynamite having an unsatisfactory ab- 
sorbent or one that permits leakage of a liquid 
explosive ingredient under any conditions 
liable to exist during storage. 

(4) Nitrocellulose in a dry and uncom- 
pressed condition. 
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(5) Fulminate of mereury in bulk in a dry 
condition and fulminate of all other metals in 
any condition except as a component of manu- 
factured articles not hereinafter forbidden. 

(6) Explosive compositions that ignite 
spontaneously or undergo marked decomposi- 
tion when subjected for forty-cight consecutive 
hours or less to a temperature of seventy-five 
degrees C. 

(7) New explosives until approved by the 
commissioner. 

(8) Explosives condenmed by the commis- 
sioner. 

(9) Explosives not packed or marked in ac- 
eordance with the requirements of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission. 

(10) Explosives containing an ammonium 
salt and a chlorate. 


Provided, that nothing in this section shall apply 
to normal operations and processings carried on 
in the manufacture of explosives on explosives 
plants, and that the prohibitions of subsections (1) 
to (10) inclusive of this section may be waived by 
the commissioner, where the interest of safety to 
life and limb and the preservation of property do 
not require said prohibitions. 

In any action to be taken by the commissioner 
regarding subsections (7) and (8) of this section, 
he shall be guided by the findings of the Bureau of 
Explosives of the American Association of Rail- 
roads, the United States Bureau of Mines or other 
recognized authoritative agencies. 

52. Permits to manufacture as required by sec- 
tion 31, subsection (1), of this act shall not be is- 
sued unless it has been established by the commis- 
sioner that there is complete compliance with all 
of the requirements of articles seven and eight of 
this act. 

33. Permits to have, possess, keep or store as 
required by section 27, subsection (2), of this act 
shall not be issued unless it has been established 
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by the commissioner that there is complete com- 
pliance with all of the requirements of articles eight 
and nine of this act. The commissioner shall, as 
soon as'may be after receiving the application, 
cause an inspection to be made of the magazine, if 
then constructed, and in the case of a new mag- 
azine, or the removal of an existing magazine, as 
soon as may be after the same is found to be con- 
structed or removed in accordance with the specifi- 
eations provided in this act, and before any ex- 
plosives may be stored therein the commissioner 
shall determine the amount of explosives that may 
be kept or stored in such magazines by reference 
to the quantity and distance table set forth in this 
act, and shall issue a permit to the person applying 
therefor, showing compliance with the provisions 
of this act, which permit shall set forth the char- 
acter and maximum quantity of explosives that 
may be had, kept or stored in said magazine. Such 
permit shall be valid until cancelled for one or more 
of the causes hereinafter provided, and a facsimile 
copy of said permit shall be conspicuously posted 
on the inside of said magazine near the door. 
Whenever by reason of change in the physical con- 
ditions surrounding said magazine at the time of 
the issuance or renewal of the permit therefor, 
such as: 


(a) The erection of buildings nearer said 
magazine, 

(b) The construction of railroads nearer 
said magazine, or 

(c) The opening for publie travel of high- 
Ways nearer said magazine; 


then, notice of said change or changes must be 
given in writing to the commissioner, and the 
amounts of explosives which may be lawfully had, 
kept or stored in said magazine must be reduced to 
conform to such changed conditions in accordance 
with the quantity and distance table, notwithstand- 
ing the permit, and the commissioner shall, after 
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inspection, modify or cancel such permit in accord- 
ance with the changed conditions. Whenever any 
person to whom a permit has been issued keeps or 
stores in the magazine covered by such permit any 
quantity of explosives in excess of the maximum 
amount set forth in said permit, or whenever any 
person fails for thirty (30) days to pay the annual 
license fee hereinafter provided after the same 
becomes due or otherwise violates any of the pro- 
visions of this act, the commissioner may cancel 
such permit. Whenever a permit is cancelled by 
the commissioner for any cause hereinbefore speci- 
fied, the commissioner shall notify in writing the 
person to whom such permit is issued of the fact of 
such cancellation, and shall, in said notice, direct 
the removal of all explosives stored in said mag- 
azine within ten (10) days from the giving of said 
notice. Failure to remove the explosives stored in 
said magazine within the time specified in said 
notice shall constitute a violation of this act. 

34. Permits to sell as required by section 27, sub- 
section (3), of this act shall not be issued unless it 
has been established by the commissioner that there 
is complete comphance with all of the requirements 
of this act. 

35. Permits to transport as required by section 
27, subsection (4), of this act shall not be issued 
unless it has been established by the commissioner 
that there is complete compliance with all of the 
requirements of article ten of this act. 

36. Permits to use as required by section 27, sub- 
sections (5) and (6), of this act shall not be issued 
unless it has been established by the commissioner 
that there is complete compliance with all of the 
requirements of this act. 

37. Permits as required by section 27, subsection 
(5), of this act shall be issued for maximum quan- 
tities of explosives to be shot in any one blast. Any 
unused explosives shall be returned to an approved 
magazine for which a permit has been issued. 

38. Permits to use as required by section 27, sub- 
section (6), of this act shall not be issued for a 
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quantity of explosives in excess of fifty (50) pounds 
unless a greater quantity is authorized by the com- 
missioner, 

39. Permits shall be renewed annually beginning 
with July first, one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-one. Certificates of compliance issued for 
magazines before this act has gone into effect shall 
be void after June thirtieth, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and forty-one unless previously cancelled as 
provided in this act. Fees for all permits required 
by this act shall terminate in effect on June thir- 
tieth of each year. 


ARTICLE 4 
APPLICATION FOR PERMITS 


40. Permit applications shall be furnished by the 
commissioner upon request. 

41. The applicant for a permit shall, at his own 
expense, furnish the commissioner with any in- 
formation the commissioner may require concern- 
ing the purpose for which the permit may be issued, 
as weil as any other pertinent information, all in 
addition to that specified herein. The application 
must be accompanied by a fee in accordance with 
article six of this act. 

42. An applicant for any permit shall furnish the 
following information and data on the proper ap- 
plication: 


(1) For an individual; name, location of 
residence, occupation, photographs, finger- 
prints, citizenship, 

(2) For firms, partnerships, corporations, 
et cetera—name of establishment; location of 
principal place of business; name and location 
of residence of such officers, directors, part- 
ners, and registered agents, as the commis- 
sioner may require, together with a statement 
of their citizenship; and the nature of the busi- 
ness. 
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43. All persons engaged in the manufacture of 
explosives, or any process involving explosives, or 
where explosives are used as a component part in 
the manufacture of any article or device, shall, 
before so engaging, make a report in writing, sub- 
scribed to by such person or his agent, to the com- 
missioner, the report stating: 


(1) Location of place of manufacture or 
processing, 

(2) Kind of explosives manufactured, proc- 
essed or used. 


44, All persons engaging in keeping or storing’ 
explosives shall before engaging in the keeping or 
storing of explosives, make a report in writing, 
subscribed to by such person, or his agent, to the 
commissioner, the report stating: 


(1) The location of the magazine, or in case 
of the removal of any existing magazine, the 
proposed location of such magazine, 

(2) The kind of explosives that are kept or 
stored, or intended to be kept or stored, and 
the maximum quantity that is intended to be 
kept or stored therein, 

(3) The distance that such magazine is 
located, or intended to be located, from the 
nearest factory buildings, magazines, build- 
ings, railroads and highways. 


45. Any applicant requesting a permit to sell 
explosives shall furnish the commissioner with the 
following information: 


(1) Location where it is desired to sell ex- 
plosives with description of building, 

(2) Estimated maximum quantity and kind 
of explosives to be sold. 


46. Any applicant requesting a permit to trans- 
port explosives shall furnish the commissioner with 
such information regarding each vehicle and its 
operation as may be deemed necessary. 
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47. Any applicant requesting a permit to use ex- 
plosives shall furnish the commissioner with the 
following information: 


(1) Location where it is desired to use ex- 
plosives, : 

(2) Estimated maximum quantity and kind 
of explosives to be used, 

(3) Experience qualifications to act as 
blaster or to supervise blasting operations; 

(4) Application to use explosives shall also 
be accompanied by the proper application for 
a permit to store explosives, if necessary, or 
evidence showing that such a permit has al- 
ready been acquired, or is not necessary. 


ARTICLE 5 
INVESTIGATION BEFORE ISSUING PERMIT 


48. Upon receipt of an application for a permit 
to manufacture any explosives in an explosives 
plant and before the permit is issued, the commis- 
sioner shall make or cause to be made an investiga- 
tion for the purpose of ascertaining if the explo- 
sives plant complies with all the requirements of 
this act. 

49, Upon receipt of an application for a permit 
to have, keep, possess, store, sell or otherwise dis- 
pose of, except use any explosives and before the 
permit is issued, the commissioner shall make or 
cause to be made an investigation for the purpose 
of ascertaining if the place where it is desired to 
have, keep, possess, store, or sell the explosives 
complies with all the requirements of this act. 

50. Upon receipt of an application for a permit 
to transport explosives and before the permit is 
issued, the commissioner shall make or cause to be 
made an examination of the vehicle to be used for 
transporting explosives for the purpose of ascer- 
taining if all the requirements of this act have been 
fulfilled. 
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51. Upon receipt of an application for a permit 
to use explosives and before the permit is issued, 
the commissioner shall examine, or cause to be 
examined, the qualifications of the applicant to use 
explosives. Such examination may be waived at 
the direction of the commissioner upon application 
for succeeding permits. The minimum qualifica- 
tions shall be as follows: 


(1) Citizen of the United States of America, 

(2) Age shall be at least twenty-one years, 

(3) A reasonable understanding of the 
Kinglish language and ability to answer prop- 
erly such relevant questions as may be asked 
him upon his examination, which may be a 
written examination. 


(4) Furnish satisfactory evidence of experi- 
ence in using explosives and be familiar with 
the general requirements of this act. 


52. Upon receipt of an application for a permit 
to perform any of the operations governed by this 
act, the commissioner shall make or cause to be 
made, in the most practicable manner, an investiga- 
tion for the purpose of ascertaining if the person 
applying for such permit has been convicted of a 
crime involving moral turpitude or is or has been 
disloyal to the United States. Any person who 
has been convicted of a crime involving moral tur- 
pitude or is or has been disloyal to the United 
States shall be denied a permit and shall be sub- 
ject to the penalties herein provided. 


ARTICLE 6 
GRANTING OF PERMITS 


53. If the results of the investigation of the com- 
missioner are found to be in conformity with the 
requirements of this act, the commissioner shall 
issue the permit for which an annual fee shall be 
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payable to the Commissioner of Labor, said fees 
to be based on the following schedule: 


(1) Permit for each location to manufac- 
ture, possess, store, keep or otherwise dispose 
of, except sell or use explosives-—not less than 
five dollars ($5.00) nor more than fifty dollars 
($50.00), as provided by regulation. 

(2) Permit to sell explosives—not less than 
one dollar ($1.00) nor more than twenty-five 
dollars ($25.00), as provided by regulation. 

(3) Permit per vehicle to transport explo- 
sives—not less than one dollar ($1.00) nor 
more than five dollars ($5.00), as provided by 
regulation. 

(4) Permit to use explosives—five dollars 
($5.00). 


54. If permit is denied, fee shall be refunded, 
except that there shall be no refund where appli- 
cant for permit to use explosives has failed to meet 
with the requirements of section 51 of this act. 


oo. The annual fee for any permit shall also be 
construed to be payable for the period between the 
effective date of this act and June thirtieth, one 
thousand nine hundred and forty-one, and renewal 
be payable annually in advance on or before July 
first of each year. 


ARTICLE 7 
MANUFACTURE OF EXPLOSIVES 


56. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in 
this act, all explosives plants and factory building's 
shall eome under the jurisdiction of the commis- 
sioner in accordance with the provisions of Title 
34 of the Revised Statutes of the State of New 
Jersey. 
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57. Before a notice of registration and permit 
are issued together or separately by the commis- 
sioner, a plan of the explosives plant shall be 
submitted to the commissioner in triplicate for ap- 
proval and be approved by him. The plan of said 
plant shall show the location of all factory build- 
ings, the distance they are located from other fac- 
tory buildings where persons are employed and 
from magazines and any other information that 
the commissioner may require. An approved copy 
of said plan shall be kept in the main office on the 
premises of each explosives plant and shall be open 
to inspection by the commissioner. 


58. All persons engaged in keeping, using or 
storing any compound, mixture or material, in wet 
condition, or otherwise, which upon drying out or 
undergoing other physical changes, may become an 
explosive within the definition of this act, shall 
report such material to the commissioner and ob- 
tain a permit in the manner prescribed in this act 
for the storage of explosives; such reports to 
contain: 7 


(a) The kind of compound, mixture or ma- 
terial kept or stored, and maximum quantity 
thereof. 

(b) Condition or state of compound, mix- 
ture or material. 

~(e¢) Place where kept or stored. 


The commissioner may at any reasonable time 
cause an inspection to be made to determine 
whether the condition of the compound, mixture 
or material is as reported. 
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59. All persons engaged in the keeping or stor- 
ing of smokeless powder shall report such material 
to the commissioner and obtain a permit in the 
manner prescribed in this act. Such reports to 
contain: 


(a) The location of the storage of smokeless 
powder. 

(b) The kind and maximum quantity of 
smokeless powder to be kept or stored. 

(c) The distance that such smokeless pow- 
der storage ts located from buildings, railroads 
and highways. 


The commissioner may at any reasonable time 
cause an inspection to be made, to determine 
whether the smokeless powder storage is main- 
tained in compliance with this act. 


ARTICLE 8 
QUANTITY AND DISTANCE TABLES 


60. All factory buildings shall be located one 
from the other and from other buildings on ex- 
plosives plants in which persons are regularly 
employed and all magazines shall be located from 
factory buildings and buildings on »3xplosives 
plants in which persons are regularly employed, 
in conformity with the Intra-Explosives Plant 
Quantity and Distance Table below set forth:

Note: Ten (10) pounds or less may be stored in a separate 
building or in storage space properly separated by substantial 
dividing walls. 
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61. All factory buildings and magazines in which 
explosives are had, kept or stored must be located 
at distances from buildings, railroads, and high- 
ways in conformity with the following quantity and 
distance table, and this table shall be the basis on 
which applications for a permit, as provided in 
this act, shall be made and the permit issued; pro- 
vided, that the quantity and distance table may be 
disregarded and a permit may be issued for two 
Class B magazines in any building not otherwise 
prohibited by law, if the contents and location of 
the magazines are as follows: 


(a) One Class B magazine containing not 
more than fifty (50) pounds of explosives may 
be allowed if the Class B magazine is placed 
on wheels, and located not more than ten (10) 
feet from and on the same floor with and di- 
rectly opposite to the entrance on the floor 
nearest to the street level; 

(b) One Class B magazine containing not 
more than five thousand (5,000) blasting caps 
may be allowed if the said Class B magazine 
is placed on wheels and located on the floor 
nearest street level.

Where smokeless powder is not in containers, 
the above distances shall be doubled. 

No quantity in excess of five hundred thousand 
(500,000) pounds, packed in containers, and three 
hundred thousand (800,000) pounds in bulk, shall 
be kept or stored in any one storehouse. 

The commissioner may allow deviation from the 
above distances where smokeless powder is kept 
constantly under water. 


ARTICLE 9 
STORAGE OF EXPLOSIVES 


65. All explosives shall be stored in a magazine 
complying with the requirements of this act; pro- 
vided, that such explosives may be transported or 
_ used as permitted by this act. 

66. Magazines shall not be provided with arti- 
ficial heat or light, except approved portable 
electric safety battery lamps may be used for 
lighting. 

67. All magazines shall be kept closed and locked 
except when necessarily opened for the purpose of 
storing or removing explosives therein or there- 
from or for inspections, by persons lawfully en- 
titled to enter same. 
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68. All magazines shall be in charge of a com- 
petent person who shall be at least twenty-one 
years of age and a citizen of the United States. 
Only authorized persons shall have access to the 
magazine. 

69. No fire or open flame of any kind shall be 
permitted within twenty-five (25) feet of a maga- 
zine at any time. 

70. Smoking shall not be permitted in, or within 
one hundred (100) feet, of a magazine. 

71. The commissioner is hereby authorized to 
refuse to license magazines which, in his judgment, 
are unsuited for the storage of explosives. The 
commissioner may require plans for magazines to 
be submitted for approval and approved before 
magazines are constructed and used. 

72. Smokeless powder in approved tightly 
woven bags may be stored in rest houses when no 
operations other than storage are involved, in ac- 
cordance with magazine limitations. Except only 
at a factory building, and except while being used, 
no person shall have, keep or store explosives at 
any place within this State unless such explosives 
are completely enclosed or encased in tight 
metallic, wooden or fibre containers, and, except 
while being transported, or used, or in the custody 
of a common carrier awaiting shipment or pending 
delivery to consignee during the time permitted by 
Federal law, explosives shall be kept and stored in 
a magazine constructed and operated as provided 
herein, and no person having explosives in his 
possession or control shall, under any circum- 
stances, permit or allow any grains or particles to - 
be or remain on the outside or about the containers 
in which such explosives are held. All containers 
in which explosives are held shall be plainly 
marked with the name of the explosive contained 
therein. 

73. All Class B and Class C magazines for ex- 
plosives shall be painted red. 

74. No package of explosives shall at any time 
be opened in or within fifty (50) feet of any maga- 
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zine nor shall any explosive be kept therein except 
in the original containers. 

75. No blasting caps shall be kept or stored in 
any magazines in which other explosives are kept 
or stored. 

76. Magazines shall be of three classes only; 
Class A, Class B and Class C. 

77..Class A (permanent storage) magazines 
shall consist of those with a capacity exceeding 
fifty (50) pounds of explosives or more than five 
thousand (5,000) blasting caps. Class A maga- 
zines shall be of design approved by the 
commissioner. Each magazine location shall be 
conspicuously posted with signs with the words 
‘‘Hixplosives—Keep Off’’ legibly painted in con- 
trasting colors in letters not less than six inches 
high. 

78. Class B (dealer) magazine shall be of design 
approved by the commissioner, and shall be re- 
stricted to a storage not exceeding fifty (50) 
pounds of explosives nor more than five thousand 
(5,000) blasting caps. Upon each magazine there 
shall at all times be kept conspicuously posted a 
sign with the words ‘‘Explosives—Dangerous’’ 
legibly painted thereon with white paint, and not 
more than two (2) such magazines shall be had 
or kept in any building. One magazine shall be 
used for storage of explosives and the other for the 
storage of blasting caps. 

79. Class O (daily supply) magazines to be used 
in the vicinity of blasting operations shall be of an 
approved portable type. to provide daily storage 
not in excess of two hundred (200) pounds of ex- 
plosives or one hundred (100) blasting caps. The 
commissioner may require a reduction of quanti- 
ties as aforesaid when conditions require it. 

80. Magazines in which more than fifty (50) 
pounds of explosives are kept and stored must be 
detached from other structures, and magazines 
where more than five thousand (5, 000) pounds of 
explosives are kept and stored must be located at 
least two hundred (200) feet from any other maga- 
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zine, and magazines where quantities of explosives 
over twenty-five thousand (25,000) pounds are 
kept and stored must have an increase over two 
hundred (200) feet of two and two-thirds (2%) 
feet for each one thousand (1,000) pounds of ex- 
plosives in excess of twenty-five thousand (25,000) 
pounds stored therein; provided, that the said dis- 
tance between magazines may be disregarded 
where the total quantity stored in said magazines, 
considered as a whole, complies with the quantity 
and distance table of this act; except that the 
quantity of explosives contained in blasting cap 
magazines (table two, section 61 of this act, es- 
tablishes the equivalence between number of 
blasting caps and pounds of explosives) shall gov- 
ern in regard to spacing said blasting cap maga- 
zines from mag‘azines containing other explosives, 
but under no circumstances shall a magazine con- 
taining blasting caps be within a less distance than 
one hundred (100) feet, not barricaded or fifty 
(50) feet, barricaded, from any magazine other 
than blasting cap magazines. 


ARTICLE 10 
TRANSPORTATION 


81. A vehicle when transporting explosives shall 
be used for that purpose only and such explosives 
must be transported in the body of the vehicle. 
Vehicles used for transporting explosives shall be 
strong enough to carry the load without difficulty 
and shall bear a valid motor vehicle certificate 
issued by an authorized Federal or State agency. 

82. The quantity of explosives that is carried in 
any vehicle shall be subject to approval by the 
commissioner and shall be indicated upon permit 


when issued. 


83. Every vehicle, while carrying explosives 
upon the public highways shall display upon an 
erect pole at the front end of such vehicle and at 
such height that it shall be visible from all direc- 
tions, a red flag with the word ‘‘Danger’’ printed, 
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stamped or sewed thereon, in white letters at least 
six (6) inches in height, or in lieu of such flag, the 
word ‘‘Eixplosives’’ must be painted or attached to 
the ends and each side of such vehicle in contrast- 
ing colors, the letters to be at least six (6) inches 
in height, or a placard reading: ‘‘lixplosives— 
Handle Carefully—Keep Fire Away.’’ 

84. Every vehicle, when used for transporting 
explosives shall be equipped with not less than two 
(2) one-quart fire extinguishers, suitable for use 
on oil fires, filled and ready for instant use and 
located near the driver’s seat. 

85. It shall be the duty of the person to whom a 
permit has been issued to transport explosives 
over the highways of this State, or the operator 
of the vehicle to daily inspect the vehicle used by 
him to determine that: 


(1) Fire extinguishers are filled and in 
working order, 

(2) Electric wiring is completely insulated 
and firmly secured, . 

(3) Chassis, motor, body and all other parts 
of vehicles are clean and free from surplus oil 
and grease, 

(4) Gasoline tank and piping are secure and 
without leaks, 

(5) Brakes and steering equipment are in 
good condition, 

(6) The truck is in proper condition for 
handling explosives. 


86. The person making the daily inspection shall 
be responsible for having the vehicle altered or 
repaired, before further use, when said inspection 
reveals any faulty condition as enumerated above. 

87. The owner of the vehicle shall be responsible 
for the keeping of an approved record ecard of such 
daily inspection. Said record shall be kept in a 
place to be designated by the commissioner. 
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88. Vehicles containing explosives shall never be 
taken into nor be permitted to be taken into a 
garage, or other repair shop, for repairs or 
storage. 

89. It shall be unlawful for any person in charge 
of a vehicle containing explosives to smoke in, upon 
or near such vehicle, to drive the vehicle while 
intoxicated, or under the influence of narcotic 
drugs, to drive the vehicle in a careless or reckless 
manner, or to load or unload such vehicle in a care- 
less or reckless manner or to make unnecessary 
stops. 

90. It shall be unlawful for any person to place 
or carry, or cause to be placed or carried, any 
metal tool or other similar piece of metal in the bed 
or body of a vehicle containing explosives, unless 
contained in a box or other container approved by 
the commissioner. 

91. It shall be unlawful for any person to place 
or carry, or cause to be placed or carried, in the 
bed or body of any vehicle containing explosives, 
blasting caps or other similar explosive material, 
or to carry in or upon such vehicle any matches or 
any other flame-producing device, except approved 
flares and safety matches carried in a container 
approved by the commissioner. 

92. Vehicles transporting explosives shall only 
be driven by and be in charge of a driver at least 
twenty-one years of age and who is careful, ca- 
pable, reliable and in possession of a valid motor 
vehicle operator’s license. Such a person shall 
also be familiar with the section and parts of this 
act pertaining to the transportation of explosives. 

93. Explosives shall not be transported in any 
form of trailer nor shall any trailer be attached 
to any vehicle hauling explosives. 

94. A driver shall not leave the driver’s seat 
until the brakes of the vehicle are securely set and 
for motor vehicles, until the motor has been 
stopped. In the event of horse-drawn vehicles, 
the driver shall securely tie the horse, or team, 
immediately after setting the brakes. Special ap- 
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proval for using horse-drawn vehicles to transport 
explosives shall be obtained from the commissioner 
before use. 

95. Unauthorized persons, or passengers, shall 
not ride on a vehicle transporting explosives. 

96. The operator of a vehicle transporting ex- 
plosives shall avoid, wherever possible, those 
streets that are congested, or where there is a large 
number of persons, or where there exists a subway 
or elevated route. 

97. The operator of a vehicle transporting ex- 
plosives shall not leave such vehicle unattended, 
except when absolutely necessary. 

98. Vehicles transporting explosives shall not be 
driven nearer than three hundred (300) feet of 
each other, except as otherwise provided by regu- 
lation. 

99. When explosives are loaded upon, or un- 
loaded from, any vehicle, the packages containing 
the explosives shall not be thrown, or dropped 
from the vehicle, and shall be carefully deposited 
or stored in such a manner as to prevent any dis- 
placement of the packages. 


Articte 11 
USE OF EXPLOSIVES 


100. Blasting shall not be undertaken, except by 
blasters who have a valid permit issued in com- 
pliance with this act. 

101. The handling of explosives may be per- 
formed by other employees provided the work is 
done under the direct supervision of the person 
holding the permit to use explosives and providing 
such employees are at least twenty-one years of 
age. 

102. No person shall handle explosives while 
under the influence of intoxicating liquors or nar- 
coties. 

103. Persons authorized to prepare explosive 
charges or conduct blasting operations shall use 
every reasonable precaution to insure the safety 
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of the general public and workmen in a manner 
as provided by regulation. 

104. Blasts shall be fired in an approved manner. 

105. Empty boxes which have previously been 
used for high explosives containing a liquid ex- 
plosive ingredient shall not be used for any pur- 
pose, but shall be destroyed by burning in the open 
air. 

106. No person shall smoke while handling ex- 
plosives or in the vicinity thereof. 

107. No open-flame lamp or light shall be used in 
the vicinity of explosives. 

108. Containers of explosives shall not be 
opened in any magazine, or within fifty (50) feet 
of any magazine. 


ARTICLE 12 
INDEMNITY BONDS 


109. The owner or operator of every explosives 
plant in which explosives are manufactured, 
processed or handled, or in which explosives are 
used as a component part in the manufacture of 
any article or device, or magazines (not on ex- 
plosives plant property) in which explosives are 
stored in excess of thirty thousand (30,000) 
pounds, within sixty (60) days after demand there- 
for in writing by the commissioner upon such 
owner or operator, unless exempted therefrom as 
hereinafter provided, shall file and keep on file 
with the commissioner an indemnity bond of ap- 
proved form payable to the State of New Jersey in 
such sums as may be determined by the commis- 
sioner and set forth in such demand not in excess 
of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars ($250,- 
000.00), nor less than five thousand dollars 
($5,000.00), with surety or sureties legally author- 
ized to do business in the State of New Jersey and 
satisfactory to the commissioner, conditioned for 
the payment of all final judgments that may be 
rendered against said owner or operator for dam- 
ages caused to persons and property by reason of 
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any explosion at said explosives plant of the ex- 
plosives or product or component part or parts 
thereof there manufactured, processed or handled, 
or at any magazine not on explosives plant prop- 
erty in which explosives are stored in excess of 
thirty thousand (30,000) pounds. Any such owner 
or operator desiring to be exempted from filing 
such bond shall make application to the State De- 
partment of Banking and Insurance showing his 
financial ability to discharge all such judgments to 
the amount of said bond required by said commis- 
sioner that may be entered against him, whereupon 
said department, if satisfied with such financial 
ability of the applicant, shall, by written order, 
exempt such applicant from the filing of such bond; 
and said Department of Banking and Insurance 
may from time to time require further statements 
from the applicant showing his financial ability 
aforesaid and, if dissatisfied therewith, may in its 
discretion revoke such exemption and require the 
filing of such bond. 


ARTICLE 13 
ENFORCEMENT 


110. Notwithstanding the provisions of any other 
general, local or special law, all fees and other 
moneys derived from the operation of this act shall 
be remitted to the State Treasurer and said moneys 
shall be placed to the eredit of the commissioner 
and shall be used exclusively for the purpose of 
carrying into effect the provisions of this act and 
for the payment of salaries and expenses of em- 
ployees for research, equipment and for any other 
necessary expenses pertaining to the carrying out 
and enforcement of the provisions of this act. This 
fund shall be kept separate and apart from any 
other State moneys and shall be disbursed by the 
State Treasurer upon voucher certified by the com- 
missioner. 

111. The commissioner shall appoint one or more 
inspectors or technicians who shall be subject to 
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the direction and control of the commissioner to 
carry out the provisions of this act, and such other 
duties as may be assigned to them by the commis- 
sioner. Such inspectors or technicians shall be ap- 
pointed in accordance with the provisions of Title 
11 of the Revised Statutes, regulating the employ- 
ment, tenure and discharge of certain officers and 
employees of this State, and of the various counties 
and municipalities thereof, and providing for a 
Civil Service Commission and defining its powers 
and duties. 

112. Subsequent to those inspections made 
before issuing permits involving explosives, the 
commissioner shall cause periodic inspections, to be 
made at least once a year where practicable. Such 
inspections shall be for the purpose of determining 
whether or not there has been complete compliance 
with all the requirements of this act. 

118. The commissioner shall keep a record of all 
inspections and the record shall include the date 
of the inspections and the violations, if any. Where 
violations of this act are found to exist, the com- 
missioner shall serve a notice in writing on the 
owner, or user, the agent of the owner or user, or 
any person in responsible charge for the owner, or 
user, requiring compliance within a specified period 
of time. In the event that the order has not been 
complied with within the time period specified or at 
the end of any granted extensions, action as here- 
inafter provided shall be taken. 

114. The commissioner shall have the authority 
to revoke the permits for a violation of this act if 
correction is not made within time specified or 
granted extensions thereof. Upon the revocation 
of a permit, the commissioner shall have the right 
to seize all the explosives of the owner at the loca- 
tion in question and dispose of the same at the 
expense of the said owner until the permit has been 
reinstated. Should the owner fail to obtain rein- 
statement of the permit within thirty (30) days of 
the date of the revocation, or any granted exten- 
sions thereof, the commissioner may sell the 
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explosives seized and apply the proceeds to the 
costs involved in seizing and storing the same and 
shall pay over to the owner any surplus after the 
payment of said costs. Violations in manufactur- 
ing plants shall apply to specific operations only 
and shall not void the permit to manufacture. 

115. If the operations continue despite the 
revocation of permit, the person to whom the per- 
mit was issued shall be liable to a penalty of one 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00). The proceeding for 
the recovery of this penalty shall be by action at 
law in the name of the commissioner, to be in- 
stituted in any court of competent jurisdiction; or 
by compromise. 

116. The commissioner is hereby empowered to 
seal any magazines or vehicles and to order 
premises closed where explosives are manufac- 
tured, processed, stored, transported, or sold when 
violations of the provisions of this act are found 
to exist. Unless the seal shall be removed by the 
commissioner or closing order revoked by the com- 
missioner, because of satisfactory compliance with 
the provisions of this act and if magazines and 
vehicles continue to be used in violation of this act, 
the owner or user shall be liable to a penalty of one 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00). Notwithstanding 
anything in this act to the contrary, the proceeding 
for the recovery of this penalty shall be by action 
at law in the name of the commissioner, to be in- 
stituted in any court of competent jurisdiction, or 
by compromise. 

117. When the commissioner receives a report 
of deteriorated or leaking explosives, he shall order 
them to be disposed of according to the regulations 
and at the expense and the risk of the possessor. 

118. The commissioner shall have the authority 
to revoke any permit that has been issued as re- 
quired by this act, whenever it appears that any 
person holding such a permit or to whom such a 
permit has been issued, has been convicted of a 
crime involving moral turpitude or is or has been 
disloyal to the United States. 
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ARTICLE 14 
PENALTIES 


119. Any person who fails to comply with or 
violates any of the provisions of this act, except as 
hereinbefore provided, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction shall be liable to a 
fine of not less than one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
nor more than ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00), 
or imprisonment not exceeding one (1) year, or 
both, in the discretion of the court. 

120. Any person with a previous criminal record 
who violates any of the provisions of this act shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
shall be liable to a penalty of not less than one 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00) nor more than ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000.00), or imprisonment not 
exceeding five (5) years, or both. 

121. Any person who shall have in his possession 
or control, explosives, blasting caps; any bomb, 
shell or similar device, charged, or filled with one 
or more explosives; intending to use the same or 
cause same to be used for an unlawful purpose, 
shall be deemed guilty of a high misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction shall be punished by imprisonment 
in a State prison for a term of not less than five (5) 
years nor more than twenty-five (25) years. The 
possession or control by any person of any such 
material or device shall be deemed prima facie 
evidence of an intent to use the same, or cause the 
same to be used, for an unlawful purpose. 


ARTICLE 15 
EXCEPTIONS 


122. Nothing contained in this act shall apply to 
the regular military or naval forces of the United 
States of America or its legal allies, nor the duly 
authorized militia of any State or territory thereof, 
nor to the police or fire departments of this State, 
providing the same are acting within their official 
capacity and in the performance of their duties. 
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123. Nothing contained in this act shall apply to 
explosives while being transported upon vessels, 
vehicles or railroad cars or while being held for 
delivery; provided, such transportation and de- 
livery is subject to and in conformity with the 
regulations prescribed by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission or the Bureau of Marine Inspection 
and Navigation, Department of Commerce; and 
provided, further, that nothing in this act shall 
apply to the receipt, possession and use of signals 
required for the safe operation of vessels, motor 
vehicles, railroad cars or aircraft by the operators 
of such vessels, motor vehicles, railroad cars or 
aircraft. 

124. Nothing contained in this act shall affect 
anv existing ordinance, rule or regulation of any 
eitv or municipality not less restrictive than this 
act governing the manufacture, storage, sale, use 
or transportation of explosives, or affect, modify 
or limit the power of cities or municipalities in 
this State to make ordinances, rules or regulations 
not less restrictive than this act governing the 
manufacture, storage, sale, use or transportation 
of explosives within their respective corporate 
limits. 

125. Nothing in this act shall nullify the pro- 
visions of chapters two and three of Title 21 of 
the Revised Statutes or the amendments thereto. 


ARTICLE 16 


126. In ease any provision of this act shall be 
adjudged unconstitutional or void for any reason, 
such adjudication shall not affect any of the other 
provisions of this act. 

127. Chapter one of Title 21 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, excepting only sections 21:1-41, 21:1-42, 
21 :1-48, 21 1-44, 21:1-50 and 21:1-51, and all acts 
and parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this act are hereby repealed. 

128. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 28 
An Acr concerning the administration of relief. 


Br tr enacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. State aid for relief for the municipalities of 
this State for each calendar year beginning with 
the calendar year one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-one shall be administered and distributed by 
the Director of Municipal Aid from the Municipal 
Aid Fund in the manner prescribed by this act and 
said fund shall be drawn upon and distributed, 
for said purposes, on the order of the State Mu- 


nicipal Aid Administration, in accordance with the 


provisions of this act, as other funds are now dis- 
bursed from the State treasury. 


2. In administering State aid for relief the di- 
rector shall, beginning with the calendar year one 
thousand nine hundred and forty-one, 

a. Keep and maintain such records and accounts 
as may be necessary and proper for the adminis- 
tration thereof, 

b. Promulgate, alter and amend from time to 
time such rules, regulations and directory orders 
as may be necessary for the administration of 
State aid for relief and for the carrying out of 
any provisions of law regulating the same, includ- 
ing the provisions of this act, which rules, regula- 
tions and orders shall be binding upon the various 
municipalities, 

e. Determine whether or not the various munici- 
palities are complying with all of the provisions of 
law, including the provisions of this act, regulating 
the administration of State aid for relief, which 
are binding upon them, and 

d. Kixereise sueh other powers as may be neces- 
sary for the proper and efficient administration of 
State aid for relief and the carrying out of all of 
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the provisions of law, including the provisions of 
this act, regulating the same. 

3. The Director of Municipal Aid shall, begin- 
ning with the calendar year one thousand nine 
hundred and forty-one, also have power in connec- 
tion with the administration of State aid for relief, 

a. To require the making by each municipality 
of such reports, in such form and containing such 
information, as he may from time to time deter- 
mine and to make such investigations as may from 
time to time be necessary to assure the correctness 
and verification of the facts stated in such reports. 

b. To investigate the administration of relief 
within each municipality and to determine the com- 
pliance or noncompliance of such municipality with 
the provisions of law, including the provisions of 
this act, governing the administration of State aid 
for relief and with the standards and requirements 
prescribed by the State Municipal Aid Administra- 
tion, | 

e. To withhold payment of State aid for relief 
from any municipality neglecting or refusing to 
make the required reports or to comply with any 
of the standards and requirements prescribed by 
the State Municipal Aid Administration or with 
any provisions of law governing the administra- 
tion of State aid for relief, including the provisions 
of this act. 

4. The director shall, beginning with the calen- 
dar year one thousand nine hundred and forty-one, 
have power as to all municipalities in which relief 
is administered by the director under this act 

a. To prescribe all rules and conditions under 
which the funds allotted for State aid for relief 
shall be administered, 

b. To require such information from relief ap- 
plicants, to make such investigation of the merits 
of applications for relief, to prescribe such forms 
to be used and to set up, maintain and carry out 
such proceedures as may in his discretion be deemed 
advisable for the economical and efficient adminis- 
tration of relief in such municipality, 
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ce. To make direct distribution of sums allotted 
as State aid for relief’ in such municipality by 
orders drawn on the State Comptroller, which 


sums shall be disbursed and paid out of the Mu- 
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nicipal Aid Fund in accordance with said orders 
as other funds are now disbursed from the State 
treasury, and 

d. To use all or any part of the local adminis- 
tration for relief to assist him, upon such terms as 
he may deem fit and proper. 

5. Each municipality receiving State aid for re- 
hef for any calendar year beginning with the cal- 
endar year one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
one shall comply with the following conditions in 
its administration of relief during said year, 
namely: 

a. Keep such records, on such forms as the dl- 
rector shall direct, 

b. The welfare department of such municipality 
shall not, directly or indirectly, exploit or permit 
to be exploited recipients of relief for political pur- 
poses, 

e. No employee of such welfare department 
whose compensation is paid from funds received 
or appropriated for relief in any manner, shall 
hold any office in any political party with the 
knowledge and consent of such welfare depart- 
ment, 

d. Each applicant for relief in such municipality 
shall make an affidavit to the correctness of his or 
her statements in his or her application for relief. 

6. No municipality receiving State aid for relief 
for any calendar year beginning with the calendar 
vear one thousand nine hundred and forty-one 
shall during said year make any transfer of its 
current budget appropriation for relief for said 
year to any other current budget appropriation. 

7. Every payment made pursuant to this act to 
a municipality for State aid for relief shall be 
made to the treasurer of the municipality and shall 
be deposited by him in a relief trust fund account 
and shall be used only for payment on account of 
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the cost of relief, excluding the cost of administra- 
tion thereof, for the year for which such State aid 
for relief is granted and any balance remaining in 
such relief trust fund account after all such costs 
of relief for said year have been paid or provided 
for shall be used for payment on account of the 
cost of relief in such municipality for the next suc- 
ceeding year, excluding the cost of administration 
thereof. 

8. In each calendar year beginning with the cal- 
endar year one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
one the Director of Municipal Aid shall determine 
the amount of State aid for relief which each mu- 
nicipality shall receive in such calendar year as 
hereinafter provided. 

9. In each calendar year beginning with the cal- 
endar vear one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
one the director shall ascertain from the State 
Comptroller the net valuations in each taxing dis- 
trict of the State as exhibited in column eight of 
the abstract of ratables of the several counties for 
the preceding year as made out by the State Tax 
Commissioner and filed in the office of the State 
Comptroller and when ascertained and determined 
such ratables shall be known as the municipality’s 
‘“nreceding year’s ratables.’’ 

10. The director shall determine 

a. In each calendar year beginning with the cal- 
endar year one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
one the cost of relief, exclusive of the cost of ad- 
ministration thereof, for the preceding year in 
each municipality which shall be known as the 
municipality’s ‘‘preceding year’s relief load’’ and 

b. For each calendar year beginning with the 
calendar year one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-one the cost of relief, exclusive of the cost 
of administration thereof, for the current year in 
each municipality which shall be known as the 
municipality’s ‘‘current year’s relief load.’’ 

11. In each calendar year beginning with the 
calendar year one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-one the director shall determine the number 
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of mills on each dollar of the ‘‘preceding year’s 


ratables’’? which would have to be levied in each 
municipality to raise an amount equal to its ‘‘pre- 
ceding year’s relief load.’’ The millage thus 
determined as to each municipality shall be here- 
inafter referred to as its ‘‘preceding year’s relief 
millage.’’ 

12. State aid for relief for each calendar year 
beginning with the calendar year one thousand 
nine hundred and forty-one shall be distributed 
among the various municipalities making written 
application therefor to the director before July 
first of such year except those in which relief shall 
be administered by the director for all or any part 
of such year, which distribution shall be made by 
the director by order or orders on the State Comp- 
troller for the payment to each such municipality 
of an amount to be determined as follows: 

a. To each municipality whose ‘‘preceding 
vear’s relief millage’? is not more than 1.0 mill, 
an amount equivalent to ten per centum (10%) of 
its ‘‘ecurrent vear’s relief load’’;_ 

b. To each municipality whose ‘‘preceding 
vear’s relief millage’’ is more than 1.0 mill and is 
not more than 1.2 mills, an amount equivalent to 
fifteen per centum (15%) of its ‘‘eurrent year’s 
relief load’’; . 

e. To each municipality whose ‘‘preceding 
vear’s relief millage’’ is more than 1.2 mills and is 
not more than 1.4 mills, an amount equivalent to 
twenty per centum (20%) of its ‘‘current year’s 
relief load’’; 

d. To each municipality whose ‘‘preceding 
vear’s relief millage’’ is more than 1.4 mills and is 
not more than 1.6 mills, an amount equivalent to 
twenty-five per ecentum (25%) of its ‘‘eurrent 
vear’s relief load’’; 

e. To each municipality whose ‘‘preceding 
vear’s relief millage’? is more than 1.6 mills and 
is not more than 1.8 mills, an amount equivalent 
to thirty per centum (30%) of its ‘current year’s 
relief load’’; 
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f. To each municipality whose ‘‘preceding 
year’s relief millage’’ is more than 1.8 mills and 
is not more than 2.0 mills, an amount equivalent 
to thirty-five per centum (85%) of its ‘‘current 
year’s relief load’’; 

e. To each municipality whose ‘‘preceding 
year’s relief millage’? is more than 2.0 mills and 
is not more than 2.2 mills, an amount equivalent 
to forty per centum (40%) of its ‘‘eurrent year’s 
relief load’’; 

h. To each municipality whose ‘‘preceding 
year’s relief millage’’ is more than 2.2 mills and 
is not more than 2.4 mills, an amount equivalent 
to forty-five per centum (459%) of its ‘‘eurrent 
year’s relief load’’; 

i. To each municipality whose ‘‘preceding year’s 
relief millage’’ is more than 2.4 mills and is not 
more than 2.6 mills, an amount equivalent to forty- 
eight per centum (48%) of its ‘‘eurrent year’s 
relief load’’; 

j. To each municipality whose ‘‘preecding year’s 
relief millage’’ is more than 2.6 mills and is not 
more than 2.8 mills, an amount equivalent to fifty 
per centum (50%) of its ‘‘eurrent vear’s relief 
load”’; 

k. To each municipality whose ‘‘preceding 
year’s relief millage’? is more than 2.8. mills and 
is not more than 3.2 mills, an amount equivalent 
to fifty-two per centum (52%) of its ‘‘eurrent 
year’s relief load’’; 

l. To each municipality whose ‘‘preceding year’s 
relief millage’? is more than 3.2 mills and is not 
more than 3.4 mills, an amount equivalent to fifty- 
four per centum (54%) of its ‘‘eurrent year’s re- 
lief load’’; 

m. To each municipality whose ‘‘precedine: 
year’s relief millage’? is more than 3.4 mills and 
is not more than 3.6 mills, an amount equivalent 
to fifty-six per centum (56%) of its ‘‘eurrent 
year’s relief load’’; 

n. To each municipality whose ‘preceding 
year’s relief millage’’ is more than 3.6 mills and 
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is not more than 4.0 mills, an amount equivalent 
to fifty-eight per centum (58%) of its ‘‘current 
year’s relief load’’; 

o. To each municipality whose ‘‘preceding 
year’s relief millage’? is more than 4.0 mills and 
is not more than 7.0 mills, an amount equivalent 
to sixty per centum (60%) of its ‘‘eurrent year’s 
relief load’’; 

p. To each municipality whose ‘‘preceding 
year’s relief millage’’ is more than 7.0 mills which 
shall administer its own relief during all of said 
year, an amount equivalent to sixty per centum 
(60%) of its ‘‘current year’s relief load’’; 

The director may make payments under the 
above stated formula to any such municipality 
from time to time in advance of the determination 
of such municipality’s ‘‘eurrent year’s relief load’’ 
on the basis of estimates made by him of such 
municipality’s current year’s relicf load making 
such adjustments in later payments to such mu- 
nicipality’s actual ‘‘current vear’s relief load’’ 
when determined, as may be required. 

The director shall deduct from the amount of one 
thousand nine hundred and forty-one State aid due 
to any municipality an amount equal to the amount 
by which State aid for relief paid to the munici- 
pality by the State for the year one thousand nine 
hundred and forty exceeded one hundred per 
eentum (100%) of the cost of relief, exclusive of 
the cost of administration thereof for the year one 
thousand nine hundred and forty. 

13. In any calendar year beginning with the ecal- 
endar year one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
two anv municipality, whose ‘‘preceding year’s 
relief millage’? is more than 7.0 mills and in which 
relief was being administered by the director at the 
end of the preceding year, shall administer its own 
relief in such calendar year if it shall have given 
notice in writing to the director of its election so 
to do on or before the first day of January of such 
year and thereafter during such year such munici- 
pality shal] administer its own relief and shall be 
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entitled to receive State aid for relief for such year 
pursuant to the provisions of this act. 

14. In any calendar year beginning with the eal- 
endar year one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
two in every municipality whose ‘‘preceding year’s 
relief millage’’ is more than 7.0 mills, and in which 
relief was being administered by the director at the 
end of the preceding year and which does not elect 
to administer its own relief for that year by giving 
written notice to the director prior to the begin- 
ning of such year, the director shall continue to 
administer relief during such year and in such 
case. 

a. The municipality shall make an appropria- 
tion for the cost of administration of relief in such 
municipality for such calendar year in an amount 
not less than the amount appropriated by it for 
the cost of administration of relief for the pre- 
ceding year and shall make an appropriation for 
relief, exclusive of the cost of administration 
thereof, for such calendar year in an amount not 
less than 1 mill of its ‘‘preceding year’s ratables’’; 

b. All obligations ineurred for the cost of ad- 
ministration of relief in such municipality in such 
year shall be paid, from time to time, by the 
municipality out of its appropriation for admin- 
istration of relief for such calendar year according 
to the orders of the director and not otherwise so 
far as such appropriation will permit and any 
excess shall be paid, from time to time, by the State 
Municipal Aid Administration out of the Munici- 
pal Aid Fund by an order or orders drawn by the 
Director on the State Comptroller as hereinbefore 
provided ; 

ec. All obligations ineurred for relief in such 
municipality in such year shall be paid, from time 
to time, by the municipality out of its appropria- 
tion for relief for such calendar year according to 
the orders of the director and not otherwise so far 
as such appropriation will permit and any excess 
shall be paid, from time to time, by the State 
Municipal Aid Administration out of the Municipal 
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Aid Fund by an order or orders drawn by the 
director on the State Comptroller as hereinbefore 
provided; but any such municipality may elect to 
administer its own relief in any such calendar year 
by giving notice in writing of such election to the 
director on or before the first day of March of such 
vear and thereafter the limitations imposed upon 
such municipality by subsections ‘‘b’’ and ‘‘e’’ of 
this section shall cease and such municipality shall 
administer its own relief and shall be entitled to 
receive State aid for relief for such year in an 
amount equivalent to sixty per centum (60%) of 
its ‘‘preceding year’s relief load’’ less such sum or 
sums, if any, as have already been paid by the 
director for the cost of administration of relief and 
for relicf in such municipality from the Municipal 
Aid Fund and less such obligations, if any, as have 
already been ineurred by the director for the cost 
of administration of relief and for relief in such 
municipality and are payable out of the Municipal 
Aid Fund during’ such year up to the time when 
said eleetion shall become effective, which amount 
of State aid for relief shall be paid by the director 
by drawing an order or orders on the State Comp- 
troller as hereinbefore provided. 

15. During the calendar year one thousand nine 
hundred and forty-one any municipality whose 
‘““nreceding vear’s relief millage’’ is more than 7.0 
mills may apply to the director by making applica- 
tion in writing within ten days after this act takes 
effect to have him take over the administration of 
relief for such year in such municipality and in any 
calendar vear beginning with the calendar year one 
thousand nine hundred and forty-two any munici- 
pality whose ‘‘preceding year’s relief millage’’ is 
more than 7.0 mills, in which relief was not being 
administered by the director at the end of the pre- 
ceeding year may apply to the director, by making 
application in writing on or before the first day of 
March of such vear, to have him take over the ad- 
ministration of relief for such year in such munici- 
pality, and therenpon the director shall take over 
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the administration of relief in such municipality 
and in such case 

a. All books, records, supplies, equipment or 
other property in the possession or custody of any 
board, body or official of such municipality, relat- 
ing to relief, shall be delivered forthwith to the 
director ; 

b. The municipality shall make or shall have 
made an appropriation for the cost of administra- 
tion of relief in such municipality for such calendar 
year in an amount not less than the amount appro- 
priated by it for the cost of administration of relief 
for the preceding year and shall make or shall have 
made an appropriation for relief, exclusive of the 
cost of administration thereof, for such calendar 
year in an amount not less than 1 mill of its ‘‘pre- 
ceding year’s ratables’’; 

e. All obligations incurred by the municipality 
for the cost of administration of relief in such mu- 
nicipality in such year prior to the taking over of 
the administration of relief therein by the director 
and all obligations incurred for the cost of admin- 
istration of relief in said municipality thereafter 
shall be paid, from time to time, by the municipal- 
ity out of its appropriation for administration of 
relief for such calendar year according to the 
orders of the director and not otherwise so far as 
such appropriation will permit and any excess shall 
be paid, from time to time, by the State Municipal 
Aid Administration out of the Municipal Aid Fund 
by an order or orders drawn by the director on the 
State Comptroller as hereinbefore provided; 

d. All obligations incurred for relief in such mu- 
nicipality in such year prior to the taking over of 
the administration of relief therein by the director 
and all obligations incurred for relief in said mu- 
nicipality thereafter shall be paid, from time to 
time, by the municipality out of its appropriation 
for relief for such calendar year according to the 
orders of the director and not otherwise so far 
as such appropriation will permit and any excess 
shall be paid by the municipality out of any balance 
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from State aid for relief remaining in its Relief 
Trust Fund Account which is applicable only to the 
cost of relief in such municipality for that year 
according to the orders of the director and not 
otherwise so far as such balance will permit and 
any further excess shall be paid, from time to time, 
by the State Municipal Aid Administration out of 
the Municipal Aid Fund by an order or orders 
drawn by the director on the State Comptroller as 
hereinbefore provided. 

16. In the calendar year one thousand nine hun- 
dred and forty-one, the director is authorized to 
pay to each municipality participating in a sewing 
project an amount to be determined by multiplying 
the cost of each certified sewing project worker 
paid by the municipality to the Works Projects 
Administration by the same percentage under 
which payment of the one thousand nine hundred 
and forty-one relief load is made to such munici- 
pality for the year one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-one under section twelve of this act; pro- 
vided, however, that in no ease shall said cost of a 
certified sewing project worker paid by the mu- 
nicipality be computed at more than eight dollars 
($8.00) per worker. 

17. In the calendar year one thousand nine hun- 
dred and forty-one, the director is authorized to 
pay to each municipality incurring transportation 
costs in furnishing transportation to W. P. A. 
workers on projects more than five miles from the 
corporate limits of such municipality, an amount 
to be determined by multiplying the transportation 
costs incurred by such municipality in furnishing 
transportation to W. P. A. workers on projects 
more than five miles from the corporate limits of 
such municipality by the same percentage under 
which payment of the one thousand nine hundred 
and forty-one relief load is made to such munici- 
pality for the year one thousand nine hundred and

traverse more than five miles of highway in travel- 
ing from one farm, or portion thereof, to another 
farm, or portion thereof; and no such vehicle shall 
be used to deliver or transport any farm products, 
goods, wares or merchandise, excepting from one 
farm, or portion thereof, to another farm, or 
portion thereof, both owned or managed by the 
registered owner of the vehicle or vehicles, and no 
such vehicle shall be operated on the highway 
between sunset and sunrise; and no such vehicle, 
which is not equipped with rubber tires on all 
wheels, shall be operated at a speed exceeding four 
miles per hour, nor with wheels of a type that will 
damage or will be likely to damage the highway; 
and no such vehicle shall draw any other vehicle 
except that, with the permission of the commis- 
sioner, it may draw not more than one vehicle 
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The fee for such registration shall be one dollar 
($1.00) per annum, whether the registration is 
issued for a yearly period or only a _ portion 
thereof.

Aw Act concerning the State Highway Department 
and providing for an additional route in the 
State highway system. 


Wuereas, It has been found that it is essential 
that a new State highway be provided to connect 
Route No. 1 with the Bayonne Naval Base and 
the Bayonne Naval Dry Dock, the necessity for 
this highway has been placed before the United 
States Navy Department; therefore, 


Br rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The State Highway Commissioner shall, as 
soon as practicable and in accordance with the pro- 
cedure set forth in article one of chapter seven of 
Title 27 of the Revised Statutes, add to the present 
State highway system the following described 
route: 

Route No. Beginning on Route No. 1 at Bay- 
onne and from thence to Bayonne Naval Supply 
Base and Bayonne Naval Dry Dock. 

2. When this route is taken into the State high- 
way system as provided in section one of this act, 
the State Highway Commissioner shall proceed to 
give the said route an appropriate number as 
provided by law. 

3. The State Highway Commissioner is hereby 
authorized to accept any funds made available by 
any Federal agency for the purpose of constructing 
this route, and the State Highway Commissioner 
is further authorized to use any funds heretofore 
or hereafter appropriated under the heading 
‘‘Hederal Aid and State-Matched Moneys’’ for the 
purpose of constructing such route. 

4. The State Highway Commissioner is author- 
ized to expend any moneys heretofore or hereafter 
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appropriated for right-of-way acquisition in order 
to acquire any right of way needed for the making 
of this improvement. |

CHAPTER 33 


Aw Act concerning municipalities, and amending 
section 40 :60—-25 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brit enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:60-25 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40:60-25. The governing body may acquire 
by lease, or erect, maintain and equip such 
building or buildings as may be suitable for use as 
a museum of arts and sciences, or as community 
centers, or for public exhibitions, lectures and 
assemblages, and may conduct such museums, com- 
munity centers, lectures and publie exhibitions, and 
may also allow the use of such building's for public 
assemblages with or without charge being made 
therefor. 

In furtherance of any project for the develop- 
ment and maintenance of a community center, or 
where such community centers are established in 
furtherance of national defense activities, the gov- 
erning body is authorized and empowered, without 
regard to the provisions of any other law, to apply 
for and receive from the government of the United 
States or any agency thereof, grants, subsidies and 
appropriations for the construction and main- 
tenance of such community centers, or for the 
maintenance of community centers heretofore 
established. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

A SuppLeMEnt to an act entitled ‘‘An act concern- 
ing the administration of relief,’’ approved 
March twenty-eighth, one thousand nine hundred 
and forty-one (P. L. 1941, ¢.

Br ir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. When hospitalization has been rendered dur- 
ing any calendar year beginning with the calendar 
year one thousand nine hundred and forty-one to 
any nonpaying patient, who is also a bona fide 
relief case, by any county maternity hospital, the 
president of such county maternity hospital may 
serve upon the director of municipal aid a state- 
ment under oath setting forth that such hospitaliza- 
tion has been rendered by such county maternity 
hospital to such nonpaying patient, who is also a 
bona fide relief case, such statement to be in such 
form and to contain such information as may be 
required by the director of municipal aid. 

Upon receipt of such statement and verification 
of its contents, the director of municipal aid shall 
make payment to the treasurer of such county as 
follows: for each day of hospitalization rendered 
by such county maternity hospital to each nonpay- 
ing patient, who is also a bona fide relief case, an 
amount determined by multiplying a percentage 
equal to that percentage of its ‘‘current relief 
load’’ received for such year by the municipality 
of residence of such patient by the per diem amount 
currently fixed by the State municipal aid adminis- 
tration for maternity hospitalization for mother or 
baby, as the case mav be. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 36 


Aw Acr relating to the collection of certain de- 
linquent municipal liens. 


Bert enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever the governing body of any munici- 
pality of this State shall, by resolution adopted 
during the calendar year one thousand nine hun- 
dred and forty-one, declare that it is for the best 
interest of its citizens that the provisions of this 
act be made available to its property owners, then 
all taxes, assessments, tax sale certificates held by 
the municipality, or other municipal liens in arrears 
on January first, one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-one, and not yet paid and satisfied, together 
with the interest and penalties thereon, shall, when 
brought under the provisions of this act by com- 
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pliance with section seven of this act, and subject 
to the conditions hereinafter set out, be totaled as 
of said date; and the payment of such totaled sum 
shall be spread over a period not exceeding five 
years as may be contracted between the taxpayer 
and such financial officer of the municipality as 
shall be designated in said resolution for the mak- 
ing of contracts under this act; and the same shall 
be payable in monthly or quarterly installments as 
may be contracted between the taxpayer and said 
financial officer ; such installment payments to com- 
mence August first, one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-one, with interest on the several unpaid bal- 
ances at the rate fixed by the governing body which 
shall not exceed eight per centum (8%) per annum, 
from January first, one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-one payable on the same quarterly dates. 

2. A copy of such resolution, certified by the 
elerk of such municipality, shall be filed in the office 
of the clerk of the county in which such munici- 
pality is located before the provisions of this act 
shall be applicable therein. 

3. In computing such total of arrears there shall 
be included, of assessments for local improvement 
benefits which were payable in installments, only 
such installments as were in arrears at the date of 
which the totals were computed, but interest on the 
entire unpaid balances shall be included. 

4. In computing such total of arrears, any tax, 
assessment, tax sale certificate held by the munici- 
pality, or other municipal lien, may be apportioned 
at the request of any party interested, to such par- 
cels of property affected thereby as may be re- 
quired by diverse ownership, mortgage lien, or 
otherwise; such apportionment to be upon such 
equitable basis as may be determined in accordance 
with the provisions contained in sections 54:7-1 to 
54:7-9, inclusive, of the Revised Statutes on at 
least five days’ notice to all persons interested 
therein. 


5. The right of any person interested in such 
property to pay such arrears in such installments 
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shall be conditioned on the prompt payment of the 
installments of taxes of one thousand nine hundred 
and forty-one and all subsequent taxes, assess- 
ments or other liens imposed or becoming a lien 
after January first, one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-one, including all installments thereafter pay- 
able on assessments theretofore levied, and also the 
prompt payment of all installments of arrears as 
hereinbefore authorized. 

6. During the period of the extension of time for 
payment herein provided for, the lien of such ar- 
rears shall be suspended, and the amounts thereof 
shall not be considered as due, except as the same 
becomes payable in installments under the terms of 
this act and the municipality shall have no further 
right to enforce the payment of such arrears so 
long as such installment payments shall be made 
promptly when due as herein provided for, and so 
Jong as payment of all subsequent taxes, assess- 
ments and other liens shall likewise be made 
promptly when due. 

7. The extension of time for payment and the 
suspension of the lien of existing arrears herein 
authorized shall not be effective as to any parcel 
of property until the first half of the one thousand 
nine hundred and forty-one taxes thereon has been 
paid, together with any assessments for local im- 
provements, or installments thereof, falling due 
after January first, one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-one, and before the date of actual payment 
of said first half of one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-one taxes. 

8. In ease any such installment of arrears or any 
new taxes, assessments or other lens are not 
promptly paid, that is to say, within thirty days 
after the date when the same is due and payable, 
then the whole amount of arrears theretofore 
suspended with interest thereon and penalties shall 
immediately become due and payable, and the liens 
thereof be reinstated, and the municipality shall 
have all the powers of enforcing its liens for such 
arrears that it would have had if this act had not 
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been passed, and the time of such municipality for 
any action on its part shall at its option be extended 
for as much additional time as the period during 
which this act shall have been in force, as to such 
arrears. 

9, Any arrears, payment of which has been 
extended under this act, shall be noted on any. 
official tax search thereafter issued, but shall be 
noted thereon as ‘‘payment extended under laws of 
one thousand nine hundred and forty-one; total 
present balance of extended arrears is $.......... 
with interest on the unpaid balance.”’’ 

10. The existence of any extended arrears affect- 
ing any property conveyed after this act becomes 
effective, shall be construed as a violation of any 
warranty or covenant against encumbrances in 
such conveyance unless made expressly subject to 
extended arrears of taxes, assessments or other 
municipal liens. 

11. Any installment of arrears paid under the 
provisions of this act shall be credited to the ar- 
rears oldest in point of time, and the moneys paid 
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satisfaction or cancellation of record of the same, 
except by way of part payment, shall be made on 
or in respect to any item of arrears until the same 
is fully paid with the interest thereon, after which 
the same shall be satisfied or cancelled or marked 
paid of record as if this act had not been passed. 

12. The municipality shall have no right to make 
any such arrears the basis of security for any type 
of municipal obligation, except for renewals of 
existing obligations, and for funding bonds. 

13. Nothing herein shall be construed to relieve 
the holders of any outstanding certificate of tax 
sale from the requirement that all arrears of mu- 
nicipal charges must be paid as a condition of fore- 
closure of such certificate. 

14. Nothing in this act shall apply to water or 
sewer rents. 

15. Any holder of a lien by way of mortgage or 
otherwise may pay any installment of any tax, or 
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tax sale certificate, assessment, including any in- 
stallment of arrears extended under this act, at 
any time after the same has been assessed or levied 
upon filing with the collecting officer a certificate 
stating his name and address and lien, and shall 
then be entitled to add to the amount of his lien, 
the sum so paid with interest thereon from the date 
of payment; but in such case if the owner or any 
other prior party in interest shall thereafter pay 
the same to the collecting officer, the latter shall 
give a special receipt for such payment, and shall 
immediately notify the lienholder who made the 
first payment thereof; and said lienholder shall be 
entitled to receive from the collecting officer the 
amount of such payment with such additional inter- 
est as may be collected from the owner or any other 
prior party in interest; and all further rights of 
such lienholder under such payment shall immedi- 
ately cease. 

16. The collecting officer of any municipality 
acting under the provisions hereof shall make up 
and keep a list of the properties which are brought 
under the provisions of this act by payment of the 
first installment of the taxes of the year one thou- 
sand nine hundred and forty-one and shall keep the 
records of payments hereunder, all in such form 
as shall be prescribed by the Commissioner of 
Local Government. 

17. The extension of time for payment and the 
suspension of the lien of existing arrearages herein 
authorized shall not apply to any parcel of prop- 
erty which has heretofore been included in any plan 
heretofore adopted by any municipality of this 
State under and pursuant to the provisions of any 
public statute of this State whereunder prior exten- 
sions for the payment of delinquent taxes were 
heretofore duly authorized.

and other securities and investments, and may 
substitute the copy for the original thereof. There- 
after the copy, or a positive print thereof if the 
same be a negative, shall be deemed for any and 
all purposes to be an original counterpart of the 
original thereof, and the bank or trust company 
may destroy or otherwise dispose of the original; 
but no copy of any deposit slip or withdrawal order 
relating to the account of any depositor shall be 
deemed to be an original counterpart of the 
original thereof until six years after the date ap- 
pearing on the original, which date shall be deemed 
to be the date appearing on the copy.

Ice cream, custard ice cream, French 
ice cream, French custard, frozen custard, sherbet, 
ice and fruit ice shall be deemed to be adulterated 
within the meaning of this article: 


First. If it contains boric acid, formalde- 
hyde, saccharin or any other added substance 
or compound that is deleterious to health. 

Second. If it contains salts of copper, iron, 
ochres or any coloring substance deleterious to 
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health, but this paragraph shall not be con- 
strued to prohibit the use of harmless coloring 
matter when not used for fraudulent purposes. 

Third. If it contains any deleterious flavor- 
ing matter or flavoring matter not true to 
name. 

Fourth. If it contains any fats, oils, or 
paraffin other than milk fats added to or 
blended or compounded with it, but the coating 
of coated ice cream may contain cocoa butter 
or cocoanut oil or both; chocolate ice cream 
may contain cocoa butter. 

Fifth. If it is an imitation ice cream, ice 
cream substitute or coated imitation ice cream 
as defined in section 24:10-63 of this Title. 

Sixth. If it is offered for sale from any con- 
tainer, compartment or cabinet which contains 
any article other than ice cream, custard ice 
eream, French ice cream, French custard, 
frozen custard, sherbet, ice or fruit ice. 

Seventh. If it falls below the standards or 
any of them fixed for the particular product 
by the definition thereof contained in this 
article or is falsely labeled or labeled contrary 
to the provisions of this article.

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CHAPTER 44 


Aw Act to regulate elections and to enable persons 
absent for active military service during a period 
of national emergency to vote at certain munici- 
pal elections, and supplementing Title 19 of the 
Revised Statutes and chapter one hundred 
ninety-four of the laws of one thousand nine hun- 
dred and forty. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Title 19 of the Revised Statutes and chapter 
one hundred ninety-four of the laws of one thou- 
sand nine hundred and forty are hereby supple- 
mented as follows: 

1. Whenever any national emergency exists 
whereby, in the judgment of the President of the 
United States and the Governor of this State, or 
pursuant to the terms of any statute of the United 
States or a statute of the State of New Jersey, it 
may become necessary to concentrate, either with- 
in or without this State in active service in the 
military forces of this State or of the United 
States, citizens of this State who are legal voters 
herein, this act shall apply. 

2. Whenever such national emergency exists, the 
Governor shall file an order with the Secretary of 
State, which order shall set out the nature of such 
emergency and direct that the provisions of this act 
be enforced. If the Governor of this State has filed 
an order with the Secretary of State under the 
provisions of chapter one hundred ninety-four of 
the laws of one thousand nine hundred and forty, 
it shall not be necessary to file an order under this 
section. An order filed under this act, or hereto- 
fore or hereafter filed under the provisions of 
chapter one hundred ninety-four of the laws of one 
thousand nine hundred and forty, shall be con- 
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clusive evidence that the national emergency, men- 
tioned in section one of this act, exists and shall 
constitute notice to all municipal clerks and county 
clerks, and elections boards and officials, that such 
order has been filed; and after the filing of such 
order the existence of such national emergency, for 
the purposes of this act, shall be conclusively 
deemed to exist, until an order of the Governor to 
the contrary is filed with the Secretary of State. 

3. The purpose of this act is to afford every 
qualitied legal voter of every municipality of this 
State who is in active service in the military forces 
of this State or of the United States the right to 
vote in municipal elections other than municipal 
elections held at the time of any primary, general 
or special election held in this State and as to 
which municipal elections held at the time of such 
primary, general or special election the provisions 
of chapter one hundred ninety-four of the laws of 
one thousand nine hundred and forty are appli- 
cable, notwithstanding the fact that such person 
may be absent on said election day from the elec- 
tion district in which he resides, whether such 
person is within or without the State, or within or 
without the United States. Any person shall be 
deemed to be in active service in the military forces 
of this State or of the United States if actually in 
active service as a member of the national guard, 
or any branch or department of the army or navy 
or marine corps of the United States. 

4. Twenty days prior to any municipal election 
the clerk of the municipality in which such election 
is to be held shall ascertain, either from the 
Adjutant-General of New Jersey, or from the 
Adjutant-General or proper authority of the 
United States, the names and post office and serv- 
ice addresses of every qualified elector of such 
municipality in active service in the military forces 
as aforesaid. 

5. At least eight days prior to any such munici- 
pal election, the clerk of the municipality shall 
forward by mail to each person in such active serv- 
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ice at his service address, as aforesaid, a ballot 
conveniently prepared, upon which ballot shall be 
printed the names of the candidates to be voted 
upon at such municipal election and any public 
question to be submitted to the voters at said elec- 
tion. Such printed ballot shall provide sufficient 
space, wherein the voter may vote for or write in 
his choice for any such municipal office to be voted 
for at such municipal election. 

6. The clerk of the municipality shall send with 
each ballot either a printed copy of this act or 
printed directions for voting and transmitting the 
ballot as required by this act. The municipal clerk 
shall also send with each ballot, mailed as afore- 
said, two envelopes, the outer one of which shall 
be addressed to the board of elections of the county 
in which the municipality is situated, and shall 
contain a space upon the back thereof for the name 
of the military organization to which such person 
belongs and the home address in which such person 
is entitled to vote. Such outer envelope shall con- 
tain United States postage stamps in an amount 
sufficient to carry through the mails the inner 
envelope hereinafter mentioned and the ballot, 
from the place to which the ballot is mailed by the 
municipal clerk, to the address of the county board 
of elections of the county where the municipal elec- 
tion is to be held. The inner envelope shall be 
plain and contain no marks whatever. 

7. The municipal clerk shall certify to the com- 
missioner of registration the names and addresses 
of qualified electors to whom ballots are mailed. 
The said commissioner of registration, upon the 
receipt of such information from the municipal 
clerk, shall remove the names of such qualified 
voters from the permanent registration binders, if 
such names appear thereon, and retain such names 
for the purpose of said municipal election in a 
special file designated ‘‘military file.’’ 

8. Any qualified elector, as aforesaid, intending 
to vote, shall mark said ballot and mail the same 
as hereinafter provided not later than the fourth 
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day preceding the holding of any such municipal 
election; it being the intent and meaning of this act 
that all such ballots shall be so east that they may 
be counted by the respective county boards of elec- 
tion and canvassed by the respective municipal 
clerks on the day of the holding of any such munici- 
pal election. Sueh ballot, after having been pre- 
pared by the person intending to vote same, shall be 
placed in the inner envelope, which envelope shall! 
then be sealed and placed in the outer envelope, to 
which reference has above been made. Such quali- 
fied voter shall then write upon the outer envelope 
in the space provided the name of the military or- 
ganization to which such qualified voter belongs, 
and the home address of such qualified voter at 
which he would be entitled to vote, and beneath 
which he shall sign his name. All ballots not re- 
ceived by the county board of elections by the day 
preceding the date of any such municipal election 
shall be void and of no effeet. . 

9. All ballots shall be mailed by the voter to the 
county board of elections of the county in which 
the municipal election is to be held, in the outer 
envelope mentioned in section six of this act. 

10. The county board of elections shall promptly 
upon receipt of ballots pursuant to this act make 
such investigation as may be necessary to ascertain 
whether or not the persons whose names appear 
on the outside of the outer envelopes are actually 
entitled to vote at such election. Should any dis- 
pute arise as to whether or not such person is 
entitled to vote, the county board shall refer the 
a to the court of common pleas for determina- 
ion. 

On the day of such municipal election the said 
county boards of election, except in the case of 
those ballots which such county boards of election 
or the court of common pleas has rejected, shall 
remove the outer envelopes in which the ballots 
are contained and keep them for a period of one 
year, at the expiration of which time they shall be 
destroyed. After removing the outer envelopes 
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the county boards of election shall then remove the 
inner envelopes in which the ballots are contained 
and then proceed to count and canvass the votes 
cast on said ballots. After the canvass is com- 
pleted, the county boards of election shall certify 
the result of said canvass to the municipal clerk. 
Said certification shall show the results of the can- 
vass by ward and district in order to enable the 
municipal clerk to add the result of the canvass 
made by the county boards of election to the total 
vote cast in each ward and district by voters other 
than those in military service. 

The county board of elections shall keep for a 
period of one year all of the aforesaid ballots 
counted by them and all of the outer envelopes, 
together with their contents, which have not been 
opened because the county board or the court of 
common pleas has rejected them. 

11. The provisions of Title 19 of the Revised 
Statutes, as supplemented and amended, shall like- 
wise be applicable to such election to the extent 
that thev be not inconsistent with the provisions 
of this act. 

12. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Acr concerning national defense, providing for 
the creation of local defense councils in the mu- 
nicipalities of this State, and defining the powers 
and duties of such local defense councils. 


Br tr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The mayor or chief executive officer of each 
municipality in this State shall appoint a local de- 
fense council for the said municipality of not to 
exceed fifteen members, all of whom shall be resi- 
dents of the said municipality. The members of 
the local defense council shall organize by selecting 
a chairman, vice-chairman and secretary. The de- 
fense council shall meet regularly, at least once 
each month, and at such other times as the chair- 
man of such defense council or the chief executive 
officer of the municipality shall direct. Each local 
defense council shall have power: (a) To under- 
take, supervise or direct the making of studies and 
surveys of all matters and things which are or may 
be related to or in the interest of State and national 
defense; (b) to create subcommittees, subject to 
the approval of the New Jersey Defense Council, 
composed of members and nonmembers of the local 
defense council, to aid and assist in the work of the 
local defense council; (c) to request and obtain 
such co-operation, assistance and data from the 
various municipal departments, boards, bureaus, 
commissions and other agencies as may be reason- 
ably necessary in order to carry out its work; (d) 
to make recommendations, devise plans and sug- 
gest ways and means to meet the various problems 
having to do with State and national defense. 

2. The local defense councils are created for the 
sole purpose of advising each municipality on de- 
fense problems and to devise plans and make

Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. When a local defense council shall have reec- 
ommended to a municipality that an agency be 
created to supplement an existing municipal 
agency in the interest of local, State or national 
defense and such recommendations shall have re- 
ceived the approval of the New Jersey Defense 
Council, a municipality is authorized and em- 
powered to create such agency to supplement and 
assist in the work of an existing municipal agency. 
Any agency created pursuant to this act shall cease 
to exist upon the expiration of this act. 

2. No person shall be a member of any agency 
ereated pursuant to this act which shall have for 
its functions the doing of police work, fire work, 
or the use of any motor equipment, unless such 
person shall have resided in such municipality for 
a period of three years or shall have been recom- 
mended by three residents of such a municipality 
who have been residents of such municipality for 
a period of at least five years. Each such person 
before becoming a member of such ag eney shall be 
fingernrinted. A copy of the fingerprint records 
shall be filed with the New Jersey State Police. 

3. A municipality may authorize any group of 
individuals or organization created to afford enter- 
tainment and recreation and to provide for the 
health and welfare of service men and other per- 
sons engaged in defense activities to operate 
within such municipality, in cases where such 
group of individuals or organization shall operate 
only within a single municipality and where all of 
the persons connected with such group or organ- 
ization are residents of that municipality.

1, Whenever a general conflagration shall have 
taken place in any county, and in one or more 
municipalities thereof, such county shall be and is 
hereby authorized to appropriate, raise and expend 
a sum of money, not exceeding twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars ($25,000.00), to relieve the loss, dam- 
age, distress and suffering caused by said general 
conflagration. 

9. No county shall raise or expend any moneys 
for the purpose aforesaid unless and until: 


(a) The borough, township, city, village or 


other municipality in which such loss, damage, 
distress and suffering has occurred shall ap- 
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propriate and raise a like sum for the same 
purpose. 

(b) A joint commission has been established 
by and between such county and municipality, 
on which commission the county and munici- 
pality shall have equal representation and 
which commission shall, after proper investi- 
gation, recommend, in writing, to the county 
and municipality the expenditure of the funds 
so raised; neither said county nor any munici- 
pality shall expend all or any part of said 
funds, unless and until such recommendation 
is received and followed. 

(c) A resolution making an appropriation 
of the necessary funds by the board of chosen 
freeholders of such county, by at least a two- 
thirds affirmative vote of the members thereof. 


3. No borough, township, city, village or other 


municipality shall expend any moneys for the pur- j 


pose aforesaid unless and until: 


(a) The county in which such loss, damage, 
distress and suffering has occurred shall ap- 
propriate a like sum for the same purpose. 

(b) The joint commission aforesaid has 
been created and its recommendation or 
recommendations as to the expenditure of such 
funds has been made. 

(c) A resolution making an appropriation 
of the necessary funds by the borough, town- 
ship, city, village or other municipality has 
been passed by the governing body thereof, by 
at least a two-thirds affirmative vote of the 
members of such governing body. 


4, The term ‘‘general conflagration’’ as used 
herein shall be construed, for the purposes hereof, 
to mean and include: any monetary damage to the 
improved property of or physical suffering to 
twenty-five or more families, or both, in any 
county, whether in one or more municipalities in 
such county. 
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do. Any county, borough, township, city, village 
or other municipality may raise and appropriate 
said moneys by resolution as aforesaid, notwith- 
standing the provisions of sections 40:1-14 and 
40:1-15 of the Revised Statutes of New Jersey; 
provided, that in the next annual budget of such 
county and borough, township, city, village or other 
municipality a similar amount shall be included to 
retire and pay off the obligation or obligations so 
incurred. 

6. Any county, borough, township, city, village 
or other municipality is hereby authorized to ex- 
ecute and deliver its note or other obligation to 
raise the funds contemplated herein, which note or 
other obligation shall recite: 


(a) The general nature of the purpose of 
raising said moneys. 

(b) That the note or other obligation is in 
the nature of an emergency and shall be re- 
tired within one year from its issuance. 

(ec) That said note or other obligation is 
issued pursuant to this law. 

(d) That such note or obligation is an ex- 
ception to the general laws of this State rela- 
tive to limitation on county and municipal in- 
debtedness. 


6. This act shall be liberally construed to enable 
the several counties and municipalities to expedi- 
tiously relieve the loss, damage, distress and suf- 
fering caused by a general conflagration. 

7. This act shall not apply to any general con- 
flagration which occurred before April first, one 
thousand nine hundred and forty-one. 

8. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Acr confirming, validating and legalizing deeds 
of conveyance of lands, tenements, heredita- 
ments or real estate by executors in certain 
cases.

1. Any deed or deeds of conveyance of any lands, 
tenements, hereditaments or real estate heretofore 
made and delivered by executors of a will, duly 
probated, which will authorized the executors to sell 
said lands, tenements, hereditaments or real estate 
with the consent of the life tenant named in said 
will, are hereby confirmed, validated and legalized 
although the consent of the life tenant required by 
the will was not had and obtained; provided, how- 
ever, that said deed or deeds are otherwise good, 
legal, valid and effectual; provided, further, that 
the said life tenant whose consent was required by 
said will predeceased the testator; and provided, 
further, that no proceedings shall have heretofore 
been instituted in any court of law or equity to set 
aside said sale or sales, or the deed or deeds, or 
any proceedings in connection therewith. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act concerning the method of sale of funding 
and refunding bonds and notes by municipalities 
in which the local government board (as munici- 
pal finance commission) 1s or may be functioning, 
and amending sections 52:27-20 and 52:27-31 
of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 52:27-20 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

02 :27-20. All such notes or bonds shall be sold 
in such manner as may be determined by resolu- 
tion approved in writing by the commission, at 
public or private sale before or after public offer- 
ing, or in exchange before or after public offering 
for any notes or bonds, including interest thereon, 
to be funded or refunded thereby, at such price or 
prices, computed in the manner or mode of pro- 
cedure deseribed by ‘‘ Acme Tables of Bond Value”’ 
(published by Financial Publishing Company, 
Boston, Massachusetts), as will yield to the pur- 
chasers or the holders of the notes or bonds or 
interest thereon surrendered in exchange income 
at a rate not exceeding six per centum (6%) per 
annum to the maturity dates of the several notes 
or bonds so sold on the money paid or the face 
amount of notes, bonds and interest surrendered 
therefor. Such notes or bonds of any authorized 
issue or any authorized maturity may be sold or 
exchanged as hereinabove provided from time to 
time and in such blocks as may be deemed advis- 
able. 

2. Section 52:27-31 of the Revised Statutes is — 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

52:27-31. The expense of issuing and selling 
any notes or bonds under this chapter including 
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estimated cost of printing, advertising, attorneys’ 
fees, execution, certification, exchange and delivery, 
and provision for any estimated discount to be 
ineurred upon the sale or exchange of such notes 
or bonds, may be included by the commission in 
the amount of indebtedness to be funded or re- 
funded under this chapter, or, in whole or in part, 
may be provided for by appropriation made by the 
resolution authorizing the issuance of such notes 
or bonds of available cash on hand. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 52 


Aw Act concerning county and municipal institu- 
tions, and supplementing chapter nine of Title 
30 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Whenever a city of the first class has estab- 
lished or establishes a city hospital or medical 
center with a capacity of more than one thousand 
beds and the said city of the first class is located 
in a county of the first class which has established 
or establishes hospitals and institutions rendering 
medical care, the governing bodies of the county 
and municipality, in the management of their 
respective hospitals may jointly agree to appoint 
a medical director who shall have supervision over 
all the county and municipal hospitals, centers, or 
institutions which render medical treatment or 
care to patients. The said governing bodies shall 
fix or regulate the salary to be paid to such medical 
director, determine the proportion to be paid by 
the county and the municipality and shall have the 
power to make any and all other necessary agree- 
ments and contracts to carry out the purposes of 
this act. The person so appointed as medical 
director shall have the following qualifications: he 
must be a graduate of a recognized medical college, 
holding a diploma therefrom; must be admitted to 
practice as a physician, and must have been prac- 
ticing medicine or associated with medical institu- 
tions, or both, for a period of at least fifteen years. 

2. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in 
any of the statutes or any provisions thereof, 
should a city and a county of the first class jointly 
appoint a medical director under the provisions 
hereof, the said medical director shall have super- 
vision of all the medical boards, boards of 
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managers, hospital committees, advisory boards or 
any other boards now or hereafter in charge of the 
medical institutions, in the city and county, and he 
is herewith cloaked with the authority of supervis- 
ing all of the said medical institutions of which he 
shall be appointed as medical director with the 
right and power to approve and reject any acts of 
said boards or officials now acting or hereafter 
appointed to such medical boards, boards of 
managers, hospital committees, advisory boards, 
or any other boards. 

3. The said medical director when appointed 
jointly by the county and municipality under the 
provisions of this act shall have power to appoint 
one assistant who shall possess qualifications as 
those herein described as applicable for the ap- 
pointment of a medical director. If the medical 
director appoints as his assistant a person who is 
now connected with the medical institutions of the 
county or the municipality, the compensation 
agreed to be paid to the said assistant shall be 
assumed and paid by the governing body under 
whom he is employed at the time of his appoint- 
ment. If the assistant so appointed is not at the 
time of his appointment connected with either the 
medical institutions of the city or county, entering 
into the joint agreement, the county and the city 
shall each pay one-half of the compensation agreed 
to be paid to said assistant. 

4. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in 
any of the statutes or any provisions thereof, a 
medical director appointed hereunder may appoint 
clerical assistants, such as a secretary, stenog- 
raphers and clerks, as he may deem necessary in 
order to carry out his duties properly as medical 
director, at a compensation to be jointly agreed 
upon between the county and the city and the 
salaries shall be equally borne and assumed by said 
county and municipalitv. The medical director 
shall also have the power to suspend, try, dismiss 
or remove any subordinate or employee who comes 
under his supervision after charges have been filed 
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by him or his assistant, in writing. All such 
subordinates or employees may be removed only 
after public hearing and provided the action is 
taken in accordance with the eivil service and 
tenure of office acts and such action shall be sub- 
ject to review by the courts as heretofore.

other instruments in writing have been recorded 
for a period of at least five years.

1. Section 2:206-11 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

2:206-11. Any person convicted under any pro- 
vision of this subtitle who shall desire to appeal 
from the conviction hereunder by a magistrate may 
appeal to the special sessions court of the county 
in which the conviction was had. 

A defendant appealing to the special sessions 
court shall file with the county clerk of the county 
wherein his conviction was had, within twenty days 
from the time of conviction, a written notice of his 
appeal from such conviction and within five days 
thereafter, serve a copy thereof upon the magis- 
trate so convicting him and the prosecutor of the 
pleas of the county wherein the conviction was had. 

An appeal to the special sessions court under au- 
thority of this section shall not operate to bring up 
for review the proceedings before the magistrate 


from whose conviction the appeal is taken but shall 


operate as an application for a trial de novo in the 
special sessions court. The special sessions court 
shall summarily hear the matter and try and deter- 
mine the cause. If the defendant is convicted in 
the special sessions court, such court shall impose 
such sentence as it is prescribed by this subtitle 
may be imposed by the court of first instance. If 
the defendant is acquitted in the special sessions 
court, that court shall order the conviction below 
set aside and shall order the return of all fines and 
eosts paid by the defendant, and order the dis- 
charge of the offender from custody. 
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Pending the determination of such appeal from 
a conviction by a magistrate the special sessions 
court may order the defendant admitted to bail, 
and upon the defendant entering into a recogni- 
zance with sufficient surety conditioned that he 
shall appear before the special sessions court, and 
abide the judgement thereof, the said special ses- 
sions court shall forthwith discharge him from cus- 
tody. 

The trial on appeal shall be noticed for hearing 
by the defendant for a day not more than thirty 
days after he has completed his appeal, and if the 
special sessions court is not in session, for a dav as 
soon thereafter as such court will fix to hear the 
appeal; and the defendant shall serve on the prose- 
eutor of the pleas of the said county wherein said 
conviction was had at least five days’ written 
notice of the time of hearing of said appeal. The 
prosecutor of the pleas of said county shall appear 
at said hearing on appeal and represent the com- 
plainant.

and to be for the best interest of such municipality ; 
provided, such abatement, revision, alteration, ad- 
justment and settlement shall be approved by the 
Commissioner of Local Government; and provided, 
also, however, that this act shall apply only to the 
abatement, revision, alteration, adjustment and 
settlement of taxes and assessments, both of prin- 
cipal and of any or all interest and penalties 
thereon, as may now or hereafter be owing to such 
municipality from any corporation under the juris- 
diction of receivers or trustees appointed by any 
district court of the United States under its gen- 
eral equity power or by virtue of the bankruptey 
laws of the United States of America or by the 
Court of Chancery of the State of New Jersey. 

2. Whenever any trustee in bankruptcy or any 
receiver for a corporation, appointed by a court of 
competent jurisdiction, shall proceed, under an 
order of such court, to operate, use or occupy all 
or any portion of the property of any such bank- 
rupt corporation or of one under receivership pro- 
ceedings, either the municipality or such receiver 
or trustee may apply to the court having jurisdic- 
tion of said bankruptey or receivership proceed- 
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ings to fix the rental value of any such property, so 
used or occupied, as a part of the expense of such

ce. In every case the certificate shall be ac- 
eompanied by an affidavit attesting the correct- 
ness of the information given therein, which 
affidavit shall be a part of the record of the 
birth. A copy of the affidavit shall accompany 
each certified copy of any record of the birth 
issued by the State registrar. 

d. The affidavit shall be taken before the 
judge of the court of common pleas of the 
county where the birth occurred or a judge 
having similar powers in the county where the 
person making the affidavit resides. 


The bureau or any local registrar may require 
proof of the correctness of the information in a

When, under a mistake or misappre- 
hension of his right or power so to do, a fiduciary 
has, prior to January third, one thousand nine 
hundred and forty-one, purchased, acquired and 
taken title to real estate as such fiduciary or as 
‘‘astate of (name of deceased),’’ and such fiduciary 
was not permitted by law or by his trust to make 
the investment or acquire and take title to the real 
estate as such, the fiduciary may sell the real estate 
at public or private sale in his name as such fidu- 
ciary, or as fiduciary of the estate, or otherwise, 
and give a good and sufficient deed of conveyance 
therefor conveying a marketable title in fee simple 
in such real estate. 

All sales and transfers of real estate heretofore 
made by a fiduciary who purchased, acquired or 
took title to real estate under the aforementioned 
circumstances, are hereby confirmed and made 
valid, legal and effectual in law. All deeds of con- 
veyance therefor are hereby made good, valid, 
legal and effectual in law as of the date thereof 
as conveying a marketable title in fee simple in 
such real estate. | 

This section shall not be construed to release 
from liability to the estate such fiduciary by reason 
of such improper investment.

which it is incorporated; 

e. Every dock, wharf, pier, bulkhead, return,

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navigable waters of this State, including the At- 
lantic ocean, together with the lots of land in front 
of which or upon which such dock, wharf, pier, 
bulkhead, return, jetty, piling, groin or boardwalk

CHAPTER 70 


Aw Act concerning criminal procedure, and supple- 
menting subtitle fourteen of Title 2 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 


Brrr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever any money of the United States, 
currency, or cash, shall be seized or captured by 
the police, constabulary or other officers in con- 
nection with any arrest for the playing of the game 
of faro, roulette, rouge et noir or any unlawful 
game, the said money, currency, or cash shall be 
deemed prima facie to be contraband of law as a 
gambling device, or as part of a gambling opera- 
tion, and it shall be unlawful to return the said 
money, currency, or cash to the person or persons 
claiming to own the same, or to any other person, 
except in the circumstances and manner herein- 
after provided. 

2. Pending trial or ultimate disposition of the 
charge or charges, indictment or indictments, 
erowing out of any arrest in connection with which 
any such money, currency, or cash was seized or 
eaptured, the same shall be accounted for and de- 
posited with the county treasurer of the county 
in which said arrest occurred, by and under the 
supervision of the prosecutor of the pleas of the 
county. 

3. If the trial or other ultimate disposition of 
such charge or charges, indictment or indictments 
result in a record of conviction being entered 
against the person or persons so arrested as afore- 
said, in connection with which arrest, the said

money, currency or cash was seized or captured, as 
aforesaid, then, the county treasurer, may, after 
six months from the date of the record of the entry 
of such conviction, make application without prior 
notice to a judge of the court of oyer and terminer 
or quarter sessions of said county, for an order 
declaring and ordering that such money, currency, 
or cash, in the custody of the county treasurer, be 
forfeited to the sole use and gain of the county; 
provided, however, that proof, to the satisfaction 
of the court, shall first be established that no suit 
or proceeding, then pending and undetermined, has 
been filed in any court of competent jurisdiction, 
against said county treasurer seeking a recovery 
or return of the money, currency, or cash, so held 
in custody, as aforesaid. 

4. If the trial or other ultimate disposition of 
such charge or charges, indictment or indictments, 
result in an acquittal or other final termination of 
such proceedings in favor of the person or persons 
so arrested, as aforesaid, in connection with which 
arrest the said money, currency or cash was seized 
or captured, as aforesaid, then, the person or per- 
sons claiming to own the said money, currency, or 
eash, may, after six months from the date of such 
acquittal or other final termination, in addition to 
any other remedy now provided by law, make ap- 
plication, on giving ten days’ prior notice thereof 
to said county treasurer, to a judge of the court 
of oyer and terminer or quarter sessions of said 
county, for an order declaring such money, cur- 
rency, or cash to be the property of such person 
or persons, and ordering the same to be returned 
by the said county treasurer. 

5. A certified copy of the order of any court, 
made in compliance with the provisions of this act, 
shall be kept on file by said county treasurer. 

6. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with 
this act, be and the same are hereby repealed. 

7. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 71 


Aw Acr concerning county bridge commissions, 
and amending section 27:19-33 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Brrr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 27:19-83 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

27 :19-383. When it has been determined by the 
governing body of any such county, by resolution 
in the exercise of its discretion that in the exercise 
of the powers conferred by this article it is ex- 
pedient to create a bridge commission, the board 
of chosen freeholders of such county shall pass a 
resolution creating such commission and appoint- 
ine three persons who shall constitute a bridge 
commission, which shall be a public body corporate 
and politic under the name of (insert name of 
county) bridge commission, and shall have power 
to contract, to sue and be sued and to adopt a seal 
and alter same at pleasure, but shall not have 
power to pledge the credit or taxing power of the 
county. No officer or employee of the county, 
whether holding a paid or unpaid office, shall be 
eligible for membership on the commission. Such 
appointees shall be originally appointed for terms 
of one year, two years, three years, respectively. 
Upon the expiration of such terms appointments 
shall be made in like manner except that the terms 
of the three appointees shall be for three years. 
Not more than two of such appointees shall be 
members of the same political party. Vacancies 
shall be filled for any unexpired term in the same 
manner as the original appointment.

An Act to validate certain municipal budgets 
adopted by municipalities for the fiscal year one 
thousand nine hundred and forty-one.

1. Any budget heretofore adopted by any munici- 
pality for the fiscal year one thousand nine hundred 
and forty-one is hereby validated, ratified and con- 
firmed, notwithstanding any defect, omission or ir- 
regularity in the acts done or proceedings taken 
for the adoption of said budget; provided, such 
budget substantially complies with the provisions 
of the local budget law constituting chapter two of 
Title 40 of the Revised Statutes; and provided, that 
validity of such budget or of the proceedings taken 
for the adoption of such budget shall not have been 
questioned in any action or proceeding heretofore 
instituted in any court. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 73 


Aw Acr making an appropriation of two thousand 
dollars ($2,000.00) to the New Jersey Defense 
Council. 


Brrr pnactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There is hereby appropriated out of the 
general State fund the sum of two thousand dollars 
($2,000.00) to the New Jersey Defense Council. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 74 


An Act to amend the title and body of an act 
entitled ‘‘An act authorizing the county of Cape 
May to construct, operate and maintain a ferry; 
providing for the creation of the Cape May 
County Commission and conferring powers and 
imposing duties on such commission ; authorizing 
the issuance of ferry revenue bonds of the 
county, payable solely from earnings, to pay the 
cost of such ferry; making such bonds and the 
ferry exempt from taxation in the State and 
making such bonds eligible for certain invest- 
ments; providing for the collection of ferry tolls 
for the payment of such bonds, and for the cost 
of maintenance, operation and repair of the 
ferry; prescribing conditions upon which such 
ferry shall become public property; providing 
that no debt of the county or of the State shall 
be incurred in the exercise of any of the powers 
eranted by this act; providing for condemnation; 
and authorizing the issuance of ferry revenue 
refunding bonds,’’ approved December twenty- 
third, one thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
eight (P. L. 1988, ¢. 426). 


Br rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


Title 1. The title of the act entitled ‘‘An act authoriz- 
re ing the county of Cape May to construct, operate 


and maintain a ferry; providing for the creation of 
the Cape May County Commission and conferring 
powers and imposing duties on such commission; 
authorizing the issuance of ferry revenue bonds 
of the county, payable solely from earnings, to pay 
the eost of such ferry; making such bonds and the 
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ferry exempt from taxation in the State and mak- 
ing such bonds eligible for certain investments; 
providing for the collection of ferry tolls 
for the payment of such bonds, and for the 
cost of maintenance, operation and _ repair 
of the ferry; prescribing conditions upon which 
such ferry shall become public property; pro- 
viding that no debt of the county or of the State 
shall be incurred in the exercise of any of the 
powers granted by this act; providing for condem- 
nation; and authorizing the issuance of ferry reve-

(a) The word ‘‘commission’”’ shall mean 
the Cape May County Ferry Commission 
hereinafter provided for or, if said commission 
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shall be abolished, any board or officer suc- 
ceeding to the principal functions thereof 
or upon whom the powers given by this act to 
said commission shall be oiven by law. 

(b) The word ‘‘ferry’’ shall be deemed to 
include all property, rights, easements, and 
franchises relating thereto and deemed neces- 
sary or convenient for the operation thereof, 
and to include the approaches thereto. 

(c) The term ‘‘cost of ferry’’ shall embrace 
the cost of construction, including the amount 
to be paid under any contract for such con- 
struction which may theretofore have been 
entered into by any person, firm or corpora- 
tion whose property, rights, easements, choses 
in action and franchises shall be acquired by 
the commission or by the county, and shall 
also embrace the cost of all land, property, real 
and personal, rights, easements, choses in 
action, and franchises acquired which are 
deemed necessary for such construction, the 
cost of all machinery and equipment, financing 
charges, interest prior to and during con- 
struction and for six months after completion 
of construction, cost of traffic estimates and of 
engineering and of legal expenses, plans, 
specifications, surveys, estimates of cost and 
of revenues, other expenses heretofore or here- 
after incurred and necessary or incident to 
determine the feasibility or practicability of 
the enterprise, administrative and other ex- 
penses of the commission, and such other 
expenses as may be necessary or incident to 
the financing herein authorized and the con- 
struction of “the ferry and the placing of the 
same in operation. 

(d) The word ‘‘owner’’ shall include all 
individuals, incorporated companies,  co- 
partnerships, societies or associations having 
any title or interest in any property, rights, 
easements or franchises authorized to be 
acquired by this act. 
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3. Section six of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

6. Condemnation of property. If, for any of the 
purposes authorized by this act, the commission 
shall find it necessary or convenient to acquire any 
real property in the State of New Jersey, whether 
for immediate or future use, the commission may 
find and determine that such property, whether a 
fee simple absolute or a lesser interest, is required 
for public use, and, upon such determination, such 
property shall be deemed to be required for a 
public use until otherwise determined by the com- 
mission. If the commission shall be unable to 
agree with the owner or owners thereof upon terms 
for the acquisition of any such real property in 
the State of New Jersey for any reason whatso- 
ever, or if the owner or owners shall be legally 
incapacitated or be absent or be unable to con- 
vey valid title or are unknown, then the com- 
mission may acquire, and is hereby authorized to 
acquire, such property, whether a fee simple ab- 
solute or a lesser interest, by condemnation or the 
exercise of the right of eminent domain, under and 
pursuant to the provisions of chapter one of the 
Title ‘‘Eminent Domain”’ of the Revised Statutes 
(R. S. 20:1-1 et seq.). 

The power of commission to acquire real prop- 
erty by condemnation or the exercise of the power 
of eminent domain in the State of New Jersey shall 
be a continuing power and no exercise thereof 
shall be deemed to exhaust it. The commission and 
its duly authorized agents and employees may 
enter upon any land in the State of New Jersey 
in advance of the filing of a petition for the 
acquisition of the same by condemnation, for the 
purpose of making such surveys, maps or other 
examinations thereof as it may deem necessary or 
convenient for its authorized purposes. 

Anything to the contrary contained in this act 
notwithstanding, no property now or hereafter 
vested in or held by any county, city, borough, 
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village, township or other municipality or port 
district shall be taken by the commission without 
the consent of such municipality or port district. 
All counties, cities, boroughs, villages, townships 
and other municipalities and all public agencies 
and commissions of the State of New Jersey, not- 
withstanding any contrary provisions of law, are 
hereby authorized and empowered to grant and con- 
vey to the commission upon its request, but not 
otherwise, for an adequate consideration upon 
reasonable terms and conditions, any real property 
which may be necessary or convenient to the 
effectuation of its authorized purposes, including 
real property already devoted to public use. 
Eid, The term ‘‘real property’’ as used in this act 
defined: includes lands, structures, franchises, and interests 
in land, including lands under water and riparian 
rights, and any and all things and rights usually 
included within the said term, and includes not only 
fee simple absolute but also any and all lesser 
interests such as easements, rights-of-way, uses, 
leases, licenses and all other ineorporeal heredita- 
ments, and every estate, interest or right, legal or 
equitable, including terms of years and .liens 
thereon by way of judgments, mortgages, or other- 
wise, and also claims for damage to real estate. 
ae ee Neither the commission nor the county shall be 
property. under any obligation to accept and pay for any 
property condemned or any costs incidental to any 
condemnation proceedings, and shall, in no event, 
pay for the same except from the funds provided 
by this act; and in any condemnation proceedings, 
the court having jurisdiction of the suit, action or 
proceeding, may make such orders as may be just 
to the commission or to the county and to the 
owners of the property to be condemned, and may 
require an undertaking or other security to secure 
such owners against any loss or damage to be 
sustained by reason of the failure of the com- 
mission to accept and pay for the property, but 
such undertaking or security shall impose no 
liability upon the county or upon the commission 
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except such as may be paid from the funds pro- 
vided under the authority of this act. 

4, Section seven of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

7. Ferry revenue bonds. The commission hereby 
is authorized to provide by resolution at one time 
or from time to time, for the issuance of ferry 
revenue bonds of the county of Cape May for the 
purpose of paying the cost as hereinabove defined 
of the ferry, which resolution shall recite an 
estimate of such cost. The principal and interest 
of such bonds shall be payable solely from the 
- special fund herein provided for such payment. 
The bonds shall be dated, shall bear interest at 
such rate or rates not exceeding six per centum 
(6%) per annum, payable semiannually, shall 
mature at such time or times not exceeding forty 
years from their date, as may be determined by 
the commission, and may be made redeemable be- 
fore maturity, at the option of the commission, at 
such price or prices, not exceeding the par value 
thereof and a premium of five per centum (5%) 
and under such terms and conditions as may be 
fixed by the commission prior to the issuance of the 
bonds. The commission shall determine the form 
of the bonds, including the interest coupons to be 
attached thereto, and shall fix the denomination 
or denominations of the bonds and the place or 
places of payment of principal and interest thereof, 
which may be at any bank or trust company within 
or without the State. The bonds shall be signed 
by the chairman of the board of chosen freeholders 
of the county and by the chairman of the com- 
mission, under the official seal of the commission, 
attested by the secretary and treasurer of the com- 
mission, and the coupons attached thereto shall 
bear the facsimile signature of the chairman of the 
commission. All bonds issued under this act shall 
contain a statement on their faces that the county 
shall not be obligated to pay the same or the 
interest thereon except from the revenues of the 
ferry. In case any officer whose signature shall 
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appear upon the bonds and coupons shall cease to 
be such officer before the delivery of such bonds, 
such signature shall nevertheless be valid and 
sufficient for all purposes the same as if he had 
remained in office until such delivery. All ferry 
revenue bonds issued under the provisions of this 
act shall have and are hereby declared to have all 
the qualities and incidents of negotiable instru- 
ments under the negotiable instruments law of the 
State. Provision may be made for the registration 
of any of the bonds in the name of the owner as to 
principal alone and also as to both principal and 
interest. The commission may sell such bonds in 
such manner and for such price as it may deter- 
mine to be for the best interests of the county, 
taking into consideration the financial responsi- 
bility of the purchaser and the terms and conditions 
of the purchase, and especially the availability of 
the proceeds of the bonds when required for pay- 
ment of the cost of the ferry, but no such sale shall 
be made at a price so low as to require the pay- 
ment of interest on the money received therefor at 
more than six per centum (6%) per annum, 
computed with relation to the absolute maturity 
of the bonds in accordance with standard tables of 
bond values. The proceeds of such bonds shall be 
used solely for the payment of the cost of the ferry 
and shall be checked out by the chairman of the 
commission under such restrictions, if any, as the 
commission may provide. If the proceeds of such 
bonds, by error of calculation or otherwise shall 
be less than the cost of the ferry, additional bonds 
may in like manner be issued to provide the 
amount of such deficit, and unless otherwise pro- 
vided in the trust indenture hereinafter mentioned, 
shall be deemed to be of the same issue and shall 
be entitled to payment from the same fund without 
preference or priority of the bonds first issued for 
the ferry. If the proceeds of the bonds shall exceed 
the cost of the ferry, the surplus shall be paid into 
the fund hereinafter provided for the payment of 
principal and interest of such bonds. Prior to the 
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preparation of definitive bonds, the commission 
may, under like restrictions, issue temporary 
bonds, with or without coupons, exchangeable for 
definitive bonds upon the issuance of the latter. 
The commission may also provide for the replace- 
ment of any bond which shall become mutilated or 
be destroyed or lost. Such ferry revenue bonds 
may be issued without any other proceedings or 
the happening of any other conditions or things 
than those proceedings, conditions and things 
which are specified and required by this act, any 
other law to the contrary notwithstanding. 

5. Section eight of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

8. Exemption from taxation. As the construc- 
tion of the ferry is and will be in all respects 
for the benefit of the people of the State of New 
Jersey, for the increase of their commerce and 
prosperity and for the improvement of their 
health and living conditions, and as the construc- 
tion and operation of the ferry will constitute the 
performance of essential governmental functions, 
the commission or the county shall not be required 
to pay any taxes or assessments upon property 
acquired or used for such purposes, and the ferry 
revenue bonds issued under the provisions of this 
act, their transfer and the income therefrom (in- 
eluding any profits made on the sale thereof) shall 
at all times be free from taxation within the State 
of New Jersey. 

6. Section twelve of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

12. Trust indenture. In the discretion of the 
commission, the bonds may be seeured by a trust 
indenture by and between the commission and a 
corporate trustee, which may be any trust com- 
pany or bank having the powers of a trust company 
within or outside of the State, but such trust in- 
denture shall not convey or mortgage the ferry or 
any part thereof. Either the resolution providing 
for the issuance of ferry revenue bonds or such 
trust indenture may contain such provisions for 
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protecting and enforcing the rights and remedies 
of the bondholders as may be reasonable and 
proper and not in violation of law, including cove- 
nants setting forth the duties of the commission in 
relation to the construction, maintenance, opera- 
tion, repair and insurance of the ferry, and the 
custody, safeguarding and appleation of all 
moneys, and may also provide that the ferry shall 
be constructed and paid for under the supervision 
and approval of consulting engineers employed or 
designated by the commission and satisfactory to 
the original purchasers of the bonds issued there- 
for, who may be given the right to require that 
the security given by contractors and by any 
depository of the proceeds of the bonds or revenues 
of the ferry or other moneys pertaining thereto 
be satisfactory to such purchasers. It shall be 
lawful for any bank or trust company incorpo- 
rated under the laws of this State-to act as such 
depository and to furnish such indemnifving bonds 
or to pledge such securities as may be required 
by the commission. Such indenture may set forth 
the rights and remedies of the bondholders and of 
the trustee, and may restrict the individual right 
of action of bondholders as is customary in trust 
indentures securing bonds and debentures of cor- 
porations. Except as in this act otherwise pro- 
vided, the commission may provide by resolution 
or by such trust indenture for the pavment of the 
proceeds of the sale of the bonds and the revenues 
of the ferry to such officer, board or depository 
as it may determine for the custody thereof, and for 
the method of disbursement thereof, with such 
safeguards and restrictions as it may determine. 

All expenses incurred in carrying out such trust 
indenture may be treated as a part of the cost of 
maintenance, operation and repairs of the ferry. 

7. Section fourteen of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

14. Notwithstanding any of the other provisions 
of this aet or of any act supplemental thereto, the 
commission may contract with any county in the 
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State of Delaware or with any authority or other 
public corporation organized by such county, each 
thereof being herein sometimes termed a public 
authority, to provide for the construction, opera- 
tion and maintenance of the ferry by the commis- 
sion or jointly by the commission and such public 
authority or by the commission with the approval 
of such public authority, to the extent provided by 
such contract. Such contract may also provide for 
the financing of such ferry by the issuance of 
revenue bonds of the commission under the pro- 
visions of this act or by such public authority, or 
by the commission and authority jointly, such 
bonds to be payable solely from the revenues of 
such ferry, and for the pledging of the revenues 
of such ferry as security for such bonds, and for 
the execution of a trust indenture in accordance 
with the provisions of this act or with the 
provisions of the laws of the State of Dela- 
ware in ease such bonds shall be issued by 
such public authority, which trust indenture may 
among other things express the terms of such 
pledge and of the pledge of the proceeds of the 
bonds and may define the rights and remedies of the 
bondholders and of the trustee. The commission 
and any such public authority entering into such 
contract may jointly exercise in Delaware, to the 
extent permitted by the laws thereof and by such 
contract, any and all powers with respect to the 
construction, operation and maintenance of such 
ferry conferred upon such public authority by the 
laws of Delaware, and may jointly exercise in 
Delaware any and all powers with respect to the 
acquisition of franchises, permits and other rights 
and real and personal property, conferred upon 
such publie authority by the laws of Delaware, and 
any such public authority entering into such con- 
tract may exercise in the State of New Jersey, but 
only jointly with the commission or with the ap- 
proval of the commission, to the extent provided by 
such contract, any and all powers with respect to 
tie construction, operation and maintenance of 
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such ferry and with respect to the acquisition 
therefor of franchises, permits and other rights 
and real and personal property, which are con- 
ferred upon the commission under the provisions 
of this act; provtded, however, that the right of 
eminent domain may be exercised in the State of 
New Jersey only by the commission. 

So long as there shall be no default in the per- 
formance of any covenant, condition, agreement 
er provision contained in such bonds or in the 
resolution or indenture under which such bonds 
may be issued or in such contract, tolls for transit 
over such ferry and other charges for the use 
thereof shall be fixed jointly by the commission and 
by such pubhe authority in accordance with the 
provisions of this act or with the provisions of the 
laws of the State of Delaware in case such bonds 
shall be issued by such public authority. But in 
the event of any such default and during the con- 
tinuance thereof, the fixing of such tolls and other 
charges shall be governed by the provisions of this 
act or by the provisions of the laws of the State of 
Delaware in case such bonds shall be issued solely 
by such public authority, and by the provisions of 
the resolution or the trust indenture under which 
such bonds may be issued. The commission or 
such public authority issuing such bonds may 
pledge such tolls and other charges to the pay- 
ment of such bonds and the interest thereon sub- 
ject to provision for payment of the cost of main- 
taining, repairing and operating such ferry and the 
bondholders and the trustee, if any, shall have a 
first lien on all revenues so pledged in accordance 
with the terms of the resolution or indenture under 
which such bonds are issued and such pledge is 
made and such tolls and other charges shall at all 
times be so fixed and adjusted as to provide a 
sinking fund sufficient to pay such bonds and the 
interest thereon and to provide an additional fund 
to pay the cost of maintaining, repairing and 
operating such ferry, and such tolls may be con- 
tinued until and only until such bonds and any 
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bonds issued to refund the same, and the interest 
thereon, and all claims outstanding against the 
commission or such public authority with respect to 
such ferry, shall have been paid, and thereupon 
such ferry and its appurtenances shall vest jointly 
in the State of Delaware and the State of New 
Jersey. 

8. Section fifteen of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

15. Remedies of bondholders and trustee. Any 
holder of any of such bonds, or any of the coupons 
attached thereto, and the trustee, if any, except to 
the extent the rights herein given may be restricted 
by resolution passed before the issuance of the 
bonds or by the trust indenture, may, either at law 
or in equity, by suit, action, mandamus, or other 
proceeding, protect and enforce any and all rights 
eranted hereunder or under such resolution or 
trust indenture, and may enforce and compel per- 
formance of all duties required by this act, or by 
such resolution or trust indenture, to be performed 
by the county or by the commission, or any officer 
thereof, including the fixing, charging, and colleet- 
ing of tolls for the use of the ferry. 

The rights and remedies herein conferred upon

bonds. If the bonds shall not be secured by a trust 
indenture, the holder or holders of twenty-five per 
centum or more in principal amount of such bonds 
at the time outstanding may by instrument or in- 
struments filed in the office of the county clerk of 
Cape Mav county, and proved or acknowledged in 
the same manner as a deed to be recorded, appoint 
a trustee to represent the holders of such bonds. If 
such appointed trustee, if any, or the trustee under 
any trust indenture securing the bonds or if either 
such trustee shall fail or refuse to take action to 
enforce any of the remedies provided for herein or 
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in such resolution or such trust indenture, after 
written request by the holder or holders of fifteen 
per centum or more in the principal amount of such 
bonds at the time outstanding and after tender of 
reasonable security or indemnification to such 
trustee, any holder of any such bonds may, except 
to the extent the rights herein given may be re- 
stricted by resolution passed before the issuance of 
the bonds or by the trust indenture, as the case may 
be, by suit, action, mandamus, or other proceeding, 
either at law or in equity, protect and enforce 
any and all rights granted herein or in such reso- 
lution or trust indenture, as the case may be, and 
may enforce and compel performance of all duties 
required by this act, or by such resolution or trust

act or shall default in the performance of any 
covenant, condition, agreement or provision con- 
tained in the bonds or in the resolution or trust 
indenture or in the event that the commission shall 
contract with a public authority in Delaware re- 
lating to the construction, operation or maintenance 
of the ferry as hereinabove provided and either 
the commission or such public authority shall de- 
fault in the performance of any covenant, condi- 
tion, agreement or provision contained in such 
contract, the trustee appointed as hereinabove 
provided for by the holders of the bonds not 
secured by a trust indenture, or the trustee under 
the trust indenture, if any, or, if either such trustee 
shall fail or refuse to take action to enforce any of 
the remedies provided for herein or in such reso- 
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lution or such trust indenture after written re- 
quest by the holder or holders of twenty-five per 
eentum or more of principal amount of such bonds 
at the time outstanding and after tender of reason- 
able security or indemnification to such trustee, any 
holder of any such bonds shall, subject to the pro- 
visions of such resolution or trust indenture, have 
the right to apply in any appropriate judicial 
proceedings to any court of competent jurisdiction 
for an appointment of a receiver of the ferry, 
whether or not the bonds or any of them have be- 
come or have been declared due and payable and 
whether or not such holder or trustee is seeking 
to enforce any other right or to exercise any 
remedy in connection with such bonds. Upon such 
application the court may appoint a receiver of 
the ferry. The receiver so appointed shall have 
and be entitled to exercise all the rights and powers 
of the commission or such public authority with 
respect to the ferry and shall have and be entitled 
to exercise all the appropriate rights and powers 
of a receiver in equity, including, but without 
limitation, the right and power forthwith, directly 
or by its agents and attorneys to enter into and 
upon and take possession of the ferry and its 
facilities and each and every part thereof and to 
have, hold. use, operate, manage and control the 
ferry and its facilities and each and every part 
thereof and receive, collect and disburse the reve- 
nues thereof in the name of the commission or 
otherwise as the receiver may deem best. 

Whenever all default shall have been remedied, 
the court may in its discretion, and after such 
notice and hearing as it deems reasonable and 
proper, direct the receiver to surrender possession 
of the ferry to the parties entitled thereto. The 
same rights to secure the appointment of a receiver 
shall exist upon any subsequent default as here- 
inabove provided. 

Notwithstanding anything in this section to the 
contrary, such receiver shall have no power to sell, 
assign, mortgage or otherwise dispose of any as- 
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sets of whatever kind or character constituting the 
ferry or any part thereof or necessary for use in 
connection therewith, but the authority of any such 
receiver shall be limited to the operation and main- 
tenance of the ferry and no court shall have juris- 
diction to enter any order or decree requiring or 
permitting such receiver to sell, mortgage or other- 
wise dispose of any such assets.

eee 1. Purpose. This act supplements chapter one 
- hundred twenty-seven of the laws of one thousand. 
nine hundred and thirty-eight, as amended, known 
as the ‘‘Fiseal Supervision Act,’’ by providing 
a specialized method of remedial treatment for 
certain municipalities that are subject thereto, and 
that are in definitely unsound fiscal condition. 
Use of powers It is the intent that the powers granted herein 
oa to the State Board shall be exercised, as the board 
in its judgment finds appropriate for the rehabil- 
itation of the municipalities to which this supple- 
ment applies, subject to the conditions hereinafter 
set forth. 
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2. Definitions. For the purposes of this 
supplement: 

‘‘ Administrator’’ means a local administrator of 
finance. 

‘‘Oash deficit’? means the amount, if any, by 
which liabilities and cash disbursements of a 
municipality for lawful yearly expenditures (as 
defined in section 40:2-26 of the Revised Statutes) 
exceed the cash receipts in a budget year, whether 
the municipality is operating under a cash basis 
budget or not. 

‘“‘Commissioner’’ means the Commissioner of 
Local Government. 

‘‘Department’’ means the State Department of 
Local Government. 

‘‘Fiseal year’’ or ‘‘year’’? means the calendar 
year beginning January first and ending December 
thirty-first. 

‘‘Governing body’’ means the body exercising 
general legislative authority within the munici- 
pality. 

‘‘Municipality’’ includes a city, town, village, 
borough, township, special district or other munici- 
pal corporations other than a school district or 
a county. 

‘Municipality under supervision’? means a 
municipality to which the provisions of the act 
to which this act is a supplement apply by virtue of 
a resolution of the State Board made in accord- 
ance with section four of that act. 

‘‘State Board’’ means the Local Government 
Board of New Jersey. 

3. Powers of State Board; when to apply. The 
powers and duties conferred upon the State Board 
by this supplement shall apply to, and may be ex- 
ercised with respect to, a municipality under super- 
vision, whenever the State Board finds, in accord- 
ance with section four of this supplement, that such 
municipality has incurred a cash deficit, in each of 
two of the last three years, of not less than ten per 
eentum (10%) of the amount levied for all purposes 
on real and personal property. 
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4. Determination by State Board. The State 
Board shall, from time to time, determine whether 
the conditions set forth in section three exist in 
a municipality. If the board finds that such con- 
ditions exist, it shall by resolution determine that 
the provisions of this supplement apply to that 
municipality. 

5). Investigations by State Board. If the board 
finds that the provisions of this supplement apply 
to a municipality, the commissioner shall make 
a complete analysis of the causes of unsound 
condition; the economic capacity of the community; 
and the need for local governmental services. He 
shall submit his findings to the State Board. The 
board may make further investigations and shall 
hold at least one public hearing at which interested 
parties shall be given an opportunity to be heard. 
The board, after the hearing, shall determine by 
resolution which, if any, of the methods of action 
authorized by this supplement are applicable to 
the municipality. 

6. Supervision of revenue administration. If 
the State Board finds that tax assets are not being 
realized upon because of weak or inadequate reve- 
nue administration, it may supervise and control 
the methods and procedures used for the assess- 
ment, collection, and enforcement of taxes upon 
real and personal property; and the administra- 
tion of licenses and other miscellaneous revenues. 

The board shall determine the specific changes 
in revenue administration that are necessary in 
the municipality. The measures determined by the 
State Board as necessary may be enforeed by order 
of the State Board in the same manner as author- 
ized for other orders of the board. But the con- 
currence of the State Tax Commissioner shall be 
a condition precedent to the enforcement bv the 
State Board of such orders as fall within the scope 
of the tax commissioner’s supervisory powers. 

7. Separation of assessment lists. If the State 
Board finds that unsound fiscal conditions result in 
whole or in part from the continued treatment of 
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taxes levied upon delinquent property as liquid 
tax assets, it may order that tax lists be prepared 
aud used in accordance with sections eight to 
eleven inclusive, of this supplement. 

8. Preparation of assessment lists. The board 
may require that two separate assessment lists, an 
active list and an inactive list, be prepared: 


(1) The inactive list shall include all prop- 
erty on which taxes levied during the three 
years immediately preceding have not been 
paid in whole or in part. 

(2) The active list shall inelude all other 
taxable property. 


9, Inactive lists; preparation and effect. a. After 
the board orders the preparation of tax lists 
pursuant to ifs powers under sections seven and 
eight of this act, the collector shall for each year 
prepare and certify to the county board of taxation 
a list of all properties, real and personal, upon 
which no tax payments have been made during the 
three fiscal years immediately preceding, to be 
known as the ‘‘inactive list.”’. In each municipality 
in which the collector is required by this section 
to prepare an inactive list, the assessor shall file 
his duplicate with the collector at least ten days 
before he is required to file his assessment list and 
duplicate with the county board of taxation. The 
collector shall indicate by a check mark in the left- 
hand margin of each page at the appropriate lines 
those properties which are on his inactive list. The 
collector shall attend before the county board of 
taxation upon two days’ notice from the county 
board, but not less than ten days after the dupli- 
eate is delivered to him, and at such time he shall 
file with the board the assessor’s duplicate together 
with his complete inactive list and a true copy 
thereof, such list and copy to be verified by affidavit 
of the collector. The county board shall cause the 
inactive list and the copy thereof to be annexed 
to the appropriate tax list and duplicate, respec- 
tively.

b. The county board of taxation shall deduct 
from the valuations upon the assessor’s tax list and 
dupheate the aggregate valuations of properties 
appearing upon inactive lists prior to fixing and 
adjusting the amount of State, State school and 
county tax to be levied in each taxing district and 
prior to causing the tax rate to be entered as pro- 
vided by law.

17. Study of co-operative agreements. An ad- 
ministrator, when so instructed by the State Board 
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or by the local governing body, shall fully inves- 
tigate and determine the possibilities of main- 
taining the services of the municipality at lower 
cost through the use of contractual agreements 
with other municipalities or with the county. He 
shall report his conclusions to the governing body 
and to the State Board. When so designated by 
the governing body, he shall act as the agent of 
the municipality in the negotiations of agreements 
with other jurisdictions. 

The commissioner and the State Board shall 
render all possible guidance and assistance to the 
administrator for the purpose of effectuating 
sound interjurisdictional agreements. 

18. Administrator may act as controller. If the 
State Board finds that sound fiscal conditions will 
be promoted by the exercise of a contro] function 
_in a municipality to which this supplement applies, 
and that the function is not, or cannot be, main- 
tained in a practical manner by regular local off- 
cers, the board may recommend to the governing 
body that the administrator perform the control 
function. When the State Board so recommends, it 
shall be the duty of the governing body to authorize 
and direet the administrator to act in accordance 
with section eighteen. 

15. Procedure of control. The State Board may 
prescribe the procedure to be followed in each 
municipality in which the administrator is author- 
ized and directed to exercise the control function. 
The board shall prescribe a procedure that so far 
as possible will restrict expenditures and com- 
mitments for expenditure to actual cash available 
and will safeguard the payment of commitments 
and regular expenses. 

20. Preparation of budgets. A municipality to 
which this supplement applies may, with the ap- 
proval of the State Board, prepare and adopt its 
annual budget in accordance with this section. 

If the State Board finds that the appropriation 


of the amounts required by chapter two, Title 40,- 


of the Revised Statutes for ‘‘deferred charges and 
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statutory expenditures’’ other than debt service, 
cannot be made without a probable increase in the 
cash deficit, the board may authorize by written 
order an appropriation of less than the full amount 
required for ‘‘deferred charges and statutory ex- 
penditures’’ but not less than the greatest amount 
that the board finds possible without an antici- 
pated inerease in the cash deficit. If a liquidation 
fund has been created in the municipality, in ac- 
cordance with section sixteen of this supplement, 
the board may authorize the appropriation to be 
made to the liquidation fund in lieu of that for ‘‘de- 
ferred charges and statutory expenditures.”’ 

This section shall not be construed to authorize 
the appropriation of less than the full amount re- 
quired for the payment of debt services, for a 
judgement, or for any other item for which the 
municipality is obligated by contract to appropriate 
a specific sum. 

21. Administrator agent of State Board. The 
administrator shall perform as the agent of the 
State Board such duties with respect to the fiscal 
affairs of the municipality as the board, in the 
exercise of its powers, may require. 

22. General duties of State Board. The State 
Board shall exercise its powers, shall offer euid- 
ance and assistance, and shall in every other re- 
spect promote the rehabilitation of the financial 
affairs of a municipality to which this supple- 
ment applies. 

23. Delegation of powers to commissioner. The 
powers and duties vested by this supplement in 
the State Board may be exercised by the com- 
missioner under the supervision of the board when 
so authorized by resolution of the board. 

24. Termination of supervision. The application 
of this supplement to a municipality shall termi- 
nate when: 


(1) The provisions of the act to which this 
act is a supplement no longer apply to the 
municipality; or 
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(2) The municipality has operated for three 
successive years without incurring a cash 
deficit in excess of five per centum (5%) of 
the amount levied for all purposes upon real 
and personal property within the municipality.

j. Inheritance tax reports, including all 
statements, affidavits, correspondence and 
other data pertaining thereto, index and ac- 
counting cards, accounting records, bound as 
well as looseleaf, cancelled checks and bank 
statements of record in the Transfer Inherit- 
anee Tax Bureau; 
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k. Ordinary correspondence; and 

l, Such other reports and papers of a similar 
nature as are otherwise printed and kept of 
record for the information of the State or any 
department thereof, or of the public

provided the copy or reproduction thereof shall 
be preserved in the place and stead of and shall

An Acr concerning the retirement on pension of 
any policeman or fireman or member of the police 
or fire department of any municipality, including 
all police officers having supervision or regula- 
tion of traffic upon county roads, and concern- 
ing pensions for the widows, children and sole de- 
pendent parents of deceased members of said 
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departments, and amending section 43:16-5 of - 


the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 43:16-5 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43:16-5. For the purpose of paying such pen- 
sions a fund shall be created as follows: 


a. There shall be deducted from every pay- 
ment of salary to each member of the police 
and fire departments in such municipality four 
per centum (4%) of the amount thereof if he 
entered the service on or before attaining the 
age of thirty-five years, and if he enters the 
service after the age of thirty-five years, the 
percentage shall be increased to such an 
amount as shall be determined by the pension 
commission to correspond to the risk arising 
by his additional age. 

b. The municipality shall raise by taxation 
and pay into the fund yearly an amount equal 
to four per centum (4%) of the total salaries 
paid to the members of the police and fire de- 
partments. 

e. There shall be added to the fund all fines 
imposed on any member of the police and fire 
departments, moneys given or donated to the 
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funds, moneys deducted from the salary of 
any member of the police or fire department 
because of absence or loss of time and one- 
half of all rewards paid for any purpose. 


d. In addition, there shall be added one-half 
of the two per centum (2%) tax paid to the 
State Tax Commissioner, pursuant to the pro- 
visions of chapters seventeen and eighteen of 
the Title, Taxation (sections 54:17-1 et seq. 
and 54:18-1 et seq.), from insurance companies 
of other States and foreign countries on 
premiums of insurance against automobile lia- 
bility, automobile property damage, automo- 
bile collision and automobile fire and theft in- 
surance risks in this State. The State Tax 
Commissioner shall distribute the funds so col- 
lected as follows: There shall first be deducted 
one per centum (1%) of such fund, which shall 
be distributed pro rata among the several 
counties now or hereafter maintaining county 
police pension funds, payment being made to 
the county treasurer of such counties for the 
use of such funds. The balance of the fund 
remaining in the hands of the commissioner 
shall be distributed among the municipalities 
now or hereafter maintaining pension funds 
pursuant to this subtitle, in proportion to the 
membership of each of such funds on Decem- 
ber thirty-first of the year preceding the dis- 
tribution, as such membership bears to the 
total membership of all such funds on that 
date. Every such pension fund shall annually, 
on or before March first, make a report to the 
State Tax Commissioner, subscribed and 
sworn to by its president and secretary or 
treasurer, showing the membership of the fund 
on December thirty-first of the preceding year. 
For the purposes of this section a widow or 
dependent children or parent of a deceased 
member drawing a pension at the time shall 
be considered as one member. Any fund fail- 
ing to make the report in any year shall for- 
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feit its right to share in the distribution for 
that vear and the State Tax Commissioner 
shall be relieved of any responsibility in that 
case. 


If there is not sufficient money in the pension 
fund, the governing body shall include in the tax 
levy for the next fiscal year a sum sufficient to meet 
the requirements of the fund for the time being. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Acr concerning the basis of distribution to 
creditors having security upon assets of insol- 
vent estates, and to make uniform the law with 
reference thereto. 


Brrr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Definitions. As used in this act, unless the 
eontext or subject matter requires otherwise: 

(a) ‘‘Liquidation proceeding’’ includes all as- 
signments for the benefit of creditors, whether 
voluntary or by operation of law; administration 
of insolvent decedents’ estates; liquidations of in- 
solvent banks; equity receiverships where the sub- 
ject under receivership is insolvent; and any other 
proceedings for distribution of assets of any in- 
solvent debtor, whether a person, decedent’s estate, 
partnership, corporation or business association: 

(b) ‘*‘Liquidator’’ means any person administer- 
ing assets in any liquidation proceeding as defined 
in this act. 

(c) ‘‘Insolvent debtor’’ means any insolvent per- 
son, decedent’s estate, partnership, corporation or 
business association involved in a liquidation pro- 
ceeding as defined in this act. 

(d) ‘‘Secured creditor’’ means a creditor who 
has either legal or equitable security for his debt 
upon any property of the insolvent debtor of a 
nature to be liquidated and distributed in a liquida- 
tion proceeding, or a creditor to whom is owed a 
debt for which such security is possessed by some 
indorser, surety, or other person secondarily liable. 

(e) ‘‘Creditor’s sale’’ includes any sale effected 
by the secured creditor by judicial process or 
otherwise under the terms of his contract or the 
applicable law for the purpose of realizing upon 
his security. 
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2. Secured creditor’s claim must disclose se- 
curity. In a liquidation proceeding every secured 
ereditor’s claim against the general assets shall dis- 
close the nature of the security. When a decedent’s 
estate already in the course of administration is 
judicially declared insolvent or when in an equity 
receivership it is determined that the subject under 
receivership is insolvent, secured creditors having 
claims on file which do not comply with this sec- 
tion shall make disclosure within a time to be fixed 
by the court. 

3. Effect of concealment. Any secured creditor 
who with intent to evade the provisions of this 
act fails to disclose the existence of the security 
shall not be entitled to receive or retain dividends 
out of the general assets, unless he thereafter 
releases or surrenders to the liquidator the 
security which he has failed to disclose, or unless 
he procures such release or surrender if the 
security is in the possession of an indorser, surety, 
or other person secondarily liable for the insolvent 
debtor. 

4. Value of security credited upon claims. Divi- 
dends paid to secured creditors shall be computed 
only upon the balance due after the value of all 
security not exempt from the claims of unsecured 
creditors and not released or surrendered to the 
liquidator, is determined and credited upon the 
claim secured by it. 

5. Determination of value by secured creditor. 

(1) By collection. When the asset constituting 
the security is an obligation for the payment of 
money, the secured creditor may determine its 
value by collection or by exhausting his remedies 
thereon and then surrendering the obligation to 
the liquidator. 

(2) By creditor’s sale. When the asset con- 
stituting the security is something other than an 
obligation for the payment of money, the secured 
creditor may determine its value by creditor’s sale. 

6. Alternative determinations of value. Where 
valuation under the provisions of section five is 
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impracticable or would cause undue delay, the 
court, upon petition by either the secured creditor 
or the hquidator, may order the value of the se- 
curity determined by any of the following methods: 

(1) By compromise, if the secured creditor and 
the liquidator agree upon a value. The liquidator 
may redeem such assets by payment of the agreed 
value, if authorized by the court. 

(2) By litigation, through proceedings in the 
liquidation proceeding. The liquidator may re- 
deem such assets by paying the value so deter- 
mined, if authorized by the court. 

(3) By liquidator’s sale of the assets which, 
when completed and approved by the court, shall 
pass to the purchaser good title, free and clear of 
all liens of the secured creditor, such lens to be 
transferred to the proceeds of the sale. The order 
of sale may be either 


(a) Conditional, requiring the sale to be 
made by the liquidator only if the secured 
creditor does not complete a determination by 
collection or creditor’s sale as set forth in sec- 
tion five of this act within a time fixed by the 
court; or 

(b) Absolute, requiring the sale to be made 
by the liquidator within a time fixed by the 
court. 


7. Exempt security not credited. When any 
creditor has legal or equitable security upon assets 
which are exempt from process for the satisfae- 
tion of unsecured debts and are duly claimed as 
exempt by the insolvent debtor, the value of such 
security shall not be eredited upon the claim. 
Amounts realized by the creditor from such secur- 
ity after liquidation proceedings are begun shall 
be disregarded in computing dividends, unless the 
dividend so computed exceeds the sum actually 
owing upon the claim, in which event only the 
amount owing shall be paid. 
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8. Constitutionality. If any provision of this 
act or the application thereof to any person or 
circumstances is held invalid, the invalidity shall 
not affect other provisions or applications of the 
act which can be given effect without the invalid 
provision or application, and to this end the provi- 
sions of this act are declared to be severable. 

9. Uniformity of interpretation. This act shall 
be so interpreted and construed as to effectuate 
its general purpose to make uniform the law of 
those States which enact it. | 

10. Short title. This act may be cited as uni- 
form act governing secured creditors’ dividends in 
liquidation proceedings. 

11. Repeal. All acts or parts of acts which are 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act are 
hereby repealed. 

12. This act shall take effect immediately, but 
shall not apply to contracts and transactions al- 
ready existing upon that date.

An Act providing for uniform judicial notice of 
foreign law, and supplementing chapter ninety- 
eight of Title 2 of the Revised Statutes.

Every court of this State 
shall take judicial notice of the common law and 
statutes of every State, territory and other juris- 
diction of the United States. 

2. Information of the court. The court may in- 
form itself of such laws in such manner as it may 
deem proper, and the court may call upon counsel 
to aid it in obtaining such information. 
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3. Ruling reviewable. The determination of such 
laws shall be made by the court and not by the 
jury, and shall be reviewable. 

4, Evidence as to laws of other jurisdictions. 
Any party may also present to the trial court any 
admissible evidence of such laws, but, to enable a 
party to offer evidence of the law in another juris- 
diction or to ask that judicial notice be taken 
thereof, reasonable notice shall be given to the. 
adverse parties either in the pleadings or other- 
wise. 

5. Foreign country. The law of a jurisdiction 
other than those referred to in section one shall 
be an issue for the court, but shall not be subject 
to the foregoing provisions concerning judicial 
notice. 

6. Interpretation. This act shall be so inter- 
preted and construed as to effectuate its general 
purpose to make uniform the law of those states 
which enact it. 

7. Short title. This act may be cited as to the 
Uniform Judicial Notice of Foreign Law act. 

8. Repeal. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed.

him, in excess of the amounts permitted by chapter 
five of Title 54 of the Revised Statutes, shall for- 
feit such tax sale certificate to the person who was 
charged such excessive or unlawful fee and the 
person paying such unlawful charge shall become 
vested with all the right, title and interest of such 
tax sale certificate holder in and to such tax lien. 
In addition thereto the person aggrieved shall have 
a right of action to recover back the full amount 
paid by him to such tax lien holder, by an action 
at law in any court of competent jurisdiction. 
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The collection of any excessive charge or fee in 
connection with the redemption or assignment of 
a tax sale certificate shall be deemed prima facie 
evidence of the fact that such tax sale certificate 
holder did knowingly charge and exact such ex- 
cessive fee or charge within the intent of this act.

But whenever there- 
after the amount of the fund shall be reduced 
below five per centum (5%) of such loss reserves 
as of said date by reason of payments from and 
known liabilities of the fund, then contribution to 
the fund shall be resumed forthwith, and shall 
continue until the fund, over and above its known 
liabilities, shall be equal to five per centum (5%) 
of such reserves. If and when all liabilities of all 
mutual carriers for workmen’s compensation 
losses in this State shall have been fully liquidated, 
distribution shall be made of the remaining balance 
of the mutual fund in the proportion in which each 
such mutual carrier made contributions to the 
mutual fund.

Unirorm Act to secure the attendance of witnesses 
from within or without the State in criminal 
proceedings.

1. ‘‘Witness,’’ as used in this act shall include 
a person whose testimony is desired in any pro- 
ceeding or investigation by a grand jury or in a 
criminal action, prosecution or proceeding. 

The word ‘‘State’’ shall include any territory of 
the United States and District of Columbia. 

The word ‘‘summons’’ shall include a subpeena, 
order or other notice requiring the appearance of 
a witness. 

2. Summoning witness in this State to testify in 
another State. If a judge of a court of record in 
any State which by its laws has made provision 
for commanding persons within that State to at- 
tend and testify in this State certifies under the 
seal of such court that there is a criminal prosecu- 
tion pending in such court, or that a grand jury 
investigation has commenced or is about to com- 
mence, that a person being within this State is a 
material witness in such prosecution, or grand jury 
investigation, and his presence will be required 
for a specified number of days, and that same 
cannot be ensured voluntarily, upon presentation 
of such certificate to any judge of a court of record 
in the county in which such person is, such judge 
shall fix a time and place for a hearing, and shall 
make an order directing the witness to appear at 
a time and place certain for the hearing. 

If at a hearing the judge determines that the 
witness is material and necessary, that it will not 
cause undue hardship to the witness to be com- 
pelied to attend and testify in the prosecution or a 
erand jury investigation in the other State, and 
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that the laws of the State in which the prosecution 
is pending, or grand jury investigation has com- 
menced or is about to commence (and of any other 
State through which the witness may be required 
to pass by ordinary course of travel), will give 
to him protection from arrest and the service of 
civil and criminal process, he shall issue a sum- 
mons, with a copy of the certificate attached, 
directing the witness to attend and testify in the 
court where the prosecution is pending, or where 
a grand jury investigation has commenced or is 
about to commence at a time and place specified in 
the summons. In any such hearing the certificate 
shall be prima facie evidence of all the facts stated 
therein. 

If said certificate recommends that the witness witness 
be taken into immediate custody and delivered to ‘itait’’ 
an officer of the requesting State to assure his at- 
tendance in the requesting State, such judge may, 
in lieu of notification of the hearing, direct that 
such witness be forthwith brought before him for 
said hearing; and the judge at the hearing being 
satisfied of the desirability of such custody and de- 
livery, for which determination the certificate shall 
be prima facie proof of such desirability may, in 
lieu of issuing subpcna or summons, order that 
said witness be forthwith taken into custody and 
delivered to an officer of the requesting State.

witness will be required. Said certificate may in- 
clude a recommendation that the witness be taken 
into immediate custody and delivered to an officer 
of this State to assure his attendance in this State. 
This certificate shall be presented to a judge of a 
court of record in the county in which the witness 
is found. 

If the witness is summoned to attend and testify 
in this State he shall be tendered the sum of ten 
cents ($0.10) a mile for each mile by the ordinary 
traveled route to and from the court where the 
prosecution is pending, and five dollars ($5.00) for 
each day that he is required to travel and attend 
as a witness. A witness who has appeared in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the summons shall 
not be required to remain within this State a longer 
period of time than the period mentioned in the 
certificate, unless otherwise ordered by the court. 
If such witness, after coming into this State, fails 
without good cause to attend and testify as directed 
in the summons, he shall be punished in the manner 
provided for the punishment of any witness who 
disobeys a summons issued from a court of record 
in this State. 

4. Exemption from arrest and service of process. 
If a person comes into this State in obedience to 
a summons directing him to attend and testify in 
this State he shall not, while in this State pursuant 
to such summons be subject to arrest or the service 
of process, civil or criminal, in connection with 
matters which arose before his entrance into this 
State under the summons. 
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If a person passes through this State while going 
to another State in obedience to a summons to at- 
tend and testify in that State or while returning 
therefrom, he shall not while so passing through 
this State be subject to arrest or the service of 
process, civil or criminal, in connection with 
matters which arose before his entrance into this 
State under the summons.

2. If such an arrest is made in obedience to a 
warrant, the disposition of the prisoner shall be as 
in other cases of arrest under a warrant; if the 
arrest is without a warrant, the prisoner shall 
without unnecessary delay be taken before a 
municipal court or a justice of the peace or other 
magistrate of the county wherein such an arrest 
was made, and such court shall admit such person 
to bail, if the offense is bailable, by taking security 
by way of recognizance for the appearance of such 
prisoner before the court having jurisdiction of 
such criminal offense. 

3. The term ‘‘fresh pursuit’’ as used in this act 
shall include fresh pursuit as defined by the com- 
mon law and also the pursuit of a person who has 
committed a high misdemeanor or is reasonably 
suspected of having committed a high misde- 
meanor in this State, or who has committed or at- 
tempted to commit any criminal offense in this 
State in the presence of the arresting officer re- 
ferred to in section one of this act or for whom 
such officer holds a warrant of arrest for a criminal 
offense. It shall also include the pursuit of a per- 
son suspected of having committed a supposed 
high misdemeanor in this State, though no high 
misdemeanor has actually been committed, if there 
is reasonable ground for so believing. Fresh pur- 
suit as used herein shall not necessarily imply in- 
stant pursuit, but pursuit without unreasonable 
delay. 

4. Section one of this act shall not make unlaw- 
ful an arrest which would otherwise be lawful. 

5. This act may be cited as the ‘‘uniform act on 
intrastate fresh pursuit.’’

All bonds issued under this article, ex- 
cept bonds of authorized issues of ten thousand 
dollars ($10,000.00) or less, shall be sold at public 
sale upon sealed proposals after at least seven 
days’ notice published at least once in a publication 
carrying municipal bond notices and devoted pri- 
marily to financial news or the subject of State and 
municipal bonds, published in New York City or 
New Jersey, and at least seven days’ notice pub- 
lished at least once in a newspaper published at the 
county seat in the case of county bonds, or in a 
newspaper published in the county and having a 
substantial circulation in the municipality in the 
case of municipal bonds. Bonds of authorized 
issues of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) or less 
may be sold at private sale without previous public 
offering. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 91 


An Act concerning certain persons holding posi- 
tions, offices or employment under the govern- 
ment of this State, having tenure, and supple- 
menting Title 11 of the Revised Statutes.

1. Each person who holds a position, office or 
employment under the government of this State 
and who now has tenure by reason of the provi- 
sions of chapter sixteen of Title 38 of the Revised 
Statutes, but who is not in the classified service of 
Civil Service, and who has held such position, 
office or employment for not less than three con- 
secutive years, shall continue to hold, from the 
effective date of this act, his position, office or em- 
ployment within the classified service of Civil 
Service and such position, office or employment 
shall become a part of the classified service. 

2. Hach such person shall be subject to the pro- 
visions of the Civil Service law and shall not be 
removed except for cause and then only in accord- 
ance with the Civil Service law; and the emolu- 
ments of the holder of such position, office or em- 
ployment shall in no wise be reduced except in the 
ease of general retrenchment. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Act to permit municipalities to license and 
regulate real estate auctioneers and real estate 
brokers who sell at auction, and amending sec- 
tion 40:52-1 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br rv enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:52-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40:52-1. The governing body may make, amend, 
repeal and enforce ordinances to license and regu- 
late: 

a. All vehicles used for the transportation of 
passengers, baggage, merchandise, and goods and 
chattels of every kind, and the owners and drivers 
of all such vehicles; and the places and premises in 
which or at which the different kinds of business or 
occupation mentioned herein are carried on and 
conducted. Nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued as modifying or repealing any of the pro- 
visions of chapter four of the Title Public Utilities 
(S48 :4-1 et seq.) ; 

b. Autobuses, and the owners and drivers of all 
such vehicles, and to fix the fees for such licenses, 
which may be imposed for revenue, and to prohibit 
the operation of all such vehicles in the publie 
streets or places of such municipality, unless such 
ordinances are complied with, whether such ve- 
hicles are operated over routes wholly or partly 
within the territorial limits of such municipality; 
the powers conferred by this section shall not be in 
substitution of but in addition to whatever other 
right, power and authority any such municipality 
may at any time have as to licensing, regulating, or 
control of the operation of such autobuses, com- 
monly called jitneys, and this section shall not be 
construed as modifying or repealing any of the 
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provisions of chapter four ($48:4-1 et seq.) or ar- 
ticle three of chapter sixteen ($48 :16-23 et seq.) of 
the Title Public Utilities; 

e. Cartmen, expressmen, baggagemen, porters, 
common criers, hawkers, peddlers, employment 
agencies, pawnbrokers, junk shop keepers, junk 
dealers, motor vehicle junk dealers, street sprin- 
klers, bill posters, bill tackers, sweeps, scavengers, 
itinerant vendors of merchandise, medicines and 
remedies; and the places and premises in which or 
at which the different kinds of business or oceupa- 
tion mentioned herein are conducted and carried 
on; 

d. Hotels, boarding houses, lodging and rooming 
houses, and all other places and buildings used for 
sleeping and lodging purposes, restaurants and all 
other eating places, and the keepers thereof ; 

e. Automobile garages, dealers in secondhand 
motor vehicles and parts thereof, bathhouses, 
swimming pools, and the keepers thereof; 

f. Theatres, cinema and show houses, opera 
houses, concert halls, dance halls, pool or billiard 
parlors, bowling alleys, exhibition grounds, and all 
other places of public amusement, circuses and 
traveling or other shows, plays, dances, exhibi- 
tions, concerts, theatrical performances, and all 
street parades in connection therewith; 

e@. Lumber and coal yards, stores for the sale of 
meats, groceries and provisions, dry goods and 
merchandise, and goods and chattels of every kind, 
and all other kinds of business conducted in the 
municipality other than herein mentioned, and the 
places and premises in or at which the business is 
conducted and carried on; street stands for the sale 
or distribution of newspapers, magazines, periodi- 
cals, books, and goods and merchandise or other 
articles ; 

h. Street signs and other objects projecting be- 
yond the building line, into or over any public 
street or highway; 

i. Auctioneers and their business, whether the 
auctioneers be real estate brokers engaged in sell- 
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ing at auction or real estate auctioneers licensed 
by the New Jersey Real Estate Commission; fix 
their fees, and license and regulate public auctions; 
make such regulations, as the governing body of 
the municipality shall deem necessary, to protect 
the public against fraud at public auction sales, 
and for the safety and protection of the property 
of the municipality and its inhabitants, including 
the power to require from auctioneers a bond to 
the municipality, not exceeding the penal sum of 
five thousand dollars, conditioned as the governing 
body shall require; 

j. Roving bands of nomads, commonly ealled 
gypsies; and, 

k. The opening and closing of barber shops on 
Sunday and legal holidays, and the hours of open- 
ing and closing on week days, and to impose a 
penalty for the violation of any such ordinance, 
not exceeding a fine of twenty-five dollars ($25.00), 
or imprisonment in the municipal lockup, or in the 
county jail, not exceeding ten days. 

Nothing in this chapter contained shall be con- 
strued to authorize or empower the governing body 
of any municipality to license or regulate any per- 
son holding a license or certificate issued by any 
department, board, commission, or other agency 
of the State; provided, however, that the governing 
body of a municipality may make, amend, repeal 
and enforce ordinances to license and regulate real 
estate auctioneers or real estate brokers engaged 
in selling at auction and their business as provided 
in this section despite the fact that such real estate 
auctioneers or brokers may be licensed by the New 
Jersey Real Estate Commission and notwithstand- 
ing the provisions of this act or any other act. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

33 :1-25. Applicants for licenses shall answer 
such questions and make such declarations as shall 
be prescribed by rules and regulations. No retail 
license shall be issued to a natural person unless 
he is a citizen of the United States and shall have 
been a resident of the State of New Jersey for at 
least five years continuously immediately prior to 
the submission of the application. No license of 
any class shall be issued to any individual who is 
an alien; to any person under legal age; or to any 
person who has been convicted of a crime involving 
moral turpitude or who has been convicted in a 
court of criminal jurisdiction of any violation of 
this chapter or has been convicted of three viola- 
tions before any other authority pursuant to this 
chapter. 

In case of applications by corporations, except 
applications for club licenses, the names and ad- 
dresses of, and the amount of stock held by, all 
stockholders holding one or more per centum of 
any of the stock thereof, of all officers and of all 
members of the board of directors must be stated 
in the application, and if one or more of such offi- 
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cers or members of the board of directors or any 
holder directly or indirectly, whether through an 
intermediary corporation or otherwise, of ten per 
centum (10%) or more in beneficial interest of the 
capital stock of the corporation would fail to 
qualify as an individual applicant in all respects, 
except as to citizenship, residence or age, no license 
of any class shall be granted. 

In case of applications for club licenses, the 
names and addresses of all officers, trustees, di- 
rectors, or other governing officials, together with 
the names and addresses of all members of the cor- 
poration, association, or organization must be 
stated in the application. 

In the case of application by a partnership, the 
application shall contain the names and addresses 
of all of the partners. No license shall be issued 
unless all of the partners would qualify as indi- 
vidual applicants. 

A photostatie copy of all Federal licenses, per- 
mits and stamps necessary to the lawful conduct of 
the business for which a State license is sought and 
which relate to alcoholic beverages, or other evi- 
dence in lieu thereof satisfactory to the commis- 
sioner, must accompany the license application, to- 
gether with a deposit of the full amount of the 
required license fee, which deposit to the extent of 
ninety per centum (90%) thereof shall be returned 
to the applicant by the commissioner or other issu- 
ing authority if the application is denied, and the 
remaining ten per centum (10%) shall constitute 
an investigation fee and be disposed of as herein- 
after provided. 

Every applicant for a license shall cause a notice 
of intention to make such application to be pub- 
lished in a form prescribed by rules and regula- 
tions, once a week for two weeks successively in a 
newspaper, printed in the English language, pub- 
lished and circulated in the municipality in which 
the licensed premises are located; but if there shall 
be no such newspaper, then such notice shall be 
published in a newspaper, printed in the English 
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language, published and circulated in the county in 
which the licensed premises are located. No pub- 
lication shall be required with respect to appli- 
eations for transportation or public warehouse 
licenses. | 

All applications shall be duly sworn to by each 
of the applicants, except in cases of applications by 
corporations which shall be duly sworn to by the 
president or vice-president. All statements in said 
applications required to be made by law or by rules 
and regulations shall be deemed material, and any 
person who shall knowingly misstate any material 
fact, under oath, in said application shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor. Frand, misrepresentation, 
false statements, misleading statements, evasions 
or suppression of material facts in the securing of 
a license are grounds for revocation. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 98 


Aw Acr to amend and supplement an act entitled 
‘An act relating to the creation of local housing 
authorities, including the definition of ‘their func- 
tions and powers, and to public housing projects 
undertaken by public bodies, and adding a new 
chapter to the Revised Statutes, to be known as 
chapter 14A of Title 55,’’ being chapter nineteen 
of the laws of one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-eight, approved March eighth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-eight. 


Be rr enactenp by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section four of the act of which this act is 
amendatory, being 55:14A~-3 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, is hereby amended to read as follows: 
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4, 55:14A-3. Definitions. The following terms, 
wherever used or referred to in this chapter, shall 
have the following respective meanings, unless a 
different meaning clearly appears from the con- 
text: 

(a) ‘‘Authority’’ or ‘‘housing authority’’ 
or ‘‘authorities’’ or ‘‘housing authorities’’ 
shall mean any of the public corporations 
created by this chapter. 

(b) ‘‘Municipality’’ shall mean any city of 
any class, any town, township, village, borough 
or any municipal subdivision of this State. 
‘‘County’’ shall mean any county in the State. 
‘‘The municipality’’ shall mean the particular 
municipality or municipalities for which a par- 
ticular housing authority is created. ‘‘The 
county’’ shall mean the particular county 
for which a particular housing authority is 
created. 

(c) ‘‘Governing body’’ shall mean in the 
case of a municipality the common council or 
the board of commissioners or the body man- 
aging its affairs, and in the case of a county 
the board of chosen freeholders; provided, 
however, that in the case of cities of the second 
class having a population of not less than one 
hundred and thirty-three thousand nor more 
than two hundred thousand inhabitants, the 
board of finance of such city shall be the ‘‘gov- 
erninge body’’ for the purpose of this act. 

(d) ‘‘Clerk’’ shall mean the clerk of the 
municipality or the clerk of the county, as the 
case may be, or the officer charged with the 
duties customarily imposed on such clerk. 

(e) ‘Area of operation’’: (1) in the case of 
a housing authority of a municipality shall in- 
clude the area of such municipality; (2) in 
the case of a regional housing authority of a 
group of two or more municipalities, shall in- 
clude such municipalities; (3) in the case of 
a housing authority of a county, shall include 
all of the county except that portion which les 
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within the territorial limits of a municipality 
or group of municipalities for which a housing 
authority has been created; with respect to 
any municipality which has not created or 
joined in the creation of an authority, a 
housing authority of a county shall not include 
such municipality within its area of operation, ‘ 
unless it has first secured the approval of such 
action by said municipality (such approval to 
be evidenced by an ordinance adopted by the 
governing body of the municipality). 

(f) ‘‘Federal Government’’ shall include 
the United States of America, the United 
States Housing Authority or any other agency 
or instrumentality, corporate or otherwise, of 
the United States of America. 

(¢) ‘‘Public body”’ shall mean the State, or 
any county, city, town, township, borough, vil- 
lage, school district, authority or any other 
political subdivision of the State. 

(h) ‘‘Slum’’ shall mean any area where 
dwellings predominate which, by reason of 
dilapidation, overcrowding, faulty arrange- 
ment or design, lack of ventilation, light or 
sanitation facilities, or any combination of 
these factors, are detrimental to safety, health 
or morals. 

(i) ‘Housing project’’ shall mean any 
work or undertaking; (1) to demolish, clear or 
remove buildings from any slum area; such 
work or undertaking may embrace the adapta- 
tion of such area to public purposes, including 
parks or other recreational or community pur- 
poses; (2) to provide decent, safe and sanitary 
urban or rural dwellings, apartments or other 
living accommodations for persons of low in- 


come; such work or undertaking may include 


buildings, land, equipment, facilities and other 
real or personal property for necessary, con- 
venient or desirable appurtenances, streets, 
sewers, water service, parks, site preparation, 
gardening, administrative, community, health, 
recreational, educational, welfare or other 
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purposes; or (38) to accomplish a combination 
of the foregoing. The term ‘‘housing project”’ 
also may be applied to the planning of the 
buildings and improvements, the acquisition of 
property, the demolition of existing structures, 
the construction, reconstruction, alteration 
and repair of the improvements and all other 
work in connection therewith; provided, noth- 
ing in this chapter shall authorize the con- 
struction of any public utility service or 
facility which would be competitive with any 
existing public utility as the same is defined by 
section 48 :2-13 of the Title Public Utilities. 

(j) ‘‘Persons of low income’’ shall mean 
persons or families who are in the lowest in- 
come group and who cannot afford to pay 
enough to cause private enterprise in their lo- 
eality to build or furnish an adequate supply 
of decent, safe and sanitary dwellings so as to 
enable them, without financial assistance, to 
live in such dwellings, without overcrowding. 

(k) ‘‘Bonds’’ shall mean any bonds, notes, 
interim certificates, debentures, or other obli- 
gations issued by an authority pursuant to this 
chapter. 

(1) ‘‘Real property’’ shall include all lands, 
including improvements and fixtures thereon, 
and property of any nature appurtenant 
thereto, or used in connection therewith, and 
every estate, interest and right, legal or equi- 
table, therein, including terms for years and 
liens by way of judgment, mortgage or other- 
wise and indebtedness secured by such liens. 

(m) ‘‘Obligee of the authority’’ or ‘‘obli- 
gee’’ shall include any bondholder, trustee or 
trustees for any bondholders, or lessor demis- 
ing to the authority property used in connec- 
tion with a housing project, or any assignee or 
assignees of such lessor’s interest or any part 
thereof, and the Federal Government when it 
is a party to any contract with the authority. 

(n) ‘‘Director’’ shall mean the executive 
officer of the State Housing Authority. 
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2. All proceedings, acts and things heretofore 
undertaken, performed or done with reference to 
the creation and establishment of housing authori- 
ties by boards of finance in second class cities of 
this State having a population of not less than one 
hundred and thirty-three thousand nor more than 
two hundred thousand inhabitants, are hereby vali- 
dated, ratified, confirmed, approved and declared 
legal in all respects, to the same extent as though 
undertaken, performed or done by the body manag- 
ing the affairs or governing body of such munici- 
pality by virtue of the local housing authorities 
law and as though the said boards of finance had 
been given full power and lawful authority in the 
premises, and the local housing authorities so 
created and established shall function as provided 
by the said local housing authorities law and the 
amendments thereof and supplements thereto, and 
shall be and continue to be bodies corporate and 
politic. 

3. All proceedings, acts and things heretofore 
undertaken, performed or done by such local hous- 
ine authorities and the commissioners thereof are 
hereby validated, ratified, confirmed, approved and 
declared legal in all respects to the extent of the 
powers, authority, duties and obligations conferred 
on local housing authorities and the commissioners 
thereof by the local housing authorities law and the 
amendments thereof and supplements thereto. 

4, Nothing in this act shall validate or authorize 
any act or thing which is expressly prohibited by 
the provisions of the local housing authorities law 
or any other statute of this State. 

5. Notwithstanding any other evidence of legis- 
lative intent, it is hereby declared to be the con- 
trolling legislative intent that if any provision of 
this chapter or the application thereof to any per- 
son or circumstances, is held invalid, the remainder 
of the chapter and the application of such provi- 
sion to persons or circumstances other than those 
as to which it is held invalid, shall not be affected 
thereby. 

6. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 99 


An Act concerning the Passaic valley sewerage 
district and the Passaic Valley Sewerage Com- 
missioners, and amending section 58:14-3 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Br rt ENactED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 58:14-3 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


58 :14-3. The board shall consist of five members 
who are residents of the district. Upon the expira- 
tion of the term of office of a commissioner, his 
successor shall be appointed by the Governor, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, for 
a term of five years. The Governor may remove 
any commissioner from office for cause. 

Each commissioner shall hold his office until his 
successor has been appointed, and any vacancy in 
the membership of the commission because of 
death, resignation or removal, shall be filled for the 
unexpired term in the manner provided for on orig- 
inal appointment. In making any appointment 
hereunder, either for a full term or to fill a va- 
eanecy, regard shall be had to ability and fitness, 
and also locality, so that each section of the district 
may be represented as far as practicable. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 100 


Aw Act to promote the mediation, conciliation and 
arbitration of labor disputes and the creation of 
a board of mediation for the promotion thereof. 


Beir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Short title. This act shall be known and may 
be cited as the ‘‘New Jersey Labor Mediation 
Act.”’ 

2. Declaration of policy. It is hereby declared 
as the public policy of this State that the best in- 
terests of the people of the State are served by the 
prevention or prompt settlement of labor disputes; 
that strikes and lockouts and other forms of in- 
dustrial strife, regardless where the merits of the 
controversy lie, are forces productive ultimately of 
economic waste; that the interests and rights of the 
consumers and the people of the State, while not 
direct parties thereto, should always be considered, 
respected and protected; and that the voluntary 
mediation of such disputes under the guidance and 
supervision of a governmental agency will tend to 
promote permanent industrial peace and _ the 
health, welfare, comfort and safety of the people 
of the State. To carry out such policy, the neces- 
sity for the enactment of the provisions of this act 
is hereby declared as a matter of legislative deter- 
mination. 

3. Definitions. When used in this act: 

(a) The term ‘‘board’’ shall mean New’ Jersey 
Labor Mediation Board. 

(b) The term ‘‘employer”’ includes an employer 
and any person acting, directly or indirectly, on 
behalf of or in the interest of an employer with 
the employer’s knowledge or ratification, but a 
labor organization, or any officer or agent thereof, 
shall be considered an employer only with respect 
to individuals employed by such organization. 
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(c) The term ‘‘employee’’ shall include any em- 
ployee, and shall not be limited to the employees of 
a particular employer unless this act explicitly 
states otherwise, and shall include any individual 
whose work has ceased as a consequence of or in 
connection with any current labor dispute or be- 
cause of any unfair labor practice and who has not 
obtained any other regular and _ substantially 
equivalent employment. This term, however, shall 
not include any individual taking the place of any 
employee whose work has ceased as aforesaid, nor 
shall it include any individual employed by his 
parent or spouse, or in the domestic service of any 
person in the home of the employer, or employed 
by any company owning or operating a railroad or 
railway express subject to the provisions of the 
Railway Labor Act. 

(d) The term ‘‘representative’’ is not limited te 
individuals but shall include labor organizations, 
and individual representatives need not themselves 
be employed by, and the labor organization serving 
as a representative need not be limited in member- 
ship to the employees of, the employer whose em- 
ployees are represented. 

4. State Board of Mediation; establishment; 
membership. There is hereby established in the 
Department of Labor a board to be known as the 
New Jersey State Board of Mediation. The mem- 
bership of such board shall consist of five persons 
to be appointed by the Governor, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate. Of the members 
first appointed, one shall be appointed for a term 
of one year; two for a term of two vears and two 
for a term of three years. Their successors shall 
be appointed for terms of three years. The Gover- 
nor shall designate one member to serve as chair- 
man of the board. A vacancy occurring in the 
membership of the board for any cause shall be 
filled by the Governor and the person so appointed 
shall hold office for the unexpired term of the mem- 
ber whose office has become vacant. 
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5. Objective. It shall be the objective of the 
board hereby established to take such steps as will 
most effectively and expeditiously carry out the 
policy declared in section two of this act and the 
powers and duties conferred and imposed upon the 
board by this act or by law shall at all times be 
performed and discharged with the accomplish- 
ment of such objective as the ultimate goal. 

6. Powers and duties. (1) Upon its own motion, 
in an existing, imminent or threatened labor dis- 
pute, the board may, and, upon the request of the 
parties or either party to the dispute, the board 
must take such steps as it may deem expedient to 
effect a voluntary, amicable and expeditious ad- 
justment and settlement of the differences and 
issues between employer and employees which have 
precipitated or culminated in or threaten to pre- 
cipitate or culminate in such labor dispute. To 
this end, it shall be the duty of the board: (a) to 
arrange for, hold, adjourn or reconvene a con- 
ference or conferences between the disputants or 
one or more of their representatives or any of 
them; (b) to invite the disputants or their repre- 
sentatives or any of them to attend such confer- 
ence and submit, either orally or in writing, the 
erievanees of and differences between the dis- 
putants; (c) to discuss such grievances and dif- 
ferences with the disputants and their representa- 
tives; and (d) to assist in negotiating and drafting 
agreements for the adjustment in settlement of 
such grievances and differences and for the ter- 


mination or avoidance, as the case may be, of the 


existing or threatened labor dispute. In carrying 
out any of its work under this act, the board may 
designate one of its members or an officer of the 
board to act in its behalf and may delegate to such 
designee one or more of its duties hereunder and, 
for such purpose, such designee shall have all of 
the powers hereby conferred upon the board in con- 
nection with the discharge of the duty or duties so 
delegated. 
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(2) The board may also appoint and designate 
other persons or groups of persons to act for and 
on its behalf and may delegate to such persons or 
groups of persons any and all of the powers con- 
ferred upon it by this chapter so far as it is reason- 
ably necessary to effectuate the purposes of this 
act. Such persons shall serve without compensa- 
tion but shall be reimbursed for any necessary ex- 
penses. 

7. Arbitration. Whenever a controversy shall 
arise between an employer and his employees 
which is not settled either in conference between 
representatives of the parties or through media- 
tion in the manner provided by this act, such 
controversy may, by agreement of the parties, 
be submitted to arbitration, one person to be 
selected by the employer, one person to be selected 
by the employees, and a third selected by the 
representatives of the employer and employees, 
and in the event of any such appointment or 
selection not being made upon the request of 
the parties in the controversy, the department 
may select the third person to arbitrate the matter 
submitted; provided, however, that the failure or 
refusal of either party to submit a controversy to 
arbitration shall not be construed as a violation of 
the policy or purpose of this act, or of any provi- 
sion thereof, nor shall failure or refusal to arbi- 
trate constitute a basis for any action at law or 
suit In equity. 

8. Strikes. Nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued to interfere with, impede or diminish in any 
way the right of employees to strike or engage in 
other lawful concerted activities. 

9. Personnel; compensation. (1) For the per- 
formance of its work, under this act, the board 
may request and shall avail itself of and utilize the 
services of any officer or employee of the Depart- 
ment of Labor who shall render such assistance as 
the board may require without additional com- 
pensation. The board may, within the amount 
available therefor by appropriation, appoint a sec- 
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retary and such other assistants and employees as 
it may require for the consummation of its work, 
prescribe their duties and fix their compensation. 

(2) Each member of the board shall be entitled 
to be reimbursed for his traveling and other ex- 
penses actually and necessarily incurred by him in 
the performance of his duties, and, in addition, 
shall receive a per diem allowance of twenty-five 
dollars ($25.00) for each day, or part thereof, 
spent in the rendition of service to or for the board 
under this act. 

10. Disqualifications. No member or officer of 
the board having any financial or other interest in 
a trade, business, industry or occupation in which a 
labor dispute exists or is threatened and of which 
the board has taken cognizance, shall be qualified 
to participate in any way in the acts or efforts of 
the board in connection with the settlement or 
avoidance thereof. 

11. Rules. The board shall have power to adopt, 
alter, amend or repeal such rules in connection 
with the voluntary mediation of labor disputes as 
may be necessary for the proper administration 
and enforcement of the provisions of this act. 

12. Construction. Nothing contained in this act 
shall be construed as interfering with, impeding or 
diminishing in any way any right guaranteed by 
law or by the Constitution of the State or of the 
United States. 

13. Separability of provisions. If any clause, 
sentence, paragraph or part of this act, or the ap- 
pheation thereof to any person or circumstances, 
shall for any reason be adjudged by a court of 


competent jurisdiction to be invalid, such judgment 


shall not affect, impair or invalidate the remainder 
of this act, and the application of such provisions 
to other persons or circumstances, but shall be con- 
fined in its operation to the clause, sentence, para- 
graph, or part thereof, directly involved in the con- 
troversy in which such judgment shall have been 
rendered and to the person or circumstances in- 
volved. It is hereby declared to be the legislative 
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intent that this act would have been adopted had 

such invalid provisions not been included herein. 
14. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act concerning district courts and transferring 
the boroughs of Cresskill and Demarest from the 
Fifth Judicial District to the First Judicial Dis- 
trict in the County of Bergen. 


Be rr enactren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 
1. The territory embraced within the corporate 
limits of the Borough of Cresskill and the Borough 
of Demarest in the County of Bergen, and now 
forming part of the Fifth Judicial District of said 
county, are hereby transferred to and shall here- 
after be and become a part of the territory com- 
prising the First Judicial District of the County 
of Bergen. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 102 


Aw Act concerning savings banks, and amending 
section 17 :6—-25 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br ir pnacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 17:6-25 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

17 :6-25. The business of every savings bank 
shall be managed and directed by a board of man- 
agers of not less than nine (nor more than fifteen), 
the persons named in the certificate of incorpora- 
tion being the first managers. The board shall 
elect from its number a president and at least one 
vice president, and shall elect or appoint from its 
own number, or otherwise, such other officers 
(which may include one or more other vice presi- 
dents) and agents as it may see fit. 

All vacancies in the board shall be filled by the 
board of managers, on approval by the commis- 
sioner, with persons duly qualified by this chapter, . 
as soon as practicable, at a regular meeting after 
the vacancies occur. If the managers fail to fill 
a vacancy within six months, the commissioner 
shall fill it, subject to the provisions of this chap- 
ter. If all the managers of a savings bank abandon 
the conduct of its business the commissioner shall, 
as soon as practicable, appoint other persons in 
their places as managers. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

apportionments for the school year 1940-1941 the

Statutes, and an amount equivalent to three cents 
($0.03) for each day of school attendance.

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CHAPTER 104 


An Acr concerning municipalities, and supple- 
menting article two of chapter sixty of Title 40 
of the Revised Statutes. 


Br it enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In any municipality where lands have been 
conveyed to a municipality and no consideration 
has been paid therefor, with conditions, limitations. 
and restrictions contained in such conveyance upon 
said lands to the effect that said lands shall be used 
for public or park purposes and prohibiting the 
municipality from erecting structures upon the 
same or from using said lands other than for pub- 
lic purposes, and providing that said lands shall 
revert to the grantor or his heirs or assigns upon 
breach of any of such conditions, whether said 
lands have been accepted by the municipality or 
not, the governing body at any time after five years 
from the date said lands were acquired, when no- 
improvements upon, damages to or changes in said. 
lands have been made, may cause to be put upon 
the ballots of any general election a question to de- 
termine whether or not the general public desire 
to retain said lands with said conditions, limita- 
tions and restrictions thereon. 

2. If a majority of the votes cast at such elec- 
tion are in favor of retaining said lands with said. 
conditions, limitations and restrictions thereon, the 
said lands shall be so retained; but, if a majority 
of the votes so cast shall be against so retaining 
said lands, the governing body of said municipality 
shall offer to convey all the right, title and interest 
of the municipality to the person who conveyed 
said lands to the municipality or to his or her heirs 
or assigns or to such person or persons who may 
then have the reversionary interest in the same. 
The word ‘‘person’’ as used in this paragraph and. 
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in the succeeding paragraph hereof shall be con- 
strued to include the heirs-at-law, next of kin, de- 
visees, administrators, executors, successors and 
assigns of the individual or individuals who con- 
veyed said lands to the municipality, and where 
the grantor to the municipality was a corporation, 
the word ‘‘person’’ shall include such corporation, 
its successors and assigns. 

3. If the person who conveyed the lands to the 
municipality refuses or neglects, for ninety days 
after tender of conveyance from the municipality, 
to accept said conveyance, as described in the pre- 
ceding paragraph hereof, the said municipality 
may consider said conditions, limitations and re- 
strictions waived and ineffectual and proceed, at 
any time thereafter, to make such use, sale, lease 
or rental of said lands as, in the opinion of its gov- 
erning body, are for the best public interest. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 105 


An Act concerning the location and construction 
of State highway route No. 31A, and amending 
that part of section 27:6-1 of the Revised Stat- 
utes entitled ‘‘Route No. 31A.’’

1. That part of section 27:6-1 of the Revised 
Statutes entitled Route No. 31A is amended to read 
as follows: 


Route No. 381A. Beginning in State High- 
way route No. 31 in or near Princeton, and 
thence to a point at or near Hightstown and 
connecting there with State highway route No. 
33 eastwardly of Hightstown.

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CHAPTER 106 


Aw Act authorizing all banks, trust companies and 
savings banks organized under the laws of this 
State, and bankers authorized to transact bank- 
ing business under the laws of this State to be 
depositories of Federal funds, to act as financial 
agents of the United States, and to give security 
for such deposits and for the faithful perform- 
ance of their duties as such financial agents, and 
supplementing Title 17, chapter nine, of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 


‘BE rr ENacTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All banks, trust companies and savings banks 
organized under the laws of this State and all 
bankers authorized to transact banking business 
under the laws of this State may, when designated 
for that purpose by the Secretary of the Treasury 
of the United States of America, be depositories 
of Federal funds under such regulations as may be 
prescribed by the Secretary, and may also be em- 
ployed as financial agents of the United States, 
and they may perform all such reasonable duties as 
depositories of Federal funds and financial agents 
of the United States as may be required of them; 
and all banks, trust companies and savings banks 
organized under the laws of this State and all 
bankers authorized to transact banking business 
under the laws of this State may, as required by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, give satisfactory 
security by the deposit of United States bonds or 
otherwise for the safe-keeping and prompt pay- 
ment of the Federal funds deposited with them and 
for the faithful performance of their duties as 
financial agents of the United States. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 107 


Aw Act to amend an act entitled ‘‘An act relating 
to the incurring of indebtedness and the issuance 
of notes and bonds for the relief of the poor and 
for the funding of indebtedness heretofore or 
hereafter incurred and notes heretofore or here- 
after issued for such relief of the poor, by cities, 
boroughs, towns, townships, villages and other 
municipalities other than school districts,’’ ap- 
proved the seventeenth day of August, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-nine, as said Title 
was amended by pamphlet laws of one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-nine, chapter three hun- 
dred ninety-five (P. L. 1939, ¢. 332). 


Br ir EnacteED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section one of the act to which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 


1. Any city, borough, town, township, village or 
other municipality (other than school districts), 
may incur indebtedness, borrow money and issue 
its negotiable bonds for the relief of the poor, in- 
cluding direct relief, expense of administration, the 
payment of any indebtedness heretofore or here- 
after incurred for relief of the poor, the financing 
of any emergency appropriations heretofore or 
hereafter made for the relief of the poor, the pay- 
ment of any emergency notes heretofore or here- 
after issued pursuant to the local budget law to 
finance any such emergency appropriation, the cost 
of issuance of such bonds and other incidental ex- 
penses. The term ‘‘relief of the poor’’ as used 
herein, shall include expenditures or proposed ex- 
penditures for projects or work, other than the 
construction of utility plants or facilities which 
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will compete with an existing utility plant or fa- 
cility, assented to or approved by the Work Proj- 
ects Administration or any other agency or depart- 
ment of the Federal Government, where the 
project or work so assented to or approved is 
primarily designed to provide work relief. 

2. Section two of the act to which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

2. Any bonds issued under this act shall be au- 
thorized by ordinance, finally adopted on or before 
the thirty-first day of December, one thousand nine 
hundred and forty-one, by the governing body of 
the municipality in the manner or mode of pro- 
cedure prescribed by the local bond law, consti- 
tuting sections 40:1-1 to 40:1-88 of the Revised 
Statutes, and said bonds shall be issued in the man- 
ner or mode of procedure prescribed by said law, 
except, that (1) no supplemental debt statement 
need be filed and said bonds may be issued notwith- 
standing any debt or other limitation prescribed by 
the said law, (2) no down payment shall be re- 
quired, (3) said bonds shall mature in annual in- 
stallments, commencing not more than one year 
from the date of said bonds and ending not more 
than five years from the date of the adoption of 
such ordinance, or, in case such bonds are issued 
wholly or partly to fund emergency notes, not more 
than five years from the date of the earliest emer- 
gency notes to be so funded, and no annual install- 
ment shall exceed the amount of the smallest prior 
annual installment of such issue. The ordinance 
authorizing such bonds need state only the amount 
of bonds thereby authorized for relief of the poor, 
the amount of emergency notes, if any, to be funded 
thereby, the date of the earliest emergency notes 
to be so funded, and the rate or maximum rate of 
interest the bonds shall bear. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 108 


Aw Acr eoncerning the practice of medicine and 
surgery, and amending section 45:9-8 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of New Jersey. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 45:9-8 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


45 :9-8. Except as otherwise provided in this 
chapter (45:9-1 et seq.), every applicant for ad- 
mission to examination for a license to practice 
medicine and surgery shall, in addition to the re- 
quirements set forth in sections 45:9-6 and 45:9-7 
of this Title, prove to the board that he has re- 
ceived a diploma from some legally incorporated 
professional school or college of the United States, 
which school or college, in the opinion of the board, 
was in good standing at the time of the issuance of 
the diploma, or a diploma or license conferring the 
full right to practice all of the branches of medicine 
and surgery in some foreign country, or if the said 
foreign country is engaged in war at any time dur- 
ing the next three years and the said applicant be- 
fore June thirtieth, one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-four, satisfactorily proves to the board that 
he has been a resident of the State of New Jersey 
for the past ten years, he shall present a diploma 
from a professional school or college which in the 
opinion of the board was in good standing at the 
time of the issuance of the diploma, and shall fur- 
ther prove that, prior to the receipt of such di- 
ploma from any such professional school or college 
of the United States, or such diploma or license, as 
aforesaid, he had studied not less than four full 
school years, including four satisfactory courses of 
lectures of at least eight months each, in four dif- 
ferent calendar years, in some legally incorporated 
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and registered American or foreign professional 
school or schools, college or colleges in good stand- 
ing in the opinion of the board, which courses shall 
have included a thorough and satisfactory course 
of instruction in medicine and surgery; and such 
applicant, if he has graduated from a professional 
school or college after July first, one thousand nine 
hundred and sixteen, shall further prove to the 
board that, after receiving such diploma or license, 
he has completed an interneship acceptable to the 
board for at least one year in a hospital approved 
by the board, or in heu thereof he has completed 
one vear of post-graduate work acceptable to the 
board in a school or hospital approved by the 
board. Any applicant who after July first, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, commences 
the service of an interneship in a hospital situate 
in this State, or in lieu thereof enters upon a course . 
of post-graduate study, as hereinbefore provided, 
shall, before commencing such interneship or 
course of post-graduate study, apply to the board 
on a form or forms provided by the board for a 
certificate which shall certify said applicant has 
qualified to commence said interneship or for per- 
mission to attend courses of study in post-graduate 
work in lieu of interneship, as the case may be. 
The certificate required by this section shall be pre- 
sented by any such applicant to the board when he 
applied for admission to examination for a license 
to practice medicine and surgery. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 109 


Aw Act concerning the militia of the State, amend- 
ing sections 38:1-1, 38:2-2, 38:2-8, 38:2-15, 
38 :5-1, 38:5-2, 38:5-3, 38:5-4, 38:5-5, 38:5-6, 
38 :5-7, 38:5-8, 38:7-1, 38:11-1, 38:11-4, 38:11-5, 
38 :12-2, 38:12-4, 38:13-3, 38:13-4, 38:13-5 and 
38 :14-6 of the Revised Statutes, and supplement- 
ing chapter five of Title 38 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Be rt enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 38:1-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


38:1-1. The militia shall consist of all able- 
bodied male citizens of this State, and, except as 
hereinafter provided, all other able-bodied male 
persons, who have or shall have declared their in- 
tentions to become citizens of the United States, 
who, in the ease of the naval militia shall be more 
than seventeen years of age and in the case of the 
National Guard, the New Jersey State Guard and 
the unorganized militia shall be more than eighteen 
years of age, and who, except in the case of the 
New Jersey State Guard and as otherwise herein- 
after provided, shall be not more than forty-five 
years of age, and such other persons as may upon 
their own application be enlisted or commissioned 
therein. 

The militia shall be divided into four classes: the 
National Guard, the naval militia, the New Jersey 
State Guard, when organized, and the unorganized 
militia. 

The word ‘‘militia’’ as used in this subtitle shall 
mean all of the military and naval forces of this 
State, whether organized or unorganized, or active 
or inactive. 
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2. Section 38:2-2 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

— :2-2. The staff of the Governor shall consist 
of: 

a. Administrative. The Adjutant-General and 
the Quartermaster-General. 

b. Personal: Six personal aides-de-camp who 
shall be detailed from among the commissioned 
officers of the National Guard, the commissioned 
officers of the naval militia and the commissioned 
officers of the New Jersey State Guard, not more 
than one of whom shall be of the military rank of 
colonel or the naval rank of captain, and the re- 
mainder of whom shall be of military rank below 
that of colonel or naval rank below that of captain. 
Their detail shall operate as an assignment to duty 
as aides-de-camp, but shall not change their rank. 
Aides-de-camp shall not be relieved from assign- 
ment with their respective organizations or from 
routine duty therewith when not actually perform- 
ing duty as aides-de-camp. 

3. Section 38:2-8 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38:2-8. The Adjutant-General’s department 
shall consist of : 

a. The Adjutant-General, with the rank of 
Brigadier-General ; 

b. One deputy Adjutant-General, with rank not 
above that of colonel, who shall perform such 
duties as may be assigned by the Adjutant- 
General; 

e. Such officers of the organized militia, active or 
inactive, as may be authorized by the Governor for 
duty therein; and 

d. Such clerks and employees as may be re- 
quired, who may be detailed from the organized 
militia, active or inactive. 

During the absence of the Adjutant-General 
from the State and during any period when he 
shall be unable to perform his duties, the deputy 
Adjutant-General shall exercise the powers and 
perform the duties of the Adjutant-General. If 
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the office of Adjutant-General shall become vacant 
by reason of the death, resignation or removal of 
the incuinbent, or for any other cause, the deputy 
Adjutant-General shall exercise the powers and 
perform the duties of the Adjutant-General until 
a successor Adjutant-General shall have been ap- 
pointed and shall have qualified. 

4, Section 38:2-15 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38:2-15. The Quartermaster-General’s depart- 
ment shall consist of: 

a. The Quartermaster-General, with the rank of 
Brigadier-General ; 

b. One deputy Quartermaster-General, with rank 
not above that of colonel, who shall perform such 
duties as may be assigned by the Quartermaster- 
General ; | 

e. Such officers of the organized militia, active or 
inactive, as may be authorized by the Governor for 
duty therein; and 

d. Such clerks and employees as may be re- 
quired, who may be detailed from the organized 
militia, active or inactive. 

During the absence of the Quartermaster- 
General from the State or during any period when 
he shall be unable to perform his duties, the deputy 
Quartermaster-General shall exercise the powers 
and perform the duties of the Quartermaster- 
General. If the office of Quartermaster-General 
shall become vacant by reason of the death, resig- 
nation or removal of the incumbent, or for any 
other cause, the deputy Quartermaster-General 
shall exercise the powers and perform the duties 
of the Quartermaster-General until a successor 
Quartermaster-General shall have been appointed 
and shall have qualified. 

5. Section 38:5-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38:5-1. Whenever any part of the National 
Guard of the State is in active Federal service, 
the Governor may organize and maintain within 
the State, during such period, under such regula- 
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tions as the Secretary of War of the United 
States may prescribe for discipline in training, 
such military forces as the Governor may deem 
necessary to defend the State. Such forces shall 
be additional to and distinct from the National 
Guard and naval militia and shall be known as the 
‘‘New Jersey State Guard.’’ Such forces shall be 
uniformed. 

6. Section 38:5-2 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38:5-2. The New Jersey State Guard shall be 
composed of the officers commissioned therein or 
assigned thereto, and such able-bodied male citi- 
zens of the State as shall volunteer for service 
therein, supplemented, if necessary, by men of the 
unorganized militia enrolled by draft or otherwise 
as provided by law. No person shall be enlisted 
for more than one year, but each enlistment may be 
renewed. No civil organization, society, club, post, 
order, fraternity, association, brotherhood, body, 
union, league, or other combination of persons or 
civil group shall be enlisted in the New Jersey 
State Guard as an organization or unit. No person 
shall be commissioned or enlisted in the New Jer- 
sey State Guard who is not a citizen of the United 
States or who has been expelled or dishonorably 
discharged from any military or naval organiza- 
tion of this State, or of another State, or of the 
United States. 

7. Section 38:5-3 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38 :5-3. The Governor may prescribe regulations 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this act gov- 
erning the enlistment, organization, administra- 
tion, equipment, maintenance, training and disci- 
pline of the New Jersey State Guard. Such regu- 
lations, in so far as practicable, shall conform to 
existing laws of this State governing and pertain- 
ing to the National Guard and the regulations 
promulgated thereunder. 
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8. Section 38:5-4 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38 :5-4. The New Jersey State Guard, except the 
State staff, departments and detachment, shall be 
commanded by such line officer of the National 
Guard or the New Jersey State Guard as may be 
assigned for that purpose by the Governor. Such 
commanding officer shall have all the powers in re- 
spect to the New Jersey State Guard conferred by 
law or regulations upon the commanding general 
of the National Guard in respect to the National 
Guard. 

9, Section 38:5-5 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38:5-5. All officers of the New Jersey State 
Guard shall be appointed or elected and commis- 
sioned in accordance with the provisions of sec- 
tions 38:3-11 to 38:3-16, inclusive, of this Title. 
They shall be commissioned by the Governor, sub- 
ject to the requirements and conditions prescribed 
by the relevant laws and regulations. In time of 
war or other emergency, the requirements of the 
law in respect to existing rank or service and prior 
service may be suspended by the Governor. 

The oath to be taken by commissioned and war- 
rant officers of the New Jersey State Guard shall 
be substantially in the form prescribed in section 
38 :3-10 of this Title, substituting the words ‘‘New 
Jersey State Guard’’ where necessary. 

10. Section 38:5-6 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38:5-6. The oath to be taken upon enlistment in 
the New Jersey State Guard shall be substantially 
in the form prescribed in section 38:5-32 of this 
Title, substituting the words ‘‘New Jersey State 
Guard’’ where necessary. 

11. Section 38:5-7 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38:5-7. The New Jersey State Guard, or any 
part thereof, may be disbanded by the Governor at 
any time. Those units which shall be organized 
in time of war or emergency shall not continue in 
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service beyond the period of such war or emer- 
gency. When all parts of the National Guard 
allotted to this State shall have been relieved of 
active Federal service and shall have returned to 
this State, the New Jersey State Guard and all 
parts thereof shall be disbanded. 

12. Section 38:5-8 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38:5-8. The provisions of law and the regula- 
tions, including those relating to courts martial, 
their jurisdiction, powers, procedures and limits of 
punishment, in respect to the National Guard of 
the State, where applicable, shall apply to the New 
Jersey State Guard, except as otherwise prescribed 
in this chapter. 

13. Chapter five of Title 38 of the Revised Stat- 
utes is supplemented as follows: 

Any commissioned officer or warrant officer of 
the New Jersey State Guard ordered for duty by 
the Governor shall receive for every day actually 
on duty the pay and allowances prescribed by Fed- 
eral regulations for an officer or warrant officer of 
the National Guard of equal grade and length of 
service when called or ordered into the active serv- 
ice of the United States; provided, however, that 
officers shall not receive said pay and allowances 
when ordered for duty for drill, instruction, in- 
spection, parade or review. 

14. Chapter five of Title 38 of the Revised Stat- 
utes is supplemented as follows: 

Each enlisted man of the New Jersey State 
Guard ordered to duty by the Governor shall be 
paid, in addition to allowances for rations in money 
or kind, at the following daily rate, according to his 
gerade: noncommissioned officers of the first grade, 
four dollars and twenty cents ($4.20); second 
erade, two dollars and eighty cents ($2.80); third 
gerade, two dollars and forty cents ($2.40); fourth 
and fifth grades, one dollar and eighty cents 
($1.80) ; privates of the sixth and seventh grades, 
one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50); band musicians, 
horseshoers and eooks, four dollars ($4.00). En- 
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listed men shall not receive pay under this section 
when ordered for duty for inspection, instruction, 
drill, parade or review. Enlisted men ordered for 
duty, but not at the time serving with troops, shall 
receive in addition to their pay their actual travel- 
ing expenses and subsistence. 

15. Chapter five of Title 38 of the Revised Stat- 
utes is supplemented as follows: 

Nothing herein contained shall be construed as 
authorizing the New Jersey State Guard, or any 
part thereof, to be called, ordered or in any man- 
ner drafted, as such, into the military service of 
the United States, but no person, by reason of his 
enlistment or commission in the New Jersey State 
Guard, shall be exempt from military or naval 
service under any law of the United States. 

16. Chapter five of Title 38 of the Revised Stat- 
utes is supplemented as follows: 

Every officer and enlisted man of the New Jersey 
State Guard, during his service therein, shall be 
exempt from service upon any posse comitatus and 
from jury duty. 

17. Chapter five of Title 38 of the Revised Stat- 
utes is supplemented as follows: 

The Governor may make available to the New 
Jersey State Guard the facilities of the State 
armories and their equipment and such other State 
premises and property as may be available, and he 
may requisition from the Secretary of War, for the 
use of the New Jersey State Guard, such arms and 
equipment as may be in possession of and can be 
spared by the War Department. The governing 
body of every county, municipality, board, body, 
commission or district, including school districts, 
may make available to the New Jersey State Guard 
any premises, facilities, equipment or other prop- 
erty belonging to, or in the possession or control of, 
any such county, municipality, board, body, com- 
mission or district. 
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18. Section 38:7-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38:7-1. There shall be a board of officers to be 
known as the State Military Board. Such board 
shall consist of the commanding general of the Na- 
tional Guard, who shall be the president thereof, 
the Adjutant-General, who shall be secretary 
thereof, the Quartermaster-General, the brigade 
commanders, the commanding officers of the sev- 
eral regiments and separate battalions of the Na- 
tional Guard, the senior officer of the naval militia 
and the commanding officer of the New Jersey 
State Guard. When all of the National Guard 
shall be in the active Federal service, the Adjutant- 
General of the State shall be the president of the 
board and three members of the board shall con- 
stitute a quorum. The board shall convene on the 
eall of the president, for the consideration of mat- 
ters of interest to the militia, and for the execution 
of such laws and regulations with which it is 
charged. 

19. Section 38:11-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38:11-1. Any member of the National Guard, 
naval militia or New Jersey State Guard, who, 
while at drill or in the performance of any duty 
ordered by competent authority, shall receive any 
injury or incur or contract any disability or dis- 
ease by reason of such duty or exposure incident 
thereto, not due to any voluntary act or traceable 
to willful neglect, fault or his own vicious habits, 
shall receive from the State, payable from appro- 
priation for the maintenance of the National 
Guard, naval militia or New Jersey State Guard, 
as the case may be, medical service and compensa- 
tion therefor in accordance with article two of 
chapter fifteen of the Title Labor and Workmen’s 
Compensation (§34:15-7 et seq.). 

20. Section 38:11-4 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38 :11-4. If any member of the National Guard, 
naval militia or New Jersey State Guard, shall be 
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injured or disabled at drill or in line of ordered 
duty in the active service of the State, and such 
injury or disability shall be of a permanent nature 
the person so injured or disabled shall receive the 
same compensation as is provided in article two of 
chapter fifteen of the Title Labor and Workmen’s 
Compensation ($34:15-7 et seq.) for injuries of a 
similar nature. The earnings of the injured per- 
son in his civil vocation shall be the basis for such 
compensation, but the basis shall not be less than 
the pay such person was earning in the active mili- 
tary or naval service of the State. 

21. Section 38:11-5 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38 :11-5. If any member of the National Guard, 
naval militia or New Jersey State Guard shall re- 
ceive injuries at drill or in line of ordered duty in 
the active service of the State resulting in death, 
the dependent members of the family of the de- 
ceased, if there be such, shall receive the same com- 
pensation as is provided in article two of chapter 
fifteen of the Title Labor and Workmen’s Com- 
pensation ($34:15-7 et seq.). The earnings of the 
deceased in his civil vocation shall be the basis for 
such compensation but the basis shall not be less 
than the pay the deceased was earning in the active 
military or naval service of the State. 

22. Section 38:12-2 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38 :12-2. No person belonging to the military or 
naval forces of this State shall be arrested on any 
warrant or other process, except for treason or a 
high misdemeanor, while going to, remaining at or 
during the performance of any duty of a military 
or naval character or returning from any place at 
which he may be required by competent authority 
to attend for military or naval duty. 

23. Section 38:12-4 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38:12-4. All officers and employees of this State 
or of any county or of any municipality in the 
State or of any board or commission of the State 
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or of any county or municipality who are members 
of the National Guard, naval militia or New Jersey 
State Guard shall be entitled to leave of absence 
from their respective duties without loss of pay or 
time on all days during which they shall be en- 
gaged in field training or other duty ordered by 
the Governor. 

Leave of absence for military or naval duty shall 
be in addition to the regular vacation allowed to 
such employees by the State, county or municipal 
law, ordinance, resolution, or regulation. 

24. Section 38:13-3 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38 :13-3. Any person who shall exclude a person 
lawfully wearing the uniform of the National 
Guard, naval militia, or New Jersey State Guard 
from the equal enjoyment of any accommodation, 
facility or privilege furnished by innkeepers or 
common carriers or by owners, managers, or 
lessees of theatres or other places of amusement or 
resort, because of that uniform, shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor. 

25. Section 38:138-4 of the Revised Statutes is. 
amended to read as follows: 

38 :13-4. Any person who, either by himself or 
with another, willfully deprives a member of the 
National Guard, the naval militia or the New Jer- 
sev State Guard of his employment or prevents his. 
being employed by himself or another, or obstructs 
or annoys such member in his employ in respect to. 
his trade, business or employment because he is a 
member of the National Guard, the naval militia or 
the New Jersey State Guard or is performing or 
about to perform some duty in connection there- 
with or dissuades any person from enlistment 
therein by threat or injury to him in respect to his. 
business, emplovment or trade, in case he shall en- 
list, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

26. Section 38:13-5 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38 :138-5. Any person who shall wear the uniform 
or designation of grade similar to those issued. 
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or authorized for use by the National Guard, 
naval militia or New Jersey State Guard, and 
who is not a member of the National Guard, 
naval militia or New Jersey State Guard, except 
such members of organizations specially author- 
ized so to do by the Federal statutes, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 

27. Section 38:14-6 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38:14-6. Any officer duly commissioned in the 
National Guard, naval militia or New Jersey State 
Guard may administer the oath of enlistment to en- 
listed men. 

28. This act shall take effect immediately.

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An Act making an appropriation for expenses in- 
curred and to be incurred in the prevention and 
control of forest fire and protection to improved 
property adjacent thereto from loss or destruc- 
tion by forest fires. 


Brrr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. To defray expenses heretofore and hereafter 
incurred in the purchase, repair and replacement 
of fire-fighting equipment and all necessary ex- 
penses heretofore and hereinafter incurred in the 
operation thereof, and for necessary additional 
fire-fighting emergency supplies and equipment 
and for deficits in the sums heretofore appropri- 
ated to pay fire fighters for fire-fighting services, 
the sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000.00) is 
hereby appropriated from the treasury of this 
State to the Department of Conservation and De- 
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velopment to be disbursed and paid by the State 
Treasurer on warrant of the Comptroller of the 
Treasury on vouchers properly signed and ap- 
proved by the director of the Department of Con- 
servation and Development. 

2. This additional emergency appropriation 
shall not be subject to the time limitations of the 
regular State budgets. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

(b) He has made a claim for benefits in accord- 
ance with the provisions of subsection (a) of sec- 
tion 43 :21-6 of this Title.

(1) if benefits have been paid, or are pay- 
able, with respect thereto;

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(b) Any organization, unit, detachment or 
member of such forces, upon order of the 
officer in immediate command thereof, may 
continue in fresh pursuit of insurrectionists, 
saboteurs, enemies or enemy forces beyond the 
borders of this State into another State until 
they are apprehended or captured by such or- 
ganization, unit, detachment or member or 
until the military, naval or police forces of the 
other State or the forces of the United States 
have had a reasonable opportunity to take up 
the pursuit or to apprehend or capture such 
persons; provided, such other State shall have 
given authority by law for such pursuit by 
such forces of this State. Any such person 
who shall be apprehended or captured in such 
other State by an organization, unit, detach- 
ment or member of the forces of this State 
shall without unnecessary delay be sur- 
rendered to the military, naval or police forces 
of the State in which he is taken or to the 
United States, but such surrender shall not 
constitute a waiver by this State of its right 
to extradite or prosecute such person for any 
crime committed in this State.

State Police Retirement Fund, Clerk in Chancery 
Enrollment Fund, unclaimed accounts of patients 
and prisoners in State institutions, Unemploy- 
ment Compensation Commission, Compensation 
awards, Billboard Regulation Fund, moneys re- 
ceived by the several institutions representing 
garage rentals which moneys shall be devoted 
exclusively by such institution to erection of new 
garages where needed, Vocational Schools, Crip- 
pled Children’s Commission, High Point Park 
Commission, Palisades Interstate Park Commis- 
sion, Federal funds subsidizing the State under the 
Social Security Act, and such other Federal funds 
used to match State appropriations in P.W.A. and 
W.P.A. projects, moneys received from tuition for 
extension in summer school courses, which last 
named moneys shall be paid pursuant to the laws 
applicable thereto; moneys received representing 
insurance to cover losses by fire and other casual- 
ties; this section shall not be construed to prohibit 
the payment due upon any contract made under an 
appropriation of previous years; moneys received 
by the Department of Conservation and Develop- 
ment from the sale or lease of forest reserve lands 
pursuant to R. 8. 13:8-9; moneys received by the 
Quartermaster-General under the provisions of 
article 8, chapter 2-38 of R. S.; nor shall this aet 
apply to moneys appropriated by joint resolution 
of the Legislature where such moneys have been 
set apart by the State Comptroller. 

d. In order that some degree of flexibility in 
appropriations may be had, any department or 
other State agency receiving an appropriation by 
any act of the Legislature may apply to the State 
House Commission for leave to transfer a part of 
any item granted to such department or agency to 
any other item in such appropriation. Such ap- 
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pheation shall only be made during the current 
year for which the appropriation was made, and 
if the State House Commission shall consent 
thereto, it shall notify the Comptroller thereof in 
writing, whereupon the Comptroller shall place the 
amount so transferred to the credit of the item so 
designated; provided, however, that no sum appro- 
priated for any permanent improvement shall be 
ased for maintenance or for any temporary 
purpose. 

6. The Comptroller of the Treasury is hereby 
authorized, empowered, directed, and it shall be his 
duty to make such correction of the title or text, 
or both, of an appropriation, necessary to make 
such appropriation available for the purpose or 
purposes of its intention. Such correction shall be 
by written ruling, reciting in appropriate details 
the facts thereof, and the reasons therefor, attested 
by the signature of said Comptroller and filed in 
the Department of the Comptroller of the Treasury 
as an official record thereof, and any action there- 
under, including disbursements and the audit 
thereof, shall be legally binding and of full force 
and virtue. 

7. The Comptroller of the Treasury is hereby 
empowered, and it shall be his duty in the disburse- 
ment of funds available for the general uses of this 
State, to first provide for the maintenance of the 
administration of the government of the State, and 
of its courts, and of its penal, correctional and 
charitable institutions, and to apply the remainder 
of such available funds in such manner and to such 
purpose for which appropriations may have been 
made as in his judgment may best conserve the 
interest of the State. 

& The State House Commission is hereby em- 
powered, notwithstanding any other provision of 
the law, to transfer from the various appropria- 
tions for construction, reconstruction, additions to 
and betterments of State building and appurte- 
nances thereto, herein contained, to the appropria- 
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tion for the division of architecture and construc- 
tion of the Department of Institutions and Agencies 
a sufficient sum to pay for the cost of all architec- 
tural work, superintendence and other expert serv- 
ices in connection with such work. 

9. The Comptroller of the Treasury may, upon 
application therefor, allot from appropriations 
made to any official, department, commission or 
board a sum, not in excess of three hundred dollars 
($300.00), to establish a petty cash fund, for the 
payment of expenses not in excess of ten dollars 
($10.00). The allotments thus made by the Comp- 
troller shall be paid to such person as shall be 
designated as the custodian thereof by the official, 
department, commission or board making request 
therefor, and the money thus allotted shall be dis- 
bursed by such custodian, who shall require from 
all persons obtaining money from said fund a 
receipt therefor. Such receipts shall by such 
custodian be forwarded monthly to the Comptroller 
of the Treasury for audit, and the Comptroller of 
the Treasury shall likewise make regulations gov- 
erning disbursements from petty cash funds. 

10. The Comptroller of the Treasury is hereby 
empowered, and it shall be his duty in the disburse- 
ment of funds appropriated for the maintenance 
and operation of any department or branch thereof, 
the duties or responsibilities of which are or may 
hereafter be transferred to any other department, 
to transfer such appropriations to such department 
as shall be charged with the responsibility of 
administering the functions of such department so 
transferred as aforesaid. 

11. This act shall take effect on the first day of 
July, one thousand nine hundred and forty-one.

CHAPTER 130 


An Act concerning settlement and relief of poor; 
county referendum law, and amending’ article 
nine, section 44 :4-93 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br rr exactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 44:4-93 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

44 :4-93. The director of welfare under the di- 
rection and subject to the approval of the county 
welfare board shall furnish such permanent relief 
in an amount not exceeding the rate of thirty dol- 
lars ($80.00) per month for such poor person’s 
maintenance and support in such home, which shall 
be payable monthly upon the application of the di- 
reetor, out of the funds from which other expenses 
for the relief and support of the permanent poor 
are paid. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved May 16, 1941. 
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CHAPTER 181 


Aw Act concerning the substitution for street rail- 
way operation or the operation of an elevated 
railroad or subway by street cars or the opera- 
tion of autobuses substituted for street cars pur- 
suant to section 48 :15-38 of the Revised Statutes, 
of the operation of trackless trolleys, trolley 
buses or motor vehicles which are operated in 
part by electricity furnished by an overhead trol- 
ley system and in part by other motive power, 
and amending sections 48:15-41, 48:15-42, 

. 48:15-43.2 and 48:15-43.3 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Beir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 48:15-41 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


48:15-41. Any traction company or company 
operating or authorized by the laws of this State 
to operate a strect railway or railroad operated as 
a street railway or an elevated railroad or a sub- 
wav by means of an overhead trolley system may, 
if the Board of Public Utility Commissioners has 
approved or hereafter shall approve substitution 
on any such line or part thereof, substitute in whole 
or in part, in the operation of its lines or any part 
thereof over which it has a franchise or consent for 
the construction and operation of an electric street 
railway, an elevated railroad or a subway, or the 
approval of the Board of Publie Utility Commis- 
sioners for the operation of autobuses in substitu- 
tion for railway service pursuant to section 
48 :15-38 of the Revised Statutes, for the operation 
of street railway cars or substituted autobuses, the 
operation of vehicles known as trackless trolleys or 
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trolley buses or motor vehicles which are operated 
in part by electricity furnished by an overhead trol- 
ley system and in part by other motive power, and 
for the purpose of providing electric power for the 
operation of such substituted vehicles as aforesaid 
may use, construct and reconstruct in and along all 
public highways, streets and public places in, along, 
on, over or under which such company is authorized 
to operate, such poles and overhead wires as may 
be necessary or proper for such operation including 
overhead ground wire or wires parallel to each trol- 
ley wire or wires necessary for such substituted 
operation. In case any poles or wires theretofore 
used for such street railway operation shall have 
been removed, any such company may restore the 
same. Whenever the Board of Public Utility Com- 
missioners has approved or hereafter shall approve 
the substitution of vehicles of the character de- 
scribed herein on any line or part thereof, and there 
exists any emergency or unusual traffic or trans- 
portation condition, the company operating such 
substituted vehicles, in order to furnish safe, ade- 
quate and proper service to the public, may, during: 
the continuance of such emergency or unusual 
traffic or transportation condition, operate auto- 
buses on such line or part thereof. 

2. Section 48:15-42 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

48 :15-42. Any such company which shal] make 
substitution as provided in section 48 :15-41 of this 
Title for all street car service upon any line or part 
thereof, may remove any of its street railway 
tracks including elevated and subsurface structures 
in, over or under any such street or highway which 
by reason of such substitution shall not, during the 
period of such substitution, be required for street 
car operation. 

Such company, upon obtaining the approval of 
the Board of Public Utility Commissioners for such 
resumption, may resume street car operation, and 
if the track, elevated or subsurface structures nec- 
essary for such operation have been removed or 
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covered, may reconstruct and restore the same; but 
such company shall comply with any agreement 
heretofore or hereafter made with the municipal! or 
other board or body having charge of any street or 
highway in which such line or part thereof is lo- 
cated with respect to such removal or reconstruc- 
tion. 

3. Section 48 :15-43.2 of the Revised Statutes ts 
amended to read as follows: 

48 :15-43.2. Whenever any traction company, or 
company operating or authorized by the laws of 
this State to operate a street railway or railroad 
operated as a street railway or an elevated railroad 
or a subway by means of an overhead trolley sys- 
tem shall operate substituted vehicles of the char- 
acter described in section 48:15-41 of this Title, 
such vehicles and the operation thereof shall with 
respect to traffic regulations, registration as motor 
vehicles and for the purpose of taxation be deemed 
to be autobuses, and every such company operating 
such autobuses as aforesaid shall be required to 
pay taxes as prescribed by law for street railway 
and traction companies operating autobuses. 

4, Section 48:15-43.3 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

48 :15-43.3. Whenever upon the application of 
any traction company, or company operating or 
authorized by the laws of this State to operate a 
street railway or railroad operated as a street rail- 
way or an elevated railroad or a subway by means: 
of an overhead trolley system, the Board of Public 
Utility Commissioners has approved or hereafter 
shall approve the operation of vehicles of the char- 
acter described in section 48 :15-41 of this Title in 
substitution for the operation of street railway 
cars or substituted autobuses in the operation of 
any line or part thereof of such cormmpany in aceord- 
ance with sections 48 :15—-41 to 48 :15—48 of this Title, 
and the governing body of any municipality by 
resolution has designated or hereafter shall desig- 
nate any public street, highway or public place to 
be used by such substituted vehicles in leu of any 
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public street or highway or private right-of-way 
constituting the route or any part thereof of such 
street railway line, elevated railroad or subway or 
part thereof, or as an extension of such line, and 
the location therein of the necessary posts and 
poles, such company is hereby authorized, with the 
approval of the Board of Public Utility Commis- 
sioners, to operate such substituted vehicles upon 
such designated street, highway or public place, 
and upon obtaining such approval to erect and 
maintain such posts, poles, wires and appurte- 
nances thereto as may be necessary to operate such 
substituted vehicles by the overhead trolley system 
therein. 

). This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 152 


Aw Act to amend an act entitled ‘‘An act to pro- 
vide for the protection, welfare of and financial 
assistance to certain needy persons in the State 
of New Jersey, providing for the administration 
thereof, and prescribing penalties for the viola- 
tion thereof,’’ approved June eighteenth, one 
thousand nine hundred and forty (P. L. 1940, e. 
130). 


Be rr enacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section four of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

4. Every municipality shall provide public as- 
sistance to the persons eligible thereto residing in 
said municipality. 

Such assistance shall be administered by a local 
assistance board. 
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There shall be appointed in each municipality a 


local assistance board to be composed of not less 5 


than three nor more than five persons, at least one 
of whom shall be a woman, to be appointed by the 
chief executive officer of the municipality, upon ap- 
proval of the governing body, not more than one 
member of the governing body may be appointed to 
such board. Members shall hold office for such 
term as may be provided by the governing body. 
Vacancies shall be filled for the unexpired term 
only. Members shall serve without compensation, 
but their necessary and actual expenses may be al- 
lowed. The local assistance board shall organize 
and select a chairman and a secretary, and shall 
appoint a director of welfare, who shall hold office 
for a term of five years, and who shall be paid sueh 
salary as may be fixed by such board subject to ap- 
proval by the governing body. Nothing herein shall 
be construed to make the overseer of the poor of a 
municipality ineligible for appointment also as di- 
rector of welfare by such local assistance board. 
Such local assistance board shall administer public 
assistance within the municipality for which it is 
created subject to the provisions of this act and 
such rules and regulations as may be promuleated 
by the director of municipal aid. 

Such other employees, including assistants. 
clerks, investigators and nurses, in such number as 
may be necessary to properly administer public as- 
sistance, shall be appointed in the same manner as 
other emplovees of the municipality. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved May 16, 1941. 
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CHAPTER 133 


Aw Act relating to the municipal corporations of 
this State, and supplementing Title 40 of the Re- 
vised Siatutes. 


Wuereas, Certain corporations are offering what 
is generally known as ‘‘hospital service policies”’ 
whereunder persons avail themselves of the hos- 
pital service at reduced cost due to the partici- 
pation of a group of employees of any corporate 
body; and 


Wuereas, It is deemed advisable that opportunity 
to participate in such hospital service plan be 
atforded to persons employed by municipalities 
in the State; therefore, 


Beir exacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Whenever any group of persons employed by 
a municipality shall be acceptable for participation 
in any hospital service plan and shall indicate in 
writing their desire to participate in any hospital 
service plan, and the governing body thereof by 
majority vote approves such participation, then, 
and thereupon, the proper disbursing officers of 
such municipality, under such rules and regulations 
as may be established by such governing body, are 
hereby empowered and directed to deduct specified 
fees or premiums from the payments of the salaries 
made to such officers and employees as shall par- 
ticipate in such plan, and said disbursing officer 
shall, thereupon, pay over to the corporation by 
warrant drawn in the manner provided by law for 
the payment of bills the sum total of said deduc- 
tions from the salaries of such officers and em- 
plovees. Sanction by the governing body of any 
municipality to participate in such hospital service 
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plan shall in no wise impose any liability or re- 
sponsibility whatever on any such municipality. 
The making of the above deductions shall be con- 
strued as equivalent to voluntary payments by an 
officer or employee and any and all rights of any 
officer or employee now existing under the laws of 
this State shall be and remain the same as if the 
foregoing deductions were not made. 

2. Whenever payments have been made by any 
municipality for the participation by officers and 
employees in a hospital service plan prior to the 
passage of this act, such payments are hereby 
validated and determined to be the same as if they 
had been made under the provisions of this act. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved May 16, 1941. 


CHAPTER 134 


Aw Act concerning the holders of offices, positions 
and employments in the public school system of 
this State, protecting tenure and pension rights 
when in military services of the United States or 
this State, and supplementing Title 18 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 


Br ir Enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any person who holds any office, position or 
employment in the public school system of this 
State and who now is or hereafter may become a 
member of the military services of the United 
States or of this State shall continue for one year 
and as many years thereafter as such service be- 
comes compulsory in his or her tenure rights as 
well as in his or her rights as a member of any pen- 
sion fund to which said person may belong by vir- 
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tue of his or her office, position or employment in 
the public school system, and upon proof of an 
honorable discharge from said services then any 
such person shall be immediately reinstated or re- 
employed without prejudice to previously acquired 
tenure rights. No rule, regulation or order shall 
be made depriving such holder of such office, posi- 
tion or employment of tenure or pension rights 
which said person possessed or possesses at the 
time of his or her entrance into said military serv- 
ices during the period of service above set forth. 
Any member of a pension or a pension and annuity 
fund may continue his or her rights in such fund 
notwithstanding his or her absence in the military 
services of the United States or of this State by 
making payment or payment being made by the em- 
ploying body to said fund during the time of said 
military services in the same amount as would have 
been made by the employing body reflecting any 
salary increments which he or she would have en- 
joyed had he or she continued as the holder of an 
office, position or employment in the public school 
system of that district; said increments being evi- 
denced by a certificate over the seal of the employ- 
ing board filed with the board of trustees or gov- 
erning body of whatever pension fund of which 
the person is a member, showing that the salary 
increments so granted arise from the carrying out 
of a scale of salary increments in full force and 
effect in the school district in which the member 
was last employed and applying to all persons so 
employed in the same classification as the absent 
member. The right to contribute to a pension fund 
and the acceptance of contributions as set forth 
in this section are hereby authorized. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved May 19, 1941. 
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CHAPTER 135 


Aw Acr to provide for the regulation and incor- 
poration of insurance companies and to regu- 
late the transaction of insurance business in this 
State, and amending sections 17:34-22 and 
17 :34-24 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enwactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 17:34-22 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


17 :34-22. The commissioner shall annually make 
or cause to be made valuations of all outstanding 
policies of every life insurance company doing 
business in this State. All valuations made by 
him or by his authority shall be upon the net pre- 
mium basis, or such modification thereof as herein- 
after expressly provided, and all policies issued 
prior to January first, one thousand nine hundred 
and one, shall be valued according to the actuaries’ 
table of mortality, with compound interest at the 
rate of four per centum (4%) per annum, except 
in cases where a life insurance company elects or 
has elected to have the policies or any class thereof 
valued according to the American experience table 
of mortality, or according to the American men 
ultimate table of mortality, with compound interest 
at the rate of either three (3%) or three and one- 
half per centum (312%) per annum or with the ap- 
proval of the commissioner at a rate of less than 
three per centum (8%) per annum; and all policies 
issued on or after the first day of January, one 
thousand nine hundred and one, shall be valued 
according to the American experience table of 
mortality, with compound interest at the rate of 
three and one-half per centum (314%) per annum, 
except in cases where a life insurance company 
elects or has elected to have such policies or anv 
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class thereof valued according to the American ex- 
perience table of mortality with compound interest 
at a rate of less than three and one-half per centum 
(316%) per annum but not less than three per 
eentum (3%) per annum or with the approval of 
the commissioner at a rate of less than three per 
centum (3%) per annum; and except in cases 
where any life insurance company with the ap- 
proval of the commissioner may elect or shall have 
elected to have its ordinary policies or any class 
thereof valued according to the American men 
ultimate table of mortality, with compound interest 
at a rate which is not more than three and one-half 
per centum (314%) per annum. The legal mini- 
mum standard for the valuation of group term 
insurance policies under which premium rates are 
not guaranteed for a period in excess of five years 
shall be the American men ultimate table of mor- 
tality with interest at three and one-half per 
eentum (345%) per annum. The commissioner 
may vary the standards of interest and mortality 
in the case of annuities and industrial policies and 
of invalid lives and other extra hazards. When 
the actual premium charged for an insurance 
policy is less than the net premium for the insur- 
ance, computed according to the table of mortality, 
and rate of interest prescribed herein, the value of 
the policy shall be increased by the value of an 
annuity, the amount of which shall equal the dif- 
ference between the premiums and the term of 
which in years shall equal the number of future 
annual payments receivable on the insurance after 
the date of valuation. 


oe 2. Section 17:34-24 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 
akg 17 :34-24. When the reserves or any part thereof 


of any life insurance company of this State have 
been computed in accordance with the foregoing 
provisions of this article on the basis of a higher 
rate of interest than three per centum (3%) per 
annum, and as so computed, exceed five hundred 
million dollars ($500,000,000.00), the company 
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shall thereupon and thereafter set aside as a part 
of the reserve liability on the policies of the com- 
pany at the close of each year a sum equal to six 
per centum (6%) of the increase for that year over 
the year preceding in the company’s reserves or 
part thereof so computed, except that for pre- 
mium-paying term insurances such increase in 
reserve for any year shall for the purposes of this 
section be deemed to be the reserve at the end of 
that year, but the aggregate of the sums so set 
aside shall not at any time exceed five per centum 
(5%) of the reserves, except in the case of pre- 
mium-paying term insurances in which case the 
said aggregate of sums so set aside shall not at re 
end of any year exceed fifty per centum (507%) o 
the premiums of that year. 

When the reserves or any part thonuot of any 
such life insurance company have heretofore been 
computed on the basis of such rate of interest as 
to require such company to set aside sums as pro- 
vided in the preceding paragraph of this section, 
then such company hereafter shall set aside as a 
part of the reserve liability on the policies of the 
company at the close of each year, subject to all 
the above provisions respecting premium-paying 
term insurances and to the aggregate limit as pre- 
scribed above but based on all such company’s 
reserves computed in accordance with the fore- 
going provisions of this article, a sum as aforesaid 
ealeulated on the increase for that year over the 
year preceding in all said reserves notwithstand- 
ing that said reserves or any part thereof shall 
have been computed on the basis of a rate of in- 
terest of three per centum (8%) per annum or less. 

No part of the sums so set aside shall be used by 
the company for any purpose except upon resolu- 
tion by its board of directors and upon the ap- 
proval in writing of the commissioner. Approval 
shall be given by the commissioner upon proof 
made to him of the happening of either or both of 
the contingencies hereinafter set forth in para- 
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graphs ‘‘a’’ and ‘‘b’’ of this section and upon the 
terms therein respectively stated, as follows: 


a. In the event that the gross incurred 
mortality losses of the company during any 
calendar year have been at a rate in excess of 
one hundred and ten per centum (110%) of its 
average rate during the preceding five years, 
the sums set aside as above provided may be 
reduced as of the end of the calendar year by 
an amount equal to the excess of the actual 
mortality losses for the calendar year over the 
amount of the losses had they occurred at the 
rate of one hundred and ten per centum 
(110%) of the average rate for the preceding 
five years. 

b. In the event that the aggregate of de- 
preciation of assets owned by the company and 
of losses upon realization thereof during any 
calendar year has been in excess of twenty- 
five per centum of the surplus of the company 
as of the end of the year preceding, the sums 
set aside as above provided may be reduced as 
of the end of the calendar year by an amount 
equal to the excess of the depreciation and 
losses over the twenty-five per centum (25%) 
of the surplus of the company at the end of the 
preceding year. 


3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 136 


Aw Acr authorizing the compromise and settle- 
ment in full of certain taxes for State, State 
school and county purposes by counties due and 
in arrears from certain municipalities. 


Bert enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Where any municipality in which the Munici- 
pal Finance Commission is functioning is in 
arrears in the payment to a county of the whole or 
any part of any taxes either for State, State school 
or county purposes for a period of ten years, 
whether all of such taxes for State, State school 
and county purposes have been so due and in 
arrears for ten years or not, then such county may 
accept from such municipality either such sum of 
money as to it may seem fair and equitable under 
the circumstances in compromise and full settle- 
ment of all taxes due and in arrears to it from such 
municipality for State, State school and county

5. The secretary shall give bond to the State of 
New Jersey, with sufficient surety to be approved 
by the commission, in the sum of fifty thousand 
dollars ($50,000.00) conditioned that he will well 
and faithfully execute and perform the duties of 
his office according to the Constitution and the laws 
of this State, and such chief inspector, assistant 
secretaries, inspectors, clerks, stenographers and 
emplovees may, if the commission determine that 
it be necessary, give bond in such amount, as said 
commission may determine upon.

27. Upon compliance with the foregoing condi- 
tions, the commission shall issue a permit to such 
applicant to hold or conduct such horse race meet- 
ing as authorized by this act. Such permit shall 
specify the person, partnership, association or cor- 
poration to whom the same is issued; the dates 
upon which such horse race meeting is to be held or 
conducted; the hours of such days between which 
such horse racing will be permitted, which shall be 
between the hours of twelve o’clock noon and six 
o’clock post meridiem eastern standard time (ex- 
cluding Sundays), the location of the place, track 
or enclosure at, on or within which said horse race 
meeting is to be held or conducted; and shall ac- 
knowledge receipt of the payment of the deposit 
and the filing of the bond provided for in this act.

Any person who causes, instigates, 
counsels, or in any way aids or abets in any inter- 
ference with, tampering with, injury to or destrue- 
tion of any horse that is to run in a race in New 
Jersey by the use of any narcotic, drug, stimulant, 
appliance or by any other means shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor. The owners of any such horse,

Be rr enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section three of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

3. Except as provided in section fifteen and ex- 
cept for domestic service or messengers employed 
by communications companies subject to the super- 
vision and control of the Federal Communications 
Commission, no minor under eighteen years of age 
shall be employed, permitted, or suffered to work 
in, about, or in connection with any gainful occu- 
pation more than six consecutive days in any one 
week, or more than forty hours in any one week, or 
more than eight hours in any one day, nor shall 
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any minor under sixteen years of age be so em- 
ployed, permitted, or suffered to work before seven 
o’clock in the morning or after six o’clock in the 
evening of any day; nor shall any minor between 
sixteen and eighteen years of age be so employed, 
permitted or suffered to work before six o’clock in 
the morning or after ten o’clock in the evening of 
any day; provided, that minors between fourteen 
and eighteen years of age may be emploved in a 
concert or a theatrical performance up to eleven 
post meridiem; and provided, further, that male 
minors between sixteen and eighteen years of age 
may be employed in any public bowling alley up to 
eleven-thirty post meridiem; and provided, further, 
that male minors not less than sixteen years of age 
and who are attending school may be employed as 
pin-setters only in public bowling alleys up to 
eleven-thirty post meridiem during any regular 
school vacation season, but may not be so employed 
during the school term without a special written 
permit from the superintendent of schools or the 
supervising principal as the case may be, which 
permit must state that the boy has undergone a 
complete physical examination by the medical in- 
spector, and, in the opinion of the superintendent 
or supervising principal may be so employed with- 
out injury to health or interference with progress 
in school, such special permits to be good for a 
period of three months only and are revocable in 
the discretion of the superintendent or supervising 
principal.

and supervision ; 

grinding, abrasive, polishing or buffing ma- 
chines, provided that apprentices operating 
under conditions of bona fide apprenticeship 
may grind their own tools; 

punch presses or stamping machines if the 
clearance between the ram and the dye or 
the stripper exceeds one-fourth inch; 

eutting machines having a guillotine action; 

corrugating, crimping or embossing machines; 

paper lace machines; 

dough brakes or mixing machines in bakeries 
or cracker machinery ; 
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ealender rolls or mixing rolls in rubber manu- 
facturing ; 

centrifugal extractors, or mangles in laundries 
or dry cleaning establishments; 

ore reduction works, smelters, hot rolling 
mills, furnaces, foundries, forging shops, or 
any other place in which the heating, melt- 
ing, or heat treatment of metals is carried 
on;

steam boilers carrying a pressure in excess of 
fifteen pounds;

The question of the adoption of this 
subtitle shall be submitted to the voters of any 
municipality by the governing body, at any general 
election or special election held for that purpose, 
upon the presentation of a petition for its adoption 
signed by at least ten per centum (10%) of the 
legal voters, but which shall not be submitted to 
such an election until at least thirty days after the 
date of filing the petition. The question of the 
adoption of this subtitle shall, through action of 
the governing body, be placed on the ballot at any 
general election, or be submitted at a special elec- 
tion, in the manner required by law in such cases. 
If a majority of the legal voters voting upon the 
question at the election vote in favor of adopting 
this subtitle, it shall take effect immediately, but 
the organization and establishment of the funds 
shall not take place until January first following 
the election.

An Act concerning newspapers, and amending 
sections 35:1-2.1 and 35:1-2.2 of the Revised 
Statutes.

1. Section 35:1-2.1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

35 :1-2.1. Whenever it is required to publish 
resolutions, official proclamations, notices or ad- 
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vertising of any sort, kind or character, including 
proposals for bids on public work and otherwise, 
by this State or by any board or body constituted 
and established for the performance of any State 
duty or by any State official or office or commis- 
sion, the newspaper or newspapers selected for 
such publication must meet and satisfy the follow- 
ing qualifications, namely: said newspaper or 
newspapers shall be entirely printed in the Mnelish 
language, shali be printed and published within the 
State of New Jersey, shall be a newspaper of gen- 
eral circulation possessing an average news con- 
tent of not less than thirty-five per centum (85%), 
shall have been published continuously for not less 
than two years and shall have been entered for 
two years as second-class mail matter under the 
postal laws and regulations of the United States. 
In case a newspaper cannot meet these qualifica- 
tions itself but has acquired another newspaper 
which meets these qualifications, the acquiring 
newspaper shall be deemed to meet these qualifica- 
tions if it is published in the same municipality and 
entered in the same post office as was the acquired 
newspaper. 

2. Section 35:1-2.2 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

30 :1-2.2. Whenever, by law, it is required that 
there be published by printing and publishing in a 
newspaper or newspapers ordinances, resolutions 
or notices or advertisements of any sort, kind or 
character by any county, city or other municipal- 
ity or municipal corporation, or by any municipal 
board or official board, or body, or office, or officials, 
or by any person or corporation, such newspaper 
or newspapers must, in addition to any other 
qualification now required by law, meet the fol- 
lowing qualifications, namely: said newspaper or 
newspapers shall be entirely printed in the Enelish 
language, shall be printed and published within 
the State of New Jersey, shall be a newspaper of 
general circulation possessing an average news 
content of not less than thirty-five per centum 
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(85%), shall have been published continuously for 
not less than two years and shall have been entered 
for two years as second-class mail matter under 
the postal laws and regulations of the United 
States. In case a newspaper cannot meet these 
qualifications itself but has acquired another news- 
paper which meets these qualifications, the aequir- 
ing newspaper shall be deemed to meet these 
qualifications if it is published in the same munici- 
pality and entered in the same post office as was 
the aequired newspaper. 

3. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this 
act are repealed. 

4, This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act concerning gas companies, prohibiting gas 
companies from supplying or changing the 
character or heating quality of gas furnished 
to its customers without the approval of the 
Board of Public Utility Commissioners of this 
State, and supplementing chapter nine of Title 
48 of the Revised Statutes.

1. No gas company subject to regulation by the 
Board of Public Utility Commissioners of this 
State shail change the character or heating quality 
of gas supplied to its customers in this State, ex- 
cept to the extent which may be approved, after 
hearing, by the Board of Public Utility Commis- 
sioners of this State as consistent with the publie 
interest and the interest of consumers and _ the 
general welfare of the State and its citizens. No 
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gas company hereafter formed or commencing 
business in this State, and which is subject to 
regulation by the Board of Public Utility Commis- 
sioners of this State, shall supply gas to its cus- 
tomers until the character or heating quality of 
such gas shall have been approved by the Board of 
Publie Utility Commissioners of this State as con- 
sistent with the public interest and the interest of 
consumers and the general welfare of the State 
wud its citizens. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

From the time the director takes over the ad- 
ministration of relief in any such municipality 


(a) All obligations incurred by him for re- 
lief in such municipality for one thousand nine 
hundred and forty excluding the cost of ad- 
ministration, which is otherwise provided for 
in this act, shall be assumed and paid by the 
administration out of the State Relief Fund or 
' the Municipal Aid Fund, as the case may be; 
and 

(b) No increases in salaries shall be made 
in such municipality and 

(c) No obligations, bonded or otherwise, 
shall be authorized by such municipality dur- 
ine the calendar year one thousand nine hun- 
dred and forty with the following exceptions: 


(1) Tax anticipation, tax revenue, emer- 
eency or other obligations of a strictly cur- 
rent character; 

(2) The funding of outstanding obliga- 
tions in accordance with sections 40:1-61 
and 40:1-74 of the Revised Statutes; 
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(3) The issuance of obligations in order 
to comply with an order issued in accord- 
ance with law by a State board, department 
or other agency; and 


(d) No transfer shall be made by such 
municipality from its current budget appro- 
priation for relief to any other current budget 
appropriation.

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CHAPTER 151 


Aw Act for the uniform control and licensing of 
dogs and kennels to aid in preventing the spread 
of rabies, and repealing sections 4:19-10, 
4:19-11, 4:19-12, 4:19-18, 4:19-14, 4:19-15, 
40 :52-5 and 40:52-6 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br rv pnacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. ‘‘Dog’’ shall mean any dog, bitch or spayed 
bitch. 

‘‘Dog of licensing age’’ shall mean any dog 
which has attained the age of seven months or 
which possesses a set of permanent teeth. 

‘‘Kennel’’ shall mean any establishment where- 
in or whereon the business of boarding or selling 
dogs or breeding dogs for sale is carried on, except 
a pet shop. 

‘*Pet shop’’ shall mean any room or group of 
rooms, cage or exhibition pen, not part of a kennel, 
wherein dogs for sale are kept or displayed. 

‘*Pound’’ shall mean an establishment for the 
confinement of dogs seized either under the provi- 
sions of this act or otherwise. 

‘*Shelter’’ shall mean any establishment where 
dogs are received, housed and distributed without 
charge. 

‘‘Owner’’ when applied to the proprietorship of 
a dog shall include every person having a right of 
property in such dog and every person who has 
such dog in his keeping. 

2. Any person who shall own, keep or harbor a 
dog of licensing age shall in the month of January, 
one thousand nine hundred and forty-two, and an- 
nually thereafter, apply for and procure from the 
clerk of the municipality or other official designated 
by the governing body thereof to license dogs in 
the municipality in which he resides, a license and 


C. 4:19-15.1. 
Terms defined. 
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official metal registration tag for each such dog so 
owned, kept or harbored, and shall place upon each 
such dog a collar or harness with the registration 
tag securely fastened thereto. 

3. The persons applying for the license and 
registration tag shall pay the fee fixed or author- 
ized to be fixed in section twelve of this act, and 
the sum of twenty-five cents ($0.25) for the regis- 
tration tag of each dog; and for each annual 
renewal, the fee for the license and for the registra- 
tion tag shall be the same as for the original license 
and tag; and said licenses, registration tags and 
renewals thereof shall expire on the last day of 
January in each year. 

Only one license and registration tag shall be 
required in any licensing year for any dog owned 
in New Jersey and such license and tag shall be 
accepted by all municipalities as evidence of com- 
pliance with this section. 

Dogs used as guides for blind persons and com- 
monly known as ‘‘seeing eye’’ dogs shall be licensed 
and registered as other dogs hereinabove provided 
for, except that the owner or keeper of such dog 
shall not be required to pay any fee therefor. 

License forms and unitorm official metal regis- 
tration tags designed by the State Department of 
Health shall be furnished by the municipality and 
shall be numbered serially and shall bear the year 
of issuance and the name of the municipality. 

4. The owner of any newly-acquired dog of 
licensing age or of any dog which attains licensing 
age, shall make application for license and registra- 
tion tag for such dog within ten days after such 
acquisition or age attainment. 

d. The application shall state the breed, sex, age, 
color and markings of the dog for which license 
and registration are sought, and whether it is of a 
long or short haired variety; also the name, street 
and post-office address of the owner and the person 
who shall keep or harbor such dog. The informa- 
tion on said application and the registration num- 
ber issued for the dog shall be preserved for a 
period of three years by the clerk or other local 
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official designated to license dogs in the munici- 
pality. In addition he shall forward similar in- 
formation to the State Department of Health each 
month, on forms furnished by the said department. 
Registration numbers shall be issued in the order 
of the applications. 

6. Any person who shall bring or cause to be 
brought into this State any dog licensed in another 
State for the current year, and bearing a registra- 
tion tag, and shall keep the same or permit the same 
to be kept within the State for a period of more 
than ninety days shall immediately apply for a 
license and registration tag for each such dog 
unless such dog be licensed under section eight of 
this act. 

Any person who shall bring or cause to be 
brought into this State any unlicensed dog and 
shall keep the same or permit the same to be kept 
within the State for a period of more than ten days 
shall immediately apply for a license and registra- 
tion tag for each such dog unless such dog be 
licensed under section eight of this act. 

7. No person, except an officer in the perform- 
ance of his duties shall remove a registration tag 
from the collar of any dog without the consent of 
the owner, nor shall any person attach a registra- 
tion tag to a dog for which it was not issued. 

8. Any person who keeps or operates or pro- 
poses to establish a kennel, a pet shop, a shelter or 
a pound shall apply to the clerk or other official 
designated to license dog's in the municipality where 
such establishment is located, for a license entitling 
him to keep or operate such establishment. 

The application shall describe the premises where 
the establishment is located or is proposed to be 
located, the purpose or purposes for which it is to 
be maintained, and shall be accompanied by the 
written approval of the local municipal and health 
authorities showing compliance with the local and 
State rules and regulations governing location of 
and sanitation at such establishments. 

All licenses issued for a kennel, pet shop, shelter 
or pound shall state the purpose for which the 
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establishment is maintained and all such licenses 
shall expire on the last day of January of each 
year, and be subject to revocation by the munici- 
pality on recommendations of the State Depart- 
ment of Health or the local board of health for 
failure to comply with the rules and regulations of 
the State Department or local board governing the 
same after the owner has been afforded a hearing 
by either the State Department or local board. 

Any person holding such license shall not be 
required to secure individual licenses for dogs 
owned by such licensee and kept at. such establish- 
ments; such licenses shall not be transferable to 
another owner or different premises. 

9. The annual license fee for a kennel providing 
accommodations for ten or less dogs shall be ten 
dollars ($10.00) and for more than ten dogs twenty- 
five dollars ($25.00). The annual license fee for a 
pet shop shall be ten dollars ($10.00). No fee shall 
be charged for a shelter or pound. 

10. No dog kept in a kennel, pet shop, shelter or 
pound shall be permitted off such premises, except 
on leash or in a erate or other safe control. 

11. License fees and other moneys collected or 
received under the provisions of sections three, 
eight, nine and sixteen of this act, except registra- 
tion tag fees, shall be forwarded to the treasurer 
of the municipality within thirty days after collec- 
tion or receipt and shall be placed in a special ac- 
count separate from any of the other accounts of 
the municipality and which shall be used for the 
following purposes only; for collecting, keeping and 
disposing of dogs liable to seizure under this act 
or under local dog-control ordinances; for local pre- 
vention and control of rabies; for providing anti- 
rabic treatment under the direction of the local 
board of health for any person known or suspected 
to have been exposed to rabies, for payment of 
damage to or losses of poultry and domestic 
animals, except dogs and cats, caused by a dog or 
dogs and for administering the provisions of this 
act. Any unexpended balance remaining in such 
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special account shall be retained therein until the 
end of the third fiscal year following and may be 
used for any of the purposes set forth in this sec- 
tion. At the end of the said third fiscal year follow- 
ing, and at the end of each fiscal year thereafter, 
there shall be transferred from such special ac- 
count to the general funds of the municipality any 
amount then in such account which is in excess of 
the total amount paid into said special account 
during the last two fiscal years next preceding. 

The registration tag fee of twenty-five cents 
($0.25) for each dog shall be forwarded within 
thirty days after collection by the clerk or other 
official designated to license dogs to the State De- 
partment of Health which department shall for- 
ward said sum to the State Treasurer who shall 
place all such moneys in a special account for use 
only by the State Department of Health in admin- 
istering this act and for the prevention and control 
of rabies throughout the State, and such account 
is hereby declared to be a trust fund not subject to 
legislative appropriation. At the end of the third 
fiscal year following the adoption of this act and 
at the end of each fiscal year thereafter, there shall 
be withdrawn from this trust fund and transferred 
to the general funds of the State any amount then 
in such fund which is in excess of the total amount 
paid into such fund during the last two fiscal years 
next preceding. 

12. The governing body of each municipality 
may, by ordinance, fix the sum to be paid annually 
for a dog license and each renewal thereof, as re- 
quired by section three of this act, which sum shall 
be not less than one dollar ($1.00) nor more than 
two dollars ($2.00). In the absence of such a local 
ordinance, the license fee shall be one dollar 
($1.00). 

13. The clerk or other official designated to 
license dogs in the municipality shall forward to 
the State Department of Health a list of all kennels, 
pet shops, shelters and pounds licensed within 
thirty days after the licenses therefor are issued, 
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which list shall include the name and address of 
the licensee and the kind of license issued. 

14. The State Department of Health shall, within 
six months of the approval of this act and with the 
co-operation and assistance of the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, prepare and promulgate rules 
and regulations governing the sanitary conduct and 
operation of kennels, pet shops, shelters and 
pounds, to preserve sanitation therein and prevent 
the spread of rabies and other diseases of dogs 
within and from such establishments. 

Such rules and regulations shall be enforced by 
the State Department of Health and by local boards 
of health. 

15. The chief of police of each municipality, or 
the chairman of the police committee thereof, if 
the office of chief of police does not exist, or any 
person appointed for the purpose by the governing 
body of the municipality, shall promptly after 
February first, one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-two, and annually thereafter cause a canvass 
to be made of all dogs owned, kept or harbored 
within the limits of their respective municipalities 
and shall report to the clerk or other person desig- 
nated to license dog's in the municipality and to the 
local board of health, and to the State Department 
of Health the result thereof, setting forth in 
separate columns the names and addresses of per- 
sons owning, keeping or harboring such dogs, the 
number of licensed dogs owned, kept or harbored 
by each of said persons together with the registra- 
tion numbers of each of said dogs, and the number 
of unlicensed dogs owned, kept or harbored by each 
of said persons, together with a complete descrip- 
tion of each of said unlicensed dogs. 

16. The chief of police of a municipality, or the 
chairman of the police committee if the office of 
chief of police does not exist, or any person ap- 
pointed for the purpose by the governing body of 
the municipality, shall take into custody and im- 
pound or cause to be taken into custody and im- 
pounded, and thereafter destroyed or disposed of 
as provided in this section: 
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(a) Any dog off the premises of the owner or of 
the person keeping or harboring said dog which 
said official or his agent, or agents have reason to 
believe is a stray dog; 

(b) Any dog off the premises of the owner or of 
the person keeping or harboring said dog without 
a current registration tag on his collar; 

(c) Any female dog in season off the premises of 
the owner or of the person keeping or harboring 
said dog. 

If any dog so seized wears a collar or harness 
having inscribed thereon or attached thereto the 
name and address of any person or a registration 
tag or the owner or the person keeping or harbor- 
ing said dog is known, the chief of police or chair- 
man of the police committee, or any person author- 
ized by him in that behalf, shall forthwith serve on 
the person whose address is given on the collar, or 
on the owner or the person keeping or harboring 
said dog, if known, a notice in writing stating that 
the dog has been seized and will be liable to be dis- 
posed of or destroyed if not claimed within seven 
days after the service of the notice. 

A notice under this section may be served either 
by delivering it to the person on whom it is to be 
served, or by leaving it at the person’s usual, or 
last known place of abode, or at the address given 
on the collar, or by forwarding it by post in a pre- 
paid letter addressed to that person at his usual or 
last known place of abode, or to the address given 
on the collar. 

When any dog so seized has been detained for 
seven days after notice, when notice can be given 
as above set forth, or has been detained for seven 
days after seizure, when no notice has been given 
as above set forth and if the owner or person keep- 
ing or harboring said dog has not claimed said dog 
and paid all expenses incurred by reason of its 
detention, including maintenance not exceeding fifty 
cents ($0.50) per day, and if the dog be unlicensed 
at the time of the seizure and the owner or person 
keeping or harboring said dog has not produced a 
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license and registration tag for said dog, the afore- 
said chief of police of the municipality, or the chair- 
man of the police committee, or any person au- 
thorized by him in that behalf, may cause the dog 
to be destroyed.in manner causing as little pain as 
possible. 

17. Any officer or agent authorized or empowered 
to perform any duty under this act is hereby au- 
thorized to go upon any premises to seize for im- 
pounding any dog or dogs which he may lawfully 
seize and impound when such officer is in immediate 
pursuit of such dog or dogs, except upon the 
premises of the owner of the dog if said owner is 
present and forbids the same. 

18. No person shall hinder, molest or interfere 
with anyone authorized or empowered to perform 
any duty under this act. 

19. Any person who violates or who fails or 
refuses to comply with sections two, four, six, 
seven, eight, ten or eighteen of this act or the rules 
and reg ulations promulgated by the State Depart- 
ment of Health pursuant to section fourteen of this 
act, shall be liable to a penalty of not less than five 
dollars ($5.00) nor more than fifty dollars ($50.00) 
for each offense, to be recovered by and in the name 
of the Director of Health of the State of New Jer- 
sey, or by and in the name of the local board of 
health of the municipality, or by and in the name 
of the municipality, as the case may be. 

20. Any penalty recovered in an action brought 
under the provisions of this act shall be paid to the 
plaintiff therein. When the plaintiff is the Direc- 
tor of Health of the State of New Jersey, the 
penalty shall be paid by said director into the 
treasury of the State. When the plaintiff is a local 
board of health the penalty shall be paid by the 
local board into the treasury of the municipality 
within which the local board has jurisdiction. 

21. Every district court, justice of the peace, and 
police magistrate is empowered upon the filing of a 
complaint i in writing by any person authorized by 
the Director of Health of the State of New Jersey, 
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when the plaintiff is the Director of Health, or by 
any person authorized by the local board of health, 
when the plaintiff is the local board of health, or 
by the chief of police of the municipality or by the 
chairman of the police committee, if the office of 
chief of police does not exist, or by any person 
appointed for the purpose by the governing body 
of the municipality, when the plaintiff is the munici- 
pality, alleging that a violation of section two, four, 
six, seven, eight, ten or eighteen of this act or of 
a rule or regulation promulgated pursuant to sec- 
tion fourteen of this act has occurred, which com- 
plaint may be made upon information and belief, 
to issue process at the suit of the Director of Health 
of the State of New Jersey or of the local board of 
health, or of the municipality, as the case may be, 
as. plaintiff. The process Shall be either in the 
nature of a summons or warrant, which warrant 
may issue without any order of the court first being 
obtained against the person so charged, which 
process when in the nature of a warrant, shall be 
returnable forthwith, and when in the nature of a 
summons shall be returnable in not less than five 
nor more than fifteen entire days. The process 
shall state what provision of the law or rules and 
regulations is alleged to have been violated by the 
defendant or defendants. The court, justice or 
magistrate, may, at all times, amend all defects and 
errors in the complaint and process. 

Any officer authorized by law to serve and ex- 
ecute process in the court in which the proceeding is 
brought shall serve and execute all process in pro- 
ceedings for violations of any of the provisions of 
this act. 

22. On the return of process issued pursuant to 
section twenty-one of this act or at any time to 
which the trial shall be adjourned, the court without 
the filing of any pleadings shall proceed in a sum- 
mary manner, without a jury, to hear the testimony 
and to give judgment for plaintiff for the penalty 
and costs, or for the defendant. 
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23. The court shall cause a defendant who 
refuses or neglects to pay forthwith the amount of 
a judgment rendered against him and the costs 
and charges incident thereto, to be committed to 
the county jail for a period not exceeding ten days 
in the case of a first conviction, and in the case of 
a conviction for a second, subsequent or continuing 
violation, for a period not exceeding thirty days. 

24. The district court, justice of the peace or 
police magistrate may adjourn the hearing from 
time to time but, unless the first process was a 
summons, shall detain the defendant in safe cus- 
tody unless he shall enter into bond to the Director 
of Health of the State of New Jersey or the local 
board of health or municipality with at least one 
sufficient surety in double the amount of the pen- 
alty claimed, conditioné¢d for his appearance on the 
day to which the hearing shall be adjourned and 
thence from day to day until the case is disposed 
of, and to abide by the judgment of the court. Such 
bond if forfeited may be prosecuted by the Director 
of Health of the State of New Jersey, the local 
board of health or municipality.

1. A testamentary trustee or substituted testa- 
mentary trustee shall, before exercising the an- 
thority vested in him by virtue of any last will 
and testament which shall have been duly ad- 
mitted to probate by the ordinary or any orphans’ 
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court or surrogate of this State, declare in writing 
and under oath his acceptance of such trusteeship, 
which acceptance shall be filed and recorded in the 
office in which the will creating such trust is 
recorded, and shall, whether or not a resident of 
the State of New Jersey, file in the same office a 
power of attorney as required by section 3:138-12 
of the Revised Statutes which shall be duly ex- 
ecuted in writing setting forth the post-office ad- 
dress, street and number of the testamentary 
trustee or substituted testamentary trustee and 
constituting the register or surrogate with whom 
the same is filed and his successor in office his 
true and lawful attorney to receive process affect- 
ing the testamentary trust in charge of the testa- 
mentary trustee or substituted testamentary trus- 
tee, or any interest therein with the same force and 
effect as if the process were duly served on the 
testamentary trustee or substituted testamentary 
trustee within this State.

1. A person who, prior to March thirty-first, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-one, had been 
in the State’s employ and who, on that date, was 
not in the service of the State but who, since that 
date, has re-entered the State service and became 
or shall become a member of the State Employees’ 
Retirement System, upon retiring, as provided in 
the chapter to which this act 1s a supplement, shall 
be entitled to all the benefits of the chapter to 
which this act is a supplement as if such person 
had never severed his connection with the State; 
provided, however, that the said person shall pay 
into the said pension fund of said retirement 
system such sum or sums as may be necessary; 
provided, further, that said retirement system may 
permit said payments to be made in installments 
over a period of five years. In the ascertainment 
of final compensation or benefits, his entire actual 
period in the State’s service shall be the basis 
upon which such final compensation or benefits 
shall be computed. In case of his disability he 
shall be entitled to all the benefits of the chapter 
to which this act is a supplement based upon the 
actual number of years of service to the State.

1. Wherever, in cities of the first class, the 
budget of such city shall not have been adopted on 
or before the first day of May, and the temporary 
budget of such city shall have been exhausted so 
as to disenable the payment of claims or wages or 
salaries to the officers and employees of such city 
after the first day of May in such year, and a new 
eoverning body of such municipality shall have 
been elected on the second Tuesday in May, it shall 
be lawful for the said governing body to authorize 
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and for the fiscal officers of said city to pay out of 
available funds any and all lawful claims and the 


wages and salaries of all officers and employees > 


thereof, until the adoption of the annual budget; 
provided, that the budget of said city shall be 
adopted on or before the fifteenth day of June of 
sald year.

shall become inoperative on the fifteenth day of 
June, one thousand nine hundred and forty-one, 
as to any and all claims and salary or wages there- 
after incurred.

In counties other than counties of 
the first class, change of residence notice shall be 
made either by a written request forwarded to the 
commissioner by mail or by calling in person at 
the office of the commissioner or the municipal 
clerk, as the case may be. The commissioner shall 
provide change of residence notices in ecard form 
for the use of any registered voter moving to an- 
other address within the same election district or 
to another election district in any municipality 
having permanent registration within the same 
county. Copies of these notices shall also be avail- 
able at the office of the municipal clerk in each 
municipality having permanent registration other 
than a municipality which is a county seat. Each 
municipal clerk shall transmit daily to the com- 


missioner all the filled out change of residence 


notices that he may have in his office at the time. 
These notices shall be printed upon cards, shall 
contain a blank form showing where the applicant 
last resided and the address and exact location to 
which he has moved and shall have a line for his 
signature. Upon receipt of such change of resi- 
dence notice the commissioner shall cause the sig- 
nature to be compared with the permanent regis- 
tration forms of the applicant and, if such 
signature appears to be of and by one and the same 
legal voter, the commissioner shall cause the entry 
of the change of residence to be made on the perma- 
nent registration forms and the registrant shall 
thereupon be qualified to vote in the election dis- 
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trict to which he shall have so moved. If the com- 
missioner is not satisfied as to the signature on the 
request for a change of residence, a notice shall be 
sent by registered mail with return card request to 
the registrant at his new address directing him to 
appear at a time to be fixed in the notice not less 
than ten days from the date thereof at the office 
of the commissioner to answer such questions as 
may be deemed necessary to determine the ap- 
plicant’s place of residence and eligibility to vote.

The 
commissioner shall provide change of residence 
notices in card form for the use of any registered 
voter moving to another address within the same 
election district or to another election district in 
any municipality having permanent registration 
within the same county. Copies of these notices 
shall also be available at the office of the municipal 
clerk in each municipality having permanent regis- 
tration other than a municipality which is a 
county seat. Hach municipal clerk shall transmit 
daily to the commissioner all the filled out change 
of residence notices that he may have in his office 
at the time. These notices shall be printed upon 
eards, shall contain a blank form showing where 
the appleant last resided and the address and 
exact location to which he has moved and shall have 
a line for his signature. Upon receipt of such 
change of residence notice the commissioner shall 
cause the signature to be compared with the perma- 
nent registration forms of the applicant and if 
such signature appears to be of and by one and 
the same legal voter, the commissioner shall cause 
the entry of the change of residence to be made on 
the permanent registration forms and the regis- 
trant shall thereupon be qualified to vote in the 
election district to which he shall have so moved.

The blank spaces shall be filled in with the name 
of the proper municipality, the ward and district 
numbers and the date of the election.

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of the county clerk shall be a facsimile of his sig- 
nature. Below the last stated words extending 
across the ballot and at the extreme left shall be 
printed the words ‘‘Instructions to the Voter,’’ 
and immediately to the right there shall be a 
bracket embracing the following instructions num- 
bered consecutively : 

1. The only kind of a mark to be made on this 
ballot in voting shall be a cross & or plus +. 

2. To mark a cross X or plus + or when writ- 
ing a name on this ballot use only black ink or black 
lead pencil. 

3. To vote for any candidates whose names are 
printed in any column, mark a cross < or plus + 
in the square at the left of the names of such eandi- 
dates not in excess of the number to be elected to 
the office. 

4. To vote for any person whose name is not 
printed on this ballot, write or paste the name of 
such person under the proper title of office in the 
column designated Personal Choice and mark a 
cross < or plus + in the square to the left of the 
name so written or pasted. 

5. To vote upon any public question printed on 
this ballot if in favor thereof, mark a cross * or 
plus + in the square at the left of the word ‘‘Yes,”’ 
aud if opposed thereto, mark a cross & or plus + 
in the square at the left of the word ‘‘No.’’ 

6. Do not mark this ballot in any other manner 
than above provided for and make no erasures. 
Should this ballot be wrongly marked, defaced, 
torn or any erasure made thereon or otherwise 
rendered unfit for use return it and obtain another. 
In presidential years, the following instructions 
shall be printed upon the general election ballot: 

7. To vote for all the electors of any party, mark 
a cross < or plus + in black ink or black pencil 
in the square at the left of the surnames of the 
candidates for President and Vice-President for 
whom you desire to vote. 

Below the above stated instructions and in- 
formation and, except when compliance with see- 
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tion 19:14-15 of this Title as to State-wide proposi- 
tions otherwise requires, three inches below the 
perforated line and parallel to it, there shall be 
printed a six-point diagram rule extending across 
the ballot to within not less than a half inch to the 
right and left edges of the paper. 


3. Section 19:14-11 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

19:14-11. The surnames of candidates for Presi- 
dent and Vice-President of the United States shall 
be printed in one line preceded by the words 
‘“nresidential electors for.’’ In the nomination by 
petition columns the surnames of candidates for 
President and Vice-President shall be followed by 
the designation mentioned in the petitions filed. 
In the personal choice column the voter may write 
or paste the surnames of candidates for President 
and Vice-President for whom he desires the elec- 
tors to vote. To the left of the surnames of candi- 
dates for President and Vice-President of the 
United States, shall be printed a square one-half 
inch in size, accompanied by the following direc- 
tions to the voter: ‘‘To vote for all the Electors of 
President and Vice-President mark a eross * or 
plus + within the square opposite the surname of 
President and Vice-President.’’ 


4. Section 19:48-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

19:48-1. Any thoroughly tested and reliable 
voting machines may be adopted, rented, pur- 
chased or used, which shall be so constructed as to 
fulfill the following requirements: 

(a) It shall secure to the voter secrecy in the act 
of voting; 

(b) It shall provide facilities for such number 
of office columns, not less than forty and not ex- 
ceeding sixty, as the purchasing authorities may 
specify and of as many political parties or organ- 
izations, not exceeding nine, as mav make nomina- 
tions, and for or against as many questions, not 
exceeding thirty, as submitted ; 
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(c) It shall, except at primary elections, permit 
the voter to vote for all the candidates of one party 
or in part for the candidates of one party or one 
or more other parties; 


(d) It shall permit the voter to vote for as many 
persons for an office as he is lawfully entitled to 
vote for, but no more; 


(e) It shall prevent the voter from voting for 
the same person more than once for the same office ; 

(f) It shall permit the voter to vote for or 
against any question he may have the right to vote 
on, but no other; 

(7) It shall for use in primary elections be so 
equipped that the election officials can lock out all 
rows except those of the voter’s party by a single 
adjustment on the outside of the machine; 

(h) It shall correctly register or record and ac- 
curately count all votes cast for any and all per- 
sons, and for or against any and all questions; 

(i) It shall be provided with a ‘‘protective 
counter’’ or ‘‘protective device’’ whereby any 
operation of the machine before or after the elec- 
tion will be detected; 


(3) It shall be so equipped with such locks as 
shall prevent the operation of the machine after 
the polls are closed; 

(k) It shall be provided with a counter which 
shall show at all times during an election how many 
persons have voted; 

(1) It shall be provided with a mechanical model, 
illustrating the manner of voting on the machine, 
suitable for the instruction of voters; 


(m) It must permit a voter to vote for any per- 
son for any office whether or not nominated as a 
candidate by any party or organization by provid- 
ing space for writing in such names or name. 

All voting machines used in any election shall be 
provided with a screen, hood or curtain, which 
shall be so made and adjusted as to conceal the 
voter and his action while voting. 
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It shall also be provided with one device for each 
party for voting for all the presidential electors of 
that party by one operation, and a ballot therefor 
contaiming only the words ‘‘presidential electors 
for,’’ preceded by the name of that party and fol- 
lowed by the names of the candidates thereof for 
the offices of .President and Vice-President and a 
registering device therefor which shall register the 


vote cast for such electors when thus voted collec- 


tively. 


5. Section 19:49-5 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

19 :49-5. Ballots voted for any person whose name 
does not appear on the machine as a nominated 
candidate for office are herein referred to as irregu- 
lar ballots. Such irregular ballot shall be written 
or affixed in or upon the receptacle or device pro- 
vided on the machine for that purpose. No irregu- 
lar ballot shall be voted for any person for any 
office whose name appears on the machine as a 
nominated candidate for that office; any irregular 
ballot so voted shall not be counted. An irregular 
ballot must be cast in its appropriate place on the 
machine, or it shall be void and not counted. 

6. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act be and the same are 
hereby repealed. 

7. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 167 


An Act concerning workmen’s compensation, and 
amending section 34:15-63 of the Revised Stat- 
utes.

1. Section 34:15-63 of the Revised Statutes ‘is 
amended to read as follows: 

34:15-63. Neither party shall pay any fees for 
filing any papers with the bureau, or with the sec- 
retary thereof, and the clerk of any county shall 
file the award of the bureau without the payment 
of any fee. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act be and the same are 
hereby repealed. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved June 3, 1941. 


CHAPTER 168 


Aw Acr providing for a State park to be located 
in the township of Oxford and in the township 
of Mansfield in the county of Warren, to be 
known as ‘‘Pohateong Park.’’ 


Br rr enwactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Board of Conservation and Development 
of the State of New Jersey shall have the power 
to and shall forthwith upon the taking effect of 
this act and thereafter, from time to time, proceed 
to locate, select and acquire lands within the State 
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of New Jersey and situated in the township of 
Oxford and the township of Mansfield, in the 
county of Warren, as may in the judgment of said 
board be advisable and proper or necessary for the 
purpose of establishing a State park and to pre- 
serve the uses, benefits and enjoyments thereof to 
the people. 

2. The said board, as in its judgment may be 
advisable, is hereby empowered to enter into and 
upon any lands within this State for the purpose 
of inspection, for the purpose of completing such 
surveys and maps thereof, and for such other pur- 
poses as it may deem necessary to carry out the 
provisions of this act. Said board shall also have 
power to make investigations as to the ownership 
of any lands which it judges may be suitable or 
appropriate for this purpose. 

3. The said board shall have power to take title, 
in fee or otherwise, by purchase, gift, devise or 
eminent domain to such lands and to any rights, 
interest and easements therein, in the name of the 
State of New Jersey. In the event that it becomes 
necessary or advisable to acquire any lands or in- 
terest therein for the purpose of this act by 
eminent domain, the procedure for condemnation 
of such lands shall be taken in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter one of Title 20 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 

4, Upon the acquisition of such lands for such 
purpose, it shall be the duty of the said board, 
as funds for these purposes are made available 
from time to time, to preserve, maintain, improve 
and enlarge said park in such manner and to such 
extent as in its judgment will best make it of use 
to the public. In its development of such park, the 
said board shall have the power to install per- 
manent improvements for the health and comfort 
of the public and to lay out, construct and maintain 
roads and ways within said park; to lay out, con- 
struct and maintain roads between and connecting 
any separate portions of said park, and for this 
purpose to acquire rights-of-way upon and across 
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any intervening lands; and to lay out, construct 
and maintain connecting roads and ways from 
points within said park to other public roads out- 
side of and adjacent thereto. 

5. The said board, to effectuate the general pur- 
pose of this act, shall have power to hire, rent or 


lease any portion of such lands to private enter- & 


prises and such moneys as are derived from such 
hiring, renting or leasing shall be used by said 
board exclusively for the purpose of the manage- 
ment, development and enlargement of the said 
park. 

6. The said board shall have power to make such 
rules and regulations for the use and protection of 
said park as may in its judgment be necessary; 
provided, however, that no fee or charge in the 
nature of an entrance fee or a fee for the use of 
such bathing facilities as may be provided for said 
park shall be made. Every person who shall vio- 
late any such rules or regulations of the board shall 
be liable to a penalty of not less than twenty-five 
dollars ($25.00) nor more than one hundred and 
fifty dollars ($150.00); provided, however, that 
where there are mitigating circumstances, the said 
board, may, in its diseretion, permit the person or 
persons who may have violated the law to pay the 
cost of any damage done or expense incurred by 
the board because of such violation or such other 
sum less than the minimum fine herein imposed, 
at such time and in such manner as said board shall 
determine. Such payment when finally made shall 
relieve the person or persons making it of the pen- 
alty for such violation imposed by this act. Exeept 
as above provided all penalties for violation of 
this act shall be enforced and collected in the 
manner provided for the collection of penalties by 
the said board in chapter nine of Title 13 of the 
Revised Statutes. All penalties provided for 
under this act when recovered shall be paid to the 
director of the Department of Conservation and 
Development, who shall pay the same over to the 
State Treasurer in the manner prescribed by law. 
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The said board shall further have power to vest in 
its employees the necessary police power for the 
abatement of nuisances, stopping of abuses and 
protection and management of such park under 
any rules and regulations the said board may pre- 
seribe. 

7. Said board is hereby authorized to expend 
such sum or sums as may be included in any annual 
or supplemental appropriation bill for the neces- 
sary expenses of said board in carrying out the 
provisions of this act. 

8. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved June 3, 1941. 


CHAPTER 169 


An Acr providing that the State of New Jersey 
may enter into a compact with any one or more 
of the States of Maine, New Hampshire, Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut, Rhode Island, New York, 
New Jersey, Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia and 
Florida, and with such other States as may join, 
to promote the better utilization of the fisheries, 
marine, shell and anadromous of the Atlantic 
seaboard and to create the Atlantic States 
Marine Fisheries Commission; providing for the 
members of such commission from the State of 
New Jersey; providing for the carrying out of 
said compact; and making an appropriation. 


Br rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 
_ 1. The Governor of this State is hereby author- 
ized and directed to execute a compact on behalf 
of the State of New Jersey with any one or more 
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of the States of Maine, New Hampshire, Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut, Rhode Island, New York, 
New Jersey, Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, North 
~ Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia and Florida and 
with such other States as may enter into the com- 
pact, legally joining therein in the form substan- 
tially as follows: 


Artantic Srates Marine FisHertes Compact 


The contracting States solemnly agree: 


ARTICLE I 


The purpose of this compact is to promote the 
better utilization of the fisheries, marine, shell and 
anadromous, of the Atlantic seaboard by the de- 
velopment of a joint program for the promotion 
and protection of such fisheries, and by the preven- 
tion of the physical waste of the fisheries from any 
cause. It is not the purpose of this compact to 
authorize the States joining herein to limit the 
production of fish or fish products for the purpose 
of establishing or fixing the price thereof, or cre- 
ating and perpetuating monopoly. 


ArvricLte IT 


This agreement shall become operative im- 
mediately as to those States executing it whenever 
any two or more of the States of Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, 
New York, New Jersey, Delaware, Maryland, 
Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia 
and Florida have executed it in the form that is in 
accordance with the laws of the executing State 
and the Congress has given its consent. Any State 
contiguous with any of the aforementioned States 
and riparian upon waters frequented by anad- 
romous fish, flowing into waters under the juris- 
diction of any of the aforementioned States, may 
become a party hereto as hereinafter provided. 
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Articuz III 


Kach State joining herein shall appoint three 
representatives to a commission hereby constituted 
and designated as the Atlantic States Marine 
Fisheries Commission. One shall be the executive 
officer of the administrative agency of such State 
charged with the conservation of the fisheries re- 
sources to which this compact pertains or, if there 
be more than one officer or agency, the official of 
that State named by the Governor thereof. The 
second shall be a member of the Legislature of such 
State designated by the commission or Committee 
on Interstate Co-operation of such State, or if 
there be none, or if said Commission on Interstate 
Co-operation cannot constitutionally designate the 
said member, such legislator shall be designated 
by the Governor thereof; provided, that if it is con- 
stitutionally impossible to appoint a legislator as 
a commissioner from such State, the second mem- 
ber shall be appointed by the Governor of said 
State in his diseretion. The third shall be a citizen 
who shall have a knowledge of and interest in the 
marine fisheries problem to be appointed by the 
Governor. This commission shall be a body cor- 
porate with the powers and duties set forth herein. 


ArticLte IV 


The duty of the said commission shall be to 
make inquiry and ascertain from time to time such 
methods, practices, circumstances and conditions 
as may be disclosed for bringing about the con- 
servation and the prevention of the depletion and 
phvsical waste of the fisheries, marine, shell and 
anadromous, of the Atlantic seaboard. The com- 
mission shall have power to recommend the 
co-ordination of the exercise of the police powers 
of the several States within their respective juris- 
dictions to promote the preservation of those 
fisheries and their protection against overfishing, 
waste, depletion or any abuse whatsoever and to 
assure a continuing yield from the fisheries re- 
sources of the aforementioned States. 
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To that end the commission shall draft and, after 
consultation with the advisory committee herein- 
after authorized, recommend to the governors and 
legislatures of the various signatory States legisla- 
tion dealing with the conservation of the marine, 
shell and anadromous fisheries of the Atlantic 
seaboard. The commission shall, more than one 
month prior to any regular meeting of the Legis- 
lature in any signatory State, present to the 
Governor of the State its recommendations relating 
to enactments to be made by the Legislature of 
that State in furthering the intents and purposes 
of this compact. 

The commission shall consult with and advise 
the pertinent administrative agencies in the States 
party hereto with regard to problems connected 
with the fisheries and recommend the adoption of 
such regulations as it deems advisable. 

The commission shall have power to recommend 
to the States party hereto the stocking of the 
waters of such States with fish and fish eggs or 
joint stocking by some or all of the States party 
hereto and when two or more of the States shall 
jointly stock waters the commission shall act as 
the co-ordinating agency for such stocking. 


ARTICLE V 


The commission shall elect from its number a 
chairman and a vice chairman and shall appoint 
and at its pleasure remove or discharge such 
officers and employees as may be required to carry 
the provisions of this compact into effect and shall 
fix and determine their duties, qualifications and 
compensation. Said commission shall adopt rules 
and regulations for the conduct of its business. It 
may establish and maintain one or more offices for 
the transaction of its business and may meet at 
any time or place but must meet at least once 
a year. 
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ARTICLE VI 


No action shall be taken by the commission in 
regard to its general affairs except by the affirma- 
tive vote of a majority of the whole number of 
compacting States present at any meeting. No 
recommendation shall be made by the commission 
in regard to any species of fish except by the 
affirmative vote of a majority of the compacting 
States which have an interest in such species. The 
commission shall define what shall be an interest. 


ArticLe VII 


The Fish and Wildlife Service of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior of the Government of the 
United States shall act as the primary research 
agency of the Atlantic States Marine Fisheries 
Commission co-operating with the research 
agencies in each State for that purpose. Repre- 
sentatives of the said Fish and Wildlife Service 
shall attend the meetings of the commission. 

An advisory committee to be representative of 
the commercial fishermen and the salt water 
anglers and such other interests of each State as 
the commission deems advisable shall be estab- 
lished by the commission as soon as practicable for 
the purpose of advising the commission upon such 
recommendations at it may desire to make. 


ArticLteE VIIT 


When any State other than those named specifi- 
cally in Article IT of this compact shall become a 
party thereto for the purpose of conserving its 
anadromous fish in accordance with the provisions 
of Article II the participation of such State in the 
action of the commission shall be limited to such 
species of anadromous fish. 


ArticLe IX 


_ Nothing in this compact shall be construed to 
limit the powers of any signatory State or to re- 
peal or prevent the enactment of any legislation 
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or the enforcement of any requirement by any 
signatory State imposing additional conditions and 
restrictions to conserve its fisheries. 


ARTICLE X 


Continued absence of representation or of any 
representative on the commission from any State 
party hereto shall be brought to the attention of 
the Governor thereof. | 


ARTICLE XI 


The States party hereto agree to make annual 
appropriations to the support of the commission 
in proportion to the primary market value of the 
products of their fisheries, exclusive of cod and 
haddock, as recorded in the most recent published 
reports of the Fish and Wildlife Service of the 
United States Department of the Interior, pro- 
vided no State shall contribute less than two hun- 
dred dollars ($200.00) per annum and the annual 
contribution of each State above the minimum shall 
be figured to the nearest one hundred dollars 
($100.00). 

The compacting States agree to appropriate 
initially the annual amounts scheduled below, 
which amounts are calculated in the manner set 
forth herein, on the basis of the catch record of 
1938. Subsequent budgets shall be recommended 
by a majority of the commission and the cost 
thereof allocated equitably among the States in ac- 
cordance with their respective interests and sub- 
mitted to the compacting States.

Article XIT 


This compact shall continue in force and remain 
binding upon each compacting State until re- 
nounced by it. Renunciation of this compact must 
be preceded by sending six months’ notice in writ- 
ing of intention to withdraw from the compact to 
the other States party hereto. 

2. In pursuance of Article ITI of said compact 
there shall be three members (hereinafter called 
commissioners) of the Atlantic States Marine 
Fisheries Commission (hereinafter called commis- 
sion) from the State of New Jersey. The first 
commissioner from the State of New Jersey shall 
be the president of the Board of Fish and Game 
Commissioners of the State of New Jersey ex 
officio, and the term of any such ex-officio commis- 
sioner shall terminate at the time he ceases to hold 
said office of president of the Board of Fish and 
Game Commissioners and his suecessor as com- 
missioner shall be his successor as president of the 
Board of Fish and Game Commissioners. The 
second commissioner from the State of New Jersey 
shall be a legislator and member of the Commission 
on Interstate Co-operation of the State of New 
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Jersey ex officio, designated by said Commissiou 
on Interstate Co-operation, and the term of any 
such ex-officio commissioner shall terminate at the 
time he ceases to hold said legislative office or said 
office as Commissioner on Interstate Co-operation, 
and his successor as commissioner shall be named 
in like manner.

Vacancies 
occurring in the office of such commissioner from 
any reason or cause shall be filled by appointment 
by the Governor (by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate) for the unexpired term. The 
president of the Board of Fish and Game Commis- 
sioners as ex-officio commissioner may delegate, 
from time to time, to any deputy or other subordi- 
nate in his department or office, the power to be 
present and participate, including voting as his 
representative or substitute at any meeting of or 
hearing by or other proceeding of the commission. 
The terms of each of the initial three members 
shall begin at the date of the appointment of the 
appointive commissioner, provided the said com- 
pact shall then have gone into effect in accordance 
with Article II of the compact; otherwise they shall 
begin upon the date upon which said compact shall 
hecome effective in accordance with said Article IT. 

Any commissioner may be removed from office 
by the Governor upon charges and after a hearing. 

3. There is hereby granted to the commission 
and the commissioners thereof all the powers 
provided for in the said compact and all the powers 
necessary or incidental to the carrying out of said 
compact in every particular. All officers of the 
State of New Jersey are hereby authorized and

In 
event that in any statute the public question to be 
voted upon is so stated as not clearly to set forth 
the true purpose of the matter being voted upon and 

‘ no provision is made in said statute for presenting 
the same in simple language or printing upon the 
ballots a brief statement interpreting the same, 
there may be added on the ballots to be used in 
voting upon the question, a brief statement inter- 
preting the same and setting forth the true pur- 
pose of the matter being voted upon in addition to 
the statement of the public question required by 
the statute itself. 

Determining Such public question, when duly voted upon at 
an election, shall be deemed to be approved when 
that percentage of the legal voters of the State 
or any subdivision thereof as required by the stat- 
ute authorizing the proposal of such _ public 
question shall vote in favor of its adoption. 

aoe rote: For the purpose of this Title it is hereby de- 
clared that the intent and meaning in any such 
statute of the words ‘‘legal voters’’ are persons 
entitled to vote, and who do vote, at the time and

(1) The full name, including middle initials 
if any; in the case of a married woman her 
Christian name shall be entered prefixed by 
the word ‘‘Mrs.’’; in the case of a single 
woman her Christian name shall be prefixed 
by the word ‘‘Miss.’’ 

(2) The place of residence and street ad- 
dress. If the applicant resides in a_ hotel,

such additional information shall be included 
as may be deemed necessary to give the exact 
location of the applicant’s place of residence. 

(3) The applicant’s statement that he is 
twenty-one years of age or over, that he is a 
citizen of the United States and of the State 
of New Jersey, that he will have resided in the 
State of New Jersey for at least one year and 
in the county for at least five months immedi- 
ately preceding the next general election, all 
of which shall be indicated by the word ‘‘yes.”’ 

(4) Whether he is a native-born citizen or 
a citizen by naturalization. 

(5) The name of the municipality and house 
number and street in such municipality from 
which he last registered. 

(6) The signature in person or by mark of 
the applicant. 

(7) Immediately above the space for the 
signature of the applicant shall be printed 
these words: ‘‘I, being duly sworn on oath 
(or affirmation), depose and say (or affirm), 
to the best of my knowledge and belief, that 
the foregoing statements made by me are true 
and correct.’’ 

(8) Date of filling out the blank and the 
signature of the person recording such infor- 
mation and taking such affidavit and the 
authority of the person taking such affidavit. 


Following the above information shall appear 
additional questions to be answered only in the 
event that the applicant is unable to sign his name; 
leaving space above the questions for the words 
‘identification statement’’ followed immediately 
below by the words ‘‘applicant unable to sign 
name.’’ 


(9) What is your full name? 
(10) What is or was your father’s full 
name? 


(11) What is or was your mother’s full 
name? 
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(12) Are you married or single? 

(13) Where did you actually reside im- 
mediately prior to taking up your present 
residence; state floor and character of prem- 
ises? 

(14) Immediately below shall be printed 
these words: ‘‘I, being duly sworn on oath (or 
affirmation), depose and say (or affirm), to the 
best of my knowledge and belief, that the fore- 
going statements made by me are true and 
correct.’ 

(15) Date of filling out the answers, and the 
signature of the person recording such 
answers and taking such affidavit and the 
authority of the person taking such affidavit. 


Immediately to the left of the above permanent 
registration and identification statement shall be 
printed a column approximately two and one-half 
inches wide for subsequent changes in address or 
removals of such applicant from one district to 
another. 

Immediately to the right of the permanent reg- 
istration and identification statement shall be 
printed a form for recording the fact that the reg- 
istered voters have voted. The face of the record 
of voting form shall be ruled to provide for serial 
number, the words ‘‘original voting record’’ on the 
original record of voting form and the words 
‘‘duplicate voting record’’ on the duplicate record 
of voting forms, followed by the name, address and 
the municipality, ward and district of the regis- 
trant at the top of the space. The remainder of the

Title 19 of the Revised Statutes.

1. On or before July first, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and forty-three, the commissioner of regis- 
tration shall have printed on the back of the 
duplicate permanent registration and voting form 
a signature comparison record, which record shall 
have in the left-hand side one-half (144) inch from 
the top, a line upon which the voter when register- 
ing shall place his signature. Directly underneath 
this line shall be printed the words ‘‘sample sig- 
nature.”’ 

The signature comparison record shall be 
printed so as to leave a margin one and one-half 
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(144) inches on the left-hand side for the purpose 
of binding. The remainder of the space shall be 
ruled to provide a record of registrants’ signatures 
as made for comparison purposes before receiving 
a ballot at any election. The form shall be sufficient 
to record such signatures for a period of twenty 
(20) years and shall be subdivided into seven (7) 
columns. 

At the top of the first column at the left-hand side 
shall appear the word ‘‘year.’’ Said column shall 


be approximately three-quarters (*4) of an inch 


wide. 

At the top of the second column shall appear the 
abbreviation for the word ‘‘signature compared 
by.’’ In this column the district election board 
official shall place his initials certifying that he has 
compared the signature of the voter placed in third 
column with the sample signature at the top of the 
signature comparison record. Said column shall 
be approximately one-half (14) inch in width. 

At the top of the third column shall appear the 
word ‘‘primary’’ and directly under each line in 
said column shall be printed the words ‘‘for 
women,’’ ‘‘state Miss or Mrs.’’ Upon the line in 
said column opposite the particular year the voter 
shall place his signature when voting in the pri- 
mary election for the general election in the year 
as stated in the first column. This column shall be 
approximately three and one-fourth (3%) inches 
wide. 

At the top of the fourth column shall appear the 
abbreviation of the words ‘‘signature compared 
by.’’? In this column the district election board 
official shall place his initials certifying that he has 
compared the signature of voter placed in fifth 
column, with the sample signature at the top of the 
signature comparison record. Said column shall 
be approximately one-half (4%) inch in width. 

At the top of the fifth column shall appear the 
word ‘‘general’’ and directly under each line in 
said column shall be printed the words ‘‘for 
women,’’ ‘‘state Miss or Mrs.’’ Upon the line in 
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said column opposite the particular year the voter 
shall place his signature when voting in the gen- 
eral election in the year as stated in the first 
column. This column shall be approximately three 
and one-fourth (344) inches wide. 

At the top of the sixth column shall appear the 
abbreviation of the words ‘‘signature compared 
by.’? In this column the district election board 
official shall place his initials certifying that he has 
compared the signature of voter placed in seventh 
column, with the sample signature at the top of 
the signature comparison record. Said column 
shall be approximately one-half (14) inch in width. 

At the top of the seventh column shall appear 
the words ‘‘any other election’’ and directly under 
each line in said column shall be printed the words 
“for women,’’ ‘‘state Miss or Mrs.’’ Upon the line 
in said column opposite the particular year the 
voter shall place his signature when voting in any 
election other than a primary election for a general 
election or a general election. The signature shall 
be placed on the line opposite the year stated in the 
first column which corresponds with the year dur- 
ing which such other election shall be held. This 
ee shall be three and one-fourth (314) inches 
wide. 

2. At the time the voter registers in addition to 
obtaining the signature on the original and du- 
plicate registration forms the commissioner of 
registration shall also require the registrant to 
sign the signature comparison record on the back 
of the duplicate registration form above the line 
below which are the words ‘‘sample signature.’’

Such clerk 
shall thereupon locate the permanent registration 
binder and voting record and signature comparison 
record of the voter and shall require the voter to 
thereupon sign his name in the proper space on 
his signature comparison record. The voter shall 
sign his name without assistance using black ink 
in the proper column on the signature comparison 
record. Such signature being completed on the 
signature comparison record the member of the 
board having charge of the duplicate permanent 
registration binder shall audibly and publicly an- 
nounce the name of the claimant and if the member 
of the board has ascertained from the duplicate 
permanent registration binder that the claimant 
is registered as a qualified voter and upon com- 
parison the member of the board is satisfied that 
the signature of the claimant and the sample sig- 
nature on the signature copy register has been 
made by one and the same_ person, the 
member of the board shall place in the 
proper column on the duplicate identification 
record the number of the ballot given the voter 
and the member of the board who compared the 
signature of the voter shall place his initials in the 
proper column on the signature comparison record 
signifving that he has made such comparison and 
is satisfied that the signature of the claimant and 
sample signature has been made by one and the 
same person; whereupon the voter shall be eligible 
to receive a ballot.

Aw Act concerning the compensation of the in- 
spector force of the department of motor 
vehicles, and amending section 39 :2-6 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 39:2-6 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39 :2-6. The commissioner shall appoint a chief 
inspector of motor vehicles who shall have prac- 
tical knowledge of the mechanical arrangement and 
capabilities of all kinds of motor vehicles and be 
eapable of passing upon the efficiency of motor 
vehicles and the competency of motor vehicle 
drivers. He shall also appoint as many inspectors 
as may be necessary in detecting violations of this 
subtitle, in obtaining evidence of violations and 
otherwise assisting in the enforcement of this sub- 
title. The commissioner may detail one or more 
of the inspectors to act as deputy chief inspectors. 

The inspectors shall be chosen with special ref- 
erence to their fitness for the work, be required 
to submit themselves to such an examination as 
the board of civil service commissioners may re- 
quire and shall be equipped, at the commissioner’s 
diseretion, with automobiles and other means of 
conveyance. The compensation of the inspectors 
shall be classified and fixed by the board of civil 
service commissioners. 

In accordance with the limits hereinafter pre- 
scribed the compensation of inspectors is hereby 
fixed at a minimum of eighteen hundred dollars 
($1,800.00) per annum and a maximum of twenty- 
nine hundred and forty dollars ($2,940.00) per 
annum; of deputy chief inspectors, at a minimum 
of three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) per annum 
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and a maximum of thirty-six hundred dollars 
($3,600.00) per annum; of the chief inspector, at 
a minimum of thirty-nine hundred dollars ($3,- 
900.00) per annum and a maximum of forty-two 
hundred dollars ($4,200.00) per annum. For each 
year of service after appointment, the minimum 
salary as inspector, deputy chief inspector and 
chief inspector shall be increased at the rate of 
one hundred and twenty dollars ($120.00) until 
the maximum salary is reached. 

The commissioner shall organize the inspector 
force with the chief inspector at its head and shall 
adopt such rules and regulations for its regulation 
as shall appear desirable.

1. The title of ‘‘An act creating the New Jersey 
Defense Council and defining its powers and 
duties,’’ approved December twenty-first, one 
thousand nine hundred and forty, is amended to 
read ‘‘An act creating the New Jersey Defense 
Council and defining its powers and duties and 
prescribing penalties for violations.’’ 

2. Section two of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

2. The State Budget Commissioner shall be the 
chairman of the New Jersey Defense Council. Ten 
members of the New Jersey Defense Council shall 
constitute a quorum and action may be taken by 
the concurring vote of a majority of those present. 
In order to effectuate the purpose of this act, the 
New Jersey Defense Council may authorize its 
chairman to act as its executive officer and may 
delegate to him such of its powers, as may be nec- 
essary or appropriate, to carry on the activities of 
the council between the meetings of said council. 

3. Section five of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

5. The New Jersey Defense Council shall meet 
regularly for the purpose of considering all prob- 
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lems related to national defense. The New Jersey 
Defense Council shall also meet when called so to 
do by the Governor to act upon any matters re- 
ferred to it by the Governor. At each meeting 
the New Jersey Defense Council shall act upon 
recommendations submitted by the various ad- 
visory committees, provided for hereafter. The — 
New Jersey Defense Council shall keep a full and 
detailed record of all activities taken pursuant to 
this act, the act to which this act is an amendment 
and any amendments or supplements thereto, and 
immediately after each meeting, transmit a copy 
of such record and a copy of the minutes of such 
meeting, under the certification of the secretary of

3. The secretary for defense, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Governor, shall appoint such clerical 
and other assistants as may be necessary and shall 
fix their compensation. 

4. It shall be the duty of the secretary for de- 
fense to provide liaison for the Governor with all 
officers, departments, boards, commissions and 
agencies, Federal, State and local, now concerned

such municipality to the purchaser or purchasers 
thereof in pursuanee of such sale or sales, are 
hereby validated and confirmed and shall be con- 
strued in all courts of this State to convey or have 
eonveyed all the right, title and interest of any 
such municipality, of, in and to said lands and 
premises; provided, however, that such sales shall 
have been or shall be confirmed by resolution of the 
governing body of such municipality; and pro- 
vided, further, that this act shall not be deemed to 
validate any defective or invalid assignment of any 
certificate of sale for taxes, assessments or other 
liens of any municipality, or to cure any infirmity 
in any such assignment.

Aw Act concerning banks and trust companies, and 
amending section 17:4-49 of the Revised Stat- 
utes.

1. Section 17:4-49 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


17:4-49. The board of directors of every bank 
and of every trust company shall, from time to 
time, appoint from its members an examining 
committee whose duties shall be to examine the 
condition of the corporation at least once every 
twelve months, or oftener if required by the 
board. Such committee shall, after each exami- 
nation, report to the board forthwith, giving in 
detail all items included in the assets of the corpo- 
ration which the committee has reason to believe 
are not of the value at which they appear on the 
books and records of the corporation, and giving 
the value, in their judgment, of each of such items. 
The board shall cause the report to be recorded in 
the minute books of the corporation. 

The examining committee may, by authority of 
such board of directors, employ certified account- 
ants to assist them in making the examination and 
such certified accountants may use and employ 
their partners or employees who need not be cer- 
tified accountants, or the examining committee 
may, by authority of such board of directors, use 
officers or employees of any other bank or trust 
company organized under the laws of this or any 
other State or officers or employees of any national 
bank doing business in this State or elsewhere, to 
assist them in making the examination, or the ex- 
amining committee may, by authority of such board 
of directors, use, either alone or in conjunction 
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with such officers or employees of such other bank 
or trust company or national bank, any officer or 
officers including the manager of any clearing asso- 
ciation organized and existing in this State of 
which the bank or trust company is a member, to 
assist them in making the examination. The ex- 
amining committee may use the results of the work 
of such accountants, their partners or employees, 
or may use the results of the work of such officers 
or employees of such other bank or trust company 
or national bank, or may use the work of such offi- 
eer or officers of such clearing association done 
either alone or in conjunction with such officers or 
employees of such other bank or trust company or 
national bank, in the preparation of the report of 
the committee to be made to the board, but nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to relieve the 
examining committee from the obligation to deter- 
mine and report upon the value of loans, securities, 
commercial paper and other assets of the corpo- 
ration. 

The Commissioner of Banking and Insurance 
may prescribe regulations governing the scope and 
method of such examination or examinations by the 
examining committee. 

The examining committee shall fix the time of such 
examination or examinations so that one such ex- 
amination shall commence within six months after, 
but not coneurrent with, the last examination by 
the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance.

17:16-1. Hereafter no banking, savings, trust or Restricts 
safe deposit corporation created by any other State banking 
or by any foreign State, kingdom or government "°°" 
or any national banking association created to 
transact business in another State shall transact 
any business in this State except as executor of the 
last will and testament or codicil thereto of a de- 
cedent or except as trustee under the last will and 
testament or codicil thereto of a decedent and then 
only when named therein as such trustee, and not 
unless similar corporations of this State and na- 
tional banking associations created to transact 
business in this State are permitted to transact 
business in the same fiduciary capacities in that 
State, foreign State, kingdom or government; pro- Proviso. 
vided, that every such corporation shall comply 
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with all the requirements of the laws of this State 
applicable to it in doing business herein. 

2. Section 17:16-2 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows:

b. It shall appear by the statement of finan- 
cial condition hereinabove mentioned that the 
corporation or national banking association 1s 
possessed of an actual paid in, well invested 
and unimpaired capital stock of at least one 
hundred thousand dollars ($100,000.00) ;

e. The corporation or national banking asso- 
ciation shall deposit with the commissioner 
such securities as he may prescribe amounting 
to at least thirty thousand dollars ($30,000.00) 
in value, to be held by him in trust for the 
benefit of its creditors within this State, but 
if it shall have and keep a deposit of at least 
one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000.00) in 
eash or securities approved by the commiis- 
sioner, with any department or office of the 
State or country where the corporation is or- 
ganized, or with the Comptroller of the Cur- 
reney of the United States the commissioner 
shall not require the deposit of any securities ;

e. The corporation or national banking as- 
sociation shall have complied with such rules 
and regulations as the Commissioner of Bank- 
ing and Insurance shall have promulgated with 
respect to it transacting business in this State 
and shall have agreed by a duly executed in- 
strument filed in the office of the commissioner 
to comply with such rules and reeulations as 
shall have been or may be promulgated by the 
commissioner with respect to it transacting 
business in this State.

Aw Acr relating to education, and amending sec- 
tion 18:14~-8 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 18:14-8 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18 :14-8. Whenever in any district there are chil- 
dren living remote from any schoolhouse, the board 
of education of the district may make rules and 
contracts for the transportation of such children 
to and from school, including the transportation of 
school children to and from school other than a 
public school, except such school as is operated for 
profit in whole or in part. 

When any school district provides any transpor- 
tation for public school children to and from school, 
transportation from any point in such established 
school route to any other point in such established 
school route shall be supplied to school children 
residing in such school district in going to and from 
school other than a public school, except such 
school as is operated for profit in whole or in part. 

Nothing in this section shall be so construed as 
to prohibit a board of education from making con- 
tracts for the transportation of children to a school 
in an adjoining district when such children are 
transferred to the district by order of the county 
superintendent of schools, or when any children 
shall attend school in a district other than that in 
which they shall reside by virtue of an agreement 
made by the respective boards of education. 

2. This act shall take effect July first, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and forty-one.

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CHAPTER 192 


Aw Act creating a commission to examine, enforce 
and recommend measures to improve the eco- 
nomic, cultural, health and living conditions of 
the urban colored population of the State and 
making an appropriation therefor. 


Be tr enactep by the Senate and General Assein- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There is hereby created a commission to ex- 
amine, report upon and formulate measures to im- 
prove the economic, cultural, health and livine con- 
ditions of the urban colored population of this 
State in order to secure to the urban colored popu- 
lation equal opportunity with the general popu- 
lation thereof for self-support and the economic 
and cultural development to the extent, if any, that 
such opportunity does not now exist. 

2. The commission shall consist of three mem- 
bers, one to be named by the Governor for a term 
of five years, one to be named by the President of 
the Senate for a term of four vears, and one to be 
named by the Speaker of the House of Assembly 
for a term of three years. Vacancies occurring for 
any cause shall be filed for the unexpired term 
only and the members of the commission shall hold 
office until their successors have been selected as 
in this act provided. 

_ 3. Such commission shall seleet a chairman and 
a vice-chairman from its own members and may 
employ counsel and such other assistants as may 
be needed and may fix their compensation 
within the amounts made available by appro- 
priation therefor. Such commission may meet any- 
where in the State, may take testimony, subpcena 
witnesses and require the production of books, ree- 
ords and papers and otherwise have all the powers 
of a legislative committee under the legislative law. 
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4, The members of such commission shall receive 
no compensation for their services, but shall be en- 
titled to their necessary traveling and hotel ex- 
penses incurred in the performance of their duties. 

5. The sum of sixteen thousand dollars ($16,- 
000.00), or so much thereof as may be needed, is 
hereby appropriated from any money in the treas- 
ury, not otherwise appropriated, payable on the 
certificate of the chairman of such commission on 
the warrant and audit of the comptroller. 

6. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 193 


An Acr concerning the superintendent of State 
Police, and amending section 53:1-2 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 


Beir enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 53:1-2 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

53:1-2. Appointment, term, salary and bond of 
superintendent. The superintendent of State 
Police, hereinafter referred to as the superintend- 
ent, shall be appointed by the Governor, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, for a 
term of five years and one hundred days, and shall 
be removable by the Governor after charges have 
been preferred and a hearing granted. 

The superintendent shall receive an annual sal- 
ary of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) unless 
otherwise provided by law, payable monthly, and 
shall, before entering upon the duties of his office, 
give a bond to the State of New Jersey in the sum 
of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000.00) for the 
faithful performance of his duties. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 194 


Aw Act concerning Labor and Workmen’s Com- 
pensation, and amending section 34:15—49 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Be ir enacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 34:15-49 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

34 :15-49. The commissioner, the deputy commis- 
sioners of compensation and the referees, ap- 
pointed pursuant to law, sitting individually or 
together, shall have exclusive original jurisdiction 
of all claims for compensation arising under this 
chapter. The salary of such deputy commissioners 
of compensation shall be eight thousand five hun- 
dred dollars ($8,500.00) per year. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 195 


Aw Act concerning banks and trust companies, and 
amending section 17:4-30 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Br rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 17:4-30 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

17 :4-30. Every bank and every trust company 
shall at all times have on hand in available funds 
an amount equal at least to the aggregate of fifteen 
per centum (15%) of all its immediate liabilities 
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and three per centum (3%) of all its time liabili- 
ties. Four-fifths of this amount of available funds 
may consist of balances due to the bank or trust 
company from good, solvent banks or trust com- 
panies, and the remaining one-fifth shall be held in 
reserve by the bank or trust company in cash on 
hand. Immediate liabilities shall include all de- 
posits payable on demand made by individuals, 
firms or corporations, or by banks or trust com- 
panies, and all items in the nature of claims pay- 
able on demand. Time liabilities shall inelude all 
deposits or claims not due and payable on demand. 
When the available funds of any bank or trust 
company shall be below the aggregate of fifteen 
per centum (15%) of its immediate liabilities and 
three per centum (3%) of its time liabilities the 
bank or trust company shall make no new loans or 
discounts otherwise than by discounting or pur- 
chasing bills of exchange, payable at sight, nor 
make any dividend of its profits, until the required 
proportion between its immediate and time liabili- 
ties and its available funds has been restored. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved June 14, 1941. 


CHAPTER 196 


An Acr respecting hunting while snow is on 
ground, and repealing section 23:4-17 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Beir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 23:4-17 of the Revised Statutes is re- 
pealed. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 197 


An Act to protect the deaf and to create within 
the Department of Labor a division to be known 
as the Division of the Deaf; and to prescribe its 
powers and duties; supplementing Title 34 of 
the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There shall be created in the Department of 
Labor a division to be devoted to the interests of 
the deaf. 

2. The Commissioner of Labor shall appoint a 
competent person to have charge of such division 
of the deaf, who shall be fully conversant with the 
sien language of the deaf as generally accepted, 
and who shall have been a resident of the State for 
at least five years prior to such appointment; such 
appointee to be known as director of the division 
of the deaf, and to be subject to the regular rules 
and regulations of the Department of Labor. 

3. The director of such division shall collect and 
tabulate statistics pertaining to the deaf, their em- 
ployment and welfare; shall ascertain what trades 
or occupations are most suitable for them; shall 
arrange for vocational training when necessary; 
shall endeavor to create new fields of employment 
to which they may adapt themselves, and to place 
them in such various lines of employment; may in- 
vestigate any, and all, charges of discrimination 
against them by certain employers, industries, 
corporations or organizations with whom they 
may seek employment and combat all unfair dis- 
crimination, and shall use his best efforts for the 
general welfare of all the deaf within the State. 
He shall seek the co-opération of all State depart- 
ments, officers and State agencies and minor gov- 
ernmental bodies to the end that deaf persons may 
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be employed in such capacities in the government 
of the State, or any subdivision thereof, as they 
may fill as efficiently as other persons. He shall 
make such reports and recommendations to his 
superior as may be required by law, or otherwise, 
and issue such reports in pamphlet form, or other- 
wise, as may be necessary or desirable to advance 
the best interests of the division and the deaf 
people of the State in general. 

4. The Commissioner of Labor may employ ad- 
ditional assistants, or advisers, for such period as 
he shall consider necessary and at such compensa- 
tion as shall be fixed by him, or otherwise determin- 
able by authority of law, to properly conduct the 
Division of the Deaf. 

5. The director of the Division of the Deaf shall 
receive such compensation as shall be determined 
by the Commissioner of Labor and such actual and 
necessary expenses as shall be incurred in the per- 
formance of their official duties, to be paid in the 
same manner as the compensation and expenses of 
other employees of the Department of Labor. | 

6. The term ‘‘deaf’’ shall include all degrees of 
deafness, regardless of the amount of residual 
hearing possessed. 

7. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 

8. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 198 


An Act concerning liens and encumbrances of the 
State of New Jersey, and amending section 
2:61-4 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 2:61-4 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

2:61-4. On the return of the notice, duly served, 
or on appearance for the State, the suit may pro- 
ceed as in other cases, and a judgment or decree 
therein shall bind the State the same as if it had 


- been made against an individual; and the lien of 


the State, on sale under such judgment or decree, 
shall be cut off and the claim of the State shall be 
made out of the surplus, if any, in the order of 
priority in which the encumbrance of the State 
stands; provided, however, that in any suit to fore- 
close the equity of redemption of a certificate of 
sale for taxes or other municipal liens, there may 
be entered a decree barring and extinguishing any 
lien or encumbrance of the State on the lands de- 
seribed in the bill of complaint, in case (a) no an- 
swer shall be made by the State within the time 
limited by statute or rule of court; or (b) where a 
disclaimer shall be filed by the State; or (c) where 
it shall be determined that the lien of the tax or 
assessment or any part thereof is prior to the hen 
or encumbrance of the State. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 199 


Aw Act to authorize the governing body of any 
municipality to appropriate money in aid of free 
public libraries and reading rooms, and amend- 
ing section 40 :54-85 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br tr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:54-35 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :54-35. The governing body of any municipal- 
ity may appropriate and raise such sum of money, 
not exceeding six thousand dollars ($6,000.00) an- 
nually, as in its Judgment may be deemed neces- 
sary to aid libraries and reading rooms in serving 
any such municipality whether such libraries or 
reading rooms be located in such municipality or 
in an adjoining municipality; provided, the person 
or corporation owning or controlling any library 
and reading room receiving and accepting such aid 
shall keep the same open free to the use of the 
public at such reasonable hours as meet the ap- 
proval of the governing body of such municipality. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 200 


Ayn Act concerning railroads, and amending sec- 
tion 48:12-15 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br ir ENacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 48:12-15 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

48 :12-15. Every railroad company may, by ac- 
tion taken at any meeting of its board of directors, 
sell or exchange all or substantially all of its prop- 
erty and assets, inciuding its franchises, to any 
railroad company of this or any other State which 
sale shall confer all the powers, rights and privi- 
leges heretofore or hereafter conferred by the laws 
of this State upon railroad companies to construct, 
maintain and operate railroads within this State 
upon such terms and conditions and for such con- 
siderations, which may be in whole or in part 
shares of stock or other securities, or both, of any 
other corporation or corporations, as its board of 
directors shall deem expedient and for the best in- 
terest of the company, when and as authorized by 
the affirmative vote of two-thirds in interest of the 
holders of each class of stock having voting powers 
on such proposal given at a stockholders’ meeting 
duly called for that purpose, or when authorized by 
the written consent of two-thirds in interest of the 
holders of each class of stock having voting powers 
on such proposal; provided, that no such sale or 
exchange shall be valid unless approved by the 
Board of Public Utility Commissioners. Notice of 
such meeting or of such consent shall be given to 
all stockholders of record whether or not they shall 
be entitled to vote on such proposal. 

Tf any stockholder shall at such meeting, or 
within twenty days after such meeting, or the re- 
ecipt of notice of such consent, object to such sale 
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or exchange and demand payment for his shares, 
such objecting stockholder or the company may, 
within sixty days after such meeting or the receipt 
of such notice of consent, apply for an appraisal of 
such stock as provided by section 14:12-6 of the 
Title Corporations, General, all of the provisions 
of which section shall in all respects be applicable. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Acr to amend an act entitled ‘‘An act to in- 
corporate the first criminal judicial district in the 
county of Passaic,’? approved Mareh thirtieth, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-one (P. L.

1. All of the county of Passaic, in the State of 
New Jersey, be and the same is hereby established 
and incorporated to be the first criminal judicial 
district of the county of Passaic, and the provi- 
sions of an act entitled ‘‘An act to create criminal 
judicial districts in counties of this State and to 
establish therein criminal courts of record and to 
regulate the jurisdiction, duties and powers of such 
courts,’’? approved March twenty-ninth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty-six, and the various 
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amendments thereof and supplements thereto, and 
the provisions of subtitle seventeen of Title 2 of the 
Revised Statutes, so far as the same may be ap- 
plicable, shall apply to the district hereby estab- 
lished. 

2. ‘‘An act to incorporate the second criminal 
judicial district of the county of Passaic,’’ ap- 
proved March thirtieth, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-one is repealed.

1. Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
there shall be paid to the teachers’ pension and 
annuity fund, by the Treasurer of this State, the 
moneys authorized to be paid pursuant to chapter 
eighty-eight of the laws of one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-eight, chapter one hundred ninety- 
six of the laws of one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-nine, chapter one hundred twenty-two of the 
laws of one thousand nine hundred and forty, chap- 
ter one hundred twenty-three of the laws of one 
thousand nine hundred and forty and chapter one 
hundred twenty-four of the laws of one thousand 
nine hundred and forty. Payment of said moneys 
shall be made in accordance with the provisions of 
the said several acts. -

An Act concerning the Delaware and Raritan 
eanal and making an appropriation to the De- 
partment of Conservation and Development.

1. The Department of Conservation and De- 
velopment shall investigate and study all available 
and feasible plans for the ultimate use or disposal 
of the Delaware and Raritan canal and feeder and 
appurtenances and shall submit a report thereof 
to the one thousand nine hundred and forty-two 
Legislature together with its recommendations as 
to which of such plan or plans would best serve the 
public interest. 

2. In addition to any appropriation made to the 
Department of Conservation and Development in 
the general appropriation bill for 1941-1942, there 
is hereby appropriated to the Department of Con- 
servation and Development out of the general State 
fund the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) 
for the said investigation and study. 

3. In addition to any appropriation made there- 
fore in the general appropriation bill for 1941-1942, 
there is hereby appropriated to the Department 
of Conservation and Development out of the gen- 
eral State fund the sum of thirteen thousand dol- 
lars ($13,000.00) for the maintenance of the Dela- 
ware and Raritan canal.

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CHAPTER 204 


Aw Aot concerning disorderly persons, and supple- 
menting chapter two hundred two of Title 2 of 
the Revised Statutes of New Jersey. 


Br rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any person, not authorized to do so by the 
regulations and conditions prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture of the United States governing 
the food stamp plan, who shall have in his posses- 
sion, or who shall purchase, sell or exchange any 
food stamps, books, book covers or any other in- 
struments or documents relating to food stamps, 
for money, or for any article or articles other than 
those foods authorized by the regulations and con- 
ditions prescribed by the Secretary of Agriculture 
of the United States governing the food stamp 
plan, or for food the value of which is less than 
the face amount of such food stamps, or in any 
other manner in violation of the regulations and 
conditions prescribed by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture of the United States governing the food stamp 
plan, shall be adjudged a disorderly person and 
shall be punished as provided by section 2:205-1 
of this Title. 

2. The word ‘‘person’’ as used herein shall in- 
clude any individual, partnership, corporation or 
association, whether or not such individual, part- 
nership, corporation or association is eligible to 
participate or is participating in the food stamp 
plan. 

: 3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 205 


An Act to improve the condition of tenement 
houses in this State, and to amend sections 
50:1-12, 55:3-6, 55:3-18, 55:3-39, 55:4-9, 
55 :4-10, 55:5-1, 55:5-8, 55:8-12 and 53:10-6 of 
the Revised Statutes. 


Be ir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 55:1-12 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

do :1-12. A ‘‘fireproof tenement house’’ is one 
of which the walls are constructed of brick, stone, 
iron or hard, incombustible material; in which 
there are no wood beams or lintels; in which the 
floors, roofs, stair halls and public halls are built 
entirely of brick, stone, iron or other hard, incom- 
bustible material; and in which no woodwork or 
other inflammable material is used in any of the 
partitions, furrings, unless such furring is made 
fire resistive by chemical treatment, or ceilings; 
but this definition shall not be construed as pro- 
hibiting elsewhere than in the stair halls or en- 
trance halls the use of wooden flooring on top of 
the fireproof floors, or the use of wooden sleepers, 
or as prohibiting wooden handrails and treads, if 
made of hard wood not less than two inches thick. 
All doors and frames, except entrance and vesti- 
bule doors, opening from public or stair halls, shall 
be fireproof or of hard wood at least one and three- 
quarters inches thick. 

2. Section 55:3-6 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

do :3-6. All fire escapes erected after March 
twenty-sixth, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-eight, on any tenement house shall be di- 
rectly accessible through a door or window of a 
private hall within the apartment or of at least one 
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room, other than a bathroom or water-closet com- 
partment, in each apartment at each story above 
the ground floor. Fire escapes may project into 
the public highway or not more than four feet into 
a court not less than one hundred and fifty square 
feet in area. Where fire escapes are placed in a 
court or in a yard, either of which is enclosed on 
all sides there shall be an unobstructed fireproof 
passageway extending in a straight and direct line 
to the street. If, however, one side of the building 
is provided with an outer court extending from 
street to yard, the fireproof passageway from the 
enclosed court may extend to the yard. Such pas- 
sageway shall be not less than three feet wide and 
seven feet high and be constructed with unpierced 
side walls and roof of brick, stone or concrete; such 
passageway may have a metal door, hung so as to 
open outwardly, constructed of grill work. Such 
door shall have no lock but may have a hook placed 
on its inner face. On a corner lot if access to the 
street is through a door or gate in any fence, such 
door or gate must open outward and may be fas- 
tened with a hook or movable bolt but must not 
be locked with a key lock. The inside sill of any 
window providing egress to a fire escape shall be 
not more than three feet above the floor of the 
room. 

3. Section 55:3-18 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

55:3-18. Every tenement house erected after 
April twenty-first, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-one, except those which are constructed with 
a peaked roof, gambrel roof or a roof of a similar 
type, not over three stories in height may have, 
in lieu of such bulkhead, a metal covered scuttle, 
and the space between the ceiling and such scuttle 
shall be completely enclosed. The stairs leading 
to the same shall be placed at an angle not greater 
than sixty degrees. In a fireproof tenement house 
not more than three stories in height and in any 
two-story tenement house an iron ladder may be 
used in lieu of stairs. In every tenement house 
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erected prior to said date, more than two stories 
in height a metal scuttle, readily accessible to all 
tenants at all times, shall be placed in the roof, and 
there shall be a securely fastened iron ladder ex- 
tending from the floor to such seuttle. In every 
tenement house erected prior to said date, having 
a scuttle or in which a scuttle shall be constructed, 
the space between the ceiling and such scuttle shall 
be completely enclosed. 

4. Section 55:3-89 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

do :3-39. Within the fire limits no wooden tene- 
ment houses shall be erected after March twenty- 
fifth, one thousand nine hundred and four, and no 
wooden building so situated and not then used as 
a tenement house shall thereafter be altered or con- 
verted to such use. Outside of the fire limits 
wooden tenement houses not exceeding three sto- 
ries in height, nor more than forty feet in height, 
may be erected; but if three stories in height, shall 
not provide accommodations for, or be occupied by, 
more than eight families in all or more than two 
families on any floor; and if built within three 
feet of any division or party line the side walls 
shall have the spaces between the studding filled 
in solid with brick laid in cement mortar, or other 
approved fireproof material, and in no case shall 
any such side wall, if built partially or entirely of 
frame, be used as a party wall. <A building con- 
verted into a tenement house may have a stud 
party wall provided the space between the studs 
is filled with fireproof material and the studs plas- 
tered over metal lath. All supplementary windows 
in any lot line wall, except street lot line, shall be 
in fireproof frames and glazed with a good quality 
wire glass. 

5. Section 55:4-9 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

55:4-9. No separate tenement house shall be 
erected after March twenty-first, one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-five, upon the rear of any lot 
where there is a tenement house on the front of 
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said lot, nor upon the front of any such lot upon 
the rear of which is a tenement house, except as 
provided in section 55:4-8 of this Title. Where 
a series of tenement houses is to be erected as a 
plot or acreage development the board may grant 
an exception to the provisions of this subtitle if 
there is maintained between each series of tene- 
ment houses an open space equal to the width of a 
street as set forth in subtitle 55:4-1 of this Title. 
The height of the tenement house or houses shall 
also be regulated by the provisions of subtitle 
53 :4-1 of this Title. 

6. Section 55:4-10 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

d0:4-10. When any building is placed on the 
same lot with a tenement house after April twenty- 
first, one thousand nine hundred and thirty; when 
a garage is placed on the same lot with a tenement 
house after such date or when a garage is erected 
within a tenement house or adjoins the rear wall 


_of a tenement house, it shall comply with the fol- 


lowing requirements except as set forth in section 
99 :4-9 of this Title: 

a. When any building is placed on the same lot 
with a tenement house after April twenty-first, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty, there shall be 
always maintained between the said buildings an 
open, unoccupied space extending upward from the 
eround and across the entire width of the lot. 
Where either building is fifty feet or more in 
height, such open space shall, except as herein- 
after provided in this section, be at least twenty- 
four feet from wall to wall; and for every twelve 
feet of increase or fraction thereof in the height of 
such building above fifty feet, such open space shall 
be increased one foot in depth throughout its en- 
tire width, and for every twelve feet of decrease in 
the height of such building below fifty feet the 


_ depth of such open space may be decreased one 


foot; and no building of any kind shall be placed 
upon the same lot as a tenement house after such 
date, so as to decrease the minimum size of courts 
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or yards as prescribed by this subtitle. When such 
building is not more than twelve feet in height and 
is not to be used as a dwelling, the distance between 
the two buildings shall not be less than the yard 
space required for the tenement house. 

Tf any tenement house is erected after such date, 
upon any lot upon which there is already another 
building, it shall comply with all of the provisions 
of this subtitle, and in addition to the space be- 
tween the said building and the said tenement 
house shall be of such size and arranged in such 
manner as is prescribed in this section, the height of 
the highest building on the lot to regulate the di- 
mensions. 

The use to which such other building is put shall 
not be detrimental to the health or safety of the 
occupants of said tenement house and shall be sub- 
ject to the written approval of the board. 

b. The word ‘‘garage’’ wherever occurring in 
this subtitle shall mean a building or any part 
thereof in which there shall be housed or kept self- 
propelled vehicles, or automobiles, containing in- 
flammable liquids for fuel or power. Such a ea- 
rage, if not located with an open space between it 
and the tenement house equal to the yard required 
for the tenement house as set forth elsewhere in 
this subtitle, without any deduction for setback, 
shall be deemed a private garage and shall be of 
masonry construction. Al automobiles or vehicles 
housed or stored in a private garage shall be for 
the use of the tenants of such tenement house. All 
garages shall conform with the several subdivi- 
sions of this subtitle as they may apply. No such 
earage shall be more than one story in heieht nor 
shall it be used for any other purpose than the 
storage of automobiles. Jn no ease shall the num- 
ber of autos housed exceed by twenty-five per 
eentum (25%) of the number of apartments pro- 
vided in the tenement house. 

ce. A private garage, other than frame, one story 
in height, may be placed five feet from the rear 
line of the tenement house if the open unoceupied 
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yard space is equal in square feet to that required 
for a tenement house of that height. Any garage 
hereafter erected with an open space between it 
and the tenement house as set forth in subdivi- 
sion b., the capacity of which exceeds four cars 
shall be of masonry construction. 

d. On a corner lot a private garage may adjoin 
the rear wall of the tenement house if said wall is 
unpierced and the roof of the garage is of fireproof 
construction except where the capacity of the ga- 
rage does not exceed three cars the ceiling of the 
garage may be plastered one-half inch thick with 
cement plaster over approved metal lath. 

e. A private garage may be constructed within 
the basement or cellar or may be attached to the 
rear wall of the tenement house and may extend 
into the yard of said tenement house and to the 
rear line of the lot, provided the roof of this exten- 
sion is of fireproof construction and is not above 
the basement or cellar ceiling. Where the roof of 
such extension is above the level of the adjoining 
yard or yards the entire perimeter of such roof 
shall be protected with an iron railing at least two 
feet six inches high, and the roof of such extension 
shall be used as the yard of the tenement house. 

The ceiling forming the floor of the portion of 
the tenement house above the garage shall be of 
fireproof construction except that where the e¢a- 
pacity of said garage does not exceed three cars 
and also where the required yard is maintained 
in the rear of said garage the ceiling may be plas- 
tered one-half inch thick with cement plaster over 
approved metal lath. All walls separating garage 
from other parts of the tenement house shall be 
of brick at least eight inches thick. Where the 
windows in the tenement house are located imme- 
diately above the roof of the garage such windows 
shall be fireproof and glazed with a good quality 
wire glass. 

Where the driveway to garage is within the tene- 
ment house the ceiling and side walls shall be con- 
structed as required for garages. Entrance from 
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the garage to the cellar of the tenement house may 
be through a vestibule one side of which shall be 
open for its entire width from floor to ceiling facing 
a street, yard, court or vent shaft. 

Where the wall between the tenement house and 
the garage is pierced for steam mains or for any 
other purpose, such opening shall be no larger than 
is necessary for its purpose and all crevices and 
eracks shall be tightly closed with fireproof ma- 
terial. 

No gasoline, oil or other fuel shall be sold, stored 
or handled in any garage but this shall not prevent 
the keeping of such gasoline and oil or other fuel as 
may be actually contained in the tanks of motor 
vehicles kept in such garage. 

Where the area of section of tenement house to 
be used for garage purposes exceeds one thousand 
square feet the garage section shall be sprinklered. 

Garage floors shall be of concrete or equal fire 
resistive and impervious material. 

In no ease shall a garage be connected with the 
house sewer. No stove or forge is to, be permitted 
in any garage. No artificial Heht will be per- 
mitted except incandescent electric light. There 
shall be no pit in any floor. Adequate signs marked 
‘‘no smoking’’ shall be posted in the garage. Self- 
closing metal cans must be used for all wastes, oily 
waste, or wasted oils, and no oily waste shall he 
allowed to remain exposed to the danger of spon- 
tancous combustion. All garages the capacity of 
which exceeds three cars, whether a common ga- 
rage or a battery of garages, which are erected 
within, partly within or attached to a tenement 
house shall be provided with a fire extinguisher of 
at least two and one-half gallon capacity, bearing 
the label of the Fire Underwriters laboratory; 
there shall also be provided at least one pail of 
sand. The fire extinguisher and sand shall be so 
located as to be readily accessible at all times in the 
event of an emergency. Where the capacity of the 
evarage exceeds fifteen cars an additional fire ex- 
tinguisher and pail of sand shall be provided. For

1. No person shall fish with, set, fix, fasten, 
draw, or drift any net of any description whatso- 
ever, from or in the inland tidal waters, bays, coves, 
rivers, or creeks, or in the Atlantic ocean within 
three nautical miles of the coast line, unless he 
shall first have procured a license as hereinafter 
provided so to do, provided, however, that this 
act shall not apply to persons licensed under see- 
tions 23 :38-41, 28 338-47, 23:3-50 and 23 :9-115 of the 
Revised Statutes or under the provisions of ‘‘An 
act for the protection of striped bass, and provid- 
ing’ for the Heensing of nets for taking same, and 
repealing section 28:5-5, and amending: section 
23:9-8 of the Revised Statutes, inconsistent here- 
with,’? approved June fourteenth, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-eight (P. L. 1938, ¢. 318). 

2, A person intending to take fish with a net in 
the waters aforesaid shall apply to the Board of 
Fish and Game Commissioners for a license there- 
for, and the board upon receipt of the application 
and the fee hereinafter prescribed, may in its dis- 
eretion issue licenses for the taking of fish with 
nets, as follows: 

(a) Set nets, or parallel nets, not less than two 
and one-half mehes stretched mesh while being 
fished, and not to exceed 140 fathoms in lenetth, 
whether singly or attached. Fee ten dollars 
($10.00). 
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(b) Haul seines, not less than three inches 
stretched mesh while being fished, and not to exceed 
140 fathoms in leneth, whether singly or attached. 
Fee ten dollars ($10.00). 

(ec) Fykes, with or without wines and leaders, 
and wines and leaders, where emploved shall not 
exceed fifteen fathoms in length, and no part of net 
or wings or leaders to be less than two and one- 
half inches stretched mesh while being fished. Tee 
three dollars ($38.00). 


(d) Drifting gill nets, the smallest mesh of which | 


shall be five inches while being fished, and the 
length of which net shall not exceed fifty fathoms. 
Fee ten dollars ($10.00). 

(e) Gill nets, staked at one or both ends, the 
smallest mesh of which shall be five inches while 
being fished in the open season for striped bass 
and three inches stretched mesh during the open 
season for netting herring, and in neither case shall 
the net exceed thirty fathoms in length. Fee one 
dollar ($1.00). 

(f) Shad nets, either staked or drifting, the 
smallest mesh of which shall be three inches while 
being fished, and no part of which net, if staked, 
shall extend inshore to a less depth of water than 
two feet. Fee ten dollars ($10.00). 

3. Licensed nets shall hereafter be fished only 


between the following dates in each and every vear. 


for which a license has been granted in accordance 
with this act: 

Set nets, or parallel nets: From October first 
until June fifteenth. 

Haul seines, for herring: From March first un- 
til June fifteenth. 

Haul seines, for other species: From November 
first until February twenty-eighth. 

Fykes: From October first until June fifteenth. 

Staked gill nets: From November first until 
February twenty-eighth. _ 

Drifting gill nets: From March fifteenth until 
November first. 
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Shad nets: 
fifteenth. 

No person shall use a hauling seine drawn be- 
neath the ice. 

do. No net of whatever description shall be fixed, 
set, hauled, drifted or staked, or lifted between the 
hours of twelve noon on any Saturday and twelve 
midnight on the following Sunday, but this section 
shall not apply to nets commonly used for the pur- 
pose of taking crabs or bait fish. 

6. All persons licensed to operate a net or nets 
in waters under the jurisdiction of this State shall 
keep, on forms furnished by the board, accurate 
written records which shall include the number and 
weight and the species of all fish taken with such 
net or nets during the year for which such license 
was issued, the amount of the proceeds derived 
from the sale of the fish caught, the cost of the 
equipment employed in the fishing operations, and, 
upon failure to file such report on or before the 
thirty-first day of January following the voiding 
date of his last license, any license granted under 
this act may be revoked by the board after notice 
and hearing, and no future license to net shall be 
issued until the provisions of this section shall be 
complied with to the satisfaction of the board. 

7. No person shall willfully cut, break, mutilate 
or otherwise damage any net licensed under this 
act, and no person shall lift, haul or take from any 
net so licensed any fish without the permission of 
the owner of the net, provided, however, that any 
game warden, deputy game warden, game pro- 
tector or game commissioner may seize fish from 
any net for the purpose of evidence if it shall ap- 
pear that the net is being illegally operated in open 
or closed season. 

8. No person not a bona fide resident of this 
State shall be granted a license to operate a net 
or nets, and, any person not a bona fide resident of 
this State who shall fish with, set, haul or drift or 
stake a net of whatever description in any of the 
coastal or inland tidal waters, bays, coves, rivers 


From March fifteenth until June 
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or creeks in this State shall be liable to the penalty 
hereinafter provided for violations of the various 
sections of this act, together with the forfeiture of 
all nets, boats, or other apparatus used or in use at 
the time of the commission of the violation. 

9, Any person or persons who shall by threat, 
menace or force, or in any manner attempt to deter 
or prevent any warden or other person authorized 
to make arrests for violation of the fish and game 
laws of this State, from enforcing or carrying into 
effect any of the provisions of this act, or who shall 
resist arrest or the seizure of boats, nets or other 
apparatus illegally used, shall be subject to the 
same penalty as is provided for violations of the 
various sections of this act. 

10. Any person who shall counterfeit net tags, 
steal or damage the net tags of another, or who 
shall loan or transfer a net tag or net tags to any 
other person for fishing a net, shall be liable to the 
same penalty as is provided for violations of the 
various sections of this act. 

11. This act shall apply and be in effect in all the 
coastal waters, inland tidal waters, bays, coves, 
rivers and creeks in all that area north of Cape 
May point to the junction of this State with the 
border line of New York State on the Hudson river, 
but shall not apply to the Delaware bay or Dela- 
ware river in the area west and north of Cape May 
point. 

12. Any person, or persons, or company, or cor- 
poration, violating any section of this act, shall 
upon conviction before any magistrate having ju- 
risdiction to try cases for violation of the State 
Fish and Game Laws of New Jersey, be liable to 
a penalty of fifty dollars ($50.00) for each offense, 
together with forfeiture of nets, licenses, boats or 
other apparatus used in the act complained of, and 
no license to net shall be granted to a convicted 
offender until, and unless, the Board of Fish and 
Game Commissioners, after a hearing, shall author- 
ize reinstatement of any license revoked by court 
order.

The petition shall contain all the facts and cireum- 
stances of the claim or question to be compromised, 
settled or adjusted and shall be accompanied by a 
copy of the writine containing the terms and con- 
ditions of the proposed compromise, settlement or 
adjustment as executed by the claimant or debtor 
and the exceutor, administrator, administrator pen- 
dente lite or trustee.

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CHAPTER 213 


Aw Act to authorize housing authorities to under- 


take the development or administration of proj- 


ects to assure the availability of safe and sani- 
tary dwellings for persons engaged in national 


defense activities who would not otherwise be 


able to secure such dwellings within the vicinity 
thereof; to limit the initiation of the develop- 
ment of such projects until December thirty-first, 
one thousand nine hundred and forty-three; to 
authorize housing authorities to co-operate with 
or act as agent of the Federal Government in the 
development and administration of such projects 
of the Federal Government; to acquire or lease 
such projects and to sell certain projects to the 
Federal Government; to authorize public bodies 
to assist such projects of housing authorities and 
of the Federal Government; to make obligations 
issued for such projects of housing authorities 
legal investments; and to declare valid all bonds, 
notes and obligations of housing authorities is- 
sued for projects heretofore undertaken to assure 
the availability of safe and sanitary dwellings for 
persons engaged in national defense activities. 


Be tr enactepD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Declaration of policy. It is hereby found and 
declared that the State’s participation in the na- 
tional defense program involves large increases in 
the naval and military forces and personnel in this 
State, a great increase in the number of workers 
in already established manufacturing centers and 
the bringing of a large number of workers and their 
families to new centers of defense industries in the 
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State; that there is an alarming shortage of safe 
and sanitary dwellings available to such persons 
and their families which impedes this State’s par- 
ticipation in the national defense program; that it 
is vitally important and necessary that action be 
taken immediately to provide housing for such per- 
sons to enable the rapid expansion of national de- 
fense activities in this State and to avoid a large 
labor turnover in national defense industries which 


_ would seriously hamper their production; that the

aforesaid existing shortage of safe and sanitary 
housing and the overcrowding that results from 
this condition seriously affect and endanger the 
health, safety and morals of the public; that the 
provisions hereinafter enacted are necessary to 
provide such housing which otherwise would not be 
provided at this time; and that such provisions are 
for the public use and purpose of facilitating this 
State’s participation in the national defense pro- 
gram. 

2. Development and administration. A housing 
authority created pursuant to the local housing an- 
thorities law (Laws of 1938, Chapter 19, as 
amended by Laws of 1938, Chapter 210, R. S. 
55:14A, and any amendments thereto) may with 
the financial aid of the Federal Government, or as 
agent for the Federal Government, as hereafter 
provided undertake the development and adminis- 
tration of projects to assure the availability of safe 
and sanitary dwellings for persons engaged in na- 
tional defense activities whom the housing author- 
ity determines would not otherwise be able to se- 
eure safe and sanitary dwellings, but no housing 
authority shall initiate the development of any such 
project pursuant to this act after December thirty- 
first, one thousand nine hundred and forty-three. 
In the ownership, development or administration 
of such projects the housing authority shall have 
all the rights, powers, privileges and immunities 
that such authority has under the local housing au- 
thorities law relating slum clearance and hous- 
ing projects for persons of low income in the same 
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manner as though all such provisions of law ap- 
pleable to slum clearance and housing projects for 
persons of low income were applicable to projects 
developed or administered to assure the availability 
of safe and sanitary dwellings for persons engaged 
in national defense activities as provided in this 
act; provided, that during the period (herein called 
the ‘‘National Defense Period’’) that a housing 
authority finds that within its authorized area of 
operation, or any part thereof, there is an acute 
shortage of safe and sanitary dwellings which im- 
pedes the national defense program in this State 
and that the necessary safe and sanitary dwellings 
would not otherwise be provided when needed for 
persons engaged in national defense activities, any 
project developed or administered by such housing 
authority in such area pursuant to this act (when 
acting as agent for the Federal Government or 
otherwise) shall not be subject to the rental and 
tenant selection limitations provided in the local 
housing authorities law; and provided, further, that 
during the national defense period, a housing au- 
thority may make payments in such amounts as it 
finds necessary or desirable for any facilities, 
works, services, privileges or improvements fur- 
nished for or in connection with any such projects, 
except that payment for the products furnished or 
the services rendered by public utilities, as public 
utilities are defined by section 48 :2—13 of the Title, 
Public Utilities, shall be at rates not lower than 
the applicable rates which have been fixed as pre- 
scribed by law. After the national defense period, 
any such projects owned and administered by a 
housing authority shall be administered for the 
purposes and in accordance with the provisions of 
the local housing authorities law. 

3. Arrangements with Federal Government. A 
housing authority may exercise anyor all of its pow- 
ers for the purpose of co-operating with, or acting’ 
as agent for, the Federal Government in the devel- 
opment or administration of projects by the Federal 
Government to assure the availability of safe and 
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sanitary dwellings for persons engaged in national 
defense activities and may undertake the develop- 
ment or administration of any such project for the 
I‘ederal Government. In order to assure the avail- 
ability of safe and sanitary housing for persons 
engaged in national defense activities, a housing au- 
thority may sell or lease (in whole or in part) to 
the Federal Government, any housing project de- 
veloped for persons of low income but not yet oceu- 
pied by such persons; such sale or lease shall be at 
such price and upon such terms as the housing au- 
thority shall prescribe, and any such sale shall 
include provision for the satisfaction of all debts 
and liabilities of the housing authority relating to 
such project. Housing authorities are authorized 
to do any and all things necessary or desirable to 
secure the financial aid of the Federal Government, 
or to co-operate with or act as agent of the Federal 
Government, in the expeditious development and 
the administration of projects to assure the avail- 
ability when needed of safe and sanitary dwellings 
for persons engaged in national defense activities. 

4. Co-operation with Federal Government. Any 
municipality or other public body shall have the 
rights and powers to co-operate with housing au- 
thorities, or with the Federal Government, with 
respect to the development or administration of 
projects to assure the availability of safe and sani- 
tary dwellings for persons engaged in national de- 
fense activities that such municipality or other 
public body has for the purpose of assisting the de- 
velopment or administration of slum clearance or 
housing projects for persons of low income. 

5. Legal investments. Bonds or other obligations 
issued by a housing authority for a project de- 
veloped or administered pursuant to this act shall 
be legal investments to the same extent and for the 
same persons, institutions, associations, corpora- 
tions, bodies and officers as bonds or other obliga- 
tions issued pursuant to the local housing authori- 
ties law for the development of a slum clearance or 
housing project for persons of low income. 
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6. Validation. All bonds, notes, contracts, agree- 
ments and obligations of housing authorities here- 
tofore issued or entered into relating to financing 
or undertaking (including co-operating with or 
acting as agent of the Federal Government in) the 
development or administration of any project to 
assure the availability of safe and sanitary dwell- 
ings for persons engaged in national defense activi- 
ties, are hereby validated and declared legal in all 
respects, notwithstanding any defect or irregular- 
ity therein or any want of statutory authority. 

7. Powers of housing autherities. This act shall 
constitute an independent authorization for a hous- 
ing authority to undertake (with the financial aid 
of the Federal Government, or as agent for the 
Federal Government) the development or adminis- 
tration of projects to assure the availability of 
safe and sanitary dwellings for persons engaged 
in national defense activities as provided in this 
act and for a housing authority to co-operate with, 
or act as agent for, the Federal Government in the 


development or administration of similar projects 


by the Federal Government. In acting under this 
authorization, a housing authority shall not be sub- 
ject to any limitations, restrictions or requirements 
of other laws (except those relating to land acqui- 
sition) prescribing the procedure or action to be 
taken in the development or administration of any 
public works, including slum clearance and hous- 
ing projects for persons of low income or under- 
takings of projects of municipal or public corpora- 
tions or political subdivisions or agencies of the 
State. A housing authority may do any and all 
things necessary or desirable to co-operate with, or 
act as agent for, the Federal Government, or to 
secure financial aid, in the expeditious development 
or in the administration of projects to assure the 
availability of safe and sanitary dwellings for per- 
sons engaged in national defense activities and to 
effectuate the purposes of this act. 

8. Definitions. (a) ‘‘Persons engaged in national 
defense activities,’? as used in this act, shall in- 
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clude: enlisted men in the military and naval serv- 
ices of the United States and employees of the War 
and Navy Departments assigned to duty at military 
or naval reservations, posts or bases, and workers 
engaged or to be engaged in industries connected 
with and essential to the national defense program; 
and shall include the families of the aforesaid per- 
sons who are living with them. 

(b) ‘‘Persons of low income,’’ as used in this 
act, shall mean persons or families who are in the 
lowest income group and who cannot afford to pay 
enough to cause private enterprise in their locality 
to build or furnish an adequate supply of decent, 
safe and sanitary dwellings so as to enable them, 
without financial assistance, to live in such dwell- 
ings, without overcrowding. 

(c) ‘‘Development,’’ as used in this act, shall 
mean any and all undertakings necessary for the 
planning, land acquisition, demolition, financing, 
construction or equipment in connection with a 
project (including the negotiation or award of con- 
tracts therefor), and shall include the acquisition of 
any project (in whole or in part) from the Federal 
Government. 

(d) ‘‘Administration,’’ as used in this act, shall 
mean any and all undertakings necessary for man- 
agement, operation or maintenance, in connection 
with any project, and shall inelude the leasing of 
any project (in whole or in part) from the Federal 
Government. 

(e) ‘*Federal Government,’’ as used in this act, 
shall mean the United States of America or any 
agency or instrumentality, corporate or otherwise, 
of the United States of America. 

(f) The development of a project shall be 
deemed to be ‘‘initiated,’’ within the meaning of 
this act, if a housing authority has issued any 
bonds, notes or other obligations with respect to 
financing the development of such project of the 
housing authority, or has contracted with the Fed- 
eral Government with respect to the exercise of 
powers hereunder in the development of such proj- 
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ect of the Federal Government for which an alloca- 
tion of funds has been made prior to December 
thirty-first, one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
three. 

(¢) ‘‘Housing authority,’’ as used in this act, 
shall mean any housing authority established or 
hereafter established pursuant to the local housing 
authorities law (laws of 1938, chapter 19, as 
amended by laws of 1938, chapter 210; and laws of 
1938, chapter 21; and any additional amendments 
thereto). 

9. Construction. The powers conferred by this 
act shall be in addition and supplemental to the 
powers conferred by any other law, and nothing 
contained herein shall be construed as limiting any 
other powers of a housing authority; provided, 
however, that no housing authority shall have 
power or authority to construct any public utility 
plant, system, service or facility which would be 
competitive with any existing public utility, as pub- 
lie utility is defined by section 48:2-13 of the Title, 
Public Utilities. 

10. Severability. If any part of this chapter, 
article or section of the Revised Statutes, or any 
provision thereof shall be declared or be uncon- 
stitutional, invalid or inoperative, in whole or in 
part, by a court of competent jurisdiction, such 
chapter, article of section or provision shall, to the 
extent that it is not unconstitutional, invalid or in- 
operative, be enforced and effectuated, and no such 
determination shall be deemed to invalidate or 
make ineffectual the remaining chapters, articles, 
sections or provisions. 

11. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 214 


Aw Act to permit of the payment of a pension to 
the widow of any bookbinder employed by the 
board of chosen freeholders of any county of the 
second class, who shall have died while still in the 
employ of said board, after twenty years or more 
of employment. 


Br rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The board of chosen freeholders of any county 
of the second class may, in its discretion, adopt a 
resolution providing for the payment of a pen- 
sion to the widow of any county bookbinder, which 
bookbinder shall have been employed by said county 
for twenty years and whose death shall have oc- 
curred while still in the employ of said county. 
Such widow shall receive from the county, during 
the term of her natural life, or as long as she re- 
mains unmarried, an annual pension equal to one- 
third of the annual salary paid to her husband at 
the time of his death. The pension shall be paid 
in equal monthly installments by the county treas- 
urer, out of county funds when so directed by the 
board of chosen freeholders of the county. 

2. A widow entitled to a pension under this ar- 
ticle may apply therefor to the board of chosen 
freeholders of the county. Upon proof satisfactory 
to the board of the facts entitling her to the pen- 
sion, the board may fix the amount of the pension to 
be so paid as well as the date when the same be- 
comes effective. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Acr to authorize the borough of Verona, in the 


county of Essex, to pay a pension to Mayor 
David H. Slayback. 


Wuersas, David H. Slayback, mayor of the bor- 
ough of Verona, in the county of Essex, has 
served faithfully as councilman of the borough 
for five years and as mayor of the borough from 
one thousand nine hundred and fourteen to one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty and from one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-four to date 
and is still serving, but has indicated a desire to 
retire on account of serious illness; and 


Wuerras, During all of this period of time said 
David H. Slayback has rendered faithful, loyal 
and efficient services to the borough of Verona 
in all his duties; and . 


Wuereas, Most of said services have been rendered 
without compensation until in recent years the 
modest salary of one thousand two hundred dol- 
lars ($1,200.00) was provided; and 


Wuereas, The borough of Verona, in the county of 
Essex, does not have in force and effect any pen- 
sion that would inure to the benefit of said David 
H. Slayback; therefore, 


Be rt enwactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. That the borough of Verona, in the county of 
Essex, is hereby authorized to grant and empow- 
ered to pay to said David H. Slayback for the 
remainder of his natural life a pension to be effec- 
tive beginning on the date of his retirement, in 
such sum as the governing body of said borough of 
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Verona shall, in its discretion, deem advisable and 
just, which pension shall be paid in semimonthly 
installments. 

2. Said borough of Verona shall provide in its 
annual budget after date of such retirement for 
the payment to said David H. Slayback of the 
aforementioned pension and from the date of his 
retirement from active duty until adoption of its 
next annual budget may pay such pension as the 
governing body may decide upon from any funds 
available therefor. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 216 


Aw Act providing for and regulating tenure of 
office or position of county detectives or county 
investigators employed in the office of prosecutor 
of the pleas in counties of the fourth class. 


Be rr enwacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All persons holding office or position as county 
detective or county investigator employed in the 
office of prosecutor of the pleas of counties of the 
fourth class who have devoted full time to the 
duties of their office for a period of three continn- 
ous years, and who prior to appointment to such 
positions had served for at least five continuous 
vears immediately preceding their appointment as 
county detective or county investigator in the New 
Jersey State Police Force, and who had been either 
furloughed from such force or honorably dis- 
charged from such force, shall have and enjoy ten- 
ure of office and service. 
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2. No such person having and enjoying tenure 
of office or position and service shall be suspended 
or discharged, nor shall their compensation be 
decreased from the sum they are receiving at the 
time of the passage of this act, except upon a sworn 
complaint of inefficiency or misbehavior, and after 
a fair and impartial hearing before the judge of 
the court of common pleas of such county. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 217 


Aw Acr authorizing the State House Commission 
to sell certain lands belonging to the State of 
New Jersey in the town of Kearny in the county 
of Hudson, to the Wilson-Gugelman Post No. 
1302, Department of New Jersey, Veterans of 
Foreign Wars of the United States. 


Br it enacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 
1. The State House Commission, acting for, on 
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is hereby authorized and empowered to sell to the 
Wilson-Gugelman Post No. 1302, Department of 
New Jersey, Veterans of Foreign Wars of the 
United States, the members of which consist of 
veterans who served overseas on foreign soil in the 
United States Armed Forces of the first World 
War, certain lands and premises situate, lying and 
being in the town of Kearny, county of Hudson and 
State of New Jersey, more particularly described 
as follows, starting at a point on the east side 
of Belgrove drive 200 feet north of Bergen avenue 
from thence running (1) north 100 feet along Bel- 
grove drive, thence (2) east 199 feet more or less 


and. 
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to the west side of Brighton avenue, thence (3) 
south and along the west side of Brighton avenue 
100 feet, and thence (4) west 199 feet more or less - 
to the east side of Belgrove drive the point or place 
of beginning. 

2. Such sale shall be executed in the name of the 
State by the said State House Commission at the 
sale price of one hundred dollars ($100.00). This 
sale is actuated by the desire of the Wilson-Gugel- 
man Post to erect thereon a suitable memorial to 
those who gave their services to their country and 
who in the declining years of their lives may enjoy 
the peace and contentment of this memorial home. 
Upon any attempt to assign, sell or use this prop- 
erty for any purpose inconsistent with the provi- 
sions herein expressed or upon the loss of the char- 
ter of the said Wilson-Gugelman Post No. 1302, the 
title shall revert to the State. Such sale shall be 
conditioned upon the approval by the Department 
of Institutions and Agencies of the plans for the 
proposed memorial, which said plans shall be sub- 
mitted by the Wilson-Gugelman Post No. 1302 to 
the said department. 

3. The remaining terms, conditions and provi- 
sions of said deed shall be determined by the State 
House Commission, not inconsistent with the pro- 
visions hereof. 

4. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed.

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CHAPTER 218 


Ayn Act to prevent and punish the unauthorized 
use, exhibition or display of the Great Seal of 
the State of New Jersey. 


Br rt enwactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any person, other than a person holding an of- 
fice, position or employment in the executive, legis- 
lative or judicial departments of the State of New 
Jersey acting within the scope of official duty or 
privilege, the Governor, or a member of the Legis- 
lature or the judiciary of the State of New Jer- 
sey, who shall use, exhibit or display the Great 
Seal of the State of New Jersey, in whole or in 
part, without first having secured written authori- 
zation so to do from the Secretary of State, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

2. This act shall not apply to the use, exhibition, 
or display of the Great Seal of the State of New 
Jersey, in whole or in part, pursuant to chapter 
one hundred thirty-six of the laws of one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-nine or other express stat- 
utory authority. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 219 


An Act concerning tuberculosis, and supplement- 
ing chapter nine of Title 30 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Br tr unactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In addition to the powers now vested in the 
board of managers or the committee of the board 
of chosen freeholders, as the case may be, in all 
counties where there now is, or shall hereafter be 
established, a county hospital for tuberculosis un- 
der the control of board of managers, or a com- 
mittee of the board of chosen freeholders, any such 
board or committee is hereby authorized in its 
discretion to enter into contracts, from time to 
time, with the management of schools, public or 
otherwise, located in the county, for the use of 
hospital equipment, materials and services neces- 
sary to examine the pupils attending such schools 
to determine the presence or absence of active or 
communicable tuberculosis in any such pupils, and 
providing for the financial reimbursement by such 
management to such board or committee for such 
equipment, materials and services. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately

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CHAPTER 220 


An Act providing for the retirement of certain 
prison officers of this State and providing a pen- 
sion for such retired prison officers and their de- 
pendents. 


Be rt enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Hereafter, any such prison officer, as herein- 
after set forth, who shall have served in the em- 
ploy of the State of New Jersey continuously, or in 
the aggregate, for a period of twenty years, and 
who shall have attained the age of fifty-five (55) 
years, shall, upon his own application, be retired 
on half pay. 

2. For the purpose of this act, the words ‘‘ prison 
officer’’ mean and include any prison officer, re- 
formatory officer, farmer guard, disciplinarian, 
identification prison officer, center keeper, marshal, 
superintendent, chief deputy, head farmer, herd- 
man, truck farmer, commissary officer, and any uni- 
formed officer that has custody of inmates in any 
State penal institution who received his appoint- 
ment as a custodial officer. 

3. In the event that any such prison officer, who, 
having paid into the fund the full amount of his 
annual assessments or contributions, shall die as 
result of injuries or illness received or incurred 
in the performance of his duties; or in the event 
that such prison officer shall have served in the 
employ of the State in the aggregate for twenty 
(20) years, and who has paid into the fund the 
full amount of his annual assessments or contribu- 
tions, shall die from causes other than injuries or 
illness received or incurred in the performance of 
his duties; or in the event that any such prison 
officer shall have been retired and pensioned under 
the provisions of this act and shall have continued 
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to pay into the fund the full amount of his annual 
assessments or contributions based on his retire- 
ment pay after his retirement and until his death, 
and shall die; then and in each of such events, but 
subject to the limitations hereinafter provided, a 
pension in an amount equal to one-half of the sal- 
ary received by such prison officer at the time of 
his death, and in those cases where an employee 
shall have been retired and pensioned previous 
thereto, one-half of the salary received by said em- 
ployee at the time of his retirement shall be paid to 
the widow, children under the age of sixteen years, 
or dependent parents, as the case may be; provided, 
however, that the pension so paid shall not exceed 
the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) an- 
nually; and provided, further, that no pension shall 
be paid to any widow if she was married to her de- 
ceased husband after the date of his retirement and 
hereafter after he shall have arrived at the age of 
fifty-five years. The pension as aforesaid shall be 
paid to the widow during her natural life and so 
long as she shall remain unmarried. In the event 
that there shall be no widow surviving said em- 
ployee, or no widow qualified to take under this act, 
or in the event that the said widow shall subse- 
quently die, or remarry, and said employee shall 
have left him surviving minor children under the 
age of sixteen years, then and in such event pay- 
ments to said minor children under the age of six- 
teen years shall be made as follows: If there be but 
one child the sum of twenty-five dollars ($25.00) 
shall be paid to such child monthly until he or she 
shall arrive at the age of sixteen years; if there are 
two children, each shall be paid twenty-five dollars 
($25.00) monthly until he or she shall reach the age 
of sixteen years: if there are three or more chil- 
dren, the aforesaid pension equal in amount to 
one-half of the salary received by such prison offi- 
cer at the time of his death or retirement, but not 
exceeding in the aggregate one thousand dollars 
($1,000.00) annually, shall be paid to such children 
who have not attained the age of sixteen years, 
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in equal shares, but in no event shall any one of 
such children receive more than the sum of twenty- 
five dollars ($25.00) monthly. In the event that 
there is no widow and no children under the age of 
sixteen vears, at the time of the death of such 
prison officer, then such pension shall be paid to 
the dependent parent, or parents, if any, of such 
deceased prison officer. 

4. In the event of the death of any such prison 
officer who shall die from causes other than in- 
juries or illness received or ineurred in the per- 
formance of his duties and who was not previously 
retired or pensioned, and who has paid into the 
fund the full amount of his assessments or contri- 
butions and who shall have served in the employ 
of the State for five years, then and in such event, 
twenty-five per centum (25%) per annum of the 
pension aforesaid which would have been paid if 
the deceased officer had served in the State for 
twenty years shall be paid to the surviving widow, 
minor children, or dependent parents, as the case 
may be; and for each additional year of such serv- 
ice thereafter, the proportionate amount of the 
pension to be paid to the surviving widow, minor 
child, or children, or dependent parents, as the case 
mav be, shall be increased to the extent of five per 
centum (5%) over and above the twenty-five per 
eentum (25%) per annum aforesaid for each addi- 
tional vear of service up to and including twenty 
years, 

5. All such retirements are to be made and pen- 
sions allowed by the pension commission herein- 
after created. : 

6. Any such prison officer who shall have re- 
ceived permanent disability in the performance of 
his duty, shall, upon the certificate of a physician 
designated for that purpose by the pension. com- 
mission, be retired on a pension equal to one-half 
of his salary at the time of his retirement. Where, 
however, any such prison officer shall desire to re- 
tire hy reason of injury or disease, such prison 

officer shal] make application in writing to the pen- 
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sion commission for such retirement; whereupon 
the pension commission shall call to their assist- 
ance the aid of a regularly licensed and practicing 
surgeon or physician, and the person making the 
application may likewise call to his aid a regularly 
licensed and practicing surgeon or physician. The 
president of the pension commission is authorized 
to administer oaths to said surgeons, physicians, or 
other persons called in respect to the matter before 
the commission. The commission shall determine, 
by resolution, whether said person is entitled to the 
benefits of this act. In the event that the two sur- 
geons, or physicians so called as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, fail to agree upon the physical condition of 
the applicant, then the pension commission may 
call a third and disinterested licensed and practic- 
ing surgeon or physician and the determination of 
the majority of said three surgeons or physicians, 
who shall be first duly sworn, shall be reduced to 
writing and signed by them, and the pension com- 
mission shall consider same in reaching their de- 
cision. 


7. For the purpose of payine the pensions, a 
fund shall be created as follows: 


(a) There shall be deducted from every pay- 
ment of salary to a prison officer benefited by 
this act, four per centum (4%) of the amount 
thereof and, if any prison officer shall, after 
January fifteenth, one thousand nine hundred 
and forty-two, enter the services of the State 
after reaching the age of thirty-five (35) years, 
such percentage shall be increased to such an 
amount as shall be determined by the pension 
commission to correspond to the risk arising 
by the age of such prison officer. 

(b) That the State shall pay into said fund 
yearly an amount equal to five per centum 
(5%) of the total salaries paid to the said 
prison officers who shall benefit by this act, 
which amount shall be submitted to the Legis- 
lature yearly by the pension commission. The 
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Legislature shall make an appropriation suffi- 
cient to provide for such obligation of the 
State ; 

(c) There shall be added to sueh fund all 
fines imposed upon any such prison officer, all 
money donated to the fund, all monevs de- 
ducted from the salary of such prison officers 
because of absence or loss of time due to sus- 
pension, and one-half of all rewards paid for 
any purpose to such prison officers ; 

(d) If there shall not be sufficient money in 
the fund so created, the Legislature shall in- 
elude in any appropriation bill a sum sufficient 
to meet the requirements of the fund for the 
time being; 

(e) All pensions granted under this article 
shall be exempt from any State or municipal 
tax, levy and sale, garnishment or attachment, 
or any other process whatsoever, and shall be 
unassignable. 


8. If anv such prison officer shall die within five 
vears from the passage of this act and his widow, 
minor children or dependent parents, as the ease 
may be, shall not be entitled to the pension here- 
under, and if such prison officer shall have continu- 
ously paid his annual assessments or contributions 
up to the time of his death, the annual contribu- 
tions or assessments deducted from the salary of 
such employee shall be returned by the pension 
commission to the personal representative of such 
deceased prison officer; provided, however, that if 
any such prison officer shall be killed in the line 
of duty within the five years from the passage 
of this act, the pension commission may, in its 
diseretion, set aside a yearly sum, other than the 
total annual contributions or assessments paid by 
such employee into the pension fund, for the sup- 
port of his widow, minor children or dependent 
parents, but in no event shall the amount so set 
aside by the pension commission exceed the sum 
of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) per annum. 
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9. If any such prison officer shall be suspended, 
resigned, dropped or discharged from his employ- 
ment after having paid the aforesaid assessments 
for a period over one year, and whose suspension 
or discharge shall continue for a period longer 
than two vears, he shall be entitled to the return 
of such moneys as he shall have paid into such 
pension fund by reason of the assessments afore- 
said, but such person shall not thereafter be eligible 
for a pension under this act unless upon a re- 
employment by the State he shall repay to sueh 
fund the amount of any rebate made to him. The 
obligation to refund payments made to the pen- 
slon association shall not apply to any pension 
officer suspended or discharged for causes which 
bar him from eligibility to reappointment under 
the civil service rules. No other refund of assess- 
ments collected from the salaries of such pension 
officers shall be made. 

10. No person who shall receive any pension 
under anv other law of this State shall be entitled 
to receive the benefits of this act. 

11. If anv prison officer of this State shall de- 
cline to accept the provisions of this act, he shall, 
within thirty days after the passage of this act, 
notify the pension commission in writing of the 
fact that he does not desire to be bound by the pro- 
visions thereof and in such event no payments or 
deductions as aforesaid shall be made from the 
salary of such prison officer, but neither such 
prison officer nor any of his dependents shall re- 
ceive any pension under the provisions of this act. 

12. For the general administration and responsi- 
bility for the proper operation of this pension fund, 
there is hereby established a pension commission, 
which shall be known as the Prison Officers Pension 
Commission. Said commission shall consist of the 
following members: 


(a) The Governor of the State of New Jer- 


sey; 
(b) The Treasurer of the State of New Jer- 


sey; 
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(c) The Budget Commissioner of the State 
of New Jersey; 

(d) Three prison officers who shall be nomi- 
nated and elected at a meeting of the prison 
officers held on the second Tuesday of July 
every second year. Their term of office shall be 
for two years commencing the third Tuesday in 
July following their election; 

(e) A citizen of the State who holds no 
office under such State, who shall be selected 
by the other six members of the commission 
and shall hold office for the term of one vear. 


In case of a vacancy for any cause, the commis- 
sion may fill such vacancy until the next election. 

The commission shall hold its annual meeting 
on the third Tuesday in July in each year and elect 
its president and such other officers as it deems 
advisable. The commission shall also, at such 
meetings, elect a secretary from, or outside of, the 
prison officers, whose compensation the commis- 
sion shall have power to fix. 

All retirements shall be made and pensions al- 
lowed under this act by this commission. 

13. The said pension commission shall have con- 
trol and management of said fund and of the retire- 
meut of said prison officers, and they are hereby 
empowered to make all necessary rules and regnu- 
lations regarding the same not inconsistent with 
this act. All moneys belonging to said pension 
fund shall be received and paid over to the Treas- 
urer of the State of New Jersey, whose official bond 
shall cover the same. All moneys paid out of such 
pension fund shall be paid by the said treasurer 
upon warrants signed by the president and seere- 
tarv of said pension commission, or such other 
officers as the pension commission shall designate. 

14. Said pension commission shall deposit such 
fund in any of the banks or trust companies of the 
State, and shall invest the same in bonds secured 
by first mortgages on improved property worth at 
least twice the amount loaned, or in bonds of the 
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United States or of this State, or any city or county 
in this State. All income, interest or dividend 
which shall be paid or agreed to be paid on account 
of any loan or deposit shall belong to and consti- 
tute a part of said fund. 

15. The president and secretary shall, on behalf 
of the said pension commission, execute any and 
all releases, acquittances, receipts or discharges 
of any and all written evidences of indebtedness 
to said pension commission. 

16. The pension commission shall make an an- 
nual report of the conditions of such fund and the 
manner in which same is invested. 

17. If any pension officer shall become incapaci- 
tated from or shall lose his life in the performance 
or commission of any unlawful act which would 
warrant his dismissal from the employ of the State, 
no pension shall be paid to such employee or to his 
widow, his children, or dependent parents. 

18. This article shall not be construed to effect 
in any manner any pension fund organized on or 
created under any law prior on July fourth, one 
thousand nine hundred and forty-one, or any pen- 
sion association or corporation organized or exist- 
ing under a law existing on July fourth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and forty-one, or any of the 
members thereof. 

19. Any employee of the State, eligible for mem- 
bership in the prison officers pension fund, who, at 
the time of joining said prison officers pension 
fund, was a member of the State Retirement Sys- 
tem, may, upon application, of which ten days’ 
notice shall be given, receive, upon demand, the 
amount of his payments made to said State Re- 
tirement System, without interest and without 
prejudice to any benefit to which he may be entitled 
under anv other law. 

20. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 

21. This act shall take effect July fourth, one 
thousand nine hundred and forty-one.

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CHAPTER 221 


Aw Act to provide for the retirement on pension 
of municipal recorders, and amending sections 
43 12-50 and 43 :12-51 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br tr pnacteo by the Senate and General Assein- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 43:12-50 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43:12-50. A recorder in any municipality who 
shall have been for twenty-five years continuously 
in public office or position in the municipality and 
reached the age of sixty years shall, upon his own 
request, be retired from service by the body, board, 
or officer having power to appoint his suecessor in 
case of vacancy. 


2. Section 48:12-51 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43 :12-51. A person so retired shall receive, dur- 
ing his natural life, a pension of such sum as the 
body or board, by resolution, determines, but not 
less than six hundred dollars ($600.00) per vear. 
The pension shall be paid in the same manner and 
installments as the salary of the retiring recorder 
was theretofore payable in twelve equal monthly 
installments. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 222 


Aw Act making an appropriation of ten thousand 
dollars ($10,000.00) to the Commission on His- 
toric Sites for the acquisition and maintenance 
of the ‘‘Boudinot Home’’ on Fast Jersey street, 
Klizabeth, New Jersey. 


Brrr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There is hereby appropriated out of the gen- 
eral fund of the State to the Commission on His- 
toric Sites the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,- 
000.00) for the acquisition and maintenance of the 
‘‘Boudinot Home’’ located on Hast Jersey street, 
Elizabeth, New Jersey. 

2. The money hereby appropriated shall be paid 
by the treasurer out of the general funds of the 
State to the Commission on Historie Sites and by 
them used for the above purpose, and said sum 
may be used in conjunction with any other grants, 
whether of a State, Federal or private nature. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 223 


Aw Act creating a commission for participation by 
the State of New Jersey in the National Conven- 
tion of the American Legion to be held in the city 
of Atlantic City, in the year one thousand nine 
hundred and forty-two, and making an appro- 
priation therefor. 


Ber ir enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


Wuerras, The holding of a national convention of 
the American Legion in Atlantie City, New Jer- 
sey, will afford the State of New Jersey an excel- 
lent opportunity to advertise and publicize to 
thousands of people from all forty-eight States 
the outstanding advantages and attractions of 
this State, including its desirable homes, reerca- 
tion areas, industrial plants and farm products, 
and will also receive great financial advantages 
from the many delegates and thousands of visi- 
tors who will attend said convention, and enjoy 
New Jersey’s highways and hospitality; there- 
fore, 


1. The Governor of this State is hereby author- 
ized and empowered, and he shall, within fifteen 
days after the National Convention of the Ameri- 
can Legion selects the city of Atlantic City as the 
place of holding its national convention, in the vear 
one thousand nine hundred and forty-two, appoint 
a commission of five persons, residents of this 
State. 


2. Such commission shall organize by the selec- 
tion of a chairman and secretary from among its 
members and is authorized to select such assist- 
ants as may be necessary to carry into effect the 
provisions of this act. The commission is further 
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authorized to make rules and regulations to govern 
its deliberations. The commission shall represent 
the State of New Jersey at said convention to be 
held in the city of Atlantic City, and shall provide 
for a military and other display and entertainment 
to fittingly advertise and publicize the State of New 
Jersey. 

3. The members of the commission shall receive 
no compensation, but shall be entitled to their 
actual and necessary expenses. 

4. For the purpose of carrying into effect the 
provisions of this act, there is hereby appropriated 
the sum of fiftv thousand dollars ($50,000.00), or 
so much thereof as may be necessary, which sum 
shall be disbursed by the State Treasurer on war- 
rant of the Comptroller of the Treasury, upon 
vouchers submitted and approved by the Governor 
and the chairman of the commission. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 224 


An Acr eoncerning the production of prisoners 
confined in pena] or correctional institutions in 
this State before courts of the United States or 
of other States, for prosecution for crimes or as 
witnesses in criminal cases. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Upon the issuance of a writ by any court of 
competent jurisdiction of the United States or of 
another State, requiring the production before it 
of any prisoner or inmate of a penal or correc- 
tional institution in the State of New Jersey, as a 
witness in a criminal case or for prosecution as a 
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defendant charged with crime, the keeper or per- 
son in charge of such institution, with the consent 
and approval of the Attorney-General, upon such 
conditions as the Attorney-General shall prescribe, 
shall produce or cause to be produced the inmate 
or prisoner according to the requirements of said 
writ. The Attorney-General shall require the re- 
turn of the prisoner or inmate to the institution 
from which taken, immediately upon the conelu- 
sion of such prosecution or testimony, and shall 
require the authorities of the demanding jurisdic- 
tion to pay or indemnify the keeper or person in 
charge of such institution for all expenses incurred. 
He shall decline to honor such writs when in his 
opinion the same would not be in the furtherance 
of justice. 

2. This act shal] take effect immediately. 

Approved June 24, 1941. 


CHAPTER 225 


An Acr concerning the establishment and admin- 
istration of unemployment compensation, provid- 
ing for the levy and collection of contributions 
therefor, providing penalties and making appro- 
priations, and amending section 43:21-13 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacteo by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 43:21-13 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43:21-13. (a) Special fund. There is hereby 
created in the State treasury a special fund to be 
known as the unemployment compensation admin- 
istration fund. All moneys which are deposited 
or paid into this fund as hereby appropriated and 
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nade available to the commission. All moneys in 
this fund shall be expended solely for the purpose 
of defraying the cost of the administration of this 
chapter, and for no other purpose whatsoever. 
The fund shall consist of all moneys appropriated 
by this State, and all moneys received from the 
United States of America, or any agency thereof, 
including the Social Security Board, the Railroad 
Retirement Board, and the United States Employ- 
ment Service, or from any other source, for such 
purpose, except that moneys received from the 
Railroad Retirement Board as compensation for 
services or facilities supplied to said board shall be 
paid into this fund or the employment service 
account thereof, on the same basis as expenditures 
are made for such services or facilities from such 
fund and account. All moneys in this fund received 
from the Social Seeurity Board under Title ITI of 
the Social Security Act shall be expended solely for 
the purposes, and in the amounts, found necessary 
by the Social Security Board for the proper and 
efficient administration of this chapter. All moneys 
in this fund shall be deposited, administered, and 
disbursed, in the same manner and under the same 
conditions and requirements as is provided by law 
for other special funds in the State treasury. Any 
balances in this fund shall not lapse at any time, 
but shall be continuously available to the commis- 
sion for expenditure consistent with this chapter. 
The State Treasurer shall give a separate and 
additional bond conditioned upon the faithful per- 
formance of his duties in connection with the un- 
employment compensation administration fund in 
an amount to be fixed by the commission and in 
a form preseribed by law or approved by the 
Attornev-General. The premiums for such bond and 
the premiums for the bond given by the treasurer 
of the unemployment compensation fund under sec- 
tion 43:21-9 of this Title shall be paid from the 
moneys in the unemplovment compensation admin- 
istration fund. 
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(b) Employment service account. A special ‘‘em- 
ployment service account’’ shall be maintained as 
a part of the unemployment compensation admin- 
istration fund for the purpose of maintaining the 
public employment offices established pursuant to 
section 43:21-12 of this Title and for the purpose 
of co-operating with the United States Employ- 
ment Service. There is hereby appropriated to 
this account the balance of any sum previously 
appropriated to the employment service, and such 
additional sum as to equal sixty-five thousand dol- 
lars ($65,000.00) for the remainder of the fiscal 
year ending June thirtieth, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-seven. The Governor shall fix and 
determine and state in his annual budget message 
a sum sufficient to pay the estimated amount of the 
State’s net share of the cost of the employment 
service as provided in this chapter. The Legisla- 
ture shall include the amount so determined and 
stated in the annual appropriation bill. In addi- 
tion, there shall be paid into such account the 
moneys designated in subsection (b) of section 
43:21-12 of this Title, and such moneys as are 
apportioned for the purposes of this account from 
any moneys received by this State under Title TIT 
of the Social Seeurity Act, as amended. 

(c) Reimbursement of fund. If any moneys re- 
ceived after June thirtieth, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and forty-one, from the Social Security Board 
under Title IIT of the Social Security Act, or any 
unencumbered balances in the unemployment com- 
pensation administration fund as of that date, or 
any moneys granted after that date to this State 
pursuant to the provisions of the Wagner-Peyser 
Act, or any moneys made available by this State 
or its political subdivisions and matched by such 
moneys granted to this State pursuant to the pro- 
visions of the Wagner-Peyser Act, are found by 
the Social Security Board, because of any action 
or contingency, to have been lost or been expended 
for purposes other than, or in amounts in excess 
of, those found necessary by the Social Security 
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Board for the proper administration of this chap- 
ter, it is the policy of this State that such moneys 
shall be replaced by moneys appropriated for such 
purpose from the general funds of this State to 
the unemployment compensation administration 
fund for expenditure as provided in subsection (a) 
of this section. Upon receipt of notice of such 
a finding by the Social Security Board, the com- 
mission shall promptly report the amount required 
for such replacement to the Governor, and the 
Governor shall, at the earliest opportunity, submit 
to the Legislature a request for the appropriation 
of such amount. This subsection shall not be con- 
strued to relieve this State of its obligation with 
respect to funds received prior to July first, one 
thousand nine hundred and forty-one, pursuant to 
the provisions of Title III of the Social Security 
Act. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 227 


Aw Acr concerning control, regulation and protec- 
tion of cemeteries, and supplementing chapter 
three of Title 8 of the Revised Statutes.

1. Any cemetery association now duly organized 
and having been in existence for the past ten years 
successively, and owning lands not in excess of 
one hundred twenty-five acres, now lawfully used 
for cemetery purposes, situated in any township 
with a population of more than twenty-five thon- 
sand inhabitants in any county not of the first 
class, May acquire, at public sale from said town- 
ship, additional lands bordering, adjoining, or con- 
tiguous to the property of the said cemetery asso- 
ciation, to an extent of not more than one hundred 
twenty-five acres, and may use, and it shall be 
lawful for such association to use such newly ac- 
quired lands for cemetery purposes without other 
or further permit, consent or approval; provided, 
however, that the said lands acquired from the said 
township shall not be exempt from taxes unless 
and until they are in actual use for cemetery pur- 
poses; and provided, further, that it shall not be 
lawful to so use such bordering, adjoining or con- 
tiguous lands for such cemetery purposes until the 
president and the secretary or other duly author- 
ized officers of such cemetery association shall 
make a written certificate that it is proposed and 
intended by such cemetery association to so use 
such newly acquired lands as is herein provided, 
sign their names and affix the seal of such associa- 
tion thereto, and duly acknowledge the same before 
an officer authorized by law to take proof and 
acknowledgment of conveyances, which certificate 
shall state the corporate name of the association 
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and the date of the taking of such action, and which 
certificate shall be accompanied by or annexed to 
a deseriptive map of the whole of said lands now 
so used and the land proposed and intended to be 
so used, and eause said certificate and such de- 
scriptive map to be filed in the office of the clerk 
of the township wherein such lands are situate, a 
copy of which certificate and map shall also be filed 
in the office of the State Board of Health. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

as may deemed reasonable by such county park 
commission; provided, however, that such county 
park commission shall not sell more than two acres 
of land within the established limits of any one 
park under its control, which land shall have been 
separated from the main body of any park by the 
construction of a county or State highway; pro- 
vided, further, that the powers and authority con- 
ferred by this act shall cease on and after January 
first, one thousand nine hundred and forty-three.

Aw Act concerning alcoholic beverages, and amend- 
ing section 33:1-12.1 of the Revised Statutes of 
the State of New Jersey. 


Be rr enactenp by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 33:1-12.1 of the Revised Statutes of 
the State of New Jersey, be and the same is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

83:1-12.1. Class C licenses; qualifications of 
stock owners. 

No class C license shall be issued to any corpora- 
tion, except for premises operated as a bona fide 
hotel, unless each owner, directly or indirectly, of 
more than ten per centum (10%) of its stock quali- 
fies in all respects as an individual applicant, any- 
thing to the contrary contained in this chapter not- 
withstanding. This section shall not apply to the 
renewal of any license. This section shall not pre- 
vent the issuance of a class C license to a corpora- 
tion for a business conducted or to be conducted by 
the corporation, as a tenant, at any airport owned 
or operated by the Federal, State, county or munic- 
ipal government.

4. No money shall be drawn from the treasury 
except for objects as hereinabove specifically ap- 
propriated, and except such sums as may be re- 
quired to refund amounts credited to the State 
Treasurer which do not represent State revenues, 
and except such sums which are by law devoted 
to specific purposes, namely, State school tax, De- 
partment of Agriculture receipts pursuant to R.S. 
4:10-9, United States appropriation to Agricul- 
tural College, taxes for the use of taxing districts 
in this State, Grade Crossing Elimination Fund, 
appropriated Emergency Relief Funds, Forest 
Fire Fund, Forest Nursery Fund, Forest Land 
Fund, Workmen’s Compensation Tax Fund, Educa- 
tional Aid Fund, 18387 Surplus Revenue Fund in- 
come, State Police Retirement Fund, Clerk in 
Chancery Enrollment Fund, unclaimed accounts 
of patients and prisoners in State institutions, Un- 
employment Compensation Commission, Compen- 
sation awards, Billboard Regulation Fund, the ex- 
penses of enforcing the provisions of chapter one 
hundred sixty-three, laws of one thousand nine

13:8-9; moneys received by the Quartermaster- 
General under the provisions of article three, chap- 
ter 2-388 of R. S.; nor shall this act apply to moneys 
appropriated by joint resolution of the Legislature 
where such moneys have been set apart by the State 
Comptroller.

Aw Act relating to the sale by municipalities of 
certificates of tax sale held by such municipali- 
ties. . 


Brrr ewactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. In addition to any method now provided by 
law the governing body of any municipality may 
sell any certificate of tax sale held by such munici- 
pality by one of the following methods, but such 
sale shall not affect or impair any municipal lien 
subsequent to the certificate of tax sale: 

(a) At public sale to the highest bidder. Such 
publie sale shall be held after public notice of the 
time and place of sale, stating the description of 
the several lots and parcels of land covered by the 
certificate of sale and the name of the owner of the 
land as contained in the collector’s list, together 
with the total amount required for redemption in- 
eluding all subsequent municipal liens with interest 
and costs, and stating in substance that the respec- 
tive certificates of sale, not including any municipal 
lien subsequent thereto, will be sold to the highest 
bidder at said public sale, subject to confirma- 
tion by the governing body at its next regular meet- 
ing after the sale. Copies of the notice shall be 
set up in five of the most public places in the munic- 
ipality and a copy of the notice shall be published 
in a newspaper circulating in the municipality once 
in each of two calendar weeks preceding the ecal- 
endar week containing the day appointed for the 
sale. When the owner’s name appears in the list 
and his post-office address is known, the collector 
shall mail to him at that address, postage prepaid, 
a copy of the notice, but failure to mail the notice 
shall not invalidate any proceeding hereunder. 
Such public sale may be adjourned once for a pe- 
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riod not exceeding one week without readvertis- 
ing’; or 
Receiving (b) The governing body may from time to time 
determine by resolution the certificates of tax sale 
held by such municipality which such municipal- 
ity will agree to sell for an amount lower than 
the amount due on each such certificate of tax 
sale. After such determination the municipality 
shall give public notice set up in five of the most 
public places in such municipality, stating the de- 
scription of the several lots and parcels of land 
covered by such certificate of sale and the name of 
the owner of the land as contained in the collector’s 
list, together with the total amount required for 
redemption including all subsequent municipal liens 
with interest and costs, and stating in substance 
that the municipality will receive bids for any such 
certificate of sale, not including any municipal liens 
subsequent thereto, even though such bid be less 
than the amount due on such certificate of tax sale. 
Upon the receipt of any bid for any such certificate 
of sale, not including any municipal liens subse- 
quent thereof, which the governing body may be 
inclined to accept, the governing body shall give 
public notice setting forth the amount of the bid 
for the certificate of sale, not including any munic- 
ipal liens subsequent thereto, the description of 
the several lots and parcels of land covered by 
such certificate of sale, the name of the owner of the 
land as contained in the collector’s list, and also 
the total amount which would otherwise be re- 
quired for redemption, and stating in substance 
that the governing body will accept or reject such 
bid at a regular meeting of the governing body and 
setting forth the place, time and date of such reg- 
ular meeting. A copy of this last-mentioned public 
notice shall be set up in five of the most public 
places in the municipality and a copy of the same 
shall be published in a newspaper circulating in the 
municipality at least once in the week preceding 
the date set for the regular meeting of the gov- 
erning body at which meeting such bid will be 
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passed upon. When the owner’s name appears in 
the list and his post-office address is known, the 
collector shall mail to him at that address, postage 
prepaid, a copy of this last-mentioned notice, but 
failure to mail the notice shall not invalidate any 
proceeding hereunder. At the regular meeting of 
the governing body, as contained in said notice, 
the governing body may accept or reject any such 
bid as contained in such notice or may at such 
meeting accept or reject any higher bid which may 
then be made for said certificate of sale, not in- 
cluding any municipal liens subsequent thereto, by 
any person. .

Aw Act concerning persons in charge of public 
water systems and sewage disposal or treatment 
plants, and supplementing article five of chapter 
eleven of Title 58 of the Revised Statutes. 


Bsr rr exactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. No person now or hereafter licensed under 
the provisions of article five of chapter eleven of 
Title 58 of the Revised Statutes, having direct gen- 
eral charge of the operation and maintenance of 
public water systems or sewage disposal or treat- 
ment plants after five years’ consecutive service 
in any such position shall be removed from his posi- 
tion or subjected to a reduction of salary except 
for good cause and after a public hearing. In 
computing such five years” service the time served 
before the passage of this act shall be included, 
as well as time served after the passage hereof, 
The public board, officer or commission having 
power of appointment of any such person or hav- 
ing the power to appoint a suecessor of any such 
person whom it is sought to remove or whose sal- 
ary it is sought to reduce, shall formulate or receive 
charges, in writing, against such person and shall 
fix a time and a place for a hearing thereon. A 
written copy of the charges and a written notice 
of the time and place of the hearing shall be served 
upon the person sought to be removed at least five 


days prior to the hearing. At the hearing the pub- 


lic board, officer or commission shall hear all wit- 
nesses and receive all evidence produced and if the 
charges are found to be true in fact and just cause 
be shown, the public board, officer or commission 
may remove or reduce the salary of the person 
against whom charges are made. 
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2. The purpose of this act is to prevent the un- 
warranted removal or reduction of salary without 
just cause of the individual who is now or shall 
hereafter be directly responsible for and in direct 
charge of the maintenance and operation of public 
water systems and sewage disposal or treatment 
plants. This act shall not, however, affect any 
public officer whose term of office is now or shall 
hereafter be fixed by statute. 

3. This act shall not apply to private corpora- 
tions engaged in selling water to the public, either 
at wholesale or retail or to private corporations 
owning and operating public sewage disposal or 
treatment plants. 

4, All acts or parts of acts inconsistent. with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed.

may assign, convey, sell, mortgage and lease or 
devise such interest, estate or right as he may 
have therein, free and clear of the right or estate 
of dower or curtesy, and a deed, release, receipt, 
assignment, discharge or covenant heretofore or 
hereafter made for such purpose shall, when duly 
executed and acknowledged in the manner provided 
by law for the record of deeds of real estate, re- 
lease and bar all right or estate of dower or curtesy 
therein of the person so declared to be dead.

An Act concerning municipalities, and amending 
section 40 :56-3 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr EnactTeD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:56-3 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :56-3. The governing body of a municipality 
may undertake any improvement mentioned in this 
chapter at the request of a number of petition- 
ers who shall agree to pay the cost of the improve- 
ment and all expenses incidental thereto, and any 
other charge imposed by the governing body. The 
petitioners shall file with the governing body a 
statement showing the improvement desired, the 
real estate owned by each of them, and the pro- 
portion of cost each is willing to pay. The state- 
ment shall be verified by each of the petitioners 
and, before any such work or improvement is com- 
menced, the petitioners shall enter into bond with 
sufficient surety to the municipality in double the 
amount of the cost of the improvement as esti- 
mated by the engineer of the municipality condi- 
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tioned for the prompt payment of the cost of the 
improvement and all expenses incidental thereto 
and charges imposed. The governing body may 
require further security for such payment as it 
may deem advisable, and when so secured may pro- 
ceed to make the improvement. Upon the comple- 
tion thereof the governing body shall determine the 
cost and expense thereof and cause the same to be 
collected from the petitioners. 

Whenever an owner of land in this State is desir- 
ous of improving same by the installation of utili- 
ties, sidewalks, curbs, street paving and any other 
improvement and the municipality wherein the land 
is located desires assurance of completion of such 
improvement, such municipality is hereby author- 
ized to accept a cash deposit from said owner, 
conditioned upon the completion of said improve- 
ment or improvements to the satisfaction of, and 
within the time set by the governing body of such 
municipality. Upon such completion, the munic- 
ipality shall return said cash deposit to the owner 
of said land. Upon failure to complete to the satis- 
faction of the municipality, the municipality may 
complete said improvement or improvements, using 
the monies so deposited, or so much thereof as is 
necessary for such purpose, returning the balance 
of said deposit, if any, to the owner of such land so 
improved. Such cash deposit shall be used for no 
other purpose. The municipality is further author- 
ized to enter into such contracts, stipulations or 
agreements with said owner as are necessary and 
proper to carry out the purpose of this act. 

Nothing in this act contained shall prevent a 
municipality from accepting bonds or other surety 
under like circumstances, and nothing herein shall 
be construed to, in any way, limit the powers of a 
municipality as they now exist, it being intended 
that the authority herein granted is supplementary 
and in addition to rights and powers presently pos- 
sessed by municipalities.

Aw Act concerning exemptions from taxation, and 
amending section 54:4-3.6 of the Revised Stat- 
utes.

1. Section 54:4-3.6 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


54 :4-3.6. The following property shall be exempt 
from taxation under this chapter: All buildings 
actually used for colleges, schools, academies or 
seminaries; all buildings actually used for histori- 
eal societies, associations or exhibitions, when 
owned by the State, county or any political subdivi- 
sion thereof; all buildings actually and exclusively 
used for public libraries, religious worship or asy- 
lum or schools for feeble-minded or idiotic persons 
and children; all buildings used exclusively by any 
association or corporation formed for the purpose 
and actually engaged in the work of preventing 
cruelty to animals; all buildings actually and ex- 
clusively used and owned by volunteer first-aid 
squads, which squads are or shall be incorporated 
as associations not for pecuniary profit; all build- 
ings actually and exclusively used in the work of 
associations and corporations organized exclusively 
for the moral and mental improvement of men, 
women and children, or for religious, charitable 
or hospital purposes, or for one or more of such 
purposes; all buildings owned or held by an asso- 
ciation or corporation created for the purpose of 
holding the title to such buildings as are actually 
and exclusively used in the work of two or more 
associations or corporations organized exclusively 
for the moral and mental improvement of men, 
women and children; the building actually occupied 
as a parsonage by the officiating clergymen of any 
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religious corporation of this State, to an amount 
not exceeding five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) ; the 
land whereon any of the buildings hereinbefore 
mentioned are erected, and which may be necessary 
for the fair enjoyment thereof, and which is de- 
voted to the purposes above-mentioned and to no 
other purpose and does not exceed five acres in 
extent; the furniture and personal property in said 
buildings if used in and devoted to the purposes 
above-mentioned; provided, in case of all the fore- 
going, the buildings, or the lands on which they 
stand, or the associations, corporations or institu- 
tions using and occupying them as aforesaid, are 
not conducted for profit, except that the exemption 
of the buildings and lands used for charitable, be- 
nevolent or religious purposes shall extend to cases 
where the charitable, benevolent or religious work 
therein carried on is supported partly by fees and 
charges received from or on behalf of beneficiaries 
using or oceupying the building; provided, the 
building is wholly controlled by and the entire in- 
come therefrom is used for said charitable, be- 
nevolent or religious purposes. The foregoing 
exemptions, shall apply only where the association, 
corporation or institution claiming the exemption 
owns the property in question and is incorporated 
or organized under the laws of this State and au- 
thorized to carry out the purposes on account of 
which the exemption is claimed.

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CHAPTER 244 


Aw Act limiting the size of sturgeon that may be 


taken from the Hudson river and prohibiting the 
possession and sale of sturgeon below that size. 


Brit enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. No person shall catch and take or attempt to 
eatch and take from the waters of the Hudson 
river, New York harbor and Sandy Hook bay in 
any manner whatsoever any sturgeon less than 
twenty inches for short-nosed sturgeon and forty- 
two inches for sea sturgeon in length. Any stur- 
geon of a less length which may be caught must be 
returned immediately to the water. 

2. Possession or sale of sturgeon of a less length 
than that here prescribed is hereby prohibited. 

3. The term sturgeon includes those fish com- 
monly known as pelican and pinkster. 

4. Any person who shall violate any of the provi- 
sions of this act shall be subject to a fine of ten dol- 
lars ($10.00) for each and every fish so caught and 
had in possession.

of Cape May and State of New Jersey, described 
as follows:

1. Section 10:1-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

10:1-1. The right of citizens of this State to hold 
office or employment shall be coextensive with their 
right to vote, shall be equal as to all citizens and 
shall not be denied or abridged on account of sex 
or marital status.

(a) The name of the corporation which shall 
include the words ‘‘credit union’’ and no name 
shall be assumed which is already in use by 
another existing credit union of this State or 
so similar thereto as to lead to uncertainty or 
confusion ; 

(b) The location (municipality, street and 
number, if number there be) of its office and 
the name and post-office address of the regis- 
tered agent in charge thereof and upon whom 
process against the corporation may be served; 

(c) The object for which the corporation is 
formed, which shall be to operate as a credit 
union under the provisions of this act; 

(d) The group to which membership shall be 
limited ; 

(e) The name and post-office address of each 
of the proposed members who shall be at least 
thirty in number and the number of shares 
subscribed by each; 

(f) The par value of the shares of the cor- 
poration, which shall be five dollars ($5.00) 
each; 
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(2) The period, if any, limited for the dur- 
ation of the corporation; 

(h) Any other provision not inconsistent 
with this act or with the laws of the State of 
New Jersey for the regulation of the business 
and conduct of the affairs of the corporation 
and any provision creating, defining, limiting 
or regulating the powers of the corporation, 
its directors, officers and members. 


And said certificate of incorporation shall be 
proved or acknowledged as required for deeds of 
real estate and shall be recorded in a book to be 
kept for that purpose in the office of the clerk of the 
county where the office of such corporation shall 
be established and for recording such certificate of 
incorporation there shall be paid to the clerk of 
the county the fee as provided for in section 22 :2-19

annual salaries as follows: 


a. In counties of the first class, not less than 
twenty-five hundred ($2,500.00) nor more than 
three thousand ($3,000.00) dollars; 

b. In counties having between ninety thou- 
sand (90,000) and three hundred and fifty 
thousand (850,000) inhabitants, not less than 
fifteen hundred ($1,500.00) nor more than 
twenty-five hundred ($2,500.00) dollars; 

ce. In counties having between forty-five 
thousand (45,000) and ninety thousand (90,- 
000) inhabitants, twelve hundred ($1,200.00) 
dollars; 

d. In counties having between twenty-five 
thousand (25,000) and forty-five thousand 
(45,000) inhabitants, six hundred ($600.00) 
dollars; and 

e. In counties having less than twenty-five 
thousand (25,000) inhabitants, four hundred 
and fifty ($450.00) dollars. 


The amounts of the salaries herein provided for 
shall be fixed, at any time during the term of office 
of any such sergeant-at-arms, by the governing 
body of any municipality in which a city district 
court is located and in judicial district courts by 
the board of chosen freeholders of the respective 
counties in which such judicial district courts are 
located, and shall be paid semimonthly by the cities 
in which the city district courts are located and 
by the treasurer of the counties in which the ju- 
dicial district courts are located. 

This section shall not affect district courts in 
cities of the second class having more than one 
hundred and thirty-five thousand (135,000) inhab- 
itants; nor shall anything in this section be con- 
strued to empower any person or body to decrease 
the salary of any sergeant-at-arms.

ce. ‘‘Juvenile’’ shares, which may be issued Juvenile; 
to, or in the name of, any minor, if the consti- 
tution so provides, and shall be held for the 
exclusive right and benefit of the minor, free 
from the control or lien of all other persons 
except as hereinafter provided. The accumu- 
lations on these shares, together with the divi- 
dends accredited thereon, shall be paid to the 
person in whose name the shares have been 
issued if he is over the age of sixteen years, 
and if not, to his parent or guardian, and the 
receipt or acquittance of a minor over sixteen 
years of age or of the parent or guardian of 
a minor less than sixteen years of age shall be 
a valid and sufficient release and discharge to 
the association for the accumulation together 
with the dividends accredited thereon, or any 
part thereof. Owners of juvenile shares shall 
not be chargeable with fines and need not be 
required to make regular or specific payments. 
The shares may be credited with dividends 
from the apportioned profits of the associa- 
tion at a rate not exceeding the rate of divi- 
dend credited to installment shares.

counties traversed by them, subject to the provi- 
sions of this article. 

A board of chosen freeholders may, by resolu- 
tion, adopt general rules and regulations with re- 
spect to the issuance of the permits and may im- 
pose reasonable fees therefor.

All operators of caterpillar tractors, wheel trac- 
tors, or tractor engines, with or without trailer 
or trailers attached, steam shovels, derricks, self- 
propelled rollers, self-propelled concrete mixers, 
or of any self-propelled vehicles, equipment, ma- 
chinery or apparatus having a normal operating 
speed of six or less miles per hour or a vertical load 
or body clearance of less than nine inches above 
the level surface of the highway, before crossing 
at grade, upon any public highway, the track or 
tracks of any steam railroad or of any electric rail- 
way constructed upon a private right of way, shall 
give at least twenty-four hours written notice of 
their intention to cross such track or tracks to the 
nearest superintendent, station agent, station at- 
tendant or track supervisor of such railroad or 
railway, such notice shall specify the approximate 
time of crossing. After concluding satisfactory 
arrangements with the proper officer of the rail- 
road and before obstructing or crossing such track 
or tracks the operators of such vehicles or equip- 
ment shall bring such vehicles or equipment to a 
complete stop not less than ten feet nor more than 
fifty feet from the nearest rail, and shall look in 
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both directions along such track or tracks and lis- 
ten for approaching steam or electric railway en- 
gines, cars or trains and shall not obstruct, enter 
upon or cross such track or tracks when warned by 
electric signal, crossing gates, flagman or other- 
wise of the approach of any engine, car or train 
upon such track or tracks. 

Any person violating the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable 
by a fine of not more than fifty dollars ($50.00) for 
the first offense and for the second offense a fine of 
not more than one hundred dollars ($100.00), or by 
imprisonment for not more than thirty days, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment. 

This section shall not be construed as limiting 
the authority of any municipality to adopt police 
regulations governing the operation of autobuses 
and to provide penalties for their violation, or to 
relieve the owner or operator of such bus subject 
to the jurisdiction of the board of public utility 
commissioners from any penalty prescribed by the 
laws of this State for violation of orders of such 
board.

its constitution to provide that shares thereafter 
issued shall have a maturity value differing from 
the maturity value of shares theretofore issued 
or to provide for the issuance of shares maturing 
upon the expiration of a fixed time from date of 
issue, not less than ten years, or to provide for 
changing the time of the maturity of shares there- 
after issued; and any change of maturity value 
heretofore made, or any provision authorizing the 
issuance of shares maturing upon the expiration 
of a fixed time from date of issue thereof, not-less 
than ten years, made pursuant to an amendment 
to the constitution of any such association hereto- 
fore adopted is hereby validated and shall be 
deemed not to contravene any of the provisions of 
this chapter; in case the maturity value per share 
is two hundred dollars ($200.00) or more such as- 
sociation shall have the right to issue one-half 
shares. No such association shall issue preferred 
or other than common shares. The share liability 
of each such association to each member thereof 
shall be construed to mean its aggregate lability 
to such member for dues paid in by such member 
and profits, if any, apportioned individually or by 
series to the account of such member; and in the 
event that the losses or anticipated losses of any 
such association shall hereafter exceed the sum 
of its applicable reserve and current and undivided 
profit accounts, the share liability of such associa- 
tion to each member thereof, regardless of the 
type of shares held by such member and without 
regard to whether notice of withdrawal shall have 
been filed or the shares shall have been retired, 
lapsed or matured, but not paid, may, on applica- 
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tion by the board of directors of such association 
to and approval by the commissioner, be reduced 
on an equal percentage basis to an extent sufficient 
to provide for such loss or anticipated loss or to 
reserve against them or either of them. This sec- 
tion shall not be construed to prevent the reten- 
tion by any such association of apportioned profits 
or a portion thereof upon withdrawal of shares as 
otherwise provided in this chapter, nor shall this 
section be so construed as to create a share liability 
on the part of any such association for profits 
heretofore recaptured for reserve purposes. The 
maturity of installment shares may be accelerated 
by the payment of an amount in excess of the reg- 
ular installments if the constitution so provides, 
and such accelerated shares may be designated 
short term installment shares.

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CHAPTER 272 


Aw Act providing for the construction, dredging 
and maintenance of a harbor of refuge or anchor- 
age in the city of Atlantic City, in the county of 
Atlantic, within the area adjacent to Maryland 
avenue, Huron avenue, Absecon Inlet or Clam 
Thoroughfare, and making an appropriation 
therefor. 


Beit enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In addition to the powers conferred by the 
provisions of chapter six of Title 12 of the Revised 
Statutes, the Board of Commerce and Navigation is 
authorized and empowered to construct, dredge 
and maintain a harbor of refuge, or anchorage area 
in the city of Atlantic City, in the county of Atlan- 
tic, within the area adjacent to Maryland avenue, 
Tfuron avenue, Absecon Inlet or Clam Thorough- 
fare, and to do all things necessary in connection 
therewith for effectuating this act. 

2. The sum of sixty-five thousand dollars ($65,- 
000.00) is hereby appropriated from the State high- 
way fund to cover the cost of said work to be ex- 
pended by the Board of Commerce and Navigation 
in the same manner as other State appropriations. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 273 


Aw Acr concerning elections, and supplementing 
Title 19 of the Revised Statutes, and amending 
sections 19:31-15 and 19:32-16 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. After July first, one thousand nine hundred 
and forty-three, no person shall be permitted to 
vote at any election in any municipality of this 
State unless such person shall be permanently reg- 
istered, as provided by law, and at every election 
held in a municipality where permanent registra- 
tion is not now in effect every voter before voting 
shall register permanently, after the effective date 
of this act, in the manner provided in chapter thir- 
ty-one of Title 19 of the Revised Statutes. The 
commissioner having supervision of permanent 
registration in municipalities not now having per- 
manent registration may make provisions to per- 
manently register eligible voters immediately upon 
the passage ‘of this act in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Revised Statutes 19:31-6 and Revised 
Statutes 19:31-7; provided, further, that at least 
three extra registration days for the registration of 
voters in such municipalities shall be provided in 
each of the years one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-one and one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
two, by the commissioner in such municipalities, on 
which days a general registration of all eligible vot- 
ers shall be held at each polling place in each elec- 
tion district of each such municipality during such 
hours as the commissioner shall determine. 
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2. Section 19:31-15 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


19:31-15. For the purpose of preventing fraud- 
ulent voting and of eliminating names improperly 
registered, the commissioner in counties of the first 
class, and the county board in all other counties, 
shall within ninety days after each general election 
send by government reply postal card to each reg- 
istrant who failed to vote at such election, at his 
registered address, a notice substantially as fol- 
lows: 


‘‘Please answer the question as to residence 
and removal as indicated on attached reply 
card. 


 ] 


Commissioner of Registration’’ 


The reply card shall be addressed to the commis- 
sioner and shall bear substantially the following 
questions with appropriate spaces for answers: 


‘*(1) Do you still reside at the address to 
which this notice has been mailed? 

(2) If not, where do you now reside? (stat- 
ing street address and city or town -to which 
you have moved.)

The county board in counties other than counties 
of the first class, may also, and in addition to the 
method hereinbefore provided, direct at any time 
an authorized clerk or clerks to make any personal 
investigation which the commissioner or county 
board may deem necessary to establish the fact of 
continued residence or of removal of any regis- 
trant. 

The commissioner in counties of the first class, 
and the county board in all other counties, shall, 
in addition to the method hereinbefore provided, 
at least once during every four years and as often 
as the commissioner in counties of the first class 
or the county board in all other counties, may deem 
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necessary cause the entire registry list to be in- 
vestigated by house-to-house canvass to establish 
the fact of continued residence, removal, death, 
disqualification or improper registration. 

In case of registrants who have been found to 
the satisfaction of the commissioner in counties 
of the first class and to the county board in all 
other counties, to have moved from one address to 
another within the same district, the commissioner 
in counties of the first class-and the county board 
in all other counties shall correct his or its records 
accordingly. 

In case of registrants so found to have moved 
from a district in a municipality having permanent 
registration to another district in the same or in 
another municipality having permanent registra- 
tion, within the county, the commissioner in coun- 
ties of the first class and the county board in all 
other counties, shall cause the permanent registra- 
tion forms of such registrants to be transferred to 
the proper registers. 

In ease of registrants so found to have moved 
from a municipality having permanent registra- 
tion to a municipality not having permanent regis- 
tration, within the county or to any place outside 
the county or State, the commissioner in counties 
of the first class and the county board in all other 
counties shall cause the permanent registration 
forms of such persons to be transferred to the in- 
active file. Such persons upon return to any munic- 
ipality having permanent registration, within the 
county, shall be required to reregister before being 
allowed to vote. 

In case of registrants so found to have died, been 
disqualified or improperly registered, the commis- 
sioner in counties of the first class and the county 
board in all other counties shall cause the perma- 
nent registration forms of such persons to be trans- 
ferred to the inactive or death file as the case 
may be. 
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In counties of the first class the registrant shall 
be notified by the commissioner by mail specifying 
the reason or reasons for the contemplated re- 
moval or transfer of the permanent registration 
form of the registrant affected to the inactive 


file for any cause other than information received 


from the registrant himself. Jn addition to this 
notice, the Commissioner of Registration shall 
cause a list of the names of such persons with their 
registry address to be published at least two entire 
days prior to the removal of such names in two or 
more newspapers published within the county, at 
Jeast one of which shall be a daily newspaper. 

The county board in counties other than counties 
of the first class before removing, for any reason 
whatsoever, the permanent registration forms of 
any registrant from the signature copy registers, 
or before transferring such forms to the inactive 
file shall cause to be published a notice setting 
forth the proposed action of the county board. This 
notice shall contain the list of the names and reg- 
istered addresses of all registrants to be affected 
by the proposed action. Such notice and list shall 
be published at least two entire days prior to the 
removal of such names and shall be published in 
two or more newspapers published within the 
county, one of which newspapers, at least, shall be 
published in the municipality affected. Atleast one 
of such newspapers shall be a daily newspaper, but 
if there be no daily newspaper published in the 
county then such notices shall be published as above 
provided in weekly papers. The notice and list 
shall in addition specify the reason or reasons for 
the contemplated removal or transfer of the per- 
manent registration forms of the registrants af- 
fected. The notice and list shall be published in the 
manner above provided prior to the second Tues- 
day preceding any election. 

In no event shall the permanent registration 
forms or voting record of any registrant be re- 
moved or transferred to the inactive file subse- 
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quent to the second Tuesday preceding any election, 
until after such election; nor shall the permanent 
registration forms or voting record of any regis- 
trant in counties other than counties of the first 
class be removed or transferred to the inactive file 
if the name of such registrant is not first published 
in the manner above described. 

Any person affected by any action of the com- 
missioner in counties of the first class, or the county 
board in counties other than counties of the first 
elass, shall, during the two weeks immediately pre- 
ceeding any election and on election day have the 
right to make application to any judge of the court 
of common pleas of that county, for the purpose 
of obtaining an order entitling him to vote in the 
district in which he actually resides. The burden 
of proof shall be upon the applicant. The judge 
of the court of common pleas, if satisfied that the 
applicant is entitled, under the law, to vote at such 
election, and after determining the election district 
in which such person actually resides, may issue an 
order directing the district board of that district 
to permit such person to vote. Such person must 
reregister before voting at any subsequent elec- 
tion by court order or otherwise. If the applicant 
shall be refused the right to vote, due to the in- 
ability of the district board or of the commissioner 
or of the county board to find the permanent reg- 
istration forms of such applicant, then in addition 
such applicant shall establish by reference to the 
registry lists of former elections, that he was pre- 
viously registered. Such evidence shall be deemed 
sufficient to establish the fact that the applicant 
was formerly registered. If the order is directed 
to a district board, the district board shall certify 
and return the order at the close of the election to 
the commissioner. 

Any commissioner who, after ascertaining that 
a person has died, been disqualified, moved out 
of the permanent registration area or has been im- 
properly registered, and who willfully or fraudu- 
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lently refuses to cause to transfer the permanent 
registration forms of such persons to the proper 
file shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

3. Section 19:32-16 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

19 :32-16. The superintendent, before signing 
such order in writing to any district board, shall 
give notice of his proposed action to such regis- 
tered person, (1) personally or (2) by leaving the 
same at the person’s registered place of residence 
with a person above the age of fourteen years, if 
any such person can be found, and if not, by affix- 
ing the same to the outer door of such place of resi- 
dence or to any other portion of such premises if 
no building be found thereon, or (3) by sending 
the same by mail addressed to the person at his 
registered place of residence at least two entire 
days before the issuance of the order; or the super- 
intendent may cause a list of the names of such 
persons, with their registry addresses, to be pub- 
lished at least two entire days before the issuance 
of the order in two or more newspapers published 
within the county, at least one of which shall be a 
daily newspaper. 

The superintendent may cause a list of the names 
of any or all such persons, with their registry 
addresses, to be published in addition to the news- 
papers above mentioned at least two entire days 
before the issuance of the order in one or more 
weekly newspapers published within the county. 
Such published notice, in addition to containing 
the names and addresses of such persons, shall 
give notice to them of the proposed action of the 
superintendent. No such order in writing shall be 
signed by the superintendent subsequent to the 
Tuesday preceding an election. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 274, LAWS OF 1941 713 


CHAPTER 274 


An Acr to regulate and control the production, 
distribution and sale of milk as herein defined; 
to create a milk control board for such purposes; 
to prescribe the jurisdiction, duties and powers 
of said board; to require licenses of and estab- 
lish fees to be paid by stores, milk dealers, proc- 
essors and subdealers; to provide methods for 
enforcement and penalties for violations thereof 
and declaring an emergency affecting the produc- 
tion, distribution and sale of milk as defined 
herein. 


Wuereas, It is found and declared that an emer- Preamble. 
geney exists affecting the milk industry in this 
State; in the interest of the health and welfare 
of the citizens of this State, it is necessary to 
eontinue control of the milk industry in this 
State; that this act is an emergency law, neces- 
sary for the immediate preservation of the pub- 
lic peace, to preserve, protect and promote the 
public welfare, health and safety, and enacted in 
the exercise of the police power reserved to the 
States to protect the citizens of this State in such 
respect; that it is made necessary by the condi- 
tions of unfair, unjust, destructive and demoral- 
izing practices, heretofore existing or threatened, 
and presently threatening, in the production, sale 
and distribution of milk which are likely to re- 
sult in the demoralization of the agricultural 
interests of this State engaged in the produc- 
tion of milk and the creation of conditions inimi- 
eal to the health of the public of this State; that 
it is the policy and intent of this act to prevent 
these unfair, unjust, destructive and demoraliz- 
ing practices by providing a reasonable return 
for the milk producer, so as to prevent possible 
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curtailment of a sufficient supply of fresh, whole- 
some, sanitary milk for our citizens; and that it 
is necessary in order to assure an adequate sup- 
ply of fresh, wholesome, sanitary milk and to 
protect the public health and welfare, to treat 
the production, sale and distribution of milk as 
a business affecting the public health and affected 
with a public interest; and that the period of 
public necessity for the regulation of the milk 
industry by the milk control board and the direc- 
tor as herein set forth, during which this act 
shall be effective shall be until such date as the 
Legislature may designate to be the termination 
thereof; therefore, 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Words used in this act, unless otherwise ex- 
pressly stated, or unless the context or subject 
matter otherwise requires, shall have the following 
meanings : 

‘‘Board.’’ The milk control board. 

‘‘Director.’’ The director of milk control. 

“Milk dealer.’’ Any person who sells or distrib- 
utes milk, including on consignment or for the ac- 
count of a producer, or who purchases milk from 
producers or other milk dealers, as herein defined, 
and who, in addition thereto, pasteurizes in his 
own. plant or bottles in his own plant for sale in 
this State to consumers or stores or other milk 
dealers or processors, as herein defined, except for 
consumption on the premises of the producers. 
Any dairy co-operative association organized under 
any law of this or any other State and engaged 
in this State in the handling of muk in this State, 
as hereinafter defined, is hereby declared to be a 
milk dealer within the meaning of this act as the 
director may determine. 

Milk dealers as herein defined, may also purchase 
and distribute for storage or manufacture within 
or without this State. 
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‘*Processor.’’ Any person who produces or who 
purchases milk from producers or milk dealers, or 
both, and who sells only to or through subdealers, 
milk dealers or other processors and who in addi- 
tion thereto, pasteurizes or handles, and bottles in 
a plant owned, operated or leased by said person 
for sale to or through subdealers, milk dealers or 
other processors. 

‘“‘Subdealer.’? Any milk dealer who does not 
own, operate or lease a plant and does not pas- 
teurize or bottle milk, but who purchases milk from 
a milk dealer or processor and sells or resells to 
a store or consumer, but the aforesaid definition 
shall not be deemed to include a store. 

‘*Market.’’ Any municipality, incorporated or 
unincorporated, of this State, other than a county, 
or any group of such, or any portions thereof, des. 
ienated by the board as a marketing area. 

‘‘Licensee.’’? Any person licensed pursuant to 
this act. 

‘‘Milk.’’ The natural product of a dairy animal 
or animals and includes fluid milk and cream, fresh, 
sour or storage, skimmed milk, flavored milk, any 
milk drink, buttermilk, ice cream mix, and con- 
densed or concentrated whole or skimmed milk, 
except when contained in hermetically sealed cans. 
In each instance where quantity is referred to, the 
intent is to include its whole milk equivalent. 

‘*Producer.’?’ Any person producing milk en- 
tirely for sale to ‘a milk dealer or processor except 
for the milk produced for the use of himself and his 
family and the use of his employees and their fam- 
ilies. 

‘*Consumer.’? Any person, other than a milk 
dealer, store, subdealer, processor or producer, who 
purchases milk for consumption or use. 

‘‘Sanitarv regulations.’’ All laws enacted by the 
State of New Jersey; ordinances and regulations 
enacted or adopted by municipalities, municipal 
boards of health, or municipal departments, or 
officials exercising the powers and duties of local 
boards of health, relating to the preduction, han- 
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dling, transportation, distribution and sale of milk 
from a health basis. 

‘‘Store.’? A grocery store, delicatessen, food 
market, hospital, institution, hotel, restaurant, soda 
fountain, dairy products store, any governmental 
agency, roadside stand and similar mercantile es- 
tablishments. 

2. There is hereby established a board to be 
known as the ‘‘Milk Control Board’’ which shall 
consist of three members who shall be citizens of 
this State. The first members of the board shall be 
the following persons: 

Mary Prall Logue, of the city of Bride eton, in the 
county ot Cumberland, who shall hold office for a 
term of two years; J. M. Nevius, of the township 
of Branchburg, in the county of Somerset, who 
shall hold office for a term of three years; and 
John C. Borden, of the city of Burlington, in the 
county of Burlington; who shall hold office for 
a term of four years; all of said terms shall start 
ou the date this act becomes effective. Their suc- 
eessors shall be appointed by the Senate and Gen- 
eral Assembly in joint meeting. Members here- 
after appointed shall hold office for a term of five 
years, except where the appointment is to fill a 
vacancy occurring during any term, in which case 
the appointment shall be for the unexpired term 
only. Hach member of the board shall continue in 
office after the expiration of his term until his sue- 
cessor is appointed and qualifies. 

3. The members of the board shall each receive 
a per diem of twenty dollars ($20.00), while in 
actual attendance at board meetings or in the per- 
formance of official duties, but not in excess of one 
thousand two hundred dollars ($1,200.00) in any 
one year, and shall further receive reimbursement 
for such actual and necessary expenses as are 1n- 
curred in the performance of official duties, upon 
certification by the chairman. 

4. The board shall appoint a director of milk 
control for a term of five years, who shall be paid 
such salary as shall be fixed by the board, not ex- 
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ceeding, however, the sum of ten thousand dollars 
($10,000.00) per annum. The director may ap- 
point a deputy director and counsel and may fix 
their compensation. The director may appoint 
such clerical, technical and other assistants as may 
be necessary and prescribe their duties. All those 
employees employed by the preceding board, who 
are in the classified service under the civil service 
laws at the time this act becomes effective, shall be 
continued in their employment as employees in the 
classified service under the civil service laws. In 
addition to compensation, the director and each 
employee shall receive reimbursement for such ac- 
tual and necessary expenses as are incurred in the 
performance of duty, upon certification by the 
director. 

5. The board shall choose a chairman from its 
own members and recording secretary, who may 
be a member of the director’s staff. The board 
shall fix the compensation, if any, which is to be 
paid to the recording secretary. 

A majority of the members of the board shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of the busi- 
ness of the board. 

Meetings of the board shall be called by the chair- 
man or by a majority of the members of the board. 

The board shall have a seal, which shall be judi- 
cially noticed. 

6. The principal office of the board and of the 
director shall be in the city of Trenton in rooms 
assigned, furnished and equipped by the custodian 
of the State House. 

7. The board and the director are hereby declared 
to be the instrumentalities of the State for the 
purpose of attaining the ends in this act declared, 
and the board and the director are hereby vested 
with power as provided in this act. The director 
shall have power to issue orders, rules and regula- 
tions to carry out the objects and provisions of 
this act, and all such orders, rules and regulations 
by the director shall be made in his name over his 
signature. All orders, rules and regulations by the 
board on appeal shall be issued by the board. 
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8. Any duly authorized appointee of the director 
shall, subject to the limitations herein contained, 
enforce the provisions of this act and all rules and 
regulations promulgated by the director and all 
orders thereunder made by the director. 

9. The board is hereby empowered and charged 
with the duty to hear, review, and determine all 
appeals by any person, applicant or licensee ag- 
erieved by any act, proceeding, rule, regulation, 
decision or determination of the director, and to 
make reasonable rules regulating the manner, form, 
time, terms and conditions of such appeals, and 
to make such orders upon the final determination 
of such appeals as will effectuate such final deter- 
mination according to law. 

On any appeal from a rule or order of the direc- 
tor fixing or refixing any price, the petition of ap- 
peal shall be filed with the board within five days 
from the date of filing such rule or order with the 
Secretary of State. On any such appeal the board 
shall hold its hearing and render its decision within 
twenty days from the date of filing such rule or 
order with the Secretary of State. 

The filing of an appeal to the board from a rule 
or order of the director fixing or refixing any price, 
shall act as a stay upon any such rule or order 
that would otherwise become effective, such stay 
to continue until the rendering of decision upon 
such appeal by the board. 

The hearings before and the proceedings of the 
board shall be conducted in accordance with such 
rules of evidence and procedure as the board may 
from time to time prescribe. 

10. Each member of the board shall have power 
to administer oaths, examine witnesses, and shall 
have power to issue subpenas to compel the at- 
tendance of witnesses and the production of all 
necessary reports, books, papers, documents, cor- 
respondence, and other evidence, at any designated 
place of hearing. Such subpeenas shall be signed 
bv one of the members thereof or by the secretary 
and shall be authenticated by the seal of the board, 
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and any party to any proceeding before said board 
may secure subpeenas, without charge, from said 
board. Misconduct on the part of any person 
attending a hearing, or the failure of any witness, 
when duly subpcenaed to attend, give testimony 
or produce any records, shall be punishable by 
the Supreme Court in the same manner as such 
failure is punishable by such court in a case 
therein pending. Any person who, having been 
sworn or affirmed as a witness in any such pro- 
ceeding, shall willfully give false testimony, shall 
be guiltv of perjury. The fees for the attendance 
of witnesses shall be paid by the party arranging 
for the attendance of such witnesses. 

11. Any hearing by the director or by the board 
may be held in any part of the State and neither 
the director nor the board shall be bound by tech- 
nical rules of evidence. 

12. Any person, applicant or licensee aggrieved 
by any order or determination of the board made 
pursuant to this act may within thirty days after 
the making of such order or determination apply 
to a justice of the Supreme Court for a writ of 
certiorari, which court shall have jurisdiction to 
suspend, reverse or vacate the order or deter- 
mination so made by the board, and the court may, 
in its diseretion, require the prosecutor of said 
writ of certiorari to execute a bond not exceeding 
in amount the costs or money involved, payable 
to the State of New Jersey, as the court may pre- 
scribe, with sureties satisfactory to said court, con- 
ditioned for the prompt payment by the said prose- 
eutor of all costs and damages arising from or 
caused by the delay in the effectiveness or enforce- 
ment of the order or determination complained of 
or in the prompt prosecution of the writ. 

13. The hearings before and the proceedings of 
the director shall be conducted in accordance with 
such rules of evidence and procedure as the direc- 
tor may from time to time prescribe. 

14. The director shall have the power to issue 
subpenas to compel the attendance of witnesses 
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and the production of books, papers and records 
for the purpose of obtaining such information as 
may be required to carry out the provisions of this 
act. Such subpcenas shall be signed by the director. 

15. The director or any person authorized by 
law is hereby authorized to administer oaths to all 
such witnesses as may appear or be brought before 
said director. 

16. In case any person so summoned by subpcena 
issued by said director, shall refuse to obey such 
subpoena or any directions therein, or to give tes- 
timony, or to answer questions as required, or to 
produce any books, papers, documents or records 
as required, the director may, upon affidavits prov- 
ing the facts, apply to a justice of the Supreme 
Court for attachment against such person, as for 
a contempt of the Supreme Court, and it shall be 
the duty of such justice to hear such application, 
and if satisfactory proof be made of such refusal 
to issue an attachment directed to the sheriff or 
any constable of the county, for the arrest of such 
person, and, upon his being brought before him, 
to proceed to a hearing of the case; and the said 
justice shall have the power to enforce, by im- 
prisonment in any county jail, obedience to such 
subpeena, and require the answer of any questions 
that may be proper, and the production of any 
book, paper or document that the witness would 
be compelled to produce in a court of law, by simi- 
lar process, and also to compel such witness to 
pay a fine and the costs of said proceedings, to be 
taxed by the court; and any person who shall will- 
fully and corruptly testify falsely to any material 
matter upon oath or affirmation administered by 


the director or any person authorized by law, at 


any investigation, inquiry or hearing shall be guilty 
of perjury. 

17. No person shall be excused from testifying 
or producing any book, paper, document or record 
when subpeenaed as aforesaid upon the ground 
that the testimony or documentary evidence re- 
quired of him may incriminate him or subject him 
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to any penalty or forfeiture, but no such person 
shall be prosecuted, punished or subjected to any 
penalty or forfeiture on account of any matter or 
thing concerning which he shall, under oath, have 
testified or produced documentary evidence, except 
that he shall not be exempt from prosecution or 
punishment for perjury committed by him in his 
testimony. Nothing herein shall give to any corpo- 
ration immunity of any kind. 

18. The process of subpena authorized in this 
act shall be served in the same manner and be of 
the same force and effect as like process im civil 
actions in the Supreme Court; and any person at- 
tending in pursuance of such subpeena shall be en- 
titled to the same fees and mileage as witnesses in 
civil actions in said Supreme Court. 

19. The director shall have power to investigate 
all matters pertaining to the production, distribu- 
tion, importation, storage, disposal, classification, 
sale or resale, conditions and terms of sale or re- 
sale, costs of production, distribution, sale and 
resale, processing, sale for manufacture, of milk as 
defined in this act in the State of New Jersey as 
may be necessary to carry out the provisions of 
this act. 

20. The director may adopt, promulgate and en- 
force all rules, regulations and orders necessary 
to carry out the provisions of this act. An order 
applying only to a person named therein shall 
be served on the person affected by personal de- 
livery of a certified copy or by mailing a copy 
thereof to him at his last known address, and if 
such person be a corporation then the order shall 
be served in the same manner upon any officer or 
agent of the corporation upon whom a summons 
may be served, pursuant to the provisions of sec- 
tion 2:26-43 of the Revised Statutes. 

All rules, regulations and orders adopted by the 
director shall be filed by him in his office and said 
file shall be a public record. 
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All orders and determinations of the director 
shall include the findings of fact upon which such 
orders or determinations are based. 

21. The director may fix the price at which milk 
is to be bought, sold, or distributed; regulate con- 
ditions and terms of sale; establish and require 
observance of fair trade practices; supervise, ree- 
ulate and control the entire milk industry of the 
State of New Jersey, including the production, 
importation, classification, processing, transporta- 
tion, disposal, sale or resale, storage or distribu- 
tion of milk as defined in this act in the State of 
New Jersey in those matters and in every way nec- 
essary to carry out the purposes of this act and 
necessary to control or prevent unfair, unjust, 
destructive or demoralizing practices which are 
likely to result in the demoralization of agricul- 
tural interest in this State engaged in the produc- 
tion of milk or interfere with the maintenance of 
a fresh, wholesome supply of sanitary milk for the 
consumers of this State; provided, however, that 
nothing contained in this act shall be construed 
as authorizing the director to adopt, promuleate 
or enforee orders, rules or regulations containing 
provisions or sanitary regulations as defined in 
section one of this act; and provided, further, that 
nothing contained in this act or orders, rules or 
regulations adopted thereunder shall conflict with 
or be construed to abrogate or affect the status, 
force or operation of any public health law, any 
sanitary regulation or any local health ordinance, 
code or regulation, or Title 24 of the Revised Stat- 
utes and amendments thereot and supplemeuts 
ihereto. 

22. The director may ascertain, determine and 
may fix or refix by investigation and proof, as the 
emergency permits, the minimum prices to be 
paid to the producer, the minimum prices to be 
charged by milk dealers to other milk dealers, 
processors, subdealers and stores, the minimum 
prices to be charged by processors to subdealers, 
the minimum prices to be charged by subdealers to 
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stores, and the minimum prices to be charged the 
consumer for milk in the several municipalities or 
markets of this State, under varying conditions, as 
will best insure a sufficient quantity of fresh, pure 
and wholesome milk to the inhabitants of this State. 
The director may take into consideration the vari- 
ous grades of milk produeed, the varying percent- 
ages of butter fat, plant volume, seasonal produc- 
tion, and other conditions affecting the cost of pro- 
duction, cost of transportation and marketing, and 
the amount necessary to yield a reasonable return 
to the producer and to the milk dealer, processor or 
subdealer. The term grades as used herein shall be 
for the purpose of fixing or refixing prices only and 
shall not supersede or abrogate or affect the status 
of standard or requirement for milk as are or may 
be established in ordinances of boards of health or 
other bodies exercising the powers thereof in any 
municipality. 

23. Before fixing or refixing any price, the direc- 
tor shall give a notice by public advertisement in- 
serted in at least three daily newspapers of this 
State that he is considering the fixing or refixing 
of such price and that a public hearing will be held 
thereon on the day, time and place set forth in 
such notice, which day shall not be less than five 
days after the day of insertion. After such public 
hearing, if the director fixes or refixes any price, 
such fixed or refixed price shall be effective upon 
the fifteenth dav after such rule or order fixing or 
refixing the price and the findings of fact upon 
which it is based have been filed in the office of the 
Secretary of State. 

24. The director or the board may act as medi- 
ator and arbitrator in any controversy or issue 
that may arise among or between producers, milk 
dealers, processors, stores, subdealers and con- 
sumers as between themselves or that may arise 
between them as groups. 

25. For the furtherance of the objects stated 
in this act the director shall have authority to enter 
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into agreements with State, county and municipal 
agencies and with other States and the Federal 
Government. 

26. To effectuate the orderly sale and distribu- 
tion of milk between dealers, processors, subdeal- 
ers and stores, and carry out the provisions of this 
act, the director is hereby empowered to promul- 
gate and enforce conditions, terms and credit 
regulations governing such sales. 

27. The director or an employee designated by 
him for such purpose shall have access to and may 
enter at all reasonable hours all places where milk 
is being stored, bottled or manufactured into food 
products. The designated employee shall have 
power to inspect all books, papers, records or doc- 
uments in any place within this State for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining facts to enable the director to 
administer the provisions of this act. 

28. No milk dealer, processor, subdealer or store, 
as defined in this act, shall buy milk from produc- 
ers or others for sale, disposal, importation, trans- 
portation, storage or manufacture, or sell, trans- 
port, import, dispose of, store or distribute milk 
or otherwise engage in the milk business withim 
this State, unless duly licensed as in this act pro- 
vided, and it shall be unlawful for a milk dealer, 
processor, subdealer or store to buy milk from a 
milk dealer, processor, subdealer, or store who is 
unlicensed, or to sell to milk dealers, processors, 
subdealer or store in this State who is unlicensed, 
or in any way to deal in or handle milk which he 
mav have reason to believe has previously been 
dealt in or handled in violation of the provisions of 
this aet or any order, rule or regulation of the 
director promulgated pursuant thereto. 

The licenses required by this act are for the pur- 
pose of correcting unfair, unjust, destructive and 
demoralizing practices in the milk industry in 
this State, and to prevent demoralization of agri- 
cultural interests engaged in the production of 
milk in this State. The licenses required by this 
act shall be in addition to any other license or 
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permit required by any law of this State, or by any 
ordinance of a local board of health or other body 
exercising the powers thereof in any municipality 
of this State, and shall not be considered as such 
a license or certificate as is contemplated by section 
40:52-1 of the Revised Statutes. When the de- 
partment of health of the State of New Jersey or 
any local board of health shall refuse to license, 
suspend or revoke the right of a licensee to sell or 
distribute milk or cream in a particular munic- 
ipality, the license granted by the director shall so 
far as said municipality is concerned be suspended 
or revoked for such time as such suspension or 
revocation shall be continued by said municipality. 

29. No milk dealer, processor, subdealer or store 
shall distribute, sell or handle milk in this State 
which is obtained from any producer, other milk 
dealer, processor, subdealer or store where the 
milk has been purchased either directly or indi- 
rectly for a price less than the minimum price fixed 
by the director to be paid for such milk to be dis- 
tributed in a given market. 

30. No licensee or other person, association or 
corporation shall hereafter contrary to the public 
interest operate in any municipality under any 
mutual or secret agreement, arrangement, combina- 
tion, contract or common understanding, with any 
other licensee or person, firm, association or cor- 
poration, whereby the price for milk to be paid to 
producers in this State is reduced or the price to be 
paid by dealers, processors, subdealers, stores or 
consumers for such milk is decreased in pursu- 
ance of such mutual or secret agreement, arrange- 
ment, combination, contract or common under- 
standing, and each such contract, arrangement, 
agreement or understanding is hereby prohibited 
and declared to be contrary to the public interest 
and in restraint of trade and commerce, and shall 
subject the violator or violators to the penalty in 
this act prescribed; provided, however, that the 
right may be granted to deduct a check-off to be 
paid as association or corporation with consent 
of producer and approval of the director. 
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31. It is the intent of the Legislature that no 
provisions of this act shall prevent a producer co- 
operative association or producer co-operative cor- 
poration approved by the director, which sells the 
milk of or for its members or of persons who are 
now or hereafter under contract with such pro- 
ducer co-operative association or producer co- 
operative corporation, from blending the proceeds 
of all its or their net sales either within or without 
the State, and so paying its members or con- 
tractees; provided, however, no producer co-opera- 
tive association or producer co-operative corpora- 
tion shall be exempt from any other orders, rules 
or regulations promulgated by the director. 

32. The application for license shall be made on 
a form prepared by the director. The director may 
require an applicant for a license to show that he 
has secured all other State licenses and such other 
permits or licenses as may be necessary for said 
applicant to carry on the milk business in his terri- 
tory, and upon his failure to do so refuse to issue 
to said applicant a license. 

33. An application for a leense to operate as a 
milk dealer, processor, subdealer or store shall be 
made within fifteen days after this act takes effect 
or before any person shall commence business as a 
milk dealer, processor, subdealer or store, and an- 
nually thereafter on or before the tenth dav of May 
in each year for the license year commencing July 
first, and ending June thirtieth following. The 
applicant shall state the nature of the business to 
be conducted, the full name of the person applying 
for the license and, if the applicant be a firm or 
association, the full name of each member, and if 
a corporation the names and addresses of all offi- 
cers and directors and the name or names of the 
municipality or municipalities in which the business 
is to be conducted; that he has complied with all 
the orders, rules and regulations of the predeces- 
sor board and the director, and such other facts 
with respect to the license as may be required by 
the said director. <A license shall be granted to the 
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applicant by the director subject to the provisions 
of this act. The original or a certified copy thereof 
shall be conspicuously displayed by the licensee at 
its principal place of business, and in each plant, 
store or sales branch delivery depot in this State. 

34. Before declining to grant a license or condi- 
tioning or limiting a license, or suspending: or re- 
voking a license previously granted, the director 
shall give notice to the applicant or licensee per- 
sonally, or by mail addressed to his last kuown 
address, and afford him an opportunity to appear 
and be heard with respect thereto at a time and 
place specified in such notice. Such applicant or 
licensee shall have the right to be heard in person 
or by attorney, and to offer evidence pertinent to 
the subject of the hearing, and to that end to invoke 
the powers of the director with respect to the com- 
pulsory attendance of witnesses and the production 
of books, accounts, papers, records and documents 
by subpena. A duly certified copy of the order of 
the director of such hearing shall be served upon 
the applicant or the licensee in the manner pro- 
vided by section twenty of this act. 

35. The director after hearing duly held in ac- 
eordance with the provisions of this act, may de- 
celine to grant a license or may issue a_ license 
conditionally, or mav suspend or revoke a license 
already granted when satisfied of the existence of 
any of the following: 


(1) That an applicant or a licensee has re- 
jected, without reasonable cause, any milk from 
one of its regular producers. 

(2) That the applicant or licensee has failed 
to account and make payment, without reason- 
able cause, for any milk purchased from a 
producer. 

(3) When it has been established by evi- 
dence submitted to the director by the State or 
local health authorities that the applicant or 
licensee has committed any act likely to under- 
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mine health regulations and standards as es- 
tablished by health laws and ordinances. 

(4) That the applicant or licensee has com- 
mitted any act injurious to trade or commerce, 
or any act which may demoralize the price 
structure of milk or interfere with an ample 
supply of milk for the inhabitants of this 
State. 

(5) Where the applicant or licensee has con- 
tinued in a course of dealing of such a nature 
as to satisfy the director of his inability or un- 
willingness properly to conduct the business 
of receiving or selling milk in accordance with 
the provisions of this act. 

(6) Where the applicant or licensee has been 
a party to a combination to fix prices contrary 
to the provisions of this act. 

(7) Where the applicant or licensee has con- 
tinued in a course of dealing of such nature 
as to satisfy the director of an intent to de- 
ceive or defraud stores, producers, consumers, 
subdealers or other dealers in those matters 
regulated by the provisions of this act. 

(8) Where the applicant or licensee has 
failed either to keep records or to furnish the 
statements or information required by section 
thirty-seven of this act. 

(9) Where any applicant or licensee has 
made false statements to the director or the 
board or has testified falsely in any hearing 
before the director or the board. 

(10) That the applicant or licensee is not 
qualified by character, experience, financial re- 
sponsibility and equipment to properly con- 
duct the proposed business. 

(11) That the applicant or licensee is a part- 
nership, corporation, firm or association and 
any individual holding any position or interest 
or power or control therein has previously 
been responsible in whole or in part for any 
act on account of which a license may be de- 
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nied, suspended or revoked pursuant to the 
provisions of this section or law or the similar 
laws which preceded it. 

(12) That the applicant or licensee has vio- 
lated any of the provisions of this act, or any 
of the rules, regulations or orders of the direc- 
tor or has violated any of the provisions of 
similar laws or of orders, rules and regula- 
tions issued thereunder which have preceded 
this act. 


The director may without hearing continue any 
ruling or order made as to license or any applicant 
or licensee which was made after hearing when 
any subsequent application for license is filed by 
said applicant or licénsee. 

The issuance or renewal by the director of a 
license hereunder shall not preclude the director 
from suspending, conditioning or revoking such 
license for acts as set forth in this section com- 
mitted by the licensee prior to the license period 
unless the director or the predecessor board had 
proceeded against the applicant or licensee, and the 
order made thereupon had been complied with by 
the applicant or licensee. 

36. Every person required by this act to be li- 
censed shall pay a yearly license fee as follows: 

Store—each and every store selling milk shall 
pay a license fee of one dollar ($1.00); provided, 
however, that a store selling milk exclusively for 
cousumption on the premises shall not be required 
to obtain a license nor pay a license fee; and pro- 
vided, further, that a store selling only milk which 
is evaporated or condensed in hermetically sealed 
cans shall not be required to obtain a license or pay 
a license fee. 

Milk dealers—where a milk dealer sold in the 
State of New Jersey during the twelve calendar 
months immediately preceding the period for which 
the license is applied or issued a monthly average 
quantity of milk. 
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(1) Not exceeding twenty-five hundred 
pounds, a license fee of two dollars ($2.00) ; 

(2) Exceeding twenty-five hundred pounds, 
but not exceeding five thousand pounds, a 
license fee of seven dollars and fifty cents 
($7.50) ; 

(3) Exceeding five thousand pounds, but not 
exceeding twenty-five thousand pounds, a li- 
cense fee of twenty dollars ($20.00) ; 

(4) Exceeding twenty-five thousand pounds, 
but not exceeding one hundred thousand 
pounds, a license fee of seventy dollars 
($70.00) ; 

(5) Exeeedine one hundred — thousand 
pounds, but not exceeding two hundred thou- 
sand pounds, a license fee of one hundred 
twenty-five dollars ($125.00) ; 

(6) Exceeding two hundred thousand 
pounds, but not exceeding five hundred thou- 
sand pounds, a license fee of two hundred dol- 
lars ($200.00) ; 

(7) Exeeedine five hundred thousand 
pounds, but not exceeding one million pounds, 
a license fee of three hundred dollars 
($300.00) ; 

(8) Exceeding one million pounds, but not 
exceeding two million pounds, a license fee of 
five hundred dollars ($500.00) ; 

(9) Exeeeding two million pounds, but not 
exceeding five million pounds, a license fee of 
seven hundred dollars ($700.00) ; 

(10) Exeeeding five million pounds, a license 
fee of eight hundred dollars ($800.00) ; 


Where a milk dealer is engaged in handling milk 
in the State of New Jersey, but selling milk only 
in another State or engaged only in manufactur- 
ing; he shall not be subject to the foregoing sched- 
ule, but shall pay a license fee of twenty-five dol- 
lars ($25.00). 

Processors—every processor shall pay a license 
fee of two hundred fifty dollars ($250.00). 
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Subdealers—every subdealer shall pay a license 
fee of ten dollars ($10.00) for each route owned 
or operated at the commencement of the license 
period. . 

It is the intent where the amount of license fee 
is to be determined by the quantity of milk that the 
whole milk equivalent of milk in each of its forms 
as included in definition of milk in paragraph one 
of this act shall be used. 

Any person applying for a license to engage in 
the business of a milk dealer or processor who has 
not been engaged in such business prior to the 
effective date of this act, upon filing application 
with the director to engage in such business, shall, 
in the case of applying for a license as a milk 
-dealer or processor, deposit with the director one 
hundred dollars ($100.00) in cash. This deposit 
shall be retained by the director until such time 
as the director is able to determine from the 
monthly reports of such applicant for license the 
proper fee to be charged such applicant in accord- 
ance with the schedules hereinbefore set forth, at 
which time any part of such deposit in excess of 
the license fee so determined shall be returned to 
the applicant. 

The license fee shall accompany the application 
for a license; said application shall not be received 
or acted upon if it is not accompanied by the 
proper fee. Where a license is applied for and the 
director declines to grant the license to the appli- 
eant, the leense fee shall be charged and retained 
by the director only pro rata for so much of the 
license year as expired prior to the issuance of the 
order refusing the heense. There shall be no re- 
fund in such case where the applicant is a store, 
subdealer or milk dealer whose fee is not more than 
twenty-five dollars ($25.00). 

37. Records. The director may require the h- 
censees to keep the followmeg records: 


(1) A record of all milk received, detailed 
as to location, and as to names and addresses

of suppliers, with butter fat test, prices paid, 
deduetion or charges made. 

(2) A record of all milk sold, classified as 
to grade, location and market outlet and size 
and style of container, with prices and amounts 
received therefor. 

(3) A record of quantities and prices of 
milk sold. 

(4) A reeord of the quantity of each milk 
product manufactured and quantity of milk 
and cream used in the manufacture of these 
produets. Also the quantity and volume of 
milk products sold. 

(5) A record of wastage or loss of milk or 
butter fat. 

(6) A detailed record of the costs incurred 
in carrying on the business of the licensee. 

(7) Such other records and information as 
the board may deem necessary for the proper 
enforcement of this act. 


38. Each licensee shall, from time to time, as 
required by the rule or order of the director, make 
and file a verified report on forms prescribed by 
the director, of all matters on account of which 
a record is required to be kept, together with such 
other information or facts as may be pertinent and 
niaterial within the scope of this act. 

39. Any person who shall violate any of the pro- 
visions of this act or the orders, rules and regula- 
tions of the director as adopted from time to time 
shall be deemed guilty of a violation of the provi- 
sions of this act and shall pay a penalty of not 
more than fifty dollars ($50.00) for the first offense 
and not more than two hundred dollars ($200.00) 
for the second, or each subsequent offense, and 
such penalty when collected shall be paid to the 
Treasurer of the State of New Jersey and become 
a part of the general fund of the State of New Jer- 
sey. Any milk as herein defined which is the sub- 
ject of the violation of this act or the orders, rules 
and regulations of the director, may be seized, and 
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any part thereof may be sold as the director or 
court may direct; the proceeds from such sale to be 
paid to the Treasurer of the State of New Jersey 
to abide the further order of the director or court, 
and if no such order is made then to become a part 
of the general fund of the State of New Jersey. 

40. The director or court may in his or its dis- 
eretion release the milk as herein defined, or the 
funds derived from the sale of such milk, when the 
orders of the court and the requirements of this 
act and the orders, rules and regulations of the 
director have been complied with, and upon pay- 
ment of all costs and expenses incurred by the State 
in any proceedings connected with such seizure or 
prosecution. 

41. Every district court in any city or judicial 
district in any county and every court of common 
pleas in any county wherein a district court is not 
located is hereby empowered upon the filing of a 
complaint, in writing, duly verified, which said 
verification when made by the director may be 
made upon information and belief that any person 
has violated any of the provisions of this act, to 
issue process at the suit of the director of milk con- 
trol as plaintiff; such process shall be in the nature 
of a summons and shall be returnable in not less 
than five nor more than fifteen days; such process 
shall state what provisions of the law and orders 
and rules and regulations are alleged to have been 
violated by the defendant or defendants, and on the 
return of such process or at any time to which the 
trial shall be adjourned, the said court shall pro- 
ceed in a summary manner, without a jury, to hear 
testimony and to determine and give judgment in 
the matter without the filing of any pleadings, 
either for the plaintiff, for the recovery of such 
penalty, with costs, or for the defendant, and the 
said court shall, if judgment be rendered for the 
plaintiff, cause any such defendant, who may refuse 
or neglect to forthwith pay the amount of the judg- 
ment rendered against him and all the costs and 
charges incident thereto, to be committed to the 
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county jail for any period not exceeding one hun- 
dred days; that the officers to serve and execute all 
process under this act shall be the officers author- 
ized to serve and execute process in said court. 

42. The convictions in prosecutions under this 
act shall be in the following similar form:

This commitment shall also be signed by the 
judge and in case of commitment of any defendant 
to jail the conviction and commitment shall be 
signed in duplicate and one of the duplicate copies 
shall serve the purpose of a warrant of commit- 
ment. 

The clerk of any district court or of any court 
of common pleas may sign and seal any process 
required to be issued under this act exeept a war- 
cant of commitment. The costs recoverable in any 
such proceeding shall be the same as costs taxed 
in actions in said courts and shall be recovered in 
the event of the conviction of the defendant. Any 
judgement recovered for a penalty under the provi- 
sions of this act in any district court may be dock- 
eted in the same manner as judgments in said court 
are docketed under the provisions of sections 
2 :32-186 to 2:382-201 of the Revised Statutes. Ex- 
ecution may issue for the collection of any judg- 
ment obtained under this act against the goods and 
chattels and body of the defendant without any 
order first obtained for such purpose. 


43. Upon receiving evidence of a violation of 
any of the provisions of this act or of any of the 
rules, regulations or orders of the director, any 
employee designated by the director is hereby em- 
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powered to hold informal hearings upon said viola- 
tion or violations at such place or places as the 
director may fix and upon fir.ding the violations to 
have been committed, to adjust same with any per- 
son accused of violating any provisions of this act 
or the rules, regulations or orders of the director, 
for such amounts as may in the discretion of the 
director, be proper under the circumstances. In the 
event of the violator making payment of the sum 
set in adjustment, no further prosecution shall be 
had upon any violation so adjusted. 

44. The director may file a bill in the Court of 
Chancery in the name of this State, on the relation 
of said director, for an injunction to prohibit any 
habitual violation of the act or any of the orders 
or rules or regulations issued by said director or 
any other violation of any of the provisions of this 
act, and every such action shall proceed in the 
Court of Chancery according to the rules and prac- 
tice of bills filed in the name of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral on the relation of indivicluals or departments; 
and causes of emergency shall have precedence over 
other litigation pending at the time in the Court of 
Chancery, and the final hearing may be had within 
such time and on such notice as the Chancellor shall 
direct. 

45. All funds derived from fees for licenses is- 
sued hereunder are hereby appropriated to pay 
the expenses of the operation of the department, 
and the proceeds of adjustments of penalties col- 
lected by the director and the proceeds of fines and 
costs imposed by any court hereunder shall be paid 
to the State Treasurer. 

46. It is the intent of the Legislature that this 
act is a continuation of the State Milk Control Law, 
chapter one hundred sixty-nine, pamphlet laws of 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-three; chap- 
ter one hundred seventy-five, pamphlet laws of one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-five; chapter 
fifty-six, pamphlet laws of one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-seven; and chapter eighty-two, 
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pamphlet laws of one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-nine; and that all orders, rules and regula- 
tions of the board created thereunder in force when 
this act becomes effective shall continue in force as 
orders, rules and regulations of the director under 
this act until suspended by new orders, rules and 
regulations made by the director. All suits com- 
menced and being prosecuted by the milk control 
board under chapter eighty-two, pamphlet laws of 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine shall 
be deemed as continued and shall be enforeed and 
prosecuted by the director. <All books, papers, or- 
ders, rules, regulations and equipment held by the 
board under chapter one hundred sixty-nine, pam- 
phlet laws of one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-three; chapter one hundred seventy-five, 
pamphlet laws of one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-five; chapter fifty-six, pamphlet laws of one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-seven; and chap- 
ter eighty-two, pamphlet laws of one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-nine, shall be delivered to the 
director. 

47. Licenses issued by the milk control board 
under chapter eighty-two of the pamphlet laws of 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine shall 
continue in full force and effect until July thirty- 
first, one thousand nine hundred and forty-one. 

Licenses issued by the director under this act 
during the license year beginning July first, one 
thousand nine hundred and forty-one and ending 
June thirtieth, one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-two, shall expire on June thirtieth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and forty-two. 

48. The operation and effect of any provision 
of this act conferring a general power upon the 
board or the director shall not be impaired or 
qualified by the granting to the board, the secre- 
tary, the director or an employee or agent of the 
director by this act of a specific power or powers, 
not inconsistent with the provisos contained in 
paragraph twenty-one of this act. 
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49. It is the intent of the Legislature that the in- 
stant, whenever that may be, that the handling 
within the State, by a milk dealer, of milk produced 
outside of the State, becomes a subject of regula- 
tion by the State, in the exercise of its police pow- 


ers, the restrictions set forth in this act respecting 


such milk so produced shall apply and the powers 
conferred by this act on the director shall attach. 
After any such milk so produced shall have come 
to rest within the State, any sale, within the State, 
by a licensed milk dealer, processor, subdealer or 
store or a milk dealer required by this act to be 
licensed, of any such milk purchased from the pro- 
ducer at a price lower than that required to be paid 
for milk produced within the State, purchased un- 
der similar conditions, shall be unlawful and 
deemed a violation of this act, and for continued 
violations the director may apply to the Court of 
Chancery for its writ of injunction to restrain such 
further unlawful acts. 

50. No provisions of this act shall apply or be 
construed to apply to foreign or interstate com- 
meree, except in so far as the same may be effec- 
tive pursuant to the United States Constitution and 
to the laws of the United States enacted pursuant 
thereto. 

51. The sections and parts of sections included 
in this act are hereby declared to be independent 
sections and parts of sections; if any such sec- 
tion or part of section shall be held invalid, such 
holding shall not affect the remainder of this act, 
nor the context in which such part of section so 
held invalid may appear, excepting to the extent 
that an entire section or part of section may be 
inseparably connected in meaning and effect with 
the section or part of section to which such holding 
shall directly apply. The intention and purpose 
of this act as hereinbefore defined extends to the 
regulation of the milk producing and marketing 
industry and to the control generally of milk to 
be sold to the inhabitants of the State of New Jer- 
sey to the full extent permitted by the Constitutions

of this State and of the United States as applied 
to legislation enacted under the emergency econdi- 
tions deseribed in this act or enacted under the 
police power of the State. 

52. This act shall be effective until such date as 
the Legislature shall determine an emergency no 
longer exists and the exercise of the police power 
of the State is no longer necessary and shall termi- 
nate its operation. 

53. This act shall take effect immediately.

19:14-21. The county clerk shall cause samples 
of the official general election ballot to be printed, 
and in counties other than counties of the first 
class not later than noon of the eighth day prior 
to the general election shall furnish to the munic- 
ipal clerk of each municipality in his county one 
and one-fifth times as many such sample ballots 
and stamped envelopes as there are voters regis- 
tered, to enable each district board in each munic- 
ipality to mail one of such sample ballots to each 
voter who is registered in the municipality for such 
election and shall take a receipt for the same from 
each of the municipal clerks, which receipt shall 
indicate the number of such sample ballots and 
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stamped envelopes delivered by the county clerk 
and the date and hour of their delivery. 

In counties of the first class the county clerk, not 
later than the thirtieth day preceding the general 
election, shall furnish to the commissioner of reg- 
istration located in his county one and one-tenth 
times as many stamped envelopes as there are 
registered voters in the county and not later than 
noon of the twelfth day preceding the general elec- 
tion shall furnish to the commissioner of registra- 
tion located in the county, one and one-tenth times 
as many sample ballots as there are registered 
voters in the county to enable the commissioner

1. When any person holds office, position or 
employment under the government of this State 
and has tenure or is protected in such office, posi- 
tion or employment by virtue of any law or any 
order, rule or regulation of the Civil Service Com- 
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mission, and such person shall be appointed to any 
office by the Governor, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, such person shall continue 
to hold the said office, position or employment in 
which he has tenure or is protected and shall con- 
tinue to receive the salary or compensation pro- 
vided for such office, position or employment and 
shall retain all the rights, privileges and benefits 
incident to his continued holding of said office, posi- 
tion or employment and his rating and status in the 
State Civil Service, despite the fact that he accepts 
and qualifies for the office to which he has been 
so appointed by the Governor; provided, the Gov- 
ernor certifies his approval thereof in writing to 
the Civil Service Commission; and in such case 
such person shall receive, in addition, from the 
appropriation made for salary or compensation 
for the office to which he has been so appointed by 
the Governor such additional salary or compensa- 
tion, not exceeding twenty-five hundred dollars 
($2,500.00), as the Governor, in his discretion, may 
fix by his certificate, which certificate shall be filed 
with the Civil Service Commission. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 277 


An Act concerning municipalities, and supple- 
menting Title 40 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In the event of emergency or widespread con- 
flagration, it shall be lawful for the chief or other 
head of the fire or police department of any munic- 
ipality, upon the request of the chief of the fire 
or police department or the mayor of any other 
municipality for assistance, to provide and render 
such assistance, by supplying fire and police aid, 
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or both, in the protection of life and property, or 
to assist in quelling any riot or disorder or in sup- 
pressing any conflagration. 

Any member of a fire or police department ren- 
dering assistance or aid, as contemplated by this 
act, who shall meet death in the performance of 
duty, or who shall suffer sickness, injury or death 
in carrying out the provisions of this act, shall be 
entitled to all pension rights and compensation as 
though such sickness, injury or death had occurred 
in his own municipality. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved July 21, 1941. 
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Aw Act regulating the sale of ice cream, sherbets, 
ices and similar frozen products. 


Br tr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Definitions. As used herein, the term ‘‘frozen 
desserts’’ shall be deemed to mean and include 
‘‘iece cream,’’ ‘‘custard ice cream,’’ ‘‘¥rench ice 
cream,’’ ‘‘French custard,’’ ‘‘frozen custard,’’ 
‘“sherbet,’’ ‘‘ice,’’ and ‘‘fruit ice.’’ Fancy form 
shall be deemed to mean ‘‘an individual portion or 
container which simulates a special form or design 
to be sold for special occasions in units of not less 
than four and which are not normally sold in re- 
tail trade.’’ Molded form shall be deemed to mean 
‘fa special form or design of eight or more fluid 
ounces which does not conform to the container in 
which it is packed.’’ 

2. Frozen desserts shall be sold in containers of 
the following capacities only: one quart, one pint, 
one-half pint and multiples of the half pint. The 
net contents of the container shall be marked on 
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the side or top thereof in a plain and conspicuous 
manner. Containers may be of capacities of less 
than eight fluid ounces if the net contents of the 
container, in terms of fluid ounces, is indicated on 
the side or top thereof in a plain and conspicuous 
manner. 

3. When frozen desserts are in individual units 
of fancy form, and each unit is less than eight fluid 
ounces, they may be sold by the unit without being 
marked as to net contents. Molded forms may be 
sold in containers that do not comply with the 
provisions of paragraph two; provided, the net con- 
tent in fluid ounces is plainly marked on the con- 
tainer as provided in paragraph nine of this act. 

4. Frozen desserts shall weigh not less than four 
and five-tenths pounds per gallon. 

5. The name of the manufacturers or dealer 
shall be plainly and conspicuously marked on each 
container of frozen desserts. ‘A number assigned 
by the State Superintendent of the Department 
of Weights and Measures, upon the written appli- 
cation of a manufacturer, may be used by such 
manufacturer in lieu of his name as required by 
this regulation. This regulation as to designating 
number, in lieu of a name, shall not apply to retail 
sales. 

6. The contents of frozen desserts containers 
shall be expressed in terms of the U. S. standard 
gallon and as follows: one quart, one pint, one-half 
pint or multiples of the one-half pint, and contain- 
ers of less than eight fluid ounces in terms of fluid 
ounces. 

7. Frozen desserts sold for consumption on the 
premises are exempt from the marking provisions. 

8. All containers of whatsoever size, must have 
an indication of the net contents except in the case 
of fancy forms of less than eight fluid ounces, in 
which case the containers must be marked as to 
the number of forms contained therein. 

9. The size of the lettering describing the con- 
tents of frozen desserts containers shall be not 
less than one-sixteenth of an inch in height on con- 
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tainers of eight ounces or not less than one-ninth 
ot an inch on containers from eight ounces to less 
than one quart in size and not less than one-eighth 
of an inch in height for containers of one quart 
or over. 

10. Reasonable tolerances or variations as to 
quantity shall be permitted. There is no tolerance _ 
permitted with reference to the minimum weight 
per gallon requirement for frozen desserts.

CHAPTER 279 


An Act concerning district courts, and amending 
section 2:8-14 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 2:8-14 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

2:8-14. The annual salaries of the judges of the 
district courts shall be as follows: 

a. In cities having four hundred thousand or 
more inhabitants, not less than six thousand 
($6,000.00) nor more than eight thousand dollars 
($8,000.00), and in cities having between two hun- 
dred thousand and four hundred thousand inhabit- 
ants, six thousand dollars ($6,000.00) ; 

b. In cities of the fourth class located on the 
Atlantic ocean and having more than fifty thou- 
sand inhabitants, six thousand dollars ($6,000.00) ; 

e. In cities having between one hundred and 
twenty-five thousand and two hundred thousand 
inhabitants, five thousand five hundred dollars 


($5,500.00) ; 
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d. In cities having between sixty thousand and 
one hundred and twenty-five thousand inhabitants, 
four thousand dollars ($4,000.00) ; 

e. In cities located in counties of the first class 
and having between sixty thousand and eighty-five 
thousand inhabitants, four thousand dollars 
($4,000.00); and in eities located in counties of 
the first class and having between eighty-five thou- 
sand and one hundred thousand inhabitants, five 
thousand dollars ($5,000.00) ; 

f. In cities having between twenty-five thousand 
and sixty thousand inhabitants, three thousand 
five hundred dollars ($8,500.00) ; 

¢. In cities having between twenty-three thou- 
sand and twenty-five thousand inhabitants, two 
thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500.00) ; 

h. In cities having between seventeen thousand 
and twenty-three thousand inhabitants, two thon- 
sand dollars ($2,000.00) ; 

i. In judicial districts having more than forty 
thousand inhabitants, two thousand dollars 
($2,000.00) except: 


(1) In such judicial districts in which the 
courts shall be held at more than one place in 
the district at stated periods, in which districts 
it shall be three thousand dollars ($3,000.00), 
and 

(2) In such judicial districts in counties 
having more than two hundred thousand in- 
habitants, In which districts it shall be three 
thousand five hundred dollars ($3,500.00) ; and 

(3) In such judicial districts in counties 
having more than sixty-five thousand inhabit- 
ants and where there shall be only one judicial 
district in the county, three thousand five hun- 
dred dollars ($3,500.00) ; and 

(4) In any judicial district wherein there is 
located any city now or hereafter having a 
population in excess of one hundred thousand 
inhabitants, in which district it shall be five 
thousand dollars ($5,000.00). 
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j. In judicial districts having less than forty 
thousand inhabitants, two thousand dollars ($2,- 
000.00), except: 


(1) In such judicial districts in counties 
having more than two hundred thousand in- 
habitants and less than three hundred thou- 
sand inhabitants, in which districts it shall be 
two thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500.00) ; 
and 

(2) In such judicial districts in counties hav- 
ing more than three hundred thousand inhabit- 
ants, in which districts it shall be three thou- 
sand five hundred dollars ($38,500.00). 


k. In judicial districts bordering on the Atlantic 
ocean and having less than thirty thousand and 
more than seventeen thousand inhabitants, two 
thousand eight hundred dollars ($2,800.00) ; and in 
judicial districts bordering on the Atlantic ocean 
and having between thirty thousand and one hun- 
dred thousand inhabitants, four thousand dollars 
($4,000.00). 

The salaries of the judges of the district courts 
shall be paid by the cities in which such courts are 
established, and by the county treasurer of the 
counties in which any judicial district may be in- 
corporated, in monthly installments, to be com- 
puted from the date of the appointment of such 
judges. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

($17,000.00) to the Department of Conservation 
and Development for the purchase of certain 
lands and premises as an addition to Washing- 
ton Crossing Park. 


Be 1v ENACTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey:

1. Any person who shall by means of any false 
statement made orally or in writing obtain from 
the State of New Jersey or any county or munic- 
ipality or from any officer, committee, commission 
or body thereof, or from any private or charitable 
organization or association of any kind, any money, 
personal property or other valuable thing, if the 
price or value of the money, personal property or 
other valuable thing be in the total under one hun- 
dred dollars ($100.00), shall be proceeded against 
and adjudged a disorderly person under the pro- 
visions of subtitle fifteen of Title 2 of the Revised 
Statutes. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 282 


Aw Act concerning the appointed judges of the 
Court of Errors and Appeals, and supplement- 
ing chapter one of Title 2 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The appointed judges of the Court of Errors 
and Appeals shall not engage in the practice of law 
in any of the courts of this State. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 283 


Aw Act concerning the compensation of the mem- 
bers of the Department of State Police, and 
amending section 53 :1-7 of the Revised Statutes. 


Beir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 53:1-7 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

53:1-7. All troopers enumerated in section 
53 :1-5 of this Title shall receive an increase of two 
hundred dollars ($200.00) per year after the com- 
pletion of two years, four years and six years of 
continuous service and two hundred forty dollars 
($240.00) after the completion of eight years of 
continuous service, and until the ninth year, when 
the aggregate increase of eight hundred forty dol- 
lars ($840.00) per annum shall have been reached.

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CHAPTER 284 


Aw Act concerning education, and providing mini- 
mum salaries for teachers in school districts, and 
amending section 18:13-13 of the Revised Stat- 


utes. 


Br ir Enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 18:18-18 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18 :13-13. The minimum salary of a teacher in 
any school district in any county of the first and 
second class of this State shall be twelve hundred 
dollars ($1,200.00) per academic year, and a pro- 
portionate amount for less than an academic year. 

The minimum salary of a teacher in any school 
district in counties of the third, fourth, fifth and 
sixth class of this State shall be one thousand 
dollars ($1,000.00) per academic year, and a pro- 
portionate amount for less than an academic year. 

An ‘‘academic year,’’ for the purpose of this act, 
means the period between the time the school opens 
in the district after the general summer vacation 
until the next succeeding summer vacation. 

The provisions of this act shall not apply to 
teachers employed as substitutes on a day to day 
basis. 

2. This act shall take effect September first, one 
thousand nine hundred and forty-two.

An Act vesting the title to real estate of which 
William EK. Blyler died seized and which is al- 
leged to have escheated to the State of New Jer- 
sey in the year one thousand nine hundred and 
forty, in Nellie D. Laverty. 


Preamble. Wuereas, William E. Blyler, late of the township 
of Millburn, county of Essex and State of New 
Jersey, departed this life on the sixth day of 
August, one thousand nine hundred and forty, 
seized of all those certain lots, tracts or parcels 
of land and premises situate, lying and being in 
the township of Millburn, county of Essex and 
State of New Jersey described as follows: 


Known and designated as Plot No. 22 in 
Block No. 11, fronting on Grand street as 
shown on map entitled ‘‘Map of Wyoming, 
Property of James A. Wilhamson, Essex 
County, New Jersey, situate near the junction 
of Morris & Essex and West Line Railroads, 
surveyed and laid out by Frank H. Earle, Civil 
Engineer and Surveyor, 1872,’’ and filed in the 
Register’s office of the county of Essex, Sep- 
tember 9, 1872. 

Being fifty (50) feet wide, front and rear 
by one hundred fifty (150) feet in depth.

Preamble. Wuereas, The said William E. Blyler left no per- 
son or persons capable of inheriting the said

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Beit enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All the estate, right, title and interest of 
every kind and character of which it is alleged the 
State of New Jersey is seized in and to said real 
estate heretofore belonging to William K. Blyler, 
more particularly described in this act, are hereby 
vested in Nellie D. Laverty; provided, nothing 
herein contained shall be construed as effecting a 
merger of the fee to said premises with the mort- 
gage held by said Nellie D. Laverty covering the 
same premises; such title so as aforesaid vested 
under the provisions of this act is validated and 
confirmed. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 286 


Aw Act concerning the election clerk in the office 
of the Secretary of State. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The position of election clerk in the office of 
the Secretary of State shall be placed by the Civil 
Service Commission in the exempt class of the 
civil service law and the present acting election 
clerk shall continue to hold the same subject to all 
of the provisions of the civil service law. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 287 


Aw Act concerning vocational schools in second- 
class counties and supplementing article 5 of 
chapter 15 of Title 18 of the Revised Statutes. 


Beir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In any second-class county of this State in 
which there does not presently exist a vocational 
school established under the laws of the State, the 
Board of Chosen Freeholders of such county may, 
by a majority vote, establish a vocational school 
to be known as ‘‘vocational school in the county of 

’? (Here insert 
the name of the county in which the school is to be 
located). 

2. In the event of the establishment of any vo- 
cational school in accordance with the provisions 
of this Act, the Board of Chosen Freeholders of 
the county in which said school shall be established 
shall have the power to provide a rate of tuition 
for all pupils who attend said vocational school, 
not exceeding the cost to the county of the educa- 
tion of each said pupil, said cost to be paid by the 
sending school district in which the pupil resides. 
The maximum cost per pupil shall be the pro rata 
cost of the maintenance of said school, including 
interest on any outstanding obligations and amor- 
tization thereof. The cost per pupil shall be es- 
tablished in advance of the school year by the 
Board of Chosen Freeholders, and said cost shall 
be the same per pupil to each sending district, and 
shall be paid quarterly by the Board of Education 
of each sending district. 

3. The State Board of Education shall prescribe 
rules and regulations for the organization, man- 
agement and ‘control of such vocational school. 
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4. The course of study to be pursued in such 
vocational school and all changes therein shall be 
approved by the Commissioner of Education, with 
the advice and consent of the State Board of Edu- 
cation. 

5. The school year for such county vocational 
school shall begin on July 1st and end June 30th. 

6. For such county vocational school established 
in accordance with this act there shall be a board 
of education consisting of the county superin- 
tendent of schools and four persons to be ap- 
pointed by the director of the Board of Chosen 
Freeholders, with the advice and consent of such 
board. Not more than two appointed members 
shall be members of the same political parties, but 
no changes for adjustment of party representation 
shall be made in the board, except as vacancies 
occur. In making the first appointments to a 
board, one person shall be appointed to serve for 
one year, one for two years, one for three years, 
and one for four years, from November Ist next 
succeeding the date of their respective appoint- 
ments. Persons so appointed shall also serve from 
the date of their respective appointments until No- 
vember Ist, next ensuing. Thereafter annually, 
during the month of October, a member of the 
board shall be appointed to serve for a term of 
four years to take the place of the member whose 
term shall expire on November Ist, then next en- 
suing. 

Vacancies in the board caused by the death, res- 
ignation or removal of a member shall be reported 
forthwith by the secretary of the board to the 
director of the Board of Chosen Freeholders, who, 
within thirty days thereafter and in the manner 
herein prescribed for making appointments for a 
full term, shall appoint a person to fill the vacancy 
for the unexpired term. 

7. A member of the Board of Education created 
under the provisions hereof shall be a citizen and 
resident of the county, and shall have been such 
citizen and resident for at least three vears imme- 
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diately preceding his becoming a member of the 
board. 

8. The Board of School Estimate of such county 
vocational school shall consist of two members of 
the Board of Education of the school appointed 
by that board, two members of the Board of 
Chosen Freeholders of the county in which the 
school is situated, appointed by that board, and 
the director of the Board of Chosen Freeholders. 
The appointments shall be made annually between 
the first and fifteenth days of January. In case 
of a vacaney occurring in the board by reason of 
the resignation, death or removal of any appointed 
member, the vacancy shall be filled immediately by 
the board which originally appointed the member, 
by appointing another of its members to fill the 
vacancy. The secretary of the Board of Education 
of the vocational school shall be the secretary of 
the Board of School Estimate, but shall receive no 
compensation as such. 

9. On or before February 1st in each year, the 
Board of Education of such voeational school shall 
prepare and deliver to each member of the Board 
of School Estimate an itemized statement of the 
amount of money estimated to be necessary for the 
current expenses of, and for repair and furnishing 
the school for the ensuing school year. 

10. Between February 1st and February 15th in 
each year the Board of School Estimate shall fix 
and determine the amount of money necessary 
to be appropriated for the use of the school for 
the ensuing school year, exclusive of the amount 
to be received from the State. The Board of School 
Hstimate shall, on or before the last named date, 
make two certificates of the amount, signed by at 
least three of its members, one of which certificates 
shall be delivered to the Board of Education of the 
school, and the other to the Board of Chosen Free- 
holders of the county in which the school is situate. 
The Board of Chosen Freeholders shall, upon re- 
ceipt of the certificate, appropriate in the same 
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manner as other appropriations are made by it, the 
amount so certified, and the amount shall be as- 
sessed, levied and collected in the same manner as 
monies appropriated for other purposes in the 
county are assessed, levied and collected. Svwste- 
matically, the said Board of Chosen Freeholders 
may anticipate the receipt of tuition from sending 
school districts in a sum not to exceed the tuition 
received in the prior year. 

11. Whenever a Board of Education of a county 
vocational school established under this act shall 
decide that it is necessary to raise money for the 
purchase of land and buildings for school pur- 
poses or for erecting, enlarging, repairing or fur- 
nishing a building or buildings for use as a voca- 
tional school, it shall prepare and deliver to each 
member of the Board of School Estimate a state- 
ment of the amount of money estimated to be neces- 
sary for such purpose or purposes. The Board of 
School Hstimate shall fix and determine the neces- 
sary amount and shall make two certificates 
thereof, one of which certificates shall be delivered 
to the Board of Edueation, and the other to the 
Board of Chosen Freeholders of the county in 
which the school is situated. The Board of Chosen 
Freeholders may appropriate an amount as other 
appropriations are made by it, and the amount 
shall be raised, assessed, levied and collected at the 
same time and in the same manner as monies ap- 
propriated for other purposes in the county are 
‘aised, assessed, levied and collected; or the Board 
of Chosen Freeholders may appropriate and bor- 
row such money for the purpose or purposes afore- 
said and secure the repayment of the sum _ so 
borrowed, together with interest thereon, by the is- 
suance of bonds inthe corporate name of the county. 
Bonds so issued shall be designated ‘‘county voe¢a- 
tional school bonds.’’ They shall be issued and sold 
in the same manner as other bonds for county pur- 
poses are issued and sold, in accordance with stat- 
utes regulating the issuance and sale ef county 
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bonds and other obligations. The proceeds of the 
sale of the bonds shall be deposited with the treas- 
urer of the county vocational school, and shall be 
paid out only on the warrants or orders of the 
Board of Education of the school. 

12. Whenever any county vocational school shall 
be established under the provisions of this act 
there shall be paid to the treasurer of the school 
on the order of the commissioner, an amount equal 
to that raised in the county for the establishment 
of the school, exclusive of the amount appropri- 
ated for the purchase of land or the erection of a 
building, which amount shall be paid by the treas- 
urer on the warrant of the State Comptroller. An- 
nually thereafter, the State shall pay in like man- 
ner an amount equal to the amount appropriated 
by the county for the current expenses of the 
school. The money contributed by the State for 
the support and maintenance of any such school 
shall not exceed in any one year the sum of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000.00). 

13. The Board of Education provided for herein 
shall be a body corporate and shall be known as 
“The Board of Education of the Vocational School 
in the county of ,’ (here insert 
the name of the county in which such school] shall 
be located) shall organize and have the powers and 
be subject to the restrictions provided in sections 
18 :15—-49, 18 :15-51, 18:15-52 and 18:15-53, Revised 
Statutes of 1937. 

14. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 288, LAWS OF 1941 


CHAPTER 288 


An Act concerning district courts, and supple- 
menting chapter eight of Title 2 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Br rr pnactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. To the end that the district courts throughout 
any county shall not remain or become, as the case 
may be, more partisanly constituted than the col- 
lective number thereof shall compel, in every 
county in which there are or may be two or more 
district court judges all appointments to such 
judgeships shall be made in such manner that even- 
tually the judges therein shall have been chosen 
equally from the membership of different political 
parties; provided, however, that in any county hav- 
ing an odd number of district courts, there may be 
one more appointee of one political affiliation than 
of the other; and provided further, however, that 
the words ‘‘political parties’’ shall always mean 
such political parties as shall have cast the lareest 
and next to the largest number of votes, respec- 
tively, for members of the general assembly at the 
last preceding general election held prior to the 
making of such appointments. 

2. If a vacaney exists or shall hereafter exist 
for any reason in any county where by custom or 
coincidence there has been an equal bipartisan 
division of appointees as intended by this act, the 
person appointed to fill such vacancy shall be a 
member of the same political party as his predeces- 
sor; provided, however, that if in any such county 
two or more vacancies exist simultaneously, it shall 
be lawful to appoint persons not of the same po- 
litical affiliation as their predecessors; provided 
further, however, that appointments shall always 
be made to effectuate the purpose of this act. 
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3. In any county where there is now a majority 
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bers of the same political party, no person shall 
be appointed to fill any vacancy occurring in any 
district court judgeship in such county unless his 
political affiliation accords with the purpose of this 
act. 

4. No person who may be nominated to succeed 
himself or the judge of any other district court, 
shall be presumed to have the same political affilia- 
tion as when last appointed; but at the time of his 
new appointment his then political affiliation shall 
be determined. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 289 


An Act concerning vocational schools in counties 
of the second class, and supplementing article 
five of chapter fifteen of Title 18 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Br it ENacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In any county of the second class in which 
there does not presently exist a vocational school 
established under the laws of this State, the board 
of chosen freeholders of such county may, by a 
majority vote of the board, establish a vocational 
school to be known as the ‘‘Emergency Vocational 
School inthe County Of .<ii5 5 awea ne oi eee eee 
(here insert the name of the county in which the 
school is to be located).’’ In the event of the estab- 
lishment of any emergency vocational school as in 
this act provided, the board of chosen freeholders 
of the county shall have power to name a commis- 
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sion to supervise said school, to prescribe courses 
in the emergency vocational schools, and power to 
fix rates of tuition. The cost per pupil shall be es- 
tablished from time to time by the board of chosen 
freeholders and shall be paid in accordance with 
rules and regulations to be adopted by the board. 
The commission, selected for the supervision of 
such emergency vocational school, shall have power 
to expend appropriations authorized and to obtain 
from the Federal Government or any agency 
thereof grants in aid of such emergency vocational 
school. 

2. The commission charged with the supervision 
of such school shall be three in number and shall 
hold their said offices for terms of three years and 
until their successors are appointed by the board 
of chosen freeholders. The commission shall an- 
nually report to the board of chosen freeholders. 
Vacancies occurring for any cause shall be filled 
by the board of chosen freeholders for the unex- 
pired time. 

Any person a resident of the county for a period 
of at least five years prior to the passage of this 
act may be selected to membership in such com- 
mission. 

3. The commission shall be charged with the 
duty of formulating courses In emergency voca- 
tional training in aid of national or State defense 
and to prescribe the length of such courses. 

4. The board of chosen freeholders of any such 
county is authorized and empowered to provide by 
appropriation from time to time for the mainte- 
nanee of emergency vocational schools authorized 
to be established. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 290 


An Act relating to the collection of certain delin- 
quent taxes upon railroad companies. 


Wuereas, Certain taxes levied for the years 1932 
through 1940 upon property used for railroad 
purposes in this State are delinquent and unpaid, 
and the total accumulated delinquencies, exclu- 
sive of interest penalties, amounted to more than 
thirty-four million dollars ($34,000,000.00) as of 
December thirty-first, one thousand nine hundred 
and forty; and 


Wuereas, Four of the railroad systems serving 
this State are or have recently been in reorgan- 
ization under Federal bankruptcy laws, and there 
is serious doubt as to the ability of the railroads 
operating in the State to pay the delinquent 
taxes, and at the same time to continue to fur- 
nish adequate and safe service; and 


Wuereas, The limited area of New Jersey and its 
intensive industrial development make it pecul- 
larly dependent upon efficient transportation, 
particularly because of the present demands of 
production for national defense, and immediate 
payment of accumulated tax delinquencies would 
impair the capacity of the delinquent railroads 
to furnish such transportation service; and 


Wuereas, The unpaid railroad taxes have tended 
to create a chaotic condition in State and munici- 
pal finances, and the entire State has an urgent 
and important interest in the immediate solution 
of the question of delinquent railroad taxes and 
in the maintenance of stable transportation fa- 
cilities and public finances; now therefore, 


CHAPTER 290, LAWS OF 1941 


Bs ir enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: : 

1. Installment payments. The State Treasurer 
is hereby authorized and required to accept, with- 
out interest penalties, installment payments of the 
full principal amount of property taxes upon rail- 
road companies, which were due on or before De- 
cember first, one thousand nine hundred and forty, 
and remain unpaid on the effective date of this act. 
But the State Treasurer shall not accept any in- 
stallment payments under the terms of this act 
unless and until the delinquent taxpayer shall have 
complied with the requirements of sections seven 
and eight hereof. 

2, Maximum period. The total principal amount 
of delinquent taxes payable under this act shall be 
paid in full, in accordance with the respective ca- 
pacity to pay of each railroad system and of each 
railroad company not part of a system, within a 
maximum period from and after December first, 
one thousand nine hundred and forty, determined 
as the whole number of years next greater than 
seven times its ‘‘burden index,’’ computed as here- 
inafter set forth, except that each taxpayer shall 
be allowed at least two years, and no taxpayer 
shall be allowed more than twenty years. 

The burden index shall be determined for each 
railroad system, and for each company not part of 
a system, by dividing its total amount of delinquent 
taxes as of December thirty-first, one thousand nine 
hundred and forty, by the five-year average of its 
net railway operating income, for the years one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-six through one 
thousand nine hundred and forty, inclusive. Any 
system or railroad not part of a system whose 
average net railway operating income is not a pos- 
itive sum shall be allowed the maximum period of 
twenty vears. 

For the purpose of this act, a railroad system 
shall be deemed to consist of an operating railroad 
reporting to the Interstate Commerce Commission 
for the year one thousand nine hundred and forty 
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and all the companies included in its report of 
system operations. 

3. Date and amount. Installment payments shall 
be made on or before December first in each year. 
Each annual installment shall be not less than such 
amount as, together with all prior installment pay- 
ments, shall leave a balance remaining due the ratio 
of which to the total principal amount of delinquent 
taxes payable hereunder shall not exceed the ratio 
of the number of unexpired years to the total 
number of years of the maximum period permitted 
under section two of this act. 

4. Interest. All interest penalties upon taxes 
paid pursuant to this act shall be abated and can- 
celled, except that, in addition to installment pay- 
ments, interest at the rate of three per centum 
(3%) per annum shall be paid annually upon the 
balance of delinquent taxes remaining unpaid from 
and after December first, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and forty. 

5. Discharge of hen. The liens of the State for 
taxes and interest penalties of each year for which 
delinquent taxes are payable pursuant to this act 
shall be fully satisfied and discharged, in the order 
in which such taxes accrued, when and as principal 
payments on account thereof equal or exceed the 
full principal amount delinquent for any tax vear, 
and interest upon all unpaid balances has been paid 
in full. 

6. Liens preserved. The remedies of the State 
for the collection of delinquent taxes payable pur- 
suant to the provisions of this act shall not be 
enforced against any taxpayer which enters upon 


the execution of an installment payment plan here- 


under, in the manner provided by section seven 
hereof, so long as installment payments and inter- 
est upon the unpaid balances continue to be paid on 
or before the respective due dates. Upon default 
in payment of all or part of an installment payable 
in any year or of interest upon the unpaid balance, 
the whole remaining amount of delinquencies in- 
cluding interest penalties, shall, subject to the pro- 
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visions of section five of this act, be reinstated and 
become due and payable thirty days after the date 
of default. Nothing in this section shall be con- 
strued to deprive any taxpayer of credit for install- 
ment payments upon the principal amount of delin- 
quencies made prior to such default. 

7. Undertaking; first payment. Any railroad or 
system, or the receiver, trustee or trustees thereof, 
may enter upon the execution of an installment 
payment plan authorized under this act by (1) duly 
executing and filing with the State Comptroller a 
written undertaking, in such form as the Attorney- 
General shall prescribe, for the payment of the 
total amount of delinquent taxes owed by the rail- 
road or system and (2) paying into the State treas- 
ury an amount not less than the first annual install- 
ment together with interest on the unpaid balance 
computed in the manner provided by sections two, 
three and four of this act. 

8. Waivers. The first payment tendered pursu- 
ant to this act shall be accompanied by a waiver of 
any and all rights to contest the legality or amount 
of any assessment made prior to December first, 
one thousand nine hundred and forty-one, together 
with stipulations, consents or other papers for the 
discontinuance and dismissal of all suits, actions, 
and proceedings pending in any court or before the 
Board of Tax Appeals concerning such assess- 
ments, all in such form as the Attorney-General 
may require. 

9. Consents in reorganizations. The Attornev- 
General is hereby authorized and directed to 
execute in the name of the State of New Jersey any 
and all consents to a plan or plans of reorganization 
of a railroad corporation, under Federal bank- 
ruptey or other laws, to the extent that such plan 
provides for payments to the State on claims for 
taxes in accordance with the provisions of the act. 

10. Construction. Nothing in this act shall be 
construed to affect the payment and collection of 
taxes other than assessments made under chapters 
nineteen to twenty-nine of Title 54 of the Revised 
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Statutes; nor shall any provision of this act be 
construed to authorize or recognize any claim for 
any refund, return or credit of all or part of the 
taxes of any company heretofore paid for any vear. 

11. Distribution of receipts. The monies col- 
lected by the State Treasurer pursuant to this act 
shall be subject to distribution, apportionment or 
appropriation as heretofore provided by law. The 
State Treasurer shall credit receipts hereunder to 
delinquent accounts in the order in which the de- 
linquent taxes were originally assessed. 

12. Effect of unconstitutionality. If any provi- 
sion of this act, or the application thereof to any 
person or circumstances, is held invalid, the re- 
mainder of this act, or application of such provi- 
sion to other persons or circumstances, shall not 
be affected thereby. 

13. Effective date. This act shall take effect im- 
mediately.

1. Short title. This act shall be known as the 
“railroad tax law of 1941.”’ 


2. Definitions. As used in this act, unless the 
context clearly requires a different meaning: 

‘‘Railroad’’ means any common carrier by rail- 
road engaged in, owning or constructing facilities 
for, the transportation of persons or property in 
or through this State, other than a street railway 
or traction company using or occupying the public 
streets, highways, roads or other public places, the 
taxation of which is otherwise provided by law. 

‘“‘Svstem’’ means any independently operating 
railroad which operates its facilities and those of 
one or more other railroads as a single utility for 
furnishing transportation service. A system shall 
include all companies the property of which is so 
operated either by virtue of control through direct 
or indirect ownership of a majority or more of 
capital stock, or under lease. trackage rights or 
under any other form of contract, and for which 
separate operating accounts are not maintained. 

‘‘Main stem’’ of a railroad means the roadbed 
not exceeding one hundred feet in width, with its 
rails and sleepers, and all structures erected 
thereon and used in connection therewith, not in- 
cludine passenger or freight buildings erected 
thereon. 

‘‘Tangible personal property’’ means the rolling 
stock, cars, locomotives, ferryboats, all machinery, 
tools and other tangible personal property of a 
railroad company, and also the locomotives and 
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cars not belonging to such railroad company but 
built for its use and actually used in this State, or 
run under its control in this State by a sleeping 
ear company or other company; but the rolling 
stock of other persons or corporations temporarily 
used on any such road, but not forming part of the 
equipment of such road, shall not be included in the 
term. 

‘Taxpayer’? means any person, railroad or 
system subject to taxation under the provisions of 
this act. 

‘*Commissioner’’ means the State Tax Commis- 
sioner. 

3. Exemption of securities. When the real 
estate and tangible personal property of a tax- 
payer are assessed and taxed under this act, the 
shares of stock, bonds and certificates of indebted- 
ness of the taxpayer shall not be taxed in the hands 
of the shareholders, bondholders or creditors, ex- 
cept as provided in this act. 

4. Property not used for railroad purposes. All 
the property of a railroad company not used for 
railroad purposes shall be assessed and taxed by 
the same assessors, in the same manner and at the 
same rate as the taxable property of other owners 
in the same taxing district. 

5. Municipal assessment of benefits. Nothing in 
this act shall be construed to prohibit any munici- 
pality from assessing benefits for street, sidewalk, 
sewer or other municipal improvements against 
any of the property of a railroad in this State, but 
such assessments shall be made against railroad 
property by the same method and by the same of- 
ficers ag are provided by law in the ease of assess- 
ments against the properties of individuals. 

6. General Powers of commissioner. The com- 
missioner is hereby authorized and empowered to 
earry into effect the provisions of this act and sub- 
ject thereto he shall prescribe and publish all need- 
ful rules and regulations for its enforcement. He 
shall keep a record of his proceedings and shall re- 
port annually to the Legislature.

7. Property taxable; rate. There is hereby 
levied an annual property tax upon all property 
used for railroad purposes at the rate of three per 
centum (8%) upon the true value thereof. The 
tax hereby imposed shall be assessed by the State 
Tax Commissioner, in the manner hereinafter pro- 
vided, for the year one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-one and for each year thereafter. 

8. Leased property. If the property of a rail- 
road be leased to or operated by another corpora- 
tion, foreign or domestic, the property of the 
lessor, or company whose property is operated, 
shall be subject to taxation in the manner provided 
in this act. 

9, Movable property. Tangible personal prop- 
erty which is used or kept but a part of the time in 
this State by any railroad shall be assessed such 
proportionate part of its value as the time it is 
used or kept in this State during the calendar year 
preceding bears to the whole year. 

10. Grade crossing improvements exempt. The 
value of the main stem of each railroad and the 
other real estate thereof used for railroad pur- 
poses shall be ascertained without including any 
part of the cost of improvement, relocation, recon- 
struction, elimination or avoidance of highway 
gerade crossings, including State highways, made 
pursuant to Title 48 of the Revised Statutes, or 
pursuant to the provisions of an agreement for 
any of such purposes with a municipality made 
after April twenty-seventh, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-one, but such exemptions shall

apply only to main lines and branches existing on 
April twenty-seventh, one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-one. 

11. Assessment in lieu. Taxes assessed pursu- 
ant to this act shall be in leu of all other State or 
local taxation of or measured by property taxable 
hereunder, other than assessments for benefits.

13. Franchise excise. An annual excise tax is 
hereby levied upon all railroads operating within 
this State for the privilege of exercising their re- 
spective franchises, to be computed in the manner 
hereinafter provided. This tax shall be in leu of 
any other tax or taxes of or upon such franchises. 

14. Franchise base. A ‘‘franchise base’’ shall be 
computed for each year, by allocating such part 
of the next preceding year’s net railway operat- 
ing income of each system, and railroad not part 
of a system, to the State of New Jersey, as the num- 
ber of miles of all track over which the railroad 
or system operates in this State bears to the total 
number of miles of all track over which it operates. 
The franchise base for each year shall be the 
amount so allocated capitalized at three per centum 
(3%). 

For the purpose of this section, net railway oper- 
ating income shall be computed as total railway 
operating revenues from all sources, including 
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any revenue whatever derived directly or indirectly 
from property which is used for railroad purposes, 
less costs of railroad maintenance, operation and 
depreciation, railway tax accruals, uncollectible 
railway revenues, rentals (both debits and credits) 
for equipment leased for less than one year or 
interchanged, and joint facility rents (both debits 
and credits). Deductions from operating reve- 
nues for depreciation, additions and betterments, 
and compensation for personal services shall be 
subject to regulation by the commissioner, as to 
reasonableness of amount and appropriateness of 
accounting distribution. 

15. Rate; computation. The franchise tax shall 
be assessed at the rate of three per centum (5%) 
of the excess of the ‘‘franchise base,’’ of each 
system and of each railroad not part of a system, 
over the total taxable valuation of the previous 
year of all classes of property used by the railroad 
or system for railroad purposes, as finally deter- 
mined pursuant to this act.

16. Local assessors; information returns. The 
assessors in all taxing districts where property of 
a railroad not used for railroad purposes shall be 
assessed, if required so to do by the State Tax 
Commissioner, shall certify and send to the com- 
missioner on or before the second Monday in June 
in each year, a statement giving the description of 
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such property included in the local ratables for that 
year, and showing the assessed valuation thereof. 
They shall also, at the same time, certify and send 
to him a short description of all the real property 
in their respective taxing districts, used or owned 
for railroad purposes excepting the main stem or 
roadbed and track, not exceeding one hundred feet 
in width of each railroad. 


17. Valuation; notice. On or before November 
first in each year the commissioner shall determine 
the true value, as of the preceding January first, 
of all property used for railroad purposes in this 
State. He shall, in such determination, ascertain 
values according to the following classes: 


I. The length and value of the main stem of 
each railroad, and the length of such main stem 
in each taxing district; 

II. The value of the other real estate used 
for railroad purposes in each taxing district in 
this State, including the roadbed (other than 
main stem), tracks, buildings, water tanks, ri- 
parian rights, docks, wharves and piers, and 
all other real estate, except lands not used for 
railroad purposes; 

III. The value of all the tangible personal 
property of each railroad; 

IV. The value of the remaining property. 


Upon completion of his valuation of property 
used for railroad purposes, but not later than De- 
cember tenth in each year, the commissioner shall 
deliver a detailed statement thereof, including the 
several classes of property, to each taxpayer. On 
or before January tenth, in each year, the commis- 
sioner shall certify to the county boards of taxation 
in the several counties the value of Class II prop- 
erty, situate in each taxing district in the county. 

18. Valuation; determination. Any taxpayer or 
the Attorney-General on behalf of the State and 
of the taxing districts claiming that error has been 
made in the commissioner’s valuations may, on or 
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before the third Monday of January following the 
completion of such valuations, file a petition for 
review specifying the grounds of complaint and the 
relief sought. The petition shall be in such form 
and shall contain such further information as may 
from time to time be prescribed by the commis- 
sioner for the better understanding and deter- 
mination of the complaint. The commissioner shall 
conduct a hearing upon such petition, shall review 
the valuations of which it complains, shall make 
his determination thereon and correct the same as 
shall appear just before the first day of April fol- 
lowing the filing of the petition.

Within ten days after com- 
pletion of his assessments, the commissioner shall 
serve upon each taxpayer a statement of the total 
amount of tax payable, including separately the 
franchise tax and the manner of computation 
thereof, and the assessed valuations of property 
by classes, as described in section seventeen of this 
act, the latter arranged according to taxing dis- 
tricts and, in the case of system assessments, ac- 
cording to railroad ownership of the property. The 
failure of any taxpayer to receive a statement of 
assessment as herein required shall not invalidate 
any such assessment or the lien thereof, nor shall 
it relieve the taxpayer of the obligation of payment 
of the assessment as required by this act. 

22. Certification to Comptroller. Within fifteen 
days after completion of his assessments, the com- 
missioner shall report and certify all assessments 
and the statements thereof to the State Comptrol- 
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ler. The several statements shall be recorded in 
books kept in the office of the State Comptroller, 
to be provided by him for that purpose, and shall 
be public records open to public inspection. 

23. Tax for State use. All receipts from taxa- 
tion of property used for railroad purposes other 
than from assessments of Class II property, as 
described in section seventeen of this act, together 
with one-half the receipts from the franchise tax 
imposed hereunder shall be applied to the uses of 
the State according to law. 

24. Tax for local use. a. The entire amount of 
tax receipts derived from the assessment of Class 
II property, as deseribed in section seventeen of 
this act, and one-half the receipts from the fran- 
chise tax imposed hereunder shall be, by the State 
Comptroller, allotted to and paid over to the local 
taxing districts in which such property is situated. 
Each taxing district shall receive such proportion 
of the total aforesaid amount of property and fran- 
chise tax receipts as the valuations of second-class 
railroad property situated within the taxing dis- 
trict bears to the total valuation of such property 
in the State, as valued by the State Tax Commis- 
sioner for the purpose of taxation under this act. 

b. The Comptroller shall transmit to each county 
treasurer a certificate showing the amounts allotted 
to the taxing districts therein, and shall, on or be- 
fore December tenth of the year in which the taxes 
are payable, draw and transmit his warrant upon 
the State treasury, in favor of the several county 
treasurers, for the amounts allotted to their several 
counties. Each county treasurer shall forthwith, 
and not later than December fifteenth, pay to the 
collector or other proper officer of each taxing 
district the amount allotted thereto, deducting, 
however, the amount due for county taxes from the 
taxing district.

25. Reassessment; property omitted. a. When- 
ever the commissioner shall determine that any tax 
or taxes assessed pursuant to this act were less 
than or in excess of the amount thereof lawfully 
assessable, he may correct such deficiency or error 
by reassessing such tax, or any part thereof. 

b. Whenever property subject to taxation under 
this act has or shall have been omitted from assess- 
ment by failure of the taxpayer to include it in a 
return of information, or otherwise, the commis- 
sioner may, if he finds that such property has been 
omitted from his assessment, cause such property 
to be assessed for any omitted years in accordance 
with the provisions of this act. 

26. Review of assessments; notice. For the pur- 
pose of reviewing the assessments made pursuant 
to section twenty-five of this act, the commissioner 
shall sit on a day to be fixed by him, not later than 
twenty days after the making of the assessments, 
of which immediate notice shall be given by the 
commissioner to the taxpayers affected thereby. 
The commissioner may adjourn from time to time 
until he has finished the hearing. Not more than 
thirty days shall be spent in the review, and the 
amount of taxes fixed by him shall be due and pay- 
able into the State treasury on or before fifteen 
days after the time limited for the review of the 
assessments. 

27. Period of limitations. The power of the State 
Tax Commissioner to make reassessments or to 
assess omitted property under this act shall be 
limited to the period of five years next preceding 
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the year in which the reassessment or assessment 
of omitted property is made. 

28. Certification to Comptroller. The commis- 
sioner shall certify the amount of the assessments 
to the Comptroller, in detail, and shall divide them 
into taxing districts so that the amount assessed for 
each year in each taxing district shall appear. The 
same remedies shall exist for the collection of these 
taxes as exist for the collection of taxes regularly 
assessed under this act. 

29. Credit for taxes paid locally. Any company 
having paid any tax for the omitted years under 
an assessment made upon that property or any part 
thereof by the local assessors, shall be entitled to 
receive a credit for such payment upon the assess- 
ment made under this act by proving to the satis- 
faction of the State Tax Commissioner, and of the 
State Board of Tax Appeals when such matter is 
pending before it, during the time herein author- 
ized for the review of such assessments, that such 
payment was made.

31. Appeal to State Board of Tax Appeals. 
Any taxpayer, the Attorney-General on behalf of 
the State, or the authorities of a taxing district, 
desiring to contest the validity or amount of any 
assessment or reassessment made by the commis- 
sioner under this act, may, on or before the third 
Monday of June following the assessment thereof, 
file a written complaint with the State Board of 
Tax Appeals, specifying the grounds of complaint 
and the relief sought, which shall be in such form 
and contain such further information as may be 
from time to time prescribed by the rules of the 
State Board of Tax Appeals for the better under- 
standing and determination of the complaint. 

32. Complaint and notice. If the complaint is 
made by a taxpayer, a copy of the complaint and 
notice of appheation for hearing thereon shall be 
served upon the Attorney-General five days before 
the filing of the complaint by leaving a copy of the 
complaint and notice at his office, and in respect to 
second-class property in any taxing district, a copy 
of the complaint and notice of application for 
hearing thereon shall be served upon the clerk of 
such taxing district, by leaving a copy of the com- 
plaint and notice at his office. If the complaint is 
made by the Attorney-General or any taxing dis- 
trict, a copy of the complaint and notice of applica- 
tion for hearing thereon shall be served upon the 
taxpayer five days before the filing of the com- 
plaint by leaving a copy of such complaint and 
notice at its principal office in this State. 

33. Hearing upon complaint. The State Board 
of Tax Appeals shall meet on the third Monday of 
June in each year at the State House, Trenton, for 
the purpose of fixing a time and place for the hear- 
ing cf any complaint filed under section thirty-one 
of this act. The Attorney-General shall appear on 
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behalf of the State before the State Board of Tax 
Appeals in person or by such deputy as he may ap- 
point and designate for that purpose. If it shall 
be made to appear upon such hearing that any such 
assessment or tax is illegal, excessive, insufficient 
or that there has been illegal discrimination in the 
assessment, the board shall correct, adjust and 
equalize such assessment or tax. 

34. Conclusion of hearings. The State Board 
of Tax Appeals shall conclude its hearing on or 
before the fifteenth day of October following the 
filing of the complaimt, and between November first 
and November fifth following shall certify to the 
State Tax Commissioner its final determination. 

30. Certifications. Whenever a final determina- 
tion of the State Board of Tax Appeals, as cer- 
tified to the commissioner, corrects, modifies, or 
otherwise affects the amount or classification of 
any assessment of property taxes or amends any 
assessment of franchise tax made by the commis- 
sioner, he shall forthwith certify to the Comp- 
troller all changes and corrections necessary to 
conform the assessment of tax to the determina- 
tion of the board of tax appeals. 

If a taxpayer, or the At- 
torney-General on behalf of the State, or the au- 
thorities of any taxing district shall desire to con- 
test the final determination of the State Board of 
Tax Appeals, such contest shall be made by cer- 
tiorari, but the application therefor may not be 
made after three months from the date of the cer- 
tification to the State Tax Commissioner of the 
final determination of the State Board of Tax Ap- 
peals. 

37. Scope of review. If it shall be made to ap- 
pear before the Supreme Court on the writ of cer- 
tiorari that the final determination of the State 
Board of Tax Appeals in respect to any such as- 
sessment or tax in controversy is illegal, excessive, 
insufficient, or that there has been illegal discrimi- 
nation in the assessment, the court shall correct, 
adjust and equalize such assessment and tax or 
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refer same back to the State Tax Commissioner 
who shall correct, adjust and equalize the assess- 
ment and tax in accordance with the instructions 
or decision of the court. 

38. Payment pending litigation. If the writ shall 
be allowed to a taxpayer, it shall pay to the State 
Treasurer, as a condition for prosecuting the writ, 
the amount of the taxes then not in substantial 
controversy. If the taxpayer and the Attorney- 
General or the authorities of the taxing district, 
as the case may be, are unable to agree on the 
amount of taxes then not in substantial contro- 
versy, such amount shall be determined by the court 
or justice by whom the writ is allowed, either di- 
rectly or by a reference to a Supreme Court Com- 
missioner. Upon the payment of the amount of 
taxes then not in substantial controversy, the pay- 
ment or collection of the remainder of the taxes 
shall be stayed until the final determination by the 
Supreme Court on the writ of certiorari, notwith- 
standing any law to the contrary. 

39. Irregularities; collateral attack. In any suit 
or proceeding, except on complaint before the State 
Board of Tax Appeals or on certiorari, the cer- 
tificeate and report of the commissioner to the State 
Comptroller shall be conclusive and shall have the 
force and effect of a judgment of a court of record 
having competent jurisdiction and the proceed- 
ing whereon such certificate and report are founded 
shall not be inquired into. No assessment or tax 
shall be set aside for misnomer of the owner of 
the property assessed but the name may be cor- 
rected at any time by the State Tax Commissioner, 
the State Board of Tax Appeals or the court. 

40. Fees. The prosecutor of the writ of certio- 
rari shall pay eight cents ($0.08) per folio to the 
State Tax Commissioner and the State Comptroller 
for returns made by them of proceedings under 
this act. 

41. State and local assessment of same property. 
If property of a taxpayer has or shall have been, 
in any year, assessed by the local authorities of 
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a taxing district, and has or shall have been also 
assessed by the State Tax Commissioner as prop- 
erty used for railroad purposes, the Supreme Court 
or any three justices thereof, assigned by the Chief 
Justice, shall determine, in a summary manner, 
the character of the property and whether used 
for railroad purposes and by whom it has lawfully 
been assessed. This determination shall be made 
whether the taxes in question have been paid or 
not and whether a certiorari to review either as- 
sessment has been granted or not. 

42. Hearing; procedure. The determination 
shall be made under an order to show cause at a 
time and place to be therein designated. The order 
shall be granted by the Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court upon application ex parte by any of 
the parties interested, namely, by the Attorney- 
General on behalf of the State, by the taxpayer, or 
by the authorities of the taxing district. 

The order shall be served upon the parties in- 
terested not making such application, not less than 
ten days before the day fixed therein for the hear- 
ing. Depositions to be used on such hearing may 
be taken on two days’ notice by either party. 

43. Judgment; costs. The justices before whom 
the matter shall be heard may if they see fit view 
the property in dispute, to guide them in their 
decision. The judgment of the court shall direct 
the cancellation or reduction of either assessment, 
as the character of the property may require, and 
shall make such order as to the return to the tax- 
payer any tax or portion thereof, that may have 
been paid to the State, or to any taxing district not 
entitled thereto, as the court shall deem just. The 
payment of costs may be directed in such manner 
as the court may deem equitable. The judgment 
shall be conclusive and final in all collateral pro- 
ceedings, but may be reviewed on appeal by the 
Court of Errors and Appeals.

44, Returns of information. a. On or before 
March first in each year, every taxpayer shall re- 
turn to the commissioner statements or schedules 
showing the character and value of all its prop- 
erty, as it existed on the first day of January pre- 
ceding, its capitalization and its indebtedness. 

b. On or before April fifteenth in each year, 
every taxpayer shall also return to the commis- 
sioner statements or schedules showing its railway 
operating revenues of the preceding year, all de- 
ductions therefrom, and the net railway operating 
income remaining after such deductions. 

45. Returns; form and content. All statements 
and schedules required to be returned to the com- 
missioner shall be made and prepared in such 
detail, and shall contain such additional informa- 
tion necessary or convenient for the proper ad- 
ministration and collection of the taxes imposed by 
this act, as the commissioner may by regulation 
prescribe. Returns made by corporations shall be 
sworn to by the president, vice-president or other 
principal officer and by the treasurer, assistant 
treasurer, or chief accounting officer. Whenever 
a receiver, trustee or assignee is operating the 
property or business of a taxpayer, the receiver, 
trustee or assignee shall make returns and tax 
pavments in the same manner and form as are re- 
quired of the taxpayer. 
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46. Payments; due dates. The full amount of 
franchise tax assessed by the commissioner shall 
be due and delinquent on November fifteenth in 
each year. 

On December first in each year, the full amount 
of property tax payable under this act shall be 
due and delinquent. 

All payments shall be made to the State Treas- 
urer. 

47. Recovery from owner for taxes paid on cars 
used. Any taxpayer shall pay taxes assessed pur- 
suant to this act upon any cars, hired, leased, run 
or used in this State, shall have a right of action 
against the company or person owning the cars, for 
the taxes so paid with interest thereon from date 
of payment, and may sue therefor in any court of 
competent jurisdiction. Nothing in this section 
shall be so construed as to avoid the obligation of 
a contract relating to the payment of taxes entered 
into or made, prior to March twenty-seventh, one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-eight, between 
any such company, its agents, or person owning 
such ears, and any such railroad company. 

48. Payment by person interested. If a taxpayer 
shall be in default in the payment of taxes under 
this act, a person having an interest in a mort- 
gage or other len on its franchises or property, 
may pay the State Treasurer the amount of such 
State tax and the interest due thereon, and receive 
from the treasurer a certificate of such payment. 
He shall thereupon be entitled to be repaid the 
amount of the tax and interest thereon at the rate 
of twelve per centum (12%) per annum out of the 
first proceeds of any sale of the franchises or prop- 
erty of the company, and the tax and interest 
thereon shall continue a lien on the franchise and 
property of the company, for the benefit of the 
holder of or person interested in the mortgage or 
lien until paid by the company from the sale of its 
franchises or property. If proceedines have been 
taken bv the Attorney-General to enforce the pay- 
ment of the tax and interest thereon, the holder 
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of or person interested in a mortgage or lien pay- 
ing the tax and interest shall pay each additional 
amount as a justice of the Supreme Court shall 
certify to be proper and reasonable for the ex- 
peuses and services of the proceedings as far as 
they have progressed for the collection of the tax 
and interest thereon. 

49. Payment pending litigation; credits. Any 
taxpayer may pay the amount of an assessment 
into the State treasury, notwithstanding litigation 
may be pending as to the validity of the whole or 
any part of said tax, and if it shall be determined 
in any litigation that the whole or any part of the 
tax so paid has been unlawfully assessed or im- 
posed, the State Treasurer shall give credit for 
such overpayment to the taxpayer so paying, upon 
the taxes next legally levied and payable into the 
State treasury subsequent to the determination of 
any such litigation. 

00. Payments pending litigation; distribution. 
Notwithstanding any law prohibiting the distribu- 
tion of money received by the treasurer in payment 
of railroad taxes during the pendency of an action 
by writ of certiorari involving the legality of such 
taxes, any money received by the treasurer under 
the provisions of section forty-nine of this act may 
be forthwith apportioned and disbursed by the 
treasurer to the agencies which would be entitled 
thereto if no writ of certiorari were pending.

The making of the entries 
shall have the same force and effect as the entry 
of a docketed judgment in the office of such clerk, 
and the State Comptroller shall have all of the 
remedies and may take all of the proceedings for 
the collection thereof which may be had or taken 
upon the recovery of a judgment in an action at 
law upon contract, but without prejudice to the 
taxpayer’s right of appeal.

62. Rules and regulations. The commissioner is 
hereby authorized and empowered to interpret and 
carry into effect the provisions of this act and in 
pursuance thereof to make and enforce such rules 
and regulations as he may deem necessary. 
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63. Audits and investigations. For the purpose 
of administering this act, the commissioner, when- 
ever he deems it expedient, may make or cause to 
be made by an employee of the State Tax Depart- 
ment, engaged in the administration of this act, an 
audit, examination, or investigation of the books, 
records, papers, vouchers, accounts, and documents 
of any taxpayer, and also field surveys, inspections 
and examinations of all lands and physical prop- 
erty. It shall be the duty of every taxpayer and 
of every director, officer, agent or employee of

other sum or sums as the Comptroller is directed 
to deduct therefrom by any law of this State, shall 
he devoted to the maintenance and support of a 
thorough and efficient svstem of free public schools.

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CHAPTER 293 


An Acr relating to taxation, supplementing chap- 
ter four of Title 54, and amending section 54 :4—52 
of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enactrep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey:

The forms for following out 
tables of aggregates shall be preseribed by the 
commissioner and sent by him to the county treas- 
urers of the several counties to be by them trans- 
mitted to the county board of taxation. Such table 
of aggregates shall be correctly added by columns 
and shall be signed by the members of the county 
board of taxation and shall within three days 
thereafter be transmitted to the county treasurer 
who shall file the same and forthwith cause it to be 
printed in its entirety and shall transmit certified 
copy of same to the State Comptroller, State Tax 
Commissioner, the State Auditor, the clerk of the 
board of freeholders, and the clerk of each munici- 
pality in the county.

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CHAPTER 294 


Aw Acr vesting the title to real estate of which 
Edward C. Hammett died seized, and which is 
alleged to have escheated to the State of New 
Jersey in the year one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-four, in Carrie Lilley, Eva Lang and 
Maggie Wilson, their heirs and assigns forever. 


Preamble. Wuereas, Edward C. Hammett departed this life 
on February 29, 1934, a resident of the City of 
Philadelphia, County of Philadelphia and State 
of Pennsylvania, seized of a certain lot and 
premises situate in the City of Camden, County 
of Camden and State of New Jersey, conveyed by 
Frank W. Miller and wife to the said Edward C. 
Hammett by deed dated November 27, 1889, and 
recorded in the office of the Register of Deeds of 
Camden county on December 9, 1889, in Book No. 
148 of Deeds at page 595 &c, more particularly 
deseribed as follows: 


Beginning at a point in the north line of Pearl 
street distant twenty-eight feet and nine inches 
eastward from the northeast corner of Ninth and 
Pearl streets, said point being the center of a 
party wall; thence eastward along the north line 
of Pearl street fourteen feet and two inches to a 
point, the center of another party wall; thence 
northward of that width or frontage between 
parallel lines running at right angles to Pearl 
street, passing through the center of said party 
walls sixty feet and two inches to a four feet wide 
alley in the rear, being house known as No. 905 
Pearl street. Together with the free use and 
privilege of said alley in common with adjoining 
tenants and owners forever; and 
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Wirerreas, The said Edward C. Hammett left no 
person or persons capable of inheriting the said 
lands and premises, and the same are alleged to 
have escheated to the State of New Jersey; and 


Wuereas, The request and proper notice of inten- 
tion to apply for the passage of this act has been 
given and dulv published; now. therefore, 


Brit enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All the estate, right, title and interest of every 
kind and character of which it is alleged that the 
State of New Jersey is seized, in and to certain 
real estate heretofore belonging to Edward C. 
Hammett, more particularly hereinbefore de- 
scribed. be and the same are hereby vested in Car- 
rie Lilley, Eva Lang and Maggie Wilson, their 
heirs and assigns forever; and such title so as 
aforesaid vested under the provisions of this act is 
validated and confirmed. 

2. This act shall be deemed a private act and 
shall take effect immediately.

An Act concerning alcoholic beverages, and 
amending section 33:1-26 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, 


Br tr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 33:1-26 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: ~ 

33 :1-26. All licenses shall be for a term of one 
year from the first day of July in each year. The 
respective fees for any such license shall be pro- 
rated according to the effective date of such license 
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and based on the respective annual fee as in this 
chapter provided. Where the license fee deposited 
with the application execeds such prorated fee, a 
refund of the excess shall be made to the licensee. 
Licenses are not transferable except as hereinafter 
provided. A separate license is required for each 
specific place of business and the operation and 
effect of every license is confined to the licensed 
premises. No retail license of any class shall be 
issued to any holder of manufacturer’s or whole- 
saler’s license, and no manufacturer’s or whole- 
saler’s license shall be issued to the holder of a 
retail license of any class. Any person who shall 
exercise or attempt to exercise, or hold himself out 
as authorized to exercise, the rights and privileges 
of a license except the licensee and then only with 
respect to the lheensed premises, shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor. 

In case of death, bankruptcy, receivership or in- 
competency of the licensee, or if for anv other 
reason whatsoever the operation of the business 
covered by the license shall devolve by operation 
of law upon a person other than the licensee, the 
commissioner or other issuing authority may, in 
his or its discretion, extend said license for a 
limited time, not exceeding its term, to the exeeu- 
tor, administrator, trustee, receiver or other per- 
son upon whom the same has devolved by operation 
of law as aforesaid. Under no circumstances, how- 
ever, shall a license, or rights thereunder, be 
deemed property, subject to inheritance, sale, 
pledge, lien, levy. attachment, execution, seizure 
for debts, or any other transfer or disposition 
whatsoever, except to the extent expressly pro- 
vided by this chapter. 

On application made therefor setting forth the 
same matters and things with reference to the 
premises to which a transfer of license is sought as 
are required to be set forth in connection with an 
original application for license, as to said premises, 
and after publication of notice of intention to apply 
for transfer, in the same manner as is required in 
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case of an application for license as to said prem- 
ises, the commissioner or other issuing authority 
may transfer, upon payment of a fee of five dollars 
_ ($5.00), any license issued by him or it respectively 
to a different place of business than that specified 
therein, by indorsing permission upon such license. 

On application made therefor setting forth the 
same matters and things with reference to the per- 
son to whom a transfer of license is sought as are 
required to be set forth in connection with an orig- 
inal application for license. which application for 
transfer shall be signed and sworn to by the person 
to whom the transfer of license is sought and shall 
bear the consent in writing of the licensee to such 
transfer, and after publication of notice of inten- 
tion by the person to whom the transfer of license 
is sought, to apply for transfer in the same manner 
as is required in the case of an original application 
for license, the commissioner or other issuing au- 
thority, as the case may be, may transfer any 
license issued bv him or it respectively to such ap- 
plicant for transfer by indorsing the license. Such 
application and the applicant shall comply with all 
requirements of this chapter pertaining to an orig- 
inal application for license and shall be accom- 
panied, in lieu of the license fee required on the 
original application, by a fee of ten per centum 
(10%) of the annual license fee for the license 
sought to be transferred, which ten per centum 
(10%) shall be retained by the commissioner or 
other issuing authority, as the case may be, 
whether the transfer be granted or not, and ac- 
counted for as other license fees. 

The action of the other issuing authority in 
granting or refusing to grant any application for a 
transfer of license to a different place of business 
or person shall be subject to appeal to the commis- 
sioner within thirty days from the date such action 
was taken. 

No person who would fail to qualify as a licensee 
under this chapter shall be knowingly employed by 
or connected in any business capacity whatsoever 
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with a licensee; but specialized technical workers, 
required in any business may, with the approval of 
the commissioner, and subject to rules and regula- 
tions, be employed although failing to qualify as to 
residence or citizenship. Persons failing to qualify 
as fo age, residence or eitizenship may, with the 
approval of the commissioner, and subject to rules 
and regulations, be employed by any licensce, but 
such employee, if disqualified by age or citizenship, 
shall not, in any manner whatsoever serve, sell or 
solicit the sale or participate in the manufacture, 
rectification, blending, treating, fortification, mix- 
ing, processing or bottlng of any alcoholic bever- 
age; and further provided, that no permit shall be 
necessary for the employment in a bona fide hotel 
or restaurant of any person failing to qualify as to 
age or residence so long as such person shall not 
in any manner whatsoever serve, sell or solicit the 
sale of any alcoholic beverage, or participate im the 
mixing, processing or preparation thereof, 
Approved July 28, 1941. 


CHAPTER 296 


An <Acr concerning financial responsibility for 
damages caused by the operation of motor ve- 
hicles in certain cases, and amending sections 
39 :6-1 and 39:6-5 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacrend by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 39:6-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39 :6-1. The commissioner shall require proof of 
financial responsibility to satisfy any claim for 
damages, by reason of personal injury to, or the 
death of, any one person of at least five thousand

dollars ($5,000.00), or by reason of personal in- 
jury to, or the death of, more than one person on 
account of any such accident, of at least ten thou- 
sand dollars ($10,000.00), and for damage to prop- 
erty of at least one thousand dollars ($1,000.00), 
from any person who shall have been convicted of, 
or who shall have forfeited any bond taken, or shall 
have had his case nolled upon the payment of any 
sum of money for, the violation of any of the fol- 
lowing provisions of law: 


a. Operating or permitting another person 
to operate a motor vehicle while under the in- 
fluence of intoxicating liquor or any narcotic 
or habit-producing drugs, as provided in sec- 
tion 39:4-50 of this Title; 

b. Not stopping at once when involved in an 
accident, ascertaining injury, rendering assist- 
ance and disclosing identity, as provided in 
article fifteen of chapter four of this Title 
(§ 39:4-129 et seq.) ; 

ce. Reckless driving, as provided in section 
39 :4-96 of this Title, except in such cases 
where circumstances, in the judgment of the 
commissioner, are such that requirements 
should be waived; 

d. Homicide or assault or assault and bat- 
tery arising out of the operation of a motor 
vehicle; 

e. Such other violations as constitute cause 
for suspension or revocation of licenses in this 
State; 

f. An offense in any other State, territory 
or province, which, if committed in this State, 
would be a violation of any of the aforesaid 
provisions of law of this State; or 

e. In the event that any person. while op- 
erating a motor vehicle, has been concerned in 
a motor vehicle accident resulting in the death 
of or injury to a person, or damage to prop- 
erty to the extent of at least twenty-five dol- 
lars ($25.00), or, in the discretion of the com- 
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missioner, from the person in whose name such 
motor vehicle is registered, or both, except 
where the person, in the commissioner’s opin- 
ion, is not at fault for causing accident. 


Whenever the commissioner shall require proof 
of financial responsibility from the owner of any 
motor vehicle, he shall require proof in the 
amounts herein specified for each vehicle owned 
or registered by such person. 

2. Section 39:6-5 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

39 :6-5. Suspension of license and certificates for 
failure to pay judgment. If a person fails to pay 
and satisfy every judgment rendered against him 
for damages because of personal injury or death, 
or damage to property in excess of twenty-five dol- 
lars ($25.00), resulting from the ownership, main- 
tenance, use or operation of a motor vehicle, within 
thirty days after its entry, or if an appeal is taken 
therefrom within that time, within thirty days after 
the judgement as entered or modified becomes final, 
the operator’s license and all registration certifi- 
eates of any such person, other than a chauffeur or 
operator employed by the owner of a motor vehicle 
and so acting at the time of the damage, injuries 
or death resulting in the judgment, shall, upon re- 
ceiving a certified copy of a transcript of the final 
judgment from the court in which it was rendered 
showing it to have been still unsatisfied more than 
thirty days after it became final, be forthwith sus- 
pended by the commissioner. 

The judgment herein mentioned shall be a judg- 
ment of a court of competent jurisdiction of this 
State, another State, the District of Columbia or a 
district court of the United States or a court of 
competent jurisdiction of a province of the Domin- 
ion of Canada. 

The license and registration certificates shall re- 
main so suspended and shall not be renewed, nor 
shall a motor vehicle be thereafter registered in 
the name of that person while the judgment re- 
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mains unstayed, unsatisfied and subsisting and un- 
til every such judgment is satisfied or discharged, 
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except by bankruptey or insolvency proceedings, © 


and until he gives proof of his ability to respond 
in damages, as required in this chapter, for future 
accidents. 

The clerk of the court in which the judgment is 
rendered, or the court where it has no clerk, shall 
forward to the commissioner, immediately after 
the expiration of the thirty days, a certified copy 
of the judgment or a transcript thereof, as afore- 
said. 

If the defendant is a nonresident the commis- 
sioner shall transmit to the officer in charge of the 
issuance of operators’ permits and registration 
certificates of the State or province of which the 
defendant is a resident a certified copy of the judg- 
ment. 

If after proof is given, another such judgment is 
recovered against that person for an accident 
occurring before the proof was given, the license 
and certificate shall again be and remain sus- 
pended, and no other license or certificate shall be 
issued to him while the judgment so remains un- 
satisfied and subsisting. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 297 


An Act concerning the purchase by counties and 
municipalities of current income bonds issued by 
the United States of America. 


Br ir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It shall be lawful for the governing body of 
any municipality and the board of chosen free- 
holders of anv county to use moneys which may be 
in hand for the purchase of current income bonds 
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issued by the United States of America. Such in- 
vestment shall be limited to such sums as may be 
available and not needed for the purpose of making 
required payments during the minimum life of such 
eurrent income bonds and in the purchase thereof, 
due regard must be had to the availability of funds 
pending the time when said bonds may be re- 
deemed. Said bonds shall be registered in the 
name of the municipality or county and the author- 
ization to purchase these bonds shall be by resolu- 
tion adopted by a majority vote of all of the mem- 
bers of the governing body of such municipality or 
county as the case may be. 

2. When said bonds are received by the munici- 
pality or county, the treasurer or chief financial 
officer shall duly record the receiving thereof in an 
appropriate manner and at the next regular or spe- 
cial meeting after the receipt of such bonds, said 
treasurer or chief financial officer shall transmit a 
written report to the governing body, setting forth 
the amount of bonds so received, the date and the 
numbers thereof. He shall at the same time, unless 
otherwise directed by the governing body, trans- 
mit said bonds to the clerk of the municipality or 
clerk of the board of chosen freeholders, as the 
ease may be, for safe-keeping. Full information 
setting forth the amount of bonds, the date, num- 
bers and interest periods, shall be recorded in the 
minutes at such regular or special meeting, and a 
certified duplicate copy of such minute record shall 
forthwith be filed with the Commissioner of Local 
Government. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately and the 
purchase provision shall expire by limitation on 
December thirty-first, one thousand nine hundred 
and forty-two.

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CHAPTER 298 


Aw Acr concerning the sale of lands limited over 
to infants or in contingency in cases where said 
sale would be beneficial, and amending section 
3:36-14 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 3:36-14 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

3:36-14. When it shall appear to the satisfaction 
of the Chancellor that real estate has been sold 
under authority of this chapter, upon the applica- 
tion of a life tenant or other persons having a 
vested interest therein, and that the proceeds of 
such sale have been paid into the Court of Chan- 
cery, to be kept at interest, and that the only per- 
sons who might have an interest in the said pro- 
ceeds of sale, or any part thereof, are persons not 
in being, or persons who have contingent interests 
therein and that, with the exception of such per- 
sons not in being, or having such contingent inter- 
ests the person upon whose application the real 
estate was ordered sold is entitled to the entire 
proceeds of the sale, the Chancellor may decree 
that the proceeds of such sale be paid to the life 
tenant of or other person having a vested interest 
in such real estate, upon the execution by such life 
tenant or other person of a bond, with sufficient 
surety, to the Chancellor of New Jersey, to be ap- 
proved by the Chancellor, and conditioned that, in 
the event of the birth of any person or persons not 
in being at the time of the making of the decree 
for pavment, who might have an interest in such 
real estate or in the proceeds arising from a sale 
thereof, or of the vesting of any contingent interest 
therein such life tenant or other person will repay 
into the Court of Chancery such proceeds, or such 
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part thereof as he may be decreed to pay by order 
of the Court of Chancery upon the coming into 
being of such person or persons, or the vesting of 
such contingent interest in any person. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved July 28, 1941. 


CHAPTER 299 


Aw Act to amend ‘‘An act to promote the media- 
tion, conciliation and arbitration of labor dis- 
putes and the creation of a board of mediation 
for the promotion thereof,’’ approved April 
thirtieth, one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
one (P. L. 1941, ce. 100). 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section three of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 


3. Definitions. When used in this act: 

(a) The term ‘‘board’’ shall mean New 
Jersey State Board ot Mediation. 

(b) The term ‘‘employer’’ includes an em- 
ployer and any person acting, directly or in- 
directly. on behalf of or in the interest of an 
employer with the employer’s knowledge or 
ratification, but a labor organization, or any 
officer or agent thereof, shall be considered 
an employer only with respect to individuals 
employed by such organization. 

(c) The term ‘‘employee’’ shall include any 
employee, and shall not be limited to the em- 
ployees of a particular employer unless this 
act explicitly states otherwise. and shall in- 
clude any individual whose work has ceased as 
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a consequence of or in connection with any 
current labor dispute or because of any unfair 
labor practice and who has not obtained any 
other regular’and substantially equivalent em- 
ployment. This term, however, shall not in- 
elude any individual taking the place of any 
employee whose work has ceased as aforesaid, 
nor shall it include any individual employed by 
his parent or spouse, or in the domestic serv- 
ice of any person in the home of the employer, 
or employed by any company owning or oper- 
ating a railroad or railway express subject to 
the provisions of the Railway Labor Act. 

(d) The term ‘‘representative’’ is not lim- 
ited to individuals but shall include labor or- 
ganizations, and individual representatives 
need not themselves be employed by, and the 
labor organization serving as a representative 
need not be limited in membership to the em- 
ployees of, the employer whose employees are 
represented. 


2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved July 28, 1941. 


CHAPTER 300 


Aw Act providing for the construction, dredging 
and maintenance of a harbor of refuge or an- 
chorage in the borough of Point Pleasant Beach, 
in the county of Ocean, within the area adjacent 
to Manasquan Inlet area, and making an appro- 
priation therefor. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In addition to the powers conferred by the 
provisions of chapter six of Title 12 of the Revised 
Statutes, the Board of Commerce and Navigation 
is authorized and empowered to construct, dredge 
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and maintain a harbor of refuge, or anchorage area 
in the borough of Point Pleasant Beach, in the 
county of Ocean, and within the area adjacent to 
the Manasquan Inlet area, and to do all things nec- 
essary in connection therewith for effectuating 
this act. 

2. The sum of thirty thousand dollars ($30,- 
000.00) is hereby appropriated from the State 
highway fund to cover the cost of said work to be 
expended by the Board of Commerce and Naviga- 
tion in the same manner as other State appropria- 
tions. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 301 


An Acr concerning pheasants and quail, and 
amending section 23:3-32 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 23:3-32 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

23:3-32. No pheasants or quail propagated in 
a semiwild state shall be sold. No such pheasants 
or quail shall be possessed or transported outside 
of licensed areas unless each bird shall have been 
tagged with the special tag prescribed by sections 
23 :3-28 to 23:3-39 of this Title. Except as to the 
additional tags hereinafter provided for, no licen- 
see raising pheasants or quail in a semiwild state 
shall procure from the board during any year of 
operation more tags to be affixed to the dead bodies 
of pheasants or quail propagated in a semiwild 
state than four times the number of female pheas- 
ants or quail released prior to May first in each 
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year. Additional tags may be provided to any 
licensee in number equal to four-fifths of the num- 
ber of birds released after May first in each year. 
The tags shall be of a special kind provided for 
the purpose. The numbers of birds taken in any 
vear, either alive or dead, on lands on which pheas- 
ants or quail are propagated in a semiwild state 
shall not exceed the number of tags obtained from 
the board. Pheasants propagated in a semiwild 
state may be taken by shooting only from Novem- 
ber tenth to January twentieth, except where the 
licensee shall have produced evidence satisfactory 
to the board that he has liberated on the land dur- 
ing the year covered by his license, or that he has 
in his possession on the land or in some other des- 
ignated place or places and will liberate on the land 
prior to February twenty-eighth at least one hun- 
dred pheasants for any acreage up to one hundred 
acres and at least one pheasant for each additional 
acre, in which case the licensee or any person or 
persons authorized bv him so to do may take pheas- 
ants by shooting from November tenth to the next 
following February twenty-eighth, both days in- 
clusive, on the land deseribed in his license. The 
number of pheasants so taken by shooting shall not 
exceed four-fifths of the total number of pheasants 
liberated on said land during the year covered by 
such license. Section 23:4-17 of this Title relating 
to the tracking of game in the snow or the killing 
of game while there is snow on the ground and sec- 
tion 23:4-24 of this Title relating to hunting on 
Sunday shall not apply to any person authorized to 
shoot pheasants under sections 23:3-28 to 23 :3-39 
of this Title. Quail propagated in a semiwild state 
may be taken by shooting only from November 
tenth to the next following February twenty- 
eighth, both days inclusive. No pheasants or quail 
propagated in a semiwild state shall be trapped 
without the written permission of the board. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved July 28, 1941. 
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CHAPTER 302 


Aw Act concerning the hours for hunting on the 
first dav of any open season for certain birds and 
animals, and amending section 23:4-1 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 


Be rv enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 23:4-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

23 :4-1. No person shall capture, kill, injure, de- 
stroy or have in possession any quail, rabbit, hare, 
gray, black or fox squirrel, raccoon, English or 
ring-necked pheasant, ruffed grouse, wild turkey, 
partridge, reedbird, wild swans, wood duck, wild 
geese, brant, wild ducks, rails or marsh hens, galli- 
nules, coot (commonly known as crow duck), up- 
land plover, black-bellied plover, golden plover, 
greater or lesser yellowlegs; willets, sandpipers, 
dowitchers or robin snipe, brown backs, curlews, 
turnstones or calico backs, godwits or marlin, tat- 
tlers, Wilson snipe or jacksnipe, woodeock or any 


other birds commonly known as shore birds, surf 


snipe or bay snipe, or any other game bird or game 
animal, unless an open season is prescribed there- 
for, and then only during the respective open sea- 
sons fixed by this section. 


The open seasons shall be as follows: for 

Wild geese, brant, wild ducks, except wood 
duck, coot, Wilson snipe or jacksnipe, gallinules, 
sora, marsh hen or mud hen and other rails (other 
than ecoot) and woodeock, shall be the same as the 
open season fixed for such birds by the regulations 
of the United States bureau of biological survey, 
made under the provisions of an Act of Congress 
relating to migratory birds; 
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Quail, rabbit, hare, gray, black or fox squirrel, 
male Englsh or ring-necked pheasant, ruffed 
grouse, or partridge, except as hereinafter in this 
article is restricted, from November tenth to De- 
cember fifteenth; provided, however, no person 
shall capture, kill, injure, destroy or have in his 
possession any of the birds or animals mentioned 
in this paragraph on the first day of any open sea- 
son for such birds and animals before nine ante 
meridiem ; 

Raccoon. from October fifteenth to January fif- 
teenth between sunset and sunrise only, except dur- 
ing the open season for deer. 

The birds and animals for which an open season 
is prescribed by this section may be possessed dur- 
ing the respective open seasons therefor and for 


the additional period of ten days immediately suc- — 


ceeding the open seasons. 

A person violating any provision of this section 
shall be lable to a penalty of twenty dollars 
($20.00) for each bird or animal or part thereof 
unlawfully captured, killed, injured, destroyed or 
had in possession. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 3038 


A FurrHer SuppLeEMENT to an act entitled ‘‘An 
act making appropriations for the support of the 
State government and for several public pur- 
poses for the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, 
one thousand nine hundred and forty-one, and 
regulating the disbursement thereof,’’ approved 
June twenty-eighth, one thousand nine hundred 
and forty, as chapter one hundred fifty-eight, 
laws of one thousand nine hundred and forty 
(P. L. 1940, c. 158). 


Br rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There is hereby appropriated to the Board 
of Commerce and Navigation the sum of four thou- 
sand and three hundred dollars ($4,300.00), three 
thousand and nine hundred dollars ($38,900.00) of 
which shall be paid to the Estate of Herbert Gar- 
rison, Deceased, Lehman H. Garrison, Hxeeutor, 
being the amount of judgment rendered by a con- 
demnation commission for certain riparian rights 
and upland, for which a deed will be delivered to 
the State of New Jersey. Four hundred dollars 
($400.00) shall be used to defray costs of condem- 
nation proceedings. 

2. The appropriation herein authorized shall be 
expended in the same manner and subject to the 
game conditions as appropriations authorized in 
the act to which this act is a further supplement. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 304 


Aw Acr in relation to the registration, conversion, 
reconversion and reissuance of bonds and notes 
of counties and municipalities, and amending 
sections 40 :1-29 and 40:1-57 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:1-29 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :1-29. Notes may be made payable to bearer, 
with interest payable to bearer on presentation for 
endorsement. Notes may be made subject to regis- 
tration and principal and interest on notes so reg- 
istered shall be payable to the registered owner. 

Bonds may be issued in either registered or cou- 
pon form, and if in coupon form may contain 
provision for registration as to principal only, or 
provision for registration as to both principal and 
interest, or may contain both such provisions. 
Bonds issued in fully registered form may contain 
provision for conversion into bonds in coupon form 
at the request of the registered owner or his au- 
thorized attorney or legal representative, and at 
his expense. Bonds issued in coupon form with pro- 
vision for registration as to both principal and in- 
terest, may contain provision for reconversion, 
when fully registered, into coupon form, at the re- 
quest of the registered owner or his authorized at- 
torney or legal representative, and at his expense. 

2. Section 40:1-57 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40:1-57. Registration; conversion; reconver- 
sion; reissuance. The provisions of this section 
shall apply to all unmatured bonds, including 
school bonds, heretofore or hereafter issued by 
any county or any municipality, under this article 
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or any other law, but shall not apply to bonds is- 
sued by the board of education of any school dis- 
trict. Any provisions containing the term ‘‘obli- 
eations’’ shall apply to notes as well as bonds. 

(1) Bonds containing provisions for registra- 
tion or conversion or reconversion shall from time 
to time be registered or converted or reconverted 
in accordance with such provisions. 

(2) Bonds issued in coupon form without provi- 
sion for registration as to both principal and inter- 
est shall be converted at the request of the holder 
into bonds registered as to both principal and in- 
terest, by removing and cancelling all the unma- 
tured coupons and by executing conversion certifi- 
cates written or stamped on the back of the bonds. 

(3) Bonds issued in coupon form and subse- 
quently converted into bonds registered as to both 
principal and interest shall be reconverted into 
bonds in coupon form at the written request of the 
registered owner or his authorized attorney or 
legal representative, who shall pay the reasonable 
costs of such reconversion. Such reconversion 
shall be effected by the preparation and substitu- 
tion of new bonds bearing the same rate of interest 
and being otherwise of the same tenor as the orig- 
inal bonds, or shall be effected by attaching to such 
bonds. when registered to bearer, new coupons for 
the unmatured interest of the same form and tenor 
as those originally authorized. 

Bonds reconverted as herein provided may again 
be converted into fully registered bonds and when 
so converted may again be reconverted into bonds 
in coupon form, from time to time in the manner 
hereinabove provided. 

(4) Bonds originally issued in fully registered 
form, without the privilege of conversion into cou- 
pon form, shall at the written request of the regis- 
tered owner or his authorized attorney or legal 
representative, be converted into bonds in coupon 
form of the same or different denominations, by 
the preparation and substitution of new bonds with 
all privileges of registration, conversion and re- 
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conversion and bearing the same rate of interest 
and being otherwise of the same tenor as the orig- 
inal bonds. 

(5) If lost or completely destroyed, obligations 
shall be reissued in the form and tenor of the lost 
or destroyed obligations upon the owner furnish- 
ing, to the satisfaction of the governing body, (a) 
proof of ownership, (b) proof of loss or destruec- 
tion, (c) an adequate surety bond, and (d) pay- 
ment of the cost of preparing the new obligations. 

(6) If defaced or partially destroyed obligations 
shall be reissued in the form and tenor of the de- 
faced or partially destroyed obligations, to the 
bearer (or if registered, to the registered owner) 
on surrender of the defaced or partially destroyed 
obligations and upon proof of ownership and pay- 
ment of the cost of preparing the new obligations. 

(7) In the ease of conversion or reconversion 
pursuant to subsections three or four of this sec- 
tion, the resolution of the governing body of the 
county or municipality providing for the conver- 
sion or reconversion shall set forth the written 
request of the registered owner or his authorized 
attorney or legal representative, and the date, ma- 
turities, interest rate, denomination and numbers 
of the old and the new bonds. In the ease of the 
issuance of obligations in substitution for lost, de- 
faced or destroyed obligations, pursuant to subsee- 
tions five or six of this section, the resolution of the 
governing body of the county or municipality pro- 
viding for the reissuance, shall set forth the name 
of the holder or owner, and the date, maturities. 
interest rate, denomination and numbers of the old 
and the new obligations, the amounts and terms of 
the surety bonds, and any other conditions imposed 
by the county or municipality. The new obligations 
shall be signed by such officers in office at the time 
of such conversion, reconversion or reissuance, and 
the new coupons shall be authenticated by the fac- 
simile signature of such financial officer, as the 
governing body may designate. Upon effecting 
such conversion, reconversion or reissuance, the 
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officer effecting the same shall execute a certificate 
identifying the obligations and coupons, and shall 
file such certificate in the office of the clerk or other 
officer having custody of the minutes of the gov- 
erning body.

CHAPTER 305 


Ax Act in relation to the form, registration, con- 
version, reconversion and reissuance of bonds of 
boards of education of school districts, and 
amending sections 18:7-90 and 18:7—90.1 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Br ir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 18:7-90 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18:7-90. If the vote is in favor of the proposal 
submitted to the voters the board may carry out 
the purposes and issue the bonds subject to the 
terms of the proposal and of this Title. 

The bonds shall be made payable in annual in- 
stallments, commencing not more than two years 
from their date of issue, and no installment shall 
be more than fifty per centum (50%) in excess of 
the amount of the smallest prior installment. 

The bonds shall be signed by the president of the 
board and attested by the district clerk and shall 
bear the seal of the district. Coupon bonds shall 
have coupons attached for current payment of in- 
terest which shall be signed by the district clerk 
and numbered to correspond to the several bonds 
to which they are severally attached. Bonds so 
issued shall be numbered, and a proper registry 
thereof shall be kept by the district clerk. 
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Bonds (other than temporary loan bonds) issued 
by the board of education of any school district, 
under this Title, may be issued in either registered 
or coupon form, and if in coupon form may con- 
tain provision for registration as to principal only, 
or provision for registration as to both principal 
and interest, or may contain both such provisions. 
Bonds issued in fully registered form may contain 
provision for conversion into bonds in coupon form 
at the request of the registered owner or his au- 
thorized attorney or legal representative, and at 
his expense. Bonds issued in coupon form with 
provision for registration as to both principal and 
interest, may contain provision for reconversion, 
when fully registered, into coupon form, at the re- 
quest of the registered owner or his authorized 
attorney or legal representative, and at his ex- 
pense. 


2. Section 18:7-90.1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


18:7-90.1. The provisions of this section shall 
apply to all unmatured bonds (other than tempo- 
rary loan bonds) heretofore or hereafter issued by 
the board of education of any school district, under 
this Title or any other law. 

(1) Bonds containing provisions for registra- 
tion or conversion or reconversion shall from time 
to time be registered or converted or reconverted 
in accordance with such provisions. 

(2) Bonds issued in coupon form without pro- 
vision for registration as to both principal and in- 
terest shall be converted at the request of the 
holder into bonds registered as to both principal 
and interest, by removing and cancelling all the 
unmatured coupons and by executing conversion 
certificates written or stamped on the back of the 
bonds. 

(3) Bonds issued in coupon form and _ subse- 
quently converted into bonds registered as to both 
principal and interest shall be reconverted into 
bonds in coupon form at the written request of the 
registered owner or his authorized attorney or 
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legal representative, who shall pay the reasonable 
costs of such reconversion. Such reconversion shall 
be effected by the preparation and substitution of 
new bonds bearing the same rate of interest and 
being otherwise of the same tenor as the original 
bonds, or shall be effected by attaching to such 
bonds, when registered to bearer, new coupons for 
the unmatured interest of the same form and tenor 
as those originally authorized. 

Bonds reconverted as herein provided may again 
be converted into fully registered bonds and when 
so converted may again be reconverted into bonds 
in coupon form, from time to time in the manner 
hereinabove provided. 

(4) Bonds originally issued in fully registered 
form without the privilege of conversion into cou- 
pon form shall at the written request of the regis- 
tered owner or his authorized attorney or legal 
representative be converted into bonds in coupon 
form of the same or different denominations, by 
the preparation and substitution of new bonds with 
all privileges of registration, conversion and re- 
conversion and bearing the same rate of interest 
and being otherwise of the same tenor as the orig- 


~ inal bonds. 


(5) If lost or completely destroyed, bonds shall 
be reissued in the form and tenor of the lost or de- 
stroyed bonds upon the owner furnishing, to the 
satisfaction of the board of education, (a) proof 
of ownership, (b) proof of loss or destruction, (c) 
an adequate surety bond, and (d) payment of the 
cost of preparing the new bonds. 

(6) If defaced or partially destroyed bonds shall 
be reissued in the form and tenor of the defaced or 
partially destroyed bonds, to the bearer (or if reg- 
istered, to the registered owner) on surrender of 
the defaced or partially destroyed bonds and upon 
proof of ownership and payment of the cost of pre- 
paring the new bonds. 

(7) In the case of conversion or reconversion 
pursuant to subsections three or four of this sec- 
tion, the resolution of the board of education pro- 
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viding for the conversion or reconversion shall set 
forth the written request of the registered owner 
or his authorized attorney or legal representative, 
and the date, maturities, interest rate, denomina- 
tion and numbers of the old and the new bonds. In 
the case of the issuance of bonds in substitution 
for lost, defaced or destroyed bonds, pursuant to 
subsections five or six of this section, the resolu- 
tion of the board of education providing for the re- 
issuance, shall set forth the name of the holder or 
owner, and the date, maturities, interest rate, de- 
nomination and numbers of the old and the new 
bonds, the amounts and terms of the surety bonds, 
and any other conditions imposed by the board of 
education. The new bonds shall be signed by the 


president of the board of education and attested ¢ 


by the district clerk in office at the time of such 
conversion, reconversion or reissuance, and the 
new coupons shall be authenticated by the fac- 
simile signature of such district clerk. Upon ef- 
fecting such conversion, reconversion or reissu- 
ance, the officer effecting the same shall execute a 
certificate identifying the bonds and coupons, and 
shall file such certificate in the office of the clerk or 
other officer having custody of the minutes of the 
board of education. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 306

act making appropriations for the support of the 
State government and for several public pur- 
poses for the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, 
one thousand nine hundred and forty-two, and 
regulating the disbursement thereof,’’ approved 
Mav seventeenth, one thousand nine hundred 
and forty-one (P. L. 1941, ¢.

Beir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey:

Aw Acr concerning the Court of Chancery, and 
amending section 2:2-14 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br rr EnacteED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 2:2-14 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

2:2-14. The Chancellor, by rule of court, may 
fix and determine to what masters the references 
provided for by section 2:2-13 of this Title shall 
be made, and remove and change the masters at his 
pleasure. He may fix the compensation to be paid 
to such masters for their services, which compen- 
sation shall be proportionate, as nearly as may be, 
to the actual value of the services, and shall be paid 
from the State treasury on the certificate of the 
Chancellor. Advisory masters. not to exceed 
twelve in number, heretofore or hereafter ap- 
pointed or reappointed by the Chancellor to hear 
divorcee and matrimonial proceedings, to report 
thereon to him and to advise what order or decree 
should be made therein shall hold office for seven 
years from the dates of their respective appoint- 
ments, shall receive such compensation as shall be 
fixed by the Chancellor payable from fees received 
under rules of court, and shall not engage in the 
practice of law in any of the courts of this State. 
as counsel or otherwise. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 308 


Aw Act to declare a policy for, regulate and pro- 
vide for the licensing of industrial home work; to 
provide for the administration and enforcement 
of this act by the Commissioner of Labor, to- 
gether with the promulgation of orders and rules 
and regulations; to prohibit the distribution and 
manufacture of certain articles or materials; to 
prescribe penalties for violations of the provi- 
sions of this act. 


Be rr Enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Declaration of policy. 

(a) The Legislature has long recognized, 
through laws regulating the employment of men, 
women and children, that working conditions det- 
rimental to health and welfare result in injury not 
only to the workers immediately affected but to 
the public interest as a whole. Now the Legisla- 
ture finds that industrial home work runs counter 
to, and tends to defeat, the purpose of these laws 
because it is performed at excessively low wages 
for long and irregular hours, under insanitary and 
otherwise unhealthful working conditions, in con- 
stant competition with factory production and free 
from effective regulation; that these factors result 
in (1) serious danger to the health, efficiency and 
general well-being of home workers, (2) the break- 
down of standards of employment for factory 
workers in this State, (8) rendering more difficult 
the enforcement of laws governing the standards 
of employment for such factory workers, (4) un- 
fair competition between employers in factory pro- 
duction and employers utilizing industrial home 
work, and (5) detriment to the consumer and the 
public welfare. 
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(b) It is hereby declared to be the policy of this 
act, through the exercise by the Legislature of the 
police power, to control strictly the methods of pro- 
~ duction by industrial home work in this State. 

2. Definitions: Whenever used in this act. 

(a) ‘‘Person’’ means any individual; firm; part- 
nership, or the officers or agents thereof; domestic 
corporation or foreign corporation, or the officers 
or agents of such domestic or foreign corporation; 
company, association or society, or the officers or 
agents thereof; the legal representatives of a de- 
ceased individual; the receiver, trustee or succes- 
sor of an individual, firm, partnership, domestic 
corporation or foreign corporation, company, as- 
sociation or society. 

(b) ‘‘To manufacture’’ includes to prepare, 
alter, repair, finish or process in whole or in part, 
or handle in any way connected with the produc- 
tion, wrapping, packaging or preparation for dis- 
play of an article or materials. 

(c) ‘‘Home’’ means any room, house, apartment 
or other premises, whichever is most extensive, 
used in whole or in part as a place of dwelling; and 
includes outbuildings upon premises that are pri- 
marily used as a place of dwelling, where such out- 
buildings are under the control of the persons 
dwelling on such premises. 

(d) ‘‘Employer’’ means any person, including 
any independent contractor, who, directly or indi- 
rectly or through an employee, agent, independent 
contractor, subcontractor, or any other person, 
(1) in any way distributes or delivers or causes to 
be distributed or delivered to another person any 
articles or materials to be manufactured within 
this State in a home, and thereafter to be returned 
to him, not for the personal use of himself or of 
a member of his family, or thereafter to be dis- 
posed of otherwise in accordance with his direc- 
tion; or (2) sells or causes to be sold to another 
person any articles or materials for the purpose 
of having such materials or articles manufactured 
within this State in a home and of then rebuying 
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such materials or articles, after such manufacture, 
either by himself or by someone designated by him. 

(e) ‘Industrial home work’’ means any manu- 
facture, in a home, of materials or articles for an 
employer. 

(f) ‘‘Home worker’? means any person engaged 
in manufacturing, in a home, materials or articles 
for an employer. 

(g) ‘‘Industry’’ shall mean any trade, business, 
industry, or any portion or branch thereof, or 
groups of industries. 

(h) ‘‘Commissioner’’? means the Commissioner 
of Labor of the State of New Jersey or any of his 
authorized representatives. . 

(i) ‘‘Tenement’’ means any house or building or 
portion thereof which is rented, leased, let or hired 
out to be occupied or is occupied as the home or 
residence of three families or more, living inde- 
pendently of each other and doing their cooking 
upon the premises. 

(j) Words used in the singular shall include the 
plural and the plural the singular. 

3. Prohibited home work. The manufacture of 
any of the following by industrial home work shall 
be unlawful, and no permit or certificate issued 
under this act shall be deemed to authorize such 
manufacture: (1) Articles of food or drink, (2) 
Articles for use in connection with the serving of 
food or drink, (3) Toys and dolls, (4) Tobacco, (5) 
Drugs and poisons, (6) Bandages and other sani- 
tary goods, (7) Explosives, fireworks, and articles 
of like character, (8) Articles of infants’ and chil- 
dren’s wearing apparel, (9) Articles, the proces- 
sing of which requires exposure to substances de- 
termined by the commissioner to be hazardous to 
the health or safety of persons so exposed, (10) 
the manufacture or distribution of dolls’ clothing 
in any tenement house is hereby prohibited, any- 
thing to the contrary herein notwithstanding. 

4. Power to prohibit. 

(a) The commissioner shall have the power upon 
his own initiative, and it shall be his duty upon re- 
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ceipt of a petition of fifty or more residents of this 
State, to make an investigation of any industry 
which employs home workers, in order to deter- 
mine: (1) Whether the wages and conditions of 
employment are injurious to the health and wel- 
fare of home workers in such industry; and (2) 
Whether the wages and conditions of employment 
of home workers prevailing in such industry have 
the effect of rendering unduly difficult the main- 
tenance of existing labor standards in or the ob- 
servance and enforcement of labor standards es- 
tablished by law or regulation for factory workers 
in such industry. 

(b) If, on the basis of information in his posses- 
sion, with or without an investigation, and after a 
public hearing as provided for by section five of 
this act, the commissioner shall find that industrial 
home work eannot be continued within any indus- 
try without: (1) injuring the health and welfare of 
the home workers within that industry, or (2) ren- 
dering unduly difficult the maintenance of existing 
labor standards of factory workers in that industry 
or the observance and enforcement of labor stand- 
ards established by law or regulation for factory 
workers in that industry, the commissioner shall 
by order prohibit industrial home work in such 
industry. except as may be otherwise provided in 
such order pursuant to the provisions of section 
six of this act, and no permit issued under this act 
shall be deemed thereafter to authorize the fur- 
nishing of articles or materials for industrial home 
work prohibited by such order. 

5. Hearings. Before making such order the com- 
missioner shall hold a public hearing or hearings 
at which an opportunity to be heard shall be 
afforded to any employer, or representatives of 
emplovers. and any home worker, or representative 
of home workers, and any other person or persons 
having an interest in the subject matter of hearing. 
A public notice of such hearing shall be given in 
such manner as may be fixed by the commissioner. 
Such notice shall be given at least thirty davs 
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before the hearing is held. Such hearing or hear- 
ings shall be in such place or places as the commis- 
sioner deems most convenient to the employer and 
home workers to be affected by such order. 


6. Orders. 

(a) The commissioner shall determine the effec- 
tive date of such order, which date shall be not less 
than ninety days after the date of its promulga- 
tion. The order shall set forth the type or types 
of manufacturing which are prohibited after its 
effective date, and shall contain such terms and 
conditions as the commissioner may deem neces- 
sary to carry out the purpose and policy of this 
act and to safeguard its provisions. The commis- 
sioner may in such order permit limited distribu- 
tion of industrial home work under such terms or 
conditions as are hereinafter prescribed by subsec- 
tion (b) of this section, to any person if he finds 
(1) That such person is unable to adjust to factory 
employment because of old age or physical or men- 
tal deficiency or disability, or is unable to leave the 
home because his services are essential to care for 
an invalid in the home; and (2) That such limited 
distribution is not inconsistent with the purpose 
and policy of this act. 

(b) Industrial home work shall be performed 
under subsection (a) of this section only where (1) 
the employer maintains a factory or business in 
this State in which persons are employed on oper- 
ations which are the same or similar to the home 
work operations permitted and, provided further, 
that the commissioner shall determine the ratio, 
which shall not exceed one-third, of the number of 
home workers engaged by an employer to the num- 
ber of persons employed by said employer in his 
factory or business, said determination to be based 
on conditions of employment, maintenance of ex- 
isting labor standards and other factors involving 
the preservation of the best interests of this State; 
(2) on any operation, a home worker is paid at 
least the same rate as that paid to workers on the 
same or similar operations in the factory or busi- 
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ness; and (3) the employer and home worker com- 
ply with such other terms or conditions as the 
commissioner may by rule or regulation prescribe 
to safeguard the health and welfare of home work- 
ers and the wages and working conditions of fac- 
tory workers, and to effectuate the purpose of this 
section. 


7. Permit required. 

(a) Every employer must procure from the 
commissioner an employer’s permit. Application 
for such permit shall list the names and addresses 
of home workers and shall be made on a form pre- 
scribed by the commissioner. Such permit shall 
be in writing, dated when issued, and signed by 
the commissioner. It shall give the name and ad- 
dress of the person to whom it is issued and shall 
designate and limit the acts that are permiited. 
Such permit shall be valid for a period of one year 
from the date of its issuance, unless sooner re- 
voked, and shall not be transferable for any cause. 


(b) Such permit shall be issued or remain valid 
only where the employer (1) maintains a factory 
or business within this State or (2) operates 
through another employer possessing a valid per- 
mit and maintaining a factory or business within 
this State. A permit shall only be issued when 
the same conditions specified in section 6 (b) of this 
act exist, prevail or are established. 

(ec) No such permit shall be issued to or remain 
valid for any independent contractor to act for an 
employer unless such other employer or employers 
for whose direct or indirect benefit or account such 
independent contractor so acts possesses a valid 
employer’s permit; nor shall any such permit be 
issued to any person, or to the successor in interest 
of any person, or to a person directly or indirectly 
owned or controlled by any person, whose em- 
ployer’s permit has been revoked by the commis- 
sioner within two years prior to the latest appli- 
cation for such permit. 
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(d) No employer shall deliver or cause to be 
delivered any article or materials for industrial 
home work to an independent contractor who is not 
i possession of a valid employer’s permit. 

(e) No employer shall deliver or cause to be 
delivered any article or materials for industrial 
home work unless (1) such an employer is in pos- 
session of a valid permit; (2) the home worker is 
in possession of a valid home worker’s certificate 
where such article or materials are distributed to 
said home worker by employer; (3) where subse- 
quent distribution is intended, such person is in 
possession of a valid permit. The commissioner 
may revoke any employer’s permit for violation of 
this section. The employer shall also be subject 
to the penalties provided in this act for such vio- 
lation. . 

(f) Before any permit is granted to an employer 
to distribute industrial home work from a home, 
an inspection of home or room therein shall be 
made by the commissioner. If the commissioner 
ascertains that such home or room therein is in a 
clean and proper sanitary condition and that the 
articles or materials may be distributed for man- 
ufacturing purposes under clean and _ healthful 
conditions, the commissioner shall grant the permit 
and allow the use of such home or room therein 
for the purpose of distributing industrial home 
work. Every room in which industrial home work 
is distributed shall be kept in a clean and sanitary 
condition and shall be subject to examination and 
inspection by the commissioner, local boards of 
health or tenement house inspection for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining whether said articles or mate- 
rials are clean and free from vermin and every 
matter of infectious or contagious nature. 

(gz) Any person holding a permit issued by the 
commissioner shall immediately report to the com- 
missioner any case of infectious or contagious 
disease, of which the employer has knowledge, oc- 
curring in a place or home used for the distribution 
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of industrial home work. If the commissioner. local 
board of health or tenement house inspector shall 
find evidence of infectious or contagious disease 
present in any home or room therein where indus- 
trial home work is distributed, the commissioner, 
local board of health, or tenement house inspector 
shall issue such orders as the public health may 
require and shall condemn and destroy such infec- 
tious and contagious goods. 

(h) The permit must be posted in a conspicuous 
place in the room where industrial home work is 
distributed except that where such distribution is 
made from a factory or business, the. employer 
shall file and keep the permit on file on the prem- 
ises from which such home work is distributed. 

8. Fees. A fee of fifty dollars ($50.00) shall be 
paid to the commissioner for the original issuance 
of an employer’s permit. For each annual renewal 
of such permit, the employer shall pay to the com- 
missioner a fee of: (1) Fifty dollars ($50.00), 
where at no time during the preceding calendar 
year did the employer directly or indirectly have 
business relations with more than twenty-five home 
workers; (2) One hundred dollars ($100.00), where 
at any time during the preceding calendar year 
the employer directly or indirectly had business 
relations with more than twenty-five but less than 
one hundred home workers; (3) Two hundred dol- 
Jars ($200.00), where at any time during the 
preceding calendar year the employer directly or 
indirectly had business relations with one hundred 
or more home workers. 

9. Revocation of permit. If the commissioner 
has reason to believe that a person having an em- 
ployer’s permit is not observing the provisions of 
this act or any rule, regulation or order issued 
thereunder. or the conditions of the employer’s 
permit, the commissioner may, on ten days’ notice, 
summon such person to appear before the commis- 
sioner to show cause why the commissioner should 
not find that he has failed to observe such provi- 
sions or conditions. 
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(b) If, after such notice and opportunity to be 
heard, the commissioner finds as a fact that such 
person has failed to observe or comply with a pro- 
vision of this act, his permit, or a regulation or 
order issued by the commissioner under authority 
of this act, the commissioner may revoke the per- 
mit of such person. 

(c) The commissioner may revoke a permit if 
the health of the community or of the employees 
require it, or if it appears that the place in which 
the industrial home work is distributed is not in 
a healthy or proper sanitary condition. 


10. Home worker’s certificate. 

(a) EKvery person desiring to engage in indus- 
trial home work within this State must procure 
from the commissioner a home worker’s certificate 
which shall be issued without cost and which shall 
be valid for a period of one year from the date 
of its issuance, unless sooner revoked or sus- 
pended. Application for such certificate shall be 
made in such form as the commissioner may by 
regulation prescribe. No home worker’s certificate 
shall be issued: (1) To any person under the 
age of sixteen years; or (2) To any person suffer- 
ing from an infectious, contagious, or communi- 
cable disease or living in a home that is not clean, 
sanitary and free from infectious, contagious or 
communicable disease. | 

(b) The commissioner may, upon reasonable 
notice and opportunity to be heard, revoke or 
suspend any home worker’s certificate if he finds 
that the holder is performing industrial home work 
contrary to the conditions under which the certifi- 
cate was issued or to any provision of this act or 
has permitted any person not holding a valid home 
worker’s certificate to assist him in performing 
his industrial home work. The commissioner may 
also revoke a home worker’s certificate if the health 
of the community or the persons in the home 
requires it, or if it appears that the home to which 
such certificate relates is not in a healthy and 
proper sanitary condition. | 
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(c) Before any application for a home worker’s 
certificate is approved and such certificate is 
issued, the commissioner shall cause an inspection 
of the home to be made. If the home is in a clean 
and proper sanitary condition and if the articles 
or materials may be manufactured therein under 
clean and healthful conditions, the commissioner 
shall issue the certificate permitting the use of such 
home for performing industrial home work by the 
home worker. Home worker’s certificates shall 
not be transferable, because of a change in address 
of a home worker and a new application shall be 
made and certificate issued subject to the above 
inspection. 

(d) The home worker’s certificate must be 
posted in a conspicuous place in the room or rooms 
where the industrial home work is being manu- 
factured. 

(e) Every room in a home where articles or 
materials are being manufactured shall be kept 
in a clean and sanitary condition and shall be sub- 
ject to examination and inspection by the commis- 
sioner, local boards of health or tenement house 
inspectors for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
said articles or materials are clean and free from 
vermin and every matter of infectious or conta- 
gious nature. 

(f) Any person holding a home worker’s certifi- 
cate shall immediately report to the commissioner 
any case of infectious or contagious disease occur- 
ring in the home. If the commissioner, local board 
of health or tenement house inspector shall find 
evidence of infectious or contagious disease present 
in any home where industrial home work is being 
carried on, premises where industrial home work 
is being distributed, the commissioner, local board 
of health or tenement house inspector shall issue 
such orders as the public health may require and 
shall condemn and destroy such infectious and 
contagious goods and such local board or inspector 
shall forward a copy of such order to the commis- 
sioner.

(g) The commissioner may, when he deems it 
necessary, require that any and all rooms in a home 
used for industrial home work or the distribution 
thereof, shall be separate from and have no door, 
window or other opening into any living or sleep- 
ing room. 

(h) In addition to the other requirements of this. 
act, no home workers’ certificate shall be issued 
for the manufacture of dolls’ clothing nor shall 
a permit be issued for the distribution of dolls’ 
clothing for manufacture unless the applicant 
thereof shall first secure the approval of the local 
board of health. 

11. Records to be kept. Hach employer shall 
keep within this State in such form and manner as 
the commissioner may by rule, regulation or order 
prescribe and shall forward to the commissioner 
at such intervals and upon such blanks as the com- 
missioner may by rule, regulation or order 
prescribe and provide a complete and accurate 
record of: (1) All persons engaged in industrial 
home work directly or indirectly for or in behalf 
of such employer; (2) All places where such per- 
sons work; (3) All articles or materials directly or 
indirectly distributed to such persons; (4) All 
articles or materials manufactured by such per- 
sons, (5) The net cash wages received by each 
home worker and such piecework rates at which 
each home worker is compensated; (6) All inde- 
pendent contractors to whom he has furnished 
materials to be manufactured by industrial home 
work; and (7) Such other facts and information as 
may be pertinent to the proper enforcement and 
effectuation of the provisions of this act. 

12. Conditions of manufacture. Industrial home 
work shall be performed; (1) Only by a person 
possessing a valid home worker’s certificate, and 
resident in the home in which the work is done; 
(2) Only by persons sixteen years of age or over; 
(3) Only in accordance with the wages, hours or 
working conditions established for labor in fac- 
tories or businesses by persons of the same age 
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and sex as the home workers by State law or 
regulation or any applicable Federal law or regu- 
lation; (4) Only in aecordance with the provisions 
of any State law or regulation, ineluding the provi- 
sions of this act, or of any applicable Federal law 
or regulation, relating to employment and appli- 
cable to home workers; and (5) Only in a home 
that is clean and sanitary and free from any 
infectious, contagious or communicable disease. 

livery emplover shall be deemed to have accepted 
responsibility for the observance of the conditions 
of manufacture specified by this section and of such 
terms and conditions as may be specified pursuant 
to section six of this act; and each of such condi- 
tions shall be deemed to be a condition of the 
employer’s permit to the same extent as though 
it were expressly set forth therein. 

13. Labels required. No employer shall deliver 
or eause to be delivered any materials or articles 
to be manufactured by any home worker unless 
there has been conspicuously affixed to each article 
a label or other mark of identification bearing the 
employer’s name and address, printed or written 
legibly in English. But if the goods are of such 
a nature that they cannot be individually so labeled 
or identified, then the employer shall conspicuously 
label in such manner as the commissioner may by 
rule or regulation preseribe. 

14. Unlawfully manufactured or distributed 
articles or materials. (a) Any article or material 
which is being manufactured in a home in violation 
of any provisions of this act may be remov ed by 
the commissioner and may be retained by him until 
claimed by the employer. The commissioner shall 
by registered mail give notice of such removal to 
the person whose name and address are affixed to 
the article or material as provided by section thir- 
teen. Unless the article or material so removed is 
claimed within thirty days thereafter, it may be 
destroyed or otherwise disposed of. Where the 
owner or the article or material cannot be deter- 
mined, unless such article or material removed by 
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the commissioner is claimed within thirty days 
after such removal, it may be destroyed or other- 
wise disposed of. 

(b) It shall be a violation of this act for any 
person to receive from, handle or convey to others, 
to sell, offer for sale, to expose for sale or hold in 
stock any articles or materials that have been man- 
ufactured by a home worker, who does not possess 
a valid home worker’s certificate or distributed for 
manufacture by persons not in possession of a 
valid permit. 

15. Agreements to contributions by employees 
void. Any agreement by a home worker to pay — 
any portion of a payment required of any other 
person by any provision of this act shall be void 
and of no effect. 

16. Enforcement, administration, oaths, affida- 
vits, subpcenas, witnesses. | 

(a) The commissioner shall enforce and admin- 
ister the provisions of this act and the commis- 
sioner is directed to make all inspections and 
investigations necessary for proper enforcement 
and administration thereof. 

(b) In the administration of this act the com- 
missioner shall have the power to administer oaths, 
take affidavits and the depositions of witnesses and 
issue subpeenas for and compel the attendance of 
witnesses and the production of papers, books, 
accounts, payrolls, documents, records. testimony 
and other evidence of whatever description. In the 
case of failure of any person to comply with any 
order of the commissioner or subpena, lawfully 
issued, or on the refusal of any witness to produce 
evidence or to testify as to any matter regarding 
which he may be lawfully interrogated, it shall be 
the duty of any district court or court of common 
pleas, or the judge thereof, upon application by the 
commissioner to compel obedience by proceedings 
for contempt, as in the case of disobedience of a 
subpeena issued for such court or a refusal to tes- 
tify therein. 
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(c) Notwithstanding the provisions of any other 
general, local or special law, all fees and other 
moneys derived from the operation of this act shall 
be remitted to the State Treasurer and said moneys 
shall be placed to the credit of the commissioner 
and shall be used exclusively for the purpose of 
carrying into effect the provisions of this act and 
for the payment of salaries and expenses of 
employees for research, equipment and for any 
other necessary expenses pertaining to the carry- 
ing out and enforcement of the provisions of this 
act. This fund shall be kept separate and apart 
from any other State moneys and shall be dis- 
bursed by the State Treasurer upon voucher 
certified by the commissioner. 

17. Rules and regulations. The commissioner 
shall have the power to make, issue, amend and 
rescind such rules, regulations and orders as are 
necessary or appropriate to carry out the provi- 
sions of this act. Without limiting the generality 
of the foregoing, such rules, regulations or orders 
may define the terms used in this act. 

18. Injunction against violations. The commis- 
sioner shall have the power to apply to the 
Chancery Court of any county for an injunction, 
and such court shall, upon application, have the 
power to issue an injunction, restraining any 
emplover from violating any of the provisions of 
this act. 

19. Penalties. Any employer or person who: 
(1) Directly or indirectly in any way, distributes, 
delivers or causes to be distributed or delivered, 
or sells or causes to be sold, articles or materials 
for industrial home work in violation of any provi- 
sion of this act or of any rule, regulation or order 
issued thereunder; or (2) Violates or fails to 
comply with any provision of this act or any rule, 
regulation or order issued thereunder, or (3) Does 
not possess a valid employer’s permit issued by 
the commissioner pursuant to section seven of this 
act or fails to comply with any provision or con- 
dition of such permit; or (4) Refuses to allow the 
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commissioner or his authorized representative to 
enter his place of business or other place for the 
purpose of investigating in the enforcement of this 
act, and of inspecting any records required to be 
kept by section ten of this act; or (5) Willfully 
makes a false statement or representation in order 
to lower the amount of fees due from him under 
this act; or (6) Makes any deduction from the 
wages or salary of a home worker in order to pay 
any portion of a payment which such person is 
required to make by this act; shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall 
be subject to a fine of not less than one hundred 
dollars ($100.00) nor more than three hundred 
dollars ($3800.00) or to imprisonment for not more 
than six months, or both, such fine and imprison- 
ment for each such offense; and each day such vio- 
lation continued and each home worker engaged in 
industrial home work directly or indirectly for or 
in behalf of such employer in violation of any pro- 
vision of this act or any rule, regulation or order 
issued thereunder shall be considered a separate 
offense. 

20. Construction. If any provision of this act 
or the application thereof to any person or ¢ireum- 
stances is held invalid, the remainder of the act 
aud the application of such provision to other per- 
sons or circumstances shall not be affected thereby. 

21. Exemptions. Nothing in this act shall be 
held to prevent the employment of a tailor or 
seamstress by any person for the purpose of mak- 
ing, altering, repairing or finishing any articles of 
wearing apparel for the personal use of such per- 
son or members of his family. 

22. Disorderly house. Any home or other place 
where industrial home work is habitually carried 
on or articles or materials are habitually being 
distributed for manufacture in violation of any of 
the provisions of this act shall be a disorderly 
house and any person owning, operating or man- 
aging a business involving such industrial home 
work or the distribution of such articles or mate- 
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rials for manufacture shall be deemed guilty of 
keeping a disorderly house, and, upon conviction 
thereof, shall be fined a sum of not less than two 
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hundred dollars ($200.00) nor more than five hun- | 


dred dollars ($500.00), or shall be imprisoned for 
a term not to exceed two years or both. 

23. Repeal of existing laws. All acts and parts 
of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 

24. Time of taking effect. This act shall take 
effect ninety days after its adoption; except see- 
tions seven (a), (b) and (ce), section eight, and 
section sixteen (c) which shall take effect imme- 
diately, and except that the commissioner shall 
have power immediately to promulgate rules and 
regulations, appoint such officers and employees, 
and fix their compensation, as may be necessary to 
earry out the provisions of this act, and do such 
other things as may be necessary to set up the 
machinery required to enforee the provisions of 
this act.

CHAPTER 315 


Aw Acr to amend an act entitled ‘‘An aet to pro- 
vide for examinations and investigations of any 
officer, department, board, bureau or commission 
of the State,’? approved March fourteenth, one 
thousand nine hundred and forty-one. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Governor is authorized at any time, either 
in person or by one or more persons appointed by 
him for the purpose, to examine and investigate the 
management by any State officer of the affairs of 
any department. board, bureau or commission of 
the State and to examine and investigate the man- 
agement and affairs of any department, board, 
bureau or commission of the State. The Governor 
and the persons so appointed by him are empow- 
ered to subpena and enforce the attendanee of wit- 
nesses, to administer oaths and cxamine witnesses 
under oath and to require the production of any 
books or papers deemed relevant or material. 
Whenever anv person so appointed shall not be 
regularly in the service of the State his compensa- 
tion for sueh services shall be fixed by the Gov- 
ernor, and said compensation and all necessary ex- 
penses of such examinations and investigations 
shall be paid from the treasury out of any appro- 
priations made for the purpose upon the order of 
the Governor. Investigations and examinations 
may be made privately or publicly, but it shall be 
unlawful for any person to divulge the results of 
anv investigation or examination to anv person or 
persons other than the Governor, unless a public 
hearing shall have first been held. Whenever any 
person shall be examined by the Governor or by 
his duly authorized representative or representa- 
tives under the powers contained in this act at a

public hearing, the officer, department, board, 
bureau, commission or individual under investiga- 
tion or scrutiny may through his or its authorized 
representative or representatives cross-examine 
any such person on any phase of the matter con- 
cerning which he has been examined or questioned, 
and such officer, department, board, bureau, com- 
mission or individual may introduce other wit- 
nesses and other evidence to explain, enlarge upon, 
or clarify the matter, situation or condition under 
investigation or serutiny to the end that the full 
details of any such matter, situation or condition 
may be developed and presented at one and the 
same time.

CHAPTER 316 


Aw Act concerning the practice of dentistry, and 
amending sections 45:6—7 and 45:6-19 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 45:6-7 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

45 :6-7. Any license to practice dentistry may be 
revoked or suspended by the board upon proof to 
its satisfaction that the licensee: 


a. Has seeured such license through deceit, 
fraud or willful misrepresentation; or 

b. Has been convicted of a crime involving 
moral turpitude; or 

ce. Habitually uses drugs or intoxicants to an 
extent rendering him unfit for the practice of 
dentistry; or 
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d. Has been guilty of willful and gross mal- 
practice or willful and gross neglect in the 
practice of dentistry; or 

e. Has been guilty of employing unlicensed 
persons to perform work which, under this 
chapter, can only legally be done by persons 
licensed to practice dentistry in this State; or 

f. Has been convicted more than once of 
practicing dentistry under a corporate or trade 
or firm name in violation of the provisions of 
this chapter; or 

g@. Has advertised in any manner his prod- 
ucts or the price or charge to be made or the 
character or durability of his works or prod- 
ucts or anything identical to any of the fore- 
going, whether by means of cireular, card. 
sign, poster, advertising matches, mirrors, or 
other articles, or by advertisements in news- 
papers, magazines, or other publications or by 
projection by means of light or by erier or 
radio broadcasting or by use of advertising 
solicitors or publicity agents; or has permitted 
the use of his name as a dentist by others in 
the sale of advertisements of products. 

h. Has been employed by an unlicensed man- 
ager, proprietor, operator or conductor as de- 
fined in section 45:6-19 of this Title or has en- 
tered into possession of such dental material 
or equipment, as may be necessary for the 
management of a dental office which is owned 
by any such unlicensed manager. proprietor, 
operator or conductor on the basis of a lease 
or other agreement for compensation for the 
use of such material, equipment or office or has 
entered into any arrangement by which there 
is made available to him, for his use, dental 
material, equipment or office, the ownership or 
control of which is retained by any such un- 
licensed manager, proprietor, operator or con- 
ductor, except where the transaction is a bona 
fide sale of dental material or equipment se- 
cured by chattel mortgage or conditional sale 
agreement. 
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Any person whose license is so suspended or re- 
voked shall be deemed an unlicensed person during 
the period of such suspension or revocation, and 
as such shall be subject to the penalties prescribed 
for unlicensed persons who practice dentistry, and 
such person may, in the discretion of the board, be 
relicensed at any time to practice without an ex- 
amination upon application to the board. 

2. Section 45:6-19 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

45 :6-19. Any person shall be regarded as prac- 
ticing dentistry within the meaning of this chapter 
who 

(1) Uses a dental degree. or the terms ‘‘me- 
chanical dentist’’ or the use of the word ‘‘den- 
tist’’ in English or any foreign language, or 
designation, or card, device, directory, poster, 
sign, or other media whereby he represents 
hunself as being able to diagnose, treat, pre- 
seribe or operate for anv disease, pain, de- 
formity, deficiency. injury, or physical eondi- 
tion of the human tooth, teeth, alveolar 
process. gums, cheek, or jaws, or oral cavity 
and associated tissues; or 

(2) Is a manager, proprietor, operator, or 
conductor of a place where dental operations 
are performed; or 

(3) Performs dental operations of any kind 
gratuitously, or for a fee, gift. compensation 
or reward, paid or to be paid, either to himself 
or to another person or agency; or 

(4) Uses himself or by any employee, uses a 
Roentgen or X-ray machine for dental treat- 
ment, dental radiograms, or for dental diag- 
nostic purposes; or 

(5) Extracts a human tooth or teeth, or cor- 
rects or attempts to correct malpositions of 
the human teeth or jaws; or 

(6) Offers and undertakes, by any means or 
method, to diagnose, treat or remove stains or 
conerctions from human teeth or jaws; or 
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(7) Uses or administers local or general 
anesthetics in the treatment of dental or oral 
diseases or in any preparation incident to a 
dental operation of any kind or character; or 

(8) Takes impressions of the human tooth, 
teeth. jaws, or performs any phase of any op- 
peration incident to the replacement of a part 
of a tooth, teeth, or associated tissues; or 

(9) Performs any clinical operation in- 
eluded in the curricula of recognized dental 
schools or colleges. 


The terms manager, proprietor, operator or con- 
ductor as used in this chapter shall be deemed to 
include any person who 


(1) Employs operators or assistants; or 

(2) Places in the possession of any oper- 
ator, assistant, or other agent such dental ma- 
terial or equipment as may be necessary for 
the management of a dental office on the basis 
of a lease or any other agreement for compen- 
sation for the use of such material, equipment 
or office; or 

(3) Retains the ownership or control of den- 
tal material. equipment or office and makes the 
same available in any manner for the use by 
operators, assistants or other agents; pro- 
vided, however, that the above shall not apply 
to bona fide sales of dental material or equip- 
ment secured by chattel mortgage. 


The following practices, acts and operations 
shall not be regarded as practicing dentistry within 
the meaning of this chapter: 


(1) The rendering of dental relief in emer- 
eency cases, in the practice of his professions, 
by a physician or surgeon, licensed as such 
under the laws of this State, unless he under- 
takes to reproduce or reproduces lost parts of 
the human teeth in the mouth or to restore or 
replace lost or missing teeth in the mouth; or 
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(2) The practice of dentistry in the dis- 
charge of their duties by dentists in the United 
States Army, Navy, Public Health Service or 
Veterans Bureau; or 

(3) The operation of a dental school or col- 
lege as now conducted and approved, or as may 
be approved, by the Board of Dental Exam- 
iners; and the practice of dentistry by stu- 
dents in any such dental school or college ap- 
proved by the board, when acting under the 
direction and supervision of any registered 
and licensed dentist acting as instructor; or 

(4) The practice of dentistry by licensed 
dentists of other States or countries at meet- 
ings of the American Dental Association or 
component parts thereof, or any other like den- 
tal organizations, while appearing as _ clini- 
clans; or 

(5) The practice of dentistry by accredited 
internes operating in hospitals under the su- 
pervision of registered and licensed dentists; 
or 

(6) The use of Roentgen or other rays for 
making radiograms or similar records of den- 
tal or oral tissues under the supervision of a h- 
censed dentist or physician; provided, how- 
ever, that such services shall not be advertised, 
by any name whatsoever, as an aid or induce- 
ment to secure dental patronage; and pro- 
vided, further, that no corporation shall adver- 
tise that it has, leases, owns or operates a 
Roentgen or X-ray machine for the purpose 
of making dental radiograms of the human 
teeth or tissues of the oral cavity, or admin- 
istering treatment thereto for any disease 
thereof; or 

(7) The making of artificial restorations, 
substitutes, or appliances for the correction of 
disease, loss, deformity, malposition, disloca- 
tion, fracture, or injury to the jaws, teeth, lips, 
eums, cheeks, palate, or cases, models, or from 
impressions furnished by a licensed and regis- 
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tered dentist, on written prescription only; 
provided, that such prosthetic or orthodontic 
appliances, or the services rendered in the con- 
struction, repair, or alteration thereof, shall 
not be advertised, sold or delivered, directly 
or indirectly, to the public by the dental tech- 
nician or dental laboratory as principal or 
agent. 


3. This act shall take effect on January first, one 
thousand nine hundred and forty-two.

CHAPTER 317 
Aw Act concerning landlord and tenant. 


Be rr pnactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever a tenant whose original term of 
leasing shall be for a period of one month or longer 
shall hold over or remain in possession of the de- 
mised premises beyond the term of the letting, the 
tenancy created by or resulting from acceptance 
of rent by the landlord shall be a tenancy from 
month to month in the absence of any agreement to 
the contrary. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 318 


An Act concerning taxation, and amending section 
54:9-5 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey:

54:9-5. For purposes of assessment, the chief 
fiscal officer of every such bank shall annually, on 
or before January tenth, file with the secretary of 
the board of taxation of the county within which 
its principal place of business is located a true 
statement under the oath of its president, cashier 
or treasurer, setting forth: 

a. Its name and principal place of business; 

b. The names, residences and total number of 
each class of its stockholders and the number of 
common or preferred shares held by each; 

ce. The amount of capital, surplus and undivided 
profits, as indicated by the books of the company 
on January first of the year in and for which the 
statement is filed; 

d. The number of shares of its issued and out- 
standing preferred stock of all classes and the ag- 
gregate par value of each class thereof; 

e. The number of shares of its issued and out- 
standing common stock; and 

f. The assessed value of its real property, includ- 
- ing the assessed value of all real property owned 
by a corporation all the stock of which is owned by 
such bank. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 319 


Aw Acr concerning building and loan associations, 
and supplementing chapter twelve of Title 17 of 
the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. At least annually and upon termination of bis 
possession the Commissioner of Banking and In- 
surance shall submit a financial statement of the 
affairs of each association in his possession or in 
liquidation by him to each of the members thereof. 
The report shall include a statement of the assets 
and liabilities, a statement of operations inelud- 
ing an itemized statement of all fees and salaries 
paid to each special assistant deputy commis- 
sioner, agent or agents and counsel of such asso- 
ciation in his possession, and a statement showing 
the extent of the liquidation of the assets and the 
application of the proceeds thereof. The first re- 
port shall be submitted to members not later than 
one year from the date of taking possession or in 
the case of an association in possession at the effec- 
tive date of this act, not later than one vear from 
such effective date. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act concerning building and loan associations, 
and amending section 17:12-39 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Brit enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 17:12-39 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

17 :12-39. Every association shall furnish to each 
member a pass book, in which every payment made 
by the member shall be entered, and shall mail 
or deliver to each member a printed copy of its con- 
stitution and by-laws and of all additions to and 
amendments thereof, and shall also annually mail 
or deliver to the member a full printed report of 
its financial condition. The report shall include a 
statement of assets and liabilities, a statement of 
operations and a statement of the undivided profits 
account. The statement of operations shall set 
forth the fees paid directors, the salaries paid offi- 
cers and the administrative expenses in sufficient 
detail to reflect the true result of operations for 
the accounting period. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act concerning minimum wage standards in 
certain cases, amending sections 34:11--34, 
34 :11-47, 34:11-51 and 34:11-52 and repealing 
sections 34:11-49 and 34:11-50 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 34:11-34 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

34 :11-34. As used in this article: 

‘‘Director’’ means the director or any deputy 
director of the minimum wage division; 

‘‘Mair wage’? means a wage fairly and reason- 
ably commensurate with the value of the service or 
class of service rendered; 

‘Mandatory order’’ means an order the viola- 
tion of which shall be subject to the penalties pre- 
scribed by the second paragraph of section 
34:11-55 of this Title; 

‘‘Minor’’ means a person of either sex under the 
age of twenty-one years; 

‘‘Occupation’’ means an industry, trade or busi- 
ness or branch thereof or class of work therein in 
which women or minors are gainfully employed 
but shall not include domestic service in the home 
of the employer or labor on a farm or employment 
in a hotel; 

‘‘Oppressive and unreasonable wage’’ means a 
wage which is both less than thefair and reasonable 
value of the services rendered and less than suf- 
ficient to meet the minimum cost of living necessary 
for health; 

‘*Wage board’’ means a board created as pro- 
vided in section 34:11-40 of this Title; 

‘“Women’’ means females twenty-one years of 
age or over. 
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2. Section 34:11-47 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

34 :11-47. Within ten days after the hearing the 
commissioner shall confer with the director and 
approve or disapprove the report of the wage 
board. If the report is disapproved the commis- 
sioner may resubmit the matter to the same wage 
board or to a new wage board. If the report is 
approved the commissioner shall make a manda- 
tory order which shall define minimum fair wage 
rates in the occupation or occupations as recom- 
mended in the report of the wage board and which 
shall include such proposed administrative regula- 
tions as the commissioner may deem appropriate 
to supplement the report of the wage board and to 
safeguard the minimum fair wage standards es- 
tablished. Such administrative regulations may 
include among other things, regulations defining 
and governing learners and apprentices, their 
rates, number, proportion or length of service, 
piece rates or their relations to time rates, over- 
time or part time rates, bonuses or special pay for 
special or extra work, deductions for board, lodg- 
ing, apparel or other items or services supplied by 
the employer, and other special conditions or cir- 
cumstances; and in view of the diversities and com- 
plexities of different occupations and the dangers 
of evasion and nullification, the commissioner may 
provide in such regulations without departing 
from the basic minimum rates recommended by 
the wage board such modifications or reductions 
of or addition to such rates in or for such special 
eases or classes of cases as those herein enu- 
merated as the commissioner may find appropriate 
to safeguard the basic minimum rates established. 
Said mandatory order shall take effect upon ex- 
piration of one hundred eighty days from the date 
of the issuance of the order. 
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3. Section 34:11-51 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

34:11-51. At any time after a minimum fair 
wage order has been in effect for one year or more 
the commissioner may, on his own motion, after 
conferring with the director, and shall, on petition 
of fifty or more residents of the State, reconsider 
the minimum fair wage rates set therein and recon- 
vene the same wage board, or appoint a new wage 
board to recommend whether or not the rate, or 
rates, contained in such order, shall be modified. 
The report of such wage board shall be dealt with 
in the manner prescribed in sections 34:11-47 and 
34 :11-48 of this Title. 


4, Section 34:11-52 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

34:11-52. The commissioner may, at any time, 
and from time to time after conference with the 
director, propose such modifications of, or addi- 
tions to any administrative regulations, included 
in a mandatory order without reference to a wage 
board, as he may deem appropriate to effectuate 
the purposes of this article; provided, such pro- 
posed modifications or additions could legally have 
been included in the original order, and notice shall 
be given of a public hearing to be held by the com- 
missioner or director not less than fifteen days 
after such publication at which all persons in favor 
of or opposed to the proposed modifications or 
additions may be heard. After the hearing the 
commissioner may make an order putting into ef- 
fect the proposed modifications of or additions to 
the administrative regulations as he deems appro- 
priate. 

A certified copy of each such order shall be filed 
in the office of the Secretary of State. 

5. Sections 34:11-49 and 34:11-50 of the Revised 
Statutes are repealed. 

6. This act shall take effect immediately.

1. Every acknowledgment or proof on every 
deed of conveyance heretofore made or taken 
before a master in chancery of New Jersey, an 
attorney-at-law of New Jersey, a commissioner of 
deeds of New Jersey, or a notary public of New 
Jersey, when the officer before whom the same was 
made or taken is also the grantee or one of the 
grantees named in such deed, shall be good and suf- 
ficient in law and in equity for all purposes whatso- 
ever; provided, however, that such deed has been 
recorded for a period of five years in the proper 
recording office of the county in which the lands 
thereby conveyed are situated. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 323 


Aw Act concerning appointment of guardians in 
case of a vacancy, and amending section 3:7-63 
of the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 3:7-63 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

3:7-63. A vacancy in a guardianship shall be 
deemed to arise when a sole or sole surviving or 
remaining guardian dies or is removed or dis- 
charged after entering upon the duties of his office 
and before completing such duties. 

The court which granted him letters, or in the 
ease of his removal or discharge the court removy- 
ing or discharging him, shall fill the vacancy by 
the appointment of a fit person to exercise the 
guardianship, to be denominated ‘‘substituted 
guardian.”’ 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act concerning elections, and amending section 
19 :45-7 of the Revised Statutes.

19:45-7. The compensation of the members of 
the several county boards shall be as follows: in 
counties having a population exceeding five hun- 
dred thousand, two thousand six hundred dollars 
($2,600.00) per annum; in counties having a popu- 
lation of not more than five hundred thousand or 
less than two hundred thousand, two thousand 
dollars ($2,000.00) per annum; in counties having 
a population of not more than two hundred thou- 
sand or less than one hundred and fifty thousand, 
fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500.00) per annum; in 
counties having a population of not more than one 
hundred and fifty thousand or less than one hun- 
dred thousand, nine hundred dollars ($900.00) per 
annum; in counties having a population of not 
more than one hundred thousand or less than 
eighty-two thousand, seven hundred and fifty dol- 
lars ($750.00) per annum; in counties having a 
population of not more than eighty-two thousand 
or less than fifty thousand, six hundred dollars 
($600.00) per annum; in counties having a popula- 
tion of not more than fifty thousand or less than 
forty thousand, four hundred dollars ($400.00) per 
annum; in counties having a population of less than 
forty thousand, three hundred dollars ($300.00) 
per annum. The members of the county board in 
counties other than counties of the first class who 
shall be elected as chairman and secretary thereof 
and who shall perform the duties of chairman and 
secretary thereof shall each receive an additional 
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compensation of one-half of the compensation of 
the individual members of the board. 

The compensation of the clerk of the county 
board of elections in counties of the first class shall 
be as follows: for the first year of service in such 
position the sum of thirty-five hundred dollars 
($38,500.00) per annum, to be increased at the rate 
of one hundred and fifty dollars ($150.00) per an- 
num for each year of service, to the maximum of 
fifty-five hundred dollars ($5,500.00) per annum; 
and the compensation of the assistant clerks shall 
be, for the first year of service in such positions, 
the sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) per 
annum, to be increased at the rate of one hundred 
dollars ($100.00) per annum for each year of serv- 
ice to the maximum of forty-five hundred dollars 
($4,500.00) per annum. The compensation of the 
clerk-stenographer shall be fixed by the county 
board, to be paid by the county treasurer, semi- 
monthly as other county employees are paid; pro- 
vided, however, that in counties of the first class, 
wherever assistant clerks and the clerk-stenog- 
rapher have not, at the time of the adoption of this 
act, been appointed from the competitive class of 
civil service, the foregoing provisions concerning 
their salaries shall not apply but their salaries 
shall be, now or hereafter, in such sums as shall be 
recommended from time to time by the county 
board of elections and approved by the county 
board of freeholders of the county. This section 
shall apply to such elerks and assistant clerks 
whether heretofore or hereafter appointed and the 
years of service shall be computed from the time 
of their respective appointments to such positions. 

The commissioner of registration in a county of 
the first class shall receive twenty-five hundred 
dollars ($2,500.00) per annum, for services per- 
formed as such commissioner of registration, and 
for such services performed by a commissioner of 
registration in a county other than a county of the 
first class additional compensation shall be paid to 
such commissioner in an amount equal to fifty per 
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centum (50%) of his salary as member and secre- 
tary of the county board. In counties of the second 
class where a member of the county board serves 
as commissioner of registration, he shall receive 
no additional compensation for the perform- 
ance of his duties as such commissioner unless he 
shall devote his full time to the performanee of his 
duties as a member of the county board, secretary 
thereof, and commissioner of registration. ‘‘Full 
time’’ as here used means such time as is daily 
required of employees in the office of the county 
board.

1. The holders of any valid and unrevoked Class 
A or Class B license, as defined in sections 33 :1-10 
and 33:1-11 of the Revised Statutes, except the 
holder of a bonded warehouse bottling license, shall 
be entitled, subject to rules and regulations, to dis- 
tribute and sell alcoholic beverages within the lim- 
its of their licenses to any voluntary unincorpo- 
rated organization of army or navy personnel 
operating a place for the sale of goods pursuant 
to regulations promulgated by the Secretary of 
War or the Secretary of the Navy, or, if the con- 
sent of the State Military Board shall have first 
been obtained, under the State National Guard 
regulations. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 327 


Aw Act concerning the taxes imposed upon alco- 
holic beverages, and supplementing chapter 
forty-three of Title 54 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. No tax imposed by chapter forty-three of 
Title 54 of the Revised Statutes shall be payable 
on any sale of alcoholic beverages by any person 
holding a valid and unrevoked license to sell alco- 
holic beverages, issued pursuant to the provisions 
of section 33:1-10 or section 33:1-11 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, to a voluntary unincorporated or- 
ganization of army or navy personnel operating a 
place for the sale of goods pursuant to regulations 
promulgated by the Secretary of War or the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, or, if the consent of the State 
Military Board shall have been obtained, under the 
State National Guard regulations, when said sale 
is accompanied by the delivery of such beverages 
to any such organization. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

1. The governing body of any county or munic- 
ipality, which heretofore has included or hereafter 
shall inelude in its budget an appropriation or 
appropriations of funds to be used for projects 
to be financed in part by the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration or by any other agency of the Federal 
government, shall have power, upon the abandon- 
ment of any such projects by the Works Progress 
Administration or by such other agency of the Fed- 
eral government, to expend the sum or sums so 
appropriated for any project or projects, so aban- 
doned, for the completion of any other project or 
projects, so abandoned, which can be completed by 
the use of such funds and the funds so appropri- 
ated for the project or projects to be completed and 
shall have power in any such case to make such 
transfers of appropriations as may be necessary to 
effectuate the purposes of this act.

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Aw Act relating to the government, services, ad- 
ministration and finances of certain townships in 
the State and of certain political subdivisions 
within such townships. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. This act may be cited as Township-Service 
Areas Act (1941). 

2. Whenever a political subdivision of the State 
shall have a board of commissioners with general 
powers as to the local governmental services within 
and throughout the area of such political subdivi- 
sion, and shall be within the larger political sub- 
division of a township in the same county, and shall 
together with the township proper participate in 
the election of township officers and officials, the 
qualified voters of such township may adopt the 
provisions of this act as hereinafter provided. 

3. For the purposes of this act, unless the con- 
text indicates otherwise: 

‘‘Township,’’? means a township within which is 
located a political subdivision having a board of 
commissioners. 
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‘‘Board of commissioners’’ does not include the 
board or commissioners of a special district, for a 
particular service, only, such as a fire or sewerage 
district; nor the governing body of a municipality 
under the commission form of government law. 

‘‘Township proper,’’ means that part of a town- 
ship outside the boundaries of a political subdivi- 
sion which is located within the boundaries of the 
township. 

‘‘Township committee’? means the general gov- 
erning body of a township as provided in this act. 

‘‘Board of committeemen’’ means those members 
of the township committee elected from, and by the 
qualified voters of, the political subdivision within 
the township as provided in this act. . 

‘‘Qualified voters’? means persons legally quali- 
fied to vote at the next preceding general election 
held in a township defined in this section. 

4, Except as herein otherwise provided, a town- 
ship and the township committee thereof shall have 
all the powers and duties conferred and imposed 
by general law upon townships and the governing 
bodies thereof, and such powers and duties shall 
be exercised and performed in accordance with and 
in the manner provided by general law. 

5. The loeal governmental services of the politi- 
eal subdivision within the township which, prior to 
the adoption of this act pursuant to section thirty, 
have been furnished and administered throughout. 
the whole area of such political subdivision, and 
separately from the services of the township. 
proper, shall continue and shall be governed and 
administered by the board of committeemen defined 
in section three. 

The powers contemplated in this section shall be 
deemed to include the appointment and supervi- 
sion of personnel and all other matters necessary 
for the effective operation of the services herein 
described, and shall include incurring indebtedness, 
borrowing money and issuing negotiable bonds and 
notes when authorized to do so for and in the name 
of the political subdivision by a majority of the 
legal voters thereof. 
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But the powers and authority conferred by the 
preceding paragraphs upon the board of commit- 
teemen shall be limited to the government, admin- 
istration, operation and maintenance of the serv- 
ices provided for in this section and shall in no way 
be construed to limit otherwise the general author- 
ity conferred upon the township committee by 
section four. 

The provisions of the local budget law shall ap- 
ply to the political subdivision within the town- 
ship and, within the purposes and application of 
that law, to the board of committeemen as the gov- 
erning body thereof. 

6. The amount to be raised by taxation of the 
political subdivision within the township shall be 
assessed by the township assessor on the taxable 
property in the political subdivision in the same 
‘manner as township taxes are assessed, and the 
amount shall be assessed, levied and collected at 
the same time and in the same manner as the town- 
ship taxes. 

7. The township collector shall pay over to the 
township treasurer all moneys collected by him 
pursuant to section six. The moneys so collected 
and paid over shall be kept by the treasurer in a 
separate account, and shall be disbursed and paid 
out by the treasurer only on the presentation to 
him of a written order duly signed by the board of 
committeemen or by a majority thereof. 

8. All miscellaneous revenues derived from 
within the political subdivision within the town- 
ship, and all other revenues from whatever source 
which pursuant to provisions of law are allocated 
or distributed to and for the uses of such political 
subdivision, shall be collected or received, as the 
ease may be, by the township, and shall be placed 
and kept in a separate fund or funds to the credit 
and for the uses of such political subdivision. 

Disbursements from the separate fund or funds 
shall be made in the manner provided as to other 
revenues by section seven. 
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piaee 9. When this act becomes effective as provided 
authority. in section thirty-one, the township committee shall 


provide by ordinance for a purchasing board or 
purchasing officer of the township. The board or 
officer, as the case may be, shall have authority to 
purchase all materials and supplies required to be 
purchased by any board, body or officer of the 
township, of the political subdivision within the 
township, and of any special district. All pur- 
chases by any such board, body or officer, shall be 
made only as required by this section and by the 
ordinance passed in pursuance thereof.

Estapisnng., But from and after the date that this act is in 
such operation and effect, a special district shall be 
established within the township only in and 
throughout territory coterminous with the bound- 
aries of a ward. Before any such district shall be 
established there shall first be required a petition, 
to the township committee, requesting its establish- 
ment, and signed by at least fifty per centum 
(50%) of the ward’s qualified voters representing 
at least fifty per centum (50%) of the ward’s rat- 
ables. 

Spreading Nothing in this act shall be construed to author-

ize the township committee to spread all or any 
part of the costs of such special district services 
beyond the boundaries and inhabitants of the par- 
ticular district. The costs of such services shall, 
with regard to other areas and inhabitants of the 
township, be borne entirely by those receiving the 
services within the district, except that the district, 
through its administrator, may on a basis of serv- 
ice charges or similar arrangements extend the 
special district services beyond the ward’s bound- 
aries. 
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If a special district, instead of being instituted 
by petition as hereinabove provided, shall be re- 
quired as a local improvement or service by order 
of a department or other agency of the State gov- 
ernment, the costs of such local improvement or 
service shall be assessed upon the inhabitants of 
the area benefited thereby. 

11. When in a special district law applicable to 
townships, special district commissioners or boards 
of commissioners are provided for through an- 
nual district meetings and elections, there shall be 
in a special district established pursuant to section 
ten, a single commissioner who shall be the member 
of the township committee representing the ward 
wherein the special district lies. If a special dis- 
trict is established in pursuance of the requirement 
and order of a State department or other agency, 
and such district shall be located in more than one 
ward, the township committeemen from each of the 
wards wherein the district is located shall be the 
commissioners for the district. 

In a special district established under section 
ten, a commissioner or commissioners, as the case 
may be, shall, except as provided in section twelve, 
have the powers and duties provided by law for 
special district commissioners in townships. 

12. The commissioner or commissioners, as the 
case may be, of a special district established pur- 
suant to section ten, shall certify the amount of 
money voted at an annual district meeting to the 
township assessor. The assessor shall assess said 
amount on the taxable property in the district in 
the same manner as township taxes are assessed, 
and the money shall be assessed, levied and col- 
lected at the same time and in the same manner as 
other township taxes. 

The township collector shall pay over to the 
township treasurer all moneys collected by him 
pursuant to this section. The moneys so collected 
and paid over shall be kept by the treasurer in a 
separate account and shall be disbursed and paid 
out by the treasurer only on the presentation to 
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him of a written order duly signed by the special 
district commissioner or commissioners, as the case 
may be. 

13. If the certificate of the county board of elec- 
tion pursuant to section thirty shows this aet to 
have been adopted, the justice of the Supreme 
Court holding the circuit for the county shall forth- 
with appoint five persons resident in the township 
as ward and election district commissioners. 

The commissioners so appointed shall forthwith, 
having first taken and subscribed before some offi- 
eer authorized to administer oaths, an oath faith- 
fully and impartially to perform the duties im- 
posed upon them, proceed to divide the township 
into wards. The division shall be made subject and 
pursuant to the provisions of sections fourteen to 
nineteen inclusive. 

14. The commissioners shall divide the township 
into not less than five nor more than eleven wards, 
and in no case shall the wards be even in number. 
They shall not divide the wards into election dis- 
tricts, but each ward shall constitute one election 
district the boundaries of which shall be cotermin- 
ous with the ward boundaries. 

Subject to the requirements set forth in section 
sixteen, the commissioners shall make the ward 
division with a view to the least possible disturb- 
ance of existing election district lines. 

15. In dividing the township into wards, the com- 
missioners shall have regard to area and approxi- 
mate equality of ward population. 

Wards shall be formed of contiguous territory. 

16. A ward shall not be partly in one and partly 
in the other of the two political subdivisions con- 
eerned; each ward shall be wholly in the township 
proper or wholly in the political subdivision which 
is within the township. 

17. Within thirty days after their appointment, 
the ward commissioners shall fix and determine the 
township ward lines and shall make their report 
and certificate over at least three of their signa- 
tures. They shall file the same in the office of the 
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clerk of the county, and a copy thereof with the 
Secretary of State and the justice who appointed 
them. 

The report, so certified, shall set forth and prop- 
erly describe the ward lines fixed by the commis- 
sioners and shall contain a map with the ward lines 
clearly set out thereon. 

18. A notice of the ward lines as fixed by the 
commissioners shall be published by them in at 
least one newspaper circulating in the township, 
for two successive weeks next succeeding the filing 
of the report and certificate required by section 
seventeen. 

Upon completion of the publication, the former 
wards, if any, and election districts shall be super- 
seded, and thereafter all officers elected or ap- 
pointed in the township, for or representing the 
wards thereof, shall be elected from or appointed 
for the wards fixed by the commissioners. 

Notwithstanding the provisions of any other law, 
none of the ward lines fixed and determined by the 
commissioners shall be altered unless and until the 
voting population within such ward’s boundaries 
shall exceed one thousand five hundred. 

19. The commissioners shall keep a record of all 
the expenses of fixing the ward lines, including map 
making and publication costs, and shall file the 
same, not more than ten days after the filing of 
their report and certificate, in the office of the clerk 
of the county together with an affidavit as to the 
truth and correctness thereof. These expenses 
shall be paid by the township. 

Upon the completion of their functions and du- 
ties under this act, the commissioners, as such, 
shall cease to function. 

20. Except as otherwise provided in this act, the 
provisions of law relating to elective and appoint- 
ive officers in townships generally, and to the pow- 
ers and duties of such officers shall apply to a town- 
ship provided for by this act. 
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21. The township committee shall consist of not 
less than five nor more than eleven members who 
shall be elected and hold office subject and pursu- 
ant to the provisions of this act. 

One member of the township committee shall be 
elected from each of the wards provided for in sec- 
tions thirteen to nineteen inclusive. 

22. The members of the township committee 
shall be elected for two-year terms, except that the 
members first elected pursuant to this act shall, 
at their first meeting after their election divide 
themselves by lot into two classes and for terms as 
follows: 


(1) For a five-member committee: the term 
of two members composing the first class shall 
be one year, and the term of three members 
composing the second class shall be two years. 

(2) For a seven-member committce: the 
term of three members composing the first 
class shall be one year, and the term of four 
members composing the second class shall be 
two years. 

(3) For a nine-member committee: the term 
of four members composing the first class shall 
be one year, and the term of five members 
composing the second class shall be two years. 

(4) For an eleven-member committee: the 
term of five members composing the first class 
shall be one year, and the term of six members 
composing the second class shall be two vears. 


Pursuant to this section, and for the purpose of 
filling vacancies to be caused by the expiration of 
terms, members shall be elected annually from the 
appropriate wards. A member shall hold, and ex- 
ercise the powers and duties of, his office until his 
suecessor has been elected and qualified. 

If a vacancy in the membership of the township 
committee shall occur for a reason other than ex- 
piration of term, the township committee shall ap 
point a resident of the ward from which the va- 
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cancy occurs. A member so appointed shall hold 
office for the remainder of the year in which the 
vacancy occurred. At the first annual election held 
after such vacancy occurred, a member shall be 
elected from the appropriate ward to fill the va- 
eancy for the unexpired term only. 

23. The township committee shall annually elect 
one of their number as chairman to preside at all 
meetings. 

A majority of the committee shall constitute a 
quorum for the conduct of official business. 

All members of the township committee shall 
serve without compensation, whether their capacity 
shall be that of township committeemen, members 
of a board of committeemen pursuant to section 
five, or special district commissioners provided for 
in section eleven. 

24. The provisions of this act shall be inopera- 
tive and of no effect unless and until adopted by the 
qualified voters of a township as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

25. Qualified voters in a township proper and in 
a political subdivision within the township, respec- 
tively, may propose the adoption of this act by fil- 
ing petitions favoring such adoption with their 
governing bodies—that is, with the township com- 
mittee and board of commissioners, respectively. 
A petition may specify the date for the holding of 
a popular referendum upon the question of the 
act’s adoption. 

The clerks of the township proper and of the 
politicai subdivision, respectively, shall forthwith 
ascertain and certify to the governing body thereof 
the number of signatures and the validity thereof 
affixed to a petition filed pursuant to this section. 

Whenever a clerk certifies that a petition is 
signed by at least ten per centum (10%) of the 
qualified voters, as described in the first paragraph 
of this section, the governing body shall forthwith 
adopt a resolution summarizing the petition’s pro- 
posal, and forthwith cause a copy of the resolution 
to be filed with the clerk of the county. 
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Whenever the county clerk has received such res- 
olutions from both such governing bodies, he shall 
forthwith notify these governing bodies in writing 
to that effect. 

26. At the time of giving notice to the governing 
bodies, as provided in section twenty-five, the 
eounty clerk shall by formal order directed to and 
served by registered mail upon the county board 
of election, request the holding of a referendum to 
be held pursuant to this act. The order shall state 
the name of the township proper and of the politi- 
eal subdivision within the township, and the object 
and date of the referendum. 

If both petitions specify one and the same date, 
that shall be the date specified in the county clerk’s 
order. If the petitions specify no date or different 
dates, the order shall fix the date as that of the 
next general election to be held not less than ninety 
days after the filing of the petition last filed pursu- 
ant to section twenty-five. 

27. It shall be the duty of the county board of 
election to conduct the referendum election in com- 
pliance with the provisions of sections twenty- 
seven to twenty-nine, inclusive. 

All qualified voters shall be entitled to vote, and 
the referendum shall, except as providedin sections 
twenty-eight, twenty-nine and thirty, be conducted 


and the results thereof ascertained and certified 


in the same manner and under the same condi- 
tions, restrictions and penalties as are provided by 
law for general elections. The clerk of the county, 
the county board of election, the commissioner of 
registration, and the clerks of the political sub- 
divisions concerned, as the case may be, shall pre- 
pare and deliver all the necessary books and rec- 
ords of registry of voters as well as all ballots, 
booths, books and other equipment to be used in 
the course and for the purpose of the referendum. 

The expenses of the referendum shall, except as 
may be otherwise provided by law, be borne equally 
by the township proper and the political subdivi- 
sion within the township. 
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28. In referenda under this act, separate printed 
ballots shall be furnished and used in substantially 
the following form:

29. If an election district shall be located partly 
in the township proper and partly in the political 
subdivision within the township, the ballots cast by 
the qualified voters of each shall be deposited in 
separate ballot boxes and shall be kept separate. 

30. The county board of election shall forthwith 
canvass the returns of the referendum election and 
shall certify the result of its canvass to the clerk 
of each of the two political subdivisions. The cer- 
tificate shall show distinctly the total number of 
votes cast for and against the proposition in each 
of the political subdivisions voting on the question. 
The proposition shall be certified as having been 
adopted whenever the canvass results in a favor- 
able majority vote in each of such political subdi- 
visions. 

The county board of election shall file true copies 
of its certificate in the offices of the county clerk, 
the Secretary of State, and the justice of the Su- 
preme Court holding the circuit for the county.

CHAPTER 332, LAWS OF 1941 


31. Following adoption by a favorable majority 
vote, as provided in section thirty, the provisions 
of this act shall be deemed in effect and operation 
as of twelve o’clock noon, of the first day of Jan- 
uary next succeeding such adoption. If the refer- 
endum date, however, is less than thirty days prior 
to the last day in that year for the filing of nomi- 
nating petitions for the election of township offi- 
cers, the act shall be deemed in effect and operation 
as of twelve o’clock noon of the first day of Jan- 
uary next but one succeeding the date of adoption. 

32. The question as to the adoption of this act 
shall not be submitted to the voters of the same 
political subdivisions within two years from the 
date of the last previous referendum for that pur- 
pose. 

33. The nomination and election of the first set 
of township officers and officials in and for the 
township comprising the township proper and the 
political subdivision within the township, both hav- 
ing adopted this act, shall be in the manner pro- 
vided by the next five succeeding sections. 

The newly elected officers and officials shall take 
office on the effective date provided for in section 
thirty-one. 

34. The first set of township officers and officials — 
shall be elected from and within the limits of the 
township at the general election immediately pre- 
ceeding the effective date, as provided in section 
thirty-one, at which township officers and officials 
are required by law to be elected. 

During the calendar year in which such election 
is held, there shall be no nomination or election for 
officers and officials of the township proper or of 
the political subdivision within the township, sepa- 
rately and respectively, and the incumbents thereof 
shall continue to hold office until the effective date 
provided for in section thirty-one. 

30. The clerk of the county, the county board of 
election, the commissioner of registration, and the 
clerk of the township proper and of the political 
subdivision within the township, respectively, as

the case may be, shall prepare and deliver all the 
necessary books and records of registry of voters, 
as well as all ballots, booths, books and other equip- 
ment to be used for the registry of voters and the 
nomination and election of the township officers. 

36. The clerk of the county shall have all the 
legal powers of a township clerk for the purposes 
of nomination and election of the first set of town- 
ship officers under this act. 

37. The county board of election shall select poll- 
ing places, and shall appoint and provide proper 
election officers properly to conduct the election 
and perform the usual duties required of such offi- 
cers by the general election laws. 

38. Certificates of election shall be issued by the 
clerk of the county, which certificates shall be filed 
with the clerk of the township on the date when 
this act becomes effective pursuant to section 
thirty-one. 

39. Immediately upon the effective date of this 
act, as provided in section thirty-one, officers of the 
political subdivision within the township having 
custody of its funds shall deliver all such funds, 
together with all appropriate books and records in 
their possession into the custody of the proper fis- 
cal officer of the township who shall acknowledge 
delivery by giving his receipt therefor. The cus- 
tedy and disbursement of funds so transferred to 
a township officer shall be in the manner provided 
in sections seven and eight. 

40. From and after the date that this act be- 
comes effective pursuant to section thirty-one, 
neither the lands and property in the township 
proper nor in the political subdivision within the 
township, respectively, shall be taxed or assessed 
for the debts or obligations of the other, but the 
lands and property of each shall be taxed and as- 
sessed for such debts and obligations of each until 
the same shall be fully paid and satisfied. 

41. Permits, licenses and franchises granted to 
any place or person by a political subdivision 
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within a township shall, subject to their conditions, 
remain in full force and effect and be recognized 
by the township until the expiration of the term for 
which they were granted. But this section shall 
not be construed to prevent the revocation of any 
such permit, license or franchise before its expira- 
tion, in the manner provided by law. 

42. No suit, action or proceeding pending in any 
court or before any board or department wherein 
the township proper or the political subdivision 
within the township is a party, or has an interest, 
shall abate by reason of this act’s effect and opera- 
tion as provided in section thirty-one. Such suit, 
action or proceeding shall continue as if this act 
had not been so adopted, and in accordance with 
the applicable laws, ordinances and regulations of 
the township proper or political subdivision as 
the case may be. But the board of committeemen 
shall be substituted in the place and stead of the 
board of commissioners in any such suit, action or 
proceeding wherein the political subdivision within 
the township is a party or has an interest. 

43. Upon the date when this act becomes effec- 
tive, as provided in section thirty-one, the ordi- 
nances of the township proper and the political 
subdivision within the township in effect and oper- 
ation immediately prior to that date shall continue 
in full force and effect unless and until repealed or 
modified by the township committee in accordance 
with law. 

44, Except as specifically provided herein or as 
necessary to the carrying out of such specific pro- 
visions, nothing in this act shall be construed to 
change, modify, or otherwise affect the government 
or the administration and operation of local serv- 
ices and functions, of the township proper and the 
political subdivision within the township, as they 
exist at the time this act becomes effective pursu- 
ant to section thirty-one. 

45. Except as otherwise provided in section 
forty-six, the terms, offices, and employment of 
elected and appointed officers and employees of the 
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township proper, of the political subdivision within 
the township, and of any special district within the 
township, shall terminate on the date this act be- 
comes effective pursuant to section thirty-one. 

46. Nothing in this act shall be deemed to termi- 
nate the office or employment of any principals, 
teachers. and employees in the public schools; li- 
brary employees; or policemen and firemen; nor 
shall the tenure and pension rights under State 
‘laws of officers and employees of the township 
proper and the political subdivision within the 
township be affected by the provisions of this act. 

47, All acts or parts of acts, general and special, 
in conflict with the provisions of this act are hereby 
repealed. 

48. If a part of this act shall be held unconstitu- 
tional or for any other reason invalid, the remain- 
ing parts shall not be affected thereby. 

49, This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 333 


An Act authorizing the taking of oaths, affirma- 
tions, affidavits and acknowledgments, and the 
making of proof of execution of certain instru- 
ments, before any commissioned officer of the 
United States Army, Navy or Marine Corps by 
any person in the military or naval service of the 
United States. 


Be rv enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any oath, affirmation or affidavit, required or

A. GENERAL PROVISIONS 


2. Legal authority. Traffic signs shall be placed 
only by the authority of a public body or official 
having jurisdiction as authorized by law and only 
for the purpose of regulating, warning or guiding 
traffic. 

This section, however, shall not prohibit public 
utility companies or other authorized persons or 
companies from erecting temporary Men Worktnea 
signs to protect construction, maintenance or re- 
pair work on or within a public highway; provided, 
such signs conform reasonably to the specifications 
included in this act. 

3. Signs hereafter erected. All traffic signs here- 
after erected, whether initial installations or re- 
placements, must conform in all respects to the pro- 
visions of this act. 

4. Display of unauthorized traffic signs. No per- 
son shall place, maintain or display upon or in view 
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of any highway, any unauthorized traffic sign, de- 
vice or other contrivance which purports to be or 
is an imitation of or of such a nature as te be mis- 
taken for an official traffic sign or which attempts 
to direct the movement of traffic or which hides 
from view or interferes with the effectiveness of 
any official traffic sign and no person shall place or 
maintain, nor shall any public authority permit 
upon any highway, any traffic sign or signal bear- 
ing thereon or its support, any commercial adver- 
tising. 

This shall not be deemed to prohibit the erection 
upon private property adjacent to highways of 
signs giving useful directional information and of a 
type that cannot be mistaken for official signs. 

5. Prohibited signs deemed a nuisance; action 
for removal. A sign, device or other contrivance 
prohibited by section four of this act shall be 
deemed a public and private nuisance and any citi- 
zen may maintain an action at law or in equity for 
its removal. The sole question of law and fact 
shall be whether it is in imitation of or of a nature 
as to be mistaken for an official traffic sign. 

6. Damaging sign or signal. No person shall 
willfully or intentionally deface, injure or remove 
an official traffic sign or signal described in this act. 

7. Commissioner to determine signs. The com- 
missioner may determine the character, type, loca- 
tion, wording or symbol, and use of all traffic signs 
on the highways of this State; may adopt a manual 
and specifications for a uniform system of traffic 
signs consistent with the provisions of this act for 
use upon public highways within the State.

Aw Acr concerning the confinement of dangerous 
lunatics or persons of unsound mind, and amend- 
ing section 30:4~-26.1 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assein- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 30:4-26.1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended so that the same shall read as follows: 

30:4-26.1. The board of freeholders of every 
county in this State shall provide some safe and 
convenient place or places in which lunatics or per- 
sons of unsound mind who may be considered dan- 
gerous to the public may be temporarily confined 
until proper inquiry can be made touching their in- 
sanity or unsoundness of mind and legal settlement 
as now provided by law, and shall make provision 
for the proper care and maintenance of such per- 
son so confined until their lunacy and places of 
legal settlement shall be determined. Where any 
eitv of the first class in any such county maintains 
and operates a municipal hospital containing facili- 
ties for custody and care of persons of unsound 
mind and the proper city authorities consent 
thereto, the board of freeholders of such county 
may designate such municipal hospital as a place 
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for the temporary confinement of such lunatics or 
persons of unsound mind if they are at the time 
resident in such city. Such temporary confinement 
shall not exceed the period of ten days unless the 
same shall be extended as hereinafter provided. In 
case no order shall be made for the removal of such 
lunatic to a lunatic asylum within such period of 
ten days, such lunatic shall be discharged from 
such temporary confinement unless the court of 
common pleas or a judge thereof shall, by order, 
extend such period of confinement. The court of 
common pleas or a judge thereof shall also have 
power, as in their judgment they may deem proper, 
by written order, to transfer any such lunatic or 
person of unsound mind from one place of confine- 
ment to another place of confinement so designated. 

All lunatics so temporarily confined shall be un- 
der the custody, control and direction of such offi- 
cer as shall be designated for that purpose by the 
board of chosen freeholders of the several counties, 
except that where any such lunatic shall be thus 
temporarily confined in any municipal hospital as 
herein authorized, such lunatic shall be under the 
custody, control and direction of the medical direc- 
tor or other head officer of such institution. 

The constables and police officers in the several 
townships, cities and other municipalities shall be 
authorized to apprehend any lunatic or person of 
unsound mind, who shall on inspection be deemed 
to be dangerous to the public, and they shall imme- 
diately take such person or persons so appre- 
hended before the nearest justice of the peace or 
police justice, who shall in a summary way inquire 
and determine whether such person or persons is 
or are of unsound mind and dangerous to the pub- 
he, and if so found, the said justice of the peace or 
police justice shall forthwith commit such person 
or persons to the custody of the person in charge 
of such place of temporary confinement, until dis- 
charged or removed therefrom as herein provided. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 356 


An Acr concerning the qualifications of trustees 
and treasurer and of members entitled to vote 
for trustees and treasurer of certain religious so- 
cleties or congregations, and supplementing 
chapter one of Title 16 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any religious society or congregation recog- 
nizing no superior judicatory may provide in its 
by-laws the qualifications for its trustees and treas- 
urer and may further provide therein the qualifi- 
eations of members entitled to vote for trustees 
and treasurer. Such provisions shall be effective 
only when adopted by two-thirds (2/3) majority of 
the members entitled to vote, who shall be present 
and voting at a meeting of which notice has been 
given as prescribed by section 16:1-1 of the time, 
place and purpose of such meeting. 

2. This act shall not affect the term of any trus- 
tee or treasurer already elected. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 357 


Aw Act concerning the legal settlement of certain 
needy persons, providing for the administration 
of public assistance in certain cases and prescrib- 
ing penalties for the violation thereof and re- 
pealing sections ten to fifteen, both inclusive, and 
sections twenty-one to twenty-four, both inclu- 
sive, of ‘‘An act to provide for the protection, 
welfare of and financial assistance to certain 
needy persons in the State of New Jersey, pro- 
viding for the administration thereof, and pre- 
scribing penalties for the violation thereof,’’ 
approved June eighteenth, one thousand nine 
hundred and forty (P. L. 1940, e. 1380). 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Definitions. As used in this act: 

‘<Director of municipal aid’’ means the Director 
of Municipal Aid of the State Municipal Aid Ad- 
ministration ; 

‘‘Director of welfare’’ means the officer whose 
duty it is to administer public assistance in a mu- 
nicipality including the person designated by a lo- 
cal assistance board to be its chief executive and 
administrative officer, and an overseer of the poor; 

‘*Municipality’’ shall include, in meaning, any 
city, borough, township, town, village or municipal- 
ity governed by a board of commissioners or an 
improvement commission, whether participating in 
State aid for relief funds or not; 

‘‘Public assistance’? means assistance reudered 
to needy persons, not otherwise provided for under 
the laws of this State, where such persons are 
willing to work but are unable to secure employ- 
ment due either to physical disability or inability 
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to find employment, and includes what is commouly 
called ‘‘emergency relief,’’ and ‘‘temporary or out- 
door poor relief’? given to needy persons who can 
be relieved temporarily in their homes or without 
being maintained in an almshouse or welfare 
house; 

‘*Person’’ may mean, according to the context, a 
person and his family; 

2. Immediate public assistance shall be prompily 
rendered to any needy person by the director of 
welfare of that municipality where the person is 
found at the time of application, subject to deter- 
mination and adjustment of responsibility as here- 
inafter provided. 

3. Subject to the provisions of this act, every 
person of full age who has been or shall be a resi- 
dent of and domiciled within the boundaries of this 
State without interruption for two continuous 
years shall have legal settlement in this State for 
the purposes of this act provided said person dur- 
ing that period has resided for one continuous vear 
in one municipality. 

4, Subject to the provisions of this act, every 
person of full age who has or shall have legal set- 
tlement in this State shall have municipal settle- 
ment for the purposes of this act in that munici- 
pality in which he has last resided for one continu- 
ous year. 

5. The time spent by a person residing in this 
State shall be construed as an interruption of the 
eontinuity of residence required for legal settle- 
ment in this State under section three, while such 
person was or is 


(a) Receiving public assistance, as defined 
in this act; 

(b) Receiving public aid from any munic- 
ipality, county, State or Federal agency when 
that aid could not have been obtained accord- 
ing to law unless the person is in need, whether 
received in the form of orders, cash or wages; 
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(c) Receiving assistance under (a) or aid 
under (b) for such person or for his wife or 
a minor child for whose support either such 
person or his wife is responsible in this or in 
any other State; 

(d) Ina charitable, custodial or correctional 
institution in this State or while his wife or 
minor child is in a charitable, custodial or cor- 
rectional institution of another State or of the 
Federal government; 

(e) On parole from an institution of this 
State, another State or of the Federal govern- 
ment; 

(f) A fugitive from justice; 

(2) Illegally in the United States; 

(h) In the armed forces of the United 
States ; 

(i) In a veteran’s hospital or similar imsti- 
tution ; 


and the two continuous years of residence required 
for legal settlement in this State under section 
three shall be computed from the date of the ter- 
mination of any interruption hereinabove specified. 

6. For the purpose of determining municipal set- 
tlement under section four, the time spent by a 
person residing in this State under the circum- 
stanees enumerated in subsections (a) through (i) 
inelusive of section five shall not be construed as an 
interruption of the continuity of residence and such 
time shall not be computed in determining length 
of residence. 

7. Public assistance shall not be deemed public 
assistance within the meaning of section five sub- 
section (a) if it is given by reason of quarantine 
because of a communicable disease under the provi- 
sions of the public health laws of this State or if 
the cost of such assistance has been repaid by the 
recipient in full. 

8. Every person who has or shall have a sepa- 
rate legal settlement, not derived from that of an- 
other person, pursuant to the provisions of this act 
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shall continue to have such legal settlement until he 
shall remove from this State and remain therefrom 
continuously for one year; except that absence 
from the State for one year or more because of 
service in the armed forces of the United States 
shall not result in loss of settlement providing the 
person was inducted into the service while residing 
in this State. 

9. Every person who has removed or shall re- 
move from this State and has remained or shall 
remain therefrom less than one year shall upon his 
return have the same municipal settlement as he 
had at the time of leaving this State. 

10. The initiation of correspondence by another 
State or a public agency thereof seeking to return 
a person to this State shall terminate the period 
of absence from this State for the purpose of deter- 
mining whether legal settlement has been lost. 

11. The settlement of a married woman shall be 
that of her husband except as otherwise herein pro- 
vided; 


(a) If her husband at the time of her mar- 
riage does not have settlement in any State, 
she shall retain her own settlement until her 
husband acquires one or until hers is lost. 

(b) A widow or woman who is divorced or 
separated by judicial decree from her husband 
shall have the same settlement which she had 
at the time of the death of her husband or of 
her divorce or judicial separation, but may 
subsequently acquire a new settlement. 

(c) After continuous separation from her 
husband and absence from the State for one 
year, a married woman’s settlement shall be 
lost until such time as she and her husband 
voluntarily resume living together, in which 
event her settlement will be that of her hus- 
band. 
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12. The settlement of a minor born in wedlock 
shall be that of his parents or surviving parent or 
in case of divorce or separation, of the parent hav- 
ing his custody. In the case of the death of the 
parent having custody, the settlement shall be that 
of the surviving parent. In case of the death of 
both parents or in case of permanent separation 
from his parents by court order or by surrender of 
eustody by an instrument in writing in accordance 
with law, the settlement of such minor at the time 
of such death or separation shall continue until his 
majority unless he shall gain a separate settle- 
ment as hereinafter provided. 

15. The settlement of a minor born out of wed- 
lock shall be that of his mother; but such minor 
may acquire a separate settlement in the same 
manner as minors born in wedlock, as hereinafter 
provided. 

14. A minor shall be deemed capable under the 
provisions of this act of acquiring a separate set- 
tlement, in the same manner as persons of full age, 
from the time he or she has complied with either of 
the following provisions: 


(a) If a male, by marrying and living apart 
from parents. 

(b) By residing separately and apart from 
his parents and being lawfully employed when 
wages are paid to such minor. This provision 
shall not apply in the ease of a minor serving 
an apprenticeship or securing an education in 
a regularly organized training school or other 
educational institution, or where such minor is 
dependent in whole or in part upon his parent 
or guardian for support; except that if such 
minor resumes living with either of his par- 
ents, his settlement shall be the same as it was 
before his departure. 


id. When a widow, divorced woman or unmar- 
d mother gains a new settlement by marriage, if, 
at the time of such marriage, her child is not in

her custody and is receiving care at public expense, 
the settlement of such child shall not follow that 
of its mother until such time as the child has been 
returned to the custody of its mother and has re- 
mained in her care without receipt of public assist- 
ance for the period of one year. 

16. No minor who is brought into this State, or 
who is placed out in any family therein by any per- 
son, society or corporation, public or private, of 
this or any other State, shall gain a separate legal 
settlement for the purposes of this act except as 
provided by section fourteen. 

17. When a person alleged to have a settlement 
elsewhere in the State than in the municipality in 
which he is found is in need of public assistance, 
the director of welfare of the municipality where 
such person is found shall provide the assistance 
necessary, but shall, as soon as possible, send a 
written notice stating the facts relating to such 
person’s settlement to the director of welfare of 
the municipality in which such person is alleged 
to have a settlement. 

18. The director of welfare receiving such no- 
tice shall forthwith cause an investigation to be 
made as to the settlement of such person. He may 
accept the responsibility for assistance granted to 
such person in which event said director of wel- 
fare, subject to the provisions of section twenty- 
nine, may elect: 


(a) To order such person moved and re- 
turned to the place of legal settlement at the 
expense of the municipality in which assist- 
ance is being granted, or 

(b) To be charged by the director of wel- 
fare of the municipality in which such person 
is found, for the cost of assistance which shall 
be granted, after the giving of such notice, for 
a period not exceeding four months and for 
such further period or periods, if any, as shall 
be agreed to by the director of welfare of the 
municipality in which such assistance is being 
granted. 
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In any case provided for under subsection ‘‘b’’ 
of this section, upon the expiration of said period 
of four months and of any extended period or 
periods, if any, provided by this section, the direc- 
tor of welfare of the municipality in which such 
person is found shall order and cause such person 
to be moved and returned to his place of legal 
settlement at the expense of the municipality in 
which assistance is being granted. 

19. If the director of welfare receiving a notice 
under section seventeen decides to contest the al- 
legation of the settlement of such person con- 
tained in such notice, he shall not later than thirty 
days after its receipt send a written protest stat- 
ing the facts of the case relating to such person’s 
settlement to the director of welfare who issued 
the notice. 

20. Failure by a director of welfare to send such 
protest within the time specified or any extended 
time as herein provided shall constitute a concur- 
rence in the decision of the director of municipal 
aid hereinafter referred to. 

21. If such protest is sent and the director of 
welfare of the municipality where the person is 
found does not accept the facts therein presented 
or if no protest is received by him, the determina- 
tion of the settlement of such person shall be re- 
ferred to the State Municipal Aid Administration 
by the director of welfare of the municipality 
where the person is found by sending to the State 
Municipal Aid Administration a written reference 
not later than forty days after the sending of the 
notice, a copy of which reference shall be sent at 
the same time to the director of welfare of the 
municipality wherein the person is alleged to have 
legal settlement. 

22. Failure by the director of welfare to send 
such reference within the time specified or any 
extended time as herein provided shall constitute 
an acceptance on behalf of the municipality of 
responsibility for the support of such person and 
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an admission that legal settlement is in the munic- 
ipality of which he is director of welfare. 

23. The director of municipal aid, upon good 
cause shown, may extend the time allowed for send- 
ing a protest or reference. 

24. The notice, protest and reference required 


by this act shall be made in the forms prescribed ¢ 


by the director of municipal aid and shall be sent 
by registered mail. 

25. The director of municipal aid shall render 
a decision determining legal settlement after due 
consideration of all the facts and arguments of 
the contesting directors of welfare. If insufficient 
facts are before him, he may cause an investiga- 
tion to be made and set a date for a hearing, to be 
held after due notice to the welfare officials in- 
volved. He may in his decision order that the 
person be removed to his place of legal settlement 
and that the director of welfare of said municipal- 
ity accept and receive such person and provide 
such assistance as may be necessary. 

26. Any decision of the director of municipal 
aid shall become final upon the date of mailing 
of a copy thereof to the parties involved. The 
director of municipal aid shall be deemed to be 
a party to any judicial action involving any such 
decision, and may be represented in any judicial 
action by any qualified attorney who may be a 
regular salaried employee of the State Municipal 
Aid Administration, or at the director of munic- 
ipal aid’s request, by the Attorney-General. 

27. The director of municipal aid may enforce 
his decision against the responsible municipality 
by withholding from it from any State funds 
which may be available for that purpose such sums 
as are sufficient to care for such person which sums 
shall be paid directly by the State Municipal Aid 
Administration to the municipality where the per- 
son is receiving assistance in reimbursement there- 
for. 

28. The director of municipal aid may apply to 
the court of common pleas of the county wherein

30. A director of welfare shall not furnish as- 
sistance to a person having legal settlement in his 
municipality while such person is residing in an- 
other municipality, without having first obtained 
the approval in writing of the director of welfare 
of the municipality where the person is residing. 

31. If a person receiving public assistance in a 
municipality other than the one responsible for 
his support, upon determination of responsibility 
and order of removal made pursuant to the provi- 
sions of this act, refuses to be removed to his place 
of legal settlement, the director of welfare of the 
municipality in which such person is shall forth- 
with apply to the court of common pleas for the 
issuance of an order to the sheriff of the county 
where such person is, or to some other person or 
persons, to remove such person to the municipality 
in which he has his place of legal settlement and 
said sheriff or other person or persons are author- 
ized and empowered to remove such person accord- 
ingly. 
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32. No person shall, without legal authority, 
send or bring, or cause to be sent or brought, any 
poor person into a municipality with the purpose 
of making him a charge on such municipality, or 
for the purpose of avoiding the responsibility of 
support in the municipality from which he is 
brought or sent. Any person convicted of violat- 
ing this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

33. Persons having no legal settlement in the 
‘State shall be furnished public assistance by that 
municipality where found subject to reimburse- 
ment by the State to the extent of eighty per 
centum (80%) of the total cost of such assistance 
which shall be given in accordance with the stand- 
ards, rules and regulations of the director of mu- 
nicipal aid. 

34. All such cases shall be immediately directed 
to the attention of the director of municipal aid 
who shall forthwith take all lawful steps, under 
interstate agreements or otherwise, affecting the 


removal of or permanent resettlement of such per- 


sons. 

35. A director of welfare who grants assistance 
to a person not having legal settlement in this 
State shall forthwith and not later than twenty 
days after the first grant of assistance notify the 
Municipal Aid Administration in writing thereof. 
If a director of welfare fails to send such notifica- 
tion within the time prescribed and the person 
loses settlement in another State by reason of such 
failure, the director of municipal aid shall refuse 
reimbursement for such assistance as long as the 
person lacks legal settlement, in which event the 
total cost of assistance given to such person shall 
be borne by the municipality. If such person re- 
moves to another municipality, the cost of assist- 
ance given by the other municipality to such per- 
son shall continue to be chargeable against the first 
municipality as long as the person lacks legal set- 
tlement and the municipality granting such assist- 
ance may recover its cost from the first municipal- 
ity from time to time in an action at law in a court 
of competent jurisdiction. 
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36. Any person applying for public assistance 
who refuses to return to another State wherein 
he has legal settlement after proper authorization 
therefor has been obtained shall upon acceptance 
of public assistance be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

av. The director of municipal aid shall act as the 
agent of the State in effectuating the purposes of - 
any reciprocal interstate agreements respecting 
the transportation of dependents and shall have 
complete control and supervision of cases which 
other States are seeking to return to this State.

40. All cases referred from out of the State 
which shall come to the attention of a director of 
welfare shall forthwith be referred to the State 
Municipal Aid Administration. 

41. At the request of the director of municipal 
aid it shall be the duty of a director of welfare to 
cause an investigation to be made of the residence 
within his municipality of a person alleged to have 
settlement within the State. 

42. Any person who knowingly brings, or causes 
to be brought, a destitute person from out of the 


State into this State without legal authority and 


leaves him or attempts to leave him for the pur- 
pose of making him a public charge, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 

43. This act shall not be construed to apply to 
transients. 

44. Nothing in this act shall apply to or affect 
a person from outside the United States of Amer- 
iea, or in any way change the rights or liabilities 
of such persons as conferred or imposed by any 
law of the United States, nor the right otherwise 
conferred by law to deport or remove such persons 
to any other State wherein the person still retains, 
or may have acquired, a settlement according to 
the laws of any State or country, and in all such 
cases no settlement shall be deemed to have been 
acquired within this State. 

45, Any particular grant of power contained in 
this act shall be held to be in specification, but not 
in limitation of general powers. 

46. The director of municipal aid may promul- 
gate, alter and amend from time to time such rules, 
regulations and directory orders as are necessary 
and proper for carrying out any of the provisions 
of this act, which rules, regulations and orders 
shall be binding upon the municipalities. 
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47. Kvery person residing in this State at the 
time of the passage of this act who had legal resi- 
dence in this State under sections ten, twelve and 
thirteen of chapter one hundred thirty of the laws 
of one thousand nine hundred and forty, herein- 
after repealed, shall have legal settlement in this 
State until such time as it is lost under the provi- 
sions of this act.

CHAPTER 358 


Aw Act providing for the reconstruction of a con- 
erete wall on the north side of Shark river, and 
extending west from Ocean avenue bridge to 
First avenue, at Avon-By-The-Sea, and making 
an appropriation therefor. 


Be rr enacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In addition to the powers conferred by the 
provisions of chapter six of Title 12 of the Revised 
Statutes, the Board of Commerce and Navigation 
is authorized and empowered to reconstruct a con- 
crete wall, on the north side of Shark river, ex- 
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tending west from Ocean avenue bridge to First 
avenue, at Avon-By-The-Sea, in the county of Mon- 
mouth, and to do all things necessary, including 
dredging for back fill, in connection therewith for 
effectuating this act. 

2. The sum of sixty-nine thousand dollars ($69,-

An Aot to regulate elections, and supplementing 


Title 19 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr ewactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever any national emergency exists 
whereby, in the judgment of the President of the 
United States and the Governor of this State, or 


pursuant to the terms of any statute of the United 


States or a statute of the State of New Jersey, it 
may become necessary to concentrate, either within 
or without this State in active service in the mili- 
tary forces of this State or of the United States, 
citizens of this State who are legal voters herein, 
this act shall apply. 

2. When such national emergency exists the Gov- 
ernor shall file an order with the Secretary of 
State, which order shall set out the nature of such 
emergency and direct that the provisions of this 
act be enforced. Thereupon the Secretary of State 
shall transmit to each county clerk, to the superin- 
tendents of election in counties of the first class 
and to the respective county boards of elections 
copies of this act and of the order filed with the 
Secretary of State as aforesaid. 

3. The purpose of this act is to afford every 
qualified voter of this State who is in active serv- 
ice in the military forces of this State or of the 
United States the right to vote in any primary, 
general or special election held in this State or 
in any subdivision thereof, notwithstanding the 
fact that such person may be absent on said elec- 
tion day from the election district in which he 
resides, whether such person is within or without 
this State, or within or without the United States. 
Any person shall be deemed to be in active service 
in the military forces of this State or of the United 
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States if actually in active service as a member of 
the National Guard, or any branch or department 
of the Army or Navy or Marine Corps of the 
United States. 

4. Thirty days prior to any primary, general or 
special election in this State or any subdivision 
thereof, the clerks of the various counties of this 
State shall ascertain either from the Adjutant- 
General of New Jersey, or from the Adjutant- 
General or proper authority of the United States, 
the names and post-office addresses of every quali- 
fied elector of this State in active service in the 
military forces of this State or of the United 
States as aforesaid. At least fourteen days prior 
to any primary, general or special election the 
county clerk shall forward by mail to each person 
in such active service as aforesaid, a ballot con- 
veniently prepared, upon which ballot shall be 
printed the names of the candidates to be voted | 
upon at said election and any State question to be 
submitted to the voters at said election. Jn the 
preparation of the ballot the county elerk shall 
likewise provide thereon sufficient space wherein 
the voter may vote for or write in his choice for 
any county, municipal or other office to be voted 
for at said election and to permit him to vote upon 
any county or municipal question submitied at such 
election. 

do. The county clerk shall send with each ballot 
either a printed copy of this act or printed diree- 
tions for voting and transmitting the ballot as re- 
quired by this act. The county clerk shall also send 
with each ballot, mailed as aforesaid to each quali- 
fied elector of this State in active service in the 
military forces of this State or of the United 
States, two envelopes, the outer one of which shall 
be a stamped envelope and addressed to the county 
board of elections of the county in which said elec- 
tor last resided before becoming actively engaged 
in military service and shall contain a space upon 
the back thereof for the name of the military or- 
ganization to which such person belongs and the 
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home address in which such person is entitled to 
vote; the inner envelope shall be plain and contain 
no marks whatever. 

6. The county clerk shall certify to the commis- 
sioners of registration in all counties having per- 
manent registration and to the county boards of 
elections the names and addresses of qualified 
electors to whom ballots are mailed as directed in 
sections four and five of this act. The commis- 
sioners of registration in all counties, upon the 
receipt of such information from the county clerk, 
shall remove the names of such qualified electors 
from the permanent registration binders, if said 
names appear therein, and retain such names in 
a special file designated ‘‘Military File.’’ 

7. Any qualified elector who is unable to vote at 


any primary, general or special election in the elec- jai 


tion district in which he resides because of absence 
from such election district due to his being in the 
active service in the military forces of this State 
or of the United States, notwithstanding, shall be 
entitled to mark the printed ballot so forwarded to 
him by the county clerk in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Title 19 of the Revised Statutes, as 
amended and supplemented, except where incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this act. Any quali- 
fied elector intending to vote as aforesaid shall 
mark said ballot and deliver the same as herein- 
after provided on the Tuesday preceding the hold- 
ing of any election contemplated by this act, it 
being the intent and meaning of this act that all 
such ballots shall be so cast that they may be 
counted and canvassed by the respective county 
boards of elections on the day of the holding of 
any general, primary or special election. Such 
ballot after having been prepared by the person 
intending to vote the same shall be placed in the 
inner envelope, which envelope shall then be sealed 
and placed in the outer envelope to which refer- 
ence has above been made. Such qualified elector 
shall then write upon the back of the outer en- 
velope, in the space left therefor, the name of the 
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military organization to which such qualified voter 
belongs and the home address of such qualified 
voter at which he would be entitled to vote, and 
beneath which he shall sign his name in his own 
handwriting. All ballots not cast at the time desig- 
nated for the holding of any election hereunder 
shall be void and of no effect. 

8. All ballots authorized to be cast by virtue of 
the provisions hereof shall be mailed to the respec- 
tive county boards of elections in the envelopes 
authorized to be used under this act. The said 
county boards of elections shall promptly there- 
after make such investigation as may be necessary 
to ascertain whether or not the persons whose 
names appear on the outside of the outer envelopes 
are duly qualified voters actually entitled to vote 
at such election. Should any dispute arise as to 
whether any such person is entitled to vote the 
county board shall refer the matter to the court of 
common pleas for determination. | 

The county boards of elections shall promptly 
upon receipt of ballots pursuant to this act make 
such investigation as may be necessary to ascer- 
tain whether or not the persons whose names ap- 
pear on the outside of the outer envelopes are 
actually entitled to vote at such election. Should 
any dispute arise as to whether or not such person 
is entitled to vote, the county board shall refer 
the matter to the court of common pleas for deter- 
mination. 

On the day of such municipal election the said 
county boards of elections, except in the case of 
those ballots which such county boards of elections 
or the court of common pleas has rejected, shall — 
remove the outer envelopes in which the ballots 
are contained and keep them for a period of one 
year, at the expiration of which time they shall be 
destroyed. After removing the outer envelopes 
the county boards of elections shall then remove. 
the inner envelopes in which the ballots are con- 
tained and then proceed to count and canvass the 
votes cast on said ballots. After the canvass is 
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completed the county boards of elections shall cer- 
tify the result of said canvass to the county clerk. 
Said certification shall show the results of the can- 
vass by ward and district in order to enable the 
county clerk to add the result of the canvass made 
by the county boards of elections to the total vote 
east in each ward and district by voters other than 
those in military service. 

The county boards of elections shall keep for a 
period of one year all of the aforesaid ballots 
counted by them and all of the outer envelopes, to- 
gether with their contents, which have not been 
opened because the county board or the court of 
common pleas has rejected them. 

9, All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

10. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 362 


An Acr to validate the incorporation and acts of 
rural cemetery associations and providing the 
procedure therefor, where associations have ac- 
quired lands in a county other than that in which 
or adjoining the county wherein the certificate of 
incorporation is recorded. 


Brrr enacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever the certificate of organization or 
incorporation of a cemetery association is recorded 
in a county other than, or not adjoining, the county 
wherein lands conveyed or devised to the associa- 
tion are situate, any seven or more persons, named 
by the managers or trustees, if there be any, and. 
if there be no managers or trustees then by the lot 
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owners, if there be any, and if there be no lot 
owners, then by the person or persons holding 
certificates of stock or interést, may reorganize 
such cemetery association, by holding in the county 
where such lands are situate, a meeting in accord- 
ance with section 8:1-1 of the Revised Statutes, 
and recording the certificate of such reorganiza- 
tion or reincorporation meeting in the office of the 
clerk of the county wherein such meeting was held 
and such lands are situate in accordance with sec- 
tion 8:1-2 of the Revised Statutes. 

2. When such certificate of reorganization or 
reincorporation has been recorded in the county 
where such lands are situate the association men- 
tioned therein shall then be deemed legally incor- 
porated and shall have and possess the general 
powers and privileges of a corporation. — 

3. Any and all deeds, conveyances and devises 
made to such association before the recording of 
such certificate in the county wherein the lands 
thereby conveyed or devised are situate are valid 
and title to such lands is vested in said association 
upon the recording of such certificate in the county 
wherein such lands are situate and such lands shall 
belong to and be the property of the reorganized 
association. 

4. Any and all deeds, conveyances and mort- 
gages made by such association before the record- 
ing of such certificate in the county wherein the 
lands of the association are situate shall be, upon 
the recording of such certificate, as valid and effee- 
tual as if the original certificate of incorporation 
had been recorded in the county wherein such lands 
are situate. 

5. Any and all municipal permits for the opera- 
tion of a cemetery granted or assigned to or held 
by such cemetery association before the recording 
of such certificate in the county wherein the lands 
of such association are situate are valid upon the 
recording of such certificate in the county wherein 
such lands are situate and such cemetery permits 
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shall be the property of the reorganized associa- 
tion. 

6. All assets of such association acquired before 
the recording of such certificate in the county 
wherein the lands of such association are situate 
shall belong to and be the property of the reorgan- 
ized association. 

7. All debts and obligations of such association 
incurred or undertaken before the recording of 
such certificate in the county wherein the lands of 
such association are situate shall be and are the 
debts and obligations of and against the reorgan- 
ized association. 

8. No error, defect or omission in the original 
organization and incorporation shall invalidate the 
reorganization and reincorporation provided in 
this act. 

9. This act shall take effect immediately.

county concerned. 'The board of freeholders of said 
county may exercise discretion and may grant or 
reject any such application for pension under this 
act. Any such pension granted by any board of 
freeholders under the provisions of this act shall 
be granted to such widow by written resolution of 
such board of freeholders. When any such pension 
shall be granted, as hereinbefore provided, then 
and in that event, the board of freeholders shall 
provide the funds for the payment of such pension 
or pensions and provisions for all pensions granted 
under this act shall be made in the appropriation or 
tax levy for the county clerk’s office in said county. 

3. Persons who shall become entitled to pensions 
under this act shall be paid such pensions in the 
same manner and at the same time as the county 
elerk’s employees in active service in the several 
counties are respectively paid. 
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4. All pensions granted under this act shall be 
exempt from any State or municipal tax, levy, sale, 
garnishment, attachment, or any other process, and 
shall be unassignable.

An Act to permit the payment of a pension to any 
former secretary of the county tax board of any 
county of the third class having a population of 
not less than one hundred ten thousand nor more 
than one hundred twenty-six thousand inhabit- 
ants by the board of chosen freeholders of said 
county in certain cases.

2. Any person eligible to a pension under this act 
may apply therefor to the board of chosen free- 
holders of said county and upon proof satisfactory 
to the board of the facts entitling him to said pen- 
sion, the board may by such resolution fix the 
amount of the pension so to be paid subject to the 
limitation hereinbefore provided and the date from 
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which the same shall be payable. Said pension when 

so authorized shall be paid in equal monthly install- 

ments by the county treasurer out of county funds.

following enumerated institutions: New Jersey 
Colony for Feeble-minded Males, New Lisbon; New 
Jersey Colony for Feeble-minded Males, Wood- 
bine; Home for Disabled Soldiers, Vineland; North 
Jersey Training School, Totowa; New Jersey Re- 
formatory, Annandale; New Jersey Reformatory 
for Women, Clinton; New Jersey Sanatorium for 
Tuberculous Diseases, Glen Gardner; State Home 
for Boys, Jamesburg; State Home for Girls, Tren- 
ton; New Jersey State Hospital, Greystone Park; 
New Jersey State Hospital, Marlboro; New Jersey 
State Hospital, Trenton; New Jersey State Prison, 
Trenton; New Jersey State Prison Farm, Borden- 
town; New Jersey State Prison Farm, Leesburg; 
Village for Epileptics, Skillman; Vineland State 
School. 

2. The State Treasurer is hereby authorized, em- 
powered, and directed and it shall he his duty to set 
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up and maintain the aforementioned appropriation 
in the ‘‘ Institution Construction Fund”’ established 
heretofore pursuant to the statutes of this State, 
and subject to the requisition of the Department of 
Institutions and Agencies for the uses and pur- 
poses specifically enumerated herein. 

3. The State Board of Control of Institutions and 
Agencies is hereby empowered to enter into negoti- 
ations with the Federal Government for the pur- 
pose of securing any available financial grants and 
the State Treasurer is empowered to receive any 
such grants and thereafter cause them to be estab- 
lished and maintained in the aforementioned ‘‘In- 
stitution Construction Fund’’ for the requisition of 
the Department of Institutions and Agencies for 
the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this 
act. 

4. The Comptroller of the Treasury is hereby 
authorized, empowered and directed, and it shall be 
his duty to make such correction of the title or 
text, or both, of any item in this act contained nec- 
essary to make such appropriation available for 
the purpose or purposes of its intention. Such cor- 
rection shall be by written ruling reciting any ap- 
propriate details, the fact thereof and the reason 
therefor, attested by the signature of the Comptrol- 
ler and filed by him in his office as an official record, 
and any action thereunder, including disburse- 
ments, and the audit thereof, shall be legally bind- 
ing and of full force and virtue.

In order to protect the health of females 
employed in manufacturing establishments, bak- 
eries and laundries and by providing an adequate 
period of rest at night, no female shall be em- 
ployed or permitted to work in any manufacturing 
establishment, bakery, or laundry in this State be- 
fore seven o’clock in the morning or after twelve 
o’clock in the evening of any day; provided, that 
nothing herein contained shall apply to canneries 
engaged in the packing of perishable products 
such as fruits and vegetables or to glass manufac- 
turing establishments; and provided, further, that 
the provisions herein contained may be suspended 
by the Governor, on his own order or upon applica- 
tion to him, in time of war or other serious national 
emergency. Such order shall be limited to a par- 
ticular period of time, and shall be limited to a 
particular manufacturing establishment.

Commissioner of Education under plans approved 
by the State Board of Education. Such moneys 
shall be distributed as aid to the several districts 
or in any other manner designated for any educa- 
tional purpose defined in the Federal statutes or 
in the regulations of Federal agencies making allot- 
ments or in the laws of the State of New Jersey. 

2. All moneys mentioned in section one of this 
act shall be considered trust funds and shall be 
distributed by the Commissioner of Education in 
conformity with plans approved by the State 
Board of Education. 

3. The State Treasurer is hereby appointed 
eustodian for all moneys made available to the 
State of New Jersey under the provisions of sec- 
tion one of this act. He shall receive and provide 
for the proper custody thereof. He shall disburse 
such moneys upon the warrant of the State Comp- 
troller when such disbursement has been certified 
by the Commissioner of Fiducation to the Comp- 
troller.

CHAPTER 374 


An Act concerning unemployment compensation, 
and amending section 438:21-19 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 43:21-19 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43:21-19. As used in this chapter, unless the 
context clearly requires otherwise: 

(a) (1) ‘‘Annual payroll’? means the total 
amount of wages payable by an employer (regard- 
less of the time of payment) for employment dur- 
ing the calendar year. 

(2) ‘‘Average annual payroll’’ means the aver- 
age of the annual payrolls of any employer for the 
last three or five preceding calendar years, which- 
ever average is higher; provided, however, that 
only those wages be included on which employer 
contributions have been paid on or before Janu- 
ary thirty-first of the calendar year for which the 
employer’s contribution rate is computed. 

(b) ‘‘Benefits’’? means the money payments pay- 
able to an individual, as provided in this chapter, 
with respect to his unemployment. 

(c) The term ‘‘base year’’ means the first four of 
the last five completed calendar quarters immedi- 
ately preceding the first day of an individual’s ben- 
efit year; provided, that no calendar quarter shall 
comprise a part of more than one base year. 
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(d) ‘‘Benefit year’’ with respect to any indi- 
vidual means the three hundred sixty-four consecu- 
tive calendar days beginning with the day on, or 
as of, which he first files a valid claim for benefits, 
and thereafter beginning with the day on, or as of, 
which the individual next files a valid claim for 
benefits after the termination of his last preceding 
benefit year. Any claim for benefits made in ac- 
cordance with section six (a) of this act shall be 
deemed to be a ‘‘valid claim’’ for the purpose of 
this subsection if the individual has fulfilled the 
condition imposed by section four (e). 

(e) ‘‘Commission’’ means the Unemployment 
Compensation Commission established by section 
43:21-10 of thig Title, and for purposes of this 
chapter any transaction or exercise of authority 
by the executive director snall be deemed to be 
performed by the commission. 

(f) ‘‘Contributions’’ means the money payments 
to the State Unemployment Compensation Fund 
required by this chapter. 

(g) ‘‘Employing unit’’ means any individual or 
type of organization, including any partnership, 
association, trust, estate, joint-stock company, in- 
surance company or corporation, whether domestic 
or foreign, or the receiver, trustee in bankruptcy, 
trustee or successor thereof, or the legal represen- 
tative of a deceased person, which has or subse- 
quent to January first, one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-six, had in its employ one or more indi- 
viduals performing services for it within this State. 
All individuals performing services within this 
State for any employing unit which maintains two 
or more separate establishments within this State 
shall be deemed to be employed by a single employ- 
ing unit for all the purposes of this chapter. When- 
ever any employing unit contracts with or has 
under it any contractor or subcontractor for any 
employment which is part of its usual trade, oceu- 
pation, profession, or business, unless the employ- 
ing unit as well as each such contractor or subcon- 
tractor is an employer by reason of subsection (c) 
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of section 43 :21-8 of this Title or subsection (h) of 
this section, the employing unit shall for all the pur- 
poses of this chapter be deemed to employ each 
individual in the employ of each such contractor or 
subcontractor for each day during which such indi- 
vidual is engaged in performing such employment; 
except that each such contractor or subcontractor 
who is an employer by reason of subsection (¢) of 
section 43:21-8 of this Title or subsection (h) of 
this section, shall alone be liable for the contribu- 
tions measured by wages payable to individuals in 
his employ, and except that any employing unit who 
shall become liable for and pay contributions with 
respect to individuals in the employ of any such 
contractor or subcontractor who is not an employer 
by reason of subsection (c) of section 43:21-8 of 
this Title or subsection (h) of this section, may 
recover the same from such contractor or subcon- 
tractor. Each individual employed to perform or 
to assist in performing the work of any agent or 
employee of an employing unit shall be deemed to 
be employed by such employing unit for all the pur- 
poses of this chapter, whether such individual was 
hired or paid directly by such employing unit or by 
such agent or employee; provided, the employing 
unit had actual or constructive knowledge of the 
work. 

(h) ‘‘Kimployer’’ means: 

(1) Any employing unit which for some portion 
of a day, but not necessarily simultaneously in each 
of twenty different weeks, whether or not such 
weeks are or were consecutive, within either the 
current or the preceding calendar year, has or had 
in employment, eight or more individuals (irre- 
spective of whether the same individuals are or 
were employed in each such day) ; 

(2) Any employing unit which acquired the or- 
ganization, trade or business, or substantially all 
the assets thereof, of another which at the time of 
such acquisition was an employer subject to this 
chapter ; 


CHAPTER 374, LAWS OF 1941 


(3) Any employing unit which acquired the or- 
ganization, trade or business, or substantially all 
the assets thereof, of another employing unit and 
which, if treated as a single unit with such other 
employing unit, would be an employer under para- 
graph (1) of this subsection; 

(4) Any employing unit which together with one 
or more other employing units, is owned or con- 
trolled (by legally enforcible means or otherwise), 
directly or indirectly by the same interests, or 
which owns or controls one or more other employ- 
ing units (by legally enforcible means or other- 
wise), and which, if treated as a single unit with 
such other employing units or interests, would be 
an employer under paragraph (1) of this sub- 
section ; 


(5) Any employing unit which, having become: 


an employer under paragraph (1), (2), (8) or (4), 
has not, under section 43:21-8 of this Title, ceased 
to be an employer subject to this chapter; or 

(6) For the effective period of its election pur- 
suant to subsection (c) of section 43:21-8 of this 
Title any other employing unit which has elected 
to become fully subject to this chapter. 

(i) (1) ‘‘Employment’’ means service, includ- 
ing service in interstate commerce performed for 
remuneration or under any contract of hire, written 
or oral, expressed or implied. 

(2) The term ‘‘employment’’ shall include an 
individual’s entire service, performed within or 
both within and without this State if: 


(A) The service is localized in this State; or 

(B) The service is not localized in any State 
but some of the service is performed in this 
State, and (i) the base of operations, or, if 
there is no base of operations, then the place 
from which such service is directed or con- 
trolled, is in this State; or (11) the base of 
operations or place from which such service is 
directed or controlled is not in any State in 
which some part of the service is performed, 
but the individual’s residence is in this State. 
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(3) Services performed within this State but 

not covered under paragraph (2) of this subsection 
shall be deemed to be employment subject to this 
chapter if contributions are not required and paid 
with respect to such services under an unemploy- 
ment compensation law of any other State or of 
the Federal Government. 
(4) Services not covered under paragraph (2) 
of this subsection, and performed entirely without 
this State, with respect to no part of which con- 
tributions are required and paid under an unem- 
ployment compensation law of any other State or 
of the Federal Government, shall be deemed to be 
employment subject to this chapter if the individual 
performing such services is a resident of this State 
and the commission approves the election of the 
employing unit for whom such services are per- 
formed that the entire service of such individual 
shall be deemed to be employment subject to this 
chapter; provided, written objections on the part 
of a substantial proportion of such individuals af- 
fected are not presented to the commission within 
ten days following the filing of such election. 


(5) Service shall be deemed to be localized with- 
in a State if 


(A) the service is performed entirely with- 
in such State; or 

(B) the service is performed both within 
and without such State, but the service per- 
formed without such State is incidental to the 
individual’s service within the State, for ex- 
ample, is temporary or transitory in nature or 
consists of isolated transactions. 


(6) Services performed by an individual for re- 
muneration shall be deemed to be employment sub- 
ject to this chapter unless and until it is shown to

(A) such individual has been and will con- 
tinue to be free from control or direction over 
the performance of such services, both under 
his contract of service and in fact; and 

(B) such service is either outside the usual 
course of the business for which such service 
is performed, or that such service is per- 
formed outside of all the places of business of 
the enterprise for which such service is per- 
formed; and 

(C) such individual is customarily engaged 
in an independently established trade, occupa- 
tion, profession or business. 


(7) The term ‘‘employment’’ shall not include:

(C) Service performed as an officer or mem- 
ber of the crew of a vessel on the navigable 
waters of the United States; 

(D) Service performed by an individual in 
the employ of his son, daughter or spouse, and 
service performed by a child under the age of 
twenty-one in the employ of his father or 
mother ; 

(KE) Service performed in the employ of 
this State or of any political subdivision there- 
of or of any instrumentality of this State or its 
political subdivisions; 

(F) Service performed in the employ of any 
other State or its political subdivisions, or of 
the United States Government, or of an in- 


strumentality of any other State or States or 


their political subdivision or of the United 
States; 

(G) Services performed in the employ of a 
corporation, community chest, fund, or foun- 
dation, organized and operated exclusively for 
religious, charitable, scientific, literary, hospi- 
tal, benevolent, philanthropic, or educational 
purposes, or for the prevention of cruelty to 
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children or animals, no part of the net earnings 
of which inures to the benefit of any private 
shareholder or individual; | 

(H) Services performed in the employ of 
fraternal beneficiary societies, orders, or as-_ 

~ gocilations operating under the lodge system or 
for the exclusive benefit of the members of a 
fraternity itself operating under the lodge sys- 
tem and providing for the payment of life, 
sick, accident or other benefits to the mem- 
bers of such society, order, or association, or 
their dependents ; 

(I) Services performed as an officer or other 
employee of any building and loan association 
of this State, except where such services con- 
stitute the principal employment of the indi- 
vidual; services performed as an officer or 
other employee of any building and loan asso- 

- ciation where such association is a member of 
the Federal Home Loan Bank System; services 
performed as an officer or other employee of 
any bank which is a member of the Federal 
Reserve System ; 

(J) Service, performed after June thirtieth, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, 
with respect to which unemployment compen- 
sation is payable under the Railroad Unem- 
ployment Insurance Act (52 Stat. 1094). 


(3) ‘‘Employment office’? means a free public 
employment office, or branch thereof operated by 
this State or maintained as a part of a State-con- 
trolled system of public employment offices. 

(k) ‘‘Fund’’ means the unemployment compen- 
sation fund established by this chapter, to which all 
contributions required and from which all benefits 
provided under this chapter shall be paid. 

(1) ‘‘State’’ includes, in addition to the States 
of the United States of America, Alaska, Hawaii, 
and the District of Columbia. 
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(m) Unemployment. 

(1) An individual shall be deemed ‘‘unem- 
ploved’’ for any week during which he is not en- 
gaged in full-time work and with respect to which 
his remuneration is less than his weekly benefit 
rate. 

(2) The term remuneration, as used in this sub- 
section, shall include only that part of the same 
which exceeds three dollars ($3.00) for any one 
(1) week. 

(3) An individual’s week of unemployment shall 
be deemed to commence only after his registration 


at an employment office, except as the commission 


may by regulation otherwise prescribe. 

(n) ‘‘Unemployment compensation administra- 
tion fund’’ means the unemployment compensation 
administration fund established by this chapter, 
from which administrative expenses under this 
chapter shall be paid. 

(o) ‘‘Wages’’ means remuneration payable by 
employers for employment. 

(p) ‘‘Remuneration’’ means all compensation 
payable for personal services, including commis- 
sions and bonuses and the cash value of all com- 
pensation payable in any medium other than cash. 

(q) ‘‘Week’’ means such period or periods of 
seven consecutive calendar days ending at mid- 
night, as the commission may by regulation pre- 
scribe. 

(r) ‘‘Calendar quarter’? means the period of 
three consecutive calendar months ending on March 
thirty-first, June thirtieth, September thirtieth, or 
December thirty-first, excluding, however, any cal- 
endar quarter or portion thereof which occurs 
prior to January first, one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-seven, or the equivalent thereof as the 
cemmission may by regulation prescribe.

case shall said cost of a certified sewing project 
worker paid by the municipality be computed at 
more than eight dollars ($8.00) per worker, per 
month for the calendar year one thousand nine 
hundred and forty-one, or more than ten dollars 
($10.00) per worker, per month for the calendar 
year one thousand nine hundred and forty-two. 

2. Section seventeen of the act of which this act 
is amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

17. In each of the calendar years one thousand 
nine hundred and forty-one and one thousand nine 
hundred and forty-two, the director is authorized 
to pay to each municipality incurring transporta- 
tion costs in furnishing transportation to W.P.A.

of the State highway bridge over the Shark river, 
in Monmouth county. 

2. No bill shall be paid unless approved by the 
State Highway Commissioner, and when so ap- 
proved, shall be paid by the State Treasurer out of 
the highway fund. 

In making the above appropriation it is under- 
stood that no subcontractor will be paid in full, 
but that a proportionate sum on all balances due 
such subcontractors will be paid in the discretion 
of the State Highway Commissioner.

After July first, one thousand nine 
hundred and forty-three, no person shall be per- 
mitted to vote at any election in any municipality 
of this State uniess such person shall be perma- 
nently registered, as provided by law, and at every 
election held in a municipality where permanent 
registration is not now in effect every voter before 
voting shall register permanently, after the effec- 
tive date of this act, in the manner provided in chap- 
ter thirty-one of Title 19 of the Revised Statutes. 
The commissioner having supervision of permanent 
registration in municipalities not now having per- 
manent registration may make provisions to perma- 
nently register eligible voters immediately upon 
the passage of this act in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Revised Statutes 19:31-6 and Revised 
Statutes 19:31-7; provided, further, that at least 
three extra registration’ days for the registration 
of voters in such municipalities shall be provided 
in each of the years one thousand nine hundred 
and forty-one and one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-two, by the commissioner in such municipal- 
ities, on which days a general registration of all 
eligible voters shall be held at each polling place 
in each election district of each such municipality, 
or, during the year one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-one, at the city hall or other public place in 
each municipality, whichever method the commis- 
sioner shall decide to be best suited for the purpose, 
during such hours as the commissioner shall deter- 
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mine; and during the year one thousand nine hun- 
dred and forty-two two registration days shall be 
held at the city hall or other public place in each 
such municipality, whichever method the commis- 
sioner shall decide to be best suited for the purpose 
during such hours as the commissioner shall deter- 
mine; and the third registration day shall be held 
on general election day at each polling place in each 
district in each such municipality. Public notice 
of the method intended to be pursued by the com- 
missioner, setting forth the dates and place or 
places where such registration shall take place, 
shall be published at least two entire days before 
the time set for the first day of such registration, 
in two or more newspapers published within the 
county, at least one of which shall be a daily news- 
paper circulating in the municipality affected.

CHAPTER 379 


Aw Acr to supplement the criminal procedure of 
this State by providing for the issuance of a 
summons in lieu of a warrant of arrest in certain 
cases, and supplementing subtitle fourteen of 
Title 2 of the Revised Statutes. 


Bert enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever a penal or criminal complaint is 
taken by any officer so authorized, or an indictment 
is found, a summons, instead of a warrant for ar- 
rest, may be issued for any corporation defendant 
named therein and for any individual defendant 
so named, unless the authority about to issue such 
summons shall have reasonable grounds to believe 
that the individual defendant so named will not 
appear upon such summons, in which case a war- 
rant of arrest shall be issued. 
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2. Such summons shall set forth substantially 
the nature of the offense and shall command the 
person named therein to appear at the time and 
place stated therein under penalty of being con- 
sidered in contempt of court and punishable by a 
fine of not more than fifty dollars ($50.00). 

3. If, after issuing the summons. the authority 
issuing the same becomes satisfied that the person 
summoned will not appear as so commanded, a war- 
rant of arrest may be immediately issued. 

4. Such summons may be served in the same 
manner as a summons in a civil action. 

5. If, after being summoned, a corporation de- 
fendant does not appear, the said corporation shall 
be considered as in court, and as appearing to 
said indictment or allegation; and the court. shall 
order the clerk to enter an appearance for said cor- 
poration and endorse the plea of not guilty on said 
indictment or allegation, and further proceedings 
may then be had thereon, in the same manner as 
if the said corporation had appeared and pleaded 
not guilty thereto. 

6. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 380 


Aw Acr validating the sale of certain lands, tene- 
ments, hereditaments or real estate made under 
any decree in the Court of Chancery.

1. No sale of any lands, tenements, heredita- 
ments or real estate made by virtue of any suit 
heretofore commenced in.the Court of Chancery 
shall be invalidated or impaired by reason of hav- 
ing failed to have designated the husband of a 
married woman by the surname of said married 
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woman; provided, however, the said husband was 
named in the said action by his wife’s Christian 
and surname with ‘‘Mr.’’ prefixed thereto, and 
that any and all proceedings had or taken in any 
suit against any person or persons who shall have 
been made a party or parties as herein provided 
shall be valid, binding and conclusive in all respects 
as it would have been had such person or persons 
been made a party by his or their own proper 
names. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 381 


Aw Act concerning the securing to mechanics and 
others, payment for their labor and material in 
erecting any building, and supplementing article 
ten of chapter sixty of Title 2 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Br tr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

Title 2, chapter sixty, is hereby supplemented as 
follows: 

1. When a ‘‘Stop Notice’’ has been filed pursu- 
ant to section 2:60-116 of this Title and the claim 
for which the ‘‘Stop Notice’’ was filed has been 
paid, satisfied or settled by the parties, the party 
filing such notice shall file, with the proper county 
clerk, a certificate duly acknowledged or proved, 
which shall contain: 


(a) The name of the owner of the land 
named in the notice; 

(b) The name of the person by or on whose 
behalf the notice was filed; 
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(c) The location of the property; 

(d) The file number of the county clerk’s 
office indorsed upon each notice filed under 
authority of section 2:60-116 of this Title; 

(e) The date of filing the notice; and 

(f) The sum of money or other considera- 
tion paid in discharge of the claim. 


2. The certificate shall also direct the proper 
eounty clerk to discharge the ‘‘Stop Notice’’ of 
record. 

3. If the claimant shall fail or refuse to file such 
certificate, then upon application by any proper 
party in interest, the cireuit court of the proper 
county, upon five days written notice to the claim- 
ant, said notice to be served upon him in the same 
manner as provided by sections 2:60-117 and 2 :60- 
118 of the Revised Statutes, or upon satisfactory 
proof that the claimant has been paid, or that he 
cannot be found within the State, may, upon good 
cause being shown, order the ‘‘Stop Notice’’ dis- 
charged. 

4. The court, when the claimant cannot be found 
within the State, shall order the money claimed in 
the ‘‘Stop Notice’’ to be deposited in trust with 
the proper county clerk, to be claimed within six 
years. In case the sum so deposited with the proper 
county clerk shall not be clainaed within six years 
from the date it is so deposited with the proper 
county clerk, the county clerk shall repay the funds 
so deposited to the original depositor, after deduct- 
ing his service charge as provided by sections 
22:2-17.5 and 40:38-10 of the Revised Statutes. 

d). The county clerk shall thereupon attach the 
certificate or order to the original ‘‘Stop Notice’’ 
on file and shall note on the record thereof ‘‘dis- 
charged by certificate’’ or ‘‘discharged by court 
order,’’ as the case may be, and for so doing he 
shall be entitled to the fee prescribed by section 
22 :2-19 of the Title Fees and Costs, for each ‘‘Stop 
Notice’? discharged by certificate or order, filed 
and noted. 
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6. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the Repealer. 
provisions of this act be and the same are hereby 
repealed.

1. Where the total value of the real and personal £33781 
assets of the estate of an intestate shall not execed intestacy. 
one hundred dollars ($100.00), and the intestate 
leaves no surviving spouse, such one of the next 
of kin as shall have obtained the consent in writing 
of the remaining next of kin, if any, and shall have 
executed before the surrogate of the county where 
the intestate resided at his death, or, if then non- 
resident in this State, where any of the personal 
assets are located, an affidavit setting forth the 
residence of the intestate at his death, and the 
names, residences and relationships of all the next 
of kin and specifying the value, nature and location 
of the real and personal assets, shall be entitled to Beneficiaries. 
receive the personal assets of the intestate for the 
use and benefit of all the next of kin and creditors 
without administration or entering into a bond, 
and shall have all the rights, powers and duties of 
an administrator duly appointed for the estate and 
as such, may be sued and required to account in 
any court which shall have the same jurisdiction 
over him as over an administrator of the estate ap- 
pointed by the surrogate. The consent shall be consent. 
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filed, and the affidavit filed and recorded, in the 
office of the surrogate. 

2. Any bank, building and loan association, or 
other corporation or any person, association or 
society, who pays or delivers any personal assets 
of the intestate to such one of the next of kin afore- 
said upon the receipt of a copy of the affidavit 
marked a true copy by the surrogate, or otherwise 
acts upon the receipt of the same, shall be forever 
discharged from all claims by any administrator 
of the intestate who may be appointed or by any 
other person, as to the assets so paid or delivered 
or as to such acts; and this notwithstanding that it .

and forty-two, which said sum shall be in addition 
to any other sum now or hereafter appropriated 
by law for said purposes for the use of the Depart- 
ment of Labor for the said fiscal year. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Statutes, and amending section 438:21-19 of the 
Revised Statutes, as amended by chapter ninety- 
four, pamphlet laws of one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-nine, and chapter two hundred 
and forty-seven, pamphlet laws of one thousand 
nine hundred and forty. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 


‘bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 438:21-19 of the Revised Statutes is. 
amended to read as follows: 

43 :21-19. As used in this chapter, unless the eon- 
text clearly requires otherwise: 

(a) (1) ‘‘Annual payroll’’ means the total 
amount of wages payable by an employer (regard- 
less of the time of payment) for employment dur- 
ing a calendar year. 

(2) ‘‘Average annual payroll’’ means the aver- 
age of the annual payrolls of any employer for the 
last three or five preceding calendar years, which- 
ever average is higher. 

(b) ‘Benefits’? means the money payments pay- 
able to an individual, as provided in this chapter, 
with respect to his unemployment. 

(c) The term ‘‘base year’’ means the first four 
of the last five completed calendar quarters immedi- 
ately preceding the first day of an individual’s 
benefit year. 

(d) ‘‘Benefit year’’ with respect to any individ- 
ual means the fifty-two consecutive week periods 
beginning with the day on, or as of. which he first 
files a valid claim for benefits, and thereafter begin- 
ning with the day on, or as of, which the individual 
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next files a valid claim for benefits after the termin- 
ation of his last preceding benefit year; provided, 
that no succeeding benefit year shall commence be- 
fore the expiration of one full year from and after 
the first day of the preceding benefit year. Any 
claim for benefits made in accordance with subsec- 
tion (a) of section 43:21-6 of this Title shall be 
deemed to be a ‘‘valid claim’’ for the purpose of 
this subsection if the individual has fulfilled the con- 
dition imposed by subsection (e) of section 43 :21-4 
of this Title. 

(ce) ‘‘Commission’’ means the Unemployment 
Compensation Commission established by section 
43:21-10 of this Title, and for purposes of this 
chapter any transaction or exercise of authority 
by the executive director shall be deemed to be per- 
formed by the commission. 

(f) ‘‘Contributions’’ means the money payments 
to the State unemployment compensation fund re- 
quired by this chapter. 

(2) ‘Employing unit’? means any individual or 
type of organization, including any partnership, 
association, trust, estate, joint-stock company, in- 
surance company or corporation, whether domestic 
or foreign, or the receiver, trustee in bankruptcy, 
trustee or successor thereof, or the legal represen- 
tative of a deceased person. which has or subse- 
quent to January first, one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-six, had in its employ one or more indi- 
viduals performing services for it within this State. 
All individuals performing services within this 
State for any employing unit which maintains two 
or more separate establishments, within this State 
shall be deemed to be employed by a single employ- 
ing unit for all the purposes of this chapter. When- 
ever any employing unit contracts with or has 
under it any contractor or subcontractor for any 
employment which is part of its usual trade, occu- 
pation, profession, or business, unless the employ- 
ing unit as well as each such contractor or subecon- 
tractor is an employer by reason of subsection (c) 
of section 43 :21-8 of this Title or subsection (h) of 
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this section, the employing unit shall for all the 
purposes of this chapter be deemed to employ each 
individual in the employ of each such contractor or 
subcontractor for each day during which such indi- 
vidual is engaged in performing such employment ;

(2) Any employing unit which acquired the 
organization, trade or business, or substan- 
tially all the assets thereof, of another which 
at the time of such acquisition was an em- 
ployer subject to this chapter; 
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(3) Any employing unit which acquired the 
organization, trade or business, or substan- 
tially all the assets thereof, of another employ- 
ing unit and which, if treated as a single unit 
with such other employing unit, would be an 
employer under paragraph (1) of this sub- 
section; 

(4) Any employing unit which together with 
one or more other employing units, is owned 
or controlled (by legally enforcible means or 
otherwise), directly or indirectly by the same 
interests, or which owns or controls one or 
more other employing units (by legally enfore- 
ible means or otherwise), and which, if treated 
as a single unit with such other employing unit 
or interests, would be an employer under par- 
agraph (1) of this subsection; 

(5) Any employing unit which, having be- 
come an employer under paragraphs (1), (2), 
(3) or (4), has not, under section 43:21-8 of 
this Title, ceased to be an employer subject to 
this chapter; or 

(6) For the effective period of its election 
pursuant to subsection (c) of section 43 :21-8 
of this Title any other employing unit which 
has elected to become fully subject to this 
chapter. 


(1) (1) ‘‘Employment’’ means service, includ- 
ing service in interstate commerce performed for 
remuneration or under any contract of hire, written 
or oral, expressed or implied. 

(2) The term ‘‘employment’’ shall include an 
individual’s entire service, performed within or 
both within and without this State if: 


(A) The service is localized in this State; or 
(B) The service is not localized in any State 
but some of the service is performed in this 
State, and (i) the base of operation, or, if there 
is no base of operations, then the place from 
which such service is directed or controlled, is 
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in this State; or (11) the base of operations or 
place from which such service is directed or 
controlled is not in any State in which some 
part of the service is performed, but the indi- — 
vidual’s residence is in this State. 


(83) Services performed within this State but not 
covered under paragraph (2) of this subsection 
shall be deemed to be employment subject to 
this chapter if contributions are not required and 
paid with respect to such services under an unem- 
ployment compensation law of any other State or 
of the Federal Government. 

(4) Services not covered under paragraph (2) 
of this subsection, and performed entirely without 
this State, with respect to no part of which con- 
tributions are required and paid under an unem- 
ployment compensation law of any other State or 
of the Federal Government, shall be deemed to be 
employment subject to this chapter if the individ- 
ual performing such services is a resident of this 
State and the commission approves the election of 
the employing unit for whom such services are per- 
formed that the entire service of such individual 
shall be deemed to be employment subject to this 
chapter; provided, written objections on the part 
of a substantial proportion of such individuals 
affected are not presented to the commission within 
ten days following the filing of such election. 

(5) Service shall be deemed to be localized with- 
in a State if | : 


(A) the service is performed.entirely with- 
in such State; or 

(B) the service is performed both within 
and without such State, but the service per- 
formed without such State is incidental to the 
individual’s service within the State, for ex- 
ample, is temporary or transitory in nature or 
consists of isolated transactions. 
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(6) Services performed by an individual for 
remuneration shall be deemed to be employment 
subject to this chapter unless and until it is shown 
to the satisfaction of the commission that 


(A) such individual has been and will con- 
tinue to be free from control or direction over 


the performance of such service, both under 


his contract of service and in fact; and 

(B) such service is either outside the usual 
course of the business for which such service 
is performed, or that such service is performed 
outside of all the places of business of the en- 
terprise for which such service is performed;

(EK) Service performed in the employ of this 
State or of any political subdivision thereof 
or of any instrumentality of this State or its 
political subdivisions; 

(F') Service performed in the employ of any 
other State or its political subdivisions, or of 
the United States Government, or of an in- 
strumentality of any other State or States or 
their political subdivisions or of the United 
States;

(H) Services performed in the employ of 
fraternal beneficiary societies, orders, or asso- 
clations operating under the lodge system or 
for the exclusive benefit of the members of a 
fraternity itself operating under the lodge 
system and providing for the payment of life, 
sick, accident or other benefits to the members 
of such society, order, or association, or their 
dependents ; 

(1) Services performed as an officer or other 
employee of any building and loan association 
of this State, except where such services con- 
stitute the principal employment of the indi- 
vidual; services performed as an officer or 
other employee of any building and loan asso- 
ciation where such association is a member of 
the Federal Home Loan Bank System; services 
performed as an officer or other employee of 
any bank which is a member of the Federal 
Reserve System; 

(J) Service, performed after June thirtieth, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, 
with respect to which unemployment compen- 
sation is payable under the Railroad Unem- 
ployment Insurance Act (52 Stat. 1094). 

(K) Service performed by agents of insur- 
ance companies, exclusive of industrial life 
insurance agents, or by agents of investment 
companies, who are compensated wholly on a 
commission basis. 


(j) ‘‘Employment office’? means a free public 
employment office, or branch thereof operated by 
this State or maintained as a part of a State con- 
trolled system of public employment offices. 
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(k) ‘‘Fund’’ means the unemployment compen- 
sation fund established by this chapter, to which 
all contributions required and from which all bene- 
fits provided under this chapter shall be paid. 

(1) ‘*State’’ ineludes, in addition to the States of 
the United States of America, Alaska, Hawaii, and 
the District of Columbia. 


(m) Unemployment. 
-_ (1) An individual shall be deemed ‘‘unem- 
ployed’”’ for any week during which he is not 
engaged in full-time work and with respect to 
which his remuneration is less than his weekly 
benefit rate. | 

(2) The term remuneration, as used in this 
subsection, shall include only that part of the 
same which exceeds three dollars ($3.00) for 
any one (1) week. 

(3) An individual’s week of unemployment 
shall be deemed to commence only after his 
registration at an employment office, except 
as the commission may by regulation other- 
wise prescribe. 


(n) ‘‘Unemployment compensation administra- 
tion fund’’ means the unemployment compensation 
administration fund established by this chapter, 
from which administrative expenses under this 
chapter shall be paid. 

(o) ‘‘Wages’’? means remuneration payable by 
employers for employment. 

(p) ‘‘Remuneration’’ means all compensation 
payable for personal services, including commis- 
sions and bonuses and the cash value of all com- 
pensation payable in any medium other than cash. 


(q) ‘‘Week’’ means such period or periods of 
seven consecutive calendar days ending at mid- 


night, as the commission may by regulation pre- 


seribe. 


(r) ‘‘Calendar quarter’? means the period of 
three consecutive calendar months ending on March 


thirty-first, June thirtieth, September thirtieth, or. 
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December thirty-first, excluding, however, any cal- 
endar quarter or portion thereof which occurs prior 
to January first, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-seven, or the equivalent thereof as the com- 
mission may by regulation prescribe. 

(s) ‘‘Investment company’’ means any company 
as defined in paragraph 1.a of chapter three hun- 
dred twenty-two of the laws of one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-eight, entitled ‘‘An act con- 
cerning investment companies, and supplementing 
Title 17 of the Revised Statutes by adding thereto 
a new chapter entitled ‘investment companies’.’’

An Acr concerning unemployment compensation, 
and supplementing chapter twenty-one of Title 
43 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr pnactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All the records and facilities of the Employ- 
ment Service Division of the New Jersey Unem- 
ployment Compensation Commission are hereby 
made available to such department of the Federal 
Government constituted or designated for that pur- 
pose by any Act of Congress or by order or proc- 
lamation of the President of the United States; and 
when such records and facilities are made avail- 
able to said Federal Government the personnel of 
said Division shall be under the absolute jurisdic- 
tion and control of such department, bureau or 
agency of the Federal Government constituted or 
designated for that purpose. When the records, 
facilities and personnel shall be taken over by the 
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Federal Government, pursuant to the provisions of 
this act, the entire cost of administering the oper- 
ations of said division shall devolve upon and be 
payable by the Federal Government. 

2. This act shall take effect on the first day of 
January, in the year one thousand nine hundred 
and forty-two, and shall continue in force only dur- 
ing the present emergency, or until the Legislature 
shall otherwise ordain.

On December first in each year, the full amount 
of property tax payable under this act shall be due 
and delinquent.

CHAPTER 388 


Aw Acr concerning the establishment and adminis- 
tration of unemployment compensation, provid- 
ing for the levy and collection of contributions 
therefor, providing penalties and making appro- 
priations, and amending section 43:21-7 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Beir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 438:21-7 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43:21-7. (a) Payment. (1) On and after Decem- 
ber first, one thousand nine hundred and thirty-six, 
contributions shall accrue and become payable by 
each employer for each calendar year in which he 
is subject to this chapter, with respect to wages 
payable for employment (as defined in subsection 
(i) of section 43 :21-19 of this Title) occurring dur- 
ing such calendar year, except that for the month 
of December, one thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
six, such contributions shall accrue and become 
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payable with respect to wages payable for employ- 
ment during the month of December, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-six. Such contributions 
shall become due and be paid by each employer to 
the commission for the fund in accordance with 
such regulations as may be prescribed, and shall 
not be deducted, in whole or in part, from the re- 
muneration of individuals in his employ. 

(2) In the payment of any contributions, a frac- 
tional part of a cent shall be disregarded unless it 
amounts to one-half cent ($0.0012) or more, in 
which ease it shall be increased to one cent ($0.01). 

(b) Rate of contribution. Each employer shall 
pay contributions equal to the following percent- 
ages of wages payable by him with respect to em- 
ployment (provided, however, that if the Federal 
Social Security Act be at any time amended to per- 
mit such construction thereof by the Federal Social 
Security Act or by this chapter, the term ‘‘wages’’ 
as used in this subsection (b) and in subsection (c), 
below, shall, from and after the date when such 
amendment to the Federal Social Security Act shall 
become effective, mean all remuneration for em- 
ployment except that part of such remuneration in 
excess of three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) thereof 
paid by any employer to any employee with respect 
to employment during any calendar year) : 

(1) Ten and eight-tenths per centum (10 8/10%) 
with respect to employment during the month of 
December, one thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
six; provided, that if the total of such contributions 
at such ten and eight-tenths per centum (10 8/10%) 
rate equals less than nine-tenths of one per centum 
(9/10 of 1%) of the annual pavroll of any employer 
for the calendar year one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-six, such employer shall pay, not later 
than January twenty-fifth, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-seven, an additional lump-sum con- 
tribution with respect to employment for such one 
month’s period beginning December first, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-six, equal to the dif- 
ference between nine-tenths of one per centum 
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(9/10 of 1%) of his annual payroll of the calendar 
year one thousand nine hundred and thirty-six and 
the total of his contributions at such ten and eight- 
tenths per centum (10 8/10%) for such one month’s 
period beginning December first, one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-six; and provided, further, that 
the total of such contributions with respect to em- 
ployment for such one month’s period beginning 
December first, one thousand nine hundred and

tions as provided in this subsection. | 

(2) One and eight-tenths per centum (1 8/10%) 
with respect to employment during the calendar 
year one thousand nine hundred and thirty-seven; 

(3) Two and seven-tenths per centum (2 7/10%) 
with respect to employment during the calendar 
years one thousand nine hundred and thirty-eight, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, one 
thousand nine hundred and forty and one thousand 
nine hundred and forty-one; and 

(4) With respect to employment after December 
thirty-first, one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
one, the percentage determined pursuant to sub- 
section (c) of this section. 

(c) Future rates based on benefit experience: 
(1) A separate account for each employer shall be 
maintained and this shall be credited with all the 
contributions which he has paid on his own behalf 
on or before January thirty-first of any calendar 
year with respect to employment occurring in pre- 
ceeding calendar years. But nothing in this chapter 
shall be construed to grant any employer or indi- 
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viduals in his service prior claims or rights to the 
amounts paid by him into the fund either on his 
own behalf or on behalf of such individuals. Bene- 
fits paid to any individual on or before January 
thirty-first of any calendar year with respect to 
unemployment in preceding calendar years shall 
be charged against the account of each of the em- 
ployers with whom such individual acerued the 
wage credits constituting the basis of such benefits, 
in the same proportion as such wage credits with 
each such employer bear to such wage credits with 
all such employers. 

(2) The commission may prescribe regulations 
for the establishment, maintenance, and dissolution 
of joint accounts by two or more employers, and 
shall, in accordance with such regulations and upon 
application by two or more employers to establish 
such an account, or to merge their several individ- 
ual accounts in a joint account, maintain such joint 
account as if it constituted a single employer’s ac- 
count. 

(3) Each employer’s rate shall be two and seven- 


tenths per centum (2 7/10%), except as otherwise — 


provided in the-following provisions. No em- 
ployer’s rate shall be less than two and seven-tenths 
per centum (27/10%) unless and until there shall 
have been three calendar years throughout which 
any individual in his employ could have received 
benefits if eligible. 

(4) Kach employer’s rate for the twelve months 
commencing January first of any calendar year 
shall be determined on the basis of his record up 
to the beginning of such calendar year.

1. Any autobus owner operating under one or 
more municipal consents approved by the Board 
of Public Utility Commissioners or any company 
operating vehicles deseribed in section 48 :15-41 of 
the Revised Statutes, desiring to furnish transpor- 
tation to industries engaged in the manufacture of 
products for National Defense or engaged in the 
production of any material to be used in connection . 
with any contract with the Government of the 
United States for supplies incident to the National 
Defense, may petition the Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners for a temporary permit to furnish 
transportation from the route covered by such con- 
sents to any such industry located off the regularly 
approved route of sneh operator. 
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2. If the Board of Public Utility Commissioners, 
after hearing upon notice, is satisfied that such ap- 
plicant operator should be granted a permit inci- 
dental to the municipal consent or consents or 
rights to operate vehicles described in section 
48 :15-41 of the Revised Statutes held by such ap- 
pleant operator for the purpose of furnishing ex- 
peditious transportation to such industries located 
off the route, the said Board of Public Utility Com- 
missioners may issue a temporary permit describ- 
ing the route to be operated off the regularly 
approved route.

2. The information supplied by such registrant 
to the Board of Commerce and Navigation shall be 
confidential and not open to the general public. 
This information, however, shall be made available 
to the New Jersey Defense Council and all other 
regularly constituted Federal defense agencies. 

3. Any person violating the provisions of this 
act shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred dol- 
lars ($100.00) to be recovered in an action of debt 
in any court of competent jurisdiction, to be sued

1. As used in this act ‘‘completed’’ shall mean 
substantially ready for the use for which it was 
intended. 

2. When any parcel of real property contains 
any building or other structure which has been 
erected, added to or improved after October first 
and completed before January first following, the 
~ assessor shall, after examination and inquiry, deter- 
mine the full and fair value of such parcel of real 
property as of said January first, and if such value 
so determined exceeds the assessment made as of 
October first preceding, the assessor shall enter the 
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amount of such excess, as an added assessment 
against such parcel of real property, in a list to be 
known as the ‘‘Added Assessment List, 19’? (in- 
serting the name of the year in which the assess- 
ment is made) ; such entry to be made opposite the 
name of the owner and the description and area of 
the parcel of real property. 

3. When any parcel of real property contains any 
building or other structure which has been erected, 
added to or improved after October first and com- 
pleted between January first and October first fol- 
lowing, the assessor shall, after examination and 
inquiry, determine the full and fair value of such 
parcel of real property as of the first of the month 
following the date of its completion, and if such 
value so determined exceeds the assessment made 
as of October first preceding, the assessor shall 
enter an assessment, as an added assessment 
against such parcel of real property, in the ‘‘ Added 
Assessment List, 19,’’ which assessment shall be 
determined as follows: by multiplying the amount 
of such excess by the number of whole months re- 
maining in the calendar year after the date of com- 
pletion and dividing the result by twelve. 

4, In listing the names and properties in the 
added assessment list the assessor shail follow such 
forms and methods as may be prescribed by the 
State Tax Commissioner. 

5. On October first following the assessor shall 
file the added assessment list and a true copy 
thereof, to be called the assessor’s added assess- 
ment duplicate, with the county board of taxation. 
The county board of taxation shall meet for the 
purpose of examining, revising and correcting the 
added assessment list and duplicates, and on or 
before October tenth in each year cause the cor- 
rected, revised and completed duplicates, certified 
by it to be a true record of the added taxes assessed, 
to be delivered to the collectors of the various tax- 
ing districts in the county, and the added assess- 
ment lists shall remain in the office of the board as 
a public record. 
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6. Added assessments shall be entered on the ap- 
propriate columns upon the added assessment lists 
and duplicates and there shall be extended on the 
duplicates the amount of tax computed on each 
assessment at the same rate as real property in the 
particular municipality is obliged to pay in the 
particular year. 

7. As soon as the added assessment duplicate is 
delivered to the collector of the taxing district, he 
shall at once begin the work of preparing, com- 
pleting, mailing or otherwise delivering the tax 
bills to the individuals assessed for added assess- 
ments and shall complete that work at least one 
week before November first. The validity of any 
added tax or assessment or the time at which it 
shall be payable shall not be affected by the failure 
of a taxpayer to receive a tax bill but every tax- 
payer is put upon notice to ascertain from the 
proper official of the taxing district the amount 
which may be due for taxes or assessments against 
him or his property for added assessments. 

8. Taxes assessed under this act shall be payable 
on November first of the year of levy after which 
date, if unpaid, they shall become delinquent. 

9, All taxes on account of assessments entered 
in the added assessment list shall be collected and 
accounted for in the same manner as other taxes. 

10. The municipality on February fifteenth of 
each year shall, in addition to the regular install- 
ment of county taxes to be paid on said date, pay 
to the county an amount determined by multiply- 
ing the total amount of assessments in the added 
assessment list for the previous year by the county 
and State rate for the preceding year, and such 
amount shall be for the use of the county. 

11. Appeals from added assessments shall be 
made to the county board of taxation on or before 
December first of the year of levy, and the county 
board of taxation shall hear all such appeals within 
one month after the last day for filing such appeals. 
Appeals to the State Board of Taxation from the 
judgment of the county board of taxation shall be 
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made within one month from the date fixed for final 
decisions by the county board of taxation on ap- 
peals from added assessments. In all other re- 
spects such appeals shall be governed by the laws 
concerning appeals from real property assess- 
ments.

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occupying the public streets, highways, roads or 
other public places, for the exemption from taxa- 
tion of the franchises, stock, and certain property 
of such corporations, and for the taxation of cer- 
tain of the property of such corporations not so 
exempted from taxation,’’ passed January twenty- 
third, one thousand nine hundred and forty, super- 
seding sections 54:31-1 to 54:32-7 of the Revised 
Statutes of 1937, as amended by chapter twenty-one 
of the laws of one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
one, is amended to read as follows:

(b) A tax at the average rate of taxation in this 
State as computed under the provisions of subsec- 
tion (ce) of this section upon the gross receipts of 
such taxpayer for the preceding calendar year from 
its business over, on, in, through or from its lines 
or mains in the State of New Jersey. 

(c) The average rate of taxation for the year 
shall be computed in the following manner: On or 
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before the first day of May in each year the State 
Tax Commissioner shall ascertain, from the table 
of aggregates for such year prepared by the county 
boards of taxation of the several counties and filed 
with the State Tax Commissioner in accordance 
with the provisions of section 54:4-52 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, the true value of all property, real 
and personal, located in each taxing district and 
subject to taxation at local rates in such taxing 
district and the rate of taxation in each such taxing 
district for such year.

that year.

ment; provided, that nothing in this act shall be 
held or construed to permit such body, board, or 
officer to grant or order paid any such bonus to 
any member of such board, or body, or to himself, 
or to grant or pay any such bonus to any person 
whomsoever after the thirty-first day of December, 
nineteen hundred and forty-four; and provided, 
further, that no grant or payment of any bonus 
under this act shall be made to any such person if 
the regular annual rate of the usual or regular 
salary or pay of such person holding such of- 
fice, position or employment is more than three 
thousand dollars ($3,000.00) per annum; and pro- 
vided, further, that no grant or payment of any 
bonus under this act shall be held or construed as 
an increase in the salary or pay of any person 
receiving the same; neither shall the cessation of 
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any such bonus, or any part thereof, be held or con- 
strued to amount to a reduction in the salary or 
pay of any persons holding office, position, or em- 
ployment, nor shall the amount of any such bonus 
be taken into consideration or included in any cal- 
culation respecting any amount to be paid into or 
out of any pension, retirement or other similar 
fund or in any similar connection. 

2. If funds sufficient to pay any bonus granted 
under this act are not otherwise available, the same 
shall be raised by the county or municipality 
chargeable with the ultimate payment thereof by 
means of the issue of emergency notes or emer- 
gency bonds, pursuant to the provisions of section 
40 :2-31 of the Revised Statutes; and the governing 
body of any municipality shall raise, in the same 
manner, such amounts as shall be certified by the 
board of education of the school district for the 
purpose of carrying out the provisions of this 
statute. 

3. The provisions of this act shall apply regard- 
less of the method by which the salary or pay was 
or is fixed. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 405 


Aw Act concerning alcoholic beverages, and amend- 
ing section 33 :1—26 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br rr ewactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 33:1-26 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

33 :1-26. All licenses shall be for a term of one 
year from the first day of July in each year. The 
respective fees for any such license shall be pro- 
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rated according to the effective date of such license 
and based on the respective annual fee as in this 
chapter provided. Where the license fee deposited 
with the application exceeds such prorated fee, a 
refund of the excess shall be made to the licensee. 
Licenses are not transferable except as hereinafter 
provided. A separate license is required for each 
specific place of business and the operation and 
effect of every license is confined to the licensed 
premises. No retail license of any class shall be 
issued to any holder of manufacturer’s or whole- 
saler’s license, and no manufacturer’s or whole- 
saler’s license shall be issued to the holder of a 
retail license of any class. Any person who shall 
exercise or attempt to exercise, or hold himself out 
as authorized to exercise, the rights and privileges 
of a license except the licensee and then only with 
respect to the licensed premises, shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor. 

In case of death, bankruptey, receivership or in- 
competency of the licensee, or if for any other 
reason whatsoever the operation of the business 
covered by the license shall devolve by operation of 
law upon a person other than the licensee, the com- 
missioner or other issuing authority may, in his or 
its diseretion, extend said license for a limited time, 
not exceeding its term, to the executor, administra- 
tor, trustee, receiver or other person upon whom 
the same has devolved by operation of law as afore- 
said. Under no circumstances, however, shall a 
license, or rights thereunder, be deemed property, 
subject to inheritance, sale, pledge, lien, levy, at- 
tachment, execution, seizure for debts, or any other 
transfer or disposition whatsoever, except to the 
extent expressly provided by this chapter. 

On application made therefor setting forth the 
same matters and things with reference to the 
premises to which a transfer of license is sought 
as are required to be set forth in connection with 
an original application for license, as to said prem- 
ises, and after publication of notice of intention to 
apply for transfer, in the same manner as is re- 
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quired in case of an application for license as to 
said premises, the commissioner or other issuing 
authority may transfer, upon payment of a fee of 
five dollars ($5.00), any license issued by him or 
if respectively to a different place of business than 
that specified therein, by endorsing permission 
upon such license. 

On application made therefor setting forth the 
same matters and things with reference to the per- 
son to whom a transfer of license is sought as are 
required to be set forth in connection with an orig- 
inal application for license, which application for 
transfer shall be signed and sworn to by the person 
to whom the transfer of license is sought and shall 
bear the consent in writing of the licensee to such 
transfer, and after publication of notice of inten- 
tion by the person to whom the transfer of license 
is sought, to apply for transfer in the same manner 
as is required in the case of an original application 
for license, the commissioner or other issuing au- 
thority, as the case may be, may transfer any 
license issued by him or it respectively to such 
applicant for transfer by indorsing the license. 
Such application and the applicant shall comply 
with all requirements of this chapter pertaining to 
an original application for license and shall be ac- 
companied, in lieu of the license fee required on the 
original application, by a fee of ten per centum 
(10%) of the annual license fee for the license 
sought to be transferred, which ten per centum 
(10%) shall be retained by the commissioner or 
other issuing authority, as the case may be, whether 
the transfer be granted or not, and accounted for 
as other license fees. 

The action of the other issuing authority in 
granting or refusing to grant any application for a 
transfer of license to a different place of business 
or person shall be subject to appeal to the commis- 
sioner within thirty days from the date such action 
was taken. 

No person who would fail to qualify as a licensee 
under this chapter shall be knowingly employed by 
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or connected in any business capacity whatsoever 
with a licensee; but specialized technical workers, 
required in any business may, with the approval of 


the commissioner, and subject to rules and regula- 


tions, be employed although failing to qualify as to 
residence or citizenship. Persons failing to qual- 
ify as to age, residence or citizenship may, with the 
approval of the commissioner, and subject to rules 
and regulations, be employed by any licensee, but 
such employee, if disqualified by age or citizenship, 
shall not, in any manner whatsoever serve, sell or 
solicit the sale or participate in the manufacture, 
rectification, blending, treating, fortification, mix- 
ing, processing or bottling of any alcoholic bever- 
age; and further provided, that no permit shall be 
necessary for the employment in a bona fide hotel 
or restaurant of any person failing to qualify as to 
age or residence so long as such person shall not in 
any manner whatsoever serve, sell or solicit the 
sale of any alcoholic beverage, or participate in the 
mixing, processing or preparation thereof. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Acr to amend ‘‘An act concerning the .admin- 
istration of relief,’’ approved March twenty- 
eighth, one thousand nine hundred and forty-one 
(P. L. 1941, e¢. 28). 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section thirteen of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

13. In any calendar year beginning with the cal- 
endar year one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
two any municipality, and in which relief was being 
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administered by the director at the end of the pre- 
ceding year, shall administer its own relief in such 
calendar year if it shall have given notice in writ- 
ing to the director of its election so to do on or 
before the first day of January of such year and 
thereafter during such year such municipality shall 
administer its own relief and shall be entitled to 
receive State aid for relief for such year pursuant 
to the provisions of this act. 

2. Section fourteen of the act of which this act 
is amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

14. In any calendar year beginning with the ¢al- 
endar year one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
two in every municipality in which relief was being 
administered by the director at the end of the pre- 
ceding year and which does not elect to administer 
its own relief for that year by giving written notice 
to the director prior to the beginning of such year, 
the director shall continue to administer relief dur- 
ing such year and in such case. 

a. The municipality shall make an appropriation 
for the cost of administration of relief in such mu- 
nicipality for such calendar year in an amount not 
less than the amount appropriated by it for the 
cost of administration of relief for the preceding 
year and shall make an appropriation for relief, 
exclusive of the cost of administration thereof, for 
such calendar year in an amount not less than one 
mill of its ‘‘preceding year’s ratables’’; 

b. All obligations ineurred for the cost of ad- 
ministration of relief in such municipality in such 
year shall be paid, from time to time, by the munici- 
pality out of its appropriation for administration 
of relief for such calendar year according to the 
orders of the director and not otherwise so far as 
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time, by the municipality out of its appropriation: 
for relief for such calendar year according to the 
orders of the director and not otherwise so far as. 
such appropriation will permit and any excess shall 
be paid, from time to time, by the State Municipal 
Aid Administration out of the Municipal Aid Fund 
by an order or orders drawn by the director on the 
State Comptroller as hereinbefore provided; but 
any such municipality may elect to administer its 
own relief in any such calendar year by giving 
notice in writing of such election to the director 
on or before the first.day of March of such year and. 
thereafter the limitations imposed upon such mu- 
nicipality by subsections ‘‘b’’ and ‘‘e’’ of this sec- 
tion shall cease and such municipality shall admin- 
ister its own relief and shall be entitled to receive. 
State aid for relief for such year in an amount 
equivalent to such per centum of its ‘‘current year’s. 
relief load’’ as shall be arrived at by the application 
of the formula set out in section twelve of this act. 
less such sum or sums, if any, as have already been 
paid by the director for the cost of administration 
of relief and for relief in such municipality from. 
the Municipal Aid Fund and less such obligations, 
if any, as have already been incurred by the direc- 
tor for the cost of administration of relief and for 
relief in such municipality and are payable out of 
the Municipal Aid Fund during such year up to the:

Aw Act concerning the time of submission of the 
Governor’s budget message, and amending sec- 
tion 52:22-11 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 52:22-11 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

52 :22-11. The Governor shall examine and con- 
sider all requests for appropriations, together with 
the findings and recommendations of the commis- 
sioner, and shall formulate his budget recommen- 
dations which shall be transmitted to the Legisla- 
ture as a budget message on the third Tuesday of 
January in each year, excepting such years as the 
Governor shall be inaugurated, when he shall do so 
on or before February fifteenth following the com- 
mencement of his term. 

The budget message shall embody the proposed 
complete financial program of the State Govern- 
ment for the next ensuing fiscal year and shall set 
forth in columnar form detailed as to each source 
of anticipated revenue and the purposes to which 
the recommended appropriations shall apply for 
each spending agency in substantially the follow- 
ing form: 


REVENUES 


Free Treasury Funds: 


a. An estimate of all free treasury funds to be on 
hand on the first of July next ensuing which are to 
be available for appropriations, supported by the 
calculations used in arriving at the estimated 
figures; 

b. The estimate of the anticipated revenues from 
the several sources of free treasury funds appli- 
cable to the budget period, together with the actual 
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amount earned and the actual amount received 
from each source during the last completed fiscal 
year and the estimate of the revenues from each 
source for the current fiscal year. 


Dedicated Funds: 

a. An estimate of the amount of each of the sev- 
eral dedicated funds to be on hand the first of July 
next ensuing, except such funds as are provided for 
under section 52:22~20 of this Title in which case 
the estimates shall be as of January first of the 
current year, which are to be available for the pur- 
pose to which such funds are dedicated, supported 
by the calculations used in arriving at the esti- 
mated figures; 

b. The estimate of the anticipated revenues of 
each of such dedicated funds applicable to the bud- 
get period together with the amount earned and the 


actual amount received from each source during 


the last completed fiscal year and an estimate of 
the revenue from each source for the current fiscal 
year. 


Federal Aid Funds: 

a. An estimate of all Federal aid funds on the 
first of July next ensuing which will be available 
for the several purposes to which Federal aid is 
allotted, excepting in the case of funds for highway 
purposes, which shall be estimated as of January 
first of the current year; 

b. An estimate of the anticipated revenues from 
the several sources of Federal aid funds applicable — 
to the budget period, together with the actual 
amount received from each source during the last 
completed fiscal year and an estimate of the reve- 
nues from each source for the current fiscal year. 


Trust Funds: - 

An estimate of the anticipated revenues from the 
several trust funds applicable to the budget period. 
Sinking Funds: 
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An estimate of the anticipated revenues from the 
several sinking funds applicable to the budget 
period. 


APPROPRIATIONS 


The total of the appropriations recommended for 
the ensuing fiscal year in Sueanenay the follow- 
ing form: 


Detailed Budget: 

a. An itemized statement of all appropriation re- 
quests payable from free treasury funds; 

b. An itemized statement of all requests for per- 
mission to spend dedicated funds; 

ce. An itemized statement of the amounts recom- 
mended by the Governor with respect to items ‘‘a’”’ 
and ‘‘b’’ above; 

d. An itemized statement of all amounts appro- 
priated and permissions granted for the current

a. For reorganization under the existing name of 
the association or under a different name;

If the plan fails to fix an effec- 
tive date, the effective date shall be the date upon 
which the proposed plan is approved by the mem- 
bers of the association as set forth in section 
17 :12-106 of this Title. Where a petition of dis- 
sent has been filed pursuant to section 17 :12-106 of 
this Title, and the Court of Chancery has made an 
order approving the plan, the date of the order 
shall be the effective date of reorganization, unless 
the court has, in its order, fixed a date upon which 
the plan shall be effective, in which event the date 
so fixed shall be the effective date of recrganization; 

e. For the crediting of the book value of shares 
pledged to secure mortgage loans against the prin- 
cipal amount of such loans, in reduction thereof; 

d. For the cancellation of or the postponement of 
notices of withdrawal on file with the association, 
for a period not to exceed two years from the ef- 
fective date of reorganization; 

e. For the transfer of such assets, including real 
estate and defaulted bonds and mortgages, as may 
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be determined by the board of directors with the 
approval of the commissioner, to a corporation or- 
ganized pursuant to section 17 :12-109 of this Title 
for the sole purpose of liquidating such assets in 
an orderly manner; 

f. For the transfer of such assets, including real 
estate and defaulted bonds and mortgages, as may 
be determined by the board of directors with the 
approval of the commissioner, to a ‘‘participating 
reserve’’ account to be set upon the books of the 
association for the purpose of liquidating such 
ae in an orderly manner; 

. If the association shall make a transfer of 
Pee as authorized by paragraphs ‘‘e,’’ ‘‘f,”’ or 
‘7’? of this section, any part of the aa ac- 
counts of the association as shall be set forth in the 
plan of reorganization may be either charged off 
against the value of the assets so transferred, or 
transferred together with such assets, to such cor- 
poration, participating reserve account, or associ- 
ation created to receive such assets, as the plan of 
reorganization shall provide; 

h. For the reduction of the share liability of the 
association to its members to the extent required 
to meet actual or anticipated losses and to create a 
reserve for such purposes; 

i. For the manner in which expenses of reorgani- 
zation shall be paid; 

J. For the transfer of such sound or liquid assets, 
including bonds and mortgages in good standing, 
as the board of directors shall determine with the 
approval of the commissioner, to a building and 
loan association to be organized pursuant to the 
provisions of section 17:12-109.1 of this Title, or 
to an association already organized or to be organ- 
ized pursuant to said section 17 :12-109.1 by an- 
other building and loan association in reorgani- 
zation pursuant to this article, or to another build- 
ing and loan association organized under the laws 
of this State or to a Federal Savings and Loan 
Association organized pursuant to an act of Con- 
gress approved June thirtieth, one thousand nine 
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hundred and thirty-three, entitled ‘‘Home Owners’ 
Loan Act of 1933,’’ and which has its principal 
office in this State. Upon such transfer, the reor- 
ganizing association shall, without further act of 
its members, directors, or officers, be constituted a 
liquidating corporation within the meaning of this 
Title.

]. For the suspension, for the period beginning 
with the adoption by the board of directors of a 
resolution to reorganize the association and ending 
with the rejection or the going into effect of the 
plan pursuant to section 17:12-106 of this Title, 
of payments on account of shares withdrawn and 
shares matured, and for the segregation by the 
association, for the same period, of all share dues 
paid by members, except where such dues are ap- 
plied in reduction of a debt to the association. If 
the plan of reorganization becomes effective, the 
dues so paid shall be eredited to the accounts of 
those members who paid them, without decrease or 
impairment for any cause. If the plan of reorgani- 
zation does not become effective for any reason 
whatsoever, the dues so paid shall, at the option of 
the members who have paid them, be returned to 
them in eash or credited to their share accounts 
without decrease or impairment, except that dues 
paid by members indebted to the association shall 
be credited, without impairment, against such in- 
debtedness in reduction thereof.

value of the assets transferred. Distribution of 
the proceeds of the operation of the liquidating 
corporation shall be made in the same manner as 
provided in section 17 :12-108 of this Title.

Any such association may, with the ap- 
proval of the commissioner, make a bulk sale of its 
assets in lieu of merging or consolidating with one 
or more other associations or in heu of reorgan- 
izing under the provisions of this article. 

). Whenever, pursuant to the provisions of sec- 
tion 17:12-107 ‘‘j”’ or section 17:12-115 of this 
Title, liquidation of an association is to be con- 
ducted by a liquidating corporation, the association 
shall, within ten days after the transfer of assets 
has been made, make a certificate that such trans- 
fer has been effected, and stating the section of this 
Title pursuant to which such transfer was made. 
The certificate shall further state the name of the 
association which has made the transfer; the name 
of the association to which the assets have been 
transferred; the name by which the transferring 
association shall thereafter be known, which may 
be the same as that of the transferring association, 
but in any event shall include the words ‘‘liquidating 
corporation’’; the address of the principal office of 
the transferring association, and the name of the 
agent in charge thereof upon whom service of 
process may be made. Such certificate, executed 
and acknowledged or proved in the manner re- 
quired for deeds to real property, shall be filed in 
the office of the commissioner, and a copy thereof, 
certified by the commissioner, shall thereafter be 
recorded in the office of the clerk of the county in 
which the*transferring association has its principal 
office.

6. Any liquidating corporation formed or ere-

tion to its members, but not for the purpose of 
conducting the business of a building and loan as- 
sociation, except insofar as may be necessary to 
accomplish the purposes of liquidation and disso- 
lution. 
7. The directors of such liquidating corporation 
shall have full power to settle the affairs, collect 
outstanding debts, sell and convey the property of 
the association, and divide the proceeds among the 
members, after paying the association’s debts. 
They may meet and act under the constitution of 
the association, and may prescribe, by a vote of 
the majority, the terms and conditions of the sale 
of property. In addition to the powers herein 
specifically enumerated, the directors shall have 
all the powers vested in trustees in dissolution by 
virtue of the provisions of section 17 :12—-83 of this 
Title. 

8. The members of such liquidating corporation 
shall be those who were members of the associa- 
tion at the time of the transfer of assets provided 
by sections 17:12-107 ‘‘e,’’ 17:12-107 ‘‘j’’ or 
17:12-115 of this Title, and their personal repre- 
sentatives; and those to whom such members may 
assign their interests. The incidents of member- 
ship in the corporation shall be the same as now 
or hereafter provided by law for membership in a 
building and loan association of this State, and the 
commissioner shall have the same powers of su- 
pervision and regulation thereof as he has or shall 
oe over building and loan associations of this 

tate. 
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9. The directors of the liquidating corporation 
shall be not less than six in number, all of whom 
shall be members of the corporation. They shall 
be elected, and shall have tenure, and their offices 
shall be subject to the incidents now or hereafter 
provided by law in the case of -directors of build- 
ing and loan associations of this State. The di- 
rectors shall elect a president, a vice-president, a 
secretary and a treasurer and such other officers 
as they shall deem necessary, all of whom shall be 
members of the corporation. 

10. The corporation shall give public notice to 
the creditors of the association to bring in, under 
oath, their debts, demands and claims against the 
association in the manner, and with the effect pro- 
vided in section 17:12-86 of this Title. Upon the 
expiration of the period limited in the notice, the 
corporation may, by petition filed in the Court of 
Chancery, verified by an affidavit made by an 
officer of the corporation that the provisions of 
this section have been complied with, secure an 
order from the Court of Chancery barring all 
creditors of the association who have not brought 
in their claims, debts, or demands within the time 
so limited, except any such creditor as may have 
made a loan to the association to enable it to re- 
organize or sell its assets, and thereafter all such 
creditors shall be forever barred from any action 
therefor or on account thereof against the cor- 
poration or its directors, officers, or members. 

The provisions of this section shall not be appli- 
cable to or in any way affect any indebtedness on 
account of any loan made to an association to en- 
able it to effect a reorganization or sale of its assets, 
and any such indebtedness shall become and be an 
indebtedness of the liquidating corporation; and 
any obligation evidencing such indebtedness, any 
mortage, assignment of mortage or other document 
securing such obligation and any agreement with 
respect to any such indebtedness shall become and 
be binding upon the liquidating corporation and 
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upon its assets with like force and effect as if 
originally incurred by the liquidating corporation. 

11. The Court of Chancery shall, upon a petition 
filed by such corporation, instruct such corporation 
in any matters touching upon the liquidation and 
dissolution of the affairs of such corporation upon 
such notice to creditors and members as the court 
shall deem reasonable and proper. The application 
for instructions made pursuant to this section shall 
not be deemed, and it shall not be necessary as a 
condition to procuring instructions, to vest the 
Court of Chancery with general jurisdiction of the 
affairs of such corporations. 

12, Any association which shall have reorganized 
pursuant to section 17 :12-107 ‘‘j’’ or sold its assets 
under section 17:12-115, prior to the date of the 
enactment of these amendments of and supplements 
to this Title, shall without further act of its mem- 
bers, directors or trustees be a liquidating corpora- 
tion within the meaning of this Title as of the date 
of the enactment of these amendments and supple- 
ments.

35:1-2.1. Whenever it is required to publish 
resolutions, official proclamations, notices or ad- 
vertising of any sort, kind or character, including

proposals for bids on public work and otherwise, 
by this State or by any board or body constituted 
and established for the performance of any State 
duty or by any State official or office or commission, 
the newspaper or newspapers selected for such 
publication must meet and satisfy the following 
qualifications, namely: said newspaper or news- 
papers shall be entirely printed in the English 
~ language, shall be printed and published within 
the State of New Jersey, shall be a newspaper of 
general circulation possessing an average news 
content of not less than thirty-five per centum 
(35%), shall have been published continuously in 
the municipality where its publication office is situ- 
ate for not less than two years and shall have been 
entered for two years as second-class mail matter 
under the postal laws and regulations of the United 
States. In case a newspaper cannot meet these 
qualifications, itself, but has acquired another 
newspaper which meets these qualifications, the 
acquiring newspaper shall be deemed to meet these 
qualifications if it is published in the same munic- 
ipality and entered in the same post office as was 
the acquired newspaper. 

2. Section 35:1-2.2 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

35 :1-2.2. Whenever, by law, it is required that 
there be published by printing and publishing in 
a newspaper or newspapers ordinances, resolu- 
tions or notices or advertisements of any sort, 
kind or character by any county, city or other 
municipality or municipal corporation, or by any 
municipal board or official board, or body, or office, 
or officials, or by any person or corporation, such 
newspaper or newspapers must, in addition to any 
other qualification now required by law, meet the 
following qualifications, namely: said newspaper or 
newspapers shall be entirely printed in the English 
language, shall be printed and published within the 
State of New Jersey, shall be a newspaper of gen- 
eral circulation possessing an average news con- 
tent of not less than thirty-five per centum (35%), 
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shall have been published continuously in the mu- 
nicipality where its publication office is situate for 
not less than two years and shall have been entered 
for two years as second-class mail matter under 
the postal laws and regulations of the United 
States. In case a newspaper cannot meet these 
qualifications itself but has acquired another news- 
paper which meets these qualifications, the acquir- 
ing newspaper shall be deemed to meet these quali- 
fications if it is published in the same municipality 
and entered in the same post office as was the ac- 
quired newspaper. 

3. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this 
act are repealed.

48 :12-13, Every railroad company shall have the 
general powers conferred by Title 14, Corpora- 
tions, Generally, of the Revised Statutes and the 
supplements thereto and shall be governed by the 
provisions and be subject to the restrictions and 
liabilities therein contained, so far as the same are 
appropriate to and not inconsistent with this chap- 
ter or with the provisions of the act under which 
any such company may have been created and or- 
ganized, aud, in addition thereto, shall have power: 


I. To enter at all times upon all lands or 
waters for the purpose of exploring, surveying 
and laying out the routes of its railroad and of 
locating the same, to make such surveys as 
may be necessary to the selection of the most 
advantageous route, and to locate all neces- 
sary bnildings, works, conveniences and appur- 
tenances, doing no unnecessary injury to 
property and subject to responsibility for all 
damages done thereto; 

II. To acquire from time to time and hold 
and use all such real estate and other property 
as may in the judgment of its directors be nec- 
essary for terminal purposes and for the con- 
struction and maintenance of its railroad, 
stations, branches, sidings, car yards, engine 
houses. repair shops and other accommoda- 
tions necessary to accomplish the objects of its 
incorporation, and to sell land thus acquired 
when not necessary for such purposes and 
objects ;

III. To construct and operate its road, to 
construct or purchase all engines, cars, ma- 
chinery and appliances for the transportation 
of persons and property, to charge and collect 
fares and charges for transportation of pas- 
sengers and freight and to exercise all other 
powers by this chapter granted.

Every person, firm, association or part- 
nership doing business in this State, and every cor- 
poration organized under or acting by virtue of or 
governed by the provisions of Title 14, Corpora- 
tions, General, or by the provisions of the act en- 
titled ‘‘An act concerning corporations’’ (Revision 
1896), approved April twenty-first, one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-six, in this State, shall 
pay at least every two weeks, in lawful money of 
the United States, to each and every employee en- 
gaged in his, their or its business, or to the duly 
authorized representative of such employee, the 
full amount of wages earned and unpaid in lawful 
money to such employee, up to within twelve days 
of such payment. If, however, at any time of pay- 
ment, any employee shall be absent from his regu- 
lar place of labor and shall not receive his wages 
through a duly authorized representative, he shall 
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be entitled to such payment at any. time thereafter 
upon demand. 

It shall not be lawful for any such person, firm, 
association, partnership or corporation to enter 
into or make any agreement with any employee for 
the payment of the wages of any such employee 
otherwise than as provided by this section, except 


to pay such wages at shorter intervals than every 


two weeks. Every agreement made in violation of 
this section shall be deemed to be null and void, 
and the penalties provided for in section 34:11-6 
of this Title may be enforced notwithstanding such 
agreement; and each and every employee with 
whom any agreement in violation of this section 
shall be made by any such person, firm, association, 
partnership or corporation, or the agent or agents 
thereof, shall have his action and right of action 
against any such person, firm, association or cor- 
poration for the full amount of his wages in any 
court of competent jurisdiction in this State. Any 
such person, firm, partnership, association or cor- 
poration that can reasonably satisfy the commis- 
sioner that he, they or it have a paid-up cash cap- 
ital invested in this State of not less than two 
hundred thousand dollars ($200,000.00), and that 
arrangements have been made with a banking in- 
stitution for the payment in full of any negotiable 
check issued for the payment of wages, may, with 
the written consent of the commissioner, pay any 
such wages by negotiable check instead of in law- 
ful money. Any person, firm, association, partner- 
ship or corporation may, with the written consent 
of the Commissioner of Labor, pay the wages of 
his, their or its employees by check if he, they or it 
furnish satisfactory proof to the commissioner of 
his, their or its financial responsibility and file with 
the commissioner a bond running to the commis- 
sioner for the benefit of said employees in double 
the amount of the maximum weekly payroll paid 
by him, them or it during the calendar year preced- 
ing the date of the filing thereof conditioned upon 
the payment by the bank upon which any such check 
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is drawn immediately upon proper presentation of 
such check and secured by a surety authorized to 
do business in New Jersey and approved by the 
Commissioner of Banking and Insurance, which 
bond and the terms thereof may be enforeed by an 
action at law either by the commissioner or, with 
the written consent of the commissioner, by any 
agerieved employee. Any person, firm, associa- 
tion, partnership or corporation shall, as a condi- 
tion precedent to the obtaining of the written 
consent of the commissioner under this section, 
make suitable arrangements for the cashing of such 
checks by employees without difficulty and for the 
full amount for which they are drawn. 

This section shall not apply to employees en- 
gaged in agricultural work or as watermen. 

2. Section 34:11-6 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

34:11-6. Every person, firm, association, part- 
nership or corporation mentioned in section 
34:11-4 of this Title and every officer or agent 
thereof who shall violate any of the provisions of

CHAPTER 420, LAWS OF 1941 


a. The investment company, if a corporation 
of this State, has filed in the department a cer- 
tified copy of its charter or certificate of incor- 
poration and a statement, in such form as the 
commissioner shall prescribe, attested by its 
president or vice-president and secretary or 
treasurer under its corporate seal, showing the 
financial condition of the corporation; or if an 
individual or partnership, has filed in the de- 
partment such evidence as may be satisfactory 
to the commissioner that the individual or 
members of the partnership are citizens of the 
United States and residents of this State and 
a statement, in such form as the commissioner 
shall prescribe, attested by the individual or 
by the members: of the partnership, showing 
the financial condition of the individual or 
partnership. 

b. The commissioner shall be satisfied, by 
such examination and evidence as he sees fit 
to make and require; if a corporation, that 
the whole amount of the capital set forth in 
the certificate of incorporation and the re- 
quired minimum surplus of the company has 
been actually paid in cash and is possessed 
by the company in money or in such stocks, 
bonds, bonds and mortgages, or other securi- 
ties as are authorized for investment by this 
chapter, or, if an individual or partnership, 
that the minimum amount of unencumbered 
assets over its liabilities required by this chap- 
ter are held in such stocks, bonds, bonds and 
mortgages, or other securities authorized by 
this chapter for the investment of the funds 
of investment companies incorporated under 
the laws of this State. No investment company 
hereafter incorporated under the laws of this 
State shall be entitled to commence business 
unless it has a eapital stock of at least one 
hundred thousand dollars ($100,000.00) and in 
addition thereto a surplus actually paid in in 
eash equal to one-half the minimum capital 
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stock required by this chapter. Any company

that the trust fund results from the proceeds of 
contracts of insurance heretofore or hereafter in 
force, insuring the life of such decedent, and paid 
or payable, at or after the death of such decedent, 
to the trustee or trustees under such trust deed or 
agreement. 

ce. Property passing to a trustee or trustees of 
any trust deed or agreement heretofore or here- 
after executed, by virtue of any contract of insur- 
ance heretofore or hereafter in force insuring the 
life of a resident or nonresident decedent and the 
proceeds of which are paid or payable at or after 
the death of such decedent to such trustee or 
trustees for the benefit of a beneficiary or bene- 
ficlaries having any present or future, vested, con- 
tingent or defeasible interest under such trust deed 
or agreement. 
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d. Property passing since July first, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty-four, to or for the 
use of any institution solely educational for whose 
benefit there may have been or may hereafter be 
appropriations made by the Legislature of this 
State. 

e. That part of the estate of any decedent who 
has heretofore died, or may hereafter die, received, 
either heretofore or hereafter, by the legal repre- 
sentative of such decedent, whether directly from 
the United States or through any intervening estate 
or estates, by reason of any war risk insurance ' 
certificate or policy, either term or converted, or 
any adjusted service certificate, issued by the 
United States. Nothing contained in this para- 
graph (e) shall entitle any person to a refund of 
any tax heretofore paid on the transfer of property 
of the nature aforementioned; and provided, fur- 
ther, that the exemption provided for in his para- 
graph (e) shall not extend to that part of the estate 
of any decedent composed of property of the 
nature aforementioned, when such property was 
received by the decedent before death. 

f. The proceeds of any contract of insurance 
heretofore or hereafter in force insuring the life 
of a resident or nonresident decedent paid or pay- 
able at or after the death of such decedent to any 
beneficiary or beneficiaries other than the estate or 
the executor or administrator of such decedent.

Bs rr rEsoLveD by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There is hereby created a commission the 
members of which shall be appointed as follows: 

Two members to be appointed by the Governor; 

Two members to be appointed by the President 
of the Senate; 

Two members to be appointed by the Speaker of 
the House of Assembly; and one member to be 
selected by a majority of the appointed members. 

All members shall serve without compensation. 

2. Within seven days after the effective date of 
this joint resolution the Governor, the President 
of the Senate and the Speaker of the House of 
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Assembly shall make their respective appointments 
under this joint resolution. 

3. Within fourteen days after the effective date 
of this joint resolution the appointed members 
_ shall meet and select the member of the commission 

to be selected by the appointed members and shall 
elect from its membership a chairman who shall be 
its presiding and executive officer. 

Four members of the commission shall constitute 
a quorum and the majority of the quorum may act 
for the commission. 

4, The commission shall be charged with the 
duty of inquiring into the subject of constitutional 
revision and of suggesting in what respects the 
Constitution of New Jersey should be changed and 
make recommendations to provide for the more 
effective working of present-day representative 
processes. 

d). The commission is authorized to hold hear- 
ings, call witnesses and to draft necessary legal and 
clerical assistance from such State departments 
as may be required.

Wrereas, Formal application has been made by 
the Gloucester County Tunnel Commission and 
the Delaware County Authority, acting as a joint 
authority or commission, to the Neconstruction 
Finance Corporation to finance the cost thereof 
through the purchase of tunnel revenue bonds of 
the county of Gloucester in the State of New 
Jersey; and 

Beanie: Wuereas, Plaus for constructing, financing, oper- 
ating and maintaining said tunnel have had the 
approval of the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration and the Honorable Jesse H. Jones, Fed- 
eral Loan Administrator under the Government 
of the United States, and said project has been 
included among a number of other important 
projects in the nation which are contemplated by 
the President as a part of a Post Emergency 
Works program; and

Act of one thousand nine hundred and forty shall 
take place on Wednesday, the sixteenth day of 
October, one thousand nine hundred and forty, 
between the hours of seven A. M. and nine P. M. 
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2. Hivery male citizen of the United States and 
every male alien residing in the State of New 
Jersey (other than those enumerated in the follow- 
ing paragraph) who on Wednesday, the sixteenth 
day of October, one thousand nine hundred and 
forty, has attained the twenty-first anniversary of 
the day of his birth and has not attained the thirty- 
sixth anniversary of the day of his birth, shall pre- 
sent himself for, and submit to, registration at the 
regular polling place or other duly designated 
place of registration within the voting precinct or 
district in which he has his permanent home, or in 
which he may happen to be, on Wednesday, the 
sixteenth day of October, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and forty. Every such person who is not 
within the continental United States on Wednes- 
day, the sixteenth day of October, one thousand 
nine hundred and forty, shall within five days after 
his return to the continental United States present 
himself for, and submit to, registration. Regula- 
tions have been prescribed providing for the spe- 
cial registration of those who, on account of sick- 
ness or other causes beyond their control, are unable 
to present themselves for registration at the desig- 
nated places of registration on Wednesday, the 
sixteenth day of October, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and forty. 

3. The following persons shall not be required 
to register and shall be relieved from liability for 
training and service: 


Commissioned officers, warrant officers, pay 
clerks, and enlisted men of the Regular Army, 
the Navy, the Marine Corps, the Coast Guard, 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey, the Public 
Health Service, the federally recognized active 
National Guard, the Officers’ Reserve Corps, 
the Regular Army Reserve, the Enlisted Re- 
serve Corps, the Naval Reserve, and the Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve; 

Cadets, United States Military Academy; 

Midshipmen, United States Naval Academy ; 

Cadets, United States Coast Guard Acad- 
emy ; 
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Men who have been accepted for admittance 
(commencing with the academic year next suc- 
ceeding such acceptance) to the United States 
Military Academy as cadets, to the United 
States Naval Academy as midshipmen, or to 
the United States Coast Guard Academy as 
cadets, but only during the continuance of such 
acceptance; 

Cadets of the advanced course, senior divi- 
sion, Reserve Officers’ Training Corps or 
Naval Reserve Officers’ Training Corps; and 

Diplomatic representatives, technical at- 

. taches of foreign embassies and legations, con- 
suls-general, consuls, vice-consuls, and con- 
sular agents of foreign countries, residing in 
the United States, who are not citizens of the 
United States, and who have not declared their 
intention to become citizens of the United 

States. 


4, It is the responsibility and obligation of every 
person subject to registration in the State of New 
Jersey to familiarize himself with the rules and 
regulations governing such registration and to 
comply therewith. From time to time information 
regarding such rules and regulations will appear 
in the public press. 

5. To insure full co-operation in carrying into 
effect the registration of all persons required to 
register, all employers and governmental agencies 
are urged to give those under their charge sufficient 
leave of absence on the day and between the hours 
aforesaid in which to fulfill the obligation of regis- 
tration incumbent upon them. 

6. In order that our public school teachers who, 
through their respective boards, superintendents of 
schools and the Commissioner of Education, have 
patriotically volunteered their services as regis- 
trars, may be free to assist in the registration, 
¥ direct that Wednesday, the sixteenth day of 
October, one thousand nine hundred and forty, be 
a public school holiday and that on that day all 
public schools throughout the State be closed. 
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7. I call upon all county clerks, municipal clerks, 
boards and persons regularly concerned with the 
conduct of elections under the laws of the State 
of New Jersey, the Commissioner of Hdueation, 
all boards of education, superintendents of schools 
and public school teachers, and every other citizen, 
to co-operate fully and completely in the registra- 
tion of every person within the State who is re- 
quired to register in this first important step in the 
development of our national defense. 

We of New Jersey are proud of our history and 
of the part that our citizens have played in the de- 
velopment and in the defense of our country. Lov- 
ing peace, our people have answered every call to 
service and sacrifice in every generation of our ex- 
istence as a State and as a nation. We covet noth- 
ing but peace and the preservation of the thing's 
that we hold dear, but the time has come for us 
to show our determination to defend these bless- 
ings. So we are called again to the high service 
of preparation for the detense of our homes, our 
families, our free institutions and our ways of life.

On September seventeenth, our people commem- 
orate the writing of the Constitution of the United 
States. The observance of this anniversary origi- 
nated in New Jersey, as a method of calling atten- 
tion to the fundamental principles on which the 
American system of government rests. 


It is especially appropriate, in this year of dedi- 
cation to the national defense, that we should look 
to the foundations laid by the fathers. 


~The Constitution of the United States is a 
remarkable instrument, and has served us well 
through more than one hundred fifty changing years. 
Its strength is to be found in a number of enduring 
principles, skillfully worked into the document by 
the members of the Convention of 1787. In the 
first place, it is simple, unencumbered by details 
likely to be outmoded with the passage of time. In 
the second place, it has proved flexible enough to 
permit government to meet new needs and use new 
methods without those revolutionary explosions 
which have swept over most of the earth several 
times since its adoption. In the third place, it pro- 
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vides efficient safeguards for essential liberties. 
And finally, it establishes legislative, executive, and 
judicial departments endowed with sufficient power 
and energy to enable government to face any emer- 
gency in such a fashion as to justify the high pur- 
poses expressed in the preamble: ‘‘to form a more 
perfect union, establish justice, insure domestic 
tranquillity, provide for the common defense, pro- 
mote the general welfare, and secure the blessings 
of liberty.”’ 


It is important to remember, however, that the 
Constitution of the United States was made for a 
union of States, each of which must have its own 
Constitution for the guidance of its own govern- 
mental affairs. In the last analysis, the union can 
be no stronger than its various members. Today, 
world problems are imposing greater burdens than 
ever on our government in Washington. It is there- 
fore more important than ever that the States be 
prepared to play their full part. It is important 
if the total job of government is to be done, and if 
we are not to betray the great truth that democ- 
racy, like charity, begins at home. It would serve 
us little, if we won the world conflict at the expense 
of those republican principles which we have 
pledged ourselves to defend. 


As your Governor, I therefore urge that Consti- 
tution Day be observed with a seriousness of pur- 
pose never before equaled in our State. Let us be 
grateful for our inheritance of the Constitution of 
the United States; but let us prove ourselves wor- 
thy by acting to enhance that inheritance. I sug- 
gest that we look closely to the constitution and 
governmental practices of our own State. Let us 
ask ourselves how well they conform to the stand- 
ard set by the Constitution of the United States, 
and how well prepared -our State and local govern- 
ments are to meet the greater burdens of the days 
to come. And let us act as fearlessly as our prede- 
cessors to meet any deficiencies which we may find 
in our present system. To the end that this anni- 
versary may be fittingly remembered, I, Cuarues
